On Monday the first November next, the Winter Session will be 
commenced and continued, with but the usual Christmas vacation, 
till the end of April ensuing. 

On referring to the various subjects taught, it will be perceived 
that the Curriculum is an extensive one — complete indeed, with 
the exception of the Chair of Botany. It embraces all the de- 
partments of medicine which modern improvement has intro- 
duced into the European Schools, on the model of which, indeed 
it has been formed. The Lectures are delivered for five days in 
the week, and in the discharge of their respective duties, the 
Members of the Faculty are influenced not only by the admitted 
importance of the subjects which they teach, but by the convic- 
tion that punctuality in attendance on their classes, and regularity 
in the delivery of their lessons, materially tend to the final success 
of their efforts. And that these labors have not been ineffectual, 
is fully established by the fact that for five and twenty years the 
Faculty have, in spite of every description of discouraging obsta- 
cles, maintained their position ; and keeping in mind the rapid pro- 
gress of the science, have steadily increased their facilities, and 
enlarged their Curriculum, a conduct evidently appreciated by 
the Public and the Profession, as shewn in the regular increase of 
students. 

Bearing in view the difficulties which have been surmounted, 
and those which may be anticipated, it is with no ordinary satis- 
' faction that the Faculty notice the recent important alterations in 
the charter of the University, whereby greater efficiency must be 
given to all its departments, and it is not without valid reasons 
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that they entertain the hope of receiving from the remodeled In- 
stitution the support necessary to the carrying out of their earnest 
wish to elevate the character of the Medical Department to a yet 
higher degree. 

It will be remembered that the circular of last year spoke of a 
building being in course of erection for the Faculty. It was 
finished in time for the Session, and was found to fully answer 
all purposes: well ventilated, commodiously fitted up and laid 
out, supplied with water and gas ; situated in a retired, yet central ? 
street, within a few minutes walk of the Hospital and boarding 
houses, — it has entirely met the expectations of the Faculty, and 
the wants of the students. 

Since last year very considerable additions have been made 
to the Museum, Library, and the appliances of the class of Insti- 
tutes of Medicine, and that of Chemistry ; so that independently 
of the ordinary requisites, such as the plates of Carswell, Quain, 
Cruvelhier, Willis ; Anatomical and Pathological preparations, 
wet and dry, the Microscope, Cabinet of Materia Medica, Ob- 
stetrical Apparatus, &c., &c., the Lecturers are in possession 
of ample means to explain and illustrate their special subjects. 

The Library contains upwards of 1800 volumes, among which 
are the best authors, either for reference, or the study, of the 
elementary parts of the Profession — the whole accessible to the 
student under the usual regulations. 

In the Museum will be found preparations of varied interest, 
as to abnormal formations, diseased structure, and heterologous 
tissues ; to these as to the Library, the student has free access. 

To dissections every attention will be paid ; the rooms appro- 
priated to the purpose are as well lighted by night as by day, 
well supplied with water and other necessaries, ventilated, 
&c., &c. The Demonstrator daily attends to superintend and 
assist the students. 

The Lying-in Hospital is in an efficient state, and affords to 
the advanced Midwifery student the opportunity for practically 
obtaining a knowledge of this important branch. 

The General Hospital is visited daily at noon $ in it Clinical 
instruction, both on Surgery and Medicine is given, and lectures 
on these important subjects given twice a week. 
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To the students of the United States, many of whom resort to 
Paris, for the object of there completing their education, the 
passing of a Session or two in Montreal offers the inducement of 
having the opportunity of studying the French language concur- 
rently with their Profession. To these it is quite possible that 
both the Sessions and entire Curriculum may appear long— the 
Session it is true is by one month longer than the longest of their 
own, but by so much it is thought to be the more complete ; the 
rapidity of production not being so much considered as the regu- 
larity and proficiency of the stages and attainments of Graduates. 
Distributed over a period of four years, the studies can scarcely be 
felt as requiring the extraordinary application which, were they 
compressed into a narrower period, would unduly task the in- 
tellect, overburden the memory, and render almost nugatory the 
very best means of instruction. 

The tickets of this University are received by the British Col- 
leges, and by those of the United States, whose tickets under 
similar regulations, are likewise received by M'GilL College. 

Boarding may be had for eight to sixteen dollars per month. 


Extracts of Statutes, &c., of Medical Faculty, M<Gill Col- 
lege, as revised and sanctioned by her Majesty, 184*9. • 

CHAPTER I. 

2nd. Each Teacher shall deliver at least five Lectures during 
the week, except in the Class of Clinical Medicine and Surgery. 

3d. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

4>th. Each Teacher shall give to the pupils attending his class 
an examination, at least, once a week, and each examination 
shall be considered a Lecture. 

7th. The fee for each class shall be three pounds, Halifax 
currency ; except for the Anatomical and Chemical classes, for 
each of which the fee shall beThree pounds fifteen shillings, of 
the same currency ; and for the classes of Clinical Medicine and 
Surgery, of Forensic Medicines, and of Botany, for each of which 
the fee shall be two pounds ten shillings. 


* Note.— Students who have commenced their studies before this date 
will be governed by the previously existing Statutes. 
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8th. Any Student, after having paid the fees and attended two 
courses of any branch, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for 
that class. 

9th. The courses shall be of six months’ duration, except that 
of Forensic Medicine. 

CHAPTER n. 

1st. The Medical Degree granted by this University shall be 
that of Doctor of Medicine and Surgery. 

4th. No one shall be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Me- 
dicine and Surgery who shall not have studied Medicine and 
Surgery for the period of at least four* years, either in this Uni- 
versity, or some other University, College, or School of Medicine, 
approved of by this University. 

5th. No one shall be admitted to the examination for the de- 
gree who shall not have furnished testimonials of attendance on 
the following branches of Medical Education, and in the manner 
following, viz. : 

Anatomy and Physiology, 

Chemistry, 

Theory and Practice of Medicine, 

Midwifery and Diseases of Women 
and Children, 

Principles and Practice of Surgery, 

Materia Medica and Pharmacy, 

Clinical Medicine, 

Clinical Surgery, 

Practical Anatomy, 

Institutes of Medicine, 

Forensic Medicine, 

Botany. 

6th. The person presenting himself must also give proof by 
ticket, of having attended during one year, the practice of the 
Montreal General Hospital, or some other Hospital having beds 
for at least forty patients. 

7th. Moreover, no one shall receive the Medical degree con- 
ferred by this University, who shall not have pursued his studies 
in it during at least one session. 

8th. Every candidate for the degree must, before his exaraina- 
tion be entered into, give p roof of competent classical attainments.

The Course of Medical Instruction in McGill College is to 
commence on Monday, November 7, and to be continued, 
as usual, to the end of April. 

The Faculty consider it unnecessary to enter into detail 
in reference to the means at their command for affording to 
students, who shall select their school, the opportunity of 
acquiring a thorough knowledge of their profession. The 
list of Lecturers, on the 3rd page, shows the extent and 
completeness of their Curriculum, and the fulness with 
which the subjects are treated ; while its length (viz., 
four years) gives assurance that these subjects will be well 
grounded in the minds of the Students. It may be made 
an objection that the long period required is expensive and 
burdensome to the Student, and unnecessarily prolonged ; 
but when the great extension lately given to Medical 
Science is considered ; the great number of branches to be 
studied : and the importance in after-life of a thorough 
knowledge, previous to entering upon the arduous and re- 
sponsible duties of practice, which very generally impede 
or prevent further study, it is thought that the advantages 
must greatly overbalance any inconveniences which may 
arise from the length of the course of study. It is a duty of 
those engaged in Medical instruction to seek to impress 
upon their pupils, that Medicine is something more than a 
mere routine or empirical application of rules, and that the 
judgments and decisions of the practitioner should be 
founded on proper scientific knowledge and deduction. 
Adequate knowledge of the varied subjects embraced in 
Medical education cannot be obtained without a propor- 
tionate allowance of time ; and retention of knowledge is 
generally known to be in a ratio to the time employed in 
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acquiring it. For these reasons, the Faculty have recom- 
mended the extended course which their statutes now en- 
join, and which they trust will tend to the still further 
elevation of the Profession in the social scale. 

This subject has been particularly dwelt upon in conse- 
quence of four years having elapsed since the present sta- 
tutes were sanctioned, and there being now few Students 
who can claim to be exempted from their operation on the 
plea of having commenced study before they were pro- 
mulgated. 

Additional facilities for instruction continue to be afforded 
by the increase of Apparatus, and by the augmentation of 
the Library and Museum ; to the former of which there 
have been added, during the year, 146 volumes, making 
a whole of upwards of 2000 volumes, among which 
are found not only the most valuable works for reference, 
but recent standard works on all the departments of Medi- 
cal Literature, and, moreover, those elementary works 
which are chiefly adapted for pupils — the use of which 
they are allowed without charge. 

Besides the gradual increase of Anatomical and Patholo- 
gical preparations, furnished by the opportunities of those 
connected with the College, it is expected that a considerable 
number of Anatomical and Pathological Preparations in 
WAX, ordered from Paris, wall arrive before the commence- 
ment of the Session. 

A number of Microscopical preparations have also been 
ordered from London. 

Clinical Instruction in Medicine and Surgery will be 
given at the Montreal General Hospital. 

The Lying-in Hospital will be found to afford opportu- 
nity of acquiring practical knowledge in Midwifery. 

The Dissecting Room is furnished with all the necessary 
conveniences; and, being lighted with Gas, allows the 
attendance to be continued through the evening. 

Finally, the various Courses of Lectures will be ill us- 
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trated and assisted by the use of Apparatus (Chemical and 
Philosophical), Preparations, Plates, Herbarium, Micro- 
scopes, Specimens of the Materia Medica, Ac. Ac. 

The Tickets of this University are received by the Bri- 
tish Colleges, and by those of the United States, whose 
Tickets, under similar regulations, are likewise received by 
McGill College. 

Boarding may be had for from $8 to $16 per Month.

As Revised and Sanctioned by Her Majesty, 1849.* 


CHAPTER I.

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill College announce 
to the Profession and the Public that their Annual 
Course of Lectures will commence on the first Mon- 
day in November, and continue six months, to the 
end of April, 1855. 

In making this announcement, it is not considered 
necessary to enter into much detail. The general 
character of the Institution is well enough known to 
render an extended notice of its means of instruction 
unnecessary. The length of its session (six months) ; 
the large number of its Professors giving instruc- 
tion on distinct branches ; the commodious building 
it occupies, with large and well-furnished Lecture 
and Dissecting Rooms and Laboratory ; its Library ; 
its Museum ; its connection with the Montreal 
General Hospital and the University Lying-In Hos- 
pital ; — furnish evidence that Students following the 
courses of this School will have ample means of ac- 
quiring the knowledge necessary to qualify them 
for the arduous duties of their profession. 

The lamented death of the late Professor of Mid- 
wifery has rendered some changes necessary which 


the Faculty trust will not lessen the efficiency of 
teaching in the branches affected. 

The statutes of the College require attendance on 
Lectures during four sessions ; but the tickets of other 
Colleges and Schools whose curriculum is similar to, 
or approaches that of, this University, are accepted 
provided one session be passed in it. 

The length of these sessions, and the separation 
of the distinct branches of professional study, are 
advantages to Students wishing to complete their 
studies in Europe, though it has been found of late 
years that Students prefer first completing their 
studies here by graduating before visiting the Old 
World. 

Some changes in the Regulations have been 
made, but not materially altering the course of in- 
struction or the mode of examination. The princi- 
pal of these is the division of the Medical Exa- 
mination into primary and final ; the former of 
which, (comprehending the Elementary Branches,) 
it is optional with the Student to undergo at the end 
of his third session. This is considered a boon to 
the Student, in enabling him to concentrate his at- 
tention more particularly on those branches compri- 
sed in the one or other of the examinations; while 
it affords to the Professors the time and opportunity 
of ascertaining more completely the actual progress 
made by the Student in his studies. 

It was found during the last session that the pro- 
posed division of the Examination was very accept- 
able to the Students, and a number of third year 
Students came forward to take advantage of the 
privilege conceded to them. 

With a view to the same object, viz., ascertaining 
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the actual learning (medical and general) of the 
candidate, it has been decided to examine the 
Thesis previous to the final examination, and to 
make a favorable report on it a necessary prelimi- 
nary to that examination. 

Another new Regulation has been adopted, fixing 
the number of Classes which a Student of another 
school, desiring to graduate in this University, must 
attend, to constitute the annus medicus required by 
the Regulations, instead of a whole course as here- 
tofore. By the present Regulation, the Classes re- 
quired are any Four of the Six Months Classes, or 
any Three of them with Two of the Three Months 
Classes, which latier are equivalent to One Six 
Months Class. 

The Library and Museum are annually being 
augmented. Clinical Instruction in Medicine and 
Surgery is given at the Montreal General Hospital. 

The Lying-In Hospital of the University will be 
found of much benefit to advanced Pupils in Mid- 
wifery. 

The Dissecting Room is furnished with all neces- 
sary conveniences, and being lighted up with Gas, 
allows of dissection in the evening. 

Finally, the various Courses of Lectures will be 
illustrated and assisted by the use of Apparatus 
(Chemical and Philosophical), Preparations, Plates, 
Herbarium, Microscopes, Specimens of the Materia 
Medica, &c. &o. 

The Tickets of this University are received by the 
British Colleges, and by those of the United States, 
whose Tickets, under similar regulations, are like- 
wise received by McGill College. 
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Boarding may be had for from $12 to $18 per 
Month . 


EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE MEDICAL 
FACULTY. 

Chap. I . 

j Relative to the Courses of Lectures , Fecs } fyc. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least Five 
Lectures during the week, except in the classes of 
Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery, in which 
only Two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of 
Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six 
months, in which case Three Lectures a week shall 
suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s dura- 
tion. 

3rd. Every Professpr shall occasionally examine 
his class upon the subjects treated of in his preceding 
Lectures ; and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a lecture. 

4th. A Boll of the names of the Students attend- 
ing each class shall be called from time to time. 

5th. All Tickets which have not a Certificate of 
attendance attached shall be rejected when present- 
ed as Testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be Three Pounds 
currency, with the following exceptions : For the 
Anatomical and Chemical Classes, the Fee shall be 
for each Three Pounds Fifteen Shillings; for that 
of Medical Jurisprudence, Two Pounds Ten Shil- 
lings ; and for those of Clinical Medicine and Clini- 
cal Surgery, One Pound Ten Shillings each. 
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7th. Any Student after having paid the fees and 
attended two courses of any class shall be entitled 
to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The Courses of all the classes, except those 
of Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery and Medical 
Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration j the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery 
of three months’ duration ; and that of Medical J u- 
risprudence, either of three months’ duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or 
of six months’ duration, in which case only Three 
Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The Courses shall commence on the first 
Monday in November, and, with the exception of a 
vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 

Chap. II. 

Of the Qualifications and Studies of Students and 
Candidates for the Medical Degree. 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medi- 
cal Lectures of this University, shall, at the com- 
mencement of each Session, enrol their names and 
residences in the Register of the Medical Faculty, 
and procure from the Registrar a Ticket of Matricu- 
lation, for which each Student shall pay a fee often 
shillings. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the 
twenty-third day of December in each year, and no 
ticket obtained from any of the Professors shall be 
received without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of 
Doctor of Medicine and Surgery who shall not have 
alteuded lectures, for a period of at least four Ses-

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The Faculty of Medicine of the University of McGill College 
informs its alumni and the public generally, that its regular 
winter course of lectures for the approaching session of 1857-58 
will be opened on Monday, the 2nd of November next, and, extend- 
ing over the ordinary period of six months, will terminate in the 
last week of the following April. 

The long term thus devoted to instruction has been found to be 
of signal benefit ; and without descending to invidious comments, 
the Faculty can happily refer the rule it has adopted to the 
experience of disinterested professional brethren for their entire 
concurrence. The necessity created by the extensive accumu- 
lations made in the literature of each department of medicine, 
since its origin as a science, is continually growing more urgent, by 
the frequent accessions that recent researches and new considera- 
tions are bringing to light, while the limits that years ago were 
not found too ample, within which to convey a comprehensive 
exposition of the multifarious subjects of education, cannot, con- 
sistently with these increasing requirements, be safely abbreviated. 

Earnest to secure general excellence in its graduates, as the 



most stable foundation on which their future success and satis- 
faction can be erected, the Faculty has also proved that these 
objects are more attainable by requiring a curriculum of four 
sessions, over which the pupil’s studies may be divided and 
renewed than when a shorter attendance is demanded. The 
ambition to pass too early, when gratified, has often reflected 
injuriously on the means instrumental in its encouragement, and 
itas been deplored, when too late to be repressed, in consequence of 
painful experiences of public distrust from personal incompetency. 

The lectures upon the various branches have been so modelled 
that they present as perfect an arrangement as those of more 
favored institutions in Europe. Not only thereby are the facili- 
ties for acquiring information increased, but, furthermore, the 
student is saved from the difficulties which more restricted sources 
must entail in an endeavor to communicate as much in a less time, 
and by fewer aids. The necessity, also, for a long residence in 
foreign parts ceases to be indispensable to native students. The 
custom that formerly prevailed among Canadians of “ going 
home” to graduate, is now superseded by their at once graduat- 
ing here, and then “ going home the first method is not now 
required, and by the second, more privileges and attentions in the 
way of individual courtesies are secured. The parity of advan- 
tages is most apparent in the case of the colleges of Great Britain 
aud Ireland, where McGill College graduates have, upon presenting 
themselves for additional honors, not experienced any impedi- 
ment nor found additional study required, when to qualify for 
these distinctions has needed an equal curriculum of study. 

The only change made since last year has been in regard to 
Natural History. Gentlemen beginning their studies after the 
1st May, 1 857, are required to attend one course of Botany and one 
of Zoology. These classes are in the Faculty of Arts, and may be 
pursued in any session that may be most convenient. Not more 
than a general acquaintance with them will be expected, and it 
will be sufficient to afford proof of this by certificate, as no test 
examination on either will be demanded of candidates for the . 
degree of M. D., from whom no additional requirements will be 
sought to those of former years. 
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Having verified the advisability of modifying the previous 
system of conducting the final examination, by separating it into 
two parts, one for the elementary, and one for the senior branches, 
inasmuch as thereby the labors of the candidate are materially 
lightened, this division will continue to be observed, unless in 
special cases, to meet particular wishes, the contrary be preferred, 
as a choice between the two will always be allowed. The ele- 
mentary examination has generally been passed at the end of the 
third session, the senior at the close of the fourth. There is thus 
left a full year intervening, during which the person may apply 
himself to the unembarrassed study of those branches, upon the 
practice of which he is in due time to enter. The single exami- 
nation, formerly universal, is thus halved, and each portion is 
confined to four branches. The advantages that accrue from this 
alteration are shared by both junior and senior students. Neither 
is confused by a burthening of the memory with the minutiae of 
topics, on which at the time he is not to be examined ; while 
both can render a more undivided attention to the branches 
i immediately concerned. 

Aware of the high importance of teaching by demonstration, as 
from it flow the most successful results in attempts to imprint upon 
tLe acquiring mind that which will iu practice prove to be most 
profitable and most lasting, appeals whenever admissible will be 
made as well to the eye as to the ear ; and the Faculty rejoices to 
state that each succeeding year places at its disposal auxiliary 
means of achieving this desideratum, and consequently of ob- 
taining a more practical character for its mode of imparling 
information. Its sources for illustration may be chiefly comprised 
under the following heads : — 

HOSPITALS. 

1st. The Montreal General Hospital. — This spacious and 
commodious building, situated upon Dorchester and St. Dominique 
Streets, possesses very extensive accommodations, but is never 
more than partly occupied. The number of patients has been daily 
during the past year from 70 to 110, with about 260 new admis- 
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sions, and 830 out-door patients every quarter. The diseases and 
accidents occurring among so many are, as may be supposed, 
varied, and afford an instructive field for study. It is visited 
every week-day at noon ; and students are allowed full opportuni- 
ties to pursue peisonal investigations, relative to the diagnosis of 
the cases present, with the directions of the physicians in atten- 
dance. The operating theatre, used also as the lecture room, is well 
lighted, and so constructed as to permit of the class generally 
obtaining a good view of the cases, <fcc., before them. Operations 
are performed on any day when deemed necessary. 

2nd. The University Lying-in Hospital.— This institution 
is conveniently situated in St. Urbain Street, between the former 
and the College building. The number of accouchements average 
about 140 per annum. It is under the direct charge of the Pro- 
fessor of Midwifery. Students who have followed one course of 
his lectures may attend, and each in rotation has a case of labor 
assigned to him for management. A register is kept of the par- 
ticulars of each birth, and the statistics collected carefully pre- 
served. 

Both of these infirmaries are open to students upon the pay- 
ment of a small fee. To the assiduous, each offers an ample field 
for acquiring knowledge of the most valuable kind. The method 
of tuition is well calculated to be followed with encouraging 
results. 


DISSECTIONS. 

The dissecting Rooms will be open daily from 8 A.M., till 10 
P.M. The rooms are well lighted with gas, have water laid on, 
and have every other convenience necessary for the comfort of 
the students. Arrangements have been made by which a plenti- 
ful supply of subjects will be constantly procured. The Demon- 
strator of Anatomy will be in attendance, and devote himself 
assiduously to the instruction of the pupils in the art of dissecting, 
and in the acquisition of anatomical knowledge. The Professor 
of Anatomy will frequently visit the dissecting rooms for the pur- 
pose of directing and examining the students. Every facility will 
be afforded to promote the advancement of Practical Anatomy. 



Connected with the building used for the Lectures, is an ice-house. 
In addition, such other requisites are possessed as are deemed 
adequate to render this department as effective as possible. 

MUSEUM. 

The Museum has been enriched by new preparations in Ana- 
tomy, both normal and morbid, since last session, having had the 
benefit of the services of a skilful anatomist employed for its 
special improvement. It contains a large number of Pathologi- 
cal specimens principally preserved under spirits in glass jars, 
also a selection of casts in wax and in papier mache, prepared at 
the manufactories of Guy & Thibert, in Paris. The numerous 
lesions of the eye are fully illustrated by a very extensive collec- 
tion of models in wax which are as faithful representations of the 
original, as they are beautifully executed. The Pathological col- 
lection of bones is also numerous, and in fine preservation. The 
other examples of disease arc highly interesting. The various 
objects are made use of by the different Professors to exemplify 
particular points in their lectures. Convinced of the great ad- 
vantages of this accessory to a large medical school, further 
exertions are being used to increase its usefulness. A catalogue is 
kept of the different articles, 603 in number, and an Historical 
description has also been commenced with a view to future pub- 
lication. 

LIBRARY. 

The Library now contain sover 2700 volumes, being by 300 vo- 
lumes more full than last year. This large accumulation is made 
up of valuable monographs, elementary works, and hand books 
on the various departments of medical science, and a complete 
series of the best English periodicals. The greater number will be 
found to be books of standard reference. It is open to the 
student, without cost, upon th deposit of a small sum, which is 
refunded upon the return of the book. 

PLATES. 

The Lectures are illustrated by a varied and extensive assort- 
ment of instructive and well executed plates, both plainand colour- 



ed, of large size. Exclusively of those that pertain to each professor 
solely, the faculty possesses large collections which are preserved 
for general seivice. Among the latter will be found pourtraying 
the structural phenomena of diseases, those of Cruveiihier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Willis, Rayer, Bateman, Armstrong, Farre, Elliotson, 
&c., — exemplifying the effects of poisons, Roupell’s, — exhi- 
biting anatomical relations, Albinus’, Lizar’s, Gall’s, Maclise’s, 
&c., — representing Medicinal plants, Roque’s series, &c. 

CLASSES. 

Each class has the further benefit of other special means of 
illustration, procured for its own particular purposes, as will more 
immediately appear from the following statements, — which also 
explain, in a brief way, the general scope of each department, 
together with the usual method in which it is conducted. 

Anatomy. — The Professor of this branch will be unwearied in 
his exertions to make the course plain and instructive to the 
students. The Lectures will be illustrated by an abundant supply 
of fresh subjects, anatomical preparations, wax models, plates 
full size of life, and every other means by which an intimate and 
thorough knowledge of anatomy may be acquired. 

Chemistry. — The Professor of this department of the general 
curriculum fully dwells on the several portions of his important 
chair. He begins the course by giving generalities on the physi- 
cal subjects connected with Chemistry ; he then announces and 
explains the laws of chemical combination by weight and by 
volume ; after this review, which occupies from three to four 
weeks, he enters upon the discussion of Chemistry proper, the his- 
tory of the elements, of their compounds, and, ending in organic 
chemistry, the history of the metals, such especially as more 
immediately belong to pharmacy. By this time the middle of 
March has arrived, so that from five to six weeks of the session 
remain to be devoted to organic chemis'ry. the multiplied relations 
of which to physiology and pathology are not only constantly 
kept in view, but their close connection with the arts is not 
overlooked. For the ample illustration of all the parts of the 
Course the Professor possesses all the requisite apparatus, both 
chemical and physical. 
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Materia Medica. — It is proposed that this Course shall 
embrace, besides the Pharmacological descriptions essential to it, 
a consideration of the accessory subjects belonging to the connec- 
tive branches of Pharmacy, Therapeutics and Dietetics. To this 
end, the earliest lectures will be upon the forms in which drugs 
are ordered ; after which the dynamology of medicines will engage 
attention for a chief period of the time, both as refers to the 
various agents collectively, and also particularly as pertains to 
their individual groupings. Medicines will be classified into the 
Mono-dynamic and Di-dynamic, the former to be treated of under 
the respective divisions of which they are members, the latter to 
be Taken up- after an analytical method, according as to whether 
their active or formative principle be an acid, alkali or neutral, 
and of the metalloid, metallic, or organic species; and finally, 
about one-fourth — the last part — of the Session will be devoted 
to Dietetics, and this department is intended to be so managed, 
that with the alimentary agents will be included such medicinal 
ones as happen to have more or less affinity to them, as cod liver 
oil, (fee. The Lectures will be illustrated from a Cabinet of 633 
objects, an Herbarium, and the other ordinary means. 

Institutes of Medicine. — This branch comprises Histology, 
Physiology, General Pathology and Therapeutics. During the 
Course the chemical and minute structural composition of the 
various fluids, tissues and organs of the body, in health and 
disease, are explained and illustrated by microscopic preparations, 
physiological drawings, plates and preparations, from the Museum. 

Theory and Practice of Medicine. — After a brief exposition 
of the theoretical portions of the Couise, the chief part of it will 
be directed to the consideration of Special Diseases, whose 
descriptions will be assisted and illustrated by the exhibition of 
morbid preparations and models of diseased parts. The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library (including Cruveilhier, 
Carswell, Hope, Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c., <fcc.,) will also be 
employed. 

Principles and Practice of Surgery. — The Lectures on the 
Principles of Surgery are illustrated by a large collection of pre- 
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parations and engravings. The Practice of Surgery comprises a 
Course of Lectures on Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, 
exhibited upon the subject, in which the uses of the various 
Surgical Instruments, and the application of the different kinds of 
Surgical Apparatus, are practically shown to the class. 

Midwifery and the Diseases of Women and Children.- 

he first part of this Course will be occupied with the considera- 
tion of the anatomy of that part of the system immediately con- 
cerned in parturition, in its normal and abnormal types; after 
tins follows an ample review of the process of parturition in all

of the most complex variety, with a detail of the especial man- 
agement of each particular case. The third part of the Course 
wi be devoted to those important diseases of females imme- 
diate y connected with child-birth; and the fourth and last, to 
infantile diseases. 

The Com* will be illustrated by a series of drawings executed 
on a large scale; by humid morbid preparations and preparations 
m wax ; and instrumental delivery will be exemplified on an 
artificial pelvis adapted to the purpose. The Course will be fully 
rought up to the latest literature in the several subjects. 

: JuRISPTODEKCE - The topics discussed in connection 
with his chair comprise those commonly regarded as belonging 
to Forensic Medic, ne-the subject of Toxicology employing a duly 
important period of the Course. The modef of Lfog for the 
more important poisons will be exhibited, and the post-mortem

Clinical M E D,ciN E .-The mode of teaching pursued is that 
appioved of at some of the best English and Foreign Schools. Each 
case is examined at length by the Professor before the class and 

, points of interest or peculiarity mentioned, the diagnosis’ pro- 
nounced, and explained if made, and the mode of treatment about 
to be adopted described, with the reasons which have influenced 
selection. Each member of the Clinical Class will in turn be 
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called upon to examine and prescribe for a recently admitted 
patient, under the supervision of the Professor, who will correct any 
errors that the examiner may have committed. Special care is 
employed in rendering the class familiar with the practice of auscul- 
tation, percussion, and the other means of physical diagnosis ; Dr. 
Howard himself devoting daily considerable time to the exercise 
of the individual members in the practice of these important 
modern means of investigating disease. The modes of examining 
the urine chemically and microscopically, also form part of the 
clinical instruction given. 

Clinical Surgery. — The teaching will be strictly Clinical 
and will be exemplified as far as practice is concerned by that of 
the Montreal General Hospital. During the three months over 
which the course is distributed, all the public wards are placed 
in charge of the Professor to afford him the most ample field 
from which to procure illustrative cases. 

Botany and Zoology. — Instruction in Natural History is 
now so generally imparted in higher educational establishments 
as to render it (if not necessary, yet) seemly that the medical 
student should not fall below the standard of scientific knowledge 
expected from the general student, especially in subjects so nearly 
connected with medical science as Botany and Zoology.

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The above Lectures are delivered during a period of six months, 
and five tim» s weekly, with the following exception, viz., Clinical 
Medicine or Surgery twice a week. The Session is divided equally 
between these last, the first half usually devoted to Medicine, the 
last half to Surgery. 

Medical Jurisprudence, and Natural History including Botany, 
three times weekly. 

The Clinical Lectures are delivered at the Montreal General 
Hospital ; the remainder are delivered in the building occupied 
by the Faculty in Cote Street, off Craig Street. 


In taking a retrospective view of its past and present condi- 
tion, the Faculty of medicine of McGill College is reminded that 
twenty-eight years have elapsed since it was first established. 
Its lecturers were then the only authorized teachers of medicine 
in British North America. Previously to incorporation with the 
University they had lent their services to similar pursuits and 
were associated together in u Tlie Montreal Medical Institution,” 
of which they were founders, and this, as an independent school, 
was continued for five years after the date of its commencement 
in 1824. At this interesting period, it counted but four chairs 
and these were limited to Practice of Medicine, Chemistry and 
Materia Medica, Midwifery, Anatomy and Surgery. The two 
last named were subsequently divided, and soon Chemistry and 
Materia Medica were taught separately, as also Anatomy, while 
Surgery was united to Midwifery. In 1842 the latter connexion 
was severed, and each constituted an independent department. 
Three years afterwards, Clinical Medicine and Surgery, Institutes 
of Medicine, Medical Jurisprudence, and Botany were superadded ; 
and in the next session Cliuical Medicine was separated from 
Clinical Surgery. And in this position it is now, with a curricu- 
lum so adapted, that it can afford a complete education in medi- 
cine to its matriculants. Beginning as the pioneer school in 
this province, various adverse circumstances have had to be con- 
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tended against; but, notwithstanding these objectionable influ- 
ences, increasing encouragement has continued to mark its 
progress. 

In concluding the announcement for the next session, the 
Faculty has to thank the public for the general favour and 
liberal support which its labours have met : and in proof of its 
continued prosperity has pleasure in referring to the accompany- 
ing statement of the results of the 

PAST SESSION. 

The past winter course of Lectures in the Faculty of medicine, 
McGill College, terminated on the last Friday in April, 1857. 

The number of students in attendance who matriculated were 
ninety-five, of whom sixty-one were from Canada West, thirty-one 
from Canada East, two from Nova Scotia, and one from Prince 
Edward’s Island. Matriculation is required every year. 

Of these, forty three passed their classical examination. This 
exercise is required of all students who become candidates for 
graduation ; it is confined to the Latin language and is chiefly 
designed to test the pupil’s familiarity with its construction and 
translation. The books used are the Pharmacopoeias or Gre- 
gory’s Conspectus, or some Classic, the latter are optional. 
It requires to be undergone but once, and is generally passed in 
the first session of attendance. The time appointed is usually the 
month of December. The Faculty is gratified to be able to state, 
such had been the previous education and the present pro- 
ficiency of the candidates, that very few required to be remanded 
for further study. 

The Elementary or Primary examination was satisfactorily 
passed by the eleven gentlemen whose names and residences 
follow. They, as w r as necessary, had pursued their studies 
during three winter sessions and attended at least two courses of 
Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Institutes of Medicine, 
upon which branches their capacities were tested.

The Graduates in medicine,— the degree in this Faculty granted 
by the University being that of M.D., — were fifteen in number. 
Five were examined upon all the branches together ; the remainder 
on the senior branches, viz. : Practice of Medicine, Surgery, 
Midwifery, and Medical Jurisprudence,— these gentlemen having 
previously passed their elementary examination. The intelligence 
evinced was, without exception, commendable, and in no respect 
inferior to the average of former years. The subscribed list con- 
tains their names, together with their residences aud subjects of 
their theses.

The Materia Medica Prize annually offered by the Professor 
of this department, for the best Essay on any subject embraced 
within the sphere of his Lectures, was given to Mr. Alexander 
Reid, of London, C. W. The dissertation was one of great merit 
on account of its original inquiries and experimental researches. 
Copious extracts from it have received the distinction of publi- 
cation. Its subject was “ strychnia.’’

EXTRACTS 


REGULATIONS OF THE MEDICAL FACULTY. 


Chap. I. 


Relative to the Courses of Lectures, Fees <bc. 


1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least Five Lectures during 
the week, except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical 
Surgery, in which only two Lectures shall be required ; and in 
that ot Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in 
which case three Lectures a week shall suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon 
the subjects treated of in his preceding Lectures; and every such 
examination shall be considered a Lecture. 

4 h. A Roll ot the names of the Students attending each class 
shad be called from time to time. 

5th. A’l tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance 
attached shall be rejected when presented as testimonials p evious 
to examination, unless the omission can bo satisfactorily accounted 
for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be Three Pounds currency 
with the following exceptions ; for ihat. of Med : cal Jurisprudence, 
Two Pounds Ten shillings. ; and for those of Clinical Medicine 
and Clinical Su'gerv, One Pound Ten Shillings each. 

7th. Any student, after having paid the fees and at' ended two 
courses of any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that 
class. i 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical 
Medicine, Clinical Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence shall be of 
six months’ duration ; the Classes of Clinical Medicine and of 



Clinical Surgery of three months’ duration ; and that of Medical 
Jurisprudence, either of three months duration in which case Five 
Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only Three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The Courses shall commence on the first Monday in 
November, and, with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, 
shall continue to the end of April. 


Chap. II. 


Of the Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates 
for the Medical Degree . 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures of 
this University, shall, at the commencement of each Session, enroll 
their names and residence in the Register of the Medical Faculty, 
and procure from the Registrar a Ticket of Matriculation, for 
which each Student shall pay a fee of Ten shillings. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the twenty-third day 
of December in each year : and no ticket obtained from any of the 
Professors shall be received without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Surgery who shall not have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least Four Sessions either in this University or some 
other University, College or School of Medicine, approved of by 
this University. 

4th. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testi- 
monials of attendance on the following branches of Medical 
Education, viz : 

Anatomy , 

Chemistry , 

Theory and Practice of Medicine , 

Principles and Practice of Surgery, 

Midwifery and Diseases of Woman and two Cour _

Provided, however, that Testimonials equivalent to, though not 


precisely the same as those above stated, may be presented and 
accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must also give proof by ticket of having 
attended during twelve months the practice of the Montreal 
General Hospital, or that of some other Hospital approved of by 
this University. 

6th. Moreover, no one shall be permitted to become a Can- 
didate for examination who shall not have attended at least one 
Session of this University, and during that Session at least four 
six month’s classes, or three six months’ and two three months’ 
classes. 

7th. Every Candidate shall, previous to the Medical Examina- 
tion, give proof of competent Classical attainments either by exa- 
mination or otherwise. 

8th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the 
first day of March, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty 
testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, 
and also a Thesis or inaugural dissertation, written by himself, on 
some subject connected with Medical or Surgical Science, either 
in the Latin, English or French language. lie must at the same 
time deliver to the Secretary of the Faculty the following Certi- 
ficate :

I, the undersigned, being desirous of obtaining the Degree of 
Doctor of Medicine and Surgery, do hereby declare that I have 
attained the age of twenty-one years, (or, if the case be otherwise, 
that I shall have attained the age of twenty-one years before the 
next graduation day,) and that I am not, (or shall not be at the 
time) under articles as a pupil or apprentice to any Physician, 
Surgeon or Apothecary.

11th. The trials to be undergone by the Candidate shall be : 

1st. An examination into his Classical attainments as prelimi- 
nary to the Medical Examinations. 

N. B. — Students are recommended to undergo this Examination 
when they first begin their attendance at the College. 

2nd. The private examination of his Thesis as evidence both of 
Medical and General acquirement, followed (if approved) bv its 
public defence. And 

3rd. A general examination on all the branches of Medical and 
Surgical Science. 


N. B. This examination will be divided into Primary and 
Final, the toimer comprehending the branches of Anatomy^ 
Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Institutes of Medicine ; the latter’ 
those of Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery and Medical 
Jurisprudence. 

N. B. — It will be optional with the Student to present himself 
for the primary examination at the end of his third Session 

12th. the following Oath or affirmation will be exacted from 
the Candidate before receiving his Degree.

tains to the theory and practice of medicine, is regarded.* The 
last two sessions exhibited a marked advance owr those of for- 
mer years in the number of matriculated students, and there is 
every reason to believe that the classes during the approaching 
session will be equally as large as, if not larger than those that 
have preceded them. The number of matriculants for the session 
1856-57 was ninety-five , whilst that of 1857—58 was eighty-five , 
the average for the two years being ninety . The average for the 
five immediately preceding years is sixty-three, thus showing an 
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increase in the attendance on the classes during the last two ses- 
sions of nearly fifty per cent. The diminution in number observ- 
able in 1857-58 from that of 1856-57 is readily accounted for 
by the severe financial crisis through which this Province, in 
common with other countries, has but recently passed. 

The advantages for a thorough acquirement of a knowledge of 
his profession held out to the student of medicine by the Fa- 
culty, are the same as those they have for many years offered, 
and which have given to McGill College the reputation it now 
possesses both at home and abroad as a first-class medical school. 
No better proof of the efficiency of the teaching at this school 
can be offered than the fact, that honorable testimony to the pro- 
ficiency of the alumni of McGill College has been repeatedly 
given by the different colleges of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
by the Army Medical Board. “ I have heard,” says Dr. Henry, 
Inspector General of Hospitals, H. P., u the Director General of 
the Army Medical Department express his approval of the system 
of medical education here, aud say, more than once, the young 
men trained at the McGill College were amongst the most pro- 
mising of the medical officers under his superintendence.” 

A very important change has been made since last year in the 
regulations of the Faculty as regards the qualifications of candi- 
dates for the medical degree. Heretofore students have been 
obliged, before presenting themselves for the degree, not only to 
bring forward proof of having studied, in accordance with the 
law of Canada East, for a period of four years, but also that of 
having attended lectures during at least “four sessions either in 
this university or some other university, college, or school of 
m dicine, approved of by this university.” This was found, in 
several instances, to bear heavily on students who had already pur- 
sued their studies for a period of a year or more in the surgery 
of a licensed practitioner, and who had in their possession certi- 
ficates to that effect. It was represented to the Faculty, more- 
over, that McGill College was the only medical institution in Ca- 
nada that required of candidates for her degree, attendance on 
lectures during four sessions. For these reasons, therefore, the 
Faculty have determined to alter the regulation in question so as 
to make it obligatory on students to attend lectures for three 
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sessions only. This does not in any manner affect the curricu- 
lum of studies, which will be as complete and as rigidly adhered 
to as before ; and satisfactory proof of having studied for a period 
of four years will still be required of the student. Clause 3, 
Chap. II. of the Regulations will hereafter read as follows : “ No 
one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Surgery who shall not either, lstly, have attended lectures for a 
period of at least four sessions in this University or some other 
University, College, or School of Medicine approved of by this 
University ; or 2ndly, have studied medicine during at least four 
years, and during that time have attended lectures for a period 
of at least three sessions either in this University or in some 
other University, School, or College of Medicine approved of by 
this University.” 

The advantages offered to the student of medicine by McGill 
College consist in, — 

Istly. A SIX MONTHS’ COURSE OF LECTURES. 

This period allows each professor to enter very fully into the details 
of the particular subject which it is his duty to lecture upon ; and 
whilst it gives the student ample time for practical studies at the 
bed-side of the patient and in the dissecting-room, enables him to 
consult text-books on matters brought before his notice by the 
professor in the class-room, and carefully digest both what he 
hears and reads. The large and important additions constantly 
being made to each department of the science of medicine by the 
numerous discoveries of the indefatigable workers of the present 
day, render it impossible to condense the subject so far as to give 
a just and profitable exposition of medicine as it is, in a term less 
than six months. McGill College was probably the first college 
in America to adopt this lengthened term, which the Faculty 
consider as possessing decided and important advantages over the 
shorter session of four months adopted by the principal univer- 
sities in the United States. 

2ndly. HOSPITALS, AND CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

The paramount importance to the.young physician of a practical 
acquaintance with disease is fully recognized by this College, and the 
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Faculty would particularly invite attention to the unsurpassed 
facilities at tlieir command for imparting practical instruction to 
the student. Until within a very recent period, physicians and 
surgeons of hospital staffs were the only persons who really 
learned anything from the cases of disease in the wards. Stu- 
dents literally u walked the hospitals.” No organization existed 
by which they could be directed and encouraged in their endea- 
vours, by personal investigation of disease, to prepare themselves 
for the practical duties of their profession. All the splendid ad- 
vantages of hospital practice were in a manner lost to them. 
This serious defect in a course of medical instruction has now 
been remedied by the establishment of clinical chairs. These are 
found at present in nearly every respectable school of medicine, 
and are rapidly acquiring a popularity, which is not, however, 
more than their due, for assuredly clinical teaching is above all 
others the kind of teaching to give a student just ideas of the 
physiognomy, nature, and treatment of disease. It inducts him 
into habits of rigid observation, and familiarizes him with investi- 
gations into diseased conditions. He thus becomes prepared to 
enter on active practice with a confidence which will be exactly 
proportioned to the attention he may have bestowed on bed-side 
studies. As a field for the prosecution of these studies, the Fa- 
culty have at their command, — 

1. The Montreal General Hospital. — This spacious and com- 
modious building is situated upon Dorchester and St. Domi- 
nique Streets, at a short distance from the lecture rooms in Cot6 
Street. The number of internes daily visited in the wards by the 
attending physicians varies from 80 to 120, whilst that of the 
externes , prescribed for daily, amounts in every quarter to upwards 
of 1000. It is visited every day at noon; and students are 
allowed full opportunities to pursue personal investigations rela- 
tive to the diagnosis of the cases present, with the directions of 
the physicians in attendance. The operating theatre, used also 
as the lecture-room, is well lighted, and so constructed as to 
permit of the class generally obtaining a good view of the cases, 
&c. before them. Operations are performed on any day when 
deemed necessary. 

2. The University Lying-In Hospital . — This institution is 
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conveniently situated in St. Urbain Street, between the former 
and the College building. The number of accoucliments average 
about 140 per annum. It is under the direct charge of the Pro- 
fessor of Midwifery. Students who have followed one course of 
his lectures may attend, and each in rotation has a case of labor 
assigned to him for management. A register is kept of the par- 
ticulars of each birth, and the statistics collected carefully pre- 
served. 

Both of these infirmaries are open to students upon the pay- 
ment of a small fee. To the assiduous, each offers an ample field 
for acquiring knowledge of the most valuable kind. 

3rdly. DISSECTIONS. 

The dissecting rooms will be open daily from 8 A.M. till 10 P.M. 
The rooms are well lighted with gas, have water laid on, and are 
furnished with every other convenience necessary for the comfort 
of the students. Arrangements have been made by which a plen- 
tiful supply of subjects will be constantly procured. The Demon- 
strator of Anatomy will be in attendance, and devote himself 
assiduously to the instruction of the pupils in the art of dissecting, 
and in the acquisition of anatomical knowledge. The Professor 
of Anatomy will frequently visit the dissecting rooms for the 
purpose of directing and examining the students. Every facility 
will be afforded to promote the advancement of Practical Anatomy. 
Such other requisites are possessed as are adequate to render this 
department as effective as possible. 

4thly. MUSEUM AND LIBRARY. 

The Museum has been enriched by new preparations in Anatomy, 
both normal and morbid, since last session, having had the benefit 
of the services of a skilful anatomist employed for its special im- 
provement. It contains a large number of Pathological specimens 
principally preserved under spirits in glass jars, also a selection of 
casts of wax and in papier mache , prepared at the manufactories of 
Guy & Thibert, in Paris. The numerous lesions of the eye are 
fully illustrated by a very extensive collection of models in wax> 
which are as faithful representations of the original as they are 
beautifully executed. The Pathological collection of bones is also 
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numerous, and in fine preservation. The other examples of 
disease are highly interesting. The various objects are made nse 
of by the different Professors to exemplify particular points in 
their lectures. Convinced of the great advantages of this acces- 
sory to a large medical school, further exertions are being used 
to increase its usefulness. A catalogue is kept of the different 
articles, 603 in number, and an historical description has also 
been commenced with a view to future publication. 

The Library now contains over 2*700 volumes. This large 
accumulation is made up of valuable monographs, elementary 
works, and hand-books on the various departments of medical 
science, and a complete series of the best English periodicals. 
The greater number will be found to be books of standard refe- 
rence. It is open to the student, without cost, upon the deposit 
of a small sum, which is refunded upon the return of the book. 

The Lectures are illustrated by a varied and extensive assort- 
ment of instructive and well-executed plates, both plain and 
coloured, of large size. Exclusively of those that pertain to each 
Professor solely, the Faculty possesses large collections, which are 
preserved for general service. Among the latter will be found, 
pourtraying the structural phenomena of diseases, those of Cru- 
veilhier, Carswell, Hope, Willis, Payer, Bateman, Armstrong, 
Farre, Elliotson, &c. ; exemplyfying the effects of poisons, Rou- 
pell’s, <fec. ; exhibiting anatomical relations, Albinus’s, Lizar’s, Gall’s 
Maclise’s, <fcc. ; representing medicinal plants, Roque’s series, <fec. 

CLASSES. 

Each class has the further benefit of other special means of 
illustration, procured for its own particular purposes, as will more 
immediately appear from the following statements, — which also 
explain in a brief way the general scope of each department, 
together with the usual method in which it is conducted. 

Anatomy . — The Professor of this branch will be unwearied in 
his exertions to make the course plain and instructive to the stu- 
dents. The Lectures will be illustrated by an abundant supply 
of fresh subjects, anatomical preparations, wax models, plates full- 
size of life, and every other means by which an intimate and 
thorough knowledge of anatomy may be acquired. 
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Chemistry . — The Professor of this department of the general 
curriculum fully dwells on the several portions of his important 
chair. He begins the course by giving generalities on the physi- 
cal subjects connected with Chemistry ; he then announces and 
explains the laws of chemical combination by weight and by 
volume. After this review, which occupies from three to four 
weeks, he enters upon the discussion of Chemistry proper, the his- 
tory of the elements, of their compounds, and, ending in organic 
chemistry, the history of the metals, such especially as more im- 
mediately belong to pharmacy. By this time the middle of 
March has arrived, so that from five to six weeks of the session 
remain to be devoted to organic chemistry, the multiplied rela- 
tions of which to physiology and pathology are not only con- 
stantly kept in view, but their close connection with the arts is 
not overlooked. For the ample illustration of all parts of the 
Course, the Professor possesses all the requisite apparatus, both 
chemical and physical. 

Materia Medica . — In considering the various remedial agents, 
— the principal objects of this course, — attention is mainly di- 
rected to their characters, virtues, actions, and uses. The multi- 
tude of drugs introduced to public notice renders discretionary 
selections and adaptations imperatively obligatory in a six months’ 
course of lectures. Accordingly only those adopted in the Phar- 
macopoeias are necessarily retained, and their descriptions pro- 
portioned to the relative merits of each substance in a practical 
point of view. The London work is chosen as the standard of 
authority on matters common to it in the treatises of other col- 
leges. Such new remedies — not yet included in the above — as 
offer sufficient recommendations to reception will also be brought 
forward. 

Lectures, as usual, will be added, upon the collateral topics of 
Therapeutics and Dietetics. 

The special means of illustration are a Cabinet of Pharmaco- 
' logical objects ; analytical experiments for adulterations, &c. ; 
collections of plates, e. g. representing medicinal plants, Roque’s 
series, Stephenson & Churchill’s ; an herbarium ; the microscope 
(Natchez’), and annexed, this session for the first time, a polari- 
scope, for the examination of Crystals, <fcc. 
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The subject of the next prize-essay is “Wine, its Actions and 
Uses.” The subject is open to every member of the class, and 
the decision is determined at the close of the term. 

Institutes of Medicine . — This branch comprises Histology, 
Physiology, General Pathology, and Therapeutics. During the 
Course the chemical and minute structural composition of the 
various fluids, tissues, and organs of the body, in health and 
disease, are explained, and illustrated by microscopic preparations, 
physiological drawings, plates and preparations, from the Mu- 
seum. 

Theory and Practice of Medicine. — After a brief exposition of 
the theoretical portions of the Course, the chief part of it will be 
directed to the consideration of Special Diseases, whose descrip- 
tions will be assisted and illustrated by the exhibition of morbid 
preparations and models of diseased parts. The extensive series 
of plates contained in the Library (including Cruveilhier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c. &c.) will also be em- 
ployed. 

Principles and Practice of Surgery. — The Lectures on the 
Principles of Surgery are illustrated by a large collection of pre- 
parations and engravings. The Practice of Surgery comprises a 
Course of Lectures on Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, 
exhibited upon the subject, in which the uses of the various 
Surgical Instruments, and the application of the different kinds of 
Surgical Apparatus, are practically shown to the class. 

Midwifery and the Diseases of Women and Children . — 
The first part of this Course will be occupied with the considera- 
tion of the anatomy of that part of the system immediately con- 
cerned in parturition, in its normal and abnormal types; after 
this follows an ample review of the process of parturition in all 
its stages and varieties, from labour of the simplest kind to those 
of the most complex variety, with a detail of the especial man- 
agement of each particular case. The third part of the Course 
will be devoted to those important diseases of females imme- 
diately connected with child-birth ; and the fourth and last, to 
infantile diseases. 

The Course will be illustrated by a serious of drawings executed 
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on a large scale; by humid morbid preparations and preparations 
in wax ; and instrumental delivery will be exemplified on an 
artificial pelvis adapted to the purpose. This Course will be fully 
brought up to the latest literature in the several subjects. 

Medical Jurisprudence . — The topics discussed in connection 
with this chair comprise those commonly regarded as belonging 
to Forensic Medicine, — the subject of Toxicology employing a duly 
important period of the Course. The modes of testing for the 
more important poisons will be exhibited, and the post-mortem 
appearances resulting from' their administration illustrated by 
plates. A few lectures on Insanity, Public Hygiene, and Medical 
Police, will also be given. 

Clinical Medicine . — The mode of teaching pursued is that 
approved of at some of the best English and Foreign Schools. Each 
case is examined at length by the Professor before the class, and 
its points of interest or peculiarity mentioned, the diagnosis pro- 
nounced, and explained if made, and the mode of treatment about 
to be adopted described, with the reasons which have influenced 
its selection. Each member of the Clinical class will in turn be 
called upon to examine and prescribe for a recently admitted 
patient, under the supervision of the Professor, who will correct any 
errors that the examiner may have committed. Special care is 
employed in lendering the class familiar with the practice of auscul- 
tation, percussion, and the other means of physical diagnosis ; Dr. 
Howard himself devoting daily considerable time in the exercise 
of the individual members in the practice of th^se important 
modern means of investigating disease. The modes of examining 
the urine chemically and microscopically, also form part of the 
clinical instruction given. 

Clinical Surgery . — The teaching will be strictly Clinical, 
and will be exemplified as far as practice is concerned by that of 
the Montreal General Hospital. During the three months over 
which the course is distributed, all the public wards are placed 
in charge of the Professor to afford him the most ample field 
from which t > procure illustrative cases. 

Botany and Zoology . — Instruction in Natural History is 
now so generally imparted in higher educational establishments 
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as to render it (if not necessary, yet) seemly tliat the medical 
student should not fall below the standard of scientific knowledge 
expected from the general student, especially in subjects so nearly 
connected with medical science as Botany and Zoology.

The above Lectures are delivered during a period of six months, 
and five times weekly, with the following exception, viz., Clinical 
Medicine or Surgery twice a week. The Session is divided equally 
between these last, the first half usually devoted to Medicine, the 
last half to Surgeiy. 

Medical Jurisprudence, and Natural History including Botany, 
three times weekly. 

The Clinical Lectures are delivered at the Montreal General 
Hospital ; the remainder are delivered in the building occupied 
by the Faculty in Cot6 Street, off* Craig Street. 


PAST SESSION. 

The number of matriculated Students who attended the classes 
of McGill College, during the past Session, was eighty-five. Of 
these, forty-two were from Canada East, forty from Canada West, 
one from Prince Edward’s Island, one from Nova Scotia, and one 
from the United States. 

Fourteen gentlemen having passed the primary examination, 
received certificates to that effect. For this examination it is ne- 
cessary that the Student should have attended two full Courses of 
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Anatomy, Materia Medica, Chemistry, and Institutes of Medicine.

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Mr. Glenn passed his examination at the termination of the 
Session 1856-57, but not having at that time attained his ma- 
jority, he was under the necessity of waiting for his degree until 
the meeting of convocation following the close of last Session, no 
Student being eligible for the medical degree of McGill College 
unless he is already twenty-one years of age at the time of pre- 
senting himself for examination, or shall have attained that age 
before the day of convocation. 

According to the seventh clause of the second chapter of the 
regulations of the faculty, every candidate must give proof of 
competent classical attainments, either by examination or other- 
wise, previous to the medical examination. 

Twenty-one gentlemen, at an early part of the Session, received 
from the Dean of the Faculty certificates of having creditably 
passed their classical examination. 

PRIZES. 

There are three University prizes granted by the Governors. 
One for the best Thesis, one for the best Final Examination, and 
one for the best Primary Examination. The successful competi- 
tors for these prizes were, — 

For Thesis . — Messrs. Timothy F. English, London, C. W., the 
subject of his inaugural dissertation being Tuberculosis ; and 
William H. Taylor, Montreal, C. E., who wrote on Cardiac 
Dropsy. The Essays of these two gentlemen having been consi- 
dered of equal merit, the prize, consisting of books, was equally 
divided between them.

The Materia Medica prize annually offered by the Professor of 
this department, for the best essay on any subject embraced within 
the sphere of his lectures, was given to Mr. A. A. Duhamel, Mon- 
treal, C. E., the subject of his essay being “ Cinchona.’’ 

The prize in Clinical Medicine for the best eight reports of 
cases under treatment in the Montreal General Hospital, annually 
given by the Professor of this branch, was awarded last Session to 
Mr. W. Harkin, Hawkesbury, C. E. 
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The Professor of Clinical Surgery having established two prizes 
in connection with his chair, they were awarded, after a keen and 
highly creditable competition, to the .two following gentlemen : 
Mr. W. P. O. Whitwell, Philipsburg, C. E.,-for the best six reports 
of cases under treatment in the wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital ; Mr. L. Theodore Robitaille, Varennes, C. E., for the best 
written answers to a series of nine questions on subjects lectured 
on during the Session. 


The gentlemen forming the class of 1857-58 conducted them- 
selves in a highly creditable manner, and evinced so marked a de- 
sire to acquire all the information within their reach, that it augurs 
well for their future success.

Every Candidate shall, previous to the Medical Examina- 
tion, give proof of competent Classical attainments, either by exa- 
mination or otherwise. 

8th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the 
first day of March, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty 
testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an examination, 
and also a Thesis or inaugural dissertation, written by himself, on 
some subject connected with Medical or Surgical Science, either 
in the Latin, English or French language. He must at the same 
time deliver to the Secretary of the Faculty the following Certi- 
ficate :

I, the undersigned, being desirous of obtaining the Degree of 
Doctor of Medicine and Surgery, do hereby declare that I have 
attained the age of twenty-one years, (or, if the case be otherwise, 
that I shall have attained the age of twenty-one years before the 
next graduation day,) and that I am not, (or shall not be at the 
time) under articles as a pupil or apprentice to any Physician, 
Surgeon or Apothecary.

11th. The trials to be undergone by the Candidate shall be : 

1st. An examination into his Classical attainments as prelimi- 
nary to the Medical Examinations. 

N. B. — Students are recommended to undergo this Examination 
when they first begin their attendance at the College. 

2nd. The private examination of his Thesis as evidence both of 
Medical and General acquirement, followed (if approved) by its 
public defence. And 

3rd. A general examination on all the branches of Medical and 
Surgical Science. 
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N. B. Ibis examination will be divided into Primary and 
Final, the former comprehending the branches of Anatomy, 
Chemistry, Materia Medica, and Institutes of Medicine; the latter, 
those of Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery and Medical 
Jurisprudence. 

N. B.— It will be optional with the Student to present himself 
for the primary examination at the end of his third session.

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Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided by the Demon- 
strator of Anatomy. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., beinglightei 
with gas. All the usual conveniences are supplied, and the Demon- 
strator will be in attendance to assist the pupils in their operations. 

2. Chemistry.— (Prof.Sutherland.)— Inorganic Chemistry is fully 

treated ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemis- 
try and its relations to Physiology . The branches of Physics bearing upon 
or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention of the class. 
For experimental illustration abundant apparatus is possessed by the 
Professor, among which may be enumerated a powerful Air Pump, 
Oxy-Hvdrogen Microscope,— Polariscope,— Extensive series of Cry- 
stallograpbical models, — Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, &c., 
&e. 

3. Materia Medica— (Prof. Wright.)-This course is illus- 
trated by a Cabinet of Pharmacological objects; by Plates ot Medi- 
cinal Plants, (Roque, Stephenson & Churchill) — by an Herbarium, 
and by the Microscope (Nachet) and Polariscope for examining 
Crystals. — Analytical experiments for detecting Adulterations, &c., 
are also shown. — Dietetics and Therapeutics are included in the 
course. 

4 Institutes of Medicine. — (Prol. Fraser.) Under which 
are comprised Histology, Physiology , General Pathology and 
General Therapeutics. The minute Structure and Composition of 
the various Organs, and the Fluids and Tissues of the Body in hea t 
and disease, are explained and illustrated by Microscopic Prepara- 
tions, Plates and Preparations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine. — (Pret. Holmes.) The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert’s great recent 
work, Cruveilhier, Carswell, Hope, Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c., 
&c.,) will be employed ; also Morbid Preparations and models of 
diseased parts. 

6 Surgery.— (Prof. Campbell.)— Divided into Principles and 
Practice ; including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, ex- 
hibited on the subject.— Quain’s large plates, Maclise, Dalrymple, 
Ac.— The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and 
their uses and application explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. — (Prof. Hall.)— including ^diseases of females and 
infants, illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale; by humid 
preparations ; by models in wax ; and by the use of the artificial Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence.— (Prof. Howard.)— includes Toxi- 
cology— the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mortem 
appearances illustrated by plates -Insanity, Public Hygiene and Medi- 
cal Police are touched upon. 

9. Clinical Medicine.— (Prof. Howard.) taught by lectures, 
and at the bed side-Physical Diagnosis taught practically, and each 
pupil invited to take part in it-Examination of the urine, chemically 
and microscopically explained and illustrated.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE 
FACULTY. 


Chap. I. 

Relative to the Courses of Lectures , Fees , fyc. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least Five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery, in which 
only two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week shall 
suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A Roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance attached shall 
be rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless the 
omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be Three Pounds currency, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions: for that of Medical Jurisprudence, Two Pounds Ten 
shillings ; and for those of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, One Pound 
Ten Shillings, each. 

7th. Any student, after having paid the fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months’ dura- 
tion ; and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three months’ duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only Three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The course shall commence on the first Monday in November, and, 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 


Chap. II. 

Of the Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the Medical 

Degree. 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures of this Uni- 
versity, shall, at the commencement of each Session, enroll their names and 
residence in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a Ticket of Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of Ten 
Shillings. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the twenty-third day of December 
in each year ; and no ticket obtained from any of the Professors shall be re- 
ceived without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Surgery who shall not either, lstly, have attended Lectures for a period of at 
least Four Sessions in this University or some other University, College or 
School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied 
medicine during at least Four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least Three Sessions either in this University or some 
other University, College, or School of Medicine approved of by this Univer- 
sity.

The Mowing address, by Professor Campbell, was delivered before 
the Convocation of McGill College, held 5th May, 1859, to the Graduates 
who received the degree of Doctor of Medicine and Surgery. It has been 
considered advisable to append it to the general circular of the Medical 
Faculty, because the excellent remarks it contains are not only particu- 
larly appropriate, as being essentially within the scope of an annual 
announcement, but convey valuable advice upon the important subjects 
of preliminary education and of professional deportment. 
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VALEDICTORY ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen Graduates, — Before addressing to you the few words 
of parting advice customary upon occasions like the present, I may be 
permitted, I hope, without being thought guilty of self-laudation, to take 
a brief retrospect of the progress of the Medical Faculty of McGill Col- 
lege, which I have now, for nearly a quarter of a century, been con- 
nected with as a Teacher. Upwards of 34 years ago, much to their 
honour, four medical gentlemen in this city, the late Drs. Robertson, 
Caldwell and Stephenson, along with the present respected Dean of our 
Faculty, Dr Holmes, feeling the want and necessity of a means whereby 
appropriate instruction might be furnished to Students of Medicine in 
Canada, associated together and founded, for this purpose, the Montreal 
Medical Institution. The school thus organized was most successful, 
and, five years after its establishment, was embodied in this University, of 
which its Teachers constituted the Medical Faculty. These gentlemen 
at once took the proper ground of demanding a high standard of profes- 
sional education from their graduates, and, as far as circumstances per- 
mitted, assimilated their curriculum, and the duration of their lectures, 
to what was then in force in the University of Edinburgh, of which they 
themselves were Alumni. From time to time, the faculty thus orga- 
nized, although contending against want of pecuniary means and nume- 
rous other adverse circumstances, added to the number of its leachers

glory in saving than in operating, lioweveV skilfully or dexterously the 
operation may be performed ; above all, we believe we have endeavoured to 
teach a hopeful trust in the tender mercies and restorative power of our 
kind nursing mother, the vis medicatriz natures , when aided, but not 
thwarted by art, in remedying accidents and arresting disease. 

And here, gentlemen, I may be permitted to state, that though of late 
years we have been pleased to observe a higher standard of previous 
education in those commencing their medical studies, still we believe 
there is much room for improvement in this respect ; aud now there is 
not the same excuse as in former times for such neglect, as the higher 
schools and colleges abound in both sections of the Province. I would 
urge upon parents and guardians, who intend to educate their sons for 
any of the learned professions, not to be in any hurry fixing their choice 
before the mental powers have had time to develope themselves, and the 
tastes have in some degree been decidedly displayed. The employment 
to which the whole subsequent life is to be dedicated, which is to be its 
business, and ought as much as possible be its pleasure, should not be 
decided upon when the judgement is immature, and the higher mental 
capabilities are only beginning to manifest themselves. I believe that 
a course of education which will qualify a youth to commence, with 
advantage, the special study of any of the professions, should be 
followed up, at least, to the age of eighteen ; the mind will then 
have had time to unfold itself, and its powers will be readily 
directed, with full intensity, to the special profession,— the heart as 
well as the head being engaged in its pursuit. A good knowledge of 
classics is universally acknowledged to be an essential part of the general 
training necessary before entering upon the study of medicine, without 
such knowledge, the very meaning of the terms, constantly employed in 
medical literature, would be incomprehensible to the student ; but the 
chief importance of a classical education consists in this, that experience 
has proved the labor bestowed in its acquisition to be by far the best disci- 
pline for preparing the intellect for being advantageously employed upon 
any other subject. 

An acquaintance with the physical sciences is now considered an 
essential part of a preliminary medical education, and, to the under- 
standing the more exact among them, as Mechanics and Astronomy, 
a certain amount of Mathematics is necessary. Some knowledge 
of Zoology, Botany, Geology and Mineralogy, is now regarded as 
essential to any well-informed and liberally educated medical man, and 
Chemistry might, with great advantage, be studied as an elementary 
branch. 


I 

It may be thought that tie range of study, now suggested, is too 
extensive for the generality of medical students ; but, for my part, it 
circumstances permitted, I would feel disposed to add to it the study of 
Logic and Metaphysics; the exercises in composition, usually combined 
with the instructions on these sciences, are most valuable in the forma- 
tion of habits of thought, as well as in the acquirement of power and 
facility of expression. I am convinced that a youth thus prepared, with 
the advantage of a large amount of available knowledge, will commence 
the study of medicine with the probability of much greater ultimate 
success than he who has not had such a thorough preliminary training. 

Gentlemen Graduates, you are now about to leave us, having credita- 
bly passed through your final examinations and obtained the honors of 
this University. Your minds are now stored with that frame-work of 
knowledge upon which experience can alone afterwards be securely 
based ; and as most of you will at once commence practice, you will 
shortly be called upon to bring your acquirements to bear upon matters 
of practical utility, to apply to the principles of your profession, which 
have been taught you in the lecture-room, the practical test of bedside 
experience. You are now about to study the book of nature — see that 
you become her faithful interpreters; her lessons are worthy of implicit 
belief, and the statements of lecturers and writers frequently require to 
be corrected by them. The zeal and intelligence which many of you 
have displayed during the time you have been with us, afford, unques- 
tionably, the best promise that can be given of future eminence and 
success ; but, in order that this hope may be realized, let me caution 
you not to give up study. Ilonorable distinction in the practice of 
medicine is only to be attained by keeping pace with its progress. At 
the present day, when science in every department is making such rapid 
advances, when education is becoming diffused so generally, the medical 
man cannot stand still, but must exert himself to maintain the exalted 
character of his profession ; and, I say it with pleasure, that medicine 
has not been stationary,— she has not been behind others in the march 
of improvement, but has kept pace in advancement with her sister 
sciences ; and her literature is daily adding new and important facts to 
our present store. Do not think, then, gentlemen, that such of you as 
relax in your efforts will meet with future encouragement: it is only by 
industry and perseverance that you can expect to obtain, in after life, 
respect and reputation as scientific practitioners. 

But, gentlemen, superior attainments, without upright principles, will 
never secure success. In order to have a fair prospect of being esteemed 
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in your profession, you must never let your medical skill and knowledge 
be disjoined from those sacred principles of honour and virtue which you 
have this day sworn to respect ; and this not only towaids your patients, 
but also towards your professional brethren, who on all occasions have 
a right to expect from you that integrity of conduct and fair dealing 
which are the characteristics of the true gentleman and honourable 
medical man. In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me for my fellow- 
labourers in the Medical Faculty, as well as for myself, to return you 
our sincere thanks for the attention and respect with which you have 
invariably listened to our instructions. I can assure you that there is 
nothing more gratifying to the teacher than gentlemanly behaviour and 
exemplary conduct on the part of the student: encouraged by such evi- 
dences of diligence and zeal, his labors are lightened, his industry 
stimulated, and his endeavours to impart instruction materially assisted ; 
good feeling is kept up, and mutual respect becomes the connecting- 
link between him and his class. And now, gentlemen, farewell. You 
carry with you our sincere good wishes for success in life , and we part 
with you, perfectly convinced that, whatever stations you may fill in the 
profession, you will acquit yourselves in a manner calculated to reflect 
credit on the University which has this day conferred upon you its 
degree.

The Faculty of Medicine are happy to be able to report the con 
tmued and increasing success of their School during the last Session 
manifested by a larger attendance of students than has ever before oc- 
curred. The inscriptions (which are annual) in the Matriculation 
Register of the Faculty amounted to 108. The number of Gra 
duates is also largely above the average of former years. The decree 
of Doctor of Medicine and Surgery was conferred at the last Convo 
cation on 2 3 students, most of whom had commenced and completed 
their Medical education at M‘Gill College. This progressive increase 
m the number of students has made it necessary to enlarge the accom 
modation for their reception; and with' this view, the Governors 
have resolved to erect two new and spacious Lecture-Rooms and to 
make alterations m the present building which will tend m’ateriallv 
to the convenience of the Medical Department. materially 

The well-known character of this School renders it unnecessirv to 
enter largely into the advantages which it offers to Students fo/ ob 
taming a thorough knowledge of their profession,— as evidence of 
which the Faculty can point with great satisfaction ’to many of theh 
former pupils holding distinguished situations in different parte 0 f the 
woild. Only a brief notice need, therefore, be given of the mode of 

instruction and the means at the disposal of the Faculty. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is Nine ; the number of 
Glasses l en ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 
being held by one Professor. ' 

, Anatomy. (Prof. Scott)— The fresh subject is chiefly employed in 
the illustration of the Lectures in this branch, aided however, by dried 
preparat ions wax models, plates full size of life, &c. The, Dissectin« 
Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided by the Demon” 
strator of Anatomy. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., being lighted 
with gas. AH the usual conveniences are supplied, and the Demon- 
strator will be in attendance to assist the pupils in their operations. 

2. Cbejustet -(P rof. Sutherland.)-Inorganic Chemistry is 
tully heated , and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
ot the clsss.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE 
FACULTY. 

Chap. I. 

Relative to the Courses of Lectures , Fees , fyc. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least Five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery, in which 
only two Lectures shall be required * r and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week shall 
suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall bo of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance attached shall 
be rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless the 
omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be Three Pounds currency, with the fol- 
lowing exceptions : for that of Medical Jurisprudence, Two Pounds Ten 
Shillings ; and for those of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, One Pound 
Ten Shillings, each. 

7th. Any student, after having paid the fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months’ dura- 
tion ; and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three months’ duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only Three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The courses shall commence on the fir3t Monday in November, and 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 


Chap. II. 

Of the Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates far the Medical 

Degree . 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures of this Uni- 
versity, shall, at the commencement of each Session, enroll their names and 
residences in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a ticket of Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of Ten 
shillings. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the twenty- third day of December 
in each year ; and no ticket obtained from any of the Professors shall be re- 
ceived without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Surgery who shall not either, Istly, have attended Lectures for a period of at 
least Four Sessions in this University or some other University, College or 
School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied 
medicine during at least Four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least Three Sessions either in this University or some 
other University, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this Univer- 
sity. 
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4th. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of at- 
tendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz :

Midwifery and Diseases of Women and Children , l Of which two Courses

Provided, however, that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those above stated, may be presented and accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must also give proof by ticket of having attended dur- 
ing twelve months the Practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of 
some other Hospital approved of by this University. 

6th. Moreover, no one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for exami- 
nation who shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, 
and during that Session at least four six months’ classes, or three six months’ 
and two three months’ classes. 

7 th. Every Candidate shall, previous to the Medical Examination, give 
proof of competent Classical attainments, either by examination or otherwise. 

8th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the first day of 
March, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or inaugural dis- 
sertation, written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or Sur- 
gical Science, either in the Latin, English, or French Language. He must at 
the same time deliver to the Secretary of the Faculty the following Certifi- 
cate :

I, the undersigned, being desirous of obtaining the Degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Surgery, do hereby declare that I have attained the age of 
twenty-one years, (or, if the case be otherwise, that I shall have attained the 
age of twenty-one years before the next graduation day,) and that I am not, 
(or shall not bo at the time) under articles as a pupil or apprentice to any 

Physician, Surgeon or Apothecary. _

9 th. The trials to be undergonejby the Candidate shall be : 

1st. An examination into his Classical attainments as a preliminary to the 
Medical Examinations. 

N. B. — Students are recommended to undergo this Examination when they 
first begin their attendance at the College. 

2nd. The private examination of his Thesis as evidence both of Medical and 
General acquirement, followed (if approved) by its public defence. And 

3rd. A general examination on all the branches of Medical and Surgical 
Science. 

N. B.— This examination will be divided into Primary and Final, the for- 
mer comprehending the branches of Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, 
and Institutes of Medicine ; the latter, those of Practice of Medicine, Surgery, 
Midwifery and Medical Jurisprudence.

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N. B.— It will be optional with the Student to present himself for the pri- 
mary examination at the end of his third session. 

10th. The following Oath or affirmation will be exacted from the Candidate 
before receiving his Degree :

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The ninth Session of this University, under its amended charter, 
will commence in the Autumn of 1861. The Classes in the Faculty 
of Arts will open on the 6th of September, those in the Law Faculty, 
on the 7tli of October, those in the Medical Faculty, on the 4th of 
November, those in the High School Department, on the 1st of 
September, and those in the McGill Normal School on the 1st of 
September. 

The courses of study in the University and the distinctions which 
it offers, may be summed up as follows : — 

1. The Faculty of Law . — The lectures in this faculty comprise a 
complete course of legal study, with special reference to the Law of 
Lower Canada, and lead to the degrees of B.C.L. and D.C.L. 

2. The Faculty of Medicine embraces in its lectures and demon- 
strations all the necessary and important branches of a Medical edu- 
cation, leading to the degree of M.D. 

3. The Faculty of Arts. — The undergraduate course in Arts 
offers a thorough Classical and Mathematical training, with adequate 
provision for the study of Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natural 
Science and Modern Literature, leading to the degrees of B.A. and 
M.A. Ample provision has also been made for honour studies, and 
many facilities are offered to enable students in Law and Medicine to 
take the degree of B.A. Partial courses of study are provided for 
students not desirous of taking the whole course. 

4. The Special Course of Engineering , connected with the Fa- 
culty of Arts, offers to students of that profession the necessary 
scientific training, and the diploma of Graduate in Civil Engineering 
and Surveying. 

5. In the High School Department , the course embraces a good 
English education in all its branches, with the French and German 
languages, and the Classical and Mathematical instruction necessary 
to enter the University. 
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6. The McGill Normal School, affiliated to the University, 
provides the training requisite for Teachers of Elementary and Model 
Schools, leachers trained in this school are entitled to Provincial 
diplomas. 


7. St. Francis College, Richmond, is an affiliated College of the 
University ; and its matriculated students may prosecute any part of 
their course of study under the Faculty of Arts, and may be ad- 
mitted to examination for the degree of B.A. 


8. School Examinations of the University .— Under regulations 
of which copies may be obtained on application to the Secretary, the 
University has appointed examinations for pupils of any sehool or 
academy ; on passing which, such pupils will be entitled to Junior or 
Senior School Certificates of the University. It is hoped that these 
examinations may exercise an important influence in encouraging 
good schools, in elevating the standard of education, and in inducing 
young men about to enter into business, to pursue a longer and more 
thorough course of preparatory study. 

Details of the terms and course of study, in the several Faculties 
in the High School Department, and in the Normal School, will be 
found under the proper heads. 


The regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons 
the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture 
and professional training. In its general character the University is 
Protestant, but not denominational ; and while all possible attention 
wi 1 be given to the character and conduct of students, no interference 
with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned

The session of this Faculty extends from Sept. 6th to May 1st. 
The classes of Students recognised under the following regulations 
are ; — (l.) Undergraduates, matriculated for the whole course of 
study for the degree of B.A., extending over four years, except in the 
cases specified in Section 1st. (2.) Students in Special Courses, 
matriculated and studying for the diploma in such special courses. 
(3.) Partial Students, matriculated and taking two or more courses 
of lectures. f4.) Ocaisional Students, not matriculated, and taking 
one course of lectures. 

Fee for each Session, for Undergraduates and Special Students, 
$20. Engineering, $10 extra. Fee for Partial and Occasional Stu- 
dents, $5 ibr each course of lectures. Matriculation $4, required only 
in the year of entrance. 


§ 1. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 

Candidates for Matriculation as undergraduates, are required to 
present themselves to the Dean of the Faculty, on or before the 6th 
of September, for examination ; they may however enter after the 
commencement of the Session, if, on examination, found qualified to 
join the classes. 

The subjects of examination for entrance into the first year, are as 
follows Latin Grammar ; Greek Grammar ; Cmsar’s Commen- 
taries ; Sallust ; Virgil, JEneid 1st book ; Xenophon’s Anabasis, 1st 
book; Arithmetic; Algebra, to Quadratic Equations ; Euclid’s Ele- 
ments, 3 books ; Writing English from dictation. In Classics the 
amount of knowledge rather than the particular authors studied, will 
be regarded. 

Candidates may be admitted to the standing of students of the second 
year, provided that they be found qualified on examination. Students 
of other Universities desirous of continuing their studies in this Fa- 
culty, will be admitted, on the production of certificates, to a like 
standing iu this University, after examination by the Faculty, 
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Candidates for Matriculation as students in any Special Course or 
for partial Courses of Study, will be examined in the subjects neces- 
sary thereto as may from time to time be determined by the Facul- 
ty. For special Courses of Engineering, Agriculture and Commerce, 
see Section 7, Page 21. 

Persons desirous of entering as partial or occasional students, will 
apply to the Dean for entry in his Register, and will procure from the 
Secretary tickets for the lectures they may desire to attend. 


§ 2. SCHOLARSHIPS AND BURSARIES. 

Sixteen Scholarships have been placed by the Governors at the 
disposal of His Excellency the Governor General. These entitle the 
holders to exemption from tuition fees. Application must be ad- 
dressed to His Excellency, through the Provincial Secretary. Pre- 
viously to being matriculated, those presented to the said Scholarships 
will be examined as to their fitness to enter upon the Course 
of Study. By command of His Excellency, three of these Scholar- 
ships will be offered for competition in the Matriculation examination 
of the ensuing session. 

Eight other Scholarships will be granted by the- Governors from 
time to time to the most successful Students who may present them- 
selves as candidates. 

One or more Normal School Bursaries in the Faculty of Arts will 
be offered for competition to students of the third or fourth years. 
They entitle the holder to an annual sum of $100, for a term not 
exceeding two years, under condition of practising the art of teach- 
ing in the High School Department, and of teaching for three years 
in some public School or Academy in Lower Canada, after taking 
the degree of B.A. and a diploma as a teacher of an Academy. 


§ 3. COURSES OF STUDY. 

FOR THE DEGREE OF B. A. 

Under-graduates are arranged, according to their standing, as Stu- 
dents of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Years ; and as such 
will attend all the courses of lectures appointed for their year, and 
those only, except by special permission of the Faculty. 

First Year — Classics, French or German, English Literature, Ma- 
thematics, History, Elementary Chemistry. 

Second Year — Classics, French or German, Logic, Mathematics, 
Botany, History, Elocution. 

Third Year — Classics, French or German, Intellectual and Moral 
Philosophy, Mathematical and Experimental Physics and 
Astronomy, Zoology or Chemistry. 

Fourth Year — Classics, French or German, English Literature, 
Natural Philosophy and Astronomy, Mineralogy and Geology. 
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Students intending to join any Theological school, may take He- 
brew instead of French or German. 

Students of the third or fourth years, entering with consent of 
their Professors as candidates for honours, or matriculating in the Fa- 
culties of Law or Medicine of this University, and presenting certi- 
ficates of attendance therein, will be entitled to certain exemptions 
specified in the programme of Lectures. 

FOR TIIE DIPLOMA OF GRADUATE IN CIVIL ENGINEERING. 

First Year — Drawing, Mensuration, Surveying, Mathematics of the 
second year and Experimental Physics with the ordinary Ma- 
thematics and Physics of the third year, English Literature, 
French or German, Chemistry. 

Second Year — Drawing, Engineering, Higher Mathematics and 
Physics, Geology and Mineralogy, French or German. 

For details of the above courses of study see Section 6th. 

§ 4. EXAMINATIONS, PHIZES, AND HONOURS. 

A preliminary examination of each class will be held at the close of 
the Christmas vacation, with classification as at the Sessional examina- 
tion. Students who do not pass this examination will be required at 
the close of the session to submit to an extra examination on the sub- 
jects of the preliminary one, previous to the Sessional Examination. 

At the Sessional examinations the Faculty will award the following 
distinctions : — 

1. Prizes and Certificates of Merit to those Matriculated Students 
who may have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular 
class, and who have attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

2. General Honours of first or second rank to those Matriculated 
Students who show a high degree of proficiency in all the studies 
proper to their year. 

3. Special Honours of first or second rank, to those Matriculated 
Students who have successfully passed the honour examinations in any 
class in which studies for honours have been provided, and have also 
passed creditably the ordinary examinations in all the subjects proper 
to their year. 

4. The Chapman Gold Medal to the Student who, being among 
those who have taken honours of the first rank in the subjects ap- 
pointed for the year, shall, in the ordinary examination for the degree 
of B.A., show the greatest proficiency in the greatest number of 
subjects. 

5. The Prince of Wales Gold Medal to the student who shall have 
passed creditably the examinations for the degree of B.A., and taken 
the highest honours of the first rank in a subject to be from year to year 
determined by the Faculty. 

Students who pass the sessional or degree examination, will be ar- 
ranged at the close of the session according to their answering, as 1st 
class, 2nd class, or 3rd class : and in this as well as the examina- 
tions for honours, those who are equal will be bracketed together. 
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The names of those who have graduated or taken honours or prizes, 
will be published in the order of their merit; and with mention, m 
the case of students of the first and second years, of the schools m 
which their preliminary education has been received. 

Failure in two or more 'subjects at the sessional examinations will 
involve the loss of the session, but the Faculty may permit the stu- 
dent to recover his standing by passing a special examination at the 
beginning of the ensuing session. For the purposes of this regula- 
tion, Classics, Mathematics, and Physics, will each be regarded as two 
subjects. 


§ 5. DEGREES. 

The subjects appointed for the B. A. examinations of the Session 
of 1861-62 are— Classics, Moral Philosophy, English Literature, 
Mathematical Physics and Astronomy, Geology, French or German. 
But the Student must have passed the sessional examinations in the 
other subjects of the course. 

Bachelors of Arts of at least three years standing, are entitled to 
the degree of Master of Arts, after such examination and exercises as 
may be prescribed by the corporation. The exercise at present ap- 
pointed is the preparation of a Thesis on any literary, scientific, or 
professional subject, to be selected by the candidate, and approved by 
the Faculty. 

Candidates for the degree of Graduate in Civil Engineering will be 
examined in the subjects proper to the course of Civil Engineering, 
in the same manner as the candidates for the degree of B. A.

Students entering for honours must have passed creditably the examinations 
in Elementary Chemistry, Zoology, Botany and Experimental Physics ; and 
should know the Elements of Drawing. Students entering for practical pur- 
poses will bo required only to satisfy the Professor of their fitness for the 
studies of the class. 

The course will consist of demonstrations and explanations on the following 
subjects, with such modifications as may be found necessary to suit the future 
pursuits of students. — Examination, determination, and description of speci- 
mens. Use of the blow-pipe and of Chemical methods in Natural History. 

Use of the Microscope in original investigation.— Preparation of Specimens 
for study and preservation.- Special studies in the Zoology, Geology, and 
Paleontology of British America, with field work when practicable. Students 
will be required to read such of the following books as may be appointed 
Owen’s Lectures on the Invertebrate Animals; Jones’ Animal Kingdom; 
Lyell’s Principles and Elements ; Do la Beche’s Geological Observer ; Murchi- 
son’s Siluria ; and for local information, Logan & Hunt’s Geology of Canada ; 
Dawson’s Acadian Geology ; Lyell’s Travels in North America. Books of 
reference will bo furnished from the College Library. 
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CHEMISTRY. 

Professor, W* Sutherland, M.D. 

This class may be taken by Students of the third year, instead of Zoology. 
Every Day except Saturday, 1 to 8, P.M.

— Excavation and Embankment, Quarrying and Blasting, 
Tunnelling, Construction of Public Roads; Construction of Railways, in- 
cluding Gradients, Permanent Way, Rail Laying, Practice of Draining, Theory 
of the Arch, Stability of Structures, Nature and Mode of Application of Ma- 
terials in Construction, Strength of Materials, Preparation of Mortars and 
Cements, Foundations, Piling, Coffer Dams, Retaining Walls ; Bridge Build- 
ing in Stone, Brick, Iron and Wood; Construction and use of Stationary 
and Locomotive Engines ; Efficiency of Labour, Preparation of Specifications 
and Estimates. When practicable, the classes of both years will go out with 
the Professor for field-work on Saturdays, at 9 A. M. 

For the details of the course of study in Mathematics, Mathematical and 
Experimental Physics, Chemistry, Geology, English Literature and French, 
see previous pages of the Calendar. 

The Professor of Natural Philosophy proposes to deliver a special course of 
Lectures to Engineering Students, in the coming session. 

The Student will not be required to pass an Examination in the Honour 
Mathematics and Physics of either year, if he do not desire it ; but special 
proficiency in the ordinary Mathematics and Physics, and also in Chemistry 
and Geology, will be expected. 
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If at the end of his Junior Year the Student shall pass the Examination in 
Mathematics, but shall be found deficient in Mathematical and Experimental 
Physics, the Faculty may either refuse him credit for the year, or require him 
to attend the ordinary Lectures in Physics during his Senior year. 

Graduates in Civil Engineering may attend the Honour Lectures in Mathe- 
matics and Physics of the Fourth year, and the Honour Course in Natural 
History, and compete for Honours ; but will be classed separately from un- 
dergraduates. 

According to the Act 20th Yic. cap. 37, graduates in Civil Engineering 
having first passed their preliminary examination, maybe received as appren- 
tices by any Land Surveyor in Upper or Lower Canada, and “ shall, there- 
upon, be duly holden to serve as such apprentices during twelve months of 
actual, service,” instead of three years, before proceeding to their final exam- 
ination. The advantages thus obtained, and the opportunity of studying 
Mineralogy and Geology, (now required by law of Provincial Land Survey- 
ors,) deserve the attention of persons about to enter on their apprenticeship. 
In order to derive the full benefits from the Act, the Students should pass their 
preliminary examination before entering the College. 


SPECIAL COURSE OF AGRICULTURE. 

'I his course will include, in addition to the lectures on Elementary Chemis- 
try and Agriculture, the subjects of English Literature, French, Mathematics, 
Natural History and Natural Philosophy, and will extend over two sessions. 


A SPECIAL COURSE OF COMMERCE. 

Including the subjects of English Composition, Arithmetic and Algebra 
Mathematics and Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, Natural History, Modern 
Languages and History, in addition to Commercial and Public Law, will be 
accessible to Students desirous of devoting themselves, for one or two sessions, 
to the collegiate studies more immediately connected with commercial pursuits! 


The Library of the Faculty of Arts contains 2,300 volumes of 
standard works, selected with especial reference to the wants of Pro- 
fessors and Students. 

The Apparatus includes Electrical and Pneumatic Instruments of 
the largest size and most modern construction, several Microscopes, 
a Telescope, and instruments illustrative of Statics, Dynamics, Hydro- 
statics, Heat, Optics, Astronomy and Geodesy.

The Course of Lectures by the Medical Faculty of this University 
for the Session of 1861-62, will commence on the first Monday (4th) 
of November of the present year, and be continued through the six 
months following. 

These lectures will be delivered in the College building, Cot£ 
Street, which is conveniently situated in the vicinity of boarding- 
houses and of the Hospitals. The class-rooms have, within 
the last year, been enlarged to accommodate the increasing num- 
number of Students in attendance. During the past winter the ma- 
triculations were 126, an augmentation by 18 over the number pre- 
sent during the former winter. 

The rising popularity of this school, thus plainly declared, may be 
traced to the approbation which the public generally, and the profes- 
sion in particular, have extended to it, in consequence of : — 

First : its course of study embracing a period of four years, and 
requiring to be pursued during at least three sessions of six months 
each, in the manner subsequently detailed. 

Secondly : its having the advantages presented by large hospitals, 
in which a great variety of cases may constantly be examined, and 
where great pains are taken to impart clinical instruction upon the 
most approved principles. 

Thirdly : its having with much outlay provided suitable conveni- 
ences for the prosecution of Practical Anatomy. 

Fourthly : its having a most extensive library of periodicals and 
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of systematic works, monographs, &c., upon, the special branches oi 
Medicine ; the use of which is permitted to the student. 

Fifthly : the abundant and diversified means at the disposal of the 
individual professors for illustrating their lectures by morbid prepara- 
tions, drawings, plates, instruments, apparatus, &c., &c. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is Nine ; the number of 
Classes Ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 
being held by one Professor. 

1 . Anatomy. — (Prof. Scott) — The fresh subject is chiefly employed 
in the illustration of the Lectures in this branch, aided however, by dried 
preparations, wax models, plates full size of life, &c. The Dissecting 
Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided by the Demon- 
strator of Anatomy. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., being lighted 
with gas. All the usual conveniences are supplied, and the Demon- 
strator will be in attendance to assist the pupils in their operations. 

2. Chemistry. — (Prof. Sutherland.) — Inorganic Chemistry is 
fully treated ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated a power- 
ful Air Pump — Oxy-IIydrogen Microscope — Polariscope — Extensive 
series of Crystallographical models — Electrical and Galvanic appara- 
tus, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica.— (Prof. Wright.) — This course is illus- 
trated by a Cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by Plates of Medi- 
cinal Plants, (Roque, Stephenson & Churchill) — by an Herbarium, 
and by the Microscope (Nachdt) and Polariscope for examining 
Crystals. — Analytical experiments for detecting Adulterations, &c., 
are also shown, and diagrams, with other illustrations, are used. — 
Dietetics , Pharmacy , and Therapeutics are included in the course. 

4. Institutes of Medicine.— (Prof. Fraser.)— Under which 
are comprised Histology , Physiology , General Pathology and General 
Therapeutics, The minute Structure and Composition of the various 
Organs, and the Fluids and Tissues of the Body in health and dis- 
ease, are explained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, 
Plates and Preparations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine.— (Prof. Howard.)— The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, Lebert’s recent work 
Cruveilhier, Carswell, Hope, Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c., &c., will 
be employed ; also Morbid Preparations and models of diseased parts. 

6. Surgery, — (Prof. Campbell.)— Divided into Principles and 


Practice; including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhi- 
bited on the subject. — Quain’s large plates, Maclise, Dairy tuple, See. 
The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and their 
uses and application explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery.— (Prof. Hall.)— Including diseases of females and 
infants, illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale ; by humid 
preparations : by models in wax ; and by the use of the artificial Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. — (Prof. McCallum.)— Includes Toxi- 
cology— the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mortem 
appearances illustrated by plates — Insanity, Public Hygiene and 
Medical Police are touched upon. 

0. Clinical Medicine. — (Prof. McCallum.) — Taught by lectures, 
and at the bed side— Physical Diagnosis taught practically and each 
pupil invited to take partin it — Examination of the urine, chemically 
and microscopically explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery. — (Prof. Craik.)— Taught in a similar 
manner. For both these Classes ample material is afforded by the 
cases at the Montreal General Hospital. 

Beside the above classes, Students are required to attend one course 
of Botany and one course of Zoology. 

LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 3000 volumes, including the most 
useful books for reference, as well as the recent elementary ones ; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
the Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the care 
of the books. The Museum contains a large number, constantly aug- 
menting, of preparations, chiefly pathological; also, wax and papier 
mache models. 


HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the Medical 
officers in attendance. After the visit a large number of out-door pa- 
tients are examined and prescribed for. 

The Operating Room (used also for a Lecture Room) is so con 
structed as to suit the convenience of the Students in obtaining a good 
view of the operations going on. . 

The University Lying-in-Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. 


PAST SESSION. 

The number of matriculated Students in the past Session was 126. 
Of these, 56 were from Canada West, 68 from Canada East, 1 from 
Prince Edward Island, and 1 from the United States.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE 
FACULTY. 

Chap. I. 

Relative to the Courses of Lectures , Fees , fyc. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery, in which 
only two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week shall suf- 
fice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall bo of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceeding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A Roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance attached shall 
be rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall bo $12, with the following exceptions ; 
for that of Medical Jurisprudence, $10 ; for those of Clinical Medicine and 
Clinical Surgery, $6, each, and for Botany and Zoology $5. 

7th. Any student, after having paid the fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clini- 
cal Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months* . dura- 
tion; and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three month’s duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only Three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The courses shall commence on the first Monday in November, and 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 


chap. n. 

Of the Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the Medical 

Degree. 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall, at the 
commencement of each Session, enroll their names and residences in the 
Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of 
Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of $2. 

2nd. The said Register shall bo closed on the 31st day ofDecembcr in each 
year and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received 
without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Surgery who shall not either, lstly have attended Lectures for a period ot at 
least Four Sessions in this University or some other University, College or 
School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied 
medicine during at least Four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least Three Sessions either in this University or some 
other University, College or School of Medicine, approved of by this Univer- 
sity. 
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4th. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of at- 
tendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz :

Provided, however, that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those above stated, may be presented and accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must also give proof by ticket of having attended 
during twelve months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that 
of some other Hospital approved of by this University. 

6th. Moreover, no one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examr 
nation who shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, 
and during that Session at least four six months’ classes, or three six months’ 
and two three months’ classes. 

7. Students in Medicine will be examined in Classics and in English or 
French Composition, the standard being such as may from time to time be 
determined by the Faculty. 

8. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the first day of 
April, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or inaugural dis- 
sertation, written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or Sur- 
gical Science, either in the Latin, English, or French Language. He must at

Occasional Students will be received without matriculation, for at- 
tendance on any particular series of Lectures ; and Students in the 
Faculty of Arts will be permitted to attend any of the courses, on 
such terms and conditions as may be fixed by that Faculty. 

The matriculation fee is ten shillings, payable only by Students who 
have not previously matriculated in any other Faculty. The annual 
fee for the full course of Lectures is fixed for the present at three 
pounds ten shillings ; for attendance on any one series of Lectures, 
one pound five shillings per annum, and the fee on graduation, in- 
cluding diploma , is one pound five shillings. 

Students who have completed their course of three years, — or of two 
years, if they have commenced in the third year of their indentures, — 
and have passed a satisfactory examination, will be entitled, upon the 
certificate and recommendation of the Law Faculty, to the Degree of 
Bachelor of Civil Law.

Tins School offers the higher kind of instruction and the mental 
training which together constitute the foundation of what is called a 
Literal Education* As a Department of the University, it offers a 
thorough preparation for the College course. 

The complete Course of study, of which a Pro-rramme is subjoined, 
extends over a period of six or seven years, but Pupils are admitted 
for any portion of that time. 

The Session, which is divided into four equal Terms, commences on 
the 1st September, and with the exception of a week at Christmas and 
three days at Easter, continues to the 1st July. 

The full School hours are from Nine to half-past Twelve, and 
from Two to Four, p.m„ every day in the week except Saturday, but 
the time tot the younger beys is shorter by an hour or more each day. 

The school is divided into seven Forms. The Junior of these is a 
Lc^er School in which young boys receive the preparatory training 
necessary to fit them for the commencement of the recular Cur- 
riculum. 


For admission into this Form, it is required that the Pupil shall 
nave attained the age of seven years, and be able to read moderately 
we... It more advanced, however, he will be examined and classed 
according to his proficiency. Regular early training, is of so great 
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importance, that the entrance of a pupil should not be delayed beyond 
the age of nine. The best time for entrance is at the very commence- 
ment of the Session, when, owing to the promotions that occur, the 
classes are remodelled for the year. 

The First, Second, and Third Forms, next above the Preparatory, 
constitute the Middle School. The pupils of these Forms are not al- 
lowed any option in their studies but must take all the course of in- 
struction prescribed for them. The Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Forms 
compose the Upper School. The Pupils of these are divided into two 
“ Sides.” The “ Classical Side” is adapted for those boys, who for 
any reason desire a more extended and accurate knowledge ol the 
Ancient Languages. The u Commercial Side” is intended for those 
who are to enter upon mercantile pursuits where high classical attain- 
ments maybe dispensed with. When a Pupil has reached the bourth 
Form, his Parent or Guardian may select either of these sides for him, 
but the choice having been made, the Pupil must pursue all the 
course of instruction appointed for the side to which he belongs. 

Latin and Greek are made the basis of the Language Division of 
the course, because they are the best means of training boys into a 
sound knowledge of general Grammar, and facilitating the acquisition 
of the modern languages ; they are taught also with reference to the 
learned professions, for which a knowledge of them is required. The 
time, however, devoted to the Ancient Languages is not excessive, 
being limited to two hours daily, and leaving ample time for the 
modern branches of Education. 

A sound knowledge and correct writing of English is regarded as of 
paramount importance, and the study of Latin and Greek is to a 
great extent made subservient to it. 

In connection with this branch regular lessons in Elocution are 
given throughout the school by a well qualified Teacher of the 
Art. 

The Erench and German languages form a part of the ordinary 
course. Much attention is given to the former, because it is one of the 
colloquial languages of the country. 

Mathonatics have an hour daily assigned to them as soon as the 
faculties of the Pupil are sufficiently developed to cope with the diffi- 
culties of the subject. The study of them serves to strengthen and 
discipline the reason ; a knowledge of them is indispensable in the 
Engineering Profession and in the Mechanical Arts; and the pursuit 
of them affords a very high and pure pleasure to the active and in- 
quiring mind. 

In teaching Uistorij and Geography , the aim will be to impart cor- 
rect general views of these subjects with a particular knowledge o 
those countries which most nearly concern us. By judicious illus- 
trations something more is made of them than a dry catalogue o 
facts and names. " The senior Pupils can, by the payment of a tri- 
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fling fee, attend the University lectures on Physical Geography and 
Geology . 

The elements of Natural Philosophy form part of the course of the 
senior Form. This subject has been selected from the Natural 
Sciences, because it is properly the first in order, if not the most im- 
portant of them. The senior Pupils can however, .attend the Univer- 
sity Lectures on Zoology and Botany . 

The other subjects of a school course, — Arithmetic , Writing , Book- 
keeping — so indispensable in a commercial community, have their full 
share of time and attention, and are not neglected for the study of 
Latin and Greek. 


In the Religious Instruction which is part of the course, there is 
nothing of a sectarian character ; the truths of the Christian religion 
and the principles of morality which flow out of it, are made the sub- 
ject of regular teaching, and are impressed upon the Pupils whenever 
occasion requires or opportunity offers. 

Linear Drawing and Vocal Music , formerly voluntary subjects, 
are now included in the regular course without additional charge. 

Drilling and Fencing , are well taught on moderate terms by an 
ex-Sergeant of the Life Guards. 

The manner in which the Pupil’s time is divided among these 
different branches of education is exhibited in a Time table, of which 
printed copies are furnished both to the Pupil and his Parent 
together with a list of the Text-books used in the school. 


A weekly Report is sent to the Parent or Guardian of any Pupil 
who has been absent, negligent of any study, or incorrect in his con- 
duct. A monthly Report is made of the progress, attendance and con- 
duct of every Pupil, and a Quarterly Report of the same, shewing 
further his rank in his Form for each study. 

At the end of each Term, Class Examinations are held, both 
1 itten and Oral, and at the close of the Session a Public Examin- 
ation takes place, followed by a Distribution of Prizes and Award of 
Honours to the deserving, the lists being published. 


The P u Pjl s are required to prepare themselves every evening in 
their work for the ensuing day, as exhibited in the Time-table. As 
their progress will depend very much upon the diligent performance 
o this duty, which ought to occupy them from one to two hours, 
arents are particularly requested to allow no arrangements to inter- 
red with it. 1 he class-rooms are always open to visitors ; and Parents 
having sons at the School are earnestly invited to frequent inter- 
course with the Masters, .so as to aid them in securing that regularity 
and industry without which Education is but the stone of Sisyphus. 
Ihe classes are visited periodically by a Committee of the Governors. 

The School Building is in a healthy and airy situation, and has con- 
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venient interior arrangements with those modern improvements which 
secure proper warmth and ventilation- 

The Rector, who resides a short distance from the city, has made 
arrangements to receive a limited number of Pupils of the High 
School to board with him, and he will devote his time to their im- 
provement.

Regular instruction in Drawing is given by Mr. James Duncan, 
in Music by Mr. R. S. Fowler, and in Elocution by Mr. John Andrew . 

The institution is intended to give a thorough training to teachers, 
especially for the- Protestant population of Lower Canada. This end 
is attained by instruction and training in the Normal School itself, 
and by practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are of 
such a character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students 
from all parts of the Province. 

Candidates for admission at the commencement of the Session, will 
be examined in reading, writing, the elements of grammar, arith- 
metic, and geography, and will be required to produce certificates of 
good moral character from the clergymen or ministers of religion under 
whose charge they have last been, and also testimony thaAhey have 
attained the age of sixteen years. They will also be required to sign 
a pledge that they purpose to teach for three years in some public 
school of Lower Canada. 


On complying with these conditions, pupil-teachers will be entitled 
to free tuition, with the use of text books, and to an allowance not 
exceeding £9 per annum in aid of their board, should they be suc- 
cessful m obtaining the diploma at the final examination. Under the 
regulations subjoined, those who reside at a distance of more than 
ninety miles from the city of Montreal, will also be entitled to a small 
allowance for travelling expenses, proportionate to the distance. 

The course of study in the Normal School will include all the 
branches of a good English and French education, with special refer- 
cnce to their principles and practical applications, and to the best 
methods o f teaching them. Instruction will also be given in the art 
of teaching and the management of schools, in history, the elements 
of geometry and algebra, natural philosophy, chemistry, natural his- 
tory, agriculture, drawing and music. 

In addition to religious instruction of a general Protestant charac- 
ter, by the professors, arrangements will be made for special religious 
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instruction, by ministers representing the several denominations with 
which the pupil-teachers may be connected. 

No boarding-house is attached to the institution, but every care will 
be taken to ensure the comfort and good conduct of the pupil-teachers 
in private boarding-houses to be selected by the Principal. Board 
can be obtained at from $9 to $12 per month. 

The building of the Normal School in Belmont Street, is large and 
commodious, aud is provided with every modern appliance in the art 
of teaching. 

At the close of the first year of study, pupil-teachers may apply for 
examination for diplomas, giving the right to teach in Elementary 
Schools ; and after two years’ study, or if found qualified at the close 
of the first year, they will on examination be entitled to diplomas as 
teachers of Model Schools. All the preceding regulations and pri- 
vileges apply to female as well as to male pupil-teaehers. 

It is also contemplated, that such of the male pupil-teachers as may 
be distinguished by previous education, ability and iudustry, shall have 
the further privilege of entering on the University course as free stu- 
dents, with the view of qualifiying themselves for teaching in colleges, 
academies and other institutions for superior education. 

The Session commences on the 1st of September and extends to 
the 1st July ; and with the view of accommodating those who maybe 
unable to enter at the commencement of the session, or whose previous 
education may enable them to enter at a more advanced period, the 
course of study is divided into terms as follows : 

1. JUNIOR CLASS STUDYING FOR THE ELEMENTARY DIPLOMA. 

First term, from September 1st to December 20th.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

Special Regulations for the admission of Pupil-teachers. 

Article First. — Any person desirous of being admitted as a pupil-teacher, 
must apply to the Principal of the Normal School, who, on his producing an 
extract from the Register of Baptisms, or other evidence, showing that he is 
fully sixteen year3 of age, with the certificate of character and conduct re- 
quired by the 16th article of the general Rules and Regulations, approved by 
His Excellency, the Governor General in Council, on the 22nd December, 
1856, shall examine the candidate. 

If upon this examination, it is found that the candidate can read and write 
sufficiently well, knows the rudiments of grammar in his mother tongue,— 
arithmetic as far as the rule of three inclusively, and has some knowledge of 
Geography, the Principal shall grant him a certificate. 

Article Second.— The candidate having thus obtained the certificate of the 
Principal, shall then, (in the presence of two witnesses who, with the Princi- 
pal, shall countersign the same,) sign an application in writing for admission, 
containing the declaration required by the 23rd general regulation. This 
shall be forwarded to the Superintendent of schools, together with all the 
certificates and other documents required, and if the whole be found correct 
the Superintendent shall cause the name of the candidate to be . inscribed m 
the register, and due notice thereof shall be given to the Principal. 

Article Third — The pupil-teachers shall state the place of their residence 
and those who cannot reside with their parents, will be permitted to live m 
boarding-houses, but in such only as shall be specially approved of. No 
boarding-house having permission to board male pupil-teachers, will be per- 
mitted to receive female pupil- teachers as boarders, and vice versa. 

Article Fourth.— Every pupil-teacher on passing the examinations, will be 
allowed a sum not exceeding £9, to assist in paying his board. 

Article Fifth.— Every pupil residing at a distance of more than ninety miles 
from the city of Montreal, shall be entitled to receive an allowance lor tra- 
velling expenses, proportionate to the distance, but not to exceed two pounds 
ten shillings per annum. 

Article Sixth. — The total amount of allowances paid to pupil-teachers 
under the foregoing articles, shall not exceed £333 6s. 8d. currency, year y 
that being the sum granted for this object; and when the whole of this 
amount is appropiated, such pupil-teachers as may apply for admission shall 
not be entitled to any portion thereof, until vacancies shall occur. 

Special Regulations for Government and Discipline. 

Article First.— Pupil-teachers guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
or entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, of keeping company wi 
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disorderly persons, or of committing any act of immorality or insubordination, 
shall be expelled. 

Article Second. — There shall be no intercourse between the male and fe- 
male pupil-teachers while in the school, or when going to, or returning from 
it. Teachers of one sex are strictly prohibited from visiting those of the 
other. 

Article Third.— They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings 
after half-past nine o’clock in the evening. 

Article Fourth. — They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public 
meetings only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their 
moral and mental improvement. 

Article Fifth. — Proprietors of boarding-houses authorised by the Principal, 
shall report to him any infraction of the rules, with which they may become 
acquainted. 

Article Sixth. — The Professors shall have the power of excluding from the 
lectures for a time, any student who may be inattentive to his studies or 
guilty of any minor infraction of the regulations. 

Article Seventh.— Pupil-teachers shall be required to state, with what reli- 
gious denomination they are connected, and lists of the students connected 
with each denomination shall be fnrnished to one of the ministers of such de- 
nomination resident in Montreal, with a request that he will meet weekly 
with that portion of the pupil- teachers, or otherwise provide for their religious 
instruction. 

Every Thursday afternoon, after four o’clock, will be assigned for this 
purpose. 

Article Eighth. — In addition to punctual attendance at the weekly religious 
instruction, each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 
church, at least every Sunday. 

Any additional information that may be desired may be obtained on appli- 
cation to the Principal, or to either of the Professors.

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THE INAUGURATION 


OF THE 

WILLIAM MOLSON HALL 

OF THE 

McGILL UNIVERSITY. 



In accordance with the arrangements previously 
made by a Committee of the Corporation of the McGill 
University, the Convocation assembled in the Library 
of the University on Friday, 10th October, 1862, at 
3 P. M., for the purpose of receiving His Excellency 
the Governor General. On the arrival of His Excel- 
lency, the members of Convocation present were 
severally introduced by the President of the Uni- 
versity, the Honorable Charles D, Oai • After 
which His Excellency and Suite, accompanied by the 
Convocation, proceeded to the Convocation Hall, in 
which a large number of spectators and the students 
of the College were already assembled. 

There were present on the occasion : His Excel- 
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lency the Right Honorable Viscount Monck, Governor 
General of British North America, &c., &c., Visitor 
of the University, attended by Dennis Godley, Esq., 
Governor General’s Secretary; Sir W. Fenwick 
Williams; the Honorable Col. Rollo; Captain De 
Winton; the Honorable P. J. 0.

After the meeting had been opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Canon Leach, D.C.L., 

The Honorable C. D. Day rose and called upon 
Mr. Baynes, the Secretary, to read the following 
letter : — 
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“ Montreal, lOtli October, 1862. 
a To the Roycd Institution for the Advancement of Learning : 

“ Governors of McGill College : 

“ Gentlemen : 

« Eighteen months ago, I announced to you my intention 
of completing the original design of the McGill College Buildings, by 
erecting the Western Wing and Corridors ; and I am thankful to God, 
who has spared me to see the work finished, and to afford me the 
satisfaction this day of handing them over to you as Guardians of the 
College Property. 

“I have only to express my most sincere desire that, with the 
extended accommodation, there may he, on the part of the University, 
increased usefulness, — a desire in which, I am persuaded, you, as my 
colleagues, cordially unite. 

“ I remain, 

“ Gentlemen, 

“ Yours most sincerely, 

“ WILLIAM MOLSON.” 

The President (Hon. C. D. Day) said : — 

“ My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen , — 

“ The letter which has just been read indicates 
at once the object for which we have assembled our 
friends here to-day. It is to aid in the observance 
of a time-honored custom, in the public and solemn 
dedication of this Hall to the important purposes for 
which it has been erected. It is an epoch in the 
history of this University; and those of our friends 
who have been with us from the beginning, and who 
know something of the difficulties and anxieties 
through which it has struggled steadily on, will 
pardon, if they do not share the feeling of deep 
interest which the occasion excites in our minds. 

u We desire to express our respectful welcome to 
the noble Visitor of this University, the Representa- 
tive of our Queen, who honors us by his presence 
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Royal Institution existed, and granting authority to 
sell such portion of the real estate bequeathed by 
Mr. McGill as the Governors might deem advisable. 
By the sale of lands under the sanction of that law, 
the income of the University has been from time to 
time augmented until it has now reached the sum of 
about $7000. Application was also made to the 
Legislature, before the adoption of the present system 
for the distribution of the fund in support of educa- 
tion, and pecuniary aid was granted, — but in sums 
less than the Governors were reasonably entitled to 
expect, and altogether inadequate to place the Uni- 
versity on the footing which it ought to occupy. 

“ In consequence of the want of substantial support 
from the Government, which the Governors had 
relied upon in accepting their charge, it now became 
evident that they must either so contract the opera- 
tions of the University as to render it of little value, 
or obtain assistance from other sources. An appeal 
was consequently made, in December of the year 
1856, to the Protestant population of Montreal, and 
was met, as such appeals always have been by its 
leading citizens, in a spirit oi ready and unrestrained 
generosity. An Endowment Fund, amounting to 
£15,000, was subscribed by a number of gentlemen, 
not exceeding fifty. Of this sum £5000 were given' 
by the Messrs. Molson (the three brothers) for found- 
ing a Chair of English Literature, the remainder 
was made up in sums varying from £500 to £150. 
It will be gratifying to the subscribers of the fund 
to know that their help, both in money and moral 
support, came at a time of great need, and has been 
of incalculable benefit. Their names will stand upon 
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the Records of this Institution so long as it endures. 

“ It would be tedious and unprofitable to follow in 
detail the difficulties and embarrassments which have 
been encountered in the progress of the University, 
and the efforts made to surmount them. The last 
formal application to the Legislature was made in 
1858. The applicants asked for a sum of money 
large enough to free the University from debt; and 
also for a permanent endowment sufficient for its 
maintenance upon an extended scale of usefulness. 
The application was based upon grounds formally set 
forth in the Petition, from which, with the permis- 
sion of Your Excellency and the audience, I will now 
read an extract : — 

First: — The late Mr. McGill undoubtedly made his bequest 
under the expectation and implied promise that a further and sufficient 
endowment would be made by the Provincial Government. 

“‘His endowment was long anterior to the establishment of any 
Protestant College in the Province, and still is the only one made in it for 
that purpose. Since that time hundreds of thousands of pounds have 
been bestowed by annual grants on other Educational Institutions in 
Lower Canada; while, in Upper Canada, several Universities have been 
founded, all of them participating more or less in the grants of public 
moneys ; one of them, the University of Toronto, enjoys an endowment 
of 226,201 acres of land conferred by Loyal grant in 1828, from which 
a sum exceeding J6293.883 has been already derived, and, in addition to 
this, it received during many years for the College connected with it a 
grant of £ 1,1 11 annually ; Upper Canada College, established in 1832, 
was endowed by various grants between that year and the year 1835, 
with 63,805 acres of land, which has yielded j£55,434, and has also 
received an annual grant of £1000, which still continues. Yet no 
permanent provision whatever has ever been made for McGill College, 
and all the moneys received by it from public sources (of which the first 
was in 1854) do not together amount to one-fourtli part of the annual 
revenues of the University of Toronto, or to one-tenth of the value of 
Mr. McGill’s bequest. 

“ ‘ The largeness of that bequest, and the munificence with which the 
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fund lias lately been increased in the sum of £ 15,000 by subscription in 
the City of Montreal, coupled with the character of the University, 
justify the claim that a corresponding spirit should be manifested by the 
Legislature, and that after so much has been done by private beneficence, 
the work may be completed by granting the relief sought, and providing 
a permanent public endowment. 

Second: — The University of McGill College is the only one in 
Lower Canada which is non-sectarian. As such it possesses the 
confidence of the Protestant community of every religious denomination. 

“ ‘ Third: — The University is not a mere Private Institution founded 
by individual benevolence, but is Public and Provincial in its character. 
It is prepared to confer degrees not only upon the students of its own 
College, but under just and salutary rules, upon those of any others which 
may be established in the Province, — thus rendering it unnecessary, as 
without doubt it is inexpedient, to multiply the number of Educational 
Institutions possessing that power. 

“‘The Governing Body is appointed by the Crown and is removable 
at pleasure. His Excellency the Governor General is its Visitor. 

“‘A large number of Scholarships in the Faculty of Arts are at the 
disposal of His Excellency, and he has the presentation to thirty 
Scholarships in the High School Department. 

“‘Fourth: — This Provincial character of the University, and the 
prosperity and influence which it has attained, mark it out as the great 
centre and support of the higher Protestant Education in Lower Canada. 
As such, the establishment and management of the Normal School has 
been confided to it with the approbation of the whole community, and 
the confidence has been justified by a complete success. 

“ ‘ The importance and claims for support of such a Central Institution, 
great as Ihey now are, will be augmented by the increase of population, 
wealth and intelligence, bringing with them an appreciation of the value 
of learning and a demand for the means of its general cultivation. The 
University of McGill College ought not then to be confounded with the 
ordinary Schools and other Educational Establishments, sectarian and 
non-sectarian, which abound in Lower Canada. It stands alone in its 
character and objects, and requires from the Government, a direct and 
special support adequate to its importance and its wants. To place it, 
in the distribution of Legislative aid, upon the same footing with those 
minor establishments which share in the fund placed in the hands of the 
Superintendent of Education, is an error and an injustice, not only to 
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the University itself but to the whole Protestant community of Lower 
Canada.’ ” 

« The Petition was without result, in so far as the 
great end sought by it is concerned. I must, how- 
ever, not be guilty of ungrateful forgetfulness of the 
cordial and active interest which was manifested by 
more than one of the gentlemen who then formed 
the Provincial Administration. Much was done by 
them toward the temporary relief of the University, 
and in its name I would return the thanks to which 
they are justly entitled. Nevertheless, the para- 
mount object of a permanent public endowment was 
not accomplished, and remains still unattained. 

“ I have placed in brief review the various acts of 
beneficence by which this University has been 
established and hitherto sustained. I now arrive at 
the last one which it is my pleasing duty grate- 
fully to acknowledge. I mean the completion of 
the College buildings by Mr. William Molson. I 
approach the subject of this munificent gift with 
some diffidence, lest in the sincere expression of the 
sentiments which it naturally excites, I may be 
betrayed into a warmth and earnestness of language 
displeasing to the giver, and which in his presence 
good taste and delicacy forbid. I shall, therefore, 
content myself with little more than a simple narra- 
tion of the manner in which this important benefac- 
tion was tendered and carried out by him. 

“ The inconvenience and difficulties arising from 
the want of room for carrying on the business of the 
University, were not unfrequently a subject of con- 
versation among the Governors, of whom Mr. Mol- 
son is one of the most zealous and useful, and 
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regrets were often expressed that no means were 
available for adding to the College buildings. Mr. 
Molson said little, for he belongs to a class of 
men who love better the eloquence of action 
than of words ; but at one of the meetings he quietly 
announced, to the joyful surprise of his colleagues, 
his intention of building the new wing in which we 
are now assembled, and forthwith set about the work. 
Having begun a good thing he is not at all the sort 
of person likely to stop half way, and he soon deter- 
mined to build not only the wing but also the con- 
necting corridors, and thus complete the range of 
buildings according to the original plan. And here 
I must whisper a secret, to the ladies only. I have 
my suspicion that there was a lady in this case ; 
and we have it from 6 our special correspondent, as 
the editors say, that Mr. Molson did what I have 
no doubt all sensible men do, consulted his wife. 
She, of course, advised the right thing, and he, as 
husbands (to their shame be it said) are not always 
wise enough to do, followed her counsel. This is 
told in confidence, and not to be repeated to any body 
but the newspaper reporters. I am glad this was so, 
for sentiments of respect and gratitude arise so 
spontaneously and rest so gracefully when the gentler 
sex is their object, that men should rejoice in every 
opportunity of thus bestowing them. Well, the 
work was finished, the wing containing this spacious 
Convocation Hall, and the Library with its convenient 
and handsome fittings, and the corridors containing 
a Museum and a Chemical Laboratory. The whole 
has been executed at an expense and with a liberality 
of spirit, which, it is no idle or unnecessary compli- 
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went to say, distinguish the donor as one of the very 
foremost benefactors of the country, and entitle him 
to the respect and gratitude of all who know how to 
honor a large-hearted generosity judiciously directed 
by a sound common sense. I say judiciously directed 
by a sound common sense — for I hold that no wiser 
use can be made of surplus wealth than the appro- 
priation of it to building up institutions of education 
and learning. It is not unfrequently said by keen- 
witted and shrewd men of business, that educational 
establishments should be self-supporting, — that, like 
any other object of demand and supply, when a 
want of the article is felt, it will be sought and 
paid for. But this is a great and dangerous error. 
Universities, from the very nature of the interests 
they have to deal with, can rarely be self-supporting. 
I doubt whether any instances can be found in which 
they are so. 

“As an almost universal rule, the promoters of 
the higher education, particularly in a new country, 
must place themselves in advance of the community 
in which they live. The first step is to create an 
appreciation of the value of scholastic training, and 
to arouse a desire for it, — for the less there is of 
education among a people, the less is their anxiety 
to increase it, — and all initiative steps in this direc- 
tion have to struggle with the indifference or hostility 
of those who can see in learning no value which 
is not reducible to a money standard. It is the few 
only who recognize, in this apathy of ignorance, the 
strongest motive for persevering efforts in the 
establishment of means for removing it, and for 
creating an intelligent appreciation of the true nature 
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of knowledge. Whether, then, a College be self-sup- 
porting is entirely a secondary consideration. The 
important question is whether it is training up youth 
to a higher measure of intelligence and consequent 
usefulness than has been hitherto attained, — whether 
it is raising the general standard of knowledge in 
society, — and thus, within its sphere, helping to 
humanize and civilize it. To secure these objects 
the public purse, as well as that of private wealth, 
ought to be freely opened. 

“ There is another mischievous error in relation 
to the importance of Universities. The amount of 
popular knowledge now diffused throughout all 
classes, is apt to make us feel that the labors of 
science and the toilsome studies of the professional 
scholar, are less necessary than they formerly were 
— that in our enlightened generation there is so much 
more learning abroad than in the days of our fore- 
fathers, that we no longer require the same painful 
and costly pursuit and accumulation of abstract 
knowledge. A moment’s reflection will show how 
false this notion is. The popular knowledge of 
which we boast may cover a broad surface, but it 
sinks no deeper than the surface. It may be very 
general, but it is certainly very superficial. It is to 
true learning but little more than shadow is to sub- 
stance,— perpetuating nothing,— producing nothing. 
It is a mere parcelling out of the treasures provided by 
the genius and labors of other men. A little learn- 
ing may not be a dangerous thing in the individual ; 
but a little learning in a nation, with no provision 
for its increase, will soon be exchanged for no learning 
at all , — it will dwindle into hopeless ignorance. 
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“ There must be somewhere deep fountains, Pie- 
rian springs, from which the living generation may- 
draw and still leave to the generations to come a 
perennial supply. This supply is secured by Univer- 
sities. They are at once the laboratories of thought 
and knowledge, and the storehouses of its treasures, 
as they are slowly gathered in the unfoldings of 
successive ages, — and although many of the acquisi- 
tions in abstract knowledge seem at first and for long 
periods to have no practical or perceptible value, yet 
as the years glide on, and the secrets of nature are 
more fully revealed and better understood, these 
supposed useless conquests of science and philosophy 
one after another become the bases of wonderful 
inventions and noble institutions, which minister 
sometimes to the convenience and luxury, and 
sometimes to the higher welfare and social progress 
of the world. In estimating then the value of 
Universities, they are to be considered not merely as 
a means for the education of youth, but of the whole 
people, and as agencies in producing the more refined 
and excellent elements of a true civilization. What 
could supply in England or in the great nations of 
Europe the want of their venerable seminaries of 
learning, shedding abroad from age to age their golden 
fruits, the luxuriant growth from the small beginnings 
of a generation which lived a thousand years ago ? 
But most especially in this new country do we need 
those mighty instruments of mental and moral cul- 
ture. We need them for our statesmen and legisla- 
tors, we need them for our judges, for our professional 
men, our merchants; we need them in short as uni- 
versal educators for every class of our people. In an 
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immature condition of society, where all are engaged 
in the struggle, first for the means of subsistence and 
then for the acquisition of wealth, the tendencies are 
to lose sight of the higher ends of life. The first use 
to which surplus wealth is naturally applied by the 
nation, is to great physical improvements, canals, 
harbors, railroads, and other enterprizes for multiplied 
accumulation, — and by individuals, to an increase of 
comfort and luxurious indulgence. This may be well 
enough within a certain limit ; but material prosperity 
and the sensuous enjoyment of life, unattended by 
the restraining influences which the careful culture 
of man’s higher powers affords, have a downward 
proclivity, and sooner or later lead society back to 
barbarism. As a great, the greatest instrument, after 
Christianity, for counteracting such a tendency, we 
must look to institutions of learning, with their 
assemblages of studious and thoughtful men. Apart 
from the proper business of these as instructors, such 
a body of men surround themselves with a moral 
power which reaches far and wide, and inoculates the 
population not only with respect for their pursuits, 
but also with a desire to raise themselves or to see 
their children raised to a better level. 

“ The man who rests his whole importance upon the 
thousands he has heaped and holds together, is put 
in the balance with the man of science and litera- 
ture, who is content with his mental riches and his 
three or four or five hundred a year ; and the old 
understand, and the young are taught, that men’s 
material prosperity is not civilization ; and more, the 
intelligent man of wealth learns silently to recognize 
that his riches are made incomparably more valu- 
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able by being used in the promotion of objects which 
benefit his race. 

“ I ought not to detain you longer, but I beg your 
patience, for I have a little more to say. The com- ' 
pletion of this edifice marks the reality and solidity 
of the progress of the University. It will remain a 
standing record of such progress, and a memorial of 
the man to whose wise liberality it is due. It is, 
moreover, a most encouraging evidence of the im- 
possibility of foreseeing how far the genial influence 
of one act of beneficence may extend. Mr. McGill’s 
bequest has been the foundation upon which, in 
various ways, has been built up an Institution se- 
cond to none in the Province for the numbers it 
educates and the aid it affords to the growing in- 
telligence of a large portion of the population. 
Alone, that bequest, munificent as it was, was inade- 
quate to such a result. But it lias awakened the zeal 
and stimulated the efforts of others, and produced 
a kindred generosity which has shown itself in the 
unstinted contributions already noticed, and in the 
noble gift which we are this day acknowledging. 
But these are not all the fruits which lie in the germ 
of that one generous act. This University is but 
entering upon its career. Its work must grow into 
a higher and wider scope of usefulness, — and its 
wants must grow with its work. One meets us now. 
Here is the Library Hall, complete in its appoint- 
ments, — but where is the Library ? In the expe- 
rience of the past let us find hope for the future: 
these empty shelves must be filled, but how is it to 
be done? — by another combined movement of our 
citizens generally,— or, better still, by the gift of 
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some one among us, who, comprehending the true 
use and luxury of wealth, will take to himselt the 
privilege of providing for this urgent want, and thus 
ally his name inseparably with the cause of educa- 
tion ? The names are not rare in the Old World or 
the New which have thus embalmed themselves in 
perpetual and grateful remembrance, and as years 
grow into decades, and decades swell into centuries, 
an increasing reverence will gather also around the 
names of our early benefactors, thus interwoven in 
the history of the country, and in that best portion 
of it —the history of its progress in knowledge and 
virtue, — the history of the philanthropy and public 
spirit of its sons. However true it may be that in 
the pursuit of riches the better manhood is too often 
dwarfed and the higher qualities dwindle and perish 
in the grasp of a concentrated and abiding desire to 
gather gold, it is equally true that if wealth be 
contemplated in its better aspect, the puisuit of it 
may become a dignified employment, worthy of the 
best and most gifted natures. It is the pursuit of a 
power of beneficence upon a scale far broader than 
can be covered by the efforts of mere personal exer- 
tion, — a power mighty for all great social ends, poli- 
tical, scientific, philanthropic, religious. It creates 
and governs influences which move and pulsate 
throughout the whole frame of society, and help to 
make men freer, wiser, happier, and better. It is a 
multiplication in an almost infinite degree of the 
power of doing good. Who does not long for such a 
power of leaving his footprints upon the sacred track 
of human progress, of building all along the pathway 
of his life noble and enduring monuments that he 
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has not lived in vain ? But there is a consideration 
above all this, — the consideration of duty. Every 
one of us owes something, — owes all he can bestow 
of talent, industry, money, in sustaining the world 
in the position it has reached, and in aiding it to 
yet higher attainments. To this great structure of 
knowledge and moral culture which we call civiliza- 
tion every child of humanity is bound by sacred 
obligation to contribute. Its mission and end have 
been to transmute the brutal naked savage into the 
educated, polite, Christian man. What slow prepa- 
ration has been elaborated for ages to produce this 
high result, — what combination of sciences, — what 
invention and application of arts, — what painful toil, 
— what costly self-sacrifice, — what pourings out of 
happiness and life ; — sum them up, that we may 
know how much throughout the rolling centuries 
mankind has paid for what it has become. The 
man of this nineteenth century in his highest form 
of accomplishment is the expression of a civilization 
which, with undying vitality, has been growing and 
struggling and forcing its upward way from the 
thick darkness of ignorance and barbarism to the 
illumined heights of science and philosophy and 
social order, since the birthday of our race. ‘ It has 
‘ taken eternity,’ says a great writer, ‘ to produce you, 
‘ and now eternity is awaiting what you will do.’ 

“ 1 have spoken of the wisdom shewn by the 
individual possessors of riches in devoting a portion 
of them to the promotion and maintenance of those 
Institutions which are indispensable to the growth 
of a country in intelligence and refinement. I trust 
1 may be permitted without presumption to add, that 


if the obligation attached to private wealth be such 
as I have stated, the duty of Governments is yet 
more imperative. 

“ The building up by permanent and sufficient 
endowments of great central Institutions which shall 
establish and preserve a high standard ol learning, 
and possess the means of producing profound and 
accomplished scholars, can be done only by a wise 
spirit in our rulers ; and an Administration suffi- 
ciently enlightened and energetic to make the liighei 
education a National cause, and to place it upon a 
sound and liberal footing, will be remembered with 
honor long after the excitement of party triumphs 
and the agitation of ephemeral politics are forgot- 
ten. 

“ In the Upper portion of the Province judicious 
and far-seeing men at an early period of its histoiy 
secured an ample fund for such a purpose, and we 
see to-day the fruits of their foresight in the prin- 
cipal University there. I am not envious of the 
wealth of that Institution. I rejoice in it and 
without presuming to pronounce an opinion upon its 
administration or management hitherto, I see in its 
large income the means of producing an incalculable 
amount of public good. In this part of the Province 
we are not so fortunate. We have no publicly en- 
dowed University. Why should this be so ! Why 
have we not also a Central University with a public 
endowment ? — or, as the difference ot language and 
religion in our population seems to render necessaiy , 
two° great Universities, with ample means for carry- 
ing on their work,— vying with each other, not in 
hostile jealousy, but in a spirit of generous emula- 
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tion, which shall do most in improving and elevating 
the class to which it belongs. 

“ The public purse is opened freely for the con- 
struction of canals and railroads and harbors and 
costly buildings; — why should it be closed with 
a jealous care when the higher and nobler elements 
of national greatness demand its aid? If we can 
continually expend millions upon the one, why can 
we not for once bestow a hundredth part as much 
upon the other ? Is it that our public men have not 
yet risen to the level in which these things are un- 
derstood and appreciated ? Have we no administra- 
tion, no statesmen enlightened and firm and patriotic 
enough to take themselves for a time out of the 
clamours and excitements of the day, to deal with 
these great interests as they deserve ? None who 
will earnestly apply themselves to the raising of so 
noble a monument of devotion to the most vital 
welfare of the country ? It is not so. On the con- 
trary, I firmly trust that we have such men among 
us, and that the time is not far distant when the 
consideration of this important matter will mature 
into wise and vigorous action. 

“ I close abruptly, with thanks for your patience, 
which has been too much tried by the length into 
which an unexhausted and not easily exhaustible 
subject has drawn me. In conclusion, we invite you 
to join with us in the public inauguration of this 
building under the name and title of * The William 
Molson Hall,’ and in declaring its solemn dedica- 
tion, with the blessing of God, to the service of the 
People of this Province, in the promotion of sound 
learning and good morals for all time to come. May 
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it long continue to honor the name of its founder by 
being the scene of frequent well-contested and hardly- 
earned scholastic triumphs —and by sending forth 
from year to year its bands of generous youths pre- 
pared by careful culture and faithful training to do 
the work of men and Christians on the battle-field 
of life.” 

Dr. Kingston having been called upon by the 
President, came forward and said : — 

“ My Lord , Ladies and Gentlemen , — 

“ It is the privilege of the McGill University 
Society to take part to-day in the pleasing ceremony 
of inaugurating this magnificent ‘William Molson 
Hall;’ and the Graduates ot that Institution aie 
unwilling to permit this happy occasion to pass by, 
without, on their part too, giving public expression 
to their appreciation of the high-minded liberality, 
with which a private citizen — whose wealth confers 
on him a far less enviable claim to distinction, than 
the industry and integrity with which it has been 
acquired, and his general truthfulness and probity of 
character — has erected and ornamented the building 
in which we are now assembled. It is often-times 
less difficult to amass wealth, even in this country 
of general prosperity, than to make a judicious use 
of it when once it has been gathered together; but 
no one, on looking around this commodious Hall, 
where, for the first time, such a large assembly has 
been comfortably seated; or at the Library beneath, 
where ample and elegant accommodation has been 
made for those volumes of learning, to which, I trust, 
constant additions will be made; or to the Museum, 
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where already, in obedience to the command of the 
learned Principal, a representative, a dead one ’tis 
true, of every family, and of almost every species, of 
beast, bird and creeping thing, lias leaped, flown or 
crawled into its place, with an alacrity which is ra- 
ther alarming to those who are accustomed to believe 
in the inertia of dry hones ; or to the Curators’ Room, 
where specimens are prepared for the places they 
are to occupy ; or to the Chemical Lecture Room 
and Laboratory, so well suited to their purposes; — 
no one, I say, who would take the trouble to 
look to any of these things could continue to doubt 
— if ever a doubt he had — of the wisdom of the ex- 
penditure, or of the correct taste which gave it form. 
It is an application of gifts such as this that engraves 
William Molson’s name in the annals of this rapidly 
augmenting city as a judicious and liberal friend of 
education. And, when I say a friend of education, 
I believe I say a friend of the best interests of his 
fellow-men. Mr. Molson has now attained that pe- 
riod of life when a man, instead of looking forward 
to a course of future exertion, is more naturally 
inclined to take a survey of the past; and I can 
conceive few things better calculated to afford him 
unalloyed satisfaction in the course of such retro- 
spect, than what he has done for this College 
and University. This Institution, Your Excellen- 
cy is probably aware, throws open its portals to 
all who choose to enter them. The student tvlio 
may desire to drink at its fountains of learning, finds 
himself opposed by no bar or impediment, social or 
religious. The benefits of a liberal education are 
conferred on all, and on all alike. Whatever may he 


the student’s rank, whatever may he hi* religious 
denomination, he here finds nothing to offend his most 
sensitive feelings, in regard either to the one or to 
the other. The Anglican, the Catholic, the Protestant 
Dissenter of whatever name, and the Israelite, here 
meet on a footing of the most perfect equality, and, 

I may add, in a spirit of the most perfect harmony. 
Nor is there any distinction made (except such as parts 
and diligence confer) betwixt the son of the wealthy 
merchant, who may have been brought up from 
infancy in the lap of luxury, and the student whom 
■we may not unfrequently see turning over the leaves 
of Horace and Homer with hands whose horny cuticle 
sufficiently attests the rudeness of the labour their 
owner endured to drink at the sacred fountain of the 
muses. Myself, an alumnus of this Institution, it 
would ill-become me to say much of what it has 
accomplished for its children ; but the tongues ot 
nearly five hundred graduates (except those that 
are for ever silent), some occupying the highest posi- 
tions in the learned professions, and some of them, 
even adorning science at its source beyond the sea, 
speak for themselves, and in a manner and in words 
to which I can lay no claim; and such of us as have 
had an opportunity of comparing the instruction we 
received here, with what we have afterwards enjoyed 
in Europe, have found much less cause for humilia- 
tion in the thought that our Alma Mater was far 
behind the rest of the world in her educational faci- 
lities, than we have found cause of congratulation 
and surprise, that she was so closely treading in the 
footsteps of older and more favoured Institutions. 
It is not for me, nor is this the time and place, 
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to distribute their various meed of praise to those 
who labour as Professors in the various Faculties ; 
but I express an opinion, which no one I am sure 
will gainsay, that to our gifted, judicious, and labo- 
rious Principal, this Institution owes a very large pro- 
portion of the success which may have attended it ; 
and if ever its history shall be written, the name 
of Dr. Dawson, though in another department, will 
be found with James McGill and William Molson, 
as one of its great benefactors ; and that, my Lord, is 
an association sufficient to satisfy the highest desire 
of honorable ambition. 

“ Here I probably should stop, but Your Excellen- 
cy’s presence and seeming attention seduce me, into 
what, I hope, may not be deemed the too heavy indis- 
cretion of saying a few words of those less favoured 
localities, which are now, I believe, looking forward to 
Your Excellency’s enlightened interest in the cause of 
education for encouragement and fostering care. (I 
have to ask pardon of the College authorities for quit- 
ing this pleasing scene for others perhaps less agreea- 
ble ; and for passing from this, the apex of learning in 
this Province, to the wide circumference of its base.) 
But the Institutions of which I intend saying a few 
words are as necessary to our advancement as the 
spongioles and delicate fibrils are to the parent tree. 
No part of the country feels their healthful influence 
more than this part; no city more than this city; 
and no Institution, perhaps, more than this Unver- 
sity. Those who live in cities, with education at 
their doors, as inexpensive almost, and as easy of 
attainment, as in Germany, or France, or Scotland, 
can form but a feeble conception of the efforts required 


to convey the merest elements of instruction to the 
children of new and thinly populated districts. I 
have myself been acquainted with such districts — 
and they will serve as types of many others — where 
children, of from ten to fourteen years of age, walked 
five, six, or seven miles to school every morning, and 
as many to their homes in the evening ; and how- 
ever disproportioned such fatiguing journeys may 
appear to their years and strength, they were always 
performed cheerfully, whenever schoolmasters could 
be obtained with courage equal to passing a twelve 
months in such uninviting parts. (How some of 
those gentlemen ever strayed so far away from higher 
civilization ; on what kind of food they were fed ; in 
what raiment they were clothed ; and in what kind 
of currency they were paid, after they had strayed, 
shall be left to your imagination to decide.) Dur- 
ing part of the year, the little schoolroom would 
be filled ; at other times, it would be nearly empty. 
At seed time and harvest, and occasionally for a 
few days in summer, the children are required to 
assist their parents in the labours of the field ; but 
with such exceptions, the pupils’ ordinary atten- 
dance at school may be described with truth as 
a ‘ pursuit of knowledge under difficulties.’ With 
that indomitable energy so characteristic of the early 
settler, and the children of the early settler, neither 
heat nor cold, nor rain nor snow, will interpose its 
barrier with effect. In summer, when every animate 
being instinctively seeks the shade, he will be found 
— ‘creeping’ it may be, but not ‘like a snail unwil- 
lingly to school.’ In winter, when all is cold and 
frozen — when hungry feels the air around, and lnm- 
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g rv looks the sky above, lie will be found braving 
chilling blasts which make those seated around the 
lire shudderingly exclaim : ‘ Surely the God who 
tempers the wind to the shorn lamb, tempers it to 
their young bodies.’ In early spring and in late 
autumn many of our country roads are well nigh 
impassable for rider or for footman ; but here is the 
pupil’s log house, and there five or six miles distant 
is his school, and no obstacle shall prevent him from 
reaching it. He trudges through the woods or across 
the fields ; he scrambles over fences ; or lie_ finds his 
least miry path along the banks of a stream ; and 
of such study — interspersed with labour, sufficient, as 
you must admit, to whet the appetite to both — he is 
only enabled to obtain one or two years before he is 
forced to return to level the forest and plant the corn, 
so that cereals and fruits could grow where none had 
ever grown before. Thus, Your Excellency will 
perceive, the order of things that we observe to 
prevail in Europe, is here, to some extent, reversed. 
There, I believe, the elder children of the humbler 
classes have generally an equal, if not a better, chance 
of being educated. Amongst our rural population it 
is more frequently the younger ones. Our hardy sons 
of toil are for the most part the emigrants of yester- 
day who landed on our shores penniless, perhaps, and 
friendless. Thanks to a beneficent Providence and 
their own right arm, their circumstances rapidly 
improve; but the elder children’s labour is generally 
necessary to till the land or to aid in paying for it ; 
and in those outskirts of civilization the parent 
considers, and wisely too, that in the language of 
Montesquieu (though he never heard of him) 



‘ L’Honneur a done sen regies supremes, et 1’ education 
est obligee de s’y conformer.’ But before the younger 
children have ceased to be of an age for school, the 
farm is cleared and out of debt ; villages and small 
towns have sprung up ; schools and schoolmasters are 
within a more moderate distance ; and it has perhaps 
become the parents’ ambition to send their younger 
son to College — where, as they hope, ‘ a gen- 
tleman would be made of him.’ The difficulties 
which obtain in many localities in the way ol 
primary education, to which I have thus cursorily 
alluded, are now indeed less considerable than they 
were in the time of some of Your Excellency’s not 
very remote predecessors, — and in their gradual 
elimination, the Province gratefully recognizes the 
hand of the Honorable Superintendent of Education. 
But as the -whole outward aspect of the country, as 
Your Excellency has not failed to perceive, is so 
rapidly undergoing those changes that, to-day, wheat 
and oats, and rye and barley are growing where but 
yesterday the pine, the cedar, the beech and maple 
waved their heads as if they should wave them tor 
ever, it is found to be almost impossible to meet the 
requirements as they arise. But wise legislation 
not meddlesome — can accomplish much; and I am 
anxious to insinuate how desirable it is that those 
primary schools should meet with Your Excellency’s 
fostering care and favour. This primitive — this log- 
hut education — which follows so closely the echo of 
the woodman’s axe, is peculiarly a Canadian feature. 

doing its share and aiding other classes of insti- 
tutions in the education of a hardy, intelligent people 
— and in the building up of a virtuous, an educated 
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Canadian nationality — slowly, ’tis true, but as btea- 
dily and as surely, yet as noiselessly, as those humble 
creatures build the huge coral rock in the depths of 
the Pacific. And when, to continue the simile, that 
structure shall have appeared above the surface — 
complete and fashioned in all its parts — it will then, 
and I hope not till then, announce the accomplish- 
ment of its mission.” 

Dr. Kingston was about to resume his seat, when 
he again came forward and said : 

“ I had travelled so far from this scene and place 
that I had almost forgotten to thank Your Excel- 
lency on behalf of the graduates for your presence 
here to-day. The graduates have their own way 
of doing things, and resolved to commemorate 
this occasion and Your Excellency’s visit by plant- 
ing a tree in your name. They intended also that 
one should be planted for the Earl of Mulgrave, 
whom they expected to see present to-day to represent 
Nova Scotia. And now, ladies and gentlemen, I shall 
relate to you a little circumstance from which you 
may draw any inference you please. Two tall and 
stately maples, to commemorate the visit of the noble 
representatives of the two sister Provinces, were 
brought to this College ground, but they were found 
to be so closely joined — so intimately incorporated 
with each other — that they could not be separated 
without endangering the vitality of one or of both ; 
and it was resolved — I hope you will say wisely — 
that what nature had joined so closely together, no 
ruthless hand should ever tear asunder.” 


Principal Dawson then rose and said : 

“ My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen , — 

« In appearing on this occasion, I speak not merely 
on my own behalt, but on that oi the Professors of 
the University, and beg to express their gratitude to 
the kind benefactor who has given us these buildings, 
and our obligations to Your Excellency and the many 
friends who have honoured us with their presence on 
an occasion, which we regard as marking an important 
epoch in our educational history. We, as officers of 
instruction, fully appreciate that enlightened policy 
of the Board of Governors, which has induced them 
to gather around this University a large and efficient 
staff of teachers, and to develope its means of training 
to the utmost, rather than to expend its limited 
resources in the vain show of costly buildings. At 
the same time we understand the disadvantages at- 
tending a mean exterior, the difficulty of realizing 
that the best means of education may be associated 
with no outward grandeur, and the influence which 
may be exercised on the student by the aspect of 
his Alma Mater. We, therefore, return our hearty 
thanks to him who, by his munificence, has relieved 
us from the reproach of our unfinished and unsightly 
buildings, and has given us all the accommodation 
that could be desired for the prosecution of our 
work. 

“ It is farther a cause of congratulation and 
honest pride, that this has been done for us by a 
citizen of Montreal. In Upper Canada there is a 
munificent public University endowment, and in 
Lower Canada nearly two millions of acres are stated 
to be devoted to the support of institutions specially 
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intended for the education of those who speak the 
French language ; hut no public endowment exists 
for an English University, and the aid that can be 
given from the annual educational grants is too 
small to be of any material avail for this purpose. 
In these circumstances, those, in this part of the 
Province, who desire an English University education 
for their sons, have had the responsibility thrown 
on them of providing for themselves; and the Pro- 
testant citizens of Montreal have, as became them, 
nobly assumed this responsibility on behalf of the 
whole of their countrymen, and determined to es- 
tablish a University. We must not forget that 
the father, not only of this University, but of 
University education in Canada, was James McGill, 
a citizen of Montreal. His endowment in 1811 was 
the first practical step toward the erection of our first 
University. Subsequently, his College, which had 
fallen into decay in the hands of a Board scattered over 
the Province, was resuscitated by gentlemen resident 
in this city, its present Board of Governors. Still 
later came the liberal gift of $60,000 from citizens of 
this place, with a multitude of smaller benefactions 
and acts of kindness; and now Mr. Molson has, by 
the erection and completion of these buildings, placed 
himself, with James McGill, in the rank of great 
educational benefactors. Canada should honour such 
men, and should honour the city which produces them, 
and which thereby takes rank with those great and 
enlightened cities of the Old and New Worlds, which 
have distinguished themselves by the erection and 
maintenance of institutions of learning. 

“ The support which the University has thus re- 
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eeived from this city is not without deep significance 
and high promise. It shows our citizens to be men 
not penurious and locally selfish, but nobly generous 
in their views ; and the fact that so many hundreds 
of young men from all parts of Canada have enjoyed, 
and are enjoying, the benefits of their liberality, has in 
it a double promise of more liberal and united public 
sentiment in Canada lor the time to come. I* ur ther, 
the interest which the business men of this commer- 
cial metropolis take in our work is an evidence of its 
practical value, and a pledge that in this countiy the 
higher learning will not be dissociated from the active 
pursuits of life. Still further, it marks the McGill 
University as a spontaneous growth ot the British 
Canadian mind, — something which has originated 
here, and been nurtured and matured here, not a 
thing forced upon us or of extraneous origin. This 
character, which is more or less apparent in our 
whole organization, is one of the best guarantees ot 
success, and if it causes us to lack some of the peculi- 
arities of Universities abroad, it gives us the hardy 
constitution of natives ot the soil. 

« Xt has long been my belief that in a country 
like this, institutions of the higher education can 
attain their full development only in our larger 
cities, and by availing themselves of every legiti- 
mate means of growth which these centres of popu- 
lation afford. It is easy, in almost any locality, 
to organise an institution that shall resemble one 
of the smaller Colleges of a great University ; but 
it will want the energy and variety which result from 
the union of many Colleges, from the influence of the 
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old University, and from the intellectual life which 
pervades a large and cultivated community. It may 
soon prove as barren and sapless as would a branch 
of one of the great oaks of our mother land, if cut 
from its trunk and planted in a foreign soil. I confess 
that when, after some experience in educational affairs 
in another colony, I was invited to connect myself 
with this University, I saw in its position here, in 
the greatest British American city, in its Board of 
Governors, composed of resident business men, in its 
liberal constitution, which secured the support of 
various religious bodies, and in its tendency to develope 
itself in the direction of professional education, the 
best omens of its prosperity. 

“ In my inaugural address, delivered at that time, 
I ventured to state the aims which we should pro- 
pose to ourselves in the farther growth of the 
University, under the following heads : — First, that 
we should not descend to the sphere of the higher 
schools, academies, and colleges of the country, 
but should build up our course of study from the 
highest level to which they can raise their pupils. 
Secondly, that in our under-graduate course in arts 
we should aim at the thorough discipline in classics 
and mathematics of the old Universities, but should 
add thereto as much as possible of culture in modern 
literature and in those sciences which have in our day 
attained to so vast proportions, and that we should 
provide honour courses for all whose abilities and 
inclinations might induce them to enter on such 
studies. Thirdly, that we should add to our course 
in arts, special courses of science and literature lead- 
ing to the more important pursuits of active life, and 


should dev elope to the utmost our professional lacul- 
ties. We well knew how much was involved in these 
promises, and how hard might be the struggle to per- 
form them even in part ; but we believed that we did 
well to propose to ourselves high ends, and to labour 
earnestly and hopefully toward their attainment, 

“ Seven years have passed away, and though we 
have had to lament many losses and disappointments, 
our way has been greatly prospered. We have steadily 
pursued the path then marked out, and have found 
ourselves sustained by public aid and countenance at 
every step. In these seven years we have sent forth 
more than 200 graduates, the number of our students 
has increased from 97 to 262, and the number of pupils 
in our schools from 185 to 633. Our staff has been 
increased, important additions have been made to 
libraries, collections and apparatus, and our various 
faculties and departments are lodged in a manner befit- 
ting their work. Our professional schools have been 
most prosperous. We have established schools of En- 
gineering and Practical Chemistry. We have been 
enabled to co-operate with the Superintendent of 
Education in the establishment of the McGill Normal 
School, and have been able to extend a helpful co- 
operation to the Natural History Society of Montreal, 
to the admirable meteorological researches of Doctor 
Smallwood, and to the Board of Arts and Manufac- 
tures, an institution which, I may say here, all who 
know the deficiency of the means of art education 
in this country, regard as one of the most important 
movements of our Government in the direction of 
enlightened progress. For all this we have reason 
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to express our thankfulness to God, and to the 
friends He has raised up for us. 

“ But we by no means regard our work as finished. 
Our University is vigorous and useful, but the full 
measure of its growth has yet to be attained. Nor do 
we think that in the present state of the world any 
University can afford to be stationary. In no pro- 
fession have more important improvements been made 
in our day than in that of communicating the higher 
kinds of instruction. While some subjects may remain 
of permanent educational importance, the value of 
others is constantly changing. Some methods and 
usages of the older Colleges may admit of little 
change, but others are susceptible of multiplied im- 
provements and new adaptations. It is the part of the 
enlightened educator to be ever striving after a more 
nice and delicate appreciation of the relative impor- 
tance of different studies, of the equal development 
of the varied powers of the mind, of the special cul- 
ture of particular eminent endowments, of the rela- 
tions of the physical, the intellectual, the moral and 
the aesthetic in the work of education, of the changing 
wants of the age and country. These are points to 
which our attention is constantly directed, and in 
which we strive to make at least an approximation to 
the right path. Nor is the work of our friends still 
complete. The shelves of our library are gaping for 
books, and we want books to fill them. Our grounds 
might well admit of a Botanical Garden. An Astron- 
omical Observatory might well be added to that which 
we are erecting for meteorological and magnetical ob- 
servations. Much good might be done by the founda- 
tion of bursaries for poor and talented students. We 
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earnestly desire the affiliation of theological semina- 
ries with the University. Nor will our mission be 
accomplished until the desire for the benefits of the 
higher education shall be far more extended than at 
present, until a greater public aid and encouragement 
shall be given to the higher schools and colleges which 
send students to the University, andhntil a higher legal 
value shall be attached to an academical degree as a 
qualification for the learned professions and for the 
civil service of this country. These are subjects on 
which much could be said, to which we have given 
much consideration, and to which I would earnestly 
invite the attention of the friends of education and of 
our public men. But this is not the time to dwell on 
such topics, and I shall close with a brief reference 
to one important peculiarity in our position, and one 
on which we have reason to congratulate oursel\es. 

I refer to our relation to religion. 

“ In its religious aspect our University is not 
denominational. It does not profess to work for 
one body of Christians more than for another. But 
it is Christian and Protestant. It is neither a 
proselytizing institution on the one hand, nor an 
irreligious one on the other. It endeavours to 
secure the services of men of high religious and 
moral character, and to exercise through them the 
best influence on its students. It daily invites its 
students to supplicate the Divine blessing on their 
work, and it requires them to avail themselves of the 
means of spiritual advantage to be found in their 
several communions. Its influence is thus positively 
religious, and is exercised in such a way as to 
unite the members of different denominations in love 
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and harmony, and to hold forth a practical example 
of that great unity which underlies all the superfi- 
cial divisions of our common Christianity. Such a 
position we feel to be the true ground for a great 
educational institution, one on which we can stand 
fearlessly before our fellow-men, and on which we can 
honestly invoke the blessing of God. But while we 
thus more especially invite the aid and sympathy of 
all who prefer that system of education which prevails 
in the Protestant Universities of Great Britain, and 
while our endowment is derived from such persons, 
we occupy no position of antagonism to those of our 
fellow-subjects who profess a different faith. On the 
contrary, we regard with pleasure their progress in 
educational affairs ; we offer to them on equal terms 
all our advantages and honours, and wherever we 
differ in our views as to the best means of promoting 
the higher education, we are willing to run with 
them a race of friendly rivalry, and shall be happy if, 
either directly or indirectly, we can be of service to 
them, while we shall be at all times ready to borrow 
anything in which they may excel us. 

“ I have referred to the history and position of the 
University, because I felt that in this way I could 
best vindicate the wisdom of those who are benefactors 
of the higher education, and show that we earnestly 
strive to apply to the best uses the means which they 
afford. But as representative of the professors, I 
must not forget to thank Mr. Molson on behalf of the 
students who are under our care. We cannot have 
all our students here to-day, because two of our 
faculties have not yet opened for the session ; but 1 
know that they all share our feelings on this occasion. 
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McGill College already lias its graduates in the Go- 
vernment and Legislature of this country, and in the 
highest walks of professional life here and abroad ; 
and these young men are going forth to do likewise, 
and, if possible, to excel their predecessors. It is in 
this perennial stream of living mind, trained and dis- 
ciplined for the work of life, that those who endow 
institutions like this, and we who teach, see the 
fruits of our labour, going forth, as we humbly trust, 
for the highest good of our country and for the glory 
of God.” 

Hon. Mr. Chauveau having been invited by the 
President to address the meeting, said that he was 
most happy that it had fallen to him on behalf 
of the Educational Department to congratulate 
both the University and the noble donor on the 
great improvement which had been achieved. Such 
a congratulation, however, on his part, was su- _ 
pertluous, since the highest sanction was given to 
the proceedings of the day by the presence of Ilis 
Excellency the Governor General. He took it 
for granted that no one would expect him to review 
the several educational opinions and criticisms which 
had fallen from the orators who had preceded him. 
He might say, however, that if the Government had 
made a mistake in giving too scanty an assistance to 
the University (a thing which of course he could only 
admit hypothetically) it was certainly on their part 
felix culpa , since the result of that fault was the most 
generous gift made by Mr. Molson, which was worth 
both in itself and as a great public example a great 
deal more than all the Government could have afforded. 
The controversy between the relative importance of 
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superior education, and that of elementary or common 
school education, was one that would be easily set at 
rest by this plain consideration, that both were 
requisite and indispensable. If he had, however, to 
express an opinion between the two, although common 
school education was more specially entrusted to his 
care, and on that ground should apparently enlist all 
his sympathies, he could not shut his eyes to the fact 
that superior education was as necessary and as indis- 
pensable to society itself as elementary education to 
every one of its members. He was at no loss to find 
an example in point. The present condition of Lower 
Canada was itself a great historical fact, showing that 
a society may reach a certain degree of prosperity, 
may attain a high degree of morality, may provide 
with energy for the preservation of its institutions 
and of its social autonomy, and may at last redeem 
itself from the disadvantages inflicted by the neglect 
of elementary education, while superior education has 
been carefully fostered within its bosom. Lower Canada 
formerly was left a whole century with scarcely any 
other educational provisions than the establishment of 
the Seminaries of Quebec and of Montreal, the former 
endowed chiefly from the private donations of Mgr. 
de Laval and other friends of education. These in- 
stitutions had spread superior education, grounded on 
the sure basis of religion and of morality ; from them 
had sprung a clergy and a laity able to fight with the 
people the cause of general education, and the success- 
ful results which the government had obtained in 
the end could not have been realized without their 
efforts. In the cause of education an attempt to level 
by the ordinary process would be absurd. Let the 


level of common school education be brought as high 
as possible, if you please, but there must still be higher 
and deeper fountains of learning, without which 
education itself in the masses will perish or will 
become more harmful than useful. A whole commu- 
nity of men, having, every one of them if you like, 
what is called practical education, but nothing more, 
w'ould certainly be inferior as a social and political 
body to a nation where humanities and sciences would 
have been cultivated in their highest form or expres- 
sion. That the two causes of superior and of elemen- 
tarv education were intimately blended together ; 
that the former, while it was fed and nourished by 
the latter, ought for its own sake to foster and support 
the common schools, was well illustrated by the fact 
that this University had consented to co-operate with 
him in the establishment and direction of a normal 
school chiefly intended for the English speaking and 
Protestant section of the community. He thought 
this conduct on the part of the University would 
strengthen their claims on public support, while the 
result would contribute to that harmony and good 
understanding between all classes of society of which 
Lower Canada had always given so noble an example. 
(Applause.) 

His Excellency tiie Governor General then rose 
and briefly addressed the meeting. Among the many 
pleasant duties which had devolved upon him in the 
course of his tour, this was one of the most agreeable, 
lie felt bound to say that the good will with 
which he had everywhere been received, could not 
be equalled. He had now completed his tour through 
this magnificent Province, and he and others with lam 
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must have, been struck with the great future which 
awaits this country as regards its progress. We had 
all the materials for prosperity, and the knowledge 
how to use them. Notwithstanding the strictures 
of previous speakers, as to the provision which had 
been made for the cause of education, he felt bound 
to say, judging from what he had seen in other coun- 
tries, that Canada had distinguished herself by pro- 
viding for the moral and intellectual improvement 
of the people, and now occupied a position of which 
she might justly feel pi’oud. They had met 
there that day to inaugurate a beautiful building, 
which was due to the liberality and beneficence of a 
private individual. He would remind them that the 
great institutions of learning in the Old Country had 
been reared up and sustained in an integrity which 
the falling of dynasties or political changes could not 
affect. Those venerable educational establishments 
were due not to parliamentary grants and donations, 
but to the liberality of private individuals, such as 
characterized him in whose honor they had met that 
day. He could conceive no greater pleasure than that 
derived from the erecting and naming of institutions 
for the education of our country-people ; and he could 
only hope that the spirit of liberality which had 
actuated Mr. Molsokt, might long continue to exist in 
his fellow-countrymen in Canada. He would con- 
clude by earnestly wishing for the long continued 
success of this institution, and by hoping that it might 
never flag in its labor for the moral and intellectual 
advancement of the people. 

His Excellency sat down amidst the continued 
applause of the audience. 
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The Rev. Prof. Cornish pronounced the Benediction, 
and the meeting broke up. 

His Excellency, accompanied by Sir Fenwick 
Williams, the President and Principal, and other 
gentlemen, then visited the Museum, several of the 
Class-rooms and the Laboratory, the whole of which 
with the Library were thrown open to the large au- 
dience which had filled the Convocation Hall. His 
Excellency then proceeded to the grounds in front 
of the College buildings, and witnessed the planting 
of the trees provided by the Society of Graduates. 
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The Lectures by the Medical Faculty of the University of McGill 
College, will be resumed on Monday, the 3rd November, 1862, and 
be continued throughout the winter, during the usual Session of six 
months’ duration. 

They are so arranged as to comprise all the important subjects of 
the several branches upon which they are delivered, and to elucidate 
them in as full a manner as the time allotted will permit. Yearly, 
such innovations are introduced as have been suggested by increased 
experience and as seem to be demanded by the progress of Medical 
Science. That they may be conversant with this, the Faculty pro- 
cure for their Library the most modern works of highest reputation, 
and receive the principal weekly and other periodicals. 

The means of illustration are also augmented from time to time, 
and during this Session it is intended to employ the new Microscope 
for class demonstrations, recently used by Prof. Beale of London, 
with so much approval, as well as a further collection of Microscopi- 
cal preparations expressly made according to order by a competent 
artist. 

The chief advantages that McGill College Students enjoy in the 
acquirement of a practical knowledge of their profession are afforded 
by:— 

1st. Large hospitals (the Montreal General and the University 
Lying in,) where an extensive variety of cases may every day be ex- 
amined and opportunities are taken to impart Clinical instruction 
upon the most approved principles. 

2nd. Spacious accommodations and suitable conveniences for the 
prosecution of Practical Anatomy, together with the use of a museum 
containing both Anatomical and Pathological specimens in different 
methods of preservation.

During the past ten years the attendance of Matriculated Students 
has increased from 64, what it was in 1851-52, to 159, the number 
enrolled last Session, a difference which cannot altogether be explain- 
ed upon the assumption that a greater proportion of pupils entered 
upon the Study of Medicine during that term than in former periods, 
for within the same time there have also arisen more schools for their 
instruction. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is Nine ; the number of 
Classes, Ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 
being held by one Professor. 

1. Anatomy. — (Prof. Scott) — The fresh subject is chiefly employed 
in the illustration of the Lectures in this branch, aided however, by 
dried preparations, wax models, plates full size of life, &c. The 
Dissecting Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided by 
the Demonstrator of Anatomy. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
being lighted with gas. All the usual conveniences are supplied, and 
the Demonstrator will be in attendance to assist the pupils in their 
operations. 

2. Chemistry. — (Prof. Sutherland) — Inorganic Chemistry is 
fully treated ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attentien 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump — Oxy-Hydrogcn Microscope — Polariscope — Ex- 
tensive series of Crystallographical models — Electrical and Galvanic 
appartus, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica. — (Prof. Wright) — This course is illus- 
trated by a Cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by Plates of Medi- 
cinal Plants, (Roque, Stephenson and Churchill) — by an Herbarium, 
and by the Microscope (Nachet) and Polariscope for examining 
Crystals. — Analytical experiments for detecting Adulterations, &c., 
are also shown, and diagrams, with other illustrations, are used. — 
Dietetics , Phannacy , and Therapeutics are included in the course. 

4. Istitutes op Medicine. — (Prof. Fraser) —Under which 
are comprised Histology , Physiology , General Pathology and General 
Therapeutics . The minute Structure and Composition of the various 
Organs, and the Fluids and Tissues of the Body in health and dis- 
ease, are explained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, 
Plates and Preparations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine. — (Prof. Howard) — The extensive 
aeries of plates contained in the Library, Leberts recent work. 
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Cruveilhier, Carswell, Hope. Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c., &c., will 
be employed ; also Morbid Preparations and models of diseased parts. 

6. Surgery. — (Prof. Campbell) — Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhi- 
bited on the subject. — Quain’s large plates, Maclise, DaJrymple, &c. 
The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and their 
uses and application explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. — (Prof. Hall.) —Including diseases of females and 
infants, illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale ; by humid 
preparations : by models in wax ; and by the use of the artificial 1 elvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. — (Prof. McCallum.) — Includes 
Toxicology — the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post- 
mortem appearances illustrated by plates — Insanity, Public Hygiene, 
and Medical Police are touched upon. 

9. Clinical Medicine. — (Prof. McCallum.) — Taught by lectures, 
and at the bed side — Physical Diagnosis taught practically and each 
pupil invited to take part in it — Examination of the urine, chemically 
and microscopically explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery. — (Prof. Craik.) — Taught in a similar 
manner. For both these Classes ample material is afforded by the 
cases at the Montreal General Hospital. 

Beside the above classes, Students are required to attend one course 
of Botany and one course of Zoology. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 3000 volumes, including the most 
useful books for reference, as well as the recent elementary ones ; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
the Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the care 
of the books. The Museum contains a large number of preparations, 
chiefly pathological ; also, wax and papier machis models. 


HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the Medical 
officers in attendance. After the visit a large number of out-door 
patients are examined and prescribed for. 

The Operating Room (used also for a Lecture Room) is so con- 
structed as to suit the convenience of the Students in obtaining a good 
view of the operations going on. 

The University Lying-in-Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. 
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PAST SESSION. 


The number of Matriculated Students in the past session was 159, 
of these 92 were from Canada East, 62 from Canada West, 1 from 
New Brunswick, 2 from Prince Edwards’ Island, and 1 from the 
United States.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE 
FACULTY. 

Chap. I. 

Relative to the Courses of Lectures, Fees , Sfc. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery, in which 
only two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, it 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week shall suf- 
fice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine hi3 class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceeding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A Roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance attached shall 
be rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be $12, with the following exceptions : 
for that 6f Medical Jurisprudence, $10 ; for those of Clinical Medicine and 
Clinical Surgery, $6, each, and for Botany and Zoology, $5. The Class Fees 
are payable in advance. 

7th. Any Student, after having paid the fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clini- 
cal Surgery aud Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months dura- 
tion ; and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three months’ duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only Three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The courses shall commence on the first Monday in November, and 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 


Of the Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the Medical 

Degree. 

1st All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall, at the 
commencement of each Session, enroll their names and residences in the 
Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of 
Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of $2. 

2nd The said Register shall be closed on the 31st day of December in each 
year and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received 
without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery who shall not either, lstly have attended Lectures for a period 
of at least Four Sessions in this University or some other University, College or 
School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or 2udly, have studied 
medicine during at least Four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least Three Sessions either in this University or some 
* other University, College or School of Medicine, approved of by this Univer- 
sity 
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4th. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of at- 
tendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz . 


Anatomy ,

Principles and Practice of Surgery , 

Midwifery and Diseases of Women and Children, 
Materia Medica and Pharmacy , 

Clinical Medicine ,

Provided, however, that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those above stated, may be presented and accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must also give proof by ticket of having attended 
during twelve months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or tlmt 
of some other Hospital approved of by this University. 

6th. Moreover, no one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for exami- 
nation who shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, 
and during that Session at least four six months’ classes, or three six months 
and two three months’ classes. 

Tth. Students in Medciine will be examined in Classics and in English or 
French Composition, the standard being such as may from time to time be 
determined by the Faculty. 

8th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the first day o 
April present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or inaugural dis- 
sertation, written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or Sur- 
gical Science, either in the Latin, English, or French Language. He must, at 
the same time, deliver to the Secretary of the Faculty the following Certi- 
ficate :

I, the undersigned, being desirous of obtaining the Degree of Doctor of Me- 
dicine and Master of Surgery, do hereby declare that I have attained the age of 
twenty-one years, (or, if the case be otherwise, that I shall have attained the 
age of twenty-one years before the next graduation day), and that I am not, 
(or shall not be at the time) under articles as a pupil or apprentice to any 
Physician, Surgeon or Apothecary.

9. The trials to be undergone by the Candidate shall be : 


1st. The matriculation examination referred to in Section 7 supra. Students 
will undergo this Examination in the first session of their attendance, unless 
allowed to postpone it by special permission of the Faculty. 

2nd. The private examination of his Thesis as evidence both of Medical and 
General acquirement, followed (if approved) by its public defence. And 

3rd. A general examination on all the branches of Medical and Surgical 
Science, either oral or by written papers as may from time to time be deter- 
mined by the Faculty. 

This examination will be divided into Primary and Final, the former com- 
prehending the branches of Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, Institutes 
of Medicine and Zoology, or Botany ; the latter, those of Practice of Medicine, 


Surgery, Midwifery and Medical Jurisprudence. It will be optional with the 
student to present himself for the primary examination at the end of the third 
session. 

10. The following Oath or affirmation will be exacted from the Candidate 
before receiving his Degree :

The money arising from the Fees of Graduation, as well as those of 
Matriculation, shall be applied to the enlargement of the Medical Library and 
Museum, and to defraying their expenses.

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The thirty fourth Session of this University, being the eleventh 
under its amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1863. 
The Classes in the Faculty of Arts will open on the 6th of September, 
those in the Law Faculty, on the 2nd of November, those in the 
Medical Faculty, on the 2nd of November, and those in the High 
School and McGill Normal School on the 1st of September. 

The courses of study in the University, and the distinctions which 
it offers, may be summed up as follows : — 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study in Arts 
extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and includes 
Classics and Mathematics, with English Literature, Logic, 
Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and Modern 
Languages, leading to the degrees of B. A. and M. A. There 
are also Honour Courses, Special and Partial Courses, and a 
Course of practical Chemistry ; and facilities are afforded for 
the study of Agricultural Chemistry, for the practice of Me- 
teorological observations, and for the study of Hebrew and 
Oriental Literature. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in 
Medicine extends over four Sessions, of six months each, and 
leads to the degree of M. D., C. M. 

The Faculty of Law. — T he complete course in Law extends 
over three Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the de- 
grees of B. C. L. and D. C. L. 

II. Affiliated Schools . 

The High School Department, offers a thorough English edu- 
cation, with the French and German languages, and the Clas- 
sical and Mathematical training necessary for entering the 
College course. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for 
Teachers of Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. 
Teachers trained in this School are entitled to Provincial 
diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School arc 
English Schools, divided into a Boys’ Department, Girls’ 
Department, and Primary School. Teachers in training in 
the Normal School are employed in these Schools, under the 
supervision of the Head Master and Mistress. 


The following “ Announcement,” relates wholly to the Faculty of

The thirty-first Session of the Medical Faculty of the McGill 
University, will be opened in the customary manner on Monday, 
the 2nd November, 1863; and be continued during the six months 
following, by being devoted to instruction in the various courses which 
are subsequently detailed. 

To young gentlemen in need of information upon the best manner 
of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions appear to recom- 
mend themselves . 

Exclusively of general education, professional reading for some 
time previously to matriculation is advised as a preparation, whereby 
familiarity with technical terms will be gained, and an insight obtained 
into the subjects to be brought under notice during lectures. 

Though three years constitute the shortest time required for College 
attendance, yet the Student is at liberty to extend it as much further 
as he pleases ; the addition of a year, or even two, is considered to be 
a great benefit, for it obviates the crowding of branches within too 
brief a term, and permits of a more extensive attainment of the topics 
they embrace. 

Attention Ls recommended to be given during the first Session to 
the primary branches entirely ; during the second Session an increase 
is proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined 
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with such of the antecedent as are required ; while during the ie- 
maining period further advance is to be made by completing the cur- 
riculum required of the candidate for graduation. Clinical courses 
should not be taken out during the first Session. 

The ample and varied means which arc placed at the disposal of 
the student by this school in its spacious accommodations and abun- 
dant provisions, together with the large hospitals in connexion with 
it are briefly referred to in the following pages. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is nine ; the number of 
Classes, ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 
being held by one Professor. 

1. Anatomy.— (Prof. Scott)— The fresh subject is chiefly em- 
ployed in the illustration of the Lectures in this branch, aided how- 
ever, by dried preparations, wax models, plates full size of life, &e. 
The Dissecting Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided 
by the Demonstrator of Anatomy. Itisopen from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
being lighted with gas. All the usual conveniences are supplied, and 
the Demonstrator will be in attendance to assist the pupils in their 
operations. 

2. Chemistry. — (Prof. Sutherland) — Inorganic Chemistry is 
fully treated ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump— Oxy-IIydrogen Microscope -Polariscope- Ex- 
tensive series of Crystallographical models Electrical and Galvanic 
apparatus, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica.— (Prof. Wright)— This course is illustrat- 
ed from a Cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by Plates of Medicinal 
Plants, (Roque, Stephenson and Churchill)— by dried specimens 
&c. &c., Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents, arc 
also shown ; and] diagrams, with other illustrations, are used.— 
Dietetics, Pharmacy , and Therapeutics are included in the course. 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — (Prof. Fraser) — Under which 
are comprised . Histology, Physiology , General Pathology and General 
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Therapeutics. The minute Structure and Composition of the various 
Organs, and the Fluids and Tissues of the Body in health and dis- 
ease, are explained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, 
Plates and Preparations from the Museum. 

5. Practice op Medicine.— (Prof. Howard)— The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, Libert, Cruveilhier, Carswell, 
Hope, Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c., &c., will be employed; also 
Morbid Preparations and models of diseased parts. 

6. Surgery. “—(Prof. Campbell) -Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhi- 
bited on the subject.— Quain’s large plates, Maclise, Dalrymple, Ac. 
The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and their 
uses and application explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. -(Prof. Hall)— Including diseases of females and 
infants, illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale ; by humid 
preparations: by models in wax; and by the use of the artificial 


Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence — (Prof. McCallum.)— Includes 
Toxicology— the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post- 
mortem appearances illustrated by plates-Insanity, Public Hygiene, 
and Medical Police are touched upon. 

9 Clinical MEDiciNE.-(Prof. McOallum.)-Taught by lectures, 
and at the bed side-Physical Diagnosis taught practically and each 
pupil invited to take part in it-Examination of the urine, chemically 
and microscopically explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery.— (Prof. Craik)— Taught in a similar 
manner. For both these Classes ample material is afforded by e 

eases at the Montreal General Hospital. 

Beside the above classes, Students arc required to attend one course 

of Botany and one course of Zoology. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 3000 volumes, including the most 
useful books for reference, as well as the recent elementary ones; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
the Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the care 
of the books. The Museum contains a large number of preparations, 
chiefly pathological ; also, wax and papier mach* models. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the Medical 
officers in attendance. After the visit a large number of out-door 
patients are examined and prescribed for. 

The Operating Room (used also for a Lecture Room) is so con- 
structed as to suit the convenience of the Students in obtaining a good 
view of the operations going on. 

The University Lying-in- Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. 


PAST SESSION. 


The number of Matriculated Students in the past Session was 175, 
of these 93 were from Canada East, 74 from Canada West, 1 from 
Nova Scotia, 1 from New Brunswick, 2 from Prince Edward’s Island, 
and 4 from the United States.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS OF THE 
FACULTY. 

Chap. I. 

Relative to the Courses of Lectures, Fees, fyc. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five lectures during the* week 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery in which 
only two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of Medical Jur ' s P r “£*“ c *’ 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week shall suf 
fice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A Roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall bo 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance attached shall 
be reject*- d when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be $12, with the following exceptions : 
for that of Medical Jurisprudence, $10; for those of Clinical Medicine and 
Clinical Surgery. $6 each, for Botany and Zoology, $j. The Class Fees 
are payab’e in advance. 

7th. Any Student, after having paid the fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clini- 
cal Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months’ dura- 
tion ; and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three months’ duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only Three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The courses shall commence on the first Monday in November, and 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 

Chap. II. 

Of the Qualification and Studies of Students and Candidates for the Medical 

, Degree. 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall, at the 
commencement of each Session, enroll their names and residences in the 
Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of 
Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of $2. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the 31st day of December in each 
year and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received 
without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall bo admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery who shall not either ; lstly have attended Lectures for a period 
of at least Four Sessions in this University , or some other U niversity, College or 
School of Medicine, approved of by this University; or 2ndly, have studied 
medicine during at least Four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least Three Sessions either in this University or some 
other University, College or School of Medicine, approved of by this Univer- 
sity. 





4th. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of at- 
tendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz :

Principles and practice of Surgery , 

Midwifery and diseases of Women and Children , Of which two Course:

Provided, however, that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely 
the same as those above stated, may be presented and accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must also give proof by ticket of having attended 
during twelve months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that 
of some other Hospital, approved of by this University. 

6th. Moreover, no one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for exami- 
nation who shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, 
and during that Session at least four six months’ classes, or three six months’ 
and two three months’ classes. 

7th. Students in Medicine will be examined in Classics and in English or 
French Composition, the standard being such as may from time to time be 
determined by the Faculty. 

8th. Every Candidate for the degree must, on or before the first day of 
April, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Theses or inaugural dis- 
sertation. written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or Sur- 
gical Science, either in the Latin, English or French Language He must, at 
the same time, deliver to the Secretary of the Faculty the following Certi- 
ficate :

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The Thirty-third Session of this University, being the Thirteenth 
under the amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1865. 

By virtue of the Royal Charter granted in 1821 and amended in 
1852, the Governors, Principal, and Fellows of McGill College, con- 
stitute the Corporation of the University, and under the statutes 
framed by the Board of Governors, with approval of the Visitor, have 
the power of granting degrees in all the Arts and Faculties, in McGill 
College and in Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal nrincinles. with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental 
culture and professional training. In its religious character the 
University is Protestant, but not denomination^ ; and, while all 
possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of 
students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be 
sanctioned. 


1. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study in Arts 
extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and includes 
Classics and Mathematics, with English Literature, Logic, 
Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and Modern 
Languages : all of which subjects are imperative in the three 
first years of the Course ; but in the fourth year options are 
allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and 
English Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to 
professional students. There are also Special and Partial 
Courses, and facilities are afforded for the practice of Meteo- 
rological observations, and for the study of Hebrew and 
Oriental Literature. The decrees given are B.A. and M.A. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in 
Mcdecinc extends over four Sessious, of six months each, and 
leads to the degrees of M. D., C. M. 

The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends 
over three Sessions, of six months each, and leads to # the de- 
grees of B. C. L. and P. C. L. 


. II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of these Colleges arc matriculated in the University, and 
may pursue their course of study wholly in the affiliated college, or in 
part therein and in part in the Faculty of Arts of the McGill College 
and may come up for the University Examinations for the degrees in 
Arts on the same terms with the Students of McGill College. 


MoRRIN College, Quebec, L. C ,— is affiliated in so far as regards 
degrees in Arts. The ordinary Course of this College in- 
cludes Classics, Mathematics, English Literature, Mental and 
Moral Philosophy and Logic. There are Honour Courses in 
Classics and in Mental and Moral Philosophy. 

The Faculty of Law of Morrin College has been recognised by 
the University.

III. AFFILIATED THEOLOGICAL COLLEGE. 

Affiliated Theological Colleges have the right of obtaining for their 
Students the advantage in whole or in part of the course of study in 
Arts, with such facilities in regard to exemptions as may be agreed 

on. 

The Congregational College of British North America, 
Montreal , is at present the only affiliated Theological College. 


IV. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The High School of McGill College affords tlie Classical and 
Mathematical training necessary for entering the College 
course, with a good English education fitting for business 
pursuits. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for 
Teachers of Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. 
Teachers trained in this School are entitled to Provincial 
diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School are Ele- 
mentary Schools, divided into a Boys’ Department, Girls’ De- 
partment, and Primary school. Teachers in training in the 
Normal School are employed in these Schools, under the su- 
pervision of the Head Master and Mistress.

The thirty-third Session of the Medical Faculty of the McGill 
University, will be opened on Monday, 6th November, 1865 ; and will 
be continued during the six months following. 

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon grad- 
uation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master in Surgery.” 
This designation is also appropriate, from agreeing with the general 
nature and equable character of the previous curriculum demanded 
of the candidates for this double rank, as is fully specified hereafter. 
The degree is received by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Lower Canada, and upon ownership being proved, admits the holder 
to become a Licentiate of that body, and to practice Physic, Surgery, 
and Midwifery. It also entitles the holder te the Provincial Licence 
for Upper Canada, upon attestation before a country Judge, and 
payment of $4. to the Provincial Secretary. 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best man- 
ner of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made 
by the Faculty : — . 

(1.) Exclusively of general education, professional reading for some 
time previously to matriculation is advised as a preparation, whereby 
familiarity with technical terms will be gained, and an insight obtained 
into the subjects to be brought under notice during lectures. 
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/ ( 2.) Though three years constitute the shortest time required for Col- 
■ lege attendance, yet the Student is at liberty to extend this as much 
further as he pleases ; the addition of a year, or even two, is consider- 
ed to be a great benefit, for it obviates the crowding of branches with- 
in too brief a term, and permits of a more extensive attainment, of 



/ the topics they embrace. 
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(3.) Attention is recommended to be given during the first Session to 
the primary branches entirely; during the second Session an increase 
is proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined 
with such of the antecedent as are required ; while during the re- 
maining period further advance is to be made by completing the cur- 
riculum required of the candidate for graduation. Clinical courses 
should not be taken out during the first Session. 

Matriculation is necessary every Session ; it is required upon en- 
trance or as nearly afterwards as possible, and always before any class 
tickets are procured. The Register is closed annually in the month 
of December. Class tickets must be taken out within the prescribed 
period of the current session, and will not be granted after its expir- 
ation. 


The ample and varied means which are placed at the disposal of 
the student by this school in its spacious accommodations and abun- 
dant provisions, together with the large hospitals in connection with 
it. are briefly referred to in the following pages. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 


The number of Professors in the Faculty is nine; the number of 
Classes, ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 
being held by one' Professor. 

1 . Anatomy. — (Prof. Scott) — The fresh subject is chiefly em- 
ployed in the illustrations of the Lectures in this branch, aided how- 
ever, by dried preparations, wax models, plates full size of life, &c. 

The Dissecting Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided 
by the Demonstrator of Anatonjy. It is open from 8 a.in. to 10 p.m., 
being lighted with gas. All the usual conveniences are supplied, and 
the Demonstrator will be in attendance to assist the pupils in their 
operations. 





2. Chemistry. — (Prof. Sutherland) — Inorganic Chemistry is 
fully treated : and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump — Oxy-IIydrogen Miscroscope — Polariscope — ex- 
tensive series of Crystal! ographical models — Electrical and Galvanic 
apparatus, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica. — (Prof. Wright) — This course is illustrat- 
ed from a Cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicin- 
al Plants, (Wagner, Roque, Stephenson and Churchill) — by dried 
specimens; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., &c. 
Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents, are also shown ; 
and diagrams, with other illustrations, are used. 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — (Prof. Fraser) — under which 
are comprised Histology , Physiology , General Pathology and General 
Therajicutics. The minute Structure and Composition of the various 
Organs, and the Fluids and Tissues of the body in health and dis- 
ease are explained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, 
Plates and Preparations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine. — (Prof. Howard) — The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, Libert, Cruveilhier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willis, Bateman, &c., &c., will be employed ; 
also Morbid Preparations and models of diseased parts. 

G. Surgery. — (Prof. Campbell) — Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibit- 
ed on tlie subject. — Quain’s large plates, Maclise, Dairy mple, &c. 
The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and their 
uses and application explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. — (Prof. Hall) — Including diseases of females and 
infants, illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale ; by hu- 
mid Preparations ; by models in wax ; and by the use of the artificial 
Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. — (Prof. McCallum) — Includes 
Toxicology — the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post- 
mortem appearances illustrated by plates — Insanity, Public Hygiene, 
and Medical Police are touched upon. 
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9. Clinical Medicine.— (Prof. McCallum) — Taught by lectures 
and at the bed side— Physical Diagnosis taught practically and each 
pupil invited to take part in it. — Examination of the urine, chemically 
and microscopically explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery. — (Prof. Craik) — Taught in similar man- 
ner. For both these Classes ample material is afforded by the cases 
at the Montreal General Hospital. 

11. In addition to the above classes, Students are required to at- 
tend one course of Botany and one course of Zoology. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 3,500 volumes, including the most 
useful books for reference, as well as the most elementary ones ; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
the Student without charge, under necessary regulations for the care 
of the books. The Museum contains a large number of preparations, 
chiefly pathological ; also, wax and papier raach6 models. 


HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the Medi- 
cal officers in attendance. After the visit a large number of out-door 
patients are examined and prescribed for. The Fee for a six months 
ticket is Six Dollars ; for perpetual, Sixteen Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to suit the convenience of the Students in obtaining a 
good view of the operations going on. 

The University Lying-in-IIospital is under the direction of the Pro- 
fessor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one course 
of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. The Fee for a 
six months’ ticket is Five Dollars. 


PAST SESSION. 

The number of Matriculated Students in the past Session was 177 : 
of these 90 were from Canada East, 72 from Canada West, 3 from 
Nova Scotia, 1 from New Brunswick, 4 from Prince Edward Island, 
and 6 from the United States.

PRIZES. 


The Medical Faculty prizes consist, first of the HOLMES GOLD MEDAL, 
founded this session by the Faculty in honour of the memory of their late Dean 
and two prizes, in books, to the amount of $20 each. The Holmes medal was 
competed for by students of the graduating class, who had passed their final 
examination?, and whose thesis were considered sufficiently meritorious to 
permit them to compete. The examinations were in writing, three questions 
being proposed on each of the eight branches, primary and final, the questions, 
if perfectly answered, amounting in the aggregate to 400 marks, 200 marks 
being allowed for the best thesis. Although more than a dozen theses were 
considered worthy to compete, only three students competed for this honour — 
viz., Messrs. Kurd, Langrell, and Rugg— and after a close competition of 
seven hours’ duration, the medal was awarded to Mr. E. P. Hurd, of Eaton, 
C. E.

Every Candidate for the degree must, on or before the first day of 
April, present to the Dean of,tlie Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifica- 
tions, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or inaugural disser- 
tation, written by himself, on some subjects connected with Medical or Surgi- 
cal Science, either in the Latin, English, or French Language. He must at the 
same time, deliver to the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate.

Surgery, Midwifery and Medical Jurisprudence. It will be optional with the 
student to present himself for the primary examination at the end of the third 
session.

Tbe Thirty-fourth Session of this University, being the Fourteenth 
under the amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1866. 

By virtue of the Royal Charter granted in 1821 and amended in 
1852. the Governors, Principal, and Fellows of McGill College, 
constitute the Corporation of the University, and under the statutes 
framed by the Board of Governors with approval of the Visitor, have 
the power of granting degrees in all the Arts and Faculties, in McGill 
College and in Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental 
culture and professional training. In its religious character the 
University is Protestant, but not denominational; and, while all 
possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of 
students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be 
sanctioned. 


I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study in Arts 
extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and includes 
Classics and Mathematics, with English Literature, Logic, 
Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and Modern 
Languages : all of which subjects are imperative in the three 
first years of the Course ; but in the fourth year options arc 
allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and English 
Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional 


Students. There are also Special and Partial Courses, and 
facilities are afforded for the practice of Meteorological Obser- 
vations, and for the Study of Hebrew and Oriental Literature. 
The degrees given are B.A. and M.A. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in 
Medicine exteuds over four Sessions, of six months each, and 
leads to the degrees of M. 1)., C. M. 

The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends 
over three Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees 
of B. C. L. and D. C. L.

IT. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of these Colleges are matriculated in the University, and 
may pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in 
part therein and in part in McGill College, and may come up for the 
University Examinations for Degrees on the same terms with the 
Students of McGill College. 

Morrin College, Quebec, L.C., — Is affiliated insofar as regards 
degrees in Arts and Law. The ordinary Course in Arts includes 
Classics, Mathematics, English Literature, Mental and Moral 
Philosophy and Logic. There are Honour Courses in Classics 
and in Mental and Moral Philosophy.

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III. AFFILIATED THEOLOGICAL COLLEGE. 

Affiliated Theological Colleges have the right of obtaining for their 
Students the advantage in whole or in part of the course of study in 
Arts, with such facilities in regard to exemptions as may be agreed on. 

The Congregational College of British North America, 
Montreal , is at present the only affiliated Theological College. 

IV. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The High School of McGill College affords the Classical and 
Mathematical training necessary for entering the College 
course, with a good English education fitting for business 
pursuits. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for 
Teachers of Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. 
Teachers trained in this School are entitled to Provincial 
diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School are Ele- 
mentary Schools, divided into a Boys’ Department, Girls’ 
Department and Primary School. Teachers in training in 
the Normal School are employed in these Schools, under the 
supervision of the Head Master and Mistress.

The next Session of this Faculty will commcuce on September 
17th, 1866, and extend to April 30th, 1867. 

The classes of Students recognised under the following regulations 
arc : — (1) Undergraduates , matriculated for the whole course of study 
for the degree of B.A., extending over four years, except in the cases 
specified in Section first. (2) Students in Special Courses } matri- 
culated and studying for the diploma in such special courses. (3) 
Partial Students , matriculated and taking two or more courses of 
lectures. (4) Occasional Students , not matriculated, and taking one 
course of lectures. 

Fee for each Session, for Undergraduates and Special Students, 
820 ; in addition to which every student is required to pay for the 
Library, $2, and for the Gymnasium, $2. 

Fee for Partial and Occasional Students, $5 for each course of 
lectures. 

Matriculation $4, required only in the year of entrance. 

Fee for Degree of B. A. 85, to be paid before the examination. 

Students in Arts are permitted to board in the City ; but arrange- 
ments have been made for receiving Students who may desire to reside 
as boarders in the College, and for placing such Students under the 
immediate superintendence of Rev. Prof. Cornish, to whom application 
may be made. 
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EXTEACTS FKOM THE EEGULATIONS. 

§ 1. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 

Candidates for Matriculation as Undergraduates arc required to 
present themselves to the Dean of the Faculty, on the 17th 
of September, for examination ; they may, however, enter after the 
commencement of the Session, if on examination, found qualified to 
join the classes. 

The subjects of examination for entrance into the First Year arc 
Classics, Mathematics and English. 

In Classics . — Latin Grammar, Greek Grammar, and one easy Latin 
and one easy Greek author. The authors recommended are 
Caesar: Sallust; Virgil (iEncid, B. I.) ; Xenophon (Anabasis, 
B. I.) ; Homer (Iliad B. I). 

In Mathanatics , — Arithmetic ; Algebra, to Simple Equations inclu- 
sive ; Euclid’s Elements, Books 1. II. III. 

In English. — Writing from dictation. 

Candidates may be admitted to the standing of students of the 
Second Year, provided that they be found qualified on examination. 
Such Examination shall include, in addition to the Matriculation 
Examination, at least so much of the subjects of the First Year as 
may be necessary for entrance into the classes of the Second Year, 
and shall be reckoned as a Matriculation Examination. 

Students of other Universities desirous of continuing their studies 
in this Faculty, may be admitted, on the production of certificates, 
to a like standing in this University, after examination by the 
Faculty. 

Candidates for Matriculation as Students in any Special Course, 
or for Partial Courses of Study, will be examined in the subjects 
necessary thereto, as may from time to time be determined by the 
Faculty. 

Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students, may apply to 
the Dean for entry in his llegister, and may procure from the 
Secretary tickets for the lectures they desire to attend. 

Every Student is expected to present, on his entrance, a written 
intimation from his parent, or guardian, of the name of the minister 
of religion, under whose care and instruction it is desired that the

Student shall be placed, and who shall thereupon be invited to place 
himself in communication with the Faculty on the subject. Failing 
any intimation from the parent or guardian, the Faculty will en- 
deavour to establish such relations. 


§ a. SCHOLARSHIPS AND BURSARIES, 

Sixteen Scholarships have been placed by the Governors at the 
disposal of His Excellency the Governor General. Application must 
be addressed to His Excellency, through the Provincial Secretary. 
Candidates for such Scholarships must pass the usual Matriculation 
Examination. 

By command of Ilis Excellency, four of these Scholarships will 
be offered for competition in the Matriculation Examination of the 
ensuing session. 

Eight other Scholarships will be granted by the Governors, from 
time to time, to the most successful Students who may present them- 
selves as candidates. One of these will be given annually to the 
Dux of the High School. 

In the event of any Academy or High School in Lower Canada 
offering for competition in the Faculty of Arts an annual Bursary of 
not less than $80, the Governors will add a scholarship thereto. 

Any Academy, or High School, sending up in one year three or 
more candidates competent to pass creditably the Matriculation 
Examination, will be entitled to a scholarship for the most deserving 
of such candidates. 

One Scholarship in Arts may be given annually to any teacher 
holding the Model School or Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal 
School, recommended by the Principal and Professors of the School, 
and passing creditably the Matriculation Examination in Arts. 

All of the above Scholarships shall entitle the Students holding 
them to exemption from the ordinary Class Fees in the Faculty of 
Arts* 

Two Bursaries, of $50 each, have been granted by the Board of 
Agriculture for Lower Canada in aid of Students in the Special 
course of Agriculture. For terms of competition, see notioe of Special 
Course of Agriculture.

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§ 3. COURSE OF STUDY.

Undergraduates are arranged according to their standing, as Stu- 
dents of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Years ; and, as such 
must attend all the courses of lectures appointed for their year, and 
those only, except by special permission of the Faculty. 

First Year ; — Classics; English Literature; Pure Mathematics;

Second Year /—Classics ; French or German ; Logic; Pure Mathe- 
matics; Botany. 

Third Year: — Classics; French or German; Mental and Moral

Physics ; Zoology. 

Fourth Year : — Classics ; Mental and Moral Philosophy ; Mixed 
Mathematics; Experimental Physics; Mineralogy and Geology. 
Honour Courses . — Courses of study leading to the Honours of th c 
College and University are provided in the following subjects: — 
(1) Classics; (2) Mathematics and Physics; (3) Logic and 
Mental and Moral Philosophy ; (4) English Language, Litera- 
ture and History ; (5) Natural Science. 

(For details of the Ordinary and Honour Courses of study, see under Sect. 9.) 

Undergraduates are required to study either French or German 
for two years, (viz., in the Second and Third Years,) taking the same 
language in both years. At the beginning of the Second Year the 
student must state which language he selects as obligatory. No 
change can afterwards be made without the special permission of the 
Faculty. In addition to the obligatory, there are other Lectures, 
attendance on which is optional, but Students who shall enter on 
these Courses of Lectures shall be held to the same rules in regard 
to attendance and conduct as in the case of the obligatory Lectures. 

The Lectures in Modern Languages will be so arranged that Stu- 
dents competent and desirous to take in the same year the Lectures 
in French and in German, may do so. 

Students who intend to join any Theological school, on giving 
written notice to that effect at the beginning of thc Second Year, 
may take Hebrew instead of French or German. 
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§ 4. EXAMINATIONS. 

COLLEGE EXAMINATIONS. 

There are two examinations in each year ; one at Christmas, and 
the other at the end of the Session. In both of these, Students will 
be arranged according to their answering, as 1st Class, 2nd Class, and 
3rd Class. 

Students who fail in the Christmas Examination may be allowed a 
Supplemental Examination, on written application to the Faculty, 
stating satisfactory reasons. 

Failure in two or more subjects at the Sessional Examination will 
involve the loss of the Session. The Faculty may permit the Student 
to recover his standing by passing a Supplemental Examination at 
the beginning of the ensuing Session. But such permission will not 
be granted except in cases of sickness, or for other- special reasons. 
For the purposes of this regulation, Classics, and Mathematics with 
Physics, will each be regarded as two subjects. 

The time for the Supplemental Examinations will be fixed by the 
Faculty ; and such Examinations will not be granted at any other 
time, except by special permission of the Faculty, and on payment of 
a fee of $5.

Candidates for B. A. Honours may omit at the Ordinary Exami- 
nations for the Degree, any two of the four subjects appointed, and also 
the Lectures on such subjects in the Fourth Year, provided that they 
shall not have been placed lower than Second Class in the Third 
Year’s Examinations in such subjects. For the two subjects thus 
omitted, the Sessional Examinations at the end of the Third Year 
will be reckoned as Degree Examinations. 

No student shall be entitled to the above privileges, unless his 
attendance on Lectures and progress in the subject in which he is a 
Candidate for Honours shall be satisfactory to the Professor, nor 
unless he shall have obtained a Certificate of creditable answering in 
the Honour Examinations. 

IT. FOR THE DEGREE OF M. A. 

Bachelors of Arts, of at least three years standing, are entitled to 
the degree of Master of Arts, after such examination and exercises as 
may be prescribed by the Corporation. The exercise at present ap- 
pointed is the preparation of a Thesis on any literary, scientific, or 
professional subject, to be selected by the candidate, and approved by 
the Faculty ; the Thesis to be submitted to the Faculty and reported 
on to the Corporation. 


§5. SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR PROFESSIONAL 
STUDENTS. 

I. LAW AND MEDICAL STUDENTS. 

Students of the Third and Fourth Years, Matriculated in the 
Faculties of Law or Medicine of this University, are entitled to the 
following exemptions : — 

In the Third Year, they may omit any two of the following sub- 
jects : Zoology, Experimental Physics, Rhetoric, and Modern Lan- 
guages. 

In the Fourth Year, they may omit Greek and also Geology or 
Experimental Physics. 

In the ordinary B. A. Examination, they may, in Classics, pass in 
Latin alone ; and, in Mixed Mathematics, in Mechanics and Hydro- 
statics alone. 
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To be allowed these privileges in either year, they must give 
notice at the commencement of the Session, to the Dean of the 
Faculty, of their intention to claim exemptions as Professional Students, 
and must produce, at the end of the Session, certificates of attend- 
ance on a full course of Professional Lectures in the year for which 
the exemptions are claimed. 

II. THEOLOGICAL STUDENTS. 

(Specially applicable to the Congregational College of British North America. 'I 
Such Students, whether entered as Matriculated, or Occasional, 
shall be subject to the regulations of the Faculty of Arts in the same 
manner as other students. 

The Faculty shall make formal reports to the Governing body of 
the Theological College, to which any such student may belong as 

to : (1) his conduct and attendance on the classes of the Faculty , 

and (2) his standing in the several examinations ; such reports to be 
furnished after the Christmas and Sessional Examinations, severally, 
if called for. 

Matriculated students shall be allowed no exemptions in the course 
for the degree of B. A., till they have passed the Intermediate Ex- 
amination ; but they may take Hebrew in the Second and Third 
Years, instead of Modem Languages. 

'in the Third and Fourth Years they shall be allowed exemptions 
from the following subjects : — 

In the Third Year they may omit Astronomy and Optics, Expen- 
mental Physics and Rhetoric. 

In the Fourth Year they may omit Experimental Physics and Eng- 
lish Literature. 

Certificates of attendance on the full course of lectures in the The- 
ological College must be produced by Students who avail themselves 
of these exemptions, before entering upon the B. A. Examination. 


§6. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES AND CLASSING. 

1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B. A. Honour Examina- 
tions, to Students taking the highest Honours of the First Rank in 
the subjects stated below, and who shall have passed creditably the 
Ordinary Examinations for the degree of B. A. 
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The Chapman Gold Medal for the Classical Languages and Liters* 
ture. 

The Prince of Wales Gold Medal for Logic and Mental and Moral 
Philosophy. 

The Anne Molson Gold Medal for Mathematics and Natural Philo* 
sophy. 

The Shalcspere Gold Medal for the English Language, Literature 
and History. 

The Logan Gold Medal for Geology and other Natural Sciences. 

In event of none of the candidates for any Medal fulfilling the 
required conditions, the Medal will be withheld, and the proceeds of 
its endowment for the year may be devoted to prizes in the subject 
for which the Medal was intended. (Under this regulation a prize 
of $64 will be offered in the Honour Course of the Second Year in 
Mathematics, to be awarded at the beginning of the Session of 1866-7.) 

2. Honours, of First or Second Rank, will be awarded to those 
3Iatriculated Students who have successfully passed the Examina- 
tions in any Honour course established by the Faculty, and have also 
passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects 
proper to their year. 

3. Certificates of high general standing will be granted to those 
Matriculated Students who are placed in the First Class in the ag- 
gregate of the studies proper to their year. 

4. Prizes, to those Matriculated Students who may have distin- 
guished themselves in the studies of a particular class, and who have 
attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

Students taking B. A. Honours will be placed at the head of the 
Degree list : and Students who pass the Ordinary Degree and Ses- 
sional Examinations will be arranged as 1st Class, 2nd Class or 3rd 
Class, according to their answering. 

The names of those who have taken Honours, Certificates, or Prizes, 
will be published iu the order of merit; and with mention, in 
the case of students of the First and Second Years, of the Schools in 
which their preliminary education has been received. 




5 7. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT- 

AH Students shall be subject to the following regulations for at-

3. The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty that 
shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session, shall in each case c c* 
termined by the Faculty. 

4. While in the College, or going to or from it, Students arc ex- 
pected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the 
Class-rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct m 
College building or grounds, may admonish the Student, and 
cessary report him to the Dean. 

5. Every Student is required to attend regularly the religious 
services of the denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain with- 
out, as well as within the walls of the College, a good moral character. 

6. When Students are brought before the Faoulty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, dis- 
qualify from competing for prizes and honours, suspend from Classes, 
or report to the Corporation for expulsion. 

7. Any Student injuring the furniture or building will be required 
to repair the same at his own expense, and will in addition be subject 
to such other penalty as the Faculty may see fit to inflict. 

8. All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one 
Faculty, or of the University in general, shaU be immediately reported 
to the Principal, or, in his absence, to the Vice-Principal. 
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§ 8. LIBRARY AND MUSEUM 

1 . Students may receive books from the Library, on depositing the 
sum of four dollars with the Librarian, and signing a receipt for the 
books received : such deposit to be returned to the Student on his re- 
turning the book uninjured. Books of reference and works contain- 
ing valuable illustrations, may not be removed from the Library. 

2. Students may receive only two volumes at one time, and must 
return them within two weeks, on penalty of a fine of one shilling for 
each additional week. 


3. Any volume or volumes lost or damaged by a Student, shall be 
paid for by him at such rates as the Faculty may direct, having refer- 
ence to the value of the book and of the set to which it may belong 

4*. Students may consult books in the Library at such hours as 
may be determined by the Faculty. 

5. Professors and Lecturers may receive from the Librarian any 
books required by them for their duties in the College, not exceeding 
ten volumes at any one time. Books so borrowed must be returned 
at or before the close of each Session. 

6. Persons not connected with the College may consult books in 
the Library, on obtaining an order to that effect from any of the Go- 
vernors, or from the Principal, the Dean of Faculty or any of the 
Professors ; and Donors of books or money to the amount of Fifty 
Dollars, may at any time consult books, on application to the Libra- 
rian.

GERMAN LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 

Professor, C. F. A. Mauksbaf, M.A. 

First Year.— A Preparatory Course for Students unacquainted with the 
Language. Text-books — Schmidt’s German Guide (1st Course) ; snd Schmidt’s 
German Reading Book for Beginners. 

Second and Third Years — The exercises of the Elementary Course will 
consist of recitations, reading and analysis, translations, oral and written, 
and writing from Dictation. Special regard will be had to the affinities of 
the German with the English. Text-books : — Schmidt’s German Guide 
(1st— 3rd Course) ; Schmidt’s Reading Book, and Adler’s progressive Ger- 
man Reader. 

In the Advanced Course the theory of German Grammar will receive greater 
expansion, and the Exercises will comprise select readings in German prose 
and poetry, composition i » the various styles of writing, and translations 
from English writers. 

The Text-book for this course will be made known at the commencement 
of the Session. 

During the Advanced Course a Series of Lectures will be delivered on the 
History of German Literature, from the earliest periods down to the classical 
age of Goethe and Schiller ;— closing with a brief notice of the state of Ger- 
man Literature in the present day. 

Fourth Year . — An additional Course of German Literature, for Students 
desiring a more complete knowledge of the Language.

HEBREW AND ORIENTAL LITERATURH. 

Professor, Rsv. A. De Sola, LL.D. 

Elementary Course.— {For Students of the First and Second Years)— Gram- 
mftr : — The Text-book employed will be Gescnius’ Hebrew Grammar, with 
exercises in Orthography and Etymology. 

Reading : — Translation and Grammatical Analysis of Historical Portions 
of the Scriptures— Syntax— Mishld ^hualira— Fables, &c. 

Advanced Course. — (For Students of the Second , Third and Fourth Years.) 
— Introduction to the Study of Hebrew Poetry — its spirit and characteristics 
Lowth and Sarchi as Text Books. Translations from the Psalms, Lamen- 
tations and Isaiah. Ancient compared with Modern Hebrew Poetry ; the 
productions of Halevi, Gabirol, &c. Grammar, Exercises, &c., continued. — - 
The Chaldee Language, Grammar, Mebo Halashon Aramith of J. Jeitteles. 
The Chaldee portions of Scripture. Targum of Onkelos and T. Yerushalmi, 
The Syriac Language , Grammar, (Uhlemann’s) and Translations. 

THe course will comprise lectures on the History of the Hebrew Language 
and Literature in particular, with a general notice of the other Oriental Lan- 
guages, their geniu3 and peculiarities. Comparative Philology, affinity of 
roots, Ac., will also receive due attention while the portions selected for 
translation will be illustrated and explained by reference to Oriental manners, 
customs, history, Ac. 


SPANISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 

Rev. Professor De Sola. 

( Extra Fee for this Class, $5.00. Spanish may be taken by Students instead 
of French or German). 

The study of the Spanish Language on this Continent, being generally pur- 
sued with special reference to commercial purposes, it will be sought to 
impart in this Course a practical knowledge of the Castilian, the richest and 
most harmonious of the Peninsular languages — as well as an acquaintance 
with its Literature. 

Ollendorfs Spanish Grammar by Valazquez and Simonne, and the Reader 
of M. Yalazquez are the Text-books employed in the Junior Class, who will 
also be exercised in composition by both written and oral exercises. In the 
Senior Class, Fernandes’ Exercises, continuation of Grammar and Composi- 
tion, Cervantes’ Don Quixote, Quintana Vida del Cid, and Marianas Historia 
will be the subjects of study. Besides a special comparison with the Portu- 
guese Language, a general notice, literary and historical, of the Bascuence 
and other dialects will be given. 
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MATHEMATICS AND NATURAL PHILOSOPHY. 

Professor, Alexander Johnson, LL.D.

At the Ordinary Examinations, answers to questions in Mechanics on the 
Chapters on Friction, Collision of Bodies, and Projectiles, will be taken into 
account only in determining the relative positions of those whose other 
answers shall entitle them to be placed in the First Class. 

Experimental Physics.— {Third and Fourth Year.) — 1.— Light — Theories— 
''Reflection.— Refraction. — Dispersion— Interference and Diffraction.— Double 
Refraction. — Polarization. 2. Heat — Dilatation of Solids, Liquids and Gases.

Students entering for practical pur- 
poses will be required only to satisfy the Professor of their fitness for the 
studies of the class. 

Candidates for Honours will be expected to attain such proficiency as to be 
able to undertake original investigations, in some at least of the subjects o^ 
study. 

The Lectures will include : — 

1. An advanced Course in general Geology and Palaeontology, in con- 
nection with which the Students will be required to read Dana’s Manual and 
Owen’s Palaeontology. 

2. Canadian Geology in connection with which the Students will read the 
Report of the Geological Survey of Canada. 

3. Practical Geology and determination of species ; with books of reference 
from the College Library, specimens from the Museum, and field work when 
practicable. 

In addition to the above, the Student will be examined in any two of the 
following subjects :

The thirty-fourth Session of the Medical Faculty of the McGill 
University, will be opened on Monday, 5th November, 1866; and 
will be continued during the six months following. 

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon grad- 
uation is that of ‘‘ Doctor of Medicine and Master in Surgery.’’ 
This designation is also appropriate, from agreeing with the general 
nature and equable character of the previous curriculum demanded 
of the candidates for this double rank, as is fully specified hereafter. 
The degree is received by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Lower Canada, and upon ownership being proved, admits the holder 
to become a Licentiate of that body, and to practice Physic, Surgery, 
and Midwifery. 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best man- 
ner of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by 
the Faculty : — 

(1.) Exclusively of general education, professional reading for 
some time previously to matriculation is advised as a preparation, 
whereby familiarity with technical terms will be gained, and an 
insight obtained into the subjects to be brought under notice during 
lectures. 
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(2.) Though three years constitute the shortest time required for 
College attendance, yet the Student is at liberty to extend this as 
much further as he pleases ; the addition of a year, or even two, is 
considered to be a great benefit, for it obviates the crowding of 
branches within too brief a term, and permits of a more extensive 
attainment of the topics they embrace. 

(3.) Attention isrecommended to be given during the first Session 
to the primary branches entirely: during the second Session an 
increase is proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably 
conjoined with such of the antecedent as are required; while during 
the remaining period further advance is to be made by completing 
the curriculum required of the candidate for graduation. Clinical 
courses should not be taken out during the first Session. 

Matriculation is necessary every Session ; it is required upon en- 
trance or as nearly afterwards as possible, and always before any class 
tickets are procured. The Register is closed annually in the month 
of December. Class tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken 
out within the prescribed period of the current session, will not be 
granted after its expiration. 

The ample and varied means which are placed at the disposal of 
the student by this school in its spacious accommodations and abun- 
dant provisions, together with the large hospitals in connection with 
it, are briefly referred to in the following pages.

7. Midwifery.— (Prof. Hall) — Including diseases of females and infants, 
illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale ; by humid Preparations ; 
by models in wax ; and by the use of the artificial Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. — (Prof. McCallum) — Includes Toxicology the 
modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mortem appearances 
illustrated by plates— Insanity, Public Hygiene, and Medical Police are 
touched upon. 

9. Clinical Medicine. — (Prof. McCallum) — Taught by lectures and at the 
bed side— Physical Diagnosis taught practically, and each pupil invited to 
take part in it. — Examination of the urine, chemically and microscopicall) 
explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery.— (Prof. Craik) — Taught in similar manner. For 
both these Classes amplo material is afforded by the cases at the Montreal 
General Hospital. 

11. Botany and Zoology. — (Prof. Dawson)— In addition to the above 
classes, Students are required to attend one course of Botany and one course 
of Zoology, on which subjects separate courses of Lectures are delivered to 
Medical Students. For details see announcement of the Faculty of Arts. 


Library and Museum. 

The Library contains upwards of 3,500 volumes, including the 
most useful books for reference, as well as the most elementary ones ; 
the works of the older authors as well the most recent. It is open 
to the Student without charge, uuder necessary regulations for the 
care of the books. The Museum contains a large number of prepara- 
tions, chiefly pathological ; also, wax and papier maclie models. 
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, Hospitals- 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the 
Medical officers in attendance. After the visit, a large number of 
out-door patients are examined and prescribed for. The Fee for a 
six months’ ticket is Six Dollars ; for perpetual, Sixteen Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to suit the convenience of the Students in obtaining a 
good view of the operations going on. 

The University Lying-in-Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. The 
Fee for a six months' 1 ticket is Five Dollars.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

§ 1. Courses of Lectures , Fees , &c. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which 
only two Lectures shall be required; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week will 
suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall he of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each clasi shall be 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of Attendance attached, shall 
be rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

Oth. The Fee for each class shall be $12, with the following exceptions : 
for that of Medical Jurisprudence, $10 ; for those of Clinical Medicine and 


Clinical Surgery, $6 each, for Botany and Zoology, $5. The Class fees are 
payable in advance. 

Vth. Any Student, after having paid the Fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clini- 
cal Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months dura- 
tion • and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three months duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall be given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9tb. The courses shall commence* on the first Monday in November, and 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 

10th. The Matriculation examination shall be held during the first week of 
the Session, and shall consist of an examination in some Latin Classic, such 
as Ccesar, Sallust, Virgil or Horace, at the option of the Student, and] in 
English or French composition. 


2. Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the 
Medical Degree . 

1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall, at the 
commencement of each Session, enroll their names and residences in the 
Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of 
Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of $2. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the 31st day of December in each 
year, and no tickets obtained trom any of the Professors shall be received 
without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor ot Medicine and Mas- 
ter of Surgery who shall not either ; lktly, have attended Lectures for a period 
of at least Four Sessions in this University, or some other University, College, 
or School of Medicine, approved by this University, or 2ndly, have studied 
medicine during at least Four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least Three Sessions, either in this University or some 
other University, College, or School of Medicine, approved by this Univer- 
sity. 

4th. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonial of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz. :

Materia Medial and Pharmacy , 

Inslit ules of Med icine , 

Principles and Practice of Surgery, 

Midwifery and Diseases of Women and Ckildicn,

5th. The Candidate must also give proof by ticket of having attended dur- 
ing twelve months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of 
some other Hospital, approved by this University. 

6th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, and during 
that Session at least four six months’ classes, or three six months’ and two 
three months’ classes. 

7th. Eveiy Candidate for the degree must, on or befo e the first day of 
April, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifica- 
tions, entitling him to an examination, and also a Theses or inaugural disser- 
tation, written by himself, on some subjects connected with Medical or Surgi- 
cal Science, either in the Latin, English, or French Language. He must at 
the same time, deliver to the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate.

I, the undersigned, being desirous of obtaining the Degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery, do hereby declare that l have attained the 
age of twenty-one years (or, if the case be otherwise, that I shall have attain- 
ed the age of twenty-one years before the next graduation day), and that I am 
not, (or, shall not be at that time) under articles as a pupil or apprentice to 
any Physician, Surgeon, or Apothecary. (Signed,) A. lb 

8th. The trials to be undergone by the Candidate shall be : 

1. The matriculation examination referred to in Section 10 supra. Students 
will undergo this Examination at the commencement of the first session of 
their attendance. 

2. The private examination of his Theses as evidence both of Medical and 
General acquirement, followed (if approved) by its public defence. 

3. A general examination on all the branches of Medical and Surgical 
Science, oral, and by written papers. 

This examination will be divided into Primary and Final, the former com- 
prehending the branches of Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica Institutes 
of Medicine, and Zoology or Botany ; the latter, those of Practice of Medicine 
Surgery, Midwifery and Medical Jurisprudence. It will be optional with the 
student to present himself for the priipary examination at the end of the third 
session. 

9th. The following Oath or affirmation will be exacted from the Candidate 
before receiving his Degree.

The several courses of Lectures in the Faculty of Law, comprise 
every branch of Legal Study. 

The Educational Officers of this Faculty have felt that the Law 
of Lower Canada, though in many of its details purely local, retains, 
as its leading characteristics, the noble and imposing features of the 
civil law, and that the principles established in the Roman juris- 
prudence, still form the groundwork of many of its departments. 
The Lectures, therefore, though prepared with especial reference to 
the Law of Lower Canada, have been as far as consistent with their 
primary object, divested of any purely sectional character, and are 
made to inculcate such comprehensive principles, as form, to a great 
extent, the basis of every system of jurisprudence. 

It is considered that this system will afford to students of the 
Laws of Lower Canada, a better foundation for their subsequent 
studies, and tend to give them a more extended and comprehensive 
grasp of legal subjects, than a course of instruction conducted solely 
with reference to local law ; while it is hoped, in view of the increased 
importance which the study of civil law is everywhere assuming, 
that the advantages offered, and the mode of education adopted by 
this Faculty, will open to it an extensive field of usefulness. 

The complete course of study in this Faculty extends over three 
years ; but may be shortened to two years, when the student matricu- 
lates in the third year of his indentures.

Law, chapter 2, National Character ; chapter 3, Domicile. 


Extracts from the Regulations. 

1. Any person desirous of becoming a Matriculated Student shall apply to 
the Dean of the Faculty for examination, and for entry in the Register of 
Matriculations, and shall procure tickets of Matriculation and of admission to 
the Lectures for each Session of the Course. 

2 Candidates for Matriculation shall be examined in at least one Latin 
Classic and in English or French, the standard being such as may be deter- 
mined by regulation of the Faculty, approved by the Corporation. 

3. Students in Law shall be known a9 of the First, Second, and Third 
Years, and shall be so graded by the Faculty. In each year Students shall 
take the studies fixed for that year, and those only, unless by special per- 
mission of the Faculty. 

4. The register of Matriculation shall be closed within two months after 
the commencement of the Session, and return thereof shall be immediately 
made by the Dean to the Registrar of the University. Candidates applying 
thereafter may be admitted on a special examination to be determined by the 
Faculty ; and if admitted, their names shall be returned in a supplementary 
list to the Registrar. 

5. Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students shall apply to the 
Dean of the Faculty for admission as such Students, and shall obtain a ticket, 
or tickets, for the classes they desire to attend. 

6. Students who have attended Collegiate courses of study in other 
Universities for a number of terms or sessions, may be admitted, on the 
production of certificates, to a like standing in this University, after examina- 
tion by the Faculty. 

7. All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for attendance 
and conduct 
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(1) A Class book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which 
the presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; and the said 
Class-books shall be submitted to the Faculty at all the ordinary meetings 
during the Session. 

(^Punctual attendance on all the classes proper to his year is required of 
each Student. Professors will note the attendance immediately on the com- 
mencement of their lectures, and will omit the names of students entering 
thereafter, unless satisfactory reasons are assigned. Absence or tardiness, 
without sufficient excuse, or inattention or disorder in the Class-room, if 
persisted in after admonition by the Professor, will be reported to the Dean 
of the Faculty, who may reprimand the student or report to the Faculty, as 
he may decide. While in the College building, or going to or from it, 
students are expected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as 
in the Class-rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct in the Class- 
rooms, or elsewhere in the building, will admonish the student, and if neces- 
sary, report him to the Dean. 

(3) When students are reported to the Faculty under the above rules, the 
Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, disqualify from com- 
peting for prizes or honours, suspend from classes, or report to the Corporation 
for expulsion. 

(4) Any Student injuring the furniture or building will be required to 
repair the same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject to such 
penalty a9 the Faculty may see fit to inflict. 

(5) The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that shall 

disqualify for the keeping of a Session, shall, in each case, be determined by 
the Faculty. J 

(6) All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one Faculty, 
or of the University generally, shall be reported to the Principal, or, in his 
absence, to the Vice- Principal. 

8. At the end of every Session there shall be a general examination of all 
the Classes, under the superintendence of the Professors, and of such other 
Examiners a9 may be appointed by the Corporation, which examination shall 
be couducted, as far as possible, by means of written or printed questions, 
answered by the students in writing, in the presence of the Examiners. The 
results shall be reported as early a 9 possible to the Faculty, which shall 
decide the standing of the Students accordingly. 

9. Each Professor shall deliver one Lecture in each week to the Students 
of each year, and each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration ; but the Pro- 
fessors and Lecturers shall have the right from time to time to substitute an 
examination for any of such Lectures. 

10. No Student shall be considered as having kept a Session in this 
Faculty, unless he shall have regularly attended at least three Courses of 
Lectures, one of which courses shall be on the Civil Law ; nor unless at the 
end of such Session he shall have passed the. Sessional examinations to the 
satisfaction of the Faculty. 

11. The Faculty shall have the power, upon special and sufficient cause 
shown, to grant a dispensation to any Student from attendance on any par- 
ticular Course or Courses of Lectures, but no distinction shall, in conse- 
quence, be made between the examinations of such Students and those of the 
Students regularly attending Lectures, 

12. The final Examination for the Degree of B.C.L. shall be conducted in 
the same manner as in ordinary Sessional Examinations, but the Preparation 
of a Thesis, either in Latin, French, or English, upon some subject previously 
approved by the Dean of the Faculty, shall form an essential part of every 
such final Examination. 



13. The Elizabeth Torrance Gold Medal in the Faculty of Law s all be 
awarded to the Student who, being of the Gradvrating Olas », and h g 
passed the final Examinations, shall have prepared a 1 bests of sul lc ’ < j" t “ . . 
in the estimation of the Faculty to entitle him to compete, and Who she 1 
take the highest marks in a special examination for the medal, which exami 
nation shall, in all cases, include the subject of Roman Law. 

14. The exercises required, under the 3rd Art. of the 7th Chaptei of the 
Statutes of this University, to entitle the Student to receive the degree o 
B.C.L. in this Faculty, shall consist of attendance upon Lectures ana sup- 
mission to Examinations as hereinbefore prescribed j and no distmctum in 
respect thereof shall be made between Students applying for their Uegiees, 
whether their attendance upon Lectures shall have been for two or three years.

All of which Fees shall be paid in advance. But Students already on the 
Books of the University shall not be required to pay any Matriculation lee, 
and Students simultaneously attending Lectures in the Faculty of Arts shall 
be received upon such terms as shall be fixed by that Faculty. 

Applications for admission may be made to the Dean of the Faculty or to 
the Secretary of the College. The classes will be opened on the 6th Novem-

This School offers the higher kind of instruction and the mental 
training which together constitute the foundation of what is called a 
Liberal Education . As a Department of the University, it offers a 
thorough preparation for the College Course. 

The Course of Instruction includes the Latin , Greek , English , 
French , and German Languages; Geography and History; Arithm* 
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tic, Algebra , Plane Geometry , Plane Trigonometry with the use of 
Logarithms , Mensuration . and the Elements of Natural Philosophy ; 
Writing & Book-keeping ; Drilling & Gymnastics. A Volunteer 
Rifle Association under Military Drill has been formed of the elder 
Boys and is recognised by the Military Authorities. The Religious 
Instruction is not sectarian, and attendance upon it is required only 
from Pupils who are Protestants. Details of the above Course are 
subjoined in a Programme for the year. An examination of it will 
shew that, whilst the Latin and Greek Languages have that promi- 
nence which necessarily belongs to them in Higher Education, pro- 
vision is made to impart at the same time a thorough English and 
Commercial Education, and that French, as being one of the collo- 
quial languages of the country, is much cultivated. 

The complete Course extends over a period of six or seven years; 
but Pupils are admitted for any portion of that time into any Form 
for which, upon examination, they are found qualified. 

The Session, which is divided into four equal Terms, commences 
on the 1st September, and with the exception of a fortnight at Christ- 
mas and a few days at Easter, continues to the 1st July. 

The full School hours are from 9 to 12^ o’clock, a. m., and 2 to 
4 p. in., every day in the week except Saturday, but the time for 
the Preparatory and the First Forms is shorter by an hour each day. 

The School is divided into seven Forms. The Preparatory Form is 
a Lower School, in which young boys receive the training necessary to 
fit them for the commencement of the regular Curriculum. 

For admission into this Form, it is required that the Pupil shall 
have attained the age of seven years, and be able to read moderately 
well. Regular early training is of so great importance that the en- 
trance of a pupil should not be delayed beyond the age of nine. The 
best time for entrance is at the commencement of the Session, when, 
owing to the promotions that take place, the classes are remodelled 
for the year. 

The Pupils of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Forms next 
above the Preparatory are not allowed any option in their studies, 
but must take the whole course of instruction prescribed for them. 
The Pupils of the Fifth and Sixth Forms are divided into two “Sides”. 
The u Classical Side ” is intended for those boys who desire 
a more extended and accurate knowledge of the ancient Languages. 
The “ Commercial Side” is adapted for those who are to enter upon 
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mercantile pursuits. When a Pupil has reached the Fifth form, his 
Parent or Guardian may select either of these sides for him ; but, the 
choice having been made, the Pupil must pursue all the course ot 
instruction appointed for the side to which he belongs. 

Special Reports are sent, whenever it seems necessary, to the Parent 
or Guardian of any Pupil who has been absent, negligent of any 
study, or incorrect in his conduct. A Quarterly Report is made of 
the progress, attendance, and conduct of every Pupil, shewing his rank 
in his Form for each study. 

At the end of each term, Class Examinations are held, both 
Written and Oral, and at the close of the Session, a Public Examina- 
tion takes place, followed by a Distribution of Prizes and Award of 
Honours, the lists being published. The Highest Honour is the 
Davidson Gold Medal, which is awarded to the Head Boy of the 
School for the year, provided the Examiners are satisfied that his 
attainments reach a certain standard. 

In the beginning of January a special Examination will be held 
of Candidates for the School Certificate issued by the University. 
The Conditions regarding this may be seen by reference to the 
Calendar of the University. 

The Pupils are required to prepare themselves every evening in 
their work for the ensuing day, as exhibited in a Time-table. As 
their progress will depend very much upon the diligent performance 
of this duty , Parents are particularly requested to allow no arrange- 
ments to interfere with it, Parents having sons at the School are 
earnestly invited to frequent intercourse with the Masters, so as to 
aid them in securing that regularity and industry so necessary to 
success in Education. The classes are visited periodically by a Com- 
mittee of the Board. 

The School Building is in a healthy and airy situation, and has 
convenient interior arrangements, with those modern improvements 
which secure proper warmth and ventilation. A very good Gymna- 
sium has been erected in the play-ground adjoining the School. 

The Rector, who resides a short distance from the City, has made 
arrangements to receive a limited number of Pupils of the High 
School to board with him. Mr. Gibson, Mr. Rodger, Mr. Kemp, 
and Prof. Darey, Masters of the School, have also accommodation 
for Boarders.

The Institution is intended to give a thorough training to teachers, 
especially for the Protestant population of Lower Canada. This end 
is attained by instruction and traiuing in the Normal School itself 
and by practice in the Model Schools ; and the arrangements are of 
such a character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students 
from all parts of the Province. 

The Tenth Session of the school will commence on the third of 
September, 1866, and extend to the first of July, 1867. 

The complete course of study extends over three years, and the 
Students are graded as follows : — 

1. Elementary School Class.— Studying for the Elementary School 

Diploma. 

2. Model School Class . — Studying for the Model School Diploma. 

3. Academy Class — Studying for the Academy Diploma. 

1. Conditions of Admission. 

Candidates for admission into the Junior Class will be required to 
pa&6 an examination in Leading, Writing, the Elements of Grammar, 
Arithmetic and Geography. Admission into each of the higher 
classes requires a knowledge of the subjects of the previous one. 

All Students must produce certificates of good moral character 
from the clergyman or minister of religion under whose charge they 
have last been, and also testimony that they have attained the age of 
sixteen years. They will also be required to >ign a pledge that^hey 
purpose to teach for three years in some public school in Lower 
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2 . Privileg e$ of Stude n is * 

On complying with the above conditions, all students will be re- 
cognised as Teachers in Training ; and as such, will be entitled to 
free tuition, with the use of text books, and to bursaries in aid of 
their board, not exceeding $36.00 per annum in the case of those in 
the two first Classes, or $80 00 in the case of those in the Academy 
Class, should they be successful in obtaining the diploma at the final 
examination* A portion of this allowance will be advanced to such 
students as are not resident in Montreal, on their passing the semi- 
sessional examination at Christmas. 

Under the regulations subjoined, and with the view of extending 
the benefits of the school to all parts of the country, those who reside 
at a distance of more than ninety miles from the city of Montreal, 
will also be entitled to a small allowance for travelling expenses pro- 
portionate to the distance. 

Students resident in Montreal may share the bursary fund, on 
producing certificates from their minister or clergyman that such aid 
is absolutely necessary to their continuing in attendance at the 

school. 

In addition to religious instruction of a general Protestant charac- 
ter by the Professors, arrangement will be made for special religious 
instruction by ministers representing the several denominations with 
which the students may be connected. 

No boarding-house is attached to the institution, but every care 
will be taken to ensure the comfort and good conduct of the 
students, in private boarding-houses approved by the Principal; 
Board can be obtained at Irom $9 to $12 per month. 

At the close of the first year of study, students may apply for 
examination for diplomas giving the right to teach in Elementary 
Schools ; and after two years’ study, or if found qualified at the close 
of the first year, they will, on examination, be entitled to diplomas as 
teachers of Model Schools. 

Students having passed the examination in the Model School Class, 
or having advanced to the requisite knowledge, may go on to the 
Academy Class, and, on examination, may obtain the Academy 
Diploma. 

The Prince of Wales Medal and Prize will be given to the 
Student taking the highest place in the Model School Class, provided 
that such Student shall attain to the standard fixed by the Regula- 
tions of the Council of Public instruction for this Medal. 

All the preceding regulations and privileges apply to female as well 
as to male students. 

Persons holding the degree of B.A. or M. A. of any University in 
Lower Canada, may receive the Academy Diploma on passing an ex- 
amination in the art of teaching, and in such other subjects, necessary 
to the Academy Diploma, as may not have been included in their 
University examinations. 
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3. Course of Study. 

1. ELEMENTARY SCHOOL CLASS, STUDYING FOR THE ELEMEN- 
TARY SCHOOL DIPLOMA. 

With the view of accommodating those who may be unable to en- 
ter at the commencement of the Session, or whose previous education 
may enable them to enter at a more advanced period, the course of 
study in this class is divided into terms, as follows: — 

First Term, from September 1st to December 20th. 

( Entrance examination as stated above.) 

English — Grammar and Composition so far as to parse syntactically, and 
write correctly a few short descriptive sentences.— Text- Books, Bullions’ 
Grammar and Parker’s Progressive Lessons ; Reading and Spelling, Etymology, 
Penmanship— Elocution. 

Geography — So far as to have a good acquaintance with the Map of the 
World. 

History— Outline of Sacred and Ancient History. — History of Canada. 
Text-Books, White and Roy. 

Art of Teaching— Hygiene in its relations to schools. 

Arithmetic — Simple and Compound rules, Vulgar and Decimal Fractions 
and Practice, with explanation and demonstration of rules. Text-Book, 3ang- 
ater’s Arithmetic. 

Algebra— The elementary rules, as in the Algebra of Chambers’ Educational 
course. 

Geometry— First Book of Euclid. 

Chemistry— Introductory Lectures . 

French— Elements of Grammar, easy reading and translation. Text-Books, 
Student’s Companion to the study of French. De Fivas’ Elementary Reader. 

Natural History — Elements of Animal Physiology. 

Drawing — Elements and Simple outlines. 

Music — Elements of Vocal Music. 

Second Term — January 1st to April 1st. 

{Pupils entering at the commencement of this term , will be expected to pass a 
satisfactory examination in the subjects of the previous term.) 

English — Grammar and Composition, so far as to be able to analyse simple 
and complex sentences, and to write correctly a short Essay on a familiar 
subject. — Elocution continued. 

Geography — So far a3 a good acquaintance with the physical features and 
political divisions of the great continents. 

History of England and France. Ancient History. 

Arithmetic — Proportion, Per-centage, Exchange, Book-keeping by single 
entry. 

Algebra — Simple Equations of one, two and three unknown quantities. 

Geometry— Second and Third books of Euclid. 

Chemistry— Non-metallic Elements. 

French — Grammar continued, including Reading, Translation, Oral and 
Written Exercises. 
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Natural History— Systematic Zoology. Text-Book, Patterson’s Zoology for 
schools. 

Draining — Landscape, &c., in pencil. 

Music — Vocal music continued. 


Third Term— April 1st to July 1st. 


( Pupils entering at the commencement of this term, will be expected to pass a 
satisfactory examination in the subjects of the two previous terms.)

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

Special Regulations for admission of Pupil-teachers. 

Article First— Any person desirous of being admitted as a pupil-teacher, 
must apply to the Principal of the Normal School, who, on his producing an 
extract from the Register of Baptisms, or other evidence, showing that he is 
fully sixteen jearsof age, with the certificate of character and conduct re- 
quired by the 16th article of the general Rules and Regulations, approved by 
His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 22nd December 
1856, shall examine the candidate. 

If upon his examination, it is found that the candidate can read and write 
sufficiently well, knows the rudiments of Grammar in his mother tongue,— 
Arithmetic as far a3 the rule of three inclusively, and has some knowledge of 
Geography, the Principal shall grant him a certificate. 

Article Second. — The candidate having thus obtained the certificate of the 
Principal, shall then, (in the presence of two witnesses who, with the Princi- 
pal, shall countersign the same,) sign an application in writing for admission 
containing the declaration required by the 23rd general regulation. This 
shall be forwarded to the Superintendent of Schools, together with all the 
certificates and other documents required, and if the whole be found correct 
the Superintendent shall cause the name of the candidate to be inscribed in 
the register, aud notice thereof shall be given to the Principal. 

Article Third.— The pupil-teachers shall state the place of their resideuce, 
and those who cannot reside with their parents, will be permitted to live in 
boarding-houses, but in such only as shall be specially approved of. No 
boarding-houses having permission to board male pupil-teachers, will be per- 
mitted to receive female pupil- teachers as boarders, and vice versa. 

Article Fourth. — Every pupil-teacher on passing the examinations, will be 
allowed a sum not exceeding £9, to assist in paying his board.* 

Article Fifth.— Every pupil residing at a distance of more than ninety miles 
from the City of Montreal, shall be entitled to receive an allowance for travel- 
ling expenses, proportionate to the distance, but not to exceed two pounds ten 
shillings per annum . 


• Except in the case of Teachers Training for the Academv Diploma, who may receive 
a eum not exceeding £20. 



Article Sixth.— The total amount of allowances paid to pupil-teachers 
under the foregoing articles shall not exceed £333 6s. 8d. . 

that being the sum granted for this object; and when he whole of this 
amount is appropriated, such pupil-teachers as may apply for admission shall 
not be entitled to any portion thereof, until vacancies shah occur. 

Special Regulations for Government and Discipline. 

Article First.— Pupil-teachers guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, of keeping company with 
disorderly persons, or of committing any act of immorality or insubordination, 
shall be expelled. 

Article Second.-There shall be no intercourse between the male and female 
pupil-teachers while in the school, or when going to, , or returning from it. 
Teachers of one sex are strictly prohibited from visiting those of the other. 

Article Third. They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings 

after half past nine o’clock in the evening. 

Article Fourth.— They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public 
meetings only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their 
moral and mental improvement. 

Article Fifth.— Proprietors of boarding-houses authorized by the Principal, 
shall report to him any infraction of the rules, with which they may become 
acquainted. 

Article Sixth.— The Professors shall have the power of excluding from the 
lectures for a time, any student who may be inattentive to his studies or 
guilty of any minor infraction of the regulations. 

° Article Seventh.— Pupil-teachers shall be required to state, with what reli- 
gious denomination they are connected ; and lists of the students connected 
with each denomination shall be furnished to one ot the ministers of such de- 
nomination resident in Montreal, with a request that he will meet weekly 
with that portion of the pupil-tcachers or otherwise provide for their religious 
instruction. 

Every Thursday afternoon, after four o’clock, will be assigned for this pur- 
pose. 

Article Eighth. -In addition to punctual attendance at the weekly religious 
instruction, each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 
church, at least every Sunday.

The Thirty-fifth Session of this University, being the Fifteenth 
under the amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1867. 

By virtue of the Royal Charter granted in 1821 and amended in 
1852, the Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College, 
constitute the Corporation of the University ; and, under the statutes 
framed by the Board of Governors witli approval of the Visitor, have 
the power of granting degrees in all the Arts and Faculties, in McGill 
College, and in Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental 
culture and professional training. In its religious character the 
University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and while all 
possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of 
students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be 
sanctioned. 


I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study in Arts 
extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and includes 
Classics and Mathematics, with English Literature, Logic, 
Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and Modern 
Languages ; all of which subjects are imperative in the three 
first years of the Course; but in the fourth year options are 
allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and 
English Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to 
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Professional Students. There are also Special and Partial 
Courses, and facilities are afforded for the practice of Meteor- 
ological Observations, and for the study of Hebrew and 
Oriental Literature. The degrees given are B. A. and M.A.

— The complete course in Law extends over 
three Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees 
of B. C. L. and D. C. L.

II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES.

The next Session of this Faculty will commence on September 
16th, 1867, and extend to April 30th, 1868. 

The classes of Students recognised under the following regulations 
are '• — (1) Undergraduates , matriculated for the whole course of study 
for the degree of B.A., extending over four years, except in the cases 
specified in Section first. (2) Students in Special Courses , matri- 
culated and studying for the diploma in such special courses. (3) 
Partial Students } matriculated and taking two or more courses of 
lectures. (4) Occasional Students , not matriculated, and taking one 
course of lectures. 

Fee for each Session, for Undergraduates and Special Students, 
$20 ; in addition to which every student is required to pay for the 
Library, $2, and the Gymnasium, $2. 

Fee for Partial and Occasional Students, $5 for each course of 
lectures. 

Matriculation $4, required only in the year of entrance. 

Fee Tor Degree of B. A. $5, to be paid before the examination. 

Students in Arts are permitted to board in the City ; but arrange- 
ments have been made for receiving Students who may desire to reside 
as boarders in the College, and for placing such Students under the 
immediate superintendence of Rev. Prof. Cornish, to whom application 
may be made. 
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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

§ 1. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 

Candidates for Matriculation as Undergraduates, are required to 
present themselves to the Dean of the Faculty, on the 16 th 
of September, for examination ; they may, however, enter after the 
commencement of the Session, if on examination, found qualified to 
join the classes. 

The subjects of examination for entrance into the First Year are 
Classics, Mathematics and English. 

In Classics . — Latin Grammar, Greek Grammar, and one easy Latin 
and one easy Greek author. The authors recommended are 
Cmsar; Sallust; Virgil (iEneid, B. I.); Xenophon (Anabasis, 
B. I.); Homer (Iliad B. I). 

In Mathematics • — Arithmetic ; Algebra, to Simple Equations inclu- 
sive ; Euclid’s Elements, Books I. IT. III. 

In English . — Writing from dictation. 

Candidates may be admitted to the standing of students of the 
Second Year, provided that they be found qualified on examination. 
Such Examination shall include, in addition to the Matriculation 
Examination, at least so much of the subjects of the First Y r ear as 
may be necessary for entrance into the classes of the Second Year, 
and shall be reckoned as a Matriculation Examination. 

Students of other Universities desirous of continuing their studies 
in this Faculty, may be admitted, on the production of certificates, 
to a like standing in this University, after examination by the 
Faculty. 

Candidates for Matriculation as Students in any Special Course, 
or for Partial Courses of Study, will be examined in the subjects 
necessary thereto, as may from time to time be determined by the 
Faculty. 

Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students, may apply to 
the Dean for entry iu his Begister, and may procure from the 
Secretary tickets for the lectures they desire to attend. 

Every Student is expected to present, on his entrance, a written 
intimation from his parent or guardian, of the name of the minister 
of religion, under whose care and instruction it is desired that the 
Student shall be placed, and who shall thereupon be invited to place 
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himself in communication with the Faculty on the subject. Failing 
such intimation from the parent or guardian, the Faculty will en- 
deavour to establish such relations. 


§ 2 ,, SCHOLARSHIPS AND BURSARIES. 

Sixteen Scholarships have been placed by the Governors at the 
disposal of His Excellency the Governor General. Application must 
be addressed to His Excellency, through the Provincial Secretary, 
Candidates for such Scholarships must pass the usual Matriculation 
Examination. 

By command of His Excellency, four of these Scholarships will 
be offered for competition in the Matriculation Examination of the 
ensuing session. Students of the First or Second years are eligible. 

Eight other Scholarships will be granted by the Governors, from 
time to time, to the most successful Students who may present them- 
selves as candidates. One of these will be given annually to the 
Dux of the High School. 

Tn the event of any Academy or High School in Lower Canada 
oftering for competition among its pupils an annual Bursary, in the 
Faculty of Arts, of not less than $80, the Governors ‘will add a 
scholarship thereto. 

Any Academy, or High School, sending up in one year three or 
more candidates competent to pass creditably the Matriculation 
Examination, will be entitled to a scholarship for the most deserving 
of such candidates. 

One Scholarship in Arts may be given annually to any teacher 
holding the Model School or Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal 
School, recommended by the Principal and Professors of the School, 
and passing creditably the Matriculation Examination in Arts. 

All of the above Scholarships shall entitle the Students holding 
them to exemption from the ordinary Class Fees in the Faculty of 
Arts. 

Two Bursaries, of $50 each, have been granted by the Board of 
Agriculture for Lower Canada in aid of Students in the Special 
course of Agriculture. For terms of competition, see notice of Special 
Course of Agriculture. 
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§ 3. COURSE OF STUDY. 

FOR THE DEGREE OF «. A. 

Undergraduates are arranged according to their standing, as Stu- 
dents of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Years ; and, as such, 
must attend all the courses of lectures appointed for their year, and 
those only, except by special permission of the Faculty. 

First Year : — Classics; French or German; English Literature; 

Pure Mathematics ; History ; Elementary Chemistry. 

Second Year: — Classics; French or German ; Logic; Pure Mathe- 
matics; Botany. 

Third Year: — Classics; French or German; Mental and Moral 
Philosophy and Rhetoric ; Mixed Mathematics ; Experimental 
Physics ; Zoology. 

Fourth Year .-—Classics ; Mental and Moral Philosophy ; Mixed 
Mathematics ; Experimental Physics ; Mineralogy and Geology. 

Ho?iour Courses* — Courses of study leading to the Honours of the 
College and University, are provided in the following subjects : — 
(1) Classics; (2) Mathematics and Physics; (3) Logic and 
Mental and Moral Philosophy ; (4) English Language, Litera- 
ture and History ; (5) Natural Science. 

(For details of the Ordinary and Honour Courses of study, see under Sect. 9.) 

Undergraduates are required to study either French or German 
for three years, (viz., in the First, Second and Third Years,) taking the 
same language in each year. At the beginning of the Course the 
student must state which Language he selects as obligatory. No 
change can afterwards be made without the special permission of the 
Faculty. In addition to the obligatory, there are other Lectures, 
attendance on which is optional, but Students who shall enter on 
these Courses of Lectures shall be held to the same rules in regard 
to attendance and conduct as in the case of the obligatory Lectures. 

The lectures in Modern Languages will be so arranged that Stu- 
dents competent and desirous to take in the same year the Lectures 
in French and in German, may do so. 

Students who intend to join any Theological school, on giving 
written notice to that effect at the beginning of the First Year, 
may take Hebrew instead of French or German. 
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§ 4. EXAMINATIONS. 

COLLEGE EXAMINATIONS. 

There are two examinations in each year; one at Christmas, and 
the other at the end of the Session. In both of these, Students will 
be arranged according to their answering, as 1st Class, 2nd Class and 
3rd Class. 

Students who fail in the Christmas Examination may be allowed a 
Supplemental Examination, on written application to the Faculty, 
stating satisfactory reasons. 

Failure in two or more subjects at the Sessional Examination will 
involve the loss of the Session. The Faculty may permit the Stu- 
dent to recover his standing by passing a Supplemental Examination 
at the beginning of the ensuing Session. But such permission will 
not be granted except in cases of sickness, or for other special reasons. 
For the purposes of this regulation, Classics, and Mathematics with 
Physics, will each be regarded as two subjects. 

The time for the Supplemental Examinations will be fixed by the 
Faculty ; and such Examinations will not be granted at any other 
time, except by special permission of the Faculty, and on payment of 
a fee of $5.

Candidates for >B. A. Honours may omit at the Ordinary Exami- 
nations for the Degree, any two of the four subjects appointed, and

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also the Lectures on such subjects in the Fourth Year, provided that 
they shall not have been placed lower than Second Class in the Third 
Year’s Examinations in such subjects. For the two subjects thus 
omitted, the Sessional Examinations at the end of the Third Year 
will be reckoned as Degree Examinations. 

No* student shall be entitled to the above privileges, unless his 
attendance on Lectures and progress in the subject in which he is a 
Candidate for Honours, shall be satisfactory to the Professor, nor 
unless he shall have obtained a Certificate of creditable answering in 
the Honour Examinations. 

IT. FOR THE DEGREE OF 31. A. 

Bachelors of Arts, of at least three years’ standing, are entitled to 
the degree of Master of Arts, after such examination and exercises as 
may be prescribed by the Corporation. The exercise at present ap- 
pointed is the preparation of a Thesis on any literary, scientific/ or 
professional subject, to be selected by the candidate, and approved by 
the Faculty ; the Thesis to be submitted to the Faculty and reported 
on to the Corporation. 


§ 5* SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR PROFESSIONAL STU- 
DENTS. 

I. LAW AND MEDICAL STUDENTS. 

Students of the Third and Fourth Years, Matriculated in the 
Faculties of Law or Medicine of this University, are entitled to the 
following exemptions : — 

In the Third Year they may omit any two of the following sub- 
jects Zoology, Experimental Physics, Rhetoric, and Modern Lan- 
guages. 

In the Fourth Year, they may omit Greek and also Geology or 
Experimental Physics. 

In the ordinary B. A. Examination, they may, in Classics, pass in 
Latin alone ; and, in Mixed Mathematics, in Mechanics and Hydro- 
statics alone. 

To be allowed these privileges in either year, they must give 
notice at the commencement of the Session, to the Dean of the 
Faculty, of their intention to claim exemptions as Professional Stu- 
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dents, and must produce, at the end of the Session, certificates of 
attendance on a full course of Professional Lectures in the year for 
which the exemptions arc claimed. 

II. THEOLOGICAL. STUDENTS. 

( Specially applicable to the Congregational College of British North America .) 

Such Students, whether entered as Matriculated or Occasional, 
shall be subject to the regulations of the Faculty of Arts in the same 
manner as other students. 

The Faculty shall make formal reports to the Governing body of 
the Theological College, to which any such Student may belong, as 
to — (1) his conduct and attendance on the classes of the Faculty , 
-nd (2) his standing in the several examinations ; such reports to be 
furnished after the Christmas and Sessional Examinations, severally, 
if called for. 

Matriculated students shall be allowed no exemptions in the course 
for the degree of B. A., till they have pass-d the Intermediate Ex- 
amination; but they may take Hebrew in the First, Second and Third 
Years, instead of Modern Languages. 

In the Third and Fourth Years they shall be allowed exemptions 
from the following subjects : — 

In the Third Year they may omit Astronomy and Optics, Experi- 
mental Physics and Rhetoric. 

In the Fourth Year they may omit Experimental Physics and Eng- 
lish Literature. 

Certificates of attendance on the full course of lectures in the The- 
ological College must be produced by Students wbo avail themselves 
of these exemptions, before entering the B. A. Examination. 


§ 6 MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES AND CLASSINC. 

1. Gold Medals will be awarded in the B. A. Honour Examina- 
tions, to Students taking the highest Honours of the First Rank in 
the subjects stated below, and who shall liaye passed creditably the 
Ordinary Examinations for the degree of B. A.

In event of there being no candidates for any Medal, or of 
none of the candidates fulfilling the required conditions, the Medal 
will be withheld, and the proceeds of its endowment for the year 
may be devoted to prizes iD the subject for which the Medal war- 
intended. (Under this regulation special prizes of $50 will be 
offered in Courses in Mathematics and Classics, to be awarded at 
the beginning of the Session of 1867-8) For detail? see announce- 
ments of the several subjects below. 

2. Honours, of First or Second Rank, will be awarded to those 
Matriculated Students who have successfully passed the Examina- 
tions in any Honour course established by the Faculty, and have also 
passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects pro- 
per to their year. 

3. Certificates of High General Standing will be granted to those 
Matriculated Students who are placed in the First Class in the ag- 
gregate of the studies proper to their year. 

4. Prizes or Certificates, to those Matriculated Students who 
may have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular class, 
and who have attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

Students taking B.A. Honours will be placed at the head of the 
Degree list : and Students who pass the Ordinary Degree and Ses- 
sional Examinations, will be arranged as 1st Class, 2nd Class or 3rd 
Class, according to their answering. 

The names of those who have taken Honours, Certificates, or 
Prizes, will be published in the order of merit ; and with mention, in 
the case of students of the First and Second Years, of the Schools 
in which their preliminary education has been received. 
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§7, ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT, 


All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for at* 
tendance and conduct ; — 

1. A Class-book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in 
which the presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; 
and the said Class-book shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their 
ordinary Meetings during the Session, 

2. Professors shall note the attendance immediately on the com- 
mencement of their Lectures, and shall omit the names of Students 
entering thereafter, unless satisfactory reasons are assigned. Absence 
or tardiness, without sufficient excuse, or inattention or disorder in 
the Class-room, if persisted in after admonition by the Professor, 
shall be reported to the Dean of Faculty, who may reprimand the 
student, or refer to the Faculty, as he may think proper. 


3. The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that 
shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session, shall in each case be 
determined by the Faculty. 

4. While in the College, or going to and from it, Students are ex- 
pected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as ‘ in the 
Class-rooms.

8. All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one 
Faculty, or of the University in general, shall he immediately report

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§ 8- LIBRARY AND MUSEUM.

. SPANISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 

Rev. Professor De Sola. 

(Extra Fee for this Class, $5.00. Spanish may be taken by Students instead 
of French or German). 

The study of the Spanish Language on this Continent, being generally pur- 
sued with special reference to commercial purposes, it will be sought to 
impart in this course, a practical knowledge of the Castilian, the richest and 
most harmonious of the Peninsular languages— as well as an acquaintance 
with its Literature. 

Ollcndorfs Spanish Grammar by Yalazquez and Simonne, and the Reade 
of M. Yalazquez, are the Text-books employed in the Junior Class, who will 
also be exercised in composition by both written and oral exercises. In the 
Senior Class, Fernandes' Exercises, continuation of Grammar and Composi- 
tion, Cervantes Don Quixote, Quintana Vida del Cid, and Mariana’s nistoria 
will be the subjects of study. Besides a special comparison with the Portu- 
guese Language, a general notice, literary and historical, of the Bascuenccr 
and other dialects will be given.

The thirty-fifth Session of the Medical Faculty of the McGill 
University, will be opened on Monday, 4th November, 1867 ; and be 
continued during the six months following. 

McGill University having been included among the Universities 
recognized by the Medical Council of Great Britain and Ireland, its 
degree has accordingly been registered by that Council, thereby 
placing the graduates of this University upon the same footing, and 
investing them with the same privileges as Physicians or Surgeons 
in the Old Country. 

The class tickets for the various courses arc accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and also before the Medical Boards of the 
Army and Navy. 

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon gra- 
duation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master inSurgery.” 
This designation is also appropriate, from agreeing with the general 
nature and equable character of the previous curriculum demanded 



of the candidates for this double rank, as is fully specified hereafter. 
The degree is received by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Lower Canada, and by the Council of Medical education and Registra- 
tion of Upper Canada. 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best man- 
ner of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by 
the Faculty : — 

(1.) Exclusively of general education, professional reading for 
some time previously to matriculation is advised as a preparation, 
whereby familiarity with technical terms will be gained, and an 
insight obtained into the subject to be brought under notice during 
lectures. 

(2.) Though three years constitute the shortest time required for 
College attendance, yet the student is at liberty to extend this as 
much further as he pleases ; the addition of a year, or even two, is 
considered to be a great benefit, for it obviates the crowding of 
branches within too brief a term, and permits of a more extensive 
attainment of the topics they embrace. 

(3.) Attention is recommended to be given during the first Session 
to the primary branches entirely; during the second Session an 
increase is proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably 
conjoined with such of the antecedent as are required ; while during 
the remaining period further advance is to be made by completing 
the curriculum required of the candidate for graduation. Clinical 
courses should not be taken out during the first Session. 

.Matriculation is necessary every Session ; it is required upon en- 
trance or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any class 
tickets are procured. The Register is closed annually in the month 
of December. Class tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken 
out within the prescribed period of the current session, will not be 
granted after its expiration. 

The ample and varied means which are placed at the disposal of 
the student by this school, in its spacious accommodations and abun- 
dant provisions, together with the large hospitals in connection with 
it, are briefly referred to in the following pages. 
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Courses of Lectures. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is nine ; the number of 
Classes, ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European 
Schools) being held by one Professor. 

1. Anato3Iy. — [Prof. Scott] — The fresh subject is chiefly em- 
ployed in the illustrations of the Lectures in this branch, aided how- 
ever, by dried preparations, wax models, plates full size of life, Ac. 

The dissecting Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided 
by the Demonstrator of Anatomy. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
being lighted with gas. 

2# Chemistry. — [Prof. Sutherland] — Inorganic Chemistry is 
fully treated ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relation to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a pow- 
erful Air Pump — Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope — Polariscope — exten- 
sive series of Crystallographic models— Electrical and Galvanic ap- 
paratus, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright] — This Course is illus- 
trated from a Cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of 
Medicinal Plants, [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill] —by 
dried specimens ; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., 
&c. Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are also 
shown ; and diagrams with other illustrations, are used. 

4. Institutes of Medicine.— [Prof. Fraser]— Under which are 
comprised Histology , Physiology , General Pathology and general 
Therapeutics . The minute Structure and Composition of the various 
Organs, and the Fluids and Tissues of the body in health and disease 
are explained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, Plates and 
Preparations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine. — [Prof. Howard] — The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, (Libert, Cruveilhier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willau, Bateman, &c., &c.) will be employed ; 
also Morbid Preparations and models of diseased parts. 

6. Surgery.— [Prof. Campbell] — Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhib- 
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ited on the subject. Quain’s large plates, M'wUse, Dalrymple, &c. 
The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and 
uses and applications explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery . — [Prof. Hall]-Including diseases of females and 

infants, illustrated by a series of Drawings on a large scale , , by - 
mid Preparations ; by models in wax ; and by the use of the artifi- 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. - [Prof. McCallmn] - Includes 
Toxicology — the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post- 
mortem appearances illustrated by plates-Insanity, Public Hygiene, 
and Medical Police are touched upon. 

9. Clinical Medicine.- [Prof. McCallum]-Taught by lectures 
and at the bed side-Physical Diagnosis taught practically, and each 
pupil invited to take part in it. Examinations of the urine, chemi- 
cally and microscopically explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery- [Prof. Craik]-T aught m simdar 
manner. For both these Classes ample material is afforded by the 
cases at the Montreal General Hospital. 

11 Botany and Zoology— [Prof. Dawson) -In addition to the 
above classes, Students are required to attend one course of Botany 
and one course of Zoology, on which subjects separate courses ot 
Lectures are delivered to Medical Students. For details see an- 
nouncement of the Faculty of Arts. 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to students 
in Botany and Zoology, of the class of the previous Session, for the 
best Named Collections illustrative of the flora or fauna of any part 
of Canada. The collections, or duplicates of them, to remain in the 

College Museum. 


Library and Museum. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the 
most useful books for reference, as well as the most elementary ones; 
the works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open 
to the Student without charge, under necessary regulations for the 
care of the books. The Museum contains a large number of prepa- 
rations, chiefly pathological ; also, wax and papier machfe models, 
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Hospitals. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the 
Medical officers in attendance. After the visit, a large number of 
out-door patients are examined and prescribed for. The fee for a 
six months’ ticket is Six Dollars ; for perpetual, Sixteen Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to suit the convenience of the Students in obtaining a 
good view of the operations going on. 

The University Lying-in-Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. The 
Fee for a six months’ ticket is Five Dollars.

EXTRACTS PROM THE REGULATIONS. 

§ 1. Courses of Lectures , Fees, dec. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five lectures during the week 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which 
only two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week will 
suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures ; and every such examination shall be 
considered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the mames of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of Attendance attached, shall 
be rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall be $12, with the following exceptions; 
for that of Medical Jurisprudence, $10; for those of Clinical Medicine and 
Clinical Surgery, $6 each, for Botany and Zoology, $5. The Class Fees are 
payable in advance. 
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7th. Any Student, after having paid the Fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The course of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clini- 
cal Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration ; the 
Classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months’ dura- 
tion ; and that of Medical Jurisprudence, either of three months’ duration, in 
which case Five Lectures a week shall bo given, or of six months’ duration, in 
which case only three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9th. The courses shall commence on the first Monday in November, and 
with the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of 
April. 

10th. The Matriculation Examination shall be that recommended by the 
Council for Medical Education and Registration of Great Britain, and adopted 
in the amended Medical Act for Upper Canada. Examinations, in conformity 
therewith, will be held during the first week of November and second week 
of May. The requirements of the new standard for matriculation are : — 
** Compulsory— -English language, including grammar and composition ; Arith- 
u metic, including vulgar and decimal fractions ; Algebra, including simple 
“equations; Geometry, first two books of Euclid; Latin translation and 
“ grammar ; and one of the following optional subjects — Greek, French, 
“ German, Natural philosophy, including mechanics, hydrostatics, and pneu- 
11 matics. 

After 1869, Greek will be one of the compulsory subjects. 

Graduates in arts of recognized Universities are not required to submit to 
the matriculation examination. 


§ 2 . Qualifications and'' Studies of Students and Candidates for the 
Medical Degree. 


1st. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall, at the 
commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences in the 
Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of 
Matriculation, for which each Student shall pay a fee of $2. 

2nd. The said Register shall be closed on the 31st day of December in each 
year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received 
without previous Matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Mas- 
ter of Surgery, who shall not either : lstly, have attended Lectures for a period 
of at least four Sessions in this University, or some other University, College, 
or School of Medicine, approved by this University, or 2ndly, have studied 
Medicine during at least four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least three Sessions, either in this University or some 
other University, College, or School of Medicine, approved by this Univer- 
sity. 

4th. Candidates for the^inal Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz :

The several courses of Lectures in the Faculty of Law, comprise 
every branch of Legal Study. 

The Educational Officers of thip Faculty have felt that the Law 
of Lower Canada, though in many of its details purely local, retains, 
as its leading characteristics, the noble and imposing features of the 
civil law, and that the principles established in the Roman juris- 
prudence, still form the groundwork of many of its departments. 
The Lectures, therefore, though prepared with especial reference to 
the Law of Lower Canada, have been as far as consistent with then- 
primary object, divested of any purely sectional character, and are 
made to inculcate such comprehensive principles, as form, to a great 
extent, the basis of every system of jurisprudence. 

It is considered that this system will afford to students of the 
Laws of Lower Canada, a better foundation for their subsequent 
studies, and tend to give them a more extended and comprehensive 
grasp of legal subjects, than a course of instruction conducted solely 
with reference to local law ; while it is hoped, in view of the increased 
importance which the study of civil law is everywhere assuming, 
that the advantages offered, and the mode of education adopted by 
this Faculty, will open to it an extensive field of usefulness. 

The complete course of study in this Faculty extends over three 
years ; but may be shortened to two years, when the student matricu- 
lates in the third year of his indentures.

12. The final Examination for the Degree of B.C.L. shall be c0 ^ucted m 
the same manner a3 in ordinary Sessional Examinations, but the pieparation 
of a TbesiTeither in Latin, French, or English, upon some subject previous- 
ly approved by the Dean of the Faculty, shall form an essential part of every 
such final Examination. 

13 The Elizabeth Torrance Gold Medal in the Faculty of Law shall be 
awarded to the Student who, being of the Graduating Class, and having 
passed the final Examinations, shall have prepared a Thesis of sufficient ment 
in the estimation of the Faculty to entitle him to compete, ; and wh^ isha 1 
take the highest marks in a special examination for the medal, which exami 
nation shall, in all cases, include the subject of Roman Law. 

14 The exercises required under the 3rd Art. of \he tth Chapter of the 
Statutes of this University, to entitle the Student to receive the Degree d 
B A L. in this Facultv, shall consist of attendance upon Lectures and eup- 
mission to Examinations as hereinbefore prescribed ; and no distinction in 
respect thereof shall be made between Students applying for their Degree, 
whether their attendance upon Lectures shall have been two or three years.

All of which Fees shall bo paid in advance. But Students already on the 
Books of the University shall not be required to pay any Matriculation Fee, 
and Students simultaneously attending Lectures in the Faculty of Arts shall 
be received upon such terms as shall be fixed by that Faculty. 

Applications for admission may be made to the Dean of the Faculty, or to 
the Secretary of the College. The classes will be open on the 5th Novem- 
ber, 1867.

Writing and Book-keeping ; Prilling and Gymnastics. A Volunteer 
Rifle Association under Military Drill lias been formed of the elder 
Boys and is recognised by the Military Authorities. The Religious 
Instruction is not sectarian, and attendance upon it is required only 
from Pupils who arc Protestants. Details of the above Course are 
subjoined in a Programme for the year. An examination of it will 
shew that, whilst the Latin and Greek Languages have that promi- 
nence which necessarily belongs to them in Higher Education, pro- 
vision is made to impart at the same time a thorough English and 
Commercial Education, and that French, as being one of the collo- 
quial languages of the country, is much cultivated. 

The complete course extends over a period of six or seven years ; 
but Pupils arc admitted for any portion of that time into any Form 
for which, upon examination, they arc found qualified. 

The Session, which is divided into four equal Terms, commences 
on the 1st of September, and with the exception of a fortnight at 
Christmas and a few days at Easter, continues to the 1st of July. 

The full School hours arc from 9 to 12 J o’clock, a. m., and 2 to 4* 
p. m., every day in the week except Saturday, but the time for the 
Preparatory and the First Forms is shorter by an hour each day. 

The School is divided into seven Forms. The Preparatory Form 
is a Lower School, in which young boys receive the training neces- 
sary to fit them for the commencement of the regular Curriculum. 

For admission into this Form, it is required that the Pupil shall 
have attained the age of seven years, and be able to read moderately 
well. Begular early training is of so great importance that the en- 
trance of a pupil should not be delayed beyond the age of nine. The 
best time for entrance is at the commencement of the Session, when, 
owing to the promotions that take place, the classes are remodelled 
for the year. 

The pupils of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Forms next 
above the Preparatory are not allowed any option in their studies, 
but must take the whole course of instruction prescribed for them. 
The Pupils of the Fifth and Sixth Forms are divided into two 
“ Sides.” The “ Classical Side” is intended for those boys who desire 
a more extended and accurate knowledge of the ancient Languages. 
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^ercial Side” is adapted for those who are to enter upon 
mercantile pursuits. When a l'upil has reached the Fifth form his 
Parent or Guardian may select either of these sides for him ; but the 
choice having been made, the Pupil must pursue all the course of 
instruction appointed for the side to which ho belongs. 

Special Reports are sent, whenever it seems necessary, to the Parent 
or Guardian of any Pupil who has been absent, negligent of any 
study, or incorrect ,n his conduct. A Quarterly Report is made of 
the progress, attendance, and conduct of every Pupil, shewing his 
rank in lus Form for each study. 

At the end of each term, Class Examinations are held, both 
U utten and Oral ; and at the close of the Session, a Public Examina- 
tion takes place, followed by a Distribution of Prizes and Award of 
Honours, the lists being published. The Highest Honour is the 
Davidson Gold Medal, which is awarded to the Head Boy of the 
School for the year, provided the Examiners arc satisfied that his 
attainments reach a certain standard. 

A special Examination is annually held of Candidates for the 
School Certificate issued by the University. The Conditions re- 
garding this may be seen by reference to the Calendar of the 
University. 

The Pupils arc required to prepare themselves every evening in 
their work for the ensuing day, as exhibited in a Time-table. ° As 
their progress mill depend very much upon the diligent performance 
of this duty, Parents are particularly requested to allow no arrange- 
ments to interfere with it. Parents having sons at the School arc 
earnestly invited to frequent intercourse with the Masters, so as to 
aid them in securing that regularity and industry so necessary to 
success iu Education. The classes are visited periodically by a 
committee of The Board. 

The School Building is in a healthy and airy situation, and has 
convenient interior arrangements, with thoso modern improvements 
which secure proper warmth and ventilation. A very good Gymna- 
sium has been erected in the play-ground adjoining the School. 

The Rector, who resides a short distance from the City, has made 
arrangements to receive a limited number of Pupils of the HHi 
School to board with him. Mr. Rodger and Prof. Darcy, Masters 
of the School, have also accommodation for Boarders.

This Institution is intended to give a thorough training to teachers 
especially for the Protestant population of Lower Canada. Thia end 
is attained by instruction and training in the Normal School itself 
and by pracLce in the Model Schools; and the arrangements are of 
such a character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students 
trom all parts of the Province. 

The McGill Normal School has now been in operation for ten years, 
and more than two hundred of those who have taken its diplomat 
are usefully employed in various parts of Canada, while the demand 
or teachers trained in the School continues to increase, as Commis- 
sioners and Trustees become more fully aware of the difference 
between trained and untrained Teachers. More especially, those 
who have taken the Model School and Academy Diplomas are' much 
sought after, and the demand for male teachers trained in the School 
is much greater than can be supplied. The attention of young men 
is invited to these circumstances, as well as to the advantages which 
the School offers in opening the way to higher literary and profes- 
sional education. 


The authorities of the School feel that its usefulness might be in- 
creased, could the gTeat facilities and ample means of training whic 
it affords, be more generally made known to young persons esirous 

of becoming teachers, and to their parents and guar lans. . ismos 

desirable that those who purpose to devote themselves to the importan 
profession of teaching should be as perfectly trained as possible ; and 
that to this end they should avail themselves of the advantages so 
liberally provided by Government in the Provincial Normal School. 

The Eleventh session of the school will commence on the third of 
September, 1866, and will extend to the first of July, 1867. 

The complete course of Study extends over three years, and the 
Students are graded as follows : — 

1. Elementary School Class .- Studying for the Elementary School 
Diploma. 

2. Model School Class .— Studying for tlie Model School Diploma. 

3. Academy Class .— Studying for the Academy Diploma. 


1. Conditions of Admission. 

Candidates for admission into the Junior Class will be required to 
pass an examination in Reading, Writing, the Elements of Grammar, 
Arithmetic and Geography. Admission into each of the higher 
classes requires a knowledge of the subjects of the previous one. 

All Students must produce certificates of good moral character 
from the clergyman or minister of religion under whose charge t ey 
have last been' and also testimony that they have attained the age ot 
sixteen years/ They will also be required to sign a pledge that they 
purpose to teach for three years in some public school m Lower 
Canada. 

2. Privileges of Students. 

On complying with the above conditions, all students will be re- 
cognized as Teachers in Training ; and as such, will be entitled to 
free tuition with the use of text books, and to bursaries in aid ot 
tbeir board, not exceeding $36.00 per annum iu the case of those m 
the two first Classes, or $80.00 in the case of those in the Academy 
Class, should they be successful in obtaining the diploma at the final 
examination. A portion of this allowance will be advanced to such 
students as are not resident in Montreal, on their passing the semi- 
sessional examination at Christmas. 

Under the regulations subjoined, and with the view of extending 

the benefits of the school to all parts of the country, those who reside 
at a distance of more than ninety miles from the city of Montreal, 


will also be entitled to a small allowance for travelling expenses, pro- 
portionate to the distance. r > r 

Students resident in Montreal may share the bursary fund on 
producing certificates from their minister or clergyman that such aid 
is absolutely necessary to their continuing in attendance at the 

school. 

In addition to religious instruction of a general Protestant charac- 
ter by the Professors, arrangements will be made for special religious 
instruction by ministers representing the several denominations with 
which the students may be connected. 

No boarding-house is attached to the institution, but' every care 
will be taken to insure the comfort and good conduct of the 
students, in private boarding-houses approved by the Principal. 
Board can be obtained at from $9 to $12 per month. 

At the close of the first year of study, students may apply for 
examination for diplomas giving the right to teach in Elemcutary 
Schools ; and after two years’ study, or if found qualified at the close 
of the first year, they will, on examination, be entitled to diplomas as 
teachers of Model Schools. 

Students having passed the examination in the Model School Class, 
or having advanced to the requisite knowledge, may go on to the 
Academy Class, and, on examination, may obtaiu the Academy 
Diploma. 

The Prince of Wales Medal and Prize will be given to the Stu- 
dent taking the highest place in the Model School Class, provided 
that such Student shall attain to the standard fixed by the Regula 
tions of the Council of Public Instruction for this Medal. 

All the. preceding regulations and privileges apply to female as 
well as to male students. 

Persons holding the degree of B.A. or M.A. of any University in 
Lower Canada, may receive the Academy Diploma, on passing an ex- 
amination in the art of teaching, and in such other subjects, neces- 
sary to the Academy Diploma, as may not have been included in 
their University examinations. 


3 . Course of Study .

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

Special Regulations for admission of Pupil-teachers . 

Article First — Any person desirous of being admitted as a pupil-teacher, 
must apply to the Principal of the Normal School, who, on his producing an 
extract from the Register of Baptisms, or other evidence, shewing that he is 
folly sixteen years of age, with the certificate of character and conduct re- 
quired by the" 16th article of the general Rules and Regulations, approved by 
His Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 22nd December, 
1856, shall examine the candidate. 

If upon his examination it is found that the candidate can read and write 
sufficiently well, knows the rudiments of Grammar in his mother tongue, 
Arithmetic as far as the rule of three inclusively, and has some knowledge 
of Geography, the Principal shall grant him a certificate. 

Article Second. — The candidate having thus obtained the certificate of the 
Principal, shall then, (in the presence of two witnesses, who, with the Princi- 
pal, shall countersign the same,) sign an application in writing for admission, 
containing the declaration required by the 23rd general regulation. This 
6hall be forwarded to the Superintendent of Schools, together with all the 
certificates and other documents required, and if the whole be found correct 
the Superintendent shall cause the name of the candidate to be inscribed in 
the Register, and notice thereof shall be given to the Principal. 

Article Third. — The pupil-teachers shall stato the place of their residence, 
and those who cannot reside with their parents, will be permitted to lire in 
boarding-houses, but in such only as shall be specially approved of. No 
boarding-houses having permission to board male pupil-teachers, will be per- 
mitted to receive female pupil-teachers as boarders, and vice versa. 

Article Fourth. — Every pupil-teacher on passing the examinations, will be 
allowed a sum not exceeding £9, to assist in paying his board.* 

Article Fifth. — Every pupil residing at a distance of more than ninety miles 
from the city of Montreal, shall be entitled to receive an allowance for travel- 
ling expenses, proportionate to the distance, but not to exceed two pounds ten 
shillings per annum . 

Article Sixth. — The total amount of allowances paid to pupil-teacher* 
under the foregoing articles shall not exceed £333 6s. 8d. currency, yearly— 
that being the sum granted for this object ; and when the whole of this 
amount is appropriated, such pupil-teachers as may apply for admission shall 
not be entitled to any portion thereof, until vacancies shall occur. 


* Except in ihe case of Teachers in tr&iniug for the Academy Diploma, who may receive 
a sum noi exceeding £20.

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§ VIII. LIBRARY AND MUSEUM.

6. SPANISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE.

(Extra Fee for this Class, $6.00. 

Tho study of the Spanish Language on this Continent, being generally pur- 
sued with special reference to commercial purposes, it will be sought to impart 
in this course, a practical knowledge of tho Castilian, the richest and most 
harmonious of the Peninsular languages— as well as an acquaintance with its 
Literature. 

Ollendorfs Spanish Grammar by Velazquez and Simmonne, and the Reader 
of M. Velazquez, are the Text-books employed in tbe Junior Class, who will 
also be exercised in composition by both written and oral exercises. In the 
Senior Class, Fernandes* Exercises, continuation of Grammar and Composition, 
Cervantes Don Quixote, Quintana Vida del Cid, and Mariana's Historia will 
be the subjects of study. Besides a special comparison with the Portuguese 
Language, a general notice, literary and historical, of tbe Bascuence and other 
dialects will be given.

At the Ordinary Examinations, answers to questions in Mechanics, on the 
Chapters on Friction, Collision of Bodies and Projectiles, will be taken into ac- 
count only in determining the relative positions of those whose other answers 
shall entitle them to be placed in the First Class.

The general collection consists of a series of 
he characteristic Fossils of all the great geological periods, with additional 
suites of specimens, illustrating in greater detail the formations represented in 
Canada. There is also an extensive collection of Rock specimens, and collec- 
tions are being formed representing tho principal Mineral Regions of Canada 
The Mineralogical Cabinet consists principally of tho -‘Holmes Collection 
containing about 2,000 specimens of Canadian and Foreign Mineral-. 4 |„ r ^ 0 
portion of these are displayed in glass cases for the use of students, under the 
arrangement of Dana’s .Manual of Mineralogy. 

All of the above collections aro used to illustrate tho lectures, or aro open to 
ho inspection of students, who aro also entitled to access to the large and vain- 
able collections of tho Natural History Society of Montreal. 

III. Philosophical Apparatus.

dollars worth has been added within tho last year, by means of a personal 

subscription amongst some of tbo Governors. Tho collection is now very vain 
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able for purposes of illustration in the departments of Mathematical and Ex- 
perimental Physics. Besides instruments to illustrate Mechanics (Statics and 
Dynamics) and Optical instruments, such as Microscopes, a Telescope, Sextant, 
Ac., there is a good collection for Hydrostatics and Pneumatics, another for 
Heat, and a very full collection for Magnetism and Electricity (Statical and 
Dynamical) including Electro-magnetism, Magneto-electricity, Dia-magnct- 
ism, Thermo-electricity the measurement of Electric resistance. The collection 
for Light (which has been ordered from Duboscq of Paris, but has not yet arri- 
ved) includes, besides apparatus illustrative of the common phenomena of optics, 
the best instruments for exhibiting on a large scale with the aid of the electric 
light the phenomena of Interference, Diffraction, Polarization and Double Refrac- 
tion. There is a good collection for Sound (made by Koenig). The apparatus for 
Dynamical Electricity and Heat has been made by Messrs. Elliot Brothers, of 
London, makers of the apparatus used by the Committee on Electrical Standards 
British Association for the Advancement of Science. 


IV. Chemical Laboratory. 


Tho Laboratory is furnished with tho Apparatus, Specimens and Chemical 
Reagents necessary to illustrate the class lectures in Chemistry ; and is also 
fitted up with all the necessary appliances for the work of a class in Practical 
of the Chemistry and for Chemical Analysis. 


V. Meteorological and Magnetic Observatory. 


The Basement of the Building is devoted entirely to tho observations on Ter- 
restrial Magnetism. 

Tho Ground Story and Leads are tho portions of tho Building devoted to 
Meteorological observations. 

Tho Transit tower is for the purpose of furnishing time to the City, and to 
the Ships in the Harbour, and is connected by Electric Telegraph with a “Time 
Ball” at the wharf. 

Tho principal Meteorological Instruments arc : — 

Thermometers for determining the Temperature of the Air. 

Barometers for ascertaining tho atmospheric pressure. 

Psychromoters for the purpose of determining the Elastic force of Aqueous 
Vapour, tho relative Humidity and Dow Point. Instruments for recording the 
Solar and Terrestrial Radiation. 

Tho direction and velocity of tho wind are registered by a modification of Dr. 
Robinson’s Anemometer. 

Rain and Snow Guages for indicating the amount and duration of Rain and 
Snow. Ozoneometcr for recording tho amount of Ozone. 

Transit Instrument. 

Observations on Storms, Auroras, Haloes and most of tho Natural Phenomena 
which mark the variation of Climate are duly recorded. 

The Instruments in the Basement of the Building are for determining the 
four Magnetic Elements ; and consist of, (1) a Declinomctor for measuring the 
Declination or Variation of the Magnet; (2) an Unifilar Magnetometer consist- 
ing of an apparatus for deflection and vibration, for ascertaining the horizon- 
tal Magnetic force ; (3) an Inclinometer or Dip-Needle (No. 30 used in tho 
Magnetic Survey in Great Britain) for showing the Inclination or Dip. From 
these observations are reduced the absolute value of the Magnetic Elements. 

The whole are under the supervision of Professor Smallwood, M. D., LL.D.,

The thirty-sixth Session of the Medical Faculty of the McGill 
University will be opened on Monday, 2nd November, 1868; with a 
general introductory Lecture at 11 A.M. ; the regular Lectures will 
commence on Wednesday the 4th Nov. at the hours specified in the 
time table, and be continued during the six months following. 

McGill University having been included among the Universities 
recognized by the Medical Council of Great Britain and Ireland, its 
degree has accordingly been registered by that Council, thereby con- 
ferring upon graduates of this University the same privileges as 
Physicians or Surgeons of Great Britain. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualify- 
ing candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges of 
Great.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is nine; the number of 
Classes, ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 


being held by one Professor. 

1. Anatomy.— [Prof. Scott]— The fresh subject is chiefly em- 
ployed in the illustrations of the Lectures in this branch, aided how- 
over, by dried preparations, wax models, plates, full size of life, &o. 

The dissecting Room is under the direction of the Professor, aided 
by the Demonstrator of Anatomy. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
being lighted with gas. 

2 Chemistry — [P rof. Craik]-Inorgai.ic Chemistry is fully 
treated ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relation to Physiology. The branches of I hysics 
bearin' 1- upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
of the "class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a pow- 
erful Air Pump— Oxy-IIydrogen Microscope— Polariseope— exten- 
sive series of Crystal models— Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, 


&c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica.— [Prof. Wright]— This Course is illus- 
trated from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of 
Medicinal Plants, [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill]— by 
dried specimens; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., 
&c. Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are also 
shown ; and diagrams with other illustrations, are used. 

4. Institutes of Medicine— [Prof. Fraser] - Under which 
are comprised Histology, General Pathology, and General Therapeu- 
tics. The minute Structure and Composition of the various Organs, 
and the Fluids and Tissues of the body in health and disease are ex- 
plained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, Plates and Pre- 
parations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine— [Prof. Howard]— The extensive 
scries of plates contained in the Library, (Libert, Cruveilhier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c., &c.) will be employed ; 
also Morbid Preparations and models of diseased parts. 
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6. Surgery.— [Prof. Campbell] — Divided into Principles and 

ractice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhib' 

ited on the subject. Quain s large plates, Maclise, Dalrymple &c 
1 he vanous sur S ical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and their 
uses and applications explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. [Prof. McCall um]-Including diseases of females 
and infants, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale; by 
humid Preparations; by models in wax; and by the use of the artifi- 
cial Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. -Prof. Fenwick]— Includes Toxi- 
cology .the modes of testing for poisons arc exhibited, and post-mor- 
tem appearances illustrated by plates— Insanity, Public Hygiene, 
mid Medical Police are touched upon. 

0. Clinical Medicine, —[Prof. Drake]— Taught by lectures 
and at the bed side— Physical Diagnosis taught practically, and each 
pupil invited to take part in it. Examinations of the urine, chemi- 
cally and microscopically explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Fenwick]— Taught in similar 
manner. For both these Classes ample material is afforded by the 
cases at the Montreal General Hospital. 

11. Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson] — In addition to 
the above classes, Students are required to attend one course of Bot- 
any on which subject separate Lectures are delivered to Medical Stu- 
dents. 3Iedical Students will also have access to the Lectures in 
Zoology in the Faculty of Arts. For details see announcement of 
the Faculty of Arts. 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to students in 
Botany and Zoology, of the class of the previous Session, for the best 
Named Collections illustrative of the Flora of Canada or of Fossil In- 
vertebrata, Insects or Marine Invertebrata. The collections, or dupli- 
cates of them, to remain in the College Museum. 


LIBRARY and MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4.000 volumes, including the 
most useful books for reference, as well as the most elementary ones: 
the works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open 
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to the Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the 
care of the books. The Museum contains a large number of prepa- 
rations, chiefly Pathological; also, wax and papier machd models. 

HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the 
Medical officers in attendance. After the visit, a large number of 
out-door patients are examined and prescribed for. 1 he fee- for a six 
month’s ticket is Six Dollars; for perpetual, Sixteen Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so constructed 
as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining a good view of 
the operations going on. 

The University Lying-in-IIospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, arc furnished with cases in rotation. The Fee 
for a Six month’s ticket is Five Dollars. 


PAST SESSION. 


The total number of Students in the past Session was 150 — of these 
there were from Quebec, 64 ; Ontario, 74 ; Newfoundland, 2 ; Nova 
Scotia, 3 ; New Brunswick, 2 ; Prince Edward Island, 1 ; Bermuda.

EXTRACTS FJtOM THE REGULATIONS. 


§ 1. Courses of Lectures, Fees, &c. 

1st. Each Professor shall doliver at least fivo lectures during the week 
except, in the classes of Clinical Jlodicine and Clinical Surgery, in which 
nuly two Lectures shall bo required ; and in that of Modical Jurisprudence if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week will 


2nd. Each Lecture shall bo of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Profossor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures; and every such examination shall ho 
considered a Lecture. 

•lth. A roll of tho names of tho Students attending each class shall bo 
called from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of Attendance attached, shall 
bo rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless 
the omission can bo satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Foe for each class shall be $12, with tho following exceptions • 
for that of Medical Jurisprudence, $10 ; for those of Clinical Medicine and 
Clinical Sugery, $6 each, for Botany and Zoology, $5. The Class Fees are 
payable in advance. 

7th. Any Student, after having paid tho Fees, and attonded two courses of 
any class, shall bo entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 
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case only three Lectu^s a week shall be required. 



0th. The courses shall commence on 
with the exception of a vacation at Ch 
April. 


10th. Tho Matriculation Examination shall be that recommended by t e 
Council for Medical Education and Registration of Great Britain, and adopted 
in tho amended Medical Act for Upper Canada. Examinations, in conforfaity 
therewith, will be held the first Saturday in November and the last Saturday 
in April of the current Session. Applications may be made to the Registrar 
of Faculty till the evening of the previous day. The requirements of the new 
standard for matriculation are “ Compulsory— English Language, .including 
“grammar and composition; Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal frac- 
tions; Algebra, including simple equations; Geometry first two books o 
“Euclid; Latin translation and grammar; and one of the following options 
“ subjects r-Greek, French, German, Natural Philosophy, including mechan- 


“ ics, hydrostatics, and pneumatics.” 

After 1869, Greek will be one of the compulsory subjects. 


Graduates in arts of recognized Universities are not required to submit to 


the matriculation examination. 


§ 2. Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates Jor the 


Medical Degree . 


1st. All Students desirous of attending tho Medical Lectures, shall at the 
commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences in the 
Register of tho Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of 
Matriculation for which each Student shall pay a fee of $2. 

2nd. Tho said Register shall be closed on the 31st day of December in each 
year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received 
without previous matriculation. 

3rd. No one shall be admitted to the Dogree of Doctor of Medicine and Mas- 
ter of Surgery, who shall not eithor : 1st. having attended Lectures for a period 
of at least four Sessions in this University, or some other University, College, 
or School of Medicine, approved by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied 
Medicine, during at least four years, and during that time have attended Lec- 
tures for a period of at least three Sessions, cither in this University or some 
other University, College, or School of Medicine, approved by this Univer- 
sity.

The several courses of Lectures in the Faculty of Law comprise 
every branch of Legal Study. 

The Educational Officers of the Faculty have felt that the Law 
of this Province, though in many of its details purely local, retains 
as its leading characteristics, the noble and imposing features of t le 
civil law, and that the principles established in the Roman jurisprud- 
ence, still form the groundwork of many of its departments. ie 
Lectures, therefore, though prepared with especial reference to t e 
Law of Quebec, have been as far as consistent with their pri- 
mary object, divested of any purely sectional character, and are made 
to inculcate such comprehensive principles, as form, to a great extent, 
the basis of every system of jurisprudence. 

It is considered that this system will afford to students of 
the Laws of Quebec, a better foundation for their subsequent 
studies, and tend to give them a more extended and compreliensiie 
grasp of legal subjects, than a course of instruction conducted solely 
with reference to local law ; while it is hoped, in view of the increased 
importance which the study of Roman law is everywhere assuming, 
that the advantages offered, and the mode of education adopted by 
this Faculty, will open to it an extensive field of usefulness.

nonce which necessarily belongs to them in Higher Education, pro- 
vision is made to impart at the same time a thorough English and 
Commercial Education, and that French, as being one of the collo- 
quial languages of the country, is much cultivated. 

The complete course extends over a period of six or seven years • 
Jut I upils arc admitted for any portion of that time into any Form 
for which, upon examination, they arc found qualified. 

The Session, which is divided into four equal Terms, commences 
on the 1st of September, and with the exception of a fortnight at 
Christmas and a few days at Easter, continues to the 1st of J uly. 

The full School hours are from 9 to 12} o’clock, a. m., and to 4 
p. m., every day in the week except Saturday, but the time for the 
Preparatory and the First Forms is shorter by an hour each day. 

The School is divided into seven Forms. The Preparatory Form 
is a Lower School, in which young boys receive the training neces- 
sary to fit them for the commencement of the regular Curriculum. 

hor admission into this Form, it is required that the Pupil shall 
have attained the age of seven years, and be able to read moderately 
well. Regular early training is of so great importance that the en- 
trance of a pupil should not be delayed beyond the age of nine. The 
best time for entrance is at the commencement of the Session, when 
owing to the promotions that take place, the classes are remodelled 
for the year. 

The pupils of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Forms next 


above the Preparatory are not allowed any option in their studies, 
but must take the whole course of instruction prescribed for them. 
The Pupils of the Fifth and Sixth Forms are divided into two 


“Sides/’ The “Classical Side/’ is intended for those boys who desire 
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a more extended and accurate knowledge of the ancient Languages. 
The u Commercial Side” is adapted for those who are to enter upon 
mercantile pursuits. When a pupil has reached the Fifth Form his 
Parent or Guardian may select either of these sides for him ; but the 
choice having been made, the Pupil must pursue all the course of 
instruction appointed for the side to which he belongs. 

Special Reports are sent, whenever it seems necessary, to the Parent 
or Guardian of any pupil who has been absent, negligent of any 
study, or incorrect in his conduct. A Quarterly Report is made of 
the progress, attendance, and conduct of every Pupil, shewing his 
rank in his Form tor each study. 

At the end of each term, Class Examinations are held, both 
Written and Oral , and at the close of the Session, a public Examina- 
tion takes place, followed by a Distribution of Prizes and Award of 
Honours, the lists being published. The Highest Honour is the 
Davidson Gold Medal, which is awarded to the Head Boy of the 
School for the year, provided that the Examiners are satisfied that 
his attainments reach a certain standard. 

A special Examination is annually held of Candidates for the 
School Certificate issued by the University. The Conditions re- 
garding this may be seen by reference to the Calendar of the Uni- 
versity. 

The Pupils are required to prepare themselves every evening in 
their work for the ensuing day, as exhibited in a Time-table. As 
tlicir progress will depend very much upon the diligent gwrformance 
of this duty , Parents are particularly requested to allow no arrange- 
ments to interfere with it. Parents having sons at the School are 
earnestly invited to frequent intercourse with the Masters, so as to 
aid them in securing that regularity and industry so necessary to 
success in Education. The classes are visited periodically by a com- 
mittee of the Board. 

The School Building is in a healthy and airy situation, and has 
convenient interior arrangements, with those mydern improvements 
which secure proper warmth and ventilation. A very good Gymna- 
sium has been erected in the play-ground adjoining the School. 

The Rector, who resides a short distance from the City, has made 
arrangements to receive a limited number of Pupils of the High 
School to board with him. Mr. Rodger and Prof. Darey, Masters 
of the School, have also accommodation for Boarders.

7. Tho total number of marks gained by every Candidate, including both 
Preliminary and Optional Subjocts, shall bo added up, and tho Candidates 
arranged in a printed list, at tho close of the Examination, in tho order of those 
totals. No marks in any subject shall be counted unless the Candidate has 
gamed at least the minimum number of marks in that subject. 


See. 2. Mode of Examination. 

1. The Examiners shall be appointed annually by tho Corporation, and shall 
consist partly of Professors of tho University or of Affiliated or other Colleges, 
and partly of Teachers in Schools sending up Candidates for Examination. 
Every paper shall, if possible, bo sot and examined by one University and one 
School Examiner, or by one person combining both characters. All the answers 
shall bo open to tho inspection of the whole body of Examinors. 

2. The examination in tho Optional Subjects shall be wholly by written 
papers; and the preliminary examination shall be principally by written 
papers ; but viva voce examination may in this bo allowed (1) in subjocts 
requiring this method, and (2) in other subjects in part, as may from time to 
time be determined by the Examiners. 

3. The Examinations may be held in any place or places, in which there shall 
be Candidates; such places to be from time to time appointed by tho Corpora- 
tion. Candidates from other places may prosent themselves at any of the places 
so solectcd. Tho Examinations in each subject shall be simultaneous in tho 
sevoral places of Examination, and shall bo hold in tho presence of at least one 
Examiner appointed by tho Corporation. 

4. The regular time for holding tho Examinations shall be tho third Monday 
of March, and a report thereof shall bo made to tho Corporation at its next 
regular mooting. 

5. The Examiners for tho School Examinations shall be appointed at the 
October meeting of Corporation in each year, or, failing such appointment, at a 
special meeting called for the purpose. 

6. Tho Vice-Chancellor shall bo Convener and Chairman of tho Examiners, 
and, with tho Examiners, shall sign tho certificates. 


Sec. 3. Of Candidate *, <ke. 

Every Candidate shall bring a certificate of character, and also a certificate 
from his parent or guardian that his age on the first day of January preceding 
the examination does not exceed seventeen years. 

A fee of $2 shall bo required of each Candidate. This fee must be paid to the 
Secrotary of the University, or some person authorized by him to receive it, 
beforo tho first day of Examination.

The complete course of Study extends over three years, and the 
Students are graded as follows :

1. Conditions of Admission. 

Candidates for admission into the Junior Class will be required to 
pass an examination in Reading, Writing, the Elemente of Grammar 
Arithmetic and Geography. Admission into each of the hi, , her 
classes requires a knowledge of the subjects of the previous one° 

All Students must produce certificates of good moral character 
from the clergyman or minister of religion under whose charge thev 
have last been, and also testimony that they have attained The ago 
o sixteen years. They will also be required to sign a pledge that 
they purpose to teach for three years in some public school in 
Lower Canada. 

2. Privileges of Students. 

On complying with the above conditions, all students will be re- 
cognized as Teachers in Training ; and as such will be entitled to 
free tuition with the use of text books, and to bursaries in aid of 
their board, not exceeding §36.00 per annum in the ease of those in

the two first Classes, or $80.00 in the case of those in the Academy 
Class, should they be successful in obtaining the diploma at the final 
examination. A portion of this allowance will be advanced to such 
students as are not resident in Montreal, on their passing the semi- 
sessional examination at Christmas. 

Under the regulations subjoined, and with the view of extending 
the benefits of the school to all parts of the country, those who reside 
at a distance of more than ninety miles from the city of Montreal, 
will also be entitled to a small allowance for travelling expenses pro- 
portionate to the distance. 

Students resident in Montreal may share in the bursary fund, on 
producing certificates from their minister or clergyman that such aid 
is absolutely necessary to their continuing in attendance at the 
school. 

In addition to religious instruction of a general Protestant charac- 
ter by the Professors, arrangements will be made for special religious 
instruction by ministers representing the several denominations with 
which the students may be connected. 

No boarding-house is attached to the institution, but every care 
will be taken to insure the comfort and good conduct ot the 
students, in private hoarding-houses approved by the Principal. 
Board can be obtained at from $9 to $12 per month. 

At the close of the first year of study, students may apply for 
examination for diplomas giving the right to teach in Elementary 
Schools; and after two years’ study, or if found qualified at the close 
of the first- year, they will, on examination, be entitled to diplomas as 
teachers of Model Schools. 

Students having passed the examination in the Model School Class, 
or having advanced to the requisite knowledge, may go on to the 
Academy Class, and, on examination, may obtain the Academy 
Diploma. 

The Prince of Wales Medal and Prize will be given to the Stu- 
dent taking the highest place in the Model- School Class, provided 
that such Student shall attain to the standard fixed by the Regula- 
tions of the Council of Public Instruction for this Medal. 

All the preceding regulations and privileges apply to female as 
well as to male students. 


Persons holding the degree of B.A. or M.A. of any University in 
the Province of Quebec, may receive the Academy Diploma, on pass- 
ing an examination in the art of teaching, and in such other subjects, 
necessary to the Academy Diploma, as may not have been included 
in their University examinations.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

Special Regulations for admission of Pupil-teachers. 

Article First— Any person desirous of bejng admitted as a pupil-teacher 
must apply to the Principal of tho Normal School, who, on his producing an 
ox tract from the Register of Baptisms, or other evidence, showing that ho is 
fully sixteen years of ago, with tho certificate of character and conduct requirod 
by the 16th article of tho general Rules and Regulations, approved by His 
Exccllcnoy tho Governor General in Council, on tho 22nd Docemborj 1856^ shall 
pxamino the candidate. 
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If upon his examination it is found that the candidate can read and write 
sufficiently well, knows the rudiments of Grammar in his mother tongue, Arith- 
metic as far as the rule of three inclusively, and has some knowledge of Geogra- 
phy, the Principal shall grant him a certificate. 

Article Second — The candidate having thus obtained tlio certificate of the 
Principal, shall then, (in the presence of two witnesses, who, with tho Principal, 
shall countersign tho same,) sign an application in writing for addmission, con- 
taining tho declaration required by the 23rd general regulation. This shall bo 
forwarded to the Superintendent of Schools, together with all tho certificates 
and other documents required, and if the whole be found correct, the Superintend- 
ent shall cause the name of the candidate to be inscribed in the Kcgistcr, and 
notice thoroof shall be given to the Principal. 

Article Third. — The pupil-tcaclicrs shall state the place of their residence; 
and those who cannot reside with their parents, will be permitted to live in 
boarding-houses, but in such only as shall bo specially approved of. No 
boarding-houses having permission to board male pupil-teachers, will be permit- 
ted to rcccivo female pupil-tcachcrs as boarders, and vice, rcrea. 

Article Fourth. — Every pupil-teacher on passing tho examinations will bo 
allowed a sum not exceeding £9, to assist in paying his board.* 

Article Fifth. — Every pupil residing at a distance of more than ninety miles 
from tho city of Montreal, shall bo entitled to receive an allowance for travelling 
expenses, proportionate to the distance, but not to exceed two pounds ten 
shillings per annum. 

Articlo Sixth. — The total amount of allowances paid to pupil-tcachors under 
the foregoing articles shall not exceed £333 Cs. Sd. currency, yearly — that being 
the sum granted for this object ; and when the whole of this amount is appropri- 
ated, such pupil-teachers as may apply»for admission shall not be entitled to 
any portion thereof, until vacancies shall occur. 


Special Regulations for Government and Discipline. 

Article First. — Pupil-teachers guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns, 
of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, of keeping company with 
disorderly persons, or of committing any act of immorality or insubordination, 
shall be expelled. 

Articlo Second. — There shall bo no intercourse between tho male and female 
pupil-teachors while in tho School or when going to, or returning from it. 
Teachers of one sex are strictly prohibited from visiting those of tho other. 

Articlo Third. — They are on no account to bo absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o’clock in the evening. 

Articlo Fourth. — They will bo allowed to attend such lectures and public 
meetings only as may bo considered by the Principal conducivo to their moral 
and mental improvement. 

• Except in the case of Teachers m training tor the Academy Diploma, who may receive 
a sum not exceeding £20.

BENEFACTORS OF THE 



I. ORIGINAL ENDOWMENTS, 1811. 

THE HONOU RABLE JAMES McGILL, by his last Will and Testament, 
under date 8th January, 1811, bequeathed the Estate of Burnside, 
situated near the City of Montreal, and containing forty-seven acres of 
Land, with tho Manor House and Buildings thereon erected, and also 
the sum of ten thousand pounds in money, unto “ the Royal Institu- 
tion for the Advancement of Learning,” constituted by Act of Parlia- 
ment in the Forty-first Year of the reign of His Majesty King George 
the Third, to erect and establish an University or College for the purpose 
of Education, and the advancement of learning in the Province of Lower 
Canada, with a. competent number of Professors and Teachers to render 
such Establishment effectual and beneficial for the purposes intended, 
requiring that one of the Colleges to be comprised in tne said University, 
should be named and perpetually be known and distinguished by the 
appellation of “ McGill College.” 

The value of the above mentioned property was estimated at the date of 
the bequest at ------ . .£30,000 


II. SUBSCRIPTIONS IN 1856. 


At a meeting called by a number of the influential citizens of Montreal, 
and held at the Merchants’ Exchange, 6th December, 1856, for the pur- 
pose of taking into consideration the financial condition of the Univer- 
sity of McGill College. — The following Resolution was adopted : 

“ That an effort ought to be made for increasing the endowment of McGill 
College in such a manner as to extend its usefulness, and to place it for 
the future upon an independent and permanent footing.” 

Whereupon in pursuance of the above Resolution, the following donations 
were enrolled for Special or General objects connected with the Univer- 
sity, --The Royal Institution granting Scholarships in perpetuity accord- 
ing to the value of the donations.

In 1861 tho “ William Molson Hall,” being the west wing of the McGill College 
Buildings, with tho Museum Rooms, and the Chemical Laboratory and Class 
Rooms, was erected through the munificent Donation of the founder whose 
name it bears. 

IV. ENDOWMENTS OF MEDALS. 

In 1860 tho sum of £200 presented to t\c College by IL R. It. the Prince of 
Wales was applied to the foundation of a Gold Medal, to be Called the 
“Prince of Wales Gold Medal.” 

In 1864 the “ Anne Molson Gold Medal,” was founded by Mrs. John Molson. of 
Belmont Hall, Montreal, for an Honour Course in Mathematics and Physical 
Science. 

In the same year the “ Shakespeare Gold Medal,” for an Honour Course, to com- 
prise and include the works of Shakespeare and the Literature of England 
from his time to the time of Addison, both inclusive, and such other accessory 
subjects as the Corporation may from time to time appoint, — was founded 
by citizens of Montreal, on occasion of the three hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Shakespeare. 

In the same year the “Logan Gold Medal,” for an Honour Course in Geology 
and Natural Science, was founded by Sir William Edmund Logan, LL.D., 
F.R.S., F.G.S., &c. 

In 1865, the “Elizabeth Torranoe Gold Medal,” was founded by John Torrance, 
Esq., of St. Antoine Hall, Montreal, in memory of the late Mrs. John Tor- 
rance, for the best8tudontin the graduating class in Law, and more especially 
for the highest proficiency in Roman Law. 

In the same year, the “ Holmes Gold Medal” was founded by the Medical 
Faculty, as a memorial of the late Andrew Holmes, Esquire, M.D., LL.D. late 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, to be given to the best student in the gra- 
duating class in Medicine, who shall undergo a special examination in all the 
branches, whether Primary or Final. 

V. EXHIBITIONS AND SCHOLARSHIPS IN ARTS. 

The “Jane Redpath Exhibition” of $100 annually, during pleasure of the donor 
was founded in 1868 by Mrs. Redpath of Terrace Bank, Montreal. 

The Governors’ Scholarship of $100 to $120 annually, was founded by subscrip 
tion of members of the Board of Governors in I860.

PRACTICAL GEOLOGY AND MINING. 

Young men desiring to qualify themselves for Geological Exploration or for the 
Management of Mining operations, are informed that the Honour Course in Geo- 
logy, (P. 40), will be open to them as Partial Students, together with the classes 
in Mathematics, Physics, Natural Science and Modern Languages, and that 
additional Lectures in Mining and Metallurgy will be delivered. Those intend- 
ing to enter the Course should know a sufficient amount of Mathematics to en- 
able them at least to enter the Classes of the First year. The Fees for the or- 
dinary college classes will be as stated in the Calendar — § IX., but there will 
be extra foes for the classes of Mining and Metallurgy. Information as to de- 
tails may be obtained on application to the Principal. 

PRIZE IN HEBREW. 

A Graduate of the University has offered to found a Prize in Hebrew and 
Oriental Literature, which will probably be offered in the Session of 1869-70. 
The conditions of competition will be made known at the beginning of the 
Session.

By virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 
1852, the Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College, consti- 
tute the Corporation of the University ; and under the statutes framed 
by the Board of Governors with approval of the Visitor, have the 
power of granting degrees in all the Arts and Faculties, in McGill 
College, and in Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental 
culture and professional training. In its religious character the 
University is Protestant, but not denominational; and while all 
possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of 
students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be 
sanctioned. 


I. McGILL COLLEGE. 


Tiie Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study for the 
Degree of B. A. extends over four Sessions, of eight months 
each ; and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experimental 
Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all 
of which subjects are imperative in the three first years of 
the Course ; but in the fourth year options arc allowed in 
favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental 
and Moral Science, Natural Science, and English Literature. 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional Stu- 
dents. There are also Special and Partial Courses, and facil- 
ities are afforded for the practice of Meteorological observations, 
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The Faculty of MEDioiNE.-The complete course of study in 
Medicine extends over four Sessions, of six months each, and 
leads to the degree of M. B., C. M. 

The Faculty of Law.— The complete course in Law extends over 
three Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees of 
B. C. L. and D. C. L.

§ I. MATRICULATION AND ADMISSION. 
Candidates for Matriculation as Undergraduates, are required to 
present themselves to the Dean of the Faculty, on the 14th of 
September, for examination : they may, however, enter after the 
commencement of the Session, if, on examination, found qualified to 
join the classes. 

The subjects of examination for entrance into the first Year, are 
Classics, Mathematics, and English. 

In Classics . — Latin Grammar, Greek Grammar, and one easy Latin and one 
easy Greek author. The authors recommended aro Caesar; Sallust; 
Virgil (A3noid, B. I.); Xenophon (Anabasis, B. I.); Homer (Iliad 
B. I.)

Elements, Books, I., II., III. 
hi English . — Writing from Dictation. 

Candidates may be admitted to the standing of students of the 
Second Year, provided that they pass the Sessional Examination of 
the First Year, or an examination in the following subjects, at the 
beginning of the Second Year: — *

[Candidates who are unable to pass tho entrance Examination of the Second 
Year in Modern Languages, may bo allowed to enter, but will bo required to 
take additional lectures in one modern languago in tho second year, or to take 
tho subject in both tho second and third years.] 

Students of other Universities may be admitted, on the produc- 
tion of certificates, to a like standing in this University, after 
examination by the Faculty. 

Candidates for Matriculation as Partial Students taking three or 
more Courses of Lectures, or as Students in any Special Course, will be 
examined in the subjects necessary thereto, as may from time to tunc 
be determined by the Faculty. 

Persons desirous of taking one or two Courses of Lectures as Occa- 
sional Students, may apply to the Dean for entry in his Register, and 
may procure from the Secretary tickets for the Lectures they desire o 
attend. 

Every Student is expected to present, on his entrance, a written 
intimation from his parent or guardian, of the name of the minister o 
religion, under whose care and instruction it is desired that the tu en 
shall be placed, and who shall thereupon be invited to place himse m 
communication with the Faculty on the subject, hailing such inti 
mation from the parent or guardian, the Faculty will endeavour to 
establish such relations. 
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8 IT. SCHOLARSHIPS, BURSARIES, &c. 

1. ENTRANCE SCHOLARSHIPS AND BURSARIES. 

Sixteen Scholarships have been placed by the Governors at the 
disposal of His Excellency the Governor General. Candidates for 
such Scholarships must pass the usual Matriculation Examination. 

By command of Ilis Excellency, four of these Scholarships will he offered for 
competition in the Matriculation Examination of the ensuing session. Students 
oi the first and second years are eligible. The examination will bo a special 
one, in the subjects of the first and second years. 

Eight other Scholarships may be granted by the Board of Gover- 
nors, from time to time, to the most successful Students who may 
present themselves as candidates. By order of the Board one of 
these is given annually to the Dux of the High School. 

In the event of any Academy or High School in the Province of 
Quebec offering for competition among its pupils an annual Bursary 
in the Faculty of Arts, of not less than $80, the Governors will 
add a scholarship thereto. 

Any Academy, or High School, sending up in one year three or 
more candidates competent to pass creditably the Matriculation 
Examination, will be entitled to a scholarship for the most deserving 
of such candidates. 

One Scholarship in Arts may be given annually to any teacher 
holding the Model School or Academy Diploma of the McGill Normal 
School, recommended by the Principal and Professors of the School ' 
and passing creditably the Matriculation Examination in Arts. 

All of the above Scholarships shall entitle the Students holding 
them to exemption from the Sessional Fees in the Faculty of Arts. 

Two Bursaries of $50 each, have been granted by the Board of 
Agriculture for the Province of Quebec, in aid of Students in the 
Special course of Agriculture. For terms of competition, see notice 
of Special Course of Agriculture.

Any student failing to pass the Examination 
at the end of the second year, will be required to pass a Supplemental 
Examination, or to take an additional Session in the Language in 
which he has failed. In addition to the obligatory, there are other 
-Lectures, attendance on which is optional. 


The Lectures in Modem Languages will be so arranged that Stu- 
dents competent and desirous to take in the same year the Lectures in 
h rench and in German may do so. 

Students who intend to join any Theological school, on giving 
written notice to that efiFect at the beginning of the First Year, 
may take Hebrew instead of French or German. 


The Faculty may permit any student to take Spanish instead of 
French or German. 


Undergraduates are arranged according to their standing, as Stu- 
dents of the First, Second, Third, and Fourth Years ; and, are required 
to attend all the Courses of Lectures appointed for their several years, 
under the regulations as to attendance and conduct stated in § VII. 
The only exceptions are those in favour of Honour and Professional 
Students stated below. 


HONOUR COURSES. 

At the examination for the ’Degree of B. A., Honours are given in 
the following subjects, for which special Honour Courses are pro- 
vided: — (For details see under § X.)

Students taking B. A. Honours in any of the above Courses may 
omit two of the ordinary subjects in the Degree Examination, under 
the conditions stated in § IV .

§IV. EXAMINATIONS. 

COLLEGE EXAMINATIONS. 

There are two examinations in each year; one at Christmas, and 
the other at the end of the Session. In both of these, Students will 
be arranged according to their answering, as 1st Class, 2nd Class and 
3rd Class. 

Students who fail in any subject in the Christmas Examination, are 
required to pass a Supplemental Examination in that subject before 
admission to the Sessional Examinations. 

Students who fail in one subject in the Sessional Examination, arc 
required to pass a Supplemental examination in that subject. Should 
they fail in this, they will be required in the following Session to take 
the Lectures and pass the Examination in the subject in which they 
have failed, in addition to those of the ordinary Course, or to pass the 
Examination alone without attending Lectures, at the discretion of 
the Faculty 

Failure in tw T o or more subjects at the Sessional Examinations in- 
volves the loss of the Session. The Faculty may permit the Student 
to recover his standing by passing a Supplemental Examination at the 
beginning of the ensuing Session. For the purposes of this regula- 
tion, Classics and Mathematics are each regarded as two subjects. 

The time for the Supplemental Examinations will be fixed by the 
Faculty ; and such Examination will not be granted at any other 
time, except by special permission of the Faculty, and on payment of 
a fee of &5. 
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UNIVERSITY EXAMINATIONS.

No Student shall be entitled to the above privileges, unless his 
attendance on Lectures in the Fourth Year, and progress in the subject 
in which he is a Candidate for Honours, shall be satisfactory to the 
Professor, nor unless he shall have obtained a Certificate of credit- 
able answering in the Honour Examinations. 

IT. FOR THE DEGREE OF 31. A. 

Bachelors of Arts, of at least three years’ standing, arc entitled to 
the degree of Master of Arts, after such examination and exercises as 
may be prescribed by the Corporation. The exercise at present ap- 
pointed is the preparation of a Thesis on any literary, scientific, or 
professional subject, to be selected by the candidate, and approved by 
the Faculty ; the Thesis to be submitted to the Faculty and reported 
on to the Corporation. 


§ V. SPECIAL PROVISIONS FOR PROFESSIONAL 
STUDENTS. 

I. LAW AND 31EDICAL STUDENTS. 

Students of the Third and Fourth Years, matriculated in the 
Faculties of Law or Medicine of this University, are entitled to the 
following exemptions : — 

In the Third year they may omit the Lectures and Examinations in 
any one of the following subjects: — Zoology, Experimental Physics, 
•or Rhetoric. 

In the Lectures of the Fourth Year, they may omit Greek ; and 
also Geology or Experimental Physics. At the Christmas Examina- 
tion of the Fourth Year, they may omit Astronomy and Optics. 
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In the Ordinary B. A. Examination, they may, in Classics, pass in 
Latin alone ; and, in Mixed Mathematics, in Mechanics and Hydro- 
statics alone. 

To be allowed these privileges in either year, they must give notice 
at the commencement of the Session, to the Dean of the Faculty, of 
their intention to claim exemptions as Professional Students, and 
must produce, at the end of the Session, certificates of attendance on 
a full course of Professional Lectures in the year for which the exempt- 
ions are claimed. 

II. STUDENTS OF AFFILIATED THEOLOGICAL COLLEGES. 

Such Students, whether entered as Matriculated or Occasional, 
are subject to the regulations of the Faculty of Arts in the same man- 
ner as other students. 

The Faculty will make formal reports to the Governing body of 
the Theological College, to which any such Student may belong, as 
to : — (1) his conduct and attendance on the classes of the Faculty ; 
and (2) his standing in the several examinations ; such reports to be 
furnished after the Christmas and Sessional Examinations, severally, 
if called for. 

Matriculated Students are allowed no exemptions in the course 
for the degree of B. A., till they have passed the Intermediate Ex- 
amination ; but they may take Hebrew in the First and Second Years, 
instead of Modern Languages. 

In the Third and Fourth Years they are allowed exemptions from 
the following subjects : — 

In the Third Year they may omit Astronomy and Optics, Experi- 
mental Physics and Rhetoric. 

In the Fourth Year they may omit Experimental Physics and Eng- 
lish Literature. 

Certificates of attendance on the full course of lectures in the Theo- 
logical College, must be produced by Students who avail themselves 
of these exemptions, before presenting themselves for Examination. 

[No Student will be allowed in the same session both Professional 
and Honour exemptions.] 





S VI. MEDALS, HONOURS, PRIZES AND CLASSING.

In the event of there being no candidates for any Medal, or of 
none of the candidates fulfilling the required conditions, the Medal 
will be withheld, and the proceeds of its endowment for the year may 
be devoted to prizes in the subject for which the Medal was intended. 
(Under this regulation, the Anne Molson Prize in Mathematics, 
will be offered at the beginning of the session of 1869-70.) For de- 
tails see announcements of the several subjects below. 

2. Honours, of First or Second Rank, will be awarded to those 
Matriculated Students who have successfully passed the Examina- 
tions in any Honour course established by the Faculty, and have also 
passed creditably the ordinary Examinations in all the subjects pro- 
per to their year. 

3. Certificates of High General Standing will be granted to 
those Matriculated Students who are placed in the First Class in the 
aggregate of the studies proper to their year. 

4. Prizes of Certificates, to those Matriculated Students who 
may have distinguished themselves in the studies of a particular class 
and who have attended all the other classes proper to their year. 

Students taking B. A. Honours will be placed at the head of the 
Degree list: and Students who pass the Ordinary Degree and Ses- 
sional Examinations, will be arranged as 1st Class, 2nd Class or 3rd 
Class, according to their answering. 
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The names of those who have taken Honours, Certificates, or 
Prizes, will be published, in the order of merit; and with mention, in 
the case of Students of the First and Second Years, of the Schools 
in which their preliminary education has been received. 


§ VII. ATTENDANCE AND CONDUCT. 

All Students shall be subject to the following regulations for attend- 
ance and conduct : — 

1. A Class-book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer in 
which the presence or absence of Students shall be carefully noted ; 
and the said Class-book shall be submitted to the Faculty at all their 
ordinary Meetings during the Session. 

2. Professors shall note the attendance immediately on the com- 
mencement of their Lectures, and shall omit the names of Students 
entering thereafter, unless satisfactory reasons are assigned. Absence 
or tardiness, without sufficient excuse, or inattention or disorder in 
the Class-room, if persisted in after admonition by the Professor, 
shall' bo reported to the Dean of Faculty, who may reprimand the 
student, or refer to the Faculty, as he may think proper. 

3. The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, that 
shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session, shall in each case be 
determined by the Faculty. 

4. While in the College, or going to and from it, Students are ex- 
pected to conduct themselves in the same orderly manner as in the 
Class-rooms. Any Professor observing improper conduct in the College 
building or grounds, may admonish the student, and if necessary report 
him to the Dean. 

5. Every student is required to attend regularly the religious services 
of the denomination to which he belongs, and to maintain without, as 
well as within the walls of the College, a good moral character. 

6. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, report to parents or guardians, 
disqualify from competing for prizes and honours, suspend from Classes, 
or report to the Corporation for expulsion. 
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7. Any Student injuring the furniture or building, will be required 
to repair the .same at his own expense, and will, in addition, be subject 
to such other penalty as the Faculty may see fit to inflict. 

8. All cases of discipline involving the interests of more than one 
b acuity, or of the University in general, shall be immediately reported 
to the Principal, or, in his absence, to the Vice-Principal. 


§ VIII. LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

1. Students may receive books from the Library, on depositing the 
sum of four dollars with the Librarian, and signing a receipt for the 
books received : such deposit to be returned to the Student on his 
returning the book uninjured. Books of reference and works contain- 
ing valuable illustrations, may not be removed from the Library. 

2. Students may receive only two volumes at one time, except on 

special recommendation of a Professor, and must return them within 
two weeks, on penalty of a fine of one shilling for each additional 
week. » 

3. Any volume or volumes lost or damaged by a Student, shall be 
paid for by him at such rates as the Faculty may direct, having refer- 
ence to the value of the book and of the set to which it may belong. 

4. Students may consult books in the Library at such hours as may 
be determined by the Faculty. 

5. Professors and Lecturers may receive from the Librarian any 
books required by them for their duties in the College, not exceeding 
ten volumes at any one time Books so borrowed must be returned 
at or before the close of each Session. 

6. Graduates in Arts, on making a deposit of four dollars, are 
entitled to the use of the Library, subject to the same rules and 
Conditions as Students, but are not required to pay the Annual 
Library Fee. 

7. Members of the McGill College Book Club are, by a regulation 
of Corporation, entitled to the use of the Library on the same 
Conditions as Graduates. 




8. Persons not connected with the College may consult books in 
the Library, on obtaining an order to that effect from any of the 
Governors, or from the Principal, the Dean of Faculty or any of the 
Professors; and Donors of books or money to the amount of Fifty 
Dollars, may at any time consult books on application to the Libra- 
rian. 

9. The times and conditions of study in the Museum will be 
arranged by the Professor of Natural History.

Undergraduates and Students in Special Courses arc required to pay all the 
above Fees.

Occasional Students , or those taking one or two courses of Lectures only, and 
not Matriculated, are required to pay $5 per Session for each course. 

Students holding Entrance Scholarships are exempted from the Sessional Fee. 

Graduates in Arts arc allowed to attend without payment of fees all lectures 
except those noted as requiring a special fee. 

The fees must be puid within a fortnight after tho commencement of attend- 
ance in each session. In case of default, tho Student’s name will bo removed 
from the College books, and can bo replaced thereon only by permission of tho 
Faculty and on payment of a fine of $2.

5. NATURAL HISTORY AND GEOLOGY. 

B. A. HONOUR COURSE. 

Students entering for Honours must have passed creditably the examinations 
in Elementary Chemistry, Zoology, Botany and Experimental Physics ; and 
should know the elements of Drawing. Students entering for practical pur- 
poses will bo required only to satisfy the Professor of their fitness for the studies 
of tho class. 

Candidates for Honours will be expected to attain such proficiency as to be 
able to undertako original investigations, in some at least of the subjects of 
study. 

The Lectures will include : — 

1. An advanced course in General Geology and Palaeontology, in connection 
with which tho Students will be required to read Dana’s Geology and Owen’s 
Palaeontology. 

2. Methods of observation and of Conducting Geological surveys. Applica- 
tions of the science to Mining, Engincring and Agriculture. 

3. Canadian Geology, in connection with which the Students will read Logan s 
Report of tho Geological Survey of Canada, and Dawson’s Acadian Geology. 

4. Practical Palaeontology and determination of species ; with books of refer- 
ence from the Collego Library, and specimens from the Museum. 

5. Excursions for Field work will bo undertaken when practicable. 

In addition to the above, the Studont will be examined in any two of the fol- 
lowing subjocts : 

1. The Systematic part of Botany, as in Gray’s “ Text Book” and “ Manual,” 
and specimens illustrative of these books from the Musoum. 

2. Owen’s Lectures on the Invertebrate Animals, and specimens illustrative 
thereof from tho Museum. 

3. Dana’s Mineralogy, and specimens illustrative thereof frOYn the Museum. 
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§ XI. LIBRARY, MUSEUM, APPARATUS AND OBSER- 
VATORY. 

I. The Library. 

The Library of the Faculty of Arts contains about 6,000 volumes of standard 
works, selected with especial rcforence to the wants of Professors nnd Students, 
and open to their uso during the Session. 

The most important addition recently made to the Library is the “ Rcdpath 
Historical Collection, ’ consisting of 554 of the more rare and valuable works 
relating to English History. 

(The above statement does not include the Library of the Medical Faculty 
which contains upwards of 4,000 volumes.) 

II. The Museum of Natural History. 

1. Zoolooy. In this department the Museum contains a general collection of 
type specimens, illustrating the Orders and characteristic Genera of the Ani- 
mal Kingdom, tho whole arranged and labelled in such a manner as to corres- 
pond with the College courso on the subject. There are also the following 
special collections. 

1. The Carpenter Collection of Shells, being the general collection of Dr. 
Philip P. Carpenter, presented by him to tho University, and shortly to bo ar- 
ranged in a soparate room. 

2. Tho Carpenter Collection of Mazatlan Shells. 

3. The Coupor Collection of 2,400 Canadian Insects. 

4. Collections of Canadian Fresh water and Land Shells. 

2. Botany. The Herbarium consists of the Collection of the late Dr. Holmes, 
of Montreal, presented by him to the University ; and with the additions recently 
mado to it, affording a nearly complete representation of the Flora of Canada. 
There are also collections of European, Arctic and Alpine Plants, and of speci- 
mens of Woods, Fungi, Ac. 

3. Geology and Mineralogy.— The general collection consists of a series of 
the characteristic Fossils of all tho great geological periods, with additional 
suites of specimens, illustrating in greater detail the formation represented in 
Canada. There is also an extensive collection of Rock specimens, and collec- 
tions are being formed representing tho principal Mineral Regions of Canada. 

The Mineralogical Cabinet consists principally of the “ Holmos Collection,” 
containing about 2,000 specimens of Canadian and Foreign Minerals. A large 
portion of these are displayed in glass cases for the uso of students, under the 
arrangement of Dana’s Manual of Mineralogy. 

All of tho above Collections are used to illustrate the lectures, or are open 
to the inspection of students, who are also entitled to access to the large and 
valuable collections of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 
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III. Philosophical Apparatus. 

The value of the Apparatus is about $4000. Of this more than two thousand 
dollars' worth has been lately added by means of a personal subscription amongst 
some of the Governors. The collection is now very valuable for purposes of 1 - 
lustration in the departments of Mathematical and Experimental Physics. 0 
sides instruments to illustrate Mechanics, (Statics and Dynamics) an p ica 
instruments, such as Microscopes, a Telescope, Sextant, &c., there is a goo co 
lection for Hydrostatics and Pneumatics, another for Heat, and a very ful co - 
lection for Magnetism and Electricity, (Statical and Dynamical) including 
Electro-magnetism, Magneto-electricity, Dia-magnctism, Thermo-electricity, 
the Measurement of Electric Resistance. The collection for Light from Duboscq 
of Paris, besides apparatus illustrative of the common phenomena of optics, in- 
cludes the best instruments for exhibiting on a large scale with the aid of the 
electric light the phenomena of Interference, Diffraction, Polarisation and 
Double Refraction. There is a good collection for Sound (made by Ivoemg). 
The apparatus for Dynamical Electricity and Heat has been mado by Messrs. 
Elliot Brothers, of London, makers of the apparatus used by the Committee on 
Electrical Standards of the British Association for the Advancement of Science. 

IV. Chemical Laboratory. 

The Laboratory is furnished with the Apparatus, Specimens and Chemical 
Reagents necessary to illustrate the class lectures in Chemistry ; and is also 
fitted up with all tho necessary appliances for the work of a class in Practical 
Chemistry and for Chemical Analysis. 

V. Meteorological and Magnetic Observatory. 

The Basement of tho Building is devoted entirely to the observations on Ter- 
restrial Magnetism. 

The Ground Story and Leads arc tho portions of the Building devoted to 
Meteorological observations. 

The Transit tower is for the purpose of furnishing time to the City, and to 
the Ships in the Harbour, and is connected by Electric Telegraph with a “Time 
Ball” at the wharf. Connection by Electric Telegraph having also been establish- 
ed between the Observatory and the Government Buildings at Ottawa, mean time 
is furnished daily at noon, and made known there by the firing of a Cannon. 

The principal Meteorological Instruments aro : Thermometers for determining 
the Temperature of tho Air; Barometers for ascertaining the atmospheric pres- 
sure 3 Psychrometers for the purpose of determining tho Elastic force of Aqueous 
Vapour, the relative Humidity and Dew Point; Instruments for recording the 
Solar and Terrestrial Radiation. Rain and Snow Gauges for indicating tho 
amount and duration of Rain and Snow 3 Ozoneometcr for recording the amount 
of Ozone. 

The direction and velocity of tho wind are registered by a modification of Dr. 
Robinson’s Anemometer. 
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Observations on Storms, Auroras, Haloes and most of the Natural Phenomena 
which mark the variation of Climate are duly recorded. 

The Instruments in the Basement of tho Building arc for determining the 
Magnetio Elements; and consist of, (1) a Declinometer for measuring tho 
Declination or Variation of the Magnet; (2) an Unifitar Magnetometer consist- 
ing of an apparatus for deflection and vibration, for ascortaing the horizon- 
tal Magnetic force ; (3) an Inclinometer or Dip-needle (No. 30 used in the 
Magnetic Survey in Great Britain) for showing tho Inclination or Dip. From 
these observations are reduced the absolute value of the Magnotic Elements. 

The whole are under the supervision of Professor Smallwood, M. D., LL.D., 
D. C. L.

The thirty seventh Session of the Medical Faculty of the McGill 
University will be opened on Tuesday, 2nd November, 1861) : with a 
general introductory Lecture at 11 A.M. : the regular Lectures will 
commence on Wednesday the 3rd Nov. at the hours specified in the 
time table, and be continued during the six months following. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualify- 
ing candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and also before the Medical Boards of the 
Army and Navy. 

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no' division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon gra- 
duation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master in Surgery.” 
This designation is also appropriate, as it agrees with the general 
nature and character of the previous curriculum demanded of the 
candidates for this double rank, as is fully specified hereafter. The 
degree is received by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Lower 
Canada. 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best man- 
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ner of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by 
the Faculty : — 

(1.) Exclusively of general education, professional reading for 
some time previously to matriculation is advised as a preparation, 
whereby familiarity with technical terms will be gained, and an 
insight obtained into the subjects to be brought under notice during 
lectures. 

(2.) Though three years constitute the shortest time required for 
College attendance, yet the student is at liberty to extend this as 
much farther as he pleases ; the addition of a year, or even two, is 
considered to be a great benefit, for it obviates the crowding of 
branches within too brief a term, and permits of a more extensive 
attainment of the topics they embrace. 

(3.) Attention is recommended to be given during the first 
{Session to the primary branches entirely ; during the Second Session 
an increase is proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably 
conjoined with such of the antecedent as are required; while during 
the remaining period further advance is to be made by completing 
the curriculum required of the candidate for graduation. Clinical 
courses should not be taken out during the first Session. 

Matriculation is necessary every Session : it is required upon en- 
trance or as nearly afterwards as possible, and always before any class 
tickets arc procured. The time fixed for closing the Register is 
annually in the month of December. Class tickets are payable in 
advance, and if not taken out within the prescribed period of the 
current session, will not be granted after its expiration. 

The ample and varied means which are placed at the disposal of the 
student by this school, together with the large hospitals in connection 
with it, are briefly referred to in the following pages. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The number of Professors in the Faculty is nine ; the number of 
Classes, ten ; two of the classes (often conjoined in European Schools) 
being held by one Professor. 

1. Anatomy.— [Prof. Scott]— The fresh subject is chiefly em- 
ployed in the illustrations of the Lectures in this branch, aided how- 
ever, by dried preparations, wax models, plates, full size of life, 
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1C dissecting Room, which is large and well ventilated and supplied 
iv.th every convenience, is under the direction of the Professor of 
Anatomy, aided by the Demonstrator. It is open from 8 a.m. to 10

2. Chemistry— [Prof. Craik]-I„organic Chemistry is fully 
treated; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relation to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry, also engage the attention 
0 the class ‘ For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a pow- 
erful Air Pump— Oxy-IIydrogen Mieroscojic-Polariscope-exten- 
sive scries of Crystal models— Electrical and Galvanic apparatus

3. Materia Medica.— [P rof Wright]— This course is illus- 
trated from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects; by plates of 
Medicinal Plants, [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill]— by 
dried specimens; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., 
&c. Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-ageuts are also 
shown ; and diagrams with other illustrations, are used. * 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Fraser] — In this course 
arc comprised Histology , General Pathology , and General Therapeu- 
tics. fhe minute Structure and Composition of the various Organs, 
and the fluids and Tissues of the body in health and disease, are ex- 
plained and illustrated by Microscopic Preparations, Plates and Pre- 
parations from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard]— The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert, Cruveilhier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c., &e.) will be employed ; 
also Morbid preparations and models of diseased parts. 

b. Surgery. — [Prof. Campbell] — -Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhib- 
ited ou the subject. Quain’s large plates, Maclisc, Dairy mple, &c. 
The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and their 
uses and applications explained and practically illustrated.

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7. Midwifery.— [Prof. McCallum]-Including diseases of females 
and infants, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale ; by 
humid preparations; by models in wax; and by the use of theartifi- 
cial Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence.— [Prof. Fenwick]— Includes Toxi- 
cology — the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mor- 
tem' appearances illustrated by plates— Insanity, Public Hygiene, 
and Medical Police are touched upon. 

9. Clinical Medicine— [Prof. Drake]— Taught by lectures 
and at the bedside— Physical Diagnosis taught practically, and each 
pupil invited to take part in it. Examinations of the urine, chemi- 
cally and microscopically explained aud illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Fenwick]— Taught in similar 
manner. For both these classes ample material is afforded by the 
cases at the Montreal General Hospital. 

11. Botany and Zoology.— [Prof. Dawson]— In addition to 
the above classes, Students are required to attend one course of Bot- 
any, on which subject separate Lectures are delivered to Medical Stu- 
dents. Medical Students will also have access to the Lectures in 
Zoology in the Faculty of Arts. For details see announcement of 
the Faculty of Arts. 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in 
Botany and Zoology, of the class of the previous Session, for the best 
Nam ed Collections illustrative of the Flora of Canada or of Fossil In- 
vertebrata, Insects or Marine Invertebrata. The collections, or dupli- 
cates of them, to remain in the College Museum. 


LIBBARY and MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the 
most useful hooks of reference, as well as the most elementary ones; 
the works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open 
to the Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the 
care of the books. The museum contains a large number of prepa- 
rations, chiefly Pathological ; also, wax and papier machd models. 
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hospitals. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the Medical 
officers m attendance. After the visit, a huge number of out-door 
patients are examined and prescribed for. The fee for a six month’s 
ticket is Six Dollars; for perpetual, Sixteen Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so constructed 
as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining a good view of 
the opera turns going on. 

The University Lying-in Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. The Pee 
for a Six month’s ticket is Five Dollars.

The several courses of Lectures in the Faculty of Law comprise 
every branch of Legal Study. 

The Educational Officers of the Faculty have felt that the Law 
of this Province, though in many of its details purely local, retains 
as its leading characteristics, the noble and imposing features of the 
civil law, and that the principles established in the Roman jurisprud- 
ence, still form the groundwork of many of its departments. The 
Lectures, therefore, though preparod with especial reference to the 
Law of Quebec, have been, as far as consistent with their pri- 
mary object, divested of any purely sectional character, and arc made 
to inculcate such comprehensive principles, as form, to a great extent, 
the basis of every system of jurisprudence. 

It is considered that this system will afford to students of 
the Laws of Quebec, a better foundation for their subsequent 
studies, and tend to give them a more extended arid comprehensive 
grasp of legal subjects, than a course of instruction conducted solely 
with reference to local law; while it is hoped, in view of the increased 
importance which the study of Roman law is everywhere assuming, 
that the advantages offered, and the mode of education adopted by 
this Faculty, will open to it an extensive field of usefulness. 

The promulgation of the Civil Code of Lower Canada marks an 
important epoch in the history of the laws of the now Province of 
Quebec. 
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It is the intention of the Professors, so far as practicable, to ex- 
plain to the Students, the more important articles of this Code (2615 
in number) in the complete course of study as indicated below. 

The promulgation of the Code of Civil procedure, marks another 
important epoch in the history of our laws. Attention will be special- 
ly drawn to its provisions in this course. 

The enactment of these Codes as law, it is believed, will light- 
en much the labors of professors and students, who need no longer 
view the study of the profession as a vast and ill-digested whole, 
wanting coherency and certainty. On the contrary, the study of 
the texts will afford a good stand-point from which the subtile ques- 
tions of* jurisprudence will be the most easily and satisfactorily dis- 
cussed and finally settled. 

The Faculty congratulate the students that their entry into a no- 
ble but arduous profession will be much facilitated by the conspi- 
cuous land-marks planted by the new Codes j and while intense study 
and application will still be demanded from the true lover of his vo- 
cation, the future of the young jurisconsult of the Province of Que- 
bec may be regarded as opening under the happiest auspices. 

The complete course of study in this Faculty extends over three 
years ; but may be shortened to two years, when the student matri- 
culates in the third year of his indentures.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

1. Any person desirous of bocomiug a Matriculated Student, shall apply to 
the Dean of tho Faculty for examination, and for entry in the Register of 
Matriculations, and shall procure tickets of Matriculation and of admission 
to tho Lecturos for each Session of the Oourso. 

2. Candidates for Matriculation shall be examined in at least one Latin 
Classic and in English or French, tho standard being such as may be deter 
mined by regulation of tho Faculty, approved by the Corporation. 

3. Students in Law shall bo known as of tho First, Second and Third \ears, 
and shall be so graded by tho Faculty. In each year Students shall take the 
studies fixed for that year, and those only, unless by special permission of the 
Faculty. 

.4. Tho register of Matriculation shall be closed on the 15th November in each 
year, and return thereof shall be immediately made by tho Dean to tho Registrar 
of tho University. Candidates applying thereafter may be admitted on a spe- 
cial examination to bo determined by the Faculty, and if admitted their names 
shall bo returned in a supplementary list to tho Registrar. . 

5. Persons desirous of entering as Occasional Students, shall apply to tho 
Doan of the Faculty for admission as such Students, and shall obtain a ticket, 
or tickets, for the classes they desire to attend. 

f». Students who have attended Collegiate courses of study in other Uni- 
versities for a number of terms or sessions, may be admitted on the production 
of certificates to a like standing in this University, after examination by tho 
Faculty. 

7. All Studonts shall bo subject to the following regulations for attendance 
and conduct 

(1.) A Class book shall be kept by each Professor and Lecturer, in which the 
presence or absence of Students shall bo carefully noted ; and the said Class- 
books shall bo submitted to the Faculty at all the ordinary meetings during tho 
Session. 

Punctual attendance on all tho classes proper to his year, is required of 
each student. Professors will note the attendance immediately on the com- 
mencement of their lectures, and will omit tho names of Students entering 
thereafter, unless satisfactory reasons are assigned.

wmZ Book-keeping; Drilling and Gymnastics. A Drill 
Association has been formed of the elder Boys and is recognized by 
the Military Authorities. The Religious Instruction is not sectarian, 
and attendance upon it is required only from Pupils who aic Protes- 
tants. Details of the above Course are subjoined in the Programme 
for the year. An examination of it will shew that, whilst the Latiu 
and Greek Languages have that prominence which necessarily belongs 
to them in Higher Education, provision is made to impart at the 
same time a thorough English and Commercial Education, and that 
French, as being one of the colloquial languages of the country, is 
much cultivated. . 

The complete course extends over a period of six or seven years ; 
but Pupils are admitted for any portion of that time into any Form 
for which, upon examination, they are found qualified. 

The Session, which is divided into four equal Terms, commences 
on the 1st September, and with the exception of a fortnight at 
Christmas and a few days at Easter, continues to the 1st July. 

The full School hours are from 9 to 12£ o’clock, a. m., and from 
2 to 4 p. m., every day in the week except Saturday, but the time 
for thePreparatory and First Forms is shorter by an hour each day. 

The School is divided into Seven Forms. The Preparatory Form 
is a Lower School, in which young boys receive the training neces- 
sary to fit them for the commencement of the regular Curriculum. 

For admission into this Form, it is required that the Pupil shall 
have attained the age of seven years, and be able to read moderately 
well. Regular early training is of so great importance that the en- 
trance of a pupil should not be delayed beyond the age of nine. The 
best time for entrance is at the commencement of the Session, when 
owing to the promotions that take place, the classes are remodelled 
for the year. 

The Pupils of the First, Second, Third and Fourth Forms next 
above the Preparatory are not allowed any option in their studies, but 
must take the whole course of instruction prescribed for them. The 
Pupils of the Fifth and Sixth Forms are divided into two “ Sides. ’ 
The “ Classical Side” is intended for those boys who desire a more 
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extended and accurate knowledge of the ancient Languages. The 

Commercial Side is adapted for those who are to enter upon mer- 
cantile pursuits. When a pupil has reached the Fifth Form his 
Parent or Guardian may select either of these sides for him; but the 
choice having been made, the pupil must pursue all the course of 
instruction appointed for the side to which he belongs. 

Special Reports are sent, whenever it seems necessary, to the Parent 
or Guardian of any pupil who has been absent, negligent of any study, 
or incorrect in his conduct. A Quarterly Report is made of the pro- 
gress, attendance, and conduct of every Pupil, shewing his rank in 
his Form for each study. 

At the end of each term, Class Examinations are held, both 
W ritten and Oral, and at the close of the Session, a public Examina- 
tion takes place, followed by a Distribution of Prizes, and Award of 
Honours, the lists being published. The Highest Honour is the 
Davidson Gold Medal, which is awarded to the Head Roy of the 
School for the year, provided that the Examiners are satisfied that 
his attainments reach a certain standard. 

A special Examination is annually held of Candidates for the 
School Certificate issued by the University. The Conditions re- 
garding this may be seen by reference to the Calendar of the Uni- 
versity. 

The Pupils are required to prepare themselves every evening in 
their work for the ensuing day, as exhibited in a Time-table. As 
their progress will depend very much upon the diligent performance 
of this duty, Parents are particularly requested to allow no arrange- 
ments to interfere with it. Parents having sons at the School are 
earnestly invited to frequent intercourse with the Masters, so as to 
aid them in securing that regularity and industry so necessary to 
success in education. 

The School Building is in a healthy and airy situation, and has 
convenient interior arrangements, with those modern improvements 
which secure proper warmth aud ventilation. A very good Gymna- 
sium has been erected in the play ground adjoining the School. 

The Rector, who resides a short distance from the City, has made 
arrangements to receive a limited number of Pupils of the High 
School to board with him. Mr. Rodger and Prof. Darey, Masters of 
the School, have also accommodation for Boarders.

This institution is intended to give a thorough training to teachers 
especially for the Protestant population of Lower Canada. Tliis end 
is attained by instruction and training in the Normal School itself, 
and by practice in the Model Schools; and the arrangements arc of 
such a character as to afford the greatest possible facilities to Students 
from all parts of the Province. 

The Thirteenth Session of the school will commence on the First of 
September, 1 86D, and will terminate on the first of July, 1870. 

The complete course of Study exteuds over three years, and the 
Students are graded as follows : — 

1. Elementary School Class. — Studying for the Elementary School 
Diploma. 

2. Model School Class. — Studying for the Model School Diploma. 

8. Academy Class . — Studying for the Academy Diploma.

1. Conditions of Admission, 

Candidates for admission into the Elementary School Class will be 
required to pass an examination in Reading, Writing, the Elemen ts of 
Grammar, Arithmetic and Geography. Admission into each of the 
higher classes requires a knowledge of the subjects of the previous one. 

°Each Student must produce a certificate of good moral character 
from the clergyman or minister of religion under whose charge he 
has last been, and also testimony that lie has attained the age of six- 
teen years. He will also be required to sign a pledge that lie pur- 
poses to teach for three years in some public school in Lower Canada. 

2. Privileges of Students. 

On oomplying with the above conditions, all students will be re- 
cognized as Teachers in Training ; and as such will be entitled to 
free tuition with the use of text books, and to bursaries m aid of 
their board, not exceeding $36.00 per annum in the case of those in 
the two first Classes, or $80.00 in the case of those in the Academy 
Class, should they be successful in obtaining the diploma at the final 
examination. A portion of this allowance will be advanced to such 
students as are not resident in Montreal, on their passing the semi- 
sessional examination at Christmas. 

Under the regulations subjoined, and with the view of extending 
the benefits of the school to all parte of the country, those who reside 
at a distance of more then ninety miles from the city of Montreal, 
will also be entitled to a small allowance for travelling expenses pro- 
portionate to the distance. 

Students resident in Montreal may share in the bursary fund, ou 
producing certificates from their ministers or clergymen that such aid 
is absolutely necessary to their continuing in attendance at the 
school. 

In addition to religious instruction of a general Protestant charac- 
ter by the Professors, arrangements will be made for special religious 
instruction by ministers representing the several denominations with 
which the students may be connected. 

No boarding-house is attached to the institution, but every care 
will be taken to insure the comfort and good conduct of the 
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students, in private boarding-houses approved by the Principal. 
Board can be obtained at from $9 to $12 per month. 

At the close of the first year of study, students may apply for 
examination for diplomas giving the right to teach in Elementary 
Schools; and after two years’ study, or if found qualified at the close 
of the first year, they will, on examination, be entitled to diplomas as 
teachers of Model Schools. 

Students having passed the examination in the Model School Class, 
or having advanced to the requisite knowledge, may go on to the 
Academy Class, and, on examination, may obtain the Academy 
Diploma. 

The Prince of Wales Medal and Prize will be given to the Stu- 
dent taking the highest place in the Model School Class, provided 
that such Student shall attain to the standard fixed by the Regula- 
tions of the Council of Public Instruction for this Medal. 

All the preceding regulations and privileges apply to female as well 
as to male students. 

Persons holding the degree of B.A. or M.A. of any University in 
the Province of Quebec, may receive the Academy Diploma, on pass- 
ing an examination in the art of teaching, and in such other subjects 
necessary to the Academy Diploma, as may not have been included 
in their University examinations. 

3. Course of Study.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 


Special Regulations for admission of Pupil-teacliers. 


Article First.— Any person desirous of being admitted as a pupil-teacher 
must apply to the Principal of the Normal School, who, on his producing an 
extract from the Register of Baptisms, or other evidence, showing that be is 
fully sixteen years of age, with the certificate of character and conduct required 
by the llith article of the General Rules and Regulations, approved by Ills 
Excellency the Governor General in Council, on the 22nd December, 1856, shall 
examine the candidate. 


If upon his examination it is found that the candidate can read and write 
sufficiently well, knows the rudiments of Grammar in his mother tongue, Arith- 
metic as far as the rule of three inclusively, and has some knowledge of Geogra- 
phy, the Principal shall grant him a certificate. 

Article Second. — The candidate having thus obtained the certificate of the 
Principal, shall then, (in the prcsenco of two witnesses, who, with the Principal, 
Fhall countersign the same,) sign an application in writing for admission, c< n 
taining the declaration required by the 23rd general regulation. This shall be 
forwarded to the Superintendent of Schools, together with all the certificates 
and other documents required, and if the whole be found correct, the Superintend- 
ent shall cause the name of the candidate to be inscribed in the Register, and 
notice thereof shall be given to the Principal. 

Article Third. — Tho pupil-toachors shall state the place of their residence; 
and those who cannot reside with their parents, will be permitted to live in 
boarding-houses, but in such only as shall bo specially approved of. No 
boarding-houses having permission to hoard male pupil-teachers, will be permit- 
ted to recoivo female pupil teachers as boarders, and vice versa. 

Articlo Fourth.— Every pupil-teachor on passing tho examination will be 
allowed a sum not exceeding £9, to assist in paying his board.* 

Article Fifth.— Every pupil rosiding at a distanco of more than ninety miles 
from the city of Montreal, shall bo entitled to receive an allowance for travelling 
expenses, proportionate to tho distance, but not to exceed two poun 
shillings per annum.

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Article Sixth.— The total amount of allowances paid to pupil-teachers under 
the foregoing articles shall not exceed .£333 8d. currency, yearly-that being 

the sum granted for this object ; and when the whole of this amount is appropri- 
ated, such pupil-teachers as may apply for admission shall not be entitled to 
any portion thereof, until vacancies shall occur. 


Special Regulations for Government and Discipline. 

Article First— Pupil-teachers guilty of drunkenness, of frequenting taverns 

of entering disorderly houses or gambling houses, of keeping company with 
disorderly persons, or of committing any act of immorality or insubordination, 
shall be expelled. 

Article Second.— There shall be no intercourse between the male and female 
pupil-teachers while in the School or when going to, or returning from it- 
Teachers of one sex are strictly prohibited from visiting those of the other. 

Article Third.— They are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half past nine o’clock in the evening. 

Article Fourth. They will be allowed to attend such lectures and public 
meetings only as may be considered by the Principal conducive to their moral 
and mental improvement. 

Article Fifth.— Proprietors of boarding houses authorized by the Principal 
shall report to him any infraction of the rules, with which they have becomer 
acquainted. 

Article Sixth. — The Professors shall have the power of excluding from the 
lectures for a time, any student who may be inattentive to his studies or 
guilty of any minor infraction of the regulations. • 

Article Seventh. — Pupil-teachers will be required to state with what reli- 
gious denomination they are connected; and a list of the Students connected 
with each denomination shall bo furnished to one of the Ministers of such de- 
nomination resident in Montreal, with a request that he will meet weekly with 
that portion of the pupil-teachers, or otherwise provide for their religious in- 
etruction. 

Every Thursday afternoon after four o’clock will be assigned for this pur- 
pose. 

Article Eighth.— In addition to punctual attendance at the weekly religious 
instruction, each student will be required to attend public worship at his own 
church, at least every Sunday.

Tho thirty-eighth Session of the University, being the eighteenth under its amended 
Charter, will commence in tho Autumn of 1870. Tho classes in the Faculty of Arts 
will open on the 14th of September, those in tho Medical Faculty on f 0 3r ^ of °' tober | 
those in the Law Faculty, on the 3rd of October, and those of tho McO.ll Normal 
School on the 1st of September. 

The Courses of Study in tho University, and tho distinctions which it offers, may 
be gummed up as follows : — 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

Thk Faculty op Arts.^TIio course for Students entoring this Faculty for the 
Degree of B.A., consists of Classics, Mathematics, English Literature,^ Logic, 
Mental and Moral Science and Modern Languages, and extends over fourSessions 
of eight months ; but students may enter, on examination, at the beginning of tho 
Second Year, thus reducing the course to three years. Medical and Law Students 
are alsoentitlod to exemptions enabling them to take tho Third and iourth \oars 
in Arts with tho First or Soeond in Medicine or Law. Students not dosirous of 
proceeding to tho Degree in Arts, may take Partial Courses of Study extending 
ovor ono or more Sessions. Details on these subjects, and also with roforence to 
Honour Courses , Medals and Prizes , Sessional Fees , SfC. t will be found in the 
Annual Calendar. 

The Faculty op Medicine.— The complete course of Study in Medicine extends over 
four Sessions of six months each, and leads to the Degree of M.D., C.M. 

The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over throe Sessions, of 
six months each, and leads to tho Degree ofB.C.L. 

II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Morrin College, Quoboc, and St. Francis College, Richmond, are Affiliated Col- 
leges in Arts ; Tho Congregational College of British North America, Montreal, and 
the Presbyterian College of Montreal, are Affiliated Theological Colleges. 

III. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The McGill Normal School provides tho training requisite for Teachers of Elemen- 
tary and Model Schools and Academies. Teachers trained in this School are 
entitled to Provincial Diplomas. 

The Model Schools op the McGill Normal School are elementary Schools, divid- 
ed into a Boys’ Department, Girls’ Department, and Primary Schools. Teachers 
in training in the Normal School aro employed in these Schools, under the sup- 
ervision of tho Head Master and Mistress.

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British North 

America, where there is no division of the profession into Physicians and 
Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of 

“ Doctor of M . ed,cine and Master Surgery.” This designation is also 
appropriate, as it agrees with the general nature and character of the previous 
curriculum demanded of the candidates for this double rank as is fully 
specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Lower Canada. J 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best manner of 
pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by the Facub

(4j Attention is recommended to be given during the First Session to the 
primary branches only; during the Second Session an increase is prO f 
per, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined with such of 

the antecedent as are required; while during the remaining period furthei 

advance is to be made by completing the curriculum required of the can- 
didate for graduation. Clinical courses should not be taken out duiing 
the first Session. 

(5j As daily bedside-instruction is almost essential to the student o 
medicine, the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at east the s a 
two summers in availing himself of the opportunities afforded by tlielar c 
hospitals — gen oral aud lying-in— of our city ;— m which, moreover, dre - 
serships should he obtained. 

Enregistration is necessary every Session: it is required upon etdrancc 
or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any class-tickets ar 
procured. The time fixed for closing the Register is annually on the fat- 
teenth of November. Class-tickets are payable in advance, and it no 
taken out within the prescribed period of the current session, will not 
granted after its expiration. 

The ample and varied means which are placed at the disposal of t e 
student by this school, together with the large hospitals in connection witti 
it, are briefly referred to in the following pages. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 . An ATOM V. — [Prof. Scott] - The fresh subject is chiefly employed in 
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the illustrations of the Lectures in this branch, aided, however, by dried 
preparations, wax models, plates, &c. full size of life. 

Phe dissecting Room which is large and well ventilated and supplied 
with every convenience, is under the direction of the Professor of Anatomy, 
aided by the Demonstrator. It is open from 8 am. to 10 p m, and is 
lighted with gas. 

2. Chemistry. — [Prof.Craik] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated;^ 
and a large portion ot the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its 
relation to Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected 
with Chemistry also engage the attention of the class. For experimental 
illustration, abundant apparatus is possessed by the Professor, among 
which may be enumerated, a powerful Air Pump — Oxy- Hydrogen Mic- 
roscope— Polariscope— extensive series of Crystal Models— Electrical and 
Galvanic apparatus, Steam-engine, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright] — This course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects; by plates of Medicinal Plants 
[Wagner, Boquc, Stevenson and Churchill] ; by dried specimens; by 
carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., &c. Analytical experiments 
with the ordinary re-agents are also shown ; and diagrams with other illus- 
trations, are used. * 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Fraser] — In this course arc 
comprised Histology , General Pathology , and General Therapeutics . 
The minute Structure and composition of the various Organs, and the 
Fluids and Tissues of the body in health and disease, are explained and 
illustrated by ^Microscopic Preparations, and by Plates and Preparations 
from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard] — The extensive series 
of plates contained in the Library (Lebert, Cruvcilhier, Carswell, Hope, 
Alibcrt, Willan, Bateman, &c., &c.) will be employed; also Morbid pre- 
parations and models of diseased parts. 

G. Surgery. — [Prof. Campbell] — Divided into Principles and Practice, 
including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited on the 
subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and 
their uses and applications explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum] — Including diseases of females 


•The Professor’s herbarium has been enriched with n nutn1»er of benutifully prepared specimen* 
of medicinal plants indigenous to the Ottawa country,— the gift of Dr. Sidney P. Cooke, Ottawa, 
formerly a member of the cln«*. by whom they were collected and mounted. 
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and infants, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale; by humid 
preparations; by models in wax; and by the use of the artificial Pelvis. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Fenwick] — Includes Toxico- 
logy— the modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mortem 
appearances illustrated by plates— Insanity, Public Hygiene, and Medical 
Police are touched upon. 

9. Clinical Medicine. — [Prof. Drake] — Taught by lectures and at 
the bedside — Physical Diagnosis taught practically, and each pupil invited 
to take part in it. Examinations of the urine, chemically and microscopi- 
cally explained and illustrated. 

10. Clinical Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick] — Taught in similar man- 
ner. For both these classes ample material is afforded by the cases at 
the Montreal General Hospital. 

11. Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson] — In addition to the 
above classes, Students are required to attend one course of Botany, on 
which subject separate Lectures are delivered to Medical Students. Med- 
ical Students will also have access to the Lectures in Zoology in the 
Faculty of Arts. (For details see announcement of the Faculty of Arts.) 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in Botany 
of the class of the previous Session, for the best Named Collections illus- 
trative of the Flora of Canada. The collections, or duplicates of them, to 
remain in the College Museum. 

12. PracticalChemistry. — [Dr.Girdwood.] — Thorough instruction 
is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry, under the 
personal supervision of the Lecturer ; and the course includes blow-pipe 
manipulations, qualitative and quantitive analysis ; toxicological investiga- 
tions, &c., &c. 


SUMMER COURSE OF CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 


With the view of rendering Clinical teaching more than ever a char- 
acteristic feature of the course of instruction given at this school, the 
Faculty will inaugurate this year a special course of Clinical instruction 
during the summer months, to which all Matriculated Students will be 
admitted without charge. This course will commence on the 4th J uly, 
and terminate on the 23rd Sept., and will consist of a daily out- door 
clinic conducted on alternate days, during the first six weeks by Professors 
Howard and McCallum, and during the last six by Professors Fenwick and 
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Drake ; Professors Howard and Fenwick— Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays ; Professors McCallura and Drako-Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. In addition to the above, daily bedside instruction will be 
given during the same months, in the wards of the General Hospital bv the 
attending Physicians, Professors Wright and MoCallum. 

The above course of Clinical instruction docs not form a necessary part 
of the curriculum, but has been established to allow the student facilities 
or acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is not other- 
wise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 


LIBRARY and MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the most 
useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary ones: the works of 
the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to the Students 
without charge, under necessary regulations for the care of the books. The 
Museum contains a large number of preparations, chiefly Pathological; 
also, wax and papier-maciu* models. 



HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital is visited every day by the attending medi- 
cal officers, most of whom are Professors of the University. In addition to the 
in-door patients a large number of out-door patients, including a considerable 
proportion of children, are treated before the student and will afford materials 
for the special course of clinical instruction to be given this year. The ship- 
ping contributes a great many examples of accidents and surgical cases. The 
fee for a six months’ ticket is Six Dollars ; for perpetual, Sixteen Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so constructed 
as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining a good view o^the 
operations. 

The University Lying-in Hospital is under the direction of the Professor 
of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one course of his 
lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation. The fee for a Six months’ 
ticket is Five Dollars. •

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

§ 1. Coin's* s of Lectures , Fees, d'c. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least fivo Lectures during the week, except in 
the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which only two Lectures shall 
be required ; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in 
which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects treated 
of in his preceding Lectures j and every such examination shall be considered a 
Lecture. 

4th. A roll of tho names of the Students attending each class shall be called from 
time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a Certificate of attendance attached, shall be re- 
jected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless the omission 
shall bo satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. The Fee for each class shall bo $12, with tho following exceptions j for that 
of Medical Jurisprudence, $10 ; For those of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, 
$6 each, for Botany and Zoology, $5.

7th. Any Student, aftor having paid tho Fees, and attended two courses of any 
class, shall bo entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class.

The thirty-ninth Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill Univer- 
sity will be opened on Tuesday 3rd October, 1871, with a general Intro- 
ductory Lecture, at 11 A.M. The regular Lectures will commence on Wed- 
nesday the 4th Oct., at the hours specified in the time table, and will be con- 
tinued during the six months following. 

The Faculty have much pleasure in announcing that the Governors 
of the University have undertaken, at a large expense, the erection of anew 
and commodious building for the use of the Medical Department. The 
building is now in progress; and, while its appearance and surroundings will 
be pleasing to the eye, its positiou, size and internal arrangements will be 
such as to conduce to the health, comfort and progress both of Students 
and teachers. 

The class-tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges of Great 
Britain and Ireland, the Medical Boards of the Army and Navy, and the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British North 
America, where there is no division of the profession into Physicians and 
Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of 
“ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery.” This designation is also 
appropriate, as it agrees with the general nature and character of the pre- 
vious curriculum demanded of the candidates for this double rank, as is 


fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons of Lower Canada. 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best manner 
of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by the Fa- 
culty : — 

Exclusively of general education, professional reading for some 
time previously to matriculation, is advised as a preparation, whereby fa- 
miliarity with technical terms will be gained, and an insight obtained into 
the subjects to be brought under notice during lectures. 

The student is advised to pass the Matriculation Examination 
in March, so that his four years of pupilage may expire at the close of a 
winter session. A certificate of having passed such examination before 
the examiners appointed by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Ontario, will be accepted by this University. 

While the University regulations permit a student to graduate 
after three years* attendance upon lectures, provided he furnish proof that 
he has studied one year in addition with a private practitioner, yet he is 
recommended to devote four sessions to systematic instruction, as less 
time is scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge of the many 
subjects which compose the curriculum. 

Attention is recommended to be given during the First Session 
to the primary branches only ; during the Second Session an increase is 
proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined with such 
of the primary as are required ; while during the remaining period the 
curriculum is to be completed. Clinical courses should not be taken out 
during the first Session. 

As daily bed-side instruction is essential to the student of medi- 
cine, the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at least the last two 
summers in availing himself of the opportunities afforded by the large hos- 
pitals— general and lying in — of our city, in which, moreover, dresser- 
ships should be obtained. 

Enregistration is necessary every Session ; it is required upon 
entrance, or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any class- 
tickets are procured. The time fixed for closing the Register is annually 
on the fifteenth of November. 

Class-tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out within the 
prescribed period of the current session, will not be granted after its ex- 
piration. 

A Medical Session or annus vnedicus , consists of enregistration and 
attendance upon at least two six months courses or one six months and 
two three months courses. 

The ample and varied means which are placed at the disposal of 
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the student- by this University, together with the large hospitals in con 
nect.on w.th ,t, are briefly referred to in the following pages. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 


. V (I rof. Scott). The importance of Anatomy, both de- 

scriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered 
b y the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration 
o the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster 
casts of dissections, plates &c., the full size of life. 

The Dissecting Room, which is open from 8 a.m to 10 p.m— is large 
vw ventilated and supplied with every convenience, such as gas, water 
' , 18 under the direct supervision of the Professor of Anatomy 

aided by the Demonstrator. The Demonstrator is constantly in attend- 
ance during certain hours every day, to direct and instruct students in 
Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily visits the Room to super- 
intend and examine Students engaged in dissection. Abundance of fresh 
material for dissection will be provided. 

2. C IIEM 1ST ry .— [Prof. Craik] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully treat- 
ed ; and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and 
its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or 
connected with Chemistry also engage the attention of the class. For ex- 
perimental illustration, abundant apparatus is possessed by the Professor 
among which may be enumerated, a powerful Air Pump-Oxy-Hydro^en 
Microscope— Polariscope— extensive series of Crystal Models— Electrical 
and Galvanic apparatus, Steam engine, &c., &c. 

3. Materia M E DiCA.-[Prof. Wright]-This course is illustrated 
trom a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicinal Plants 
(Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill); by dried speciLns; by 
carefully prepared Microscopical objects, 4c., &c., Analytical experiments 
with the ordinary reagents are also shown ; and diagrams with other illus- 
trations, are used. 


4. Institutes of Medicine —[Prof. Fraser]— This course com- 
prises Histology, Physiology, General Pathology and Therapeutics. The 
lectures are illustrated by diagrams, plates, and Microsoopic preparations of 
the various tissues, and by Pathological specimens from the Museum. 

5. Practice or Medicine —[Prof. Howard]— The extensive sc- 
ries of plates contained in the Library (Lebert, Uruveilhier, Carswell, 
Hope, Alibert, Willun, Bateman, &c., &c.) will be employed ; also Mor- 
bid preparations and models of diseased parts. 

C. Surgery.— [Prof. Campbell] - Divided into Principles and Prao- 
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tice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative ur„ery, exhibited on 
the subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, 
and their uses and applications explained and practically illustrated. 

7. Midwifery.— [Prof. McCalluin]— Including diseases of females 
and infants, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale , by humid 
preparations; by models in wax; by the use of the artificial Pelvis, 
aod by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence— [Prof. Feowick]-Includes Toxico- 
logy. The modes of testing for poisous are exhibited, and post-mortem 
appearances illustrated by plates. Insanity, Public Hygiene and Medi- 

cal Police also form part of the course. 

9. Clinical Surgery— [Prof. Fenwick]— The lectures in this 
course are in illustration of Surgical case* under observation in the Wards 
of the General Hospital. Bed-side instruction is followed up daily and 
all operations are performed in the presence of the class. The lectures 
are illustrated by cases under surgical treatment, by plates, surgical appa- 
ratus, morbid specimens, models and the use of the microscope. 

10. Clinical Medicine— [Prof.Drake] — Taught by lectures and 
at the befl-side— Physical Diagnosis is taught practically, and each pupil 
required to take part in it. Examination of the urine, chemical and 
microscopical, explained and illustrated. 

11. Botany and Zoology— [Prof. Dawson] -In addition to the 

above classes, Students are required to attend one course of Botany and 
Zoology, on which subjects separate Lectures are delivered to Medical Stu- 
dents'.' Medical Students will also have access to the Lectures in Zoology 
in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural History Museum of the Uni- 
versity, and the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 

(For details see announcement of the Faculty of Arts.) _ 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in Bo- 
tany of the class of the previous Session, for the best Named Collections 
illustrative of the Flora of Canada. The collections, or duplicates of them 
to remain in the College Museum. 

12. Practical Chemistry— [Dr. Girdwood.]-Thorough instruc- 
tion is given in the different departments ot 1 tactical Chemistry, un 
the personal supervision of the Lecturer ; and the course inc u es ow 
pipe manipulations, qualitative and quantitive analysis; toxicological in- 
vestigation, &c , &c. 


SUMMER COURSE OF CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In order that Medical Students may avail themselves of the unusual op- 
portunities for the practical study of disease afforded by the Hospitals o 
this city, the special course of Clinical instruction during the Summer 
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honths begun last year will be continued, and all Matriculated Students 
will be permuted to attend it without charge. This course will commence 
on the 4th July, and terminate on the 23rd Sept., and will consist of a 
daily out door clinic conducted on alternate days, during the first six 
weeks by Professors Howard and McCallum, and during\he last six by 
Professors tenwick and Drake. (Professors Howard and Fenwick — Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays; Professors McCallum and Drake— Tues- 
day, Thursdays and Saturdays.) In addition to the above, daily bed-side 
instruction will be given during the same months, in the wards of the Ge- 
neral Hospital by the attending Physicians, Professors Wright and Me 
Callum. 

The above course of Clinical instruction does not form a necessary 
part of the curriculum, but has been established to allow the student faci- 
lities for acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is not 
otherwise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 

COURSE OP LECTURES UPON HYGIENE. 

A course of twelve lectures upon Hygiene and Public Health will be 
delivered this summer by George Ross, A.M., M.D. They will be be>mn 
during the first week in July, and as it is hoped that they may prove of 
much value to Medical Students, all who may have the opportunity of 
attending are recommended to do so. 


LIBRARY and MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the most 
useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary : the works of 
the older authors as well the most recent. It is open to the Students with- 
out charge, .under necessary regulations for the care of the books. The 
Museum contains a large number of preparations, chiefly Pathological • 
also, wax and papier-mach<$ models. 


HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the instruc- 
tion of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily num- 
ber of beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 14*0, and during 
epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. In addition to the 
Hospital proper, which is devoted to Medical and Surgical cases,there is 
a detached Hospital in which the several forms of Fever may be studied. 
The Governors arc about erecting an hospital for children contiguous to 


the Reid Wing of ihc present building, so that the students will have an 
opportunity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases of suffering 
humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them by infancy, 

adolescence, maturity and declining age. . . 

The large number of outdoor patients that are treated in he ospi- 
tal averaging from sixty to seventy daily— supply illustrations of most of 
the’discases of infants and children, of very many of the eye and skin, and 
of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they do not require ad- 
mission to the wards of an hospital, would not otherwise come under the 
observation of the student, although, on account of their variety and 

frequency, of great importance to the Physician.

The Fortieth Session of this University, being the Twentieth under 
the amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1872. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 
1852, the Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill Coliegc, constitute 
the Corporation of the University; and, under the statutes framed by the 
Board of Governors with approval of the Visitor, have the power of grant- 
ing degrees in all the Arts and Faculties, in McGill College, and in Col- 
leges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on 
the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of per- 
sons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture 
and professional training. In its religious character the University is 
Protestant, but not denominational ; and while all possible attention will 
be given to the character and conduct of students, no interference with 
their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE, 

TnE Faculty of Arts.— T he complete course of study for the Degree 
of B. A. extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and in- 
cludes Classics and Mathematics, Experimental Physics, English Li- 
terature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and 
one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all of which subjects are impera 
tive in the first three years of the Course ; but iu the fourth year 
options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, 
Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Soienco, and Eng- 
lish Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional 
Students. 

The Department of Practical and Applied Science in the 
Faculty of Arts provides professional instruction in Civil En- 
gineering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chem- 
istry ; leading to the Degree of Bachelor of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— T he complete course of study in ^Iedi- 
cine extends over four Sessions, of six mouths each, and leads to 
the degree of M. D., C. M. 

Tiie Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over 
three Sessions of six months each, and leads to the degrees of 
B. C. L. and D. C. L,

The fortieth Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill University 
will be opened on Tuesday 1st October, 1872, with a general Introductory 
Lecture at 11 am. The regular lectures will commence on Wednesday 
the 2nd Oct., at the hours specified in the time table, and will bo continu- 
ed during the six months following. 

It affords the Faculty much pleasure to be able to announce that 
the beautiful and commodious new building erected by the Governors of 
the University for the use of the Medical Faculty, will be ready for occu- 
pation before the opening of the session in October. 

This edifice is unsurpassed on this continent by any building for simi- 
lar purposes, either in size, in the beauty and salubrity of its position, or in 
completeness of adaptation to the various branches of Modern xMedioal 
Teaching. It contuins three spacious and airy Lecture- rooms, an extensive 
Chemical Laboratory, Reading-rooms for the students, Museum, Library, 
&c , and the arrangements for beating and ventilation are as perfect as 
modern science can make them. 

The class-tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges of Great 
Britain end Ireland, the Medical Boards of the Array and Navy, and the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 
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To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British North 
America, where there is r.o division of the profession into Physicians and 
Suro-cons exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of 
« Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery.” This designation is also 
appropriate, as it aerees with the general nature and character of the pre- 
vious curriculum demanded of the candidates for this double rank, as is 
fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons of Lower Canada. • 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best manner 
of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by the 
Faculty : — 

Exclusively of general education, professional reading for some time 
previously to matriculation, is advised as a preparation, whereby fami ia- 
rity with technical terms will be gained, and an insight obtained into the 
subjects o be brought under notice during hetures. 

The student is advised to pass the Matriculation Examination in 
March, so that his four years of pupilage may expire at the close of a 
winter session. A certificate of having passed such examination before the 
examiners appointed by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario 
will be accepted by this University. 

While the University regulations permit, a student tn graduate after 
three year.-’ attendance upon lectures, p'ovided lie furnish p’oof that he 
has studied one year in addition with a private practitioner, yet he is recom- 
mended to devote four sessions to systematic instruction, as less time is 
scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge of the many subjects 
which compose the curriculum. 

Attention is recommended to bo given during the First ecssion lo 
the primary branches on y ; during the Second Session an increase is pro- 
per, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined with such of 
the primary as arc required ; while during the remaining period the cur- 
ricn'um is to be completed. Clinical coupes should not be taken out 
during the first Session. 

As d ily bed-side instruction is essential to the student of medicine, 
tlio undergraduate is earnestly advised to spo r d at least the last two sum- 
mers in availi"g himself of the opportunities afforded by the large hos- 
pitals general and lying in — of our city, in which, moreover, dresserships 

should be obtained. 

Knregistration is necessary every Session ; it is required up-n 
entrance, or as so. n afterwards as po.-siblc, and always before any class- 
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tickets ore procured. Tbe time fixed for losing the Register is annually 
on the fifteenth of November. 

Class-tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out during the 
current session, will nut be granted after its expiration. 

A Medical Session or annus medicus , consists of enregistration and 
attendance upon at least two six months’ courses or one six months’ and 
two three months’ courses. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1. Anatomy.— [Prof Scott ] The importance of Anaiomy, both 
descriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered 
by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration 
of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster 
casts of dissections, plates, &.C., the full size of life. 

The Dissecting Room, which is open from Samto 10 pm — is large, 
well ventilated and supplied with every convenience, such as gas, water 
&c., &c. It is under the direct supervision of the Professor of Anatomy 
aided by the Demonstrator. The Demonstrator is constantly in attend- 
ance during certain hours every day, to direct and instruct students in 
Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily visits the Loom to super- 
intend and examine students engaged in dissection. Abundance of lresh 
material for dissection will be provided. 

2. Chemistry. — [Prof. Craik] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated ; 
and a large portion of the cour.-c is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its 
relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or con- 
nected with Chemistry also engage the attention oi the class. For ex peri- 
mental illustration, abundant apparatus is possessed by the Professor 
am ng which may be enumerated, a powerful Air Pump — Oxy Hydrogen 
Mic oscope— Polariscope — extensive series of Crystal Models— Electrical 
and Galvanic apparatus, Steam engine, Ac., Ac. 

3. Materia Medic a. — [Prof. Wright]— This course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicinal Plants 
(Wagner, Poque, Stevenson and Churchill); by dried specimens; by 
carefully prepared Microscopical objects. Ac., Ac ; Analytical experiments 
with the ordinary reagents arc also shown ; and diagrams with other illus- 
trations, are used. 

4. Institutes op Medicine.— [Prof Fraser]— This course com. 
prises Histology, Physiology, General Pathology a? d Therapeutics. The 
lectures are illustrated by diagrams, plates, and Microscopic preparations 
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of the various tissues, and by Pathological specimens from the Museum. 

5 . Practice of Medicine— [Prof. Howard]— The extensive series 
of plates contained in the Library, (Lebcrt, Cruveilhier, Carswell, Hope, 
Alibcrt, Will an, Bateman, &c., &c.) will be employed ; also Morbid prepa- 
rations and models of diseased parts. 

6 . Surgery.— -[Prof Campbell]— Divided into Principles and Pnc- 
ticc, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited on 
the subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, 
and their uses and applications explained and practically illustrated. 

7 Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum]— Including diseases of females 
and infants, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale, by humid 
preparations; by models in wax; by the use of the artificial Pelvis, and 
by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 

8 . Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Fenwick] — Includes Toxico- 
logy. The modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mortem 
appearances illustrated by plates. Insanity, Public Hygiene and Medical 
Police also form part of the course. 

9. Clinical Surgery —[Prof. Fenwick] — The lectures in this 
course are in illustration of Surgical cases under observation in the Wards 
of the General Hospital. Bed-side instruction is followed up daily and 
all operations are performed in the presence of the class. The lectures 
are illustrated by cases under surgical treatment, by plates, surgical appa- 
ratus, morbid specimens, models and the use of the microscope. 

10. Clinical Medicine. — [Prof. Drake] — Taught by lectures and 
at the bed-side — Physical Diagnosis is taught practically, and each pupil 
required to take part in it. Examination of the urine, chemical and 
microscopical, explained and illustrated. 

11. Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson] — In addition to the 
above classes. Students arc required to attend the course of Botany, on 
which subject separate Lectures are delivered to Medical Students. Medi- 
cal Students will also have access without any additional fee to the Lec- 
tures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, aud to the Natural History 
Museum of the University, and the Museum of the Natural History 
Society of Montreal. (For details see announcement of the Faculty of 
Arts.) 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in 
Botany of the class of the previous Session, for the best Named Collections 
illustrative of the Flora of Canada. The collections, or duplicates of them 
to remain in the College Museum. 


12. Practical Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwnod.]— Thorough in- 
struction is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in 
the splendid new Laboratory of the Faculty under the personal supervi- 
sion of the Professor; and the course includes blowpipe manipulations, 
qualitative and quantitive analysis; toxicological investigation, &c , &c. 

SUMMER COURSE OF CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In order that Medical Students may avail themselves of the unusual 
opportunities for the practical study of disease afforded by the Hospitals 
of this city, the special course of Clinical instruction during the Sum- 
mer months will be continued, and all Hospital Students will be permitted 
to attend it without charge. In addition to the above, daily bed-side 
instruction will be given during the months of July, August and Septem- 
ber in the wards of the General Hospital by the attending Physicians, 
Professors Wright and McCallum. 

The above course of Clinical instruction does not form a necessary 
part of the curriculum, but has been established to allow the student faci- 
lities for acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is not 
otherwise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 

COURSE OF LECTURES UPON HYGIENE. 

A course of twelve lectures upon Hygiene and Publio Health will be 
delivered this summer by George Ros 3 , M.A., M.D. They will com- 
mence during the first week in July, and as it is hoped that th«»y may 
prove of much value to Medical Students, all who may have the opportu- 
nity of attending are recommended to do so. 


LIBRARY and MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the most 
useful boi ks of reference, as well as the most elementary : the works of 
the older authors as we.l the most recent. It : s oj en to the Students with- 
out charge, under necessary regulations for th* care of the books The 
Museum contains a lar r e number of preparations, chiefly Pathological; 
also wax and papier-mache models. A 


HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital afirnds ample moons for the instruc- 
tion of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. r lhe daily number 
of beds occupied, by patients averages from 130 to 140, and during 
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epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. In addition to 
the Hospital proper, which is devoted to Medical and Surgical cases, there 
is a detached Hospital in which the several forms of Fever may be studied. 
The Governors are about erecting an hospital for children contiguous to 
the Reid Wing of the present building, so that the students will have an 
opportunity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases of suffering 
humauity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them by infancy, adoles- 
cence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out door patieuts that are treated in the Hospi- 
tal, averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations of most of 
the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye and skin, and 
of those chronic and ill-defined ailments, which, as they do not require 
admission to the w’ards of an hospital, would not otherwise come under 
the observation of the student, although, on account of their variety and 
frequency, of great importance to the Physician. 

The shipping contributes a great many examples of accidents and sur- 
gical cases. 

The fee for six months’ ticket is Eight Dollars; for perpetual 
Twenty Dollars. 

The Operating Room [used also for a lecture room] is so constructed 
as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining a good view of the 
operations. 

An abstract of the Hospital report for last year is appended to this 
circular. 

The University Lying-in Hospital is under the direction of the Pro- 
fessor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one course of 
hi* lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation ; and they arc advised to 
attend this Institution as much as possible during the Summer, when as 
there arc as many patients and not so many pupils as in the wunter, s lar- 
ger proportion of cases falls to the share of each. Moreover, in this wny 
more attention can be given to their duties daring the wunier. The fee 
for a Six months’ ticket is Five Dollars. 

By the kindness of the authorities of the Grand Trunk and other Rail- 
ways, arrangements have been made by which certified students of this 
University will be granted return tickets from Montreal to any part of their 
lines, for a single fare ; the said tickets to hold good from the close 
of one session to the beginning of the next. Retu.m tickets will also be 
granted for the Christmas vacation.

EXTRACTS FROM TIIE REGULATIONS. 

§ 1. Courses of Lectures, Fees , dec. 

1st Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during tho week, except in 
the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which only two Lectures 
ehall bo required j and ii that of Modioal Jurisprudence, if extended through six 
months, in which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Eaoh Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon tho subjects treated 
of in his preceding Lectures; and every such examination shall be considered a 

L 4th. A roll of the names of tho Studonts attending onoh class shall be called from 
time to time. 



6th. All tickets which hare not a Certificate of attendance attached, shall bo re- 
jected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless the omission 
shall be satisfactorily accounted for. 

Gth. The Fee for each class shall be $12, with the following exceptions; for that 
of Medical Jurisprudence, $10 ; for those of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, 
$6 each ; for Botany and Zoology, $5 ; Practical Anatomy $5. Tho class-foes are 
payable in advance. 

7th. Any Student, after hiving paid the Fees, and attended two courses of any 
class, shall bo ontitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. Tho courses of all th • Class s, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clinical Sur- 
gery and Medical J urisprudence, shall bo of six months* duration; the classes of 
Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery, of three months’ duration; Medical Juris- 
prudence of three months, in which case Five Lectures a week shall bo given; or 
of six months, in which case only three Lectures a week shall be required. 

9 th. Tho courses shall commence on tho first Tuesday of October, and with the ex- 
ception of a vacation at Christmas, ehali continue to the end of March. 

10th. Tho Matriculation Examination shall bo that rceommondod by the Council 
for Medical Education and Registration of Great Britain. Examinations, in conform- 
ity therewith, will be held the lirst Saturday in October and tho last Saturday in 
March of each year. Applications may bo made to the Registrar cf Faculty till tho* 
evening of tho previous day. The requirements of the standard for matriculation 
are “ Compulsory — English Language, including grammar and composition ; 
“Arithmetic, including vulgar and docimal fractions; Algebra, including simple 
“equations; Geometry, first two books of Euclid ; Latin translation and grammar; 

• “ and cnc cf the following optional subjects : — Greek, French, German, Natural Phi- 
losophy, including mechanics, hydrostatics, and pneumatics. 

Graduates in Arts of rocognizod Universities are not required to submit to tho Ma- 
triculation Examination, and a certificate of having passed this examination before 
tho Coilogo of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario will be aoccptodby this Univorsity. 

§ 2 . Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the 
Medical Degree . 

3. All Students desirous of attending tho Medical Lectures, shall at the com- 
mencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences in the Register of the 
Medioal Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of Enregistration for which 
each Studont shall pay a fee of $2 ; excepting in tho Clinical Classes, in which enreg- 
.stiation tor students of other Schools shall not bo compulsory. 

2. The said Register shall be closed on the 1 6th day of November, in each year, 
and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received without previous 
enregistration. 

3. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of 
.'urgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a poriod of at least 
four sessions in this University, or some other University, College, or School of Medi- 
cine, approved of by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied Medicine during at least 
icuryeais, and during that time have attended Lectures for a period of at least three 
Sessions, either in this University, or some other University, College, or School of Me- 

ioine, approved of by this University.

The forty-first Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill University 
will be opened on Wednesday 1st October 1873, with a general Introductory 
Lecture at 11 a.m. The regular lectures will commence on Thursday 
the 2nd Oct., at the hours specified in the time table, and will be continued 
during the six months following. 

It affords the Faculty much pleasure to be able to announce that 
the beautiful and commodious new building erected by the Governors of 
the University for the use of the Medical Faculty, has been completed and 
was occupied by the Faculty during the last Session. 

The following extracts from Professor Wright’s opening lecture, deli 
vered in the new building at the commencement of last Session, will convey 
some idea of the magnitude and completeness of the edifice. 

« The stately building wherein we are met. has been built by the 
Governors of the University out of the funds at their disposal at a cost of 
827,000, in addition to whioh sum the Dean and the Members of the Faculty 
of Medicine have contributed several thousand dollars to complete the in- 
ternal fittings on a corresponding scale.” 

.< The building is 80 feet front by 84 feet 8 inches deep, and 48 feet 
hi"h to the top of the cornice, with a further elevation of 7 feet in the roof. 
The latter is a half mansard, broken by three pediments, and covered 
with slate. The walls are solidly built of cut stone.” 

“ On the east side, facing University street, is the students’ entrance, 
leading into the basement. The lobby lands into a passage which, like the 
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other halls, is 12 feet wide. On its left is a waiting-room, 30 feet by 32 
feet 6 inches, furnished with chairs and tables. It is intended for resort 
during the intervals between lectures, where you may fill up your notes or 
otherwise profitably occupy yourselves. A strip is partitioned off and fitted 
to serve as a cloak room. On the right are the apartments of the care-taker, 
and on this floor are also spare rooms, closets, furnace and fuel cellar. The 
apartments having floors are based with concrete.” 

« On the south side is the main entrance, facing Sherbrooke street. 
Having ascended the flight of stairs in front and crossed the lobby, you 

first meet two apartments, one on either side, * * * * * * ^ or a 

Library and Museum respectively. Behind these are the Chemical class- 
rooms, with the Professor’s room ; the former 30 feet by 46 feet, seated to 
hold 190 comfortably ; and the Laboratory, 32 feet 6 inches by 32 feet, for 
the Practical Chemistry class. It is provided with furnace, balance room, 
and all other necessary requirements. This floor, ‘ the ground floor,’ is 
also approached by a short stair running up from below.” 

« On ‘ the first floor,’ or one above the last, is the General Class-room, 
on the right hand side of the landing. It is 33 feet wide by 43 feet 2 
inches de°ep. It has 1 1 tiers of seats, arranged as in the other class-rooms, 
in trilateral shape, with desks and backs, regularly graded, and able to con- 
tain 208 persons. Into it two doors open, the uppermost one being exclu- 
sively for the convenience of students. Close by are two side rooms, one 
for the use of Professors, the other for the Materia Medica Cabinet. On 
the opposite side is another class-room, the Anatomical, 32 feet 10 inches by 
43 feet, and seated for 180. It is supplied with seven tiers of seats, and is 
well lighted with front and side windows and glazed sky-light. Behind is 
the Dissecting Boom, 56 feet 10 inches long, and 30 feet 2 inches broad, 
provided with sink, lift, as well as all other essential appointments, and 
having its floor covered with lead. At its end are two small rooms, one for 
the Professor, and the other, which opens into it, for the Demonstrator.” 

“ The building will be warmed by hot water in circulation through coils 
and pipes of iron. Fittings are placed wherever gas may be needed. Means 
have been devised to ensure sufficient ventilation, and the acoustic adapta- 
tion of the Lecture rooms has also been regarded. In short, the whole is so 
designed that, when completed, the equal will not be found in any other 
medical school in the Dominion.” 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges of Great 
Britain and Ireland, the Medical Boards of the Army and Navy, and the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 



To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British North 
America where there is no division of the profession into Physicians and 
Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation is that of 
“Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery.” This designation is also 
appropriate, as it agrees with the general nature and character of the pre- 
vious curriculum demanded of the candidates for this double rank, as is 
fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons of Lower Canada, 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best manner 
of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made by the 
Faculty : — 

Exclusively of general education, professional reading for some time 
previously to matriculation, is advised as a preparation, whereby familia- 
rity with technical terms will be gained, and an insight obtained into the 
subjects to be brought under notice during lectures. 

The student is advised to pass the Matriculation Examination in 
March, so that his four years of pupilage may expire at the close of a 
winter session. A certificate of having passed such examination before the 
examiners appointed by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario 
will be accepted by this University. 

While the University regulations permit a student to graduate after 
three years’ attendance upon lectures, provided he furnish proof that he 
has studied one year in addition with a private practitioner, yet he is recom- 
mended to devote four sessions to systematic instruction, as less time is 
scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge of the many subjects 
which compose the curriculum. 

Attention is recommended to be given during the First Session to 
the primary branches only ; during the Second Session an increase is pro- 
per, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined with such of 
the primary as are required ; while during the remaining period the cur- 
iculum is to be completed. 

As daily bed side instruction is essential to the student of medicine 
the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at least the last two sum- 
mers in availing himself of the opportunities afforded by the large hos- 
pitals— general and lying in— of our city, in which, moreover, dresserships 
should be obtained. 

Enregistration is necessary every Session ; it is required upon en- 
trance, or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any class- 
tickets are procured. The time fixed for closing the Register is annually 
on the fifteenth of November. 
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Class-tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out during tlie 
current session, will not be granted after its expiration. 

A Medical Session or annus medicus, consists of enregistration and 
attendance upon at least two six months’ courses or one six months’ and 
two three months’ courses. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1. Anatomy.— [Prof Scott.] The importance of Anatomy, both 


descriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered 
by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration 
of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster 
casts of dissections, plates, &c., the full size of life. 

The Dissecting Room, which is open from 8 a, m. to 10 p. m.— is large, 
well ventilated and supplied with every convenience, such as gas, water, 
&c., &c. It is under the direct supervision of the Professor of Anatomy 
aided by the Demonstrator. The Demonstrator is constantly in attend- 
ance during certain hours every day, to direct and instruct students in 
Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily visits the Room to super- 
intend ariH examine Students engaged in dissection. Abundance of fresh 
material for dissection will be provided. 

2. Chemistry. — [Prof. Craik] — Inorginic Chemistry is fully treated: 
and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its 
relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or con- 
nected with Chemistry also engage the attention of the class. For experi- 
mental illustration, abundant apparatus is possessed by the Professor, 
among which may be enumerated, a powerful Air Pump Oxy-Hydrogen 
Microscope — Polariscope — extensive series of Crystal Models Electrical 
and Galvanic apparatus, Steam engine, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica.— [Prof. Wright]— This course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicinal Plants 
[Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill] ; by dried specimens j by care- 
fully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., &c ; Analytical experiments with 
the ordinary reagents are also shown ; and diagrams with other illustrations 
are used- 

4. Institutes op Medicine. — [Prof. Drake] — This course com 
prises Histology, Physiology, General Pathology and Therapeutics. The 
lectures are illustrated by apparatus, diagrams, plates, and Microscopic pre- 
parations of the various tissues, and by Pathological specimens from the 
Museum. 
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5. Practice op Medicine. — [Prof. Howard.] — The extensive serie 
of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert, Cruveilhier, Carswell, Hope, 
Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c.,) will be employed; also Morbid preparations 
and models of diseased parts. 

6. Surgery. — [Prof. Campbell.] — Divided into Principles and Prac- 
tice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited on the 
subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus exhibited, and 
their uses and applications explained and practically illustrated* 

7. Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallutn.] — Including diseases of females 
and infants, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale, by humid 
preparations; by models in wax; by the use of the artificial Pelvis, and 
by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 

8. Medical Jurisprudence.— [Prof. Fenwick-]— Includes Toxico- 
logy. The modes of testing for poisons are exhibited, and post-mortem- 
appearances illustrated by plates. Insanity, Public Hygiene and Medical 
Police also form part of the course. 

9. Clinical Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick.] — The lectures in this 
course are in illustration of Surgical cases under observation in the Wards 
of the General Hospital. Bed-side instruction is followed up daily and all 
operations are performed in the presence of the class. The lectures are 
illustrated by cases under surgical treatment, by plates, surgical apparatus, 
morbid specimens, models and the use of the microscope. 

10. Clinical Medicine.— [Prof. Ross.]— Taught by lectures and 
at the bed-side — Physical Diagnosis is taught practically, and each pupil 
required to take part in it. Examination of the urine, chemical and 
microscopical, explained and illustrated. 

11. Botany and Zoology.— [Prof. Dawson.]— The course in Bot- 
any is illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope, and 
special instruction will be given in microscopical examination of tissues. 
Students have access without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in 
the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural History Museum of the University 
and the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 

Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in Bot- 
any of the class of the previous Session, for the best Named Collections 
illustrative of the Flora of Canada. The collections, or duplicates of them 
to remain in the College Museum. 

12. Practical Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwood.]— Thorough instruc- 
tion is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in the 
splendid new Laboratory of the Faculty under the personal supervision of 
the Professor ; and the course includes blowpipe manipulations, qualitative 
and quantitive analysis, toxicological investigation, &c., &c. 


Summer Course or Practical CHEMistRT.-For the convenience of 
those students who pass the summer months in the city a summer course 
of Practical Chemistry has been arranged, consisting of the same number 
of lectures and demonstrations, and being in every way equivalent to the 
usual winter course. 

SUMMER COURSE OF CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In order that Medical Students may avail themselves of the unusual 
opportunities for the practical study of disease afforded by the Hospitals of 
this city, the special course of Clinical instruction during the Summer 
months will be continued, and all Hospital Students will be permitted to 
attend it without charge. In addition to the above, daily bed-side instruc- 
tion will be given during the months of July, August and September in 
the wards of the General Hospital by the attending Physicians, Professors 
Wright and McCallum. 

The above course of Clinical instruction does not form a necessary part 
of the curriculum, but has been established to allow the student facilities 
for acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is not otherwise 
occupied in attendance upon lectures. 

COURSE OP LECTURES UPON HYGIENE. 

A course of twelve lectures upon Hygiene and Public Health will be 
delivered this summer by T. G. lloddick, M. D. They will commence 
durin" the first week in July, and as it is hoped that tney may prove of 
much value to Medical Students all who may have the opportunity ot 
attending are recommended to do so. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the most 
useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary ; the works of the 
older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to Students without 
charge, under necessary regulations for the care of the books. The i u- 
scum contains a large number of preparations, chiefly Pathological; also 
wax and papier-mache models. 


HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the instruc- 
tion of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily number of 
beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 140, and during epidemic 
visitations has reached a much higher number. In addition to the IIos- 
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t lbe University Lying-in Hospital is under the direction of the Pro- 
essor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one course of 
his lectures, a, ' C _ furnished with cases in rotation; and they are advised to 
attend this Institution as much as possible during the Summer, when as 
there are as many patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger 
proportion of cases falls to the share of each. Moreover, in this way more 
attention can be given to their duties during the winter. The fee for a six 
months ticket is F ive Dollars. 

By the kindness of the authorities of the Grand Trunk and other Rail- 
ways, arrangements have been made by which certified students of this 
University will be granted return tickets from Montreal to any part of their 
lines at greatly reduced rates; the said tickets to hold good from the close 
of one session to the beginning of the next- Return tickets will also be 
granted for the Ihristmas vacation. 
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PAST SESSION. 

The total number of Students in the past Session was 154, of whom there 
W ere from Ontario 85, from Quebec 53, Nova Scotia 3, New Brunswick 2,

Hy Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
.1 v ® rnorf, > | rincipal and Fellows of McGill College, constitute the Corporation of 
e University; and, under the statutes framed by the Hoard of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting degrees in all the Arts and 
r acuities, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

... "he Statutes and Regulatio r of the University have been framed on the most 
i oral principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possib e facilities for tho attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religions character the University is Protestant, but not denominational; 
and while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of 
students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 


The Faculty or Arts. — The complete course of study for the Degree of B. A. 
extends over four Sessions, of eight months each; and includes Cla^sios and 
Mathematics, Experimental Physics. English Literaturo, Logic, Mental and 
Science, Natural Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all of 
which subjects are imperative in the first two years of the Course; but in 
the third and fourth years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses 
in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and 
English Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional 
Students. 

The Department op Applied Science in the Faculty op Arts provides profes- 
sional instruction in Civil Engineering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, 
and Practical Chemistry, le iding to the Degree of Bachelor of Applied Science 

The Faculty op Medicine. — Tho complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degree of M. D., C. M. 

The Faculty op Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Sessions, 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B. C. L. and D. C. L.

Affiliated Theological Colleges have the right of obtaining for their Students 
the advantage, in whole or in part, of tho course of study in Arts, with such 
facilities in regard to exemptions as may be agreed on. .

It affords the Faculty much pleasure to be able to announce that 
the beautiful and commodious new building erected by the Governors 
of the University for the use of the Medical Faculty, has been 
completed and is now occupied by the Faculty.

While the University regulations permit a student to graduate after 
three years’ attendance upon lectures, provided he furnis proo

less time is scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge 

many subjects which compose the curriculum. 

Attention is recommended to be given during the First Session to 
the primary branches only ; during the Second Session an increase i 
proper and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined with 
S ^f the primary as are required; while during the remaining 
period the curriculum is to be completed. 

As daily bed-side instruction is essential to the student of medicine, 
the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at least the last two 
summers in availing himself of the opportunities afforded by the large 
hospitals — general and lying-in-of our city, m which, moreover, 
dresserships should be obtained. 

Enregistration is necessary every Session it is required upon 
entrance, '"or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before y 
class tickets are procured. The time fined for closing the Register 
annually on the 30th of November. 

Class tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out during 
the current session, will not be granted after its expiration. 

A Medical Session or annas medicus, consists of enregistration <tu 
attendance upon at least two six months’ courses or one six mont s 
and two three months courses* 



COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1. Anatomy. — [Prof. Scott.] The importance of Anatomy, both 
descriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly con- 
sidered by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the 
illustration of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax 
models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, &c., the full size of life. 

The Dissecting Room, which is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. — is 
largo, well ventilated and supplied with every convenience, such as 
gas, water, &c., &c. It is under the direct supervision of the Professor 
of Anatomy aided by the Demonstrator. The Demonstrator is con- 
stantly in attendance during certain hours every day, to direct and 
instruct students in Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily 
visits the Room to superintend and examine Students engaged in 
dissection. Abundance of fresh material for dissection will be 
provided. 

2. Chemistry. — [Prof. Craik] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully 
treated : and a large portion of the course is devoted to Orgauic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, amoag which may be enumerated, a power- 
ful Air Pump— Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope— Polariscope— extensive 
series of Crystal Models — Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, Steam 
engine, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright] — This course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicinal 
Plants [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill] ; by dried speci- 
mens ; by oarefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., &c ; Analy- 
tical experiments with the ordinary reagents are also shown , and 
diagrams with other illustrations are used. 

4. Institutes op Medicine.— [Prof. Drake]— This course com- 
prises Histology, Physiology, Genend Pathology and Therapeutics. 
The lectures are illustrated by apparatus, diagrams, plates and 
Microscopic preparations of the various tissues, and by Pathological 
specimens from the Museum. 

5. Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard.]— The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert, Cruveilhier, Cars 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c.,) will be employed; also 
Morbid preparations and models of diseased parts.

Summer Course of Practical Chemistry.— For the convenience 
of those students who pass the summer months in the city, a summer 
course of Practical Chemistry has been arranged, consisting of the 
same number of lectures and demonstrations, and being in every way 
equivalent to the usual winter course. 

SUMMER COURSE OF CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

In order that Medical Students may avail themselves of the unusual 
opportunities for the practical study of disease afforded by the Hospitals 
of this city, the special course of Clinical instruction during the 
Summer months will be continued, and all Hospital Students will be 
permitted to attend it without charge. In addition to the above, daily 
bed-side instruction will be given during the months of July, August 
and September in the wards of the General Hospital by the attending 
Physicians, Professors Wright and McCallum. 

The above course of Clinical instruction does not form a necessary 
part of the curriculum, but has been established to allow the student 
facilities for acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is 
not otherwise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 

COURSE OF LECTURES UPON HYGIENE. 

A course of twelve lectures upon Hygiene and Public Health will 
be delivered this summer by T. G. Roddick, M. D. They will com- 
mence during the first week in July, and as it is hoped that they may 
prove of much value to Medical Students all who may have the 
opportunity of attending are recommended to do so. 

LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the most 
useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary ; the works 
of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to Students 
without charge, under necessary regulations for the care of the books.

7 th. Any Student, after having paid the Fees, and attended two courses of any 
class* shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

Sth The courses of all the classes, except those of Clinical Medicine, Clinical 
Surgery and Med.cal Jurisprudence, shall be of six month’s duration, the classes 
of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months dura ton Med. c. 
Jurisprudence of three months, in which case Five Lectures a week shall be given , 
or of six months, in which case only three Lectures a week shall be required. 

oth. The courses shall commence on the first week of October, and with the 
exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of March. 

toth. The Matriculation Examination shall l>e that recommended by the 
Council for Medical Education and Registration of Great Britain. Examinations 
in conformity therewith, will be held the first Saturday m October and the las 
Saturday in March of each year, Applications may be made to the Registrar o 
the Faculty till the evening of the previous day. l'he requirements of the stand- 
ard for matriculation are Com;,ulsory-English Language, including grammar 
“and composition ; Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal fractions; Alge ra, 
“including simple equations ; Geometry, first two books of Euclid; La m, 
“translation and grammar ; and one of the following optional subjects ; Gieek 
“ French, German, Natural Philosophy, including mechanics, hydrostatics, and 
“ pneumatics. 

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required to submit to the 
Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of having passed this Examination 
before the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario will be accepted by this 


University. 

§ 2. Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the 
Medical Degree . 

AH Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall at the com- 
mencement of each Session, enrol their names and residence in the Register o 
the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of Enregisti ation, <- 
which each Student shall pay a fee of $2 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, m 
which enregistration for students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

2. The said Register shall be closed on the last day of November, in each year, 
and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received vvltloUl 
previous enre nstration. 
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3« No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a period of at 
least four sessions in this University, or some other University, College, or School 
of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied Medicine 
dining at least four years, and during that time have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least three Sessions, either in this University, or some other Univer- 
sity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University. 

4. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials ot attendance

5th. The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during twelve 
months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some other 
Hospital approved of by this University. 

6th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six months 
the practice of the University or other Lying-in Hospital approved of by this 
University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

7th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at leaet One Session of this University, and during that 
Session one full course of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

8th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

9th. Every Candidate for the Degree must on or before , the Fifteenth ot 
February present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or Inaugural 
Dissertation, written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or 
Surgical Science, in the Latin, English or French Language. He must at the 
same time deliver to the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate: —

The forty-third Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill Uni- 
versity will be opened on Friday, October, ist 1S75, with a gene- 
ral Introductory Lecture at 11 a.m. The regular lectures will 
commence on Monday the 4th Oct., at the hours specified in the time 
table, and will be continued during the six months following. 

It affords the Faculty much pleasure to be able to announce 
that the beautiful and commodious new building erected by the 
Governors of the University for the use of the Medical Faculty, has 
been completed and is now occupied by the Faculty. 

The class tickets for the vaiious courses are accepted as quali- 
fying candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the Medical Boards of the Army and 
Navy, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery.” 
This designation is also appropriate, as it agrees with the general 
nature and character of the previous curriculum demanded of the can- 
didates for this double rank, as is fully specified hereafter. The 
degree is received by the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Lower Canada. 
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To intending students desirous of information upon the best 
manner of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made 
by the Faculty : — 

Exclusive of general education, professional reading for some 
time previous to matriculation, is advised as a preparation, whereby 
familiarity with technical terms will be gained, and an insight 
.obtained into the subjects to be brought under notice during lectures. 

The student is advised to pass the Matriculation Examination 
in March, so that his four years of pupilage may expire at the close 
of a winter sess : on. A certificate of having passed such examination 
before the examiners appointed by the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario will be accepted by this University. 

While the University regulations permit a student to graduate 
after three years’ attendance upon lectures, provided he furnish proof 
that he has studied one year in addition with a private practitioner, 
yet he is recommended to devote four sessions to systematic instruc- 
tion, as less time is scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge 
of the many subjects which compose the curriculum. 

Attention is recommended to be given during the First Session 
•to the primary branches only ; during the Second Session an increase 
is proper, and two of the final courses may be profitably conjoined 
with such of the primary as are required ; while during the remaining 
period the curriculum is to be completed. 

As daily bed-side instruction is essential to the student of 
medicine, the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at least 
the last two summers in availing himself of the opportunities afforded 
by the large hospitals— general and lying in— of our city ; in which, 
moreover, dresserships should be obtained. 

- Enregistration is necessary every Session. It is required upon 
entrance, or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any 
class tickets are procured. The time fixed for closing the Register 
is annually on the 30th of November. 

Class tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out during 
the current session, will not be granted after its expiration. 

A Medical Session cr annus mcdicus, consists of enregistration 
and attendance upon at least two six months’ courses or one six 
months’ and two three months’ courses. 
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COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1. Anatomy. — [Prof. Scott.] The importance of Anatomy, both 
descriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly con- 
sidered by the Prolessor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the 
illustration of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax 
models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, &c., the full size of life. 

The Dissecting Room, which is open from 8 am. to 10 p.m. — is 
large, well ventilated rnd supplied with every convenience, such as 
gas, water, &c., &c. It is under the direct supervision of the Professor 
of Anatomy aided by the Demonstrator. The Demonstrator is con- 
stantly in attendance during certain hours every day, to direct and 
instruct students in Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily 
visits the Room to superintend and examine Students engaged in 
dissection. Abundance of fresh material for dissection will be 
provided. 

2. Chemistry. — [Prof. Craik.] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully 
treated : and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump — Oxy-Hydrogcn Microscope — Polariscope — 
extensive series of Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic appa- 
ratus, Steam engine, &c., &c., * 

3. Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright] — This course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicinal 
Plants [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill] ; by dried speci- 
mens ; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., &c ; Analy- 
tical experiments with the ordinary reagents are also shown, and 
diagrams with other illustrations are used. • 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Osier]—' This course com- 
prises Histology, Physiology, and General Pathology. The lectures 
are illustrated bv apparatus, diagrams, plates, and Microscopic 
preparations of * c various tissues, and by Pathological specimens 
from the Museum. Extra demonstrations are held every Saturday 
afternoon. Voluntary courses of three months each on Practical 
Physiology and Microscopy, are organized throughout the entire year. 

* Students are permitted, if desired, to be examined upon this branch 
separately, after having attended two six months’ courses. 
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5. Practice of Medicine. — [Prof Howard.] — The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert, Cruveilhier, Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c.,) will be employed; also 
Morbid preparations and models of diseased parts. 

6. Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick.] — Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomyand Operative Surgery, exhibited 
on the subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatu 
exhibited, and their uses and applications explained and practically 
illustrated. 

7. Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum.] — Including diseases of 
females and infants ; illustrated by a series of drawings on a large 
scale, by humid preparations, by models in wax, by the use of the 
artificial Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital 

8. Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Gardner.] — Includes 
Insanity and Toxicology. The modes of testing for poisons are 
exhibited, and post-mortem appearances illustrated by plates. 

9. Clinical Surgery. — [Prof. Roddick.] — The lectures in this 
course are in illustration of Surgical cases under observation in the 
Wards of the General Hospital. Bed-side instruction is followed up 
daily, and all operations are performed in the presence of the class. 
The lectures are illustrated Ify cases under surgical treatment, by 
plates, surgical apparatus, morbid specimens, models and the use of 
the microscope. 

10. Clinical Medicine. — [Prof. Ross.] — Taught by lectures 
and at the#bed-side — Physical Diagnosis is taught practically, and 
each pupil required to take part in it. Examination of the Urine, 
chemical and microscopical, explained and illustrated. 

11. Hygiene and Public Health. — [Prof. Godfrey.] — A 
course of twelve or more lectures will be delivered on this subject ; 
and as it is one of great and increasing importance, all Students are 
earnestly recommended to attend. 

12. Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson.]— The course in 
Botany is illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the micros- 
cope, and special instruction will be given in microscopical examina- 
tion of tissues. Stildents have access without any additional fee to 
the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural 
History Museum of the University and the Museum of the Natural 
History Society of Montreal. 
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Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Studcn-s in 
Botany of the class of the previous Session, for the best Named Col- 
lections illustrative of the Flora cf Canada. The collections, or 
duplicates of them to remain in the College Museum. 

x 3* Practical Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwood.]— Thorough in- 
struction is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry 
in the splendid new Laboratory of the Faculty, under the personal 
supervision of the Professor. The course includes blowpipe mani- 
pulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological 
investigations, &C., &c. 

Summer Course of Practical Chemistry. — For the conveni- 
ence of those students who pass the summer months in the city, a 
summer course of Practical Chemistry has been arranged, consisting 
of the same number of lectures and demonstrations, and being in 
every way equivalent to the usual winter course. 

SUMMER course of clinical instruction. 

In order that Medical Students may avail themselves of the 
unusual opportunities for the practical study of disease afforded by 
the Hospitals of this city, the special course of Clinical instruction 
during the Summer months will be continued, and all Hospital 
Students will be permitted to attend it without charge. In addition 
to the above, daily bed-side instruction will be given during the 
months of July, August and September in the wards of the General 
Hospital by the attending Physicians. 

The above course of Clinical instruction does not form a 
necessary part of the curriculum, but has been established to allow 
the student facilities for acquiring practical knowledge of disease, 
when his time is not otherwise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the 
most useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the care of 
the books. The Museum contains a large number of preparations, 
chiefly Pathological ; also wax and papier-mache models. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 140, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. In 
addition to the Hospital proper, which is devoted to Medical and 
Surgical cases, there is a detached Hospital in which the several forms 
of Fever may be studied. The Governors have also erected an Hospi- 
tal for Children, contiguous to the Reid Wing of the present building. 
The students hare thus an opportunity of becoming familiar with ^ 
nearly all the diseases of suffering humanity, and with the peculiarities 
imparted to them by infancy, adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily— supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the 
eye and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments, which, 
as they do not require admission to the wards of an hospital, would 
not otherwise come under the observation of the student, although, 
on account of their variety and frequency, of great importance to 
the Physician. 

The shipping contributes a great many examples of accidents 
and surgical cases. 

The fee for a six months’ ticket is Eight Dollars ; for a perpe- 
tual ticket Twenty Dollars. 

The Operating Room (used also fora lecture room) is so 
constructed as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining a 
good view of tlie operations. 

The University Lying-in Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation; and they 
are advised to attend this Institution as much as possible during the 
Summer, when as there are as many patients and not so many pupils 
as in winter, a larger proportion of cases falls to the share of each. 
"Moreover, in this way more attention can be given to their duties 
during the winter. The fee for a six months’ ticket is Five Dollars. 

By the kindness of the authorities of the Grand Trunk and other 
Railways, arrangements have been made by which certified students of 
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this University will be granted return tickets from Montreal to any 
part of their lines at greatly reduced rates ; the said tickets to hold 
good from the close of one session to the beginning of the next. 
Return tickets will also be granted for the Christmas vacation

§ 3 . Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the 
Medical Degree, 

1. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall at the 
commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences in the Register 
of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of Enregistration 
for which each Student shall pay a fee of $4 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes’ 
in which enregistration for students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. ’ 

2. The said Register shall be closed on 'the last day ot November, in each 
year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be received without 
previous enregistration. 

3. No one shall bc admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either 1st, have attended Lectures for a period 
ot at least four session in this University, or some other University, College or 
School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or 2ndly, have studied 
Medicine during at least four years, and during that time have attended Lectures 
for a period of at least three Sessions, either in this University, or some other 
L mversity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University.

Provided, however that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely the 
same as those above stated may be presented and accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during 
twelve months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some 
other Hospital approved of by this University. 

6th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in Hospital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

7th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, and during that 


Session one full course of all the branches included in its curriculum. 


Sth. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

9th. Every Candidate foi the Degree must on or before the Fifteenth of 
February present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or Inaugural 
Dissertation, written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or 
Surgical Science, in the Latin, English or French Language. He must at the 
same time deliver to the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate

ioth. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall be : — 

(1) The private examination of his Thesis as evidence both of Medical and 
general acquirements, followed (if approved) by its public defence. 

(2) A general examination on all the branches of Medical and Surgical 
Science, oral, and by written papers. 

(3) The Clinical Professors shall conduct the examinations of members of 
their, classes at the bed-side, submitting to them cases for diagnosis and treatment 
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in the wards of the Hospital; Ihey shall also in Estimating the standing of mem* 
bers of their classes, and the number of marks to be awarded, take into account 
the regularity of their attendance and the diligence and care they evince in report- 
ing cases. 

These examinations will be divided into Primary and Final, the former com- 
prehending Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, Institutes of Medicine, and 
Botany or Zoology ; the latter — Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, and 
Medical Jurisprudence. It will be optional with the student to present himself 
for the Primary Examination at the end of the Third Session or the Third Year.

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The Forty-fourth Session of this University, being the Twenty-fourth under 
the amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1876. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and bellows of McGill College, constitute the Corporation of 
the University; and, under the statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
b acuities, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the 
most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the 
greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional 
training. In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denomina- 
tional ; and while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct 
of students, no interierenee with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

1. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study for the Degree of B. A. 
\ extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and includes Classics and 
Mathematics, Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and 
Moral Science, Natural Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all 
of which subjects are imperative in the first two years of the Course ; but in 
the third and fourth years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses 
in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science and 
English Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional 
Students. 

The Department of Applied Science in the Faculty of Arts provides 
professional instruction in Civil Engineering, Mining Engineering and 
Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading to the Degree of Bachelor of 
Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degree of M. D., C. M. 
The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Ses- 
sions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B. C. L. and D. C. L. 

11. AFFILIATED COLLEGE. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in T the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College. 

Morrin College, Quebec , — Is affiliated in so far as regards degrees in Arts and 
Law.

Matriculation Examiner of the Faculty.— Professor H. Aspinwall Howe, LL.D. 

The forty-fourth Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill Uni- 
versity will be opened on Monday October, 2nd I876, with a general 
Introductory Lecture at 11 a.m. The regular lectures will commence 
on Tuesday the 3rd Oct., at the hours specified in the time-table, 
and will be continued during the six months following. 

It affords the Faculty much pleasure to be able to announce that 
the beautiful and commodious new building erected by the Governors 
of the University for the use of the Medical Faculty, has been com- 
pleted and is now occupied by the Faculty. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualify- 
ing candidates for examination before the Universities and Colleges 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the Medical Boards of the Army and 
Navy, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians aud Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery.” 
This designation is also appropriate, as it agrees with the general 
nature and character of the previous curriculum demanded of the 
candidates for this double rank, as is fully specified hereafter. The 
degree is received by the College of [Physicians and Surgeons of 
Lo wer Canada. 
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To intending students desirous of information upon the best 
manner of pusuing their studies, the following suggestions are made 
by the Faculty : — 

Exclusive of general education, professional reading for some 
time previous to matriculation, is advised as a preparation, whereby 
familiarity with technical terms will be gained and an insight obtain- 
ed into the subjects to be brought under notice during lectures. 

The student is advised to pass the Matriculation Examination 
in March so that his four years of pupilage may expire at the close 
of a winter session. A certificate of having passed such examination 
before the examiners appointed by the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario will be accepted by this University. 

N. B. The Medical Council of Ontario now requires all students 
from that Province to pass their Matriculation Examination in Ontario 
before pursuing their studies elsewhere . 

While the University regulations permit a student to graduate 
after three years’ attendance upon lectures, provided he furnish proof 
that he has studied one year in addition with a private practitioner, 
yet he is recommended to devote four sessions to systematic instruc- 
tion, as less time is scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge 
of the many subjects which compose the curriculum. 

As daily bed-side instruction is essential to the student of 
medicine, the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at least 
the last two summers in availing himself of the opportunities afforded 
by the large hospitals-— general and lying in — of our city ; in which, 
moreover, dresserships should be obtained. 

Enregistration is necessary every Session. It is required upon 
entrance, or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any 
class tickets are procured. The time fixed for closing the Register 
is annually on the 30th of November, 

Class tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out during 
the current session will not be granted after its expiration. 

A Medical Session or annus medicus , consists of enregistration 
and attendance upon at least two six months’ courses or one six 
months’ and two three months’ courses. 
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COURSES OF LECTURES. 


1. Anatomy. — [Prof. Scott] — The importance of Anatomy, both 
descriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly con- 
sidered by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the 
illustration of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax 
models, plaster casts of dissections, plates &c, the full size of life. 

The Dissecting Room, which is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. — is 
arge, well ventilated and supplied with every convenience, such as 
gas, water, &c., &c. It is under the direct supervision of the Professor 
of Anatomy aided by the Demonstrators. The Demonstrators are 
constantly in attendance during certain hours every day, to direct and 
instruct students in Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily 
visits the Room to superintend and examine Students engaged in 
dissection. Abundance of fresh imaterial for dissection will be 
provided. 

2. Chemistry.* — [Prof. Craik.] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully 
treated : and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its 'relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a power, 
ful Air Pump — Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope — Polariscope — extensive 
series of Models of Crystals — Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, Steam 
engine, &c., &c. 

3. Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright] — This course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medicinal 
Plants [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill] ; by dried speci- 
mens ; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., &c. Analy- 
tical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are also shown, and 
diagrams with other illustrations are used. 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Osier] — This course com- 
prises Histology, Physiology, and General Pathology. The lectures 
are illustrated by apparatus, diagrams, plates, and Microscopic 
preparations of the various tissues, and by Pathological specimens 
from the Museum. Extra demonstrations are held every Saturday 
afternoon. Voluntary Courses of three months each on Practical 
Physiology and Microscopy, are organized throughout the entire year. 

* Students are permitted, if desired, to be examined upon this branch 
separately, at the end of their second medical year, after having attended two 
six months’ courses. - 
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5 . Pract.ce of Medicine. [Prof. Howard ]-The extensive 
series 5 of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert, Cruve.lh.er Cars- 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c.,) will be employed ; also 
Morbid preparations and Models of diseased parts. 

6 Surgery -[Prof. Fenwick.}— Divided into Principles and 
Pratice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited 
on the subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus 
exhibited, and their uses and applications explained and pratically 

illustrated. ,. , 

7 Midwifery.— [Prof. McCallum.]— Including diseases of 

females and infants ; illustrated by a series of drawings on a large 
scale, by humid preparations, by models in wax, by the use of the 
artifical Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 

8 . Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Gardner.] — Includes 
Insanity and Toxicology. The modes of testing for poisons are 
exhibited, and post-mortem appearences illustrated by plates. 

9 . Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Roddick.]— The Lectures in this 
course are in illustration of Surgical cases under observation in the 
Wards of the General Hospital. Bed-side instruction is followed up 
daily, and all operations are performed in the presence of the class. 
The lectures are illustrated by cases under surgical treatment, by 
plates, surgical apparatus, morbid specimens, models and the use of 
the microscope. 

10. Clinical Medicine.— [Prof. Ross.]— Taught by lectures 
and at the bed-side— Physical Diagnosis is taught practically, and 
each pupil required to take part in it. Examination of the Urine, 
chemical and microscopical, explained and illustrated. 


11. Hygiene and Public Health.— [Prof. Godfrey.]— A 
course of twelve or more lectures will be delivered on this subject ; 
and as it is one of great and increasing importance, all Students are 
earnestly recommended to attend. 

12. Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson.} — The course in 
Botany is illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the micros- 
cope. Students have access without any additional fee to the lectures 
in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural History Museum 
of the University and the Museum of the Natural History Society 
of Montreal. 


Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in 
Botany of the class of thepievious Session, for the best Named Col- 
lections illustrative of the Flora of Canada. The collections, or 
duplicates of them, to remain in the College Museum. 

13. Practical Chemistry. — [Prof. Girdwood.] — Thorough in- 
v struction is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry 

in the splendid new Laboratory of the Faculty, under the personal 
supervision of the Professor. The course includes blowpipe mani- 
pulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological inves- 
tigations, &c., &c. 

Summer Course of Practical Chemistry. — For the conveni- 
ence of those students who pass the summer months in the city, a 
summer course of Practical Chemistry has been arranged, consisting 
of the same number of lectures and demonstrations, and being in 
every way equivalent to the usual winter course. 


SUMMER SESSION. 


In order that the unusual advantages afforded by the Hospitals 
and other Institutions of the city, for the practical study of different 
branches of the Profession may be rendered as fully available to 
Students as possible, a three months Summer Session has been 
established. 

The Summer Session does not form a necessary part of the 
curriculum, but has been established to allow the student facilities 
for acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is no 
otherwise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 

Further particulars of the Summer Session will be found at the 
end of this announcement. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM 


The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the 
most useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary ; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the care of 
the books. The Museum contains a large number of preparations, 
chiefly Pathological ; also wax and papier-mache models. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 140, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. In 
addition to the Hospital proper, which is devoted to Medical and 
Surgical cases, there is a detached Hospital in which the several forms 
of Fever may be studied. The Governors have also erected an Hospi- 
tal for Children, contiguous to the Reid Wing of the present building. 
The students have thus an opportunity of becoming familiar with 
nearly all the diseases of suffering humanity, and with the peculiarities 
imparted to them by infancy, adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the 
eye and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments, which ( 
as they do not require admission to the wards of an hospital, would 
not otherwise come under the observation of the student, although, 
on account of their variety and frequency, of great importance to 
the Physician. 

The shipping contributes a great many examples of accidents 
and surgical cases. 

Arrangements are now in progress for the appointment of an 
Ophthalmic and Aural Surgeon to the Hospital, giving to students an 
opportunity of becoming familiar with all classes of diseases of the 
Eye and Ear, and with the latest and most approved methods of 
treatment for their alleviation and cure. 

The fee for a six months’ ticket is Eight Dollars ; for a perpe- 
tual ticket Twenty Dollars if paid in advance. Twenty-four Dollars 
if not paid in advance. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so 
constructed as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining a 
good view of the operations. 

The University Lying in Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation ; and they 
are advised to attend this Institution as much as possible during the 
Summer, when as there are as many patients and not so many pupils

as in winter, a larger proportion of cases falls to the share of each. 
Moreover, in this way more attention can be given to their duties 
during the winter. The fee for a six months’ ticket is Five Dollars. 

By the kindness of the authorities of the Grand Trunk and other 
Railways, arrangements have been made by which certified students of 
this University will be granted return tickets from Montreal to any 
part of their lines at greatly reduced rates \ the said tickets to hold 
good from the close of one session to the beginning of the next. 
Return tickets will also be granted for the Christmas vacation.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGULATIONS. 

§ /. Courses of Lectures , Fees, &c. 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which only 
two Lectures shall be required ; and in that of Medical Jurisprudence, if 
extended through six months, in which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 



2nd. Each Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be consi- 
dered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be called 
from time to time. 

5th. All tickets which have not a certificate of attendance attached, shall be 
rejected when presented as testimonials previous to examination, unless the 
omission shall be satisfactorily accounted for. 

6th. 1 he bee for each class shall be $12, with the following exceptions; 
for that of Medical Jurisprudence, $io ; for Botany and Zoology, $5 ; Practical 
Anatomy $6 The class-fees are payable in advance. 

7th. Any Student, after having paid the Fees, and attended two courses of 
any class, shall be entitled to a perpetual ticket for that class. 

8th. The courses of all the classes, except those b( Clinical Medicine, Clini- 
cal Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, shall be of six months’ duration, the 
classes of Clinical Medicine and of Clinical Surgery of three months’ duration. 
Medical Jurisprudence of three months, in whiclTCase Five lectures a week shall 
be given ; or of six months, in which case only three Lectures a week shall be re- 
quired. 

9th. The courses shall commence on the first week of October, and with 
the exception of a vacation at Christmas, shall continue to the end of March. 

10. The Matriculation Examination shall be that recommended by the 
Council for Medical Education and Registration of Great Britain. Examinations 
in conformity therewith, will be held the first Saturday in October and the last 
Saturday in March of each year. Applications may be made to the Registrar of 
the Faculty till the evening of the previous day. The requirements of the stand- 
ard for matriculation are : — “ Compulsory — English Language, including grammar 
and composition ; Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal fractions ; Algebra 
“including simple equations; Geometry, first two books of Euclid; Latin 
“ translation and grammar : — and one of the following optional subjects: — Greek, 
French, German, Natural Philosophy, including mechanics, hydrostatics, and 
“pneumatics.” * 

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required to submit to 
the Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of having passed this Examina- 
tion before the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario will be accepted 
by this University. 

§ 2. Qualifications and Studies of Students and Candidates for the 
Medical Degree. 

I. All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures, shall at the 
commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences in the Register 
of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Registrar a ticket of Enregistration, 
for which each Student shall pay a fee of $4 ; Excepting in the Clinical Classes, 
in which enregistration for students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 


2. The said Register shall be closed on the last day ot November in each 
year, and no tickets obtained from any of the* Professors shall be received without 
previous Enregistration. 

3. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either: — 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University ;or 2ndly, 
have studied medicine during at least four years, and during that time have at- 
tended Lectures for a period of at least three six months’ Sessions, either in this 
University, or some other University, College, or School of Medicine, approved 
of by this University. 

4. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of attend- 
ance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz : —

Provided however that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely the 
same as those above stated, may be presented and accepted. 

5th. The Candidate must give proof by ticket, of having attended during 
twelve months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some 
other Hospital approved of by this University. 

6th. He must also give proof by ticket, of having attended at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in Hospital approved of by 
this U niversity, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

7th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, and one full course 
of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

8th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

9th. Every Candidate for the Degree must on or before the Fifteenth of 
February present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and also a Thesis or Inaugural 
Dissertation, written by himself, on some subject connected with Medical or 
Surgical Science, in the Latin, English or French Language. He must at the 
same time deliver to the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate : —

loth. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall be : — 

(1) The private examination of his Thesis as evidence both of Medical and 
general acquirements, followed (if approved) by its public defence. 

(2) A general examination on all the branches of Medical and Surgical 
Science, oral, and by written papers. 

( 3 ) The Clinical Professors shall conduct the examinations of members of 
their classes at the bed-side, submitting to them cases for diagnosis and treatment 
in the wards of the Hospital ; they shall also in estimating the standing of mem- 
bers of their classes, and the number of Marks to be awarded, take into account 
the regularity of their attendance and the diligence and care they evince in report- 
ing cases. 

These examinations will be divided into Primary and Final, the former com- 
prehending Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, Institutes of Medicine, and 
Botany or Zoology ; the latter — Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, Clinical 
Medicine, Clinical Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence. It will be optional with 
the student to present himself for the Primary Examination at the end of the Third 
Session or the Third Year, for Botany at the end of the First Year and for 
Chemistry at the end of the Second Year. 

nth. The following Oath or affirmation, will be exacted from the Candi- 
date before receiving his degree.

12. The Fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery shall 
be twenty dollars, to be paid by the successful candidate immediately after 
examination, together with a Registration Fee of one dollar. 

13th. The money arising from the P'eesof Graduation, as well as those of 
Enregistration, shall be applied to the enlargement of the Medical Library and 
Museum, and to defraying their expenses.

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The Forty-fifth Session of this University, being the Twenty-fifth under the 
amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1S77. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College, constitute the Corporation of 
the University; and, under the statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the 
most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the 
greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional 
training. In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denomina- 
tional ; and while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct 
of students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

1. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study for the Degree of B. A. 
\ extends over four Sessions, of eight months each ; and includes Classics and 
Mathematics, Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and 
Moral Science, Natural Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all 
. of which subjects are imperative in the first two years of the Course ; but in 
the third and fourth years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses 
in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science and 
English Literature. Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional 
Students. 

The Department of Applied Science in the Faculty of Arts provides 
professional instruction in Civil Engineering, Mining Engineering and 
Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading to the Degree of Bachelor of 
Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degree of M. D., C. M . 
The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Ses- 
sions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B. C. L. and D. C. L. 

11. AFFILIATED COLLEGE. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in’the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College.

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as quali- 
fying candidates for examination before the Universities and Col- 
leges of Great Britain and Ireland, the Medical Boards of the Army 
and Navy, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in 
British North America, where there is no division of the profession 
into Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
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graduation is that of i( Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery, 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curricu- 
lum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

To intending students desirous of information upon the best 
manner of pursuing their studies, the following suggestions are made 
by the Faculty. 

•The student is advised to pass the Matriculation Examination 
in March, so that his four years of pupilage may expire at the close 
of a winter session. A certificate of having passed such examination 
before the examiners appointed by the Colleges of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario and Quebec, will be accepted by this University. 

N. B. The Medical Council of Ontario now requires all students 
from that Province to pass their Matriculation Examination in Ontario 
before Pursuing their studies elsewhere . 

While the University regulations permit a student to graduate 
after three years’ attendance upon lectures, provided he furnish proof 
that he has studied one year in addition with a private practitioner, 
yet he is recommended to devote four sessions to systematic instruc- 
tion, as less time is scarcely sufficient for acquiring a fair knowledge 
of the many subjects which compose the curriculum. 

As daily bed-side instruction is essential to the student of 
medicine, the undergraduate is earnestly advised to spend at least 
the last two summers in availing himself of the opportunities afford- 
ed by the large hospitals — general and lying-in— of our city ; in 
which, moreover, dresserships should be obtained. 

Enregistration is necessary every Session. It is required upon 
entrance, or as soon afterwards as possible, and always before any 
class tickets are procured. The time fixed for closing the Register 
is annually on the 30th of November. 

Class tickets are payable in advance, and if not taken out during 
the current session will not be granted after its expiration. 

A Medical Session or annus medicus , consists of enregistration 
and attendance upon at least two six months’ courses or one six 
months’ and two three months’ courses. 


RECENT REGULATIONS. 

Attention is here directed to certain changes in the Medical 
Curriculum of the University, also to the matriculation require- 
ments of the new Quebec Medical Act. 

(i.) A practical examination in Anatomy will form part of the Primary Ex 
amination. 

(2.) Medical and Surgical Anatomy will form part of the practical examina- 
tion by the Clinical Professors. 

(3.) The attendance upon the lectures on Hygiene is compulsory. 

(4.) Students may present themselves for examination in Materia Medica at 
the end of the second year. 

( 5 *) The section in clause 9 of the Qualifications for the Degree in Medicine 
relating to the Thesis or Inaugural Dissertation is cancelled. 

(6.) Eighteen months’ Hospital attendance is required instead of twelve. 

(7.) A certificate of having compounded Medicines for six months’ is neces- 
sary to qualify for Degree. 


It is important that every Student belonging to the Province of 
Quebec should know that a new Medical Act, 40 Vic., 29 chap., 
was passed at the last meeting of the Legislature of this Province 
the VIII section of which is as follows : — 

“ From and after the passing of this act, no person shall be admitted as a 
student of medicine, surgery or midwifery, unless he shall have obtained a certifi- 
cate of qualification from the Provincial Medical Board,’ and no one shall be 
entitled to the licence of the college on presentation of a Diploma unless he has 
been previously admitted to the study of medicine in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, or unless he has passed an equivalent preliminary examination 
before an authorized College or Licensing Board in Her Majesty's Dominions, 
acceptable to the Board created by this Act.” 

The Matriculation Examination is conducted by Examiners 
appointed by the “ Provincial Medical Board,” and the examinations 
are held twice a year, viz.,— upon Wednesday of the week after 
Easter at Montreal, and again upon the last Wednesday but oneof 
the month of September at Quebec. 

The requirements of the standard for the Matriculation are 
English and French, Latin, geography, history, arithmetic, algebra, 
geometry, belle 4 ettres , and any one ot the following subjects, Greek’ 
natural and moral philosophy. 

The fee for the Matriculation Examination is $10, one half of 
which will be returned to unsuccessful candidates. 

The Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario is accepted from Students belonging to 
that Province. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination required by the new Medical Act, three six months’ 
sessions, at least, must be attended at a University, College, or In- 
corporated School of Medicine recognized by the “ Provincial 
Medical Board,” and the first session must be attended during the 
year immediately succeeding the Matriculation Examination. 





COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1. Anatomy.— [Prof. Scott.] The importance of Anatomy, both 
descriptive and in its relations to Medicine and Surgery, is duly con- 
sidered by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the 
illustration of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax 
models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, See., the full size of life. 

I he Dissecting Room, which is open from 8 a.m. to io p.m. is 

large, well ventilated and supplied with every convenience, such as 
gas, water, See., Sec. It is under the direct supervision of the Professor 
of Anatomy aided by the Demonstrators. The Demonstrators arc con- 
stantly in attendance during certain hours every day, to direct and 
instruct students in Practical Anatomy, and the Professor also daily 
visits the Room to superintend and examine Students engaged in 
dissection. Abundance of fresh material for dissection will be 
orovided. 

2. Chemistry.* — [Prof. Craik.]— Inorganic Chemistry is fully 
treated : and a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention 
of the class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Tump-Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope— Polariscopc— 
extensive series of Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic appa- 
ratus, Steam engine, &c., &c., 

3. Materia Medica.* — [Prof. Wright] — This course is illustrat- 
ed from a cabinet of Pharmacological objects ; by plates of Medi- 
cinal Plants [Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill] ; by dried 
specimens; by carefully prepared Microscopical objects, &c., See. 
Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are also shown 
and diagrams with other illustrations are used. 

4. Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Osier] — This course com- 
prises Histology, Physiology, and General Pathology. The lectures 
are illustrated by apparatus, diagrams, plates, and Microscopic 
preparations of the various tissues, and by Pathological specimens 
from the Museum. Extra demonstrations are held every Saturday 
afternoon. Voluntary Courses of three months each on Practical 
Physiology and Microscopy are organized throughout the entire year. 

* Students are permitted, if desirous, to be examined upon Materia Medica 
and Chemistry at the end of their second medical year, after having attended two 
six months’ courses. 


s . Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard,]— The extensive 
series of plates contained in the Library, (Lebert, Cruveilhier, Carsj 
well, Hope, Alibert, Willan, Bateman, &c.,) will be employed ; also 
Morbid preparations and models of diseased parts. 

6. Clinical Medicine. — [Prof. Ross,]~-Taught by lectures 
and at the bed-side— Physical Diagnosis is taught practically, and 
each pupil required to take part in it. Examination of the Urine, 
chemical and microscopical, explained and illustrated. Special at- 
tention will be given to Medical Anatomy and'Students will be ex= 
amined thereon. 

7. Surgery.— [Prof. Fenwick,]— Divided into principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited 
on the subject. The various surgical instruments and appartus 
exhibited, and their uses and applications explained and practically 
Jlustrated. 

8. Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Roddick.]— The lectures in this 
course are in illustration of Surgical cases under observation in the 
Wards of the General Hospital, Bed-side instruction is followed up 
daily, and all operations are performed in the presence of the class, 
The lectures are illustrated by cases under surgical treatment, by 
plates, surgical apparatus, morbid specimens, models and the use of 
the microscope. Practical instruction is given in Surgical Anatomy 
and Operative Surgery, 

g. Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum.] — Including diseases of 
women and children ; illustrated by a series of drawings on a large 
scale, by humid preparations, by models in wax, by the use of the 
artificial Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 

1 o. Medical Jurisprudence — [Prof. Gardner.] — Includes 
sanity and Toxicology. The modes of testing for poisons are 
exhibited, and post-mortem appearances illustrated by plates. 

11. Hygiene and Public Health. — [Prof. Godfrey.] — A 
three months course of lectures will be delivered on this subject 
the attendance upon which is now compulsory. 

12. Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson.] — The course in 
Botany is illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the micros- 
cope. Students have access without any additional fee to the 
lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural 
History Museum of the University and the Museum qf the Natural 
History Society of Montreal. 


Prizes will be awarded at the end of each Session, to Students in 
Botany of the class of the previous Session, for the best Named Col- 
lections illustrative of the Flora of Canada. The collections, or 
duplicates of them, to remain in the College Museum. 

13. Practical Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwood.]— Thorough in. 
struction is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry 
in the splendid new Laboratory of the Faculty, under the personal 
supervision of the Professor. The course includes blowpipe mani- 
pulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological inves- 
tigations, &c., &c. This class may be taken in the Summer 
Session. 


SUMMER SESSION. 

In order that the unusual advantages afforded by the Hospitals 
and other Institutions of the city, for the practical study of different 
branches of the Profession may be rendered as fully available to 
Students as possible, a three months Summer Session has been 
established. 

The Summer Session docs not form a necessary part of the 
curriculum, but has been established to allow the student facilities 
tor acquiring practical knowledge of disease, when his time is not 
otherwise occupied in attendance upon lectures. 

Further particulars of the Summer Session will be found at the 
end of this announcement. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 

The Library contains upwards of 4,000 volumes, including the 
most useful books of reference, as well as the most elementary; the 
works of the older authors as well as the most recent. It is open to 
Students without charge, under necessary regulations for the care of 
the books. The Museum contains a large number of preparations, 
chiefly Pathological ; also wax and papier-mache models. 

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session and fortnightly 
during the winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 
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HOSPITALS. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 140, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. 
The Governors have also erected an Hospital for Children, contigu- 
ous to the Reid Wing of the present building. The students have 
thus an opportunity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases 
of suffering humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them 
by infancy, adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the 
eye and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments, which, 
as they do not require admission to the wards of an hospital, would 
not otherwise come under the observation of the student, although, 
on account of their variety and frequency, of great importance to 
the Physician. 

The shipping contributes a great many examples of accident s 
and surgical cases. 

Dr. Buller, late of the Royal Ophthalmic Hospital, London, 
Eng., has been appointed Ophthalmic and Aural Surgeon to the 
Hospital, giving to students an opportunity of becoming familiar 
with all classes of diseases of the Eye and Ear, and with the latest 
and most approved methods of treatment for their alleviation and 
cure. 

The fee for a six months’ ticket is Eight Dollars ; for a perpe- 
tual ticket Twenty Dollars if paid in advance. Twenty-four Dollars 
if not paid in advance. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so 
Constructed as to suit the convenience of the students in obtaining 
a good view of the operations. 

The University Lying in Hospital is under the direction of the 
Professor of Midwifery. Students who have already attended one 
course of his lectures, are furnished with cases in rotation ; and they 
are advised to attend this Institution as much as possible during the 
Summer, when, as there are as many patients and not sd many pupils 


as in winter, a large proportion of cases falls to the share of each. 
Moreover, in this way more attention can be given to their duties 
during the winter. The fee for a six months' ticket is Five Dollars. 

By the kindness of the authorities of the Grand Trunk and 
other Railways, arrangements have been made by which certified 
students of this University will be granted return tickets from Mon- 
treal to any part of their lines at greatly reduced rates ; the said 
tickets to hold good from the close of one session to the beginning 
of the next. Return tickets will also be granted for the Christmas 
vacation.

No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, and one full 
course of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

8th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

9th. Every Candidate for the Degree must on or before the Fifteenth of 
February present to the Dean ot the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to the 
Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate : —

( 2 ) The Clinical Professors shall conduct the examinations of members of 
their classes at the bed-side, submitting to them cases for diagnois and treatment 
in the wards of the Hospital, and requiring them to perform Surgical operations 
on the cadaver ; they shall also in estimating the standing of members o! 
their classes, and the number of Marks to be awarded, take into account 
the regularity of their attendance and the diligence and care they evince in report-

These examinations will lie divided into Primary and Final, the former com-

SUMMER SESSION, 1877. 


The Medical Faculty of McGill University established last year 
the first regular Summer Session, in which practical and demonstra- 
tive courses and systematic clinical instruction were given. 

Forty Students availed themselves of the advantages offered, 
and the diligence with which the classes were followed showed how 
much such practical teaching is appreciated. 

The Faculty feels that the time is come when the intermittent 
system, at present in vogue, of six months work and six months 
vacation, so prejudicial to the steady and continuous progress of the 
student, should be abandoned, and that at least nine months of each 
year should be spent in regular organized study. It is with this 
view that the Summer Session has been established, and the hope 
is here expressed that all students will endeavour to take one or 
two of these extra sessions, the fees for which have purposely been 
placed so low as to be almost nominal. 

As is only natural, the advantages offered by the city of 
Montreal, for the practical study of Medicine and Surgery are 
unequalled in the Dominion. In the wards of the General Hospi- 
tal there are always — and more particularly in the summer months 
when navigation is open — a large collection of interesting medical 
and surgical cases. In the out-door department there is a daily 
attendance of between 75 and 100 patients, which affords excellent 
instruction in minor surgery, routine medical practice, and diseases 
of children. The Eye and Ear Department, lately established, will 
afford to the student an opportunity of studying practically, under 
skilled direction, these important branches. 

The attendance of the Medical Officers is systematic and 
punctual. 

At the University Lying-in Hospital, obstetrical cases are 
furnished to the students in rotation.

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The Forty-sixth Session of this University, being the Twenty sixth under the 
amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1878. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College, constitute the Corporation of 
the University ; and, under the statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the 
most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the 
greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional 
training. In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denomina- 
tional ; and while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct 
of students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 


1. McGILL COLLEGE. 


The Faculty of Arts.— The complete course of study for the Degree of B. A. 
extends over four Sessions, of eight months each : and includes Classics and 
Mathematics, Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and 
Moral Science, Natural Science, and one Modem Language, or Hebrew ; all 
subjects are imperative in the first two years of the Course ; but in the 
third and fourth years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses 
in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science and 
English Literature, Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional 
Students. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides professional instruction in 
Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engineering, Mining Engineering and 
Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading to the Degree of Bachelor of 
Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degree of M. D. , C. M. 

The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Ses- 
sions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L. and D. C. L. 


11. AFFILIATED COLLEGE. 


Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College.

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The forty-sixth Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill Uni- 
versity will be opened on Tuesday, October ist, 1878, with a general 
Introductory Lecture at 11 a.m. The regular lectures will begin 
on Wednesday the 2nd Oct., at the hours specified in the time-table, 
and will be continued during the six months following. 

The Medical College, a large and substantial building situated 
within the University Grounds, contains three spacious class rooms, 
Students’ waiting-room, Library, Museum, Laboratories, together 
with a large and well furnished Dissecting-room. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as quali- 
fying candidates for examination before the various Colleges and 
licensing bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in 
British North America, where there is no division of the profession 
into Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curricu- 
lum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

I. 

MATRICULATION. 

(a) University Matriculation Examination . 

This examination is the same as that recommended by the 
Medical Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity 
therewith, will be held the last Saturday in March and the first Sa- 
turday in October K)f each year. Applications may be made to the 
Registrar of the Faculty till the evening of the previous day. The 
requirements of the standard for Matriculation are : ‘Compulsory 
“ English Language, including grammar and composition ; Arith- 
“ m etic, including vulgar and decimal fractions ; Algebra, including 
“ simp e equations ; Geometry, first two books of Euclid ] Latin, 
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“ translation and grammar and one of the following optional 
“ subjects Greek, French, German, Natural Philosophy, including 
“ mechanics, hydrostatics, and pneumatics.” 

Text Books. — Latin, Caesar, Commentaries, Bk. I. or Virgil, 
^Eneid Bk. I. 

Greek. — Xenophon, Anabasis Bk. I., or equivalent. 

French. — Charles XII., Two Books. 

Natural Philosophy. Ganot’s Physics. 

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required 
to submit to the Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of 
having passed this Examination before the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario or of Quebec will be accepted by this 
University. 

Students of the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario are required 
by the laws of those Provinces to pass the matriculation examina- 
tions of the provincial Medical Boards. In Ontario, Graduates in 
Arts are exempted from this examination. 

{/>) Matriculation Examination of College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The subjects of examination are as follows : 

Compulsory Subjects English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Euclid, History, Geography, Belles-Lettres. 

Optional Subjects : — Candidates can select any one of the fol- 
lowing : — Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. ' 

The Examinations will be held this year on the 2nd of May, 
at Montreal, and again upon the 19th of September, at Quebec! 
Applications to be made to Dr. Dagenais, Montreal, or Dr. 
Belleau, Quebec. 

Examination bee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be un- 
successful, one half the fee will be returned. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended 
at a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recog- 
nized by the “ Provincial Medical Board,” and the first session 
must be attended during the year immediately succeeding the 
Matriculation Examination. 
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(c) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Ontario. 

The examination is held in Toronto and in Kingston on the 
first Tuesday and Wednesday after Good Friday, and the third 
Tuesday and Wednesday in August of each year. It is compulsory 
upon all Students of the Province of Ontario. Graduates in Arts 
are exempted. 

The subjects are as follows : — English Language, including 
grammar and composition ; Arithmetic, including vulgar and 
decimal fractions ; Algebra, including simple equations ; Geometry, 
first two books of Euclid ; Latin, translation and grammar; and upon 
one of the following subjects (of which Students are recommended 
to select either Natural Philosophy, or one of the Modem Languages), 
the candidate having the option of naming the subject upon which 
he will be examined, viz., — Greek, French, German, Natural Philo- 
sophy, including mechanics, hydrostatics and pneumatics. 

Text Books. — Where more than one is named, the candidate 
may select one upon which he will prefer to be examined, viz. : 

L at i n — Caesar, Commentaries on Gallic War , fifth and sixth 
Books Cicero, Manilian Law ; Virgil, sEneid , second book. 

Greek — Xenophon, Anabasis, first book. 

French, Voltaire, Charles XU , 6th, 7th and 8th Books. 

German— Adler’s Reader, first part. 

Natural Philosophy— Peck’s Ganot ; Sangster’s first Book. 

Intending Students are advised to pass their Matriculation in 
the Spring, in order to comply with the law, which requires four full 
years of professional study . 

II. 

ENREGISTRATION. 

The following are the University Regulations 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, 
at the commencement ofieach Session, enrol their names and resi- 
dences in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the 
Registrar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay 
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a fee of $4 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which enregistra- 
tion for Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of November, 
in each year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors 
shall be received without previous enregistration. 

III. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy.— [Prof. Scott.] The importance of Anatomy, both 
descriptive and in its relation to Medicine and Surgery, is duly con- 
sidered by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the 
illustration of the lectures, aided, however, by dried preparations, wax 
models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, &c., the full size of life. 

2 Practical Anatomy— [Drs. Shepherd and MacDonnell.] — Spe- 
cial attention is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being 
similar to that of the best European schools. The Dissecting-Room 
is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m ; the Demonstrators hours are from 
10 to 12 a.m., and 8 to 10 p.m. Special Demonstrations on the 
Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. Every 
Student must be examined at least three times on each part dissected, 
and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is given. Prizes 
are awarded at the end of the Session for the best examination on 
the fresh subject Material provided under cost. 

3 Chemistry. — [Prof. Craik.] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully 
treated : a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention 
of the Class. Eor experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump — Oxy- Hydrogen Microscope — Polariscope — 
extensive series of Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic appa- 
ratus, Steam engine, &c., &c. 

4 Practical Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwood] — t horough instruc- 
tion is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry 
in the Laboratory of the Faculty, under the personal supervision of 
the Professor. The course includes blowpipe manipulations, qua- 


litktive and quantitative analysis, toxicological investigations, &c., 
&c. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 

5 Institutes of Medicine.— [Prof. Osier and Assistant.] — Em- 
braced in this course are the following classes : — 

(a) Physiology, comprising, 

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and 
functions of the various organs of the body in health. The lectures 
are illustrated by fresh preparations, diagrams, plates and models, 
and, when practicable, by experiments. 

(2) Practical demonstrations, held every Saturday from 2 to 4 
p.m. In this class a complete series of histological preparations is 
exhibited and explained. Specimens illustrative of physiological 
anatomy and practical physiology are also shown, and the Students 
invited to propound and discuss any questions which may not have 
appeared clear to them. 

(3) Practical Histology — normal and pathological. A course 
of 25 lessons — Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. This 
course is generally held during the Summer Session, but will also be % 
conducted during the Winter if a class of 10 Students be formed. 

It comprises thorough instruction in the use of the Microscope and 
the preparation of the tissues, each Student preparing for himself 
during the course a cabinet of 100 or more specimens. 

(b) Pathology, comprising, 

(1) A limited number of lectures on General Pathology, which 
are included in the systematic course on the Institutes. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 11 a.m. 
This course is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the 
same way as that of Prof. Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Insti- 
tute. Specimens of all kinds are collected throughout the week, 
kept fresh until Saturday and then brought before the class, when 
practical comments are made upon them. An idea of the amount of 
material at command may be gathered from the fact that over 150 
fresh pathological specimens, illustrative of almost all the common 
forms of disease, were laid before the class during the past session. 

(3) Instruction in Post-mortems— The Autopsy Room of the 
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General Hospital is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems 
are performed by the Students in rotation under his supervision. Sys- 
tem and thoroughness in inspection are insisted upon, the method fol- 
lowed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, attention is drawn 
to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal organs. 
In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of Medical 
Jurisprudence, two Coroners Inquests will be conducted during the 
Session before the class, and the Medico-legal aspects of post- 
mortems dwelt upon. 

6 Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright] — In this course the 
ordinary Medicines officinal in the British Pharmacopoeia are taken 
up in classes according to their chief actions, and described under 
the various heads peculiar to Pharmacology. The Therapeutics 
of each are fully detailed, under the effects that follow 
from different doses. Those from toxic or over- doses are added, 
together with the mode of treatment, etc. The course is illustrated 
from a cabinet of the various drugs and their preparations, and the 
plates of Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill are also shewn. 
Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are exhibited. 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine.— [I’rof. Howard] — While 
the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology 
and Therapeutics, the department of General Pathology in this 
University being included in the Institutes of Medicine, no oppor- 
tunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. 
With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observ- 
ed in this country, all the important diseases of the body, not 
described from the chairs of Surgery and Obstetrics, are discussed, and 
their Pathological Anatomy illustrated by the large collection of 
morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by fresh speci- 
mens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates 
illustrative of the histological and anatomical appearances of 
disease, and the wards of the General Hospital afford the lecturer 
ample opportunities to refer to living examples of very many of the 
maladies he describes and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine. -[Prof. Ross]— Attendance is given in the 
Medical Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days 
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of every week. Accurate reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed 
clinical clerks, and are systematically read before the class. Instruc- 
tion is given by the bedside and special inducements are offered to 
every pupil to take part in the physical examination of patients. 
The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, 
the value of the thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., in Medical 
Diagnosis, are all explained and illustrated. Senior Students are 
called upon in rotation to examine new cases before the class, and to 
be examined thereupon as to their general knowledge. In addition, 
one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered bearing upon some case or 
cases of importance which may happen to be under observation at 
the time. Special attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and 
candidates for the degree will be examined thereon. 

9 Surgery.— [Prof. Fenwick,] — Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibi- 
ted on the subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus 
are exhibited, and their uses and applications explained and practi- 
cally illustrated. 

10 Clinical Surgery. -[Prof. Roddick]-This course is eminently 
practical, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered 
weekly, illustrative of Surgical cases actually present in the wards of 
the General Hospital. The class is taken charge of by the Teacher 
on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical clerks are read 
and criticized, and fresh cases examined by the senior Students. 
The Surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these 
occasions, so as to give all present an opportunity of participating in 
the application of splints to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor 
operations, etc. Major operations are performed in the spacious 
theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so admirably con- 
structed that the most distant can generally obtain a fair view of the 
operation. This is also used as a Lecture Room by the Clinical Pro- 
fessors. Within the past year some of the more recently 
invented appliances for the treatment of Surgical disease have been 
introduced into the Hospital, prominent among which is a com- 
plete outfit of Lister's Antiseptic Apparatus, so that this excellent 
method of treating wounds is now almost universally adopted. 

11 Midwifery. —[Prof. McCallum.] — Including diseases of 
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, ‘.vornen and children; illustrated by a series of drawings on a large 
scale, by humid preparations, by models in wax, by the use of the 
artificial Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 

12 Medical Jurisprudence.— [Prof. Gardner.] — This course in- 
cludes Insanity , to which a good deal of attention is devoted, the 
subject being treated of in its Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. 
One or two lectures are devoted to the treatment of insanity. 
Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, the 
Clinical, Microscopical and Spectroscopical tests for which are 
fully described and shown to the class. The various spectra of 
blood in its different conditions are shown by the Sorby-Browning 
Micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing the reactions with 
exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent re- 
searches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded to. 
In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course of 
this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, 
general evidence of poisoning and classification of poisons are first 
treated of, after which the more common poisons are described w'ith 
reference to symptoms, post mortem appearances, and chemical tests. 
The post mortem appearances are illustrated by plates and the 
tests are shown to the Class. 

^3 Hygiene and Public Health. — [Prof. Godfrey.] — A three 
months* course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject 
the attendance upon which is now compulsory. 

14 Ophthalmology and Otology. — [Dr Buller] — Will include a 
course of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic 
and Clinical. In the former the general principles of diagnosis 
and treatment will be dealt with ; in the latter, cases illustrative of 
the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs will be 
exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under 
the special care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent 
to take charge of them. A Course of Operations on the Cadaver 
will be open to such Students as may wish to avail themselves of 
the same. 

15 Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson.]— The course in 
Botany is illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the micro- 
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scope. Students have access without any additional fee to the 
lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural 
History Museum of the University and the Museum of the Natural 
History Society of Montreal. 

16 Helminthology. —A course of six lectures on the Parasitic 
Diseases of Man and the Domestic Animals. (Prof. Osier). The 
life history and development of the Entozoa, together with the 
diseases caused by them, are fully considered. The lectures are 
illustrated by a series of beautiful diagrams, and by fresh and pre- 
pared specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which three 
bedside demonstrations and one Clinical Lecture shall be given ; and in that of 
Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in which case three 
Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 


IV. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 

The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine. 

1st. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or, 
2ndly, have studied medicine during at least four years, and during that time 
have attended Lectures for a period of at least three six months’ Sessions, either 
ill this University, or some other University, College, or School of Medicine, 
approved of by this University. 
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2nd. Candidates for the final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz : —

3rd. The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during 
eighteen months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some 
other Hospital approved of by this University, and have compounded medicine 
for six months. 

4th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in* Hospital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

5th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least One Session of this University, and one full 
course of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the 
time over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to 
the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate

MUSEUM. 

Most of the usual Pathological specimens are collected here, 
obtained from Hospital and private practice. They are largely 
used in illustrating the lectures on Medicine and Surgery.

LIBRARY. 

This comprises between four and five thousand volumes, includ- 
ing all the standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session and fortnightly 
during the winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

XII. 

COST OF LIVING, &c.

Montreal General Hospital. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The 
daily number of beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 
, 4 o, and during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher 
number. The Governors have also erected a Hospital for Chil- 
dren, contiguous to the Reid Wing of the present building. 1 he 
students have thus an opportunity of becoming familiar with near y 
all the diseases of suffering humanity, and with the peculiarities im- 
parted to them by infancy, adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily-supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the 
eye and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which 
as they do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would 
not otherwise come under the observation of the student, althougi, 
on account of their variety and frequency, they are of great impor- 
tance to the Physician. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye an 
ear now attending the out-door department, will afford students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of 
the ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus 
seek to gain a practical knowledge of this important branch o 
Medicine and Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye, by 
Dr. Buffer, after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such 
cases under observation as long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and surgical 


cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are appoin- 
ted every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. 1 lie holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
to students, as affording the most real practical training for his 
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future professional life. They will be awarded (on application) at 
the end of each session to past primary students of that year, in 
order of their standing in the primary examination. 

Dressers, are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the 
Out-door Department. For these appointments application is to be 
made to the Professor of Clinical Surgery', and to the Out-door 
attending Physicians. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the students to obtain a good view of the 
operations. 

MONTREAL DISPENSARY, 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 
12—2 daily. 

PIOTEL DIEU and ST. PATRICK’S HOSPITAL. 

Students may also attend the practice of this Charity, which 
contains about 170 beds. 

UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. 
Students who have already attended one course of his lectures, are 
furnished with cases in rotation; they are advised to attend 
this Institution as much as possible during the Summer, when, since 
there are as many patients and not so many pupils as in Winter, a 
large proportion of cases falls to the share of each. Moreover, in 
this way more attention can be given to their duties during the winter.

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SESSION OF 1879-80. 

The Forty-seventh Session of the University, being the Twenty-seventh 
under the amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1879. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College, constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the statutes framed by the Board of Governors, 
with approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts 
and Faculties in McGill College and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the 
most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the 
greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional 
training. In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not de- 
nominational : and while all possible attention will be given to the character and 
conduct of the students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be 
sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, 
Montreal, and in the several Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four 
Sessions, of eight months each : and includes Classics and Mathematics, 
Experimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all which subjects 
are imperative in the first two years of the Course ; but in the third and 
fourth years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics 
Mathematics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science and English 
Literature. Certain exemptions arc also allowed to Professional Students. 
The course of study leads to the Degrees of B. A., M;A., and LL.D. 

The Faculty of Afplied Science provides professional instruction in 
Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engineering, Mining Engineering and Assay- 
ing, and Practical Chemistry, leading to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied 
Science, Master of Engineering and Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in Medicine 
extends over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the Degree of 
M.D., CM. 






The Faculty of LAW. — The complete course in Law extends over three 
Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L. and D.C*L.

II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College.

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The forty-seventh Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill 
University will be opened on Wednesday, October ist, 1879, with a 
general Introductory Lecture at 1 1 a. m. The regular lectures will 
begin on Thursday the 2nd Oct., at the hours specified in the time- 
table, and will be continued during the six months following. 

The Medical College, a large and substantial building situated 
within the University Grounds, contains two spacious class rooms, 
Students’ waiting-room, Library, Museum, Laboratories, together 
with a large and well furnished Dissecting-room. 

The Faculty has much pleasure in announcing that they have con- 
verted one of the three lecture rooms into a Physiological Laboratory 
and fully equipped it with the necessary apparatus for Demonstrations. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as quali- 
fying candidates for examination before the various Colleges and 
licensing bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in 
British North America, where there is no division of the profession 
into Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curricu- 
lum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

I. 

MATRICULATION. 

(a) University Matriculation Examination . 

This examination is the same as that recommended by the 
Medical Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity 
therewith, will be held the last Saturday in March and the first 
Saturday in October of each year. Applications may be made to 
the Registrar of the Faculty till the evening of the previous day. 
The requirements of the standard for Matriculation are : — “ Com- 
“ pulsory — English Language, including grammar and composition ; 
“Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal fractions; Algebra, in 
“ chiding simple equations ; Geometry, first two books of Euclid ;

“Latin, translation and grammar;— and one of the following 
“ optional subjects : — Greek, French, German, Natural Philosophy, 

“ including mechanics, hydrostatics, and pneumatics.” 

Text Books. — Latin, — Caesar, Commentaries, Bk. I. or Virgil, 
/Eneid, Bk. I. 

Greek. — Xenophon, Anabasis Bk. I., or equivalent. 

French. — Charles XII., Two Books. 

Natural Philosophy. — Ganot’s Physics. 

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required 
to submit to the Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of 
having passed this Examination before the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario or of Quebec will be accepted by this 
University. 

Students of the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario are required 
by the laws of those Provinces to pass the matriculation examina- 
tions of the provincial Medical Boards. In Ontario, Graduates in 
Arts are exempted from this examination. 

(b ) Matriculation Examination of College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec . 

The subjects of examination are as follows : — 

Compulsory Subjects English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Euclid, History, Geography, Belles-Lettres. 

Optional Subjects : — Candidates can select any one of the fol- 
lowing : — Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. 

The Examinations will be held upon the 19th of September 
1879, at Quebec, and on the 12th of May, 1880, at Montreal. 
Applications to be made to Dr. Dagenais, Montreal, or Dr. 
Belleau, Quebec. 

Examination Fee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be un- 
successful, one half the fee will be returned. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended 
at a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recog- 
nized by the “Provincial Medical Board,” and the first session 
must be attended during the year immediately succeeding the 
Matriculation Examination. 
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(c) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Ontario . 

The examination is held in Toronto and in Kingston on the 
first Tuesday and Wednesday after Good Friday, and the third 
'I uesday and Wednesday in August of each year. It is compulsory 
upon all Students of the Province of Ontario. Graduates in Arts 
are exempted. 

I he subjects are as follows : — English Language, including 
grammar and composition ; Arithmetic, including vulgar and 
decimal fractions ; Algebra, including simple equations ; Geometry, 
first two books of Euclid ; Latin, translation and grammar ; and up- 
on one of the following subjects (of which Students are recommend- 
ed to select either Natural Philosophy, or one of the Modern 
Languages), the candidate having the option of naming the subject 
upon which he will be examined, viz. — Greek, French, German, 
Natural Philosophy, including mechanics, hydrostatics and pneu- 
matics. 

Text Books. — Where more than one is named, the candidate 
may select one upon which he will prefer to be examined, viz : 

Latin — Caesar, Commentaries on Gallic War, , fifth and sixth 
books; Cicero, Manilian law; Virgil, ^ Eneid , second book. 

Greek — Xenophon, Anabasis, first book. 

French, Voltaire, Charles XII., 6th, 7th and 8th books. 

German — Adler’s Reader, first part. 

Natural Philosophy — Peck’s Ganot; Sangster’s first Book. 

Intending Students are advised to pass their Matriculation in 
the Spring, in order to comply with the law, which requires four full 
years of profcssiotial study. 

II. 

ENREGISTRATION. 

The following are the University Regulations : — 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, 
at the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and resi- 
dences in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the 
Registrar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall 
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pay a fee of $4 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which enre- 
gistration for Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day ofNovember ? 
in each year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors 
shall be received without previous enregistration. 

Enregistration in the Summer Session is compulsory upon all 
Students whether attending one or more of the Classes. 

III. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy. — [Prof. Scott.] — The importance of Anatomy, both 
descriptive and in its relation to Medicine and Surgery, is duly con- 
sidered by the Professor, who employs chiefly the fresh subject in 
the illustration of the lectures, aided however, by dried preparations, 
wax models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, &c., the full size of 
life. 

2 Practical Anatomy.— [Drs. Shepherd and MacDonnell.] — Spe- 
cial attention is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being 
similar to that of the best European schools. The Dissecting-Room 
is open from 8 a. m. to 10 p. m.; the Demonstrators’ hours are from 
10 to 12 a. m., and 8 to 10 p m. Special Demonstrations on the 
Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. Every 
Student must be examined at least three times on each part dissected, 
and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is given. Prizes 
are awarded at the end of the Session for the best examination on 
the fresh subject. Material provided under cost. 

3 Chemistry. — [Prof. .] — Inorganic Chemistry is fully 

treated : a large portion of the course is devoted to Organic 
Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. The branches of Physics 
bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage the attention 
of the Class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus 
is possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump — Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope — Polariscope — 
extensive series of Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic appa- 
ratus, Steam engine, &c., &c. 

4 Practical Chemistry. — [Prof. Girdwood.] — Thorough instruc- 
tion is given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in 
the Laboratory of the Faculty, under the personal supervision of 
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the Professor. The course includes blowpipe manipulations, qua- 
litative and quantitative analysis, toxicological investigations, &c., 
&c. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 

5 Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Osier and Assistant.] — Embraced 
in this course are the following classes : — 

C a ) Physiology, comprising, 

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and 
functions of the various organs of the body in health. The lectures 
are illustrated by fresh preparations, diagrams, plates and models, 
and, when practicable, by experiments. 

(2) Practical demonstrations, held every Saturday from 2 to 4 
p. m. In this class a complete series of histological preparations is 
exhibited and explained. Specimens illustrative of physiological 
anatomy and practical physiology are also shown, and the Students 
invited to propound and discuss any questions which may not have 
appeared clear to them. 

(3) Practical Histology — normal and pathological. A course 
of 25 lessons — Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. This 
course is generally held during the Summer Session, but will also be 
conducted during the Winter if a class of 10 Students be formed. 
It comprises thorough instruction in the use of the Microscope and 
the preparation of the tissues, each Student preparing for himself 
during the course a cabinet of 100 or more specimens. 

(fy Pathology, comprising, 

(1) A limited number of lectures on General Pathology, which 
are included in the systematic course on the Institutes. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 11 a. m. 
This course is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the 
same way as that of Prof. Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Insti- 
tute. Specimens of all kinds are collected throughout the week, 
kept fresh until Saturday and then brought before the class, when 
practical comments are made upon them. An idea of the amount 
of material at command may be gathered from the fact that over 150 
fresh pathological specimens, illustrative of almost all the common 
forms of disease, were laid before the class during the past session. 

(3) Instruction in Post-mortems — The Autopsy Room of the 
General Hospital is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems 
are performed by the Students in rotation, under his supervision. 
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System and thoroughness in inspection are insisted upon, the 
method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, atten 
tion is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal 
organs. In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of 
Medical Jurisprudence, two Coroner’s Inquests will be conducted 
during the Session before the class, and the Medico-legal aspects of 
post-mortems dwelt upon. 

6 Materia Medica -[Prof. Wriglit.]-In this course the ordinary 
Medicines officinal in the British Pharmacopoeia are taken up in 
classes according to their chief actions, and described under the 
various heads peculiar to Pharmacology. The Therapeutics of 
each are fully detailed, under the effects that follow from different 
doses. Those from toxic or over-doses are added, together with 
the mode of treatment, etc. The course is illustrated from a cabinet 
of the various drugs and their preparations, and the plates of 
Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill are also shewn. Analy- 
tical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are exhibited. 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine. — [Prof. Howard.] While the 
lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology 
and Therapeutics, the department of General Pathology in this 
University being included in the Institutes of Medicine, no oppor- 
tunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. 
With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country, all the important diseases of the body, not 
described from the chairs of Surgery and Obstetrics, are discussed, 
and their Pathological Anatomy illustrated by the large collection 
of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by fresh 
specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possess an extensive series of Anatomical plates 
illustrative of the histological and anatomical appearances of disease, 
and the wards of the General Hospital afford the lecturer ample 
opportunities to refer to living examples of very many of the 
maladies he describes and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine.— [Prof. Ross.]— Attendance is given in the 
Medical Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days of 
every week. Accurate reports of all cases are kept by duly appoint- 
ed clinical clerks, and are systematically read before the class. In- 
struction is given by the bedside and special inducements are 
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offered to every pupil to take part in the physical examination of 
patients. The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the 
microscope, the value of the thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc, 
in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and illustrated. Senior 
Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases before 
the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general knowledge. 
In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered bearing upon 
some case or cases of importance which may happen to be under 
observation at the time. Special attention is directed to Medical 
Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be examined thereon. 

9 Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick.] — Divided into Principles and 
Practice, including Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibit- 
ed on the subject. The various surgical instruments and apparatus 
are exhibited, and their uses and applications explained and prac- 
tically illustrated. 

10 Clinical Surgery. — [Prof. Roddick.] — This course is eminently 
practical, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered 
weekly, illustrative of Surgical cases actually present in the wards cf 
the General Hospital. The class is taken charge of by the Teacher 
on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical clerks are read 
and criticized, and fresh cases examined by the senior Students. 
The Surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these 
occasions, so as to give all present an opportunity of participating 
in the application of splints to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor 
operations, etc. Major operations are performed in the spacious 
theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so admirably constructed 
that the most distant can generally obtain a fair view of the 
operation. This is also used as a Lecture Room by the Clinical 
Professors. All of the recently invented appliances for the treat- 
ment of Surgical disease have been introduced into the Hospital, 
prominent among which is a complete outfit of Lister’s Antiseptic 
Apparatus, so that this excellent method of treating wounds is now 
almost universally adopted. 

11 Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum.]— Including diseases of women 
and children, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale, 
by humid preparations, by models in wax, by the use of the artificial 
Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of the Lying-in Hospital. 



12 Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Gar drier.]— This course in- 
cludes Insanity , to which a good deal of attention is devoted, the 
subject being treated of in its Medical as well as Medico-legal 
aspects. One or two lectures are devoted to the treatment of in- 
sanity. Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, 
the Clinical, Microscopical and Spectroscopical tests for which are 
•fully described and shown to the class. The various spectra of 
blood in its different conditions are shown by the Sorby-Browning 
Micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing the reactions with 
exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent re 
searches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded 
to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course 
of this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of 
poisons, general evidence of poisoning and classification of poisons, 
are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are de- 
scribed with reference to symptoms, post mortem appearances, and 
chemical tests. The post mortem appearances are illustrated by 
plates and the tests are shown to the Class. 

13 Hygiene and Public Health. — [Prof. Godfrey.] — A three months 
course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject, the attendance 
upon which is now compulsory. 

14 Opthamology and Otology. — [Dr. Buller.] — Will include a course 
of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic and 
Clinical. In the former the general principles of diagnosis and treat 
ment will be dealt with ; in the latter, cases illustrative of the 
typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs will be exhibited 
and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under the special 
care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent to take 
charge of them. A Course of Operations on the Cadaver will be 
open to such Students as may wish to avail themselves of the same. 

15 Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Dawson.] — The Course in Botany 
is illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. 
Students have access without any additional fee to the lectures in 
Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural History Museum 
of the Lniversity and the Museum of the Natural History Society of 
Montreal. 

16 Helminthology. — A course of six lectures on the Parasitic 
Diseases of Man and the Domestic Animals. (Prof. Osier). The 
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life history and development of the Entozoa, together with the 
diseases caused by them, are fully considered. The lectures are 
illustrated by a series of beautiful diagrams, and by fresh and pre- 
pared specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which three 
bedside demonstrations and one Clinical Lecture shall be given ; and in that of 
Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in which case three 
Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be 
called from time to time. 


IV. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 

The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine. 

1st. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or, 
2ndly, have studied medicine during at least four years, and during that time 
have attended Lectures for a period of at least three six months’ Sessions, either 
in this University, or some other University, College, or School of Medicine, 
approved of by this University. 

2nd. Candidates for the Final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz : —

4th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in- Hospital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

5th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full 
course of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the 
time over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to 
the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate

The Sessional Examinations at the close of the 1st and 3rd Years 
are compulsory upon all Students, and they will be rated according 
to merit.

MUSEUM. 

Most of the usual Pathological specimens are collected here, 
obtained from Hospital and private practice.

X. 

LIBRARY. 

This comprises between four and five thousand volumes, includ- 
ing all the standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals. Students may obtain 
books on making a deposit of $4.00, which is refunded on returning 
the volumes. 

XI. 

MeGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly 
during the winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American medical 
journals are on file. 

XII. 

COST OF LIVING, &c. 

'Phis will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good Board may be obtained from $14 to $20 per month. A list of 
Boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the 
University, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical 
College.

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The 
daily number of beds occupied by patients averages from 130 to 
140, and during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher 
number. The Governors have also erected a Hospital for Children, 
contiguous to the Reid Wing of the present building. The 
Students have thus an opportunity of becoming familiar with nearly 
all the diseases of suffering humanity, and with the peculiarities im- 
parted to them by infancy, adolescence, maturity and declining age- 
The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily— supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the 
eye and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, 
as they do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would 
not otherwise come under the observation of the Student, although, 
on account of their variety and frequency, they are of great impor- 
tance to the Physician. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of 
the ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every Student will thus 
seek to gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of 
Medicine and Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye, by 
Dr. Buller, after the out-door patients have been seen, and Students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such 
cases under observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and surgical 

cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are appoint- 
ed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. I he holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
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to Students, as affording the most real practical training for his 
future professional life. They will be awarded on application at 
the end of each Session to past primary Students of that year, in 
order of their standing in the primary examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the 
Out-door Department. For these appointments application is to be 
made to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door 
attending Physicians. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the 
operations. 


MONTREAL DISPENSARY, 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and childrens’ diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities.. The hours of attendance are from 12 — 2 
daily. 


UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. 
Students who have already attended one course of his lectures, are 
furnished with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this 
Institution as much as possible during the Summer, when, since 
there are as many patients and not so many pupils as in Winter, a 
larger proportion of cases falls to the share of each. Moreover, in 
this way more attention can be given to their duties during the 
winter. 

The Assistant to the Professor of Midwifery attends each case, 
and gives instruction to the students in the methods of examination 
and the diagnosis of presentations.

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SESSION OF 1 880-8 1. 

The Forty-eighth Session of the University, being the Twenty-eighth under the 
amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1880. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational : and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the several Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each : and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experi- 
mental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natu- 
ral Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all which subjects are 
imperative in the first two years of the Course ; but in the third and fourth 
years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and English Literature. 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional Students. The course of 
study leads to the Degrees of B. A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine. — The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the Degree of M.D., 
C.M. There is also a Summer Course which is optional. 



The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Sessions, 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L., and D.C.L.

II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College.

MATRICULATION. 

{a) University Matriculation Examination . 

This examination is the same as that recommended by the 
Medical Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity 
therewith will be held the last Saturday in March and the first 
Saturday in October of each year. Applications may be made to 
the Registrar of the Faculty till the evening of the previous day.

Students of the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario are required by 
he laws of those Provinces to pass the matriculation examinations of 
the provincial Medical Boards. In Ontario, Graduates in Arts are 
exempted from this examination. 


(d) Matriculation Examination of College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The subjects of examination are as follows : — 

Compulsory Subjects : — English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Euclid, History, Geography, Belles-Lettres. 

Optional Subjects Candidates can select any one of the follow- 
ing ; — Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. 

The Examinations will be held upon Thursday, the 23rd of Sep- 
tember, 1880, at Quebec, and on Thursday the 5th of May, 1881, 
at Montreal. Applications to be made to Dr. Dagenais, Montreal, or 
Dr. Belleau, Quebec. 

Examination Fee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be unsuccess- 
ful, one half the fee will be returned. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended at 
a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recog- 
nized by the “ Provincial Medical Board,” and the first session must 
be attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 
Examination. 

(c) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Ontario. 

The examination is held in Toronto and in Kingston on the first 
Tuesday and Wednesday after Good Friday, and the third 1 uesday 
and Wednesday in August of each year. It is compulsory upon all 
Students of the Province of Ontario. Graduates in Arts are ex- 
empted. 

The subjects are as follows English Language, including gram- 
mar and composition ; Arithmetic, including vulgar and decimal 
fractions ; Algebra, including simple equations ; Geometry, first two 
books of Euclid ; Latin, translation and grammar ; and upon one of 
the following subjects (of which Students are recommended to select 
either Natural Philosophy, or one of the Modern Languages), the can- 
didate having the option of naming the subject upon which he will be 
examined, viz. -.-Greek, French, German, Natural Philosophy, includ- 
ing mechanics, hydrostatics and pneumatics. 

Text Books.— Where more than one is named, the candidate may 
select one upon which he will prefer to be examined, viz . 

Latin — Caesar, Commentaries on Gallic IV ar , fifth and sixth 
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books; Cicero, Manilian Law ; Virgil, sLneid , second book. 
Greek — Xenophon, Anabasis , first book. 

French, Voltaire, Charles XII., 6th, 7 th and 8th books. 

German — Adler's Reader, first part. 

Natural Philosophy— Peck’s Ganot ; Sangster’s first book. 


The attention of all intending Students from the Provinces of 
Quebec and Ontario is seriously requested to the importance of pass- 
ing their Matriculation Examination in the Spring. This is neces- 
sary under the law, which requires four full years of professional study 
from the date of Matriculation.

ENREGISTRATION. 

The following are the University Regulations 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $4 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be 
received without previous enregistration. 

Enregistration in the Summer Session is compulsory upon all Stu- 
dents, whether attending one or more of the Classes. 


III. 


COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy.— [Prof. Scott.]— The importance of Anatomy, both descriptive 
and in its relation to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered by the Professor, 
who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration of the lectures, aided, 
however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, 
<5^c., the full size of life. 


2 Practical Anatomy.— [Drs. Shepherd and MacDonnell.]— Special atten- 
tion is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being similar to that of the 
best European schools. The Dissecting-Room is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p. m., 
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Ihe Demonstrators’ hours are from 10 to 12 a. m., and 8 to iop.ni. Spec.a 
Demonstrations on the Brain. Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. 
Every Student must be examined at least three times on each part dissected, and, 
if the examinations are satisfactory, a certificate is given. Prizes are awarded at 
the end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh subject. Material pro- 
vided under cost. 


3 Chemistry — [Prof. Girdwood]— Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated : a large 
portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiology. 
The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected with Chemistry also engage 
the attention of the Class. For experimental illustration, abundant apparatus is 
possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a powerful Air 
Pump-Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope— Polariscope-extensive series of Models of 
Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, steam engine, G-c., G-c. 


4 Practical Chemistry.-[Prof. Girdwood.j-Thorough instruction is given 
in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the 
Faculty under the personal supervision of the Professor. Tire course includes blow- 
pipe manipulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological investiga- 
tions G-c., G-c. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 


5 Institutes of Medicine. -[Prof. Osier and Assistant. J-Embraced in this 
course are the following classes 


{a) Physiology, comprising, 

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and functions of the 
various organs of the body in health. The lectures are illustrated by fresh prepara- 
tions, diagrams, plates and models, and, when practicable, by experiments. 

(2) Practical demonstrations, held every Saturday from 2 to 4 P- *»• 

class a complete series of histological preparations is exhibited and explained. 

Specimens illustrative of physiological anatomy and practical physiology are also 

shown, and the Students invited to propound and discuss any questions which may 
not have appeared clear to them. 


«,) Practical Ilistology-normal and pathological. A course of 25 lessons- 
Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. This course is generally held during 
the Summer Session, but will also be conducted during the Winter if a class of 10 
Students be formed. It comprises thorough instruction in the use of the Microscope 
and .the preparation of the tissues, each Student preparing for himself during the 
course a cabinet of 100 or more specimens. 


(A) Pathology, comprising, 

(1) A limited number of lectures on General Pathology, which are included in 
the systematic course on the Institutes. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations— weekly— Saturday, 11 a.m. This course is 
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based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the same way as that of Prof. 
Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Institute. Specimens of all kinds are collected 
throughout the week, kept fresh until Saturday, and then brought before the class, 
when practical comments are made upon them. An idea of the amount of 
material at command may be gathered from the fact that over 150 fresh patho- 
logical specimens, illustrative of almost all the common forms of disease, were laid 
before the class during the past session. 

* (3) Instruction in Post-mortems — The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems are performed by the Students 
in rotation, under his supervision. System and thoroughness in inspection are 
insisted upon, the method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, 
attention is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal organs. 
In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of Medical Jurisprudence, two 
Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted during the Session before the class, and the 
Medico-legal aspects of post-mortems dwelt upon. 

6 Materia Medica. — [Prof. Wright.] — In this course the ordinary Medicines 
officinal in the British Pharmacopoeia are taken up in classes according to their 
chief actions, and described under the various heads peculiar to Pharmacology. 
The Therapeutics of each are fully detailed, under the effects that follow from differen 
doses. Those from toxic or over-doses are added, together with the mode of treat- 
ment, etc. The course is illustrated from a cabinet of the various drugs and their 
preparations, and the plates of Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill are also 
shewn. Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are exhibited. 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard.]— While the lec- 
tures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and Therapeutics, the 
department of General Pathology in this University being included in the Institutes 
of Medicine, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws o^ 
disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed in this 
country, all the important diseases of the body, not described from the chairs of 
Surgery and Obstetrics, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illustrated 
by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by 
fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates illustrative of the 
histological and anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the General 
Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of very 
many of the maladies he describes and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine. — [Prof. Ross.] — Attendance is given in the Medical 
Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days of every week. Accurate 
reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systematically 
read before the class. Instruction is given by the bedside, and special inducements are 
offered to every pupil to take part in the physical examination of patients. The 
mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the ther- 
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moraeter and ophthalmoscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and 
illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases be- 
fore the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general knowledge. In 
addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases 
of importance which may happen to be under observation at the time. Special 
attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be 
examined thereon. 

9 Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick.] — Divided into Principles and Practice, includ- 
ing Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited on the subject. Hie 
various surgical instruments and apparatus are exhibited, and their uses and appli- 
cations explained and practically illustrated. 

10 Clinical Surgery. — [Prof. Roddick.] — This course is eminently practical, 
consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of Sur- 
gical cases actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 
taken charge of by the Teacher on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical 
clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases examined by the senior Students. 
The Surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these occasions, so as 
to give all present an opportunity of participating in the application of splints to 
fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are per- 
formed in the spacious theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so admirably 
constructed that the most distant can generally obtain a fair view of the operation. 
This is also used as a Lecture Room by the Clinical Professors. All of the recently 
invented appliances for the treatment of Surgical disease have been introduced into 
the Plospital, prominent among which is a complete outfit of Lister’s Antiseptic 
Apparatus, so that this excellent method of treating wounds is now almost univer- 
sally adopted. 

11 Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum.] — Including diseases of women and chil- 
dren, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale, by humid preparations, by 
models in wax, by the use of the artificial Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of the 
Lying-in Hospital. 

12 Medical Jurisprudence.— [Prof. Gardner.]— This course includes Insan- 
ity, to which a good deal of attention is devoted, the subject being treated of in its 
Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the 
subject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopical tests for which 
are fully described and shown to the class. The various spectra of blood in its 
different conditions are shown by the Sorby- Browning Micro-spectroscope, so well 
adapted for showing the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are 
alluded to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course of this 
kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence 
of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which the more 
common poisons are described with reference to symptoms, post-mortem ap- 


pearances, and chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by 
plates, and the tests are shown to the Class. 

13 Hygiene and Public Health. — [Prof. Gardner.] — A three months* 
course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject, the attendance upon which is 
now compulsory. 

14 Opthalmology and Otology. — [Dr. Buller.] — Will include a course of 
lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the 
former the general principles of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the 
latter, cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under the special 
care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent to take charge of them. 
A Course of Operations on the Cadaver will be open to such Students as may wish 
to avail themselves of the same. 

15 Botany and Zoology.— [Prof. Dawson.]— The Course in Botany is 
illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the miscroscope. Students have 
access without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, 
and to the Natural History Museum of the University and the Museum of the 
Natural History Society of Montreal. 

16 Helminthology. — A course of six lectures on the Parasitic Diseases of 
Man and the Domestic Animals. (Prof. Osier). The life history and development 
of the Entozoa, together with the diseases caused by them, are fully considered. 
The lectures are illustrated by a series of beautiful diagrams, and by fresh and pre- 
pared specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which three 
bedside demonstrations and one Clinical Lecture shall be given ; and in that of 
Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in which case three 
Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be called 
from time to time.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 


The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine : 

1st. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University; or 
2ndly, have studied medicine during at least four years, and during that time 


have attended Lectures for a period of at least three six months’ Sessions, either 


in this University, or some other University, College, or School of Medicine 
approved of by this University. 

2nd. Candidates for the Final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz : —

Provided, however, that Testimonials equivalent to, though not precisely the 
same as those above stated may be presented and accepted. 

3rd. The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during 
eighteen months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some 
other Hospital approved of by this University, and have compounded medicine* 
for six months. 

4th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in-Hospital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 
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5th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full 
course of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the 
time over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to 
the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate : —

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite amount of 
work must be accomplished in each year an equitable division is 
made between the Primary and Final branches. 

It was not thought advisable that Students should pass finally on 
important subjects of the Primary branches at the end of the first 
year, hence the second year examination embraces the whole range 
of the Primary subjects, and the same holds good for the Final 
branches in the 3rd and 4th Year, with the exception of Medical 
Jurisprudence and Hygiene, which may be finally passed at the end 
of the 3rd Year. 

The Sessional Examinations at the close of the 1st and 3rd Years 
are compulsory upon all Students, and they will be rated according 
to merit. 

With regard to the Primary Examination at the end of the 2nd 
Year, it remains optional with the Student whether he passes in all 
the branches or leaves two for the 3rd Year. In any case, Chemistry 
and one other must be taken at the close of the 2nd Year.

MUSEUM. 

Most of the usual Pathological Specimens are collected here, 
obtained from Hospital and private practice. They are largely used 
in illustrating the lectures on Medicine and Surgery. There are also 
wax and papier-mache models.

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LIBRARY. 

This comprises between six and seven thousand volumes, includ- 
ng all the standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY.

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 140 to 150, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. The 


— 
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Governors have also erected a Hospital for Children, contiguous to the 
Reid Wing of the present building. The Students have thus an oppor- 
unity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases of suffering 
humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them by infancy, 
adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

Ihe large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 
pital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations of 
most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student, although, on account 
of their variety and frequency, they are of great importance to the 
Physician. 

^he large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students ample 
opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of 
those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every Student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye, by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and surgical 
eases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are appointed 
every three months, and each one during his term of service conducts, 
under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, the reporting 
of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of one of these 
offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage to Students, 
as affording the most real practical training for his future professional 
life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each Session 
to final Students of that year, in order of their standing in the primary 
examination. ’ 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the Out- 
door Department. For these appointments application is to be made 
to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door attending 
Physicians. 6 


The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the opera 
tions. 


MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12-2 
daily. 


UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Stu- 
dents who have already attended one course of his lectures, are fur- 
nished with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institu- 
tion as much as possible during the summer, when, since there are as 
many patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger propor- 
tion of cases falls to the share of each. Moreover, in this way more 
attention can be given to their duties during the winter. 

The Assistant to the Professor of Midwifery attends each case, and 
gives instruction to the students in the methods of examination and 
the diagnosis of presentations. 

UNIVERSITY DISPENSARY FOR DISEASES OF WOMEN. 

Clinical instruction to Senior Students will be given thrice weekly 
at this Institution, 107 St. Urbain Street.

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SESSION OF 1881-82. 

The Forty-ninth Session of the University, being the Twenty-ninth under the 
amended charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1881 . 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 

In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational : and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, - 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the several Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each : and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experi- 
mental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natu- 
ral Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew ; all which subjects are 
imperative in the first two years of the Course ; but in the third and fourth 
years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and English Literature. 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to Professional Students. The course of 
study leads to the Degrees of B. A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the Degree of M.D., 
C.M. There is also a Summer Course, which is optional. 

The Faculty of Law.— The complete course in Law extends over three Sessions, 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L., and D.C.L.

II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College.

IV. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for Teachers of 
Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. Teachers trained in this 
School are entitled to Provincial Diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School are Elementary 
Schools, divided into a Boys’ Department, Girls’ Department, and Primary 
School. 

Collegiall Institutes, Academies, and High Schools may be affiliated in 
so far as regards Matriculation in Arts and Applied Science, under regulations 
which will be found on a subsequent page.

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into Physi- 
cians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation 
is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” in accordance 
with the general nature and character of the curriculum, as fully speci- 
fied hereafter. The degree is received by the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 
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I. 

MATRICULATION. 

It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following : (i) That if natives of Ontario, and if they wish to 
obtain the license of the Medical Board of that Province, they mast 
pass the Preliminary Examination prescribed by that Board. (2) If 
natives of the Province of Quebec, they must pass the Matriculation 
Examination of the Quebec Medical Board. In either case the 
examination should be passed in the Spring. Both of these are 
accepted by the University, and a Student who has passed either of 
them is admitted to study without further examination. (3) Natives 
of the Maritime Provinces and of the United States, if they have 
not already passed the Matriculation Examination of a recognized 
University, must present themselves for the University Matriculation. 

(a) University Matriculation Examination. 

1 his examination is the same as that recommended by the Medical 
Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity therewith will 
be held the last Saturday in March and the first Saturday in October of 
each year. Applications may be made to the Registrar of the Faculty 
till the evening of the previous day. The requirements of the stan- 
dard for Matriculation are: — (1) English Language, including 
Grammar and Composition* (2) English History. (3) Modern 
Geography. (4) Latin, including Translation from the original and 
Grammar. (5) Elements of Mathematics, comprising (a) Arithmetic, 
including Vulgar and Decimal Fractions ; (b) Algebra, including Simple 
Equations ; (c) Geometry, including the first two books of Euclid or the 
subjects thereof. (6) Elementary Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, com- 
prising the elements of Statics, Dynamics and Hydrostatics. (7) One 
of the following optional subjects :—(a) Greek, (b) French, (c) German, 
(d) Italian, (e) any other modern language, (f) Logic, (g) Botany, (//) 
Elementary Chemistry. 

* The ability of the candidate will lie fully tested in the following (1) To 
write sentences in English on a given theme, attention being paid to spelling and 
punctuation as well as to composition ; (2) to write correctly from dictation 0 ; (3) 
to explain the grammatical construction of sentences; (4) to point out' the 
grammatical errors in sentences ungrammatically composed, and to explain their 
nature ; and (5) to give the derivation and definition of English words in common 


Text-Books.— Latin,— Caesar, Commentaries, Bk. I. ; or Virgil, 
^Eneid, Bk. I. 

Greek. — Xenophon, Anabasis, Bk. I., or equivalent. 

French.— Charles XII., Two Books. 

Natural Philosophy. — Ganot’s Physics. 

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required to 
submit to the Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of having 
passed this Examination before the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Ontario or of Quebec will be accepted by this University. 


(b) Matriculation Examination of College of Physicians and 

Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The subjects of examination are as follows : — 

Compulsory Subjects English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Euclid, History, Geography, Belles-Lettres. 

Optional Subjects :-Candidates can select any one of the follow- 
ing —Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. 

The Examinations will be held upon Thursday, the 22nd of Sep- 
tember, 1881, at Quebec, and on Thursday, the 4 th of May, 1882, at 
Montreal. Applications to be made to Dr. F. W. Campbell, Montreal, 
or Dr. Belleau, Quebec. 

Examination Fee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be unsuccess- 
ful, one half the fee will be returned. . 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended at 
a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recognized 
by the “ Provincial Medical Board,” and the first session must be 
attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 

Examination. 

(c) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians and 

Surgeons of the Province of Ontario . 

The following are the latest regulations of the Ontario Medical 
Board respecting this Examination : 

“ On and after July 1st, 1881, every one desirous of being regis- 
tered as a Matriculated Medical Student in the Register of this College, 
except as hereinafter provided, must present to the Registrar the 
Official Certificate of having passed the High School Intermediate 


Examination, with Latin included, whereupon he shall be entitled to 
be so registered upon the payment of twenty dollars, and giving proof 
of his identity. 

The said Examination to embrace the following subjects : 

Compulsory : 

a . Arithmetic, Algebra and Euclid. 

b. English Grammar, Composition and Dictation. 

c. History, Geography and English Literature. 

d. Natural Philosophy, Chemistry and Book-keeping. 

e. Latin. 

And one of the following : — 

Optional : 

a. Greek. 

b. French. 

c. German. 

Graduates in Arts, or Students having Matriculated in Arts in 
any University in Her Majesty’s Dominions, are not required to pass 
this Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of 
the College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications, 
and upon paying (after July ist, 1881) the fee of Twenty Dollars.” 

It is held on the first Tuesday and Wednesday of April, at 
Toronto. 

II. 

EN REGISTRATION. 

The following are the University Regulations : — 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $4 j excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year, and no tickets obtained from any of the Professors shall be 
received without previous enregistration. 

Enregistration in the Summer Session is compulsory upon all 
Students, whether attending one or more of the Classes. 




COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy-— t Prof - Scott.]— The importance of Anatomy, both descriptive 
and in its relation to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered by the Professor, 
who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration of the lectures, aided, 
however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, 
<Sr»c., the full size of life. 

2 Practical Anatomy.— [Drs. Shepherd and MacDonnell.]— Special atten- 
tion is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being similar to that of the 
best European schools. The Dissecting-Room is open from 8 a.m. to iop.m., 
the Demonstrators’ hours are from to to 12 a.m., and 8 to to p.m. Special 
Demonstrations on the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequent y 
civen Every Student must be examined at least three times on each part is- 
Tected and, if the examinations are satisfactory, a certificate is given. Prises are 
awarded at the end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh subject. 
Material provided under cost. 

3 Chemistry -—[ Prof - Girdwood.]-Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated : a 
large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to 
Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected with Chemistry 
also engage the attention of the Class. For experimental illustration, abundant 
apparatus is possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump-Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope-Polariscope-extensive series 
of Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, steam engine, &-c., o*c. 

4 Practical Chemistry.-[Prof. Gird wood. ]-Thorough instruction is given 
in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the 
Faculty under the personal supervision of the Professor. The course includes 
blow-pipe manipulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological 
investigations, <&*., *c. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 

5 Institutes of Medicine.-[Prof. Osier and Assistant.] Embraced in this 
course are the following classes : 

(a) Physiology, comprising, 

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and functions of the 
various organs of the body in health. The lectures are illustrated by fresh pre- 
parations, diagrams, plates and models, and, when practicable, by experiments. 

(2) Practical demonstrations held every Saturday from 2 to 4 P-=>- ^ ‘his 

class a complete series of histological preparations is exhibited and explained. 
Specimens illustrative of. physiological anatomy and practical phywtooT « 
shown, and the Students invited to propound and discuss any questions which may 
not have appeared clear to them. 
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(3) Practical Histology — normal and pathological. A course of 25 lessons — 
Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. This course is generally held during 
the Summer Session, but will also be conducted during the Winter if a class of 10 
Students be formed. It comprises thorough instruction in the use of the Micro- 
scope and the preparation of the tissues, each Student preparing for himself dur- 
ing the course a cabinet of 100 or more specimens. 

(£) Pathology, comprising, 

(1) A limited number of lectures on General Pathology, which are included 
in the systematic course on the Institutes. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 11a.m. This course is 
based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the same way as that of Prof. 
Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Institute. Specimens of all kinds are collected 
throughout the week, kept until Saturday, and then brought before the class, when 
practical comments are made upon them. An idea of the amount of material at 
command may be gathered from the fact that over 150 fresh pathological speci- 
mens, illustrative of almost all the common forms of disease, were laid before the 
class during the past session. 

(3) Instruction in Post-Mortems — The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems are performed by the Students 
in rotation, under his supervision. System and thoroughness in inspection are 
insisted upon, the method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, 
attention is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal organs. 
In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of Medical Jurisprudence, two 
Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted during the Session before the class, and the 
Medico -legal aspects of post-mortems dwelt upon. 

6 Materia Mediea. — [Prof. Wright.] — In this course the ordinary Medicines 
officinal in the British Pharmacopoeia are taken up in classes according to their 
chief actions, and described under the various heads peculiar to Pharmacology. 
The Therapeutics of each are fully detailed, under the effects that follow from dif- 
ferent doses. Those from toxic or over-doses are added, together with the mode of 
treatment, etc. The course is illustrated from a cabinet of the various drugs and 
their preparations, and the plates of Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill are 
also shewn. Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are exhibited. 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine— [Prof. Howard.]— While the lec- 
tures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and Therapeutics, the 
department of General Pathology in this University being included in the Institutes 
of Medicine, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws 
of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed in 
this country, all the important diseases of the body, not^described from the chairs 
of Surgery and Obstetrics, are di cussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illus- 
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trated by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, 
and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates illustrative of 
the histological and anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the Gene- 
ral Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of 
very many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine —[Prof. Ross.l— Attendance is given in the Medical 
Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days of every week. Accurate 
reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systemati- 
cally read before the class. Instruction is given by the bedside, and special induce- 
ments are offered to every pupil to take part in the physical examination of patients. 
The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the 
thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and 
illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases be- 
fore the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general knowledge. In 
addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases 
of importance which may happen to be under observation at the time. Special 
attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be 
examined thereon. 

9 Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick.] — Divided into Principles and Practice, includ- 
ing Surgical Anatomy and Operative Surgery, exhibited on the subject. The 
various surgical instruments and apparatus are exhibited, and their uses and appli- 
cations explained and practically illustrated. 

10 Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Roddick.]— This course is eminently practical, 
consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of Sur- 
gical cases actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. 1 he class is 
taken charge of by the Teacher on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical 
clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases examined by the senior Students. 
The Surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these occasions, so 
as to give all present an opportunity of participating in the application of splints 
to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are per- 
formed in the spacious theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so admirably 
constructed that the most distant can generally obtain a fair view of the operation. 
This is also used as a Lecture Room by the Clinical Professors. All of the recently 
invented appliances for the treatment of Surgical disease have been introduced into 
the Hospital, prominent among which is a complete outfit of Lister’s Antiseptic 
Apparatus, so that this excellent method of treating wounds is now almost univer- 
sally adopted. 

11 Midwifery.— [Prof. McCallum.]— Including diseases of women and chil- 
dren, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale, by humid preparations, 
by models in wax, by the use of the artificial Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of 
the Lying-in-Hospital. 
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12 Medical Jurisprudence. -[Prof. Gardner.]-This course includes Insan- 
ity, to which a good deal of attention is devoted, the subject being treated of in its 
Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the 
subject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopical tests for 
which are fully described and shown to the class. The various spectra of blood in 
its different conditions are shown by the Sorby-Browning Micro-spectroscope, so 
well adapted for showing the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of sus- 
pected material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood 
are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course of 
this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, general evi- 
dence of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which the 
more common poisons are described with reference to symptopis, post-mortem ap- 
pearances, and chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by 
plates, and the tests are shown to the Class. 

13 Hygiene and Public Health.— [Prof. Gardner.]— A three months’ 
course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject, the attendance upon which is 
now compulsory. 

14 Ophthalmology and Otology. — LUr. Buller.] — Will include a course of 
lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the 
former the general principles of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the 
latter, cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under the special 
care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent to take charge of them . 

A Course of Operations on the Cadaver will be open to such Students as may wish 
to avail themselves of the same. 

15 Botany and Zoology.— [Prof- Dawson.]— The Course in Botany is 
illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. Students have 
access without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, 
and to the Natural History Museum of the University and the Museum of the 
Natural History Society of Montreal. 

16 Helminthology. — A course of six lectures on the Parasitic Diseases of 
Man and the Domestic Animals. (Prof. Osier.) The life history and development 
of the Entozoa, together with the diseases caused by them, are fully considered. 
The lectures are illustrated by a series of beautiful diagrams, and by fresh and pre- 
pared specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which three 
bedside demonstrations and one Clinical Lecture shall be given ; and in that of 


Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in which case three 
Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be called 
from time to time.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 


The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine : 

1st. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or, 
2ndly, have studied medicine during at least four years, and during that time 
have attended Lectures for a period of at least three six months’ Sessions, eithe r 
in this University, or some other University, College, or School of Medicine 
approved of by this University. 

2nd. Candidates for the Final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz : —

3rd. The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during 
eighteen months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some 
oth<* Hospital approved of by this University, and have compounded medicines 
for six months. 

4th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in-Hospital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

5th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full 
ifcurse of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the 
time over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to 
the Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate -

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite amount of 
work must be accomplished in each year, an equitable division is 
made between the Primary and Final branches. 

It was not thought advisable that Students should pass finally on 
important subjects of the Primary branches at the end of the first 
year, hence the second year examination embraces the whole range 
of the Primary subjects, and the same holds good for the Final 
branches in the 3rd and 4th Year, with the exception of Medical 
Jurisprudence and Hygiene, which may be finally passed at the end 
of the 3rd Year. 

The Sessional Examinations at the close of the 1st and 3rd Years 
are compulsory upon all Students, and they will be rated according to 
merit. 


*May be taken at the end of the Second Year. 


With regard to the Primary Examination at the end of the 2nd 
Year, it remains optional with the Student whether he passes in all 
the branches or leaves two for the 3rd Year. In any case, Chemistry 
and one other must be taken at the close of the 2nd Year.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly 
during the winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American medical journals 
are on file. 

XII. 

COST OF LIVING, &c. 

This will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good Board may be obtained from $14 to $20 per month. A list of 
Boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the 
University, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical 
College. 

XIII. 

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 140 to 150, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. The 
Governors have also erected a Hospital for Children, contiguous to the 
Reid Wing of the present building. The Students have thus an oppor- 
tunity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases of suffering 
humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them by infancy, 
adolescence, maturity and declining age. 
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The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 
pital, averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations of 
most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students ample 
opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of 
those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every Student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye, by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and surgical 
cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are appointed 
every three months, and each one during his term of service conducts, 
under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, the reporting 
of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of one of these 
offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage to Students, 
as affording a true practical training for his future professional 
life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each Session 
to final Students of that year, in order of their standing in the primary 
examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the Out- 
door Department. For these appointments application is to be made 
to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door attending 
Physicians. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the opera- 
tions. 
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MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 1 2-2 
daily. 



UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Stu- 
dents who have already attended one course of his lectures are fur- 
nished with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institu- 
tion as much as possible during the summer, when, since there are as 
many patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger propor- 
tion of cases falls to the share of each. 

The Assistant to the Professor of Midwifery attends each case, and 
gives instruction to the students in the methods of examination and 
the diagnosis of presentations. 


UNIVERSITY DISPENSARY. 

This Dispensary was established two years ago for special clinical 
instruction in Diseases of Women ; this year special clinics have been 
established at the same place, for diseases of children and for 
diseases of the skin. 

Diseases of Women . — The difficulty of affording to senior stu- 
dents practical instruction in gynaecology is felt in most schools, as 
women will not present themselves for examination before a large class 
of men. The plan followed for the past two years with marked success 
has been the limitation of the number of students to two or three, 
in rotation, who assist at the examinations, and receive instruction 
in the diagnosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynae- 
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cological instruments. The attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 

Saturdays, 1-4 P-m. _ , , 

Diseases of Children .— The clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays at 11 a.m., when the patients are seen and instruction given 
on the cases. 

Diseases of the Skin .— The Surgeon in charge will attend every 
Monday and Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby a 
limited number of Students can be present on each occasion. The 
department will be under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Clinical Surgery.

SUMMER SESSION. 
April 8th — July 2nd, 1881. 


The Sixth Summer Session of the Faculty of Medicine will begin 
on the 8th of April and continue 1 2 weeks. 

The Classes are chiefly practical and demonstrative, and are 
designed to supplement and extend the teachings of the regular 
Winter Session. 

The experience of the past Sessions has been very encouraging, 
both in regard to the numbers in attendance and the diligence with 
which the classes have been followed ; and the Faculty hopes that all 
students will endeavor to take one or two of these extra Sessions, 
the fees for which have purposely been placed so low as to be 
almost nominal. 

The special advantages of attendance upon a Summer Session 
are : — 

(1) The benefit derived from the practical and demonstrative 
classes. 

(2) Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships are more easily obtained 
at the Hospitals, and the student has more time at his disposal to 
follow up the cases. 

(3) Cases of M idwifery are obtained in greater numbers at the 
Lying-in-Hospital. 

(4) Systematic study can be carried out more effectively than at 
home. 

The advantages offered by the city of Montreal for the practical 
study of Medicine and Surgery are unequalled in the Dominion. In 
the wards of the General Hospital there is always— and more parti- 
cularly in the summer months, when navigation is opened— a large 
collection of interesting medical and surgical cases. In the out-door 
department there is a daily attendance of between 60 and 70 pa- 
tients, which affords excellent instruction in Minor Surgery, routine 
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medical practice, and Diseases of Children. The Eye and Ear De- 
partment will afford to the student an opportunity of studying pra- 
tically, under skilled direction, these important branches. In and- 
dition to the Demonstrations on Gynaecology, there will be this year, at 
the University Dispensary, Demonstrations on Diseases of Children 
and Diseases of the Skin.

SESSION OF 1882-83. 


The Fiftieth Session of the University, being the Thirtieth under the amended 
Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1881. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation of 
the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational : and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the several Affiliated Colleges and Schools.

The fiftieth Session of the Medical Faculty of McGill Uni- 
versity will be opened on Monday, October 2nd, 1882, with a gen- 
eral Introductory Lecture at 1 1 a. m. I he regular lectures will begin 
on Tuesday, October 3rd, at the hours specified in the time-table, and 
will be continued during the six months following. 

The Medical College, a large and substantial building situated 
within the University Grounds, contains two spacious class rooms, 
Students’ waiting-room, Library, Museum, Laboratories, together with 
a large and well-furnished Dissecting-room. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualify- 
ing candidates for examination before the various Colleges and licens- 
ing bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into Physi- 
cians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon graduation 
is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery/' in accordance 






with the general nature and character of the curriculum, as fully speci- 
fied hereafter. The degree is received by the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 




MATRICULATION. 


It is very important that intending Students should benr in mind 
the following: (i) That if natives of Ontario, a?id if they wish to 
obtain the license of the Medical Board of that Province, they must 
pass the Prelwiinary Examination prescribed by that Board. (2) If 
natives of the Province of Quebec, they must pass the Matriculation 
Ex animation of the Quebec Medical Board . Iji either case the 
examination should be passed i?i the Spring. Both of these are 
accepted by the University , and a Student who has passed either of 
them is admitted to stidy without further examination. (3) Natives 
of the Maritime Provinces and of the United States, if they have 
not already passed the Matriculation Examination of a recognized 
University, must present themselves for the U?iivcrsity Matriculation . 


(a) University Matriculation Examination . 



This examination is the same as that recommended by the Medical 
Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity therewith will 
be held the last Friday and Saturday in March and the fiist Friday 
a id Saturday in October of each year. Applications may be made 
to the Registrar of the Faculty till the evening of the previous day. 
The requirements of the standard for Matriculation are : — (1) Eng- 
lish Language, including Grammar and Composition.* (2) Eng- 
lish History. (3) Modern Geography. (4) Latin, including Trans- 
lation from the original and Grammar. (5) Elements of Mathema- 
tics, comprising ( a ) Arithmetic, including Vulgar and Decimal Frac- 
tions ; ( b ) Algebra, including Simple Equations ; (c) Geometry, 


* The ability of the candidate will be fully tested in the following : — “ (1) To 
write sentences in English on a given theme, attention being paid to spelling and 
punctuation as w'ell as to composition ; (2) to write correctly from dictation ; (3

( e ) any other modern language, (/) Logic, (g) Botany, (//) Elemen- 
tary Chemistry.

Greek. — Xenophon, Anabasis, Bk. I., or equivalent.

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required to 
submit to the Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of having 
passed the Examination before the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Ontario or of Quebec will be accepted by this University. 

(Z>) Matriculation Examination of College of Physicians and 


Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 


The subjects of examination are as follows : — 

Compulsory Subjects : — English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Euclid, History, Geography, Belles-Lettres. 

Optional Subjects : — Candidates can select any one of the follow- 
ing: — Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. 

The Examinations will be held upon Thursday, the 21st of Sep- 
tember, 1882, at Quebec, and on Thursday, the 5th of May, 1883, at 
Montreal. Applications to be made to Dr. F. W. Campbell, Montreal, 
or Dr. Belleau, Quebec. 

Examination Fee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be unsuccess- 
ful, one half the fee will be returned. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended at 
a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recognized 
by the “ Provincial Medical Board,” The first session must be 
attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 
Examination, and the final session must be in the 4th year. 



(c) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians and 

Surgeons of the Province of Ontario. 

The following are the latest regulations of the Ontario Medical 
Board respecting this Examination : 

“ On and after July ist, 1881, every one desirous of being regis- 
tered as a Matriculated Medical Student in the Register of this College, 
except as hereinafter provided, must present to the Registrar the 
Official Certificate of having passed the High School Intermediate 
Examination, with Latin included, whereupon he shall be entitled to 
be so registered upon the payment of twenty dollars, and giving proof 
of his identity. 

The said Examination to embrace the following subjects : 
Compulsory : 

a. Arithmetic, Algebra and Euclid. 

b. English Grammar, Composition and Dictation. 

c . History, Geography and English Literature. 

d. Natural Philosophy, Chemistry and Book-keeping. 

e . Latin. 

And one of the following 

Optional : 

a . Greek. 

b. French. 

c . German. 

Graduates in Arts, or Students having Matriculated in Arts in 
any University in Her Majesty’s Dominions, are not required to pass 
this Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of 
the College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications, 
and upon paying (after July ist, 1881) the fee of Twenty Dollars.” 

It is held on the first Tuesday and Wednesday of April, at 
Toronto. 

II. 

ENRE GISTR AT ION AND PAYMENT OP FEES. 

The following are the University Regulations : — 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
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in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
rar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $4 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year, The fees are payable to, and all class tickets will be issued 
by, the Registrar, and must be paid (except under special circum- 
stances) at the time of enregistering. 

Enregistration in the Summer Session is compulsory upon all 
Students, whether attending one or more of the Classes. 

III. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy. — [Prof. Scott.] — The importance of Anatomy, both descriptive 
and in its relation to Medicine and Surgery, is duly considered by the Professor, 
who employs chiefly the fresh subject in the illustration of the lectures, aided, 
however, by dried preparations, wax models, plaster casts of dissections, plates, 
&°c., the full size of life. 

2 Practical Anatomy— [Drs. Shepherd and MacDonnell .]— Special atten- 
tion is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being similar to that of the 
best European schools. The Dissecting-Room is open from 8 a.m. to io p.m., 
the Demonstrators’ hours are from io to 12 a.m., and 8 to io p.m. Special 
Demonstrations on the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently 
given. Every Student must be examined at least three times on each part dis- 
sected, and if the examinations are satisfactory, a certificate is given. Prizes are 
awarded at the end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh subject. 
Material provided under cost. 

3 Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwood.]— Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated : a 
large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to 
Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected with Chemistry 
also engage the attention of the Class. For experimental illustration, abundant 
apparatus is possessed by the Professor^ among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump— Oxy-Hydrogen Miscrosope— Polariscope— extensive series of 
Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, steam engine, 6*c., dr*c. 

4 Practical Chemistry.— [Prof. Girdwood.]— Thorough instruction is 
given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the 
Faculty, under the personal supervision of the Professor. The course includes 
blow- pipe man pulations, qualitative and quantative analysis, toxicological investi- 
gations, <5r>c., <5^. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 
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5 Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Osier and Assistant.] — Embraced in 
this course are the following classes : — 

(a) Physiology, comprising, 

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and functions of the 
various organs of the body in health. The lectures are illustrated by fresh prepa- 
rations, diagrams, plates and models, and by experiments with apparatus. 

(2) Practical Physiology : — In addition to the demonstrations in the Lecture- 
room, the senior members of the class have an opportunity of attending the 
following, (a) Physiological chemistry (weekly until Christmas), in which each 
student works over the essentials in the chemistry of digestion, the secretions and 
the urine. ( b ) A special demonstration course in Experimental Physiology (weekly, 
after Christmas) with the use of apparatus. Candidates for the Morrice scholar- 
ship must take these classes. 

(3) Histology. — 1st. Normal. A bi-weekly course of lessons throughout 
the session. Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. It comprises thorough 
instruction in the use of the Microscope and the preparation of the tissues, each 
Student preparing for himself during the course a cabinet of 100 or more speci- 
mens. 2nd. Pathological, including the Microscope in relation to Practical medi- 
cine. B, — weekly in the Summer Session. 

(by Pathology, comprising, 

(1) Twenty lectures on General Pathology to the students of the 3rd year. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 11 a.m. This course 
is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the same way as that of Prof. 
Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Institute. Specimens of all kinds are collected 
throughout the week, kept until Saturday, and then brought before the class, when 
practical comments are made upon them. 

(3) Instruction in Post-Mortems — The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems are performed by the Students 
in rotation, under his supervision. System and thoroughness in inspection are 
insisted upon, the method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, 
attention is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal organs. 
In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of Medical Jurisprudence, two 
Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted during the Session before the class, and the 
Medico-legal aspects of post-mortems dwelt upon. 

6 Materia Medica.t-[Prof. Wright.]— -In this course the ordinary Medicines, 
officinal in the British Pharmacopoeia, are taken up in classes, according to their 
chief actions, and described under the various heads peculiar to Pharmacology. 
The Therapeutics of each are fully detailed, under the effects that follow from dif- 
ferent doses. Those from toxic or over-doses are added, together with the mode 


of treatment, etc. The course is illustrated from a cabinet of the various drugs 
and their preparations, and the plates of Wagner, Roque, Stevenson and Churchill 
are also shewn. Analytical experiments with the ordinary re-agents are exhibited. 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine. — [Prof. Howard.]— While the lec- 
tures on tliis subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and Therapeutics, the 
department of General Pathology in this University being included in the Institutes 
of Medicine, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general laws 
of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country, all the important diseases of »he body , not described from the chairs 
of Surgery and Obstetrics, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illus- 
trated by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, 
and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates illustrative of 
the histological and anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the Gene- 
ral Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of 
very many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine. -[Prof. Ross.]- Attendance is given in the Medical 
Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days of every week. Accurate 
reports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systemati- 
cally read before the class. Instruction is given by the bedside, and special induce- 
ments are offered to every pupil to take part in the physical examination of patients. 
The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the 
thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and 
illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases 
before the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general knowledge. In 
addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases 
of importance which may happen to be under observation, at the time. Special 
attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree w ill be 
examined thereon. 

9 Surgery. -r-The lectures on this subject are divided into. 1st. Surgical 
Pathology, illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the College 
Museum, also specimens as they are obtained from cases under observation at the 
Hospital, and contributed to that collection by the Hospital pathologist and from 
private sources. The second part of the course is devoted to the practice of 
Surgery, in which attention is drawn to eases which have been observed by the 
class during the previous summer session. The various surgical apparatus are 
exhibited, and their uses and application explained. Surgical Anatomy and Opera- 
tive Surgery forms a special department of this course, and Quain's and Maclise’s 
plates are used in illustration. 

10 Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Roddick.]— This course is eminently practi- 
cal, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of 
Surgical cases actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 


taken charge of by the Teacher on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical 
clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases are examined by the senior Students. 
The Surgical dressings are, as much as possible, reserved for these occasions, so 
as to give all present an opportunity of participating in the application of splints 
to fractures, dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are per- 
formed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so constructed that the 
most distant can obtain a fair view of the operation. All of the recently invented 
appliances for the treatment of Surgical disease have been introduced into the 
Hospital, prominent among which is a complete outfit of Lister's Antiseptic 
Apparatus, so that this excellent method of treating wounds is now almost univer- 
sally adopted. 

11 Midwifery. — [Prof. McCallum.] — Including diseases of women and 
children, illustrated by a series of drawings on a large scale, by humid preparations, 
by models in wax, by the use of the artificial Pelvis, and by cases in the wards of 
the Lying-in Hospital. 

12 Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Gardner.] — This course includes 
Insanity , to which a good deal of attention is devoted, the subject being treated of 
in its Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the 
subject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopical tests for 
which are fully described and shown to the class. The various spectra of blood in 
its different conditions are shown by the Sorby-Browning Micro-spectroscope, so 
well adapted for showing the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of sus- 
pected material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood 
are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course of 
this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, general evi- 
dence of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which the 
more common poisons are described with reference to symptoms, post-mortem 
appearances, and chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by 
plates, and the tests are shown to the Class. 

13 Hygiene and Public Health.— [Prof. Gardner.]— A three months’ 
course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject, the attendance upon which is 
now compulsory. The course comprises lectures on Drinking water and Public water 
supplies ; conditions of Soil and Water as affecting health, including Drainage and 
the various methods for the removal of Excreta ; the Atmosphere, including Heat- 
ing and Ventilation ; Individual Hygiene, comprising the subjects of Food and 
Drink ; Physical Exercise and Bathing ; discussion of the respective merits of the 
various forms of each, precautions, contraindications, etc. Village Sanitary 
Associations ; Mutual Protective Sanitary Associations for cities. 

14 Ophthalmology and Otology.— [Dr. Buller.]— Will include a course 
of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the 
former the general principles of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the 
latter, cases illustrative of the typical- forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
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will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under the spe- 
cial care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent to take charge of 
them. A Course of Operations on the Cadaver will be open to such Students as 
may wish to avail themselves of the same. 

15 Botany and Zoology.— [Prof. Dawson.]— The course in Botany is 
illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the miscroscope. Students have 
access without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, 
and to the Natural History Museum of the University and the Museum of the 
Natural History Society of Montreal. 

16 Helminthology. — Students have an opportunity of attending a 
course of eight lectures on the Parasitic Diseases of Man and the Domestic 
Animals (Prof. Osier.) The life history and development of the Entozoa, 
together with the diseases caused by them, are fully considered. The lectures 
are illustrated by a series of beautiful diagrams, and by fresh and prepared 
specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the classes of Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery, in which three 
bedside demonstrations and one Clinical Ucture shall be given; and in that of 
Medical Jurisprudence, if extended through six months, in which case three Lee- 
tures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

ard. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be consi- 
dered a lecture. 

4 th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be called 
from time to time. 

IV. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 

The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine : 

1st No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this Umversity ; or, 
2 ndly, have furnished proof that he has studied medicine during at least four years.

No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full course 
of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 
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7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to the 
Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly 
during the winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American medical journals 
are on file. 


XII. 

COST OF LIVING, & c. 


This will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good Board may be obtained from $14 to $20 per month. A list of 
Boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the 
University, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical 
College.

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 140 to 150, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number. The 
Governors have also erected a Hospital for Children, contiguous to the 
Reid Wing of the present building. The Students have thus an oppor- 
tunity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases of suffering 
humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them by infancy, 
adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 
pital — averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations of 
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most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students ample 
opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of 
those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every Student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery, Operations are performed on the eye, by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and 
surgical cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are 
appointed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, the 
reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of one 
of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage to 
Students, as affording a true prcutual training for his future profes- 
sional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each 
Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing in the 
primary examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the Out 
door Department For these appointments application is to be made 
to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door attending 
Physicians. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the opera 
tions. 


MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
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occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12-2 
daily. 


UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Stu- 
dents who have already attended one course of his lectures are fur- 
nished with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institu- 
tion as much as possible during the summer, when, since there are as 
many patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger propor- 
tion of cases falls to the share of each. 

The Assistant to the Professor of Midwifery attends each case, and 
gives instruction to the students in the methods of examination and 
the diagnosis of presentations. 


UNIVERSITY DISPENSARY. 

This Dispensary was established two years ago for special clinical 
instruction in Diseases of Women ; and special clinics have been 
established at the same place, for diseases of children and for 
diseases of the skin. 

Diseases of Women . — The difficulty of affording to senior stu- 
dents practical instruction in gynaecology is felt in most schools, as 
women will not present themselves for examination before a large class 
of men. The plan followed for the past two years with marked success 
has been the limitation of the number of students to two or three, 
who in rotation assist at the examinations, and receive instruction 
in the diagnosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynae- 
cological instruments. The attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays, 1-4 p.m. 

Diseases of Children . — 1 'he clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays at 11 a.m.,when the patients are seen and instruction given 
on the cases. 

Diseases of the Skin . — The Surgeon in charge will attend every 
Monday and Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby a

limited number of Students can be present on each occasion. The 
department will be under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Clinical Surgery. 

XIV. 

RULES FOR STUDENTS. 

1. In the case of disorderly conduct, .any Student may, at the 
discretion of the Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Per- 
sistence in any offence against discipline after admonition by the Pro- 
fessor shall be reported to the Dean of Faculty. The Dean may, at 
his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the matter to the 
Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
Classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by 
necessity or duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to 
the Faculty. The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty 
that shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session, shall in each case be 
determined by the Faculty. 

3. While in the College, Students are expected to conduct them- 
selves in the same orderly manner as in the Class-rooms. 

4. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, impose fines, disqualify from com- 
peting for prizes and honours, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion.

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SESSION OF 1883-84. 

The Fifty-first Session of the University, being the Thirty-first under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1883. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation of 
the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts.— The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each : and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experi- 
mental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natural 
Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew; all which subjects are 
imperative in the first two years of the course ; but in the third and fourth 
years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and English Literature 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to professional Students. The course of 
study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and leads to the Degree of M.D., C.M- 
There is also a Summer Course, which is optional. 

The Faculty of Law.— T he complete course in Law extends over three Sessions, 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees ofB.C.L., and D.C.L. 
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II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College. 

Morrin College, Quebec — Is affiliated in so far as regards Degrees in Arts and 
Law.

IV. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for Teachers of 
Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. Teachers trained in this 
School are entitled to Provincial Diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School are Elementary Schools, 
divided into a Boys' Department, Girls' Department, and Primary School. 

Collegiate Institutes, Academies, and High Schools may be affiliated in 
so far as regards Matriculation in Arts and Applied Science, under the Uni- 
versity regulations. The following are at present so recognized : —

The fifty-first session of the Medical Faculty of McGill University 
will be opened on Monday, October ist, 1883, by an introductory 
lecture at 8 p.m. The regular lectures will begin on October 2nd, 
at the hours specified in the time table, and will be continued six 

months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in 1824 as 
the Medical Institution by Drs. Stephenson, Holmes, Robertson and 
Caldwell. In 1829 the Medical Institution became the Medica 
Faculty of McGill College. There were no sessions during the 
political troubles from 1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this gap that 
the present is the 51st session of the Faculty. In reality this is the 
55th session of the school which is the direct continuation of the 
Medical Institution. 

Last September the Faculty issued invitations to all graduates 
whose addresses could be obtained to join them in celebrating t le 
opening of the 50th session. The introductory lecture was delivered 
by Professor Howard, who dealt chiefly with the life and labours of the 
late Dean, Dr. G. W. Campbell, and at a banquet at the Windsor 
Hotel the Faculty had the pleasure of entertaining a large number o 
graduates and friends. A report of the introductory address and of the 
speeches at the banquet has been printed and a copy sent to each 

g In his address Dr. Howard urged the advisability of establishing a 
fund to commemorate the services rendered to the University anc 
the city by the late Dr. Campbell, and a friend has generously 
offered the Faculty $50,000 if an equal sum is raised as a “ Campbell 
Memorial Fund" by the first of August, 1883. About $30,000 has 
already been subscribed, and an appeal has been made to the graduates 
to help as far as lies within the power of each one. 

It affords the Faculty much pleasure to be able to state that m 
all departments the teaching is being worked up to the best possible 
standards. Their ambition is to be able to offer to the young men of 
this Dominion a thorough medical education in all its branches equal 
to the very best afforded by European Schools.

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The Medical College, a large and substantial building situated 
within the University Grounds, contains two spacious class rooms, 
Student’s waiting-room, Library, Museum, Laboratories, together with 
a large and well-furnished Dissecting-room. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualify- 
ing candidates for examination before the various Colleges and licen- 
sing bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curriculum, 
as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 


MATRICULATION. 

It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following, (i) That if natives of Ontario , and if they wish to 
obtain the license of the Medical Board of that Province, they must 
pass the Preliminary Examination prescribed by that Board . The 
attention of Ontario students is particularly directed to the fact, that 
the New Medical Bill before the Imperial Parliament will allow the 
various colonies to make what regulations they please regarding regis- 
tration. When this bill becomes law, 0 ?itario Students can no longer 
evade the enactments of the council if they wish to practice in that prov- 
ince. (2) If natives of the Province of Quebec, they must pass the Ma- 
triculation Examination of the Quebec Medical Board. 

These examinations are accepted by the University, and a Student 
who has passed either of them is admitted to study without further 
ex animation. 

(3) Natives of the Maritime Provinces and of the United States, 
if they have not already passed the Matriculation Examination of a 
recognized University , must present themselves for the University 
Matriculation. 
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(a) University Matriculation Examination . 


This examination is the same as that recommended by the Medical 
Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity therewith will 
be held the last Friday and Saturday in March and the first Friday 
and Saturday in October of each year. Applications may be 
made to the Registrar of the Faculty till the evening of the previous 
day. The requirements of the standard for Matriculation are : (i) 

English Language, including Grammar and Composition.* (2) Eng- 
lish History. (3) Modern Geography. (4) Latin, including Trans- 
lation from the original and Grammar. (5) Elements of Mathematics, 
comprising (0) Arithmetic, including Vulgar and Decimal Fractions ; 
(£) Algebra, including Simple Equations; (V) Geometry, including 
the first two books of Euclid or the subjects thereof. (6) Elemen- 
tary Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, comprising the elements of 
Statics, Dynamics and Hydrostatics. (7) One of the following 
optional subjects;—^) Greek, OJ French, (c) German, (d) Italian, 
(e) any other modern language, (/) Logic, (g) Botany, (h) Elemen- 
tary Chemistry. 

* The ability of the candidate will be fully tested in the following ' “ (1) To 
write sentences in English on a given theme, attention being paid to spelling and 
punctuation as well as to composition ; (2) to write correctly from dictation ; (3) 
to explain the grammatical construction of sentences ; (4) to point out the gram- 
matical errors in sentences ungrammatically composed, and to explain their 
nature ; and (5) to give the derivation and definition of English words in common 
use.” 

Text-Books. — Latin, — Cicero, Orations 1 and 2 against Cataline; 
or Virgil, ^Eneid, Bk. I. 

Greek.— Xenophon, Anabasis, Bk. I., or equivalent.

Graduates in Arts of recognized Universities are not required to 
submit to the Matriculation Examination, and a certificate of having 
passed the Examination before the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Ontario or of Quebec will be accepted by this University. 
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(/;) Matriculation Examination of College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

The subjects of examination are as follows : — 

Compulsory Subjects : — English, French, Latin, Arithmetic, 
Algebra, Euclid, History, Geography, Belles-Lettres. 

Optional Subjects : — Candidates can select any one of the follow- 
ing Greek, Natural and Moral Philosophy. 

The Examinations will be held upon the 20th of September, 
1883, at Quebec, and on the 8th of May, 1884, at Montreal. Appli- 
cations to be made to Dr. F. W. Campbell, Montreal, or Dr. Belleau, 
Quebec. 

Examination Fee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be unsuc- 
cessful, one half of the fee will be returned. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended at 
a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recog- 
nized by the “ Provincial Medical Board.” The first session must 
be attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 
Examination, and the final session must be in the 4th year. 

(c ) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province of Ontario. 

The following are the latest regulations of the Ontario Medical 
Board respecting this Examination : 

“On and after July 1st, 1881, every one desirous of being regis- 
tered as a Matriculated Medical Student in the Register of this Col- 
lege, except as hereinafter provided, must present to the Registrar the 
Official Certificate of having passed the High School Intermediate 
Examination, with Latin included, whereupon he shall be entitled to 
be so registered upon the payment of twenty dollars, and giving proof 
ofhis identity. 

The said Examination to embrace the following subjects : 

Compulsory ; 

a. Arithmetic, Algebra and Euclid. 

b. English Grammar, Composition and Dictation. 

c. History, Geography, and English Literature. 

d. Natural Philosophy, Chemistry and Book-keeping.

Graduates in Arts, or Students having Matriculated in Arts in 
any University in Her Majesty’s Dominions, are not required to pass 
this Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of 
the College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications, 
and upon paying (after July ist, 1881) the fee of Twenty Dollars.” 

II. 

ENRE GI STRATTON AND PAYMENT OF FEES. 

The following are the University Regulations : 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at the 
commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
rar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $5 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which Enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year. The fees are payable to, and all class tickets will be issued 
by, the Registrar, and must be paid, ( except under special circum- 
stances) at the time of enregistration. 

Enregistration in the Summer Session is compulsory upon all 
Students, whether attending one or more of the Classes. 

III. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy. — (Prof. Shepherd.) — Anatomy will be taught in the most practical 
manner possible, and its relation to Medicine and Surgery will be fully dwelt on. 
The lectures will be illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and dry preparations, 
sections, models and plates. 

2 Practical Anatomy — [Drs. MacDonnell, Sutherland and R. J. B. Howard. 
- Special attention is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being similar 
to that of the best European schools. The Dissecting-Room is open from 8 a.m. 
to io p.m.; the Demonstrators’ hours are from io to 12 a.m., and 8 to io 
p.ip. Special Demonstrations on the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are 
frequently given. Every Student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is given. 
Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session for the best examination on the 
fresh subject. Material provided under cost. 

3 Chemistry. — [Prof. Gird wood.]— Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated: a 
large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to 
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Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected with Chemistry 
also engage the attention of the Class. For experimental illustration, abundant 
apparatus is possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air Pump— Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope— Polariscope— extensive series of 
Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic apparatus. Steam Engine, dr»c., d^c. 

4 Practical Chemistry. — [Prof. Gird wood.] — Thorough instructions 
given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the 
Faculty, under the personal supervision of the Professor. The course includes 
blow-pipe manipulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological investi- 
gations, d^c., 6°c. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 

5 Institutes of Medicine. — [Prof. Osier and Dr. Mills.]— Embraced in 
this course are the following classes : — 

(a) Physiology, comprising. 

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and functions of the 
various organs of the body in health. The lectures are illustrated by fresh prepa- 
rations, diagrams, plates and models, and by experiments with apparatus. 

(2) Practical Physiology : — In addition to the demonstrations in the Lecture- 
room, the senior members of the class have an opportunity of attending the fol- 
lowing. (a) Physiological chemistry (weekly until Christmas), in which class each 
student works over the essentials of the chemistry of digestion, the secretions and 
the urine. (Jb) A special demonstration course in Experimental Physiology (weekly, 
after Christmas) with the use of apparatus. Candidates for the Morrice scholar- 
ship must take these classes. 

(3) Histology. — 1st. Normal. A bi-w r eekly course of lessons throughout 
the session. Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. It comprises thorough 
instruction in the use of the Microscope and the preparation of the tissues, each 
Student preparing for himself during the course a cabinet of ioo or more speci- 
mens. 2nd. Pathological, including the Microscope in relation to Practical medi- 
cine. Bi weekly in the Summer Session. 

< b ) Pathology, comprising, 

(1) Twenty lectures on General Pathology to the students of the 3rd year. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 10 a.m. This course 
is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the same way as that of Prof. 
Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Institute. Specimens of all kinds are collected 
throughout the week, kept until Saturday, and then brought before the class, when 
practical comments are made upon them. 

(3) Instruction in Post-Mortems— The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems are performed by the Students 
in rotation, under his supervision. System and thoroughness in inspection are 
insisted upon, the method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, 
attention is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal organs. 
In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of Medical Jurisprudence, two 
Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted during the Session before the class, and the 
Medico-legal aspects of post-mortems dwelt upon. 
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6 Materia Medica — [Prof. Stewart.l — 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard.]— While the 
lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and Therapeutics, 
the department of General Pathology in this University being included in the Insti- 
tutes^ of Medicine, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general 
laws of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country, all the important diseases of the body, not described from the chairs 
of Surgery and Obstetrics, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illus- 
trated by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, 
and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates illustrative of 
the histological and anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the Gene- 
ral Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of 
very many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine.— [Prof. Ross.]— Attendance is given in the Medical 
Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days of every week with the 
3rd year students and three days with the 4th year men. Accurate reports 
of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systematically 
read before the class. Instruction is given by the bedside, and special induce 
ments are offered to every pupil to take parf in the physical examination of patients. 
The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the 
thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and 
illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases 
before the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general knowledge. In 
addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases 
of importance which may happen to be under observation at the time. Special 
attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be 
examined thereon. 

9 Surgery. — [Prof. Fenwick], — The lectures on this subject are divided into, 
1 st. Surgical Pathology, illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the 
College Museum, also specimens as they are obtained from cases under observation 
at the Hospital, and contributed to that collection by the Hospital pathologist and 
from private sources. The second part of the course is devoted to the practice of 
Surgery, in which attention is drawn to cases which have been observed by the 
class during the previous summer session. The various surgical apparatus are 
exhibited, and their uses and application explained. Surgical Anatomy and Opera- 
ive Surgery forms a special department of this course, and Quain’s and Maclise s 
plates are used in illustration. 

10 Clinical Surgery. — [Prof. Roddick.]— This course is eminently practi- 
cal, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of 
Surgical cases actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 
separated into junior and senior divisions which are taken charge of by the Teacher 
on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical clerks are read and criticized, 
and fresh cases are examined by the senior Students. The Surgical dressings are, 
as much as possible, reserved for these occasions, so as to give all present an 
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opportunity of participating in the application of splints to fractures, dressing of 
wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are performed in the theatre 
attached to the Hospital, which is so constructed that the most distant can obtain 
a fair view of the operation. All of the recently invented appliances for the 
treatment of Surgical disease have been introduced into the Hospital. 

11 Midwifery. — [Prof. Browne.] — This course will embrace (I) Lectures 
on the principles and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and 
preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, 6°c. ; (2) Bedside instruction in the 
Lying-in Hospital, including the management and after-treatment of cases ; (3) A 
complete course on obstetric operations with the cadaver and preserved foetuses, in 
which each final student will perform the various manipulations and operations (4) 
The Disease ^>f Infancy. 

12 Gynecology. — (Prof. Gardner.) — The course on this subject will comprise 
two lectures a week throughout the session. The anatomy and physiology of the 
parts concerned will be first discussed. Then the various methods of examination 
will be fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited and their uses 
explained. After this the diseases peculiar to the sex will be considered as fully 
as time will permit in the following order : — Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucor- 
rhoea, its causes and treatment ; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis ; Lacerations of 
the Cervix Uteri and Perineum; Urinary and Faecal Fistulse ; Inflammations of 
the Uterus; Displacements of the Uterus; Tumours of the Uterus; Diseases of 
the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and morbid 
specimens. The gynaecological clinic of the University Dispensary furnishes the 
Professor with ample material to illustrate the subjects considered in the didactic 
lectures. 

13 Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Wilkins.]— This course includes 
Insanity, the subject being treated of in its Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. 
Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic 
and Spectroscopical tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shown by Zeiss’ Micro -spectros- 
cope, so well adapted for showing the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of 
suspected material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood 
are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course of 
this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, general evi- 
dence of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after which the 
more common poisons are described with reference to symptoms, post-mortem 
appearances, and chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by 
plates, and the tests are shown to the Class. 

14 Hygiene and Public Health. — [Dr. MacDonnell.] — A three months’ 
course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject, the attendance upon which is 
now compulsory. The course comprises lectures on Drinking water and Public water 
supplies ; conditions of Soil and Water as affecting health, including Drainage and 
the various methods for the removal of Excreta ; the Atmosphere, including Heat- 
ing and Ventilation ; Individual Hygiene, com-^j rising the subjects of Food and 







Drink ; Physical Exercise and Bathing ; discussion of the respective merits of the 
various forms of each, precautions, contraindications, etc. Village Sanitary 
Associations ; Mutual Protective Sanitary Associations for cities. 

15 Ophthalmology and Otology. — [Dr. Buller.] — Will include a course 
of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the 
former the general principles of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the 
latter, cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under the 
special care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent to take charge of 
them. A Course of Operations on the Cadaver will be open to such Students as 
may wish to avail themselves of the same. 

10 Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Penhallow.j — The course in Botany is 
illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. Students have 
access without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, 
and to the Natural History Museum of the University and the Museum of the 
Natural History Society of Montreal. 

Students have an opportunity of attending a course of eight lectures 
on the Parasitic Diseases of Man and the Domestic Animals. (Prof. Osier.) 
The life history and development of the Entozoa, together with the diseases 
caused by them, are fully considered. The lectures are illustrated by a series 
of beautiful diagrams, and by fresh and prepared specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
except in the Medical Jurisprudence and Botany, if extended through six months, 
in which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be called 
from time to time.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 


The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine : 

1st. No one shall be admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, who shall not either : — 1st, have attended Lectures for a 
period of at least four six months’ sessions in this University, or some other Uni- 
versity, College, or School of Medicine, approved of by this University ; or, 
2ndly, have furnished proof that he has studied medicine during at least four years, 
and during that time has attended Lectures for a period of at least three si 









months’ Sessions, including the 1st and 4th, either in this University, or some 
other University, College, or School of Medicine approved of by this University. 

2nd. Candidates for the Final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz : —

Principles and Practice of Surgery. Of which two Courses

3rd. The Candidate must give proof by ticket of having attended during 
eighteen months the practice of the Montreal General Hospital, or that of some 
other Hospital approved of by this University, and have compounded medicines 
for six months. 

4th. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for at least six 
months the practice of the University or other Lying-in-Hospital approved of by 
this University, and of having attended at least six cases of accouchement. 

5th. No one shall be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full course 
of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to the 
Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate : —

This comprises about eight thousand volumes, including all the 
standard text-books and works of reference, together with complete files 
of the leading periodicals.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty, 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly 
during the winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American medical journals 


COST OF LIVING, &c. 

This will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good Board may be obtained from $14 to $20 per month. A list of 
Boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the 
University, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical 
College. 

XIII. 

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital affords ample means for the 
instruction of Students in Clinical Medicine and Surgery. The daily 
number of beds occupied by patients averages from 140 to 150, and 
during epidemic visitations has reached a much higher number, 1 he 
Governors have also erected a Hospital for Children, contiguous to the 
Reid Wing of the present building. The Students have thus an oppor- 
tunity of becoming familiar with nearly all the diseases of suffering 
humanity, and with the peculiarities imparted to them by infancy, 
adolescence, maturity and declining age. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 
pital-averaging from sixty to seventy daily— supply illustrations of 
most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
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and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students ample 
opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of 
those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every Student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye, by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and 
surgical cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are 
appointed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate direction of the Clinical Professors, the 
reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of one 
of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage to 
Students, as affording a true practical training for his future profes- 
sional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each 
Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing in the 
primary examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the Out- 
door Department. For these appointments application is to be made 
to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door attending 
Physicians. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the opera- 
tions. 


MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 


affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12-2 
daily. 


UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Stu- 
dents who have already attended one course of his lectures are fur- 
nished with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institu- 
tion as much as possible during the summer, when, since there are as 
many patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger propor- 
tion of cases falls to the share of each. 


UNIVERSITY DISPENSARY. 

This Dispensary was established two years ago for special clinical 
instruction in Diseases of women ; and special clinics have been 
established at the same place, for Diseases of Children and for 
Diseases of the Skin. 

Diseases of Women .— The difficulty of affording to senior stu- 
dents practical instruction in gynaecology is felt in most schools, as 
women will not present themselves for examination before a large class 
of men. The plan followed for the past four years with marked success 
has been the limitation of the number of students to two or three, 
who in rotation assist at the examinations, and receive instruction 
in the diagnosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynae- 
cological instruments. The attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays, 1-4 P-m. 

Diseases of Children.— The. clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays at 1 1 a.m , when the patients are seen and instruction given 
on the cases. 

Diseases of the A*:'*.— The Surgeon in charge will attend every 
Monday and Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby a 
limited number of Students can be present on each occasion. 
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XIV. 

RULES FOR STUDENTS. 

1. In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the 
discretion of the Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Per- 
sistence in any offence against discipline after admonition by the Pro- 
fessor shall be reported to the Dean of Faculty. The Dean may, at 
his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the matter to the 
Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
Classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by 
necessity or duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to 
the Faculty. The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, 
that shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session shall in each case be 
determined by the Faculty. 

3. While in the College, Students are expected to conduct them- 
selves in the same orderly manner as in the Class-rooms. 

4. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, impose fines, disqualify from com- 
peting for prizes and honours, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion.

SUMMER SESSION. 

1883 .* 


The Eighth Summer Session of the Faculty of Medicine will begin 
on the 1 2th of April, and continue 12 weeks. 

The Classes are chiefly practical and demonstrative, and are 
designed to supplement and extend the teaching of the regular Winter 
Session. 

The records of qualifications of candidates for the degree show 
that a large majority of the senior students take either one or two 
Summer Sessions, and this is regarded by the Faculty as the best 
indication that the extension of its work in this direction meets a 
real want, and is duly appreciated. 

For the past four Sessions there has been an attendance of between 
40 and 50 students, including usually several from other schools, who 
are received on the same terms and have all the advantages of regular 
students. 

The special advantages of attendance upon a Summer Session 
are : — 

(1) The benefit derived from the practical and demonstrative 
classes. 

(2) Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships are more easily obtained 
at the Hospitals, and the student has more time at his disposal to 
follow up the cases. 

(3) Cases of Midwifery are obtained in greater numbers at the 
Lying-in-Hospital. 

(4) Systematic study can be carried out more effectively than at 
home. 


A similar session will be held in 1884. 
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The advantages offered by the city of Montreal for the practical 
study of Medicine and Surgery are unequalled in the Dominion. In 
the wards of the General Hospital there is always and more parti- 
cularly in the summer months, when navigation is opened — a large 
collection of interesting medical and surgical cases. In the out-door 
department there is a daily attendance of between 60 and 70 patients, 
which affords excellent instruction in Minor Surgery, routine medical 
practice, and Diseases of Children. The Eye and Ear Department 
will afford to the student an opportunity of studying practically, under 
skilled direction, these important branches. At the University Dis- 
pensary there will be Demonstrations on Gynaecology, on Diseases 
of Children, and on Diseases of the Skin. 

Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships may be obtained on applica- 
tion to the Attending and Out-door Physicians.

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SESSION OF 1885-6. 

The Fifty-third Session of the University, being the Thirty-third under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1885. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation of 
the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each ; and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experi- 
mental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natural 
Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew. The course of study is 
with few exceptions, the same for all students in the first two years ; but in 
the third and fourth years extensive options are allowed, more especially 
in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral 
Science, Natural Science, English Literature and Modern Languages, 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to professional Students. The course of 
study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Donalda Special Course in Arts provides for the education of women, 
with conrse of study, exemptions and honours similar to those for men. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and one Summer Session of three 
months in the 3rd Academic Year, and leads to the Degree of M.D., C.M. 
The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Sessions 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L. and D.C.L. 


III. AFFILIATED THEOLOGICAL COLLEGES. 


Affiliated Theological Colleges have the right of obtaining for their Students the 
advantage, in whole or in part, of the course of study in Arts, with such facilities 
in regard to exemptions as may be agreed on.

IV. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for Teachers of 
Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. Teachers trained in this 
School are entitled to Provincial Diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School are Elementary Schools, 
divided into a Boys’ Department, Girls* Department, and Primary SchooL 

Collegiate Institutes, Academies, and High Schools may be affiliated in 
so far as regards Matriculation in Arts and Applied Science, under the Uni- 
versity regulations. The following are at present so recognized : — 

Prince of Wales College, Charlottetown, P.E.I. ; Collegiate Institute, 
Hamilton, Ont. ; Canadian Literary Institute, Woodstock, Ont. ; High School, 
Montreal ; Bishop’s College School, Lennoxville ; Girls’ High School, Montreal ; 
Lachute Academy ; Knowlton Academy ; Waterloo Academy ; Lincoln College, 
Sorel ; Cowansville Academy. Hawkesbury High School ; Charleston Academy, 
Hatley.

When the annex 
is completed, and the extensive alterations contemplated in the 
old building have been made, it will be one of the largest and 
most complete on this continent. A student of former years will 
be unable to recognize the inside of the building in which he 
stuaied, as the only rooms existing then and now are the library 
and museum, and these, too, have been added to. Some idea 
of the size of the whole structure, complete, can be formed 
from the fact that the main hall on the first floor will be 136 
feet long, with a room 28 feet long at the end of it, giving a 
total length from front to rear of 164 feet ; also by the fact 
that the building covers 13,930 square feet. Accompanying 
this will be found a plan as taken from the College calendar. 

For those interested we give a description of the entire build- 
ing : — 

Ground Floor . — The library, which is a very extensive one, 
containing over 10,000 volumes, will now consist of two rooms, 
the additional room being 30x22, and opening off the present 
one. On the opposite side of the hall is the museum, which 
will now be connected with an extensive additional room by a 
small chamber — in this way almost doubling its present capacity. 
In the latter, the curator will have facilities for his special 
work. Continuing along the main hall, the second door we 
come to on the left will be the entrance to the pharmaco- 
logical laboratory. This room is to be specially fitted up for 
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demonstrating, experimentally, the actions of drugs, as well as 
for giving courses on practical pharmacy. On the opposite side 
of the hall is the students’ reading-room, which is to be com- 
fortably fitted up. Next to the reading-room is the private room 
of the Professor of Physiology. This is chiefly for the purposes 
of the experimental work of the professor himself. Here, also, 
will be kept the valuable apparatus of this department, which 
has been extensively added to, and is now thoroughly efficient. 
This opens into the physiological laboratory, which is the next 
room to the right. Here the students will themselves take an 
active part in the physiological work, just as in the adjoining 
chemical laboratory they study chemistry practically. The 
chemical laboratory will have accommodation for seventy-five 
students, all engaged in the practical work of this subject. Here 
every convenience is provided for enabling the student to pursue 
this special work. Opening off the laboratory is the “ balance 
room ” and private room for the Professor of Chemistry. On the 
opposite side of the main hall is the large lecture theatre for the 
classes on these two branches. This room is hexagonal in shape, 
and its widest part measures 76 feet. It is lighted by a skylight, 
and three windows to the rear of the students, which also serve 
admirably for ventilating purposes. It will seat comfortably 
275 students. Beneath the higher seats are four rooms, each 
8 feet high and 10 feet wide. The Professor of Therapeutics 
will occupy the first two rooms, one of which will be for the con- 
venient performance of his duties as Registrar. The Professor 
of Chemistry will use the other two rooms for physical apparatus 
and also for private experimental work. 

Second Storey . — Opposite the main staircase is the dis- 
secting-room, This will be now 72 feet long, and will be pro- 
vided with 20 tables. The room will be splendidly lighted — by 
daylight from two skylights, as well as windows from three 
points of the compass ; and at night there will be both electric 
lights and gas. Opening off the dissecting-room is the bone-room. 
This will have -a large table in its centre and seats, will be well 
supplied with bones, and will be a convenient place for the 
study of osteology. Opening off the bone-room will be rooms 
for the Demonsfrator and his assistants. 
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Turning sharp to the left after ascending the main stairway, 
the first door we come to is the entrance to a small lecture-room 
or theatre for demonstrating purposes. This will be used for 
pathological and other demonstrations to at least fifty students 
at a time. Close to the door of this theatre is one of the entrances 
to the histological laboratory, the other entrance being to the 
right of the head of the stairs. This laboratory will have, com- 
mencing about its centre, a stage two feet six inches high, 
reached by three or four steps, on which will be two tables 
extending across the room. Behind this will be another of a 
similar heighth, and arranged in the same manner. Each of 
these tables will have three or four microscopes. There will 
also be four tables ten feet long, with microscopes, on floor level. 
This arrangement of stages is to prevent students standing in 
front of the tables from obstructing the light of those using the 
microscopes. This laboratory will be furnished with thirty micros- 
copes, also microtomes and other apparatus for practical work. 

In the annex on this flat will be a large lecture-room, capable 
of seating comfortably 300 students. Its measurements are 
56 by 46. This theatre will be utilized as the anatomy lecture 
room, besides other purposes. Separate entrances are provided 
for the students. The Professor of Anatomy will have his room 
opening off this theatre. Beneath the higher seats will be rooms 
eight feet high and twelve feet wide at narrowest part. Their 
occupants have not yet been decided upon, but will be so arranged 
that the Pathologist of the College can utilize what he may 
require. He will also have the room to which his name is attached 
in the accompanying plans. In the basement of the building 
will be a cloak room for students. 

All the work is being most substantially performed, the east 
and south faces of the annex being built of stone, the rest of brick. 
It will be well heated, every regard being had for the comfort, 
as well as the educational requirements of the student. The 
contractors undertake to have the work completed by the 15th 
of September, so that the Faculty will commence’ work on the 
1st of October with facilities unequalled in Canada.

The fifty-third session of the Faculty will be opened on Thurs- 
day, October ist, 1885, by an introductory lecture at 3 p.m. The 
regular lectures will begin on October 2nd, at the hours specified in 
the time table, and will be continued for six months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in i824asthe 
“Medical Institution ” by Drs. John Stephenson, Andrew F. Holmes, 
William Robertson and William Caldwell. In 1829 the Medical Institu- 
tion became the Medical Faculty of McGill College. There were no 
sessions during the political troubles from 1836 to 1839, and it is 
owing to this gap that the present is the 53rd session of the Faculty. 
In reality this is the 57th session of the school, which is the direct 
continuation of the Medical Institution. 

The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that by arrange- 
ments made with the Board of Governors of the University an 
addition to the medical building is being constructed which will 
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double its capacity, and at the same time important improvements in 
the old building are also being effected. These changes will be 
completed before the session opens on the first of October. 

The necessity for additional accommodation has been brought 
about by the great increase in the number of students. It is 
also the desire of the Faculty to make the practical and scientific 
teaching of all the primary and third year branches in future 
a more prominent feature of the Medical Students’ training in this 
University, and equal to that of the more advanced European Schools. 
With this end in view the old laboratories for Chemistry and 
Physiology are to be much enlarged and refurnished, while new ones 
for Pathology, Histology and Pharmacology are in course of erection 
—all of which will be fitted according to the more modern methods 
for the practical prosecution of studies in these different branches. 

The Dissecting Room which is being considerably enlarged, will be 
refurnished and lighted by electricity. In connection with it there 
will be a “ Bone Room,” and the private rooms and museum of the 
Professor and Demonstrators of Anatomy. 

The Pathological Laboratory will be furnished in such a 
way as to contain all instruments and apparatus necessary for the 
more advanced students and graduates who wish to engage in private 
pathological research. The various morbid specimens obtained from 
the General Hospital and other sources will be demonstrated to the 
students in this Laboratory or in a small lecture room specially fitted 
up for demonstration purposes. 

The classes engaged in Pathological Histology will make use of 
the Histological Laboratory when pursuing this subject. 

The Physiological Laboratory will be fitted up with the most 
modern apparatus, much of which has been specially prepared in 
Germany and England for this institution. It will contain 
amongst other valuable instruments, kymographs, various mano- 
meters, etc., for demonstrating blood pressure, myographs 
rheocords, moist chambers, etc., and various electrical appliances for 
demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve and muscle, 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; appar- 
atus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion as 
well as the chemical composition and action of the secretions, and the 
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chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. The laboratory 
will be arranged in such a way as to permit of the students helping 
and taking part in these demonstrations. 

The Histological Laboratory will be furnished with thirty micros- 
copes all from the well known makers, Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. 
From the large number of microscopes employed, students will 
have special facilities in studying and making themselves thoroughly 
acquainted with the specimens that are the subjects of demonstration. 
Students attending the practical class will have unusual facilities for 
preparation of specimens. 

Ihe Pharmacological Laboratory will contain all the instruments 
and appliances necessary for the conducting of experimental investi- 
gations into the action of drugs on the different systems of the body 

Courses on practical pharmacy will also form a feature of the future 
teaching of materia medica in this institution. 

In the new building there will be one small and two large lecture 
theatres, the latter being so constructed as to seat comfortably 300 
students each, while the former is intended for demonstration courses, 
and where the number of students does not exceed fifty. 

Besides considerable additions to the museum and library there 
will be a students’ reading room on the ground floor. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing 
bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario. The degree in Medicine of this University 
carries with it at the Licensing Boards of Great Britain the same 
exemptions in certain subjects as are granted to all colonial degrees. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curriculum, 
as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

It affords the Faculty great satisfaction to be able to announce that 
their efforts to secure an endowment have been successful. As the 
lists on a previous page show, over §50,000 have been subscribed to the

Endowment.” 

The Faculty take this opportunity of publicly expressing its 
sincere thanks to the benefactors to whom the University and the 
cause of Medical education are thus indebted. It is also extremely 
gratifying to the Faculty to feel that the memory of its late Dean 
should have received such a lasting tribute and that his name should 
be thus permanently associated with the school he loved, as well as 
through the liberal gift of Mr. Geo. Stephen, with the Hospital he so 
long served.

MATRICULATION. 

It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following : 

(1) That if natives of Ontario , and if they wish to obtain the 
licences of that Province, they must conform to the regulations regarding 
the Preliminary Examination , and register before beginning their 
Medical Studies. 

(2) If natives of the Province of Quebec , they must pass the 
Matriculation Examination of the Quebec Medical Board. 

(3) Natives of the Maritime Provinces and of Manitoba , may 
present themselves before the Local Medical Boards for the Prelim- 
inary Examination. Where the Examination and Standard are 
equivale?it to those of the University , a certificate ( bearing the standing 
of the candidate in the various subjects') will be accepted , and the 
student may register without further examination or fee. 

Graduates in Arts are exempt from the Matriculation. 

(a ). — UNIVERSITY MATRICULATION EXAMINATION. 

This examination is the same as that recommended by the Medi- 
cal Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity therewith 
will be held the last Friday and Saturday in March and the last Friday 
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and Saturday in September of each year. Applications may be made 
to the Registrar of the F acuity till the evening of the previous day 
The requirements of the standard for Matriculation are : — (i) English 
Language, including Grammar and Composition.* (2) English His- 
tory. (3) Modern Geography. (4) Latin, including Translation 
from the original and Grammar. (5) Elements of Mathematics, com- 
prising ( a ) Arithmetic, including Vulgar and Decimal Fractions; 
(< b ) Algebra, including simple Equations : ( V ) Geometry, including 
the first two books of Euclid or the subjects thereof. (6) Elemen- 
tary Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, comprising the elements of 
Statics, Dynamics and Hydrostatics. (7) One of the following 
optional subjects: — ( a ) Greek, ( b ) French, (V) German, ( d ) Italian, 
(< e ) any other modern language, (/) Logic, (g) Botany, (//) Elementary 
Chemistry.

The first session must 
be attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 
Examination, and the final session must be in the 4th year. 

(c) MATRICULATION EXAMINATION OF THE COLLEGE 
OF PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS OF ONTARIO. 


Every, one desirous of being registered as a Matriculated Medical 
Student in the Register of this College, except as hereinafter provided, 
must present to the Register the official certificate of having passed 
the 3rd class non-professional examination with Latin ; whereupon he 
sha 1 be entitled to be so registered upon the payment of twenty 
dollars and giving proof of his identity. 

Graduates in Arts, or Students having matriculated in Arts in any 
I mversity in her Majesty’s Dominions are not required to pass 
this Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of 
the College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications 
and upon paying the fee of twenty Dollars.

enregistration and payment of fees. 

The following are the University Regulations : 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $5 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which Enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year. The fees are payable to, and all class tickets will be issued

circumstances) at the time of enregistration.

Special Demonstrations on 
the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. 
Every Student must be examined at least three times on each part 
dissected, and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is 
given. Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session for the best 
examination on the fresh subject. Abundance of material provided.

Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated ; a large portion of the 
course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiology.

The Chemical Laboratory will be open to members of the class to 
repeat experiments performed during the course, under the superinten- 
dence of the Professor or his Assistant.

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and 
functions of the various organs of the body in health. The lectures 
are illustrated by fresh preparations, diagrams, plates and models, 
and by experiments with apparatus. 

(2) Practical Physiology : — In addition to the demonstrations in 
the Lecture room, the senior members of the class have an oppor- 
tunity of attending the following : ( a ) Physiological chemistry 
weekly until Christmas, in which class each student works over the 
essentials of the chemistry of digestion, the secretions and the urine, 
(b) A special demonstration course in Experimental Physiology, 
weekly after Christmas, with the use of apparatus. 


HISTOLOGY. 


Professor Geo. Wilkins. 


This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five 
weekly demonstrations with the Microscope. As the demonstrations 
will be chiefly relied upon for teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of 



the various structures, the specimens under observation will then be 
minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially prepared for these 
lectures will be freely made use of* 

Practical Histology . — This is an optional course given by Prof. 
Wilkins for the purpose, more especially, of teaching Microscopy. 
It will consist of twenty-five lessons of two hours each. Each 
Student will be provided with a Microscope and shewn how to use 
it, and also how to cut, stain and mount specimens for microscopical 
investigation. 

For the purpose of enabling students to observe the different effects 
of staining, &c., on diseased and healthy structures, a few diseased 
specimens will be given them to prepare, at the latter part of the 
course. Students are at liberty to keep all the specimens they 
prepare. One of the great adv antages of this course is that Students 
will be able to collect a cabinet of ioo or more specimens for 
reference at any time \ these, besides being of great help to them 
during their College course they will find especially useful when in 
active practice for the purpose of comparison with diseased growths. 
Reagents, and everything except cover-glasses and cabinet cases, 
provided. Fee $ 12 . 


MATERIA MEDICA.

The course on this subject deals for the most part with the phar- 
macology and therapeutics of the different medicinal agents. A 
good deal of attention will be given to the “ untoward effects ” of 
drugs, and when possible these effects will be ^illustrated by the 
exhibition of living specimens. 

The leading officinal agents of the British Pharmacopoeia will be 
fully considered, as will also those drugs of recent introduction into 
practice which have been found useful, but have not, as yet, found 
their way into the Pharmacopoeia. The following groups of 
medicinal agents will, on account of their great importance, receive 
special attention : — (1) Cardiac Tonics, (2) Cardiac Depressants, (3) 
Motor Stimulants, (4) Motor Depressants, (5) Anaesthetics, (6)

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special 
Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and 
explaining the general laws of disease. With the exception of 
certain affections seldom or never observed in this country, all the 
important internal diseases of the body, except those peculiar to 
Women and Children, are discussed, and their Pathological 
Anatomy illustrated by the large collection of morbid preparations 
in the University Museum, and by fresh specimens contributed by 
the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates 
illustrative of the histological and anatomical appearances of disease 
and the wards of the General Hospital afford the lecturer ample 
opportunities to refer to living examples of very many of the maladies 
he describes, and to give the results of treatment, 

CLINICAL MEDICINE.

Attendance is given in the Medical Wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital on three days of every week with the 3rd year students and 
three days with those of the 4th year. Accurate reports of all cases are 
kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systematically read 
before the class. Instruction is given at the bedside, and special 
inducements are offered to every pupil to take part in the physical 
examination of patients. The mode of conducting investigations, the 
use of the microscope, the value of the thermometer and ophthal- 
moscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and illustrated. 
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Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases 
before the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general 
knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, 
bearing upon some case or cases of importance which may happen 
to be under observation at the time. Special attention is directed to 
Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be examined 
thereon. 

SURGERY.

The first part this course consists of Surgical Patho- 
logy, illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the 
College Museum, also specimens as they are obtained from cases 
under observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that collection 
by the Hospital pathologist and from private sources. The second 
part of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which 
attention is drawn to cases which have been observed by the class 
during the previous summer session. The various surgical appliances 
are exhibited, and their uses and application explained. Surgical 
Anatomy and Operative Surgery form a special department of this 
course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s plates are used in illustration. 

CLINICAL SURGERY.

This course is eminently practical, consisting of bedside instruc- 
tion and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of surgical cases 
actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 
separated into junior and senior divisions which are taken charge 
of by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the 
Clinical clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases are examined 
by the senior students. The surgical dressings are, as much as 
possible, reserved for these occasions, so as to give all present an 
opportunity of participating in the application of splints to fractures 
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dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are 
performed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so 
constructed that the most distant can obtain a fair view of the oper- 
ation. All the recently invented appliances for the treatment of 
surgical disease have been introduced into the Hospital.

This course will embrace (1) Lectures on the principles and 
practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and 
preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, &c. ( 2 ) Bedside instruc- 

tion in the University Maternity, including the management and after- 
treatment of cases. (3) A complete course on obstetric operations 
with the phantom and preserved foetuses, in which each final student 
will perform the various manipulations and operations. (4! The 
Diseases of Infancy. 

GYNAECOLOGY. 

Professor Wm. Gardner, 1883. 

I he course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week 
throughout the session. 1 he anatomy and physiology of the parts 
concerned will be first discussed. Then the various methods of 
examination will be fully described, the necessary instruments 
exhibited and their uses explained. After this the diseases peculiar 
to the sex will be considered as fully as time will permit, in the 
following order .-—Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucorrhcea, its 
causes and treatment; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis; Lacerations 
of the Cervix Uteri and Perineum ; Urinary and Faecal Fistulae ; 
Inflammations of the Uterus ; Displacements of the Uterus; Tumors 
of the Uterus ; Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and 
morbid specimens. The gynaecological clinic of the General Hos- 
pital furnishes the Professor with ample material to illustrate the 
subjects considered in the didactic lectures.

This course includes Insanity, the subject being treated of in its 
Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. Special attention is devoted 
to the subject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic andSpectros- 
copical tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shewn by Zeiss 
Microspectroscope, so well adapted for showing the reactions with ex- 
ceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent researches 
in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded to. In addi- 
tion to the other subjects usually included in a course of this kind, 
Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, general 
evidence of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, 
after which the more common poisons are described, with reference to 
symptoms, post-mortem appearances, and chemical tests. The post- 
mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests are shown 
to the Class. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY AND OTOLOGY.

Will include a course of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the 
Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the former the general principles 
of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with; in the latter, cases 
illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed 
under the special care of gentlemen who may show themselves com- 
petent to take charge of them. A course of Operations on the cad- 
aver will be open to such Students as may wish to avail themselves of 
.the same.

A three months’ course of Lectures will be delivered on this sub- 
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ject, the attendance upon which is now compulsory. The course 
comprises lectures on Drinking Water and Public Water supplies ; 
conditions of Soil and Water as affecting health, including Drainage 
and the various methods for the removal of Excreta ; the Atmosphere, 
including Heating and Ventilation ; Individual Hygiene, comprising 
the subjects of Food and Drink ; Physical Exercise and Bathing ; 
discussion of the respective merits of the various forms of each, pre- 
cautions, contra-indications, etc. Village Sanitary Associations; 
Mutual Protective Sanitary Associations for cities. 

BOTANY.

The course in Botany includes Histology, General Morphology, 
Nutrition and Reproduction, and Classification, and is illustrated by 
specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. 

Students of the first year have access without any additional fee to the lectures 
in Zoology, in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural History Museum of the 
University and the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 

PATHOLOGY. 

Demonstrator W. G. Johnston. 

(1) Twenty lectures on General Pathology to the students of 
the 3rd year. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 10 a.m. 
This course is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the 
same way as that of Prof. Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Insti- 
tute. Specimens of all kinds are collected throughout the week 
kept until Saturday, and then brought before the class, when practical 
comments are made upon them. 

(3) Instruction in Post-Mortems— The Autopsy Room of the 
General Hospital is in charge of the Demonstrator, and the post- 
mortems are performed by the Students in rotation, under his super- 
vision. System and thoroughness in inspection are insisted upon, the 
method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, attention 
is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal 
organs. In connection with this course, aided by the Professor of 
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Medical Jurisprudence, two Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted 
during the Session before the class, and the Medico-legal aspects of 
post-mortems dwelt upon. 

Extracts from the University Regulations with respect to the 
courses of Lectures : 

i st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the 
week, except in Medical Jurisprudence and Botany, if extended 
through six months, in which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the 
subjects treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examin- 
ation shall be considered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall 
be called from time to time.

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IX. 

MUSEUM. 

Most of the usual Pathological Specimens are collected here, 
obtained from Hospital and private practice. They are largely used 
in illustrating the lectures on Medicine and Surgery. There are also 
wax and papier-mache models. 

During the oast few years numerous and extremely important 
additions have been made to the Medical Museum. 

it is particularly rich in specimens of Aneurisms. In addition to 
containing a large number of the more common varieties of these 
formations, there are specimens of such rare conditions as Aneurism 
of the Hepatic and Superior Mesenteric Arteries, Traumatic Aneurism 
of the Vertebral, together with several of the cerebral and pulmonary 
arteries. The most important collection probably in existence of 
hearts affected with “ Malignant Endocarditis ” are also found. 
The Faculty are indebted to Prof. Osier, late of this University, 
this collection. 

Specimens representing morbid alterations of the liver included 
Cirrhosis (a beautiful specimen of the Hypertrophic form, weighing 
9 y 2 lbs.), Hydatids, Cancer, Abscess, Suppurative Hepatitis 
following Aneurism of the Hepatic Artery. This Section also 
contains a large number of Biliary Calculi. 

Intestines and Peritoneum . — Specimens illustrating the Morbid 
Anatomy of Typhoid Fever, Tropical Dysentery, Ulceration, and 
Malignant Disease. 

Kidneys . — Besides the various forms of Bright’s Disease, there 
are a number of specimens of Surgical and Cystic Kidneys, together 
with two specimens of Myelo-Sarcoma. A fine collection of Urinary 
Calculi, made by Dr. Fenwick, is also the property of the Museum. 

Bones and Joints . — Specimens illustrating the various injuries 
and diseases of the Bones and Joints. 

Nervous System . — In this section are included a most beautiful 
collection of Brains prepared by Dr. Osier after the method of 
Giacomini. Besides those illustrating pathological defect, there are 
specimens of the brains of horse, cow, dog, cat, pigeon, goose, 
lion, bear, seal, &c. The Museum also contains a small collection 
of human abnormalities made by Dr. Shepherd during the time he 
was Demonstrator of Anatomy. 
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X. 

LIBRARY. 

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises between 
nine and ten thousand volumes, the largest special library connected 
with any medical school on the continent. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. Students 
may obtain books on making a deposit of $5.00, which is refunded on 
returning the volumes. 

XI. 


McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly during 
the Winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of medical 
subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American Medical Journals 
are on file. 

XII. 

COST OF LIVING, &c. 

This will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good Board may be obtained from $15 to $20 per month. A list of 
Boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the 
University, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical 
College. 

XIII. 

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital is the most extensive clinical 
field in the Dominion. A much larger number of in-door and out- 
door patients receive treatment there than in any other Canadian 
Hospital. Last year’s report shows that 2347 Medical and Surgical 
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cases were treated in the wards, and the great proportion of these were 
acute cases, as may be gathered from the fact that the average dura- 
tion of residence was only 23.6 days. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital — averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply "illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and 
surgical cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are ap- 
pointed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate directions of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
to Students, as affording a true practical training for his future pro- 
fessional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each 
Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing in the 
primary examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the 
Out-door Department. For these appointments application is to be 
made to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door attend- 
ing Physicians and Surgeons. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the opera- 
tions. 
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MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

Over ID, ODD patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily occur- 
rence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of splints 
and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students with all 
possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12-2 daily.

UNIVERSITY MATERNITY HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Students 
who have already attended one course of his lectures are furnished 
with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institution as 
much as possible during the summer, when, since there are as many 
patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger proportion of 
cases falls to the share of each. 


UNIVERSITY DISPENSARY. 

This Dispensary was established two years ago for special clini- 
cal instruction in Diseases of Women ; and special clinics have been 
established at the same place, for Diseases of Children, Diseases of 
the Skin, and for Diseases of the Nervous System. 

Diseases of IV omen . — The difficulty of affording to Senior Students 
practical instruction in gynaecology is felt in most schools, as women 
will not present themselves for examination before a large class of 
men. 1 he plan followed for the past five years with marked success has 
been the limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in 
rotation, assist at the examinations, and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynaecological 
instruments. The attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days, 3 p.m. 
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Diseases of Children .— The clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays at i p.m.,when the patients are seen and instruction given 

on the cases. 


Diseases of the Skin .- The Surgeon in charge will attend every 
Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby a limite 
number of students can be present on each occasion. 


Diseases of the Nervous System .- The Physician in charge will 
attend every Monday and Friday at 1 1 a.m. Students will have an 
opportunity in this clinic of seeing and examining many of those 
obscure and chronic diseases of the brain and spiral cord which are 
now attracting so much attention in the medical world.

RULES FOR STUDENTS. 

1. In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the 
discretion of the Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Per- 
sistence in any offence against discipline after admonition by the Pro- 
fessor shall be reported to the Dean of Faculty. The Dean may, at 
his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the matter to the 
faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
Classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by 
necessity or duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to 
the Faculty. The number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, 
that shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session shall in each case be 
determined by the Faculty. 

3. While in the College Students are expected to conduct them- 
selves in the same orderly manner as in the Class-room. 

4. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, impose fines, disqualify from com- 
peting for prizes and honors, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion.

SUMMER SESSION. 

1885 , 


The Tenth Summer Session of the Faculty of Medicine will 
begin on the 13th of April, and continue twelve weeks. 

The Classes are chiefly practical and demonstrative, and are 
designed to supplement and extend the teaching of the regular Winter 
Session. 

The records of qualifications of candidates for the degree show 
that nearly all the senior students now take either one or two Summer 
Sessions, and this is regarded by the Faculty as the best indication 
that the extension of its work in this direction meets a real want, and 
is duly appreciated. 

During the past Session there was an attendance of 65 students, 
including several from other schools, who are received on the same 
terms, and have all the advantages of regular students. 

The special advantages of attendance upon a Summer Session 
are : — 

(1) The benefit derived from the practical and demonstrative 

classes. 

(2) Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships are more easily obtained 
at the Hospitals, and the student has more time at his disposal to 
follow up the cases. 

(3) Cases of Midwifery are obtained in greater number at the 
University Maternity Hospital. 

(4) Systematic study can be carried on more effectively than at 
home. 

(5) The compulsory courses on Hygiene, Medical Jurisprudence 
and Practical Chemistry can be attended. 

The advantages offered by the City of Montreal for the practical 
study of Medicine and Surgery are unequalled in the Dominion. 

In the wards of the General Hospital there is always — and more 
particularly in the summer months, when navigation is opened — a 
large collection of interesting medical and surgical cases. In the 
Out-door Department there is a daily attendance of between 60 and 


70 patients, which affords excellent instruction in Minor Surgery, 
routine medical practice, and Diseases of Children. The Eye and 
Ear Department will afford to the student an opportunity for study- 
ing practically, under skilled direction, these important branches. At 
the University Dispensary there will be clinics on Gynaecology, on 
Diseases of Children, and on Diseases of the Skin, and of the 
Nervous System. 

Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships may be obtained on applica- 
tion to the Attending Physicians and Surgeons.

The possession of an M.D. degree does not entitle the holder to 
practice Pie must become registered. In all the provinces of t e 
Dominion, except Ontario, the possession of a degree in Medicine 
from a recognized University entitles the holder to register. In Que- 
bec graduates of the universities of the province must appear in per- 
son at the May or September meeting of the Board, present their dip- 
lomas and swear to them. Registration is granted only at these pe- 
riods It is optional with the Board whether the holder of a egree 
from a University outside the Province of Quebec can register without 
further examination. In some cases the additional test has been 
enforced. In Ontario , unless a registered practitioner of Great Bri- 
tain the examination of the college of physicans and surgeons of the 
Province must be passed before registration. The examination is 
held every spring. In Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Manitoba , 
the provincial boards accept the degrees of Canadian Universities 
without examination. Prince Edward Island and British Columbia 
have as yet no Medical Boards. In most of the West India Islands 
certificate of registration in one of the Provinces of the Dominion 
entitles the holder to practice. 

In the United States, holders of Canadian degrees in medicine can 
practice without additional examination or study. In many of t e 
States now Medical Boards exist, similar to those mour Provinces, an 
the degree must be registered before a license to practice is obtained. 

The custom varies in different States. 

In Great Britain no colonial or foreign degrees are registerable, 
except in the case of the University of Melbourne and of holders of 
Colonial degrees prior to 1850. To register, the examination of one 
of the numerous licensing Boards must be passed. 

A Graduate in Medicine of an American College in order to regis- 
ter in any of the Provinces of the Dominion, must (a) unless the 
holder of an Academical Degree pass the Matriculation examination 
of the Board (b ) attend some one of the Medical Schools in order to 
complete the curriculum required by the Boards and (c) pass the pro- 
fessional examination.

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SESSION OF 1884-5. 

The Fifty-second Session of the University, being the Thirty-second under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1884. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation of 
the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention w be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each ; and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experi- 
mental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natural 
Science, and one Modem Language, or Hebrew ; all which subjects are 
imperative in the first two years of the course ; but in the third and fourth 
years options are allowed in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathe- 
matics, Mental and Moral Science, Natural Science, and English Literature. 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to professional Students. The course of 
study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and one Summer Session of three 
months in the 3rd Academic Year, and leads to the Degree of M.D., C.M. 

The Faculty of Law.— T he complete course in Law extends over three Sessions 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L., and D.C.L. 
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II. AFFILIATED COLLEGES. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, and may 
pursue their course of study wholly in the Affiliated College, or in part in McGill 
College, and may come up to the University Examinations on the same terms 
with the Students of McGill College. 

Morrin College, Quebec — Is affiliated in so far as regards Degrees in Arts and 
Law.

The fifty-second session of the Faculty will be opened on Wednes- 
day, October ist, 1884, by an introductory lecture at 8 p.m. The 
regular lectures will begin on October 2nd, at the hours specified in 
the time table, and will be continued for six months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in 1824 as 
the Medical Institution by John Stephenson, Andrew F. Holmes, 
William Robertson and William Caldwell. In 1829 the Medical Institu- 
tion beame the Medical Faculty of McGill College. There were no 
sessions during the political troubles from 1836 to 1839, and it is 
owing to this gap that the present is the 52nd session of the Faculty. 
In reality this is the 56th session of the school, which is the direct 
continuation of the Medical Institution. 

The Medical College, a large and substantial building situated 
within the University Grounds, contains two spacious class-rooms. 
Students’ waiting-room, Library, Museum, Laboratories, together with 
a large and well-furnished Dissecting-room. 
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The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing 
Bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of Physicians, 
and Surgeons of Ontario. The degree in Medicine of this University 
carries with it at the Licensing Boards of Great Britain the same 
exemptions in certain subjects as are granted to all colonial degrees 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curriculum, 
as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

It affords the Faculty great satisfaction to be able to announce that 
their efforts to secure an endowment have been successful. As the 
lists on a previous page show, over S50.000 have been subscribed to the 
Campbell Memorial Fund ; and the Hon. Donald A. Smith on August 
1 st, 1883, redeemed his promise by handing over to the Governors for 
the use of the Faculty $50,000, to be known as the “ Leanchoil 
Endowment.” 

The Faculty take this opportunity of publicly expressing their 
sincere thanks to the Hon. D. A. Smith and to the many friends who 
subscribed to the Campbell Memorial Fund. It is extremely gratify- 
ing to them to feel that the memory of their late Dean should have 
received these lasting tributes from his fellow-citizens, and that his name 
should be thus permanently associated with the school he loved, and, 
by the gift of Mr. Geo. Stephen, with the Hospital he so long served.

MATRICULATION. 

It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following : (1) That if natives of Ontario , and if they wish to 

obtain the license of that Province, they must conform to the regulations 
regarding the Preliminary Examination , and register before begining 
their Medical Studies. (2) If natives of the Province of Quebec , 
they must / <ass the Matriculation Examination of the Quebec Medical 
Board. 
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(3) Natives of the Maritime Provinces and of Manitoba, may 
present themselves before the Local Medical Boards for the Prelim- 
inary Examination. Where the Examination and Standard are 
equivalent to those of the University, a certificate (bearing the standing 
of the candidate in the various subjects ) will be accepted, and the 
student may register without further examination or fee. 

Graduates in Arts are exempt from the Matriculation.

University Matriculation Examination. 

This examination is the same as that recommended by the Medi- 
cal Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity therewith 
will be held the last Friday and Saturday in March and the last Friday 
and Saturday in September of each year. Applications may be made 
to the Registrar of the Faculty till the evening of the previous day. 
The requirements of the standard for Matriculation are (i) English 
Language, including Grammar and Composition.* (2) English His- 
tory. (3) Modern Geography: (4) Latin, including Translation 
from the original and Grammar. (5) Elements of Mathematics, com- 
prising (a) Arithmetic, including Vulgar and Decimal Fractions; 

( b ) Algebra, including simple Equations : (c) Geometry, including 
the first two books of Euclid or the subjects thereof. (6) Elemen- 
tary Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, comprising the elements of 
Statics, Dynamics and Hydrostatics. (7) One of the following 
optional subjects (a) Greek, (b) French, (c) German, (d) Italian, 
(e) any other modern language, (/) Logic, (g) Botany (h) Elementary 
Chemistry.

* The ability of the candidate will be fully tested in the following (1)

The Examinations will be held upon the 18th of September, 
1884, at Quebec, and on the 7th of May, 1885, at Montreal. Appli- 
cations to be made to Dr. F. W. Campbell, Montreal, or Dr. Belleau, 
Quebec, either of whom will furnish schedule giving text books and per- 
centage of marks to be obtained. 

Examination Fee, ten dollars. Should the candidate be unsuc- 
cessful, one half of the fee will be returned. 

Of the four years study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended 
at a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recog- 
nized by the “ Provincial Medical Board.” The first session must be 
attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 
Examination, and the final session must be in the 4th year. 

(V) Matriculation Examination of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the Province of Ontario. 

The official certificate of having passed the High School 
Intermediate Examination with Latin included and payment of fees of 
twenty dollars. 

Graduates in Arts, or Students having Matriculated in Arts in 
any University in Her Majesty’s Dominions are not required to pass 
this Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of 
the College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications, 
and upon paying the fee of Twenty Dollars.

ENREGISTRATION AND PAYMENT OF FEES. 

The following are the University Regulations : 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $5 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which Enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year. The fees are payable to, and all class tickets will be issued 
by, the Registrar, and must be paid in advance (except under special 
circumstances) at the time of enregistration. 

Enregistration in the Summer Session is compulsory upon all 
Students, whether attending one or more of the Classes, 

III. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

1 Anatomy. — (Prof. Shepherd.) — Anatomy will be taught in the most prac- 
tical manner possible, and its relation to Medicine and Surgery will be fully dwelt 
on. The lectures will be illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and dry prepara- 
tions, sections, models and plates and drawings on the black-board. 

2. Practical Anatomy. — [Drs. MacDonnell, Sutherland and R. J. B. 
Howard. ] — Special attention is devoted to this important branch, the teaching being 
similar to that of the best European schools. The Dissecting-Room is open from 
8 a.m. to io p.m. ; the Demonstrators’ hours are from io to 12 a.m., and 8 to io 
p.m. Special Demonstrations on the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are 
frequently given. Every Student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is given. 
Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh 
subject. Abundance of material provided. 

3. Chemistry. — [Prof. Girdwood.] — InorganicChemistry is fully treated ; a 
large portion of the course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to 
Physiology. The branches of Physics bearing upon or connected with Chemistry 
also engage the attention of the Class. For experimental illustration, abundant 
apparatus is possessed by the Professor, among which may be enumerated, a 
powerful Air-Pump — Oxy-Hydrogen Microscope — Polariscope — extensive series of 
Models of Crystals, Electrical and Galvanic apparatus, Steam Engine, 6°c., 6°c. 
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4 Practical Chemistry. — [Prof. Girdwood.] — Thorough instruction is- 
given in the different departments of Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the 
Faculty, under the personal supervision of the Professor. The course includes 
blow-pipe manipulations, qualitative and quantitative analysis, toxicological investi- 
gations, < 5 r»c., tSr’c. This class may be taken in the Summer Session. 

5 Institutes of Medicine— [Prof. Osier and Dr. Mills.]— Embraced in 
this course are the following classes : — 

(a) Physiology, comprising : 

i) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and functions of the 
various organs of the body in health. The lectures are illustrated by fresh prepa* 
rations, diagrams, plates and models, and by experiments with apparatus. 

(2) Practical Physiology In addition to the demonstrations in the Lecture- 
room , the senior members of the class have an opportunity of attending the fol- 
lowing : (a) Physiological chemistry (weekly until Christmas), in which class each- 
student works over the essentials of the chemistry of digestion, the secretions and 
the urine. ( b ) A special demonstration course in Experimental Physiology (weekly, 
after Christmas) with the use of apparatus. 

(3) Histology. — 1st. Normal. A bi-weekly course of lessons throughout 
the session. Microscopes, re-agents and material provided. It comprises thorough 
instruction in the use of the Microscope and the preparation of the tissues, each 
Student preparing for himself during the course a cabinet of 100 or more speci- 
mens. 2nd. Pathological, including the Microscope in relation to Practical medi- 
cine. Bi-weekly in the Summer Session. 

(£) Pathology, comprising. 

(1) Twenty lectures on General Pathology to the students of the 3rd year. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly— Saturday, 10 a.m. This course 
is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the same way as that of Prof . 
Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Institute. Specimens of all kinds are collected 
throughout the week, kept until Saturday, and then brought before the class, when 
practical comments are made upon them. 

(3) Instruction in Post-Mortems— The Autopsy Room of the General Hospital 
is in charge of the Professor, and the post-mortems are performed by the Students 
in rotation, under his supervision. System and thoroughness in inspection are 
insisted upon, the method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible,, 
attention is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal organs. 
In connection with this class, aided by the Professor of Medical Jurisprudence, two- 
Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted during the Session before the class, and the 
Medico-legal aspects of post-mortems dwelt upon. 

Materia Medica and Therapeutics.— [Prof. Stewart.]— The course oiv 
this subject deals for the most part with the pharmacology and therapeutics of the 
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different medicinal agents. A good deal of attention will be given to the “untoward 
effects ” of drugs, and when possible these effects will be illustrated by the exhibition 
of living specimens. 

The leading officinal agents of the British Pharmacopoeia will be fully con 
sidered, as will also those drugs of recent introduction into practice which have 
been found useful, but have not, as yet, found their way into the Pharmacopoeia. 
The following groups of medicinal agents will, on account of their great impor- 
tance, receive special attention :—( I) Cardiac Tonics, (2) Cardiac Depressants, 
(3) Motor Stimulants, (4) Motor Depressants, (5) Anaesthetics, (6) Analgesics, (7) 
Mydriati:s, (8) Alteratives, (9) Haematinics, (io) Astringents, (n) Purgatives, 
(12; Digestants, (13) Nutritives, (14) Antiseptics, (15) Antipyretics. 

7 Theory and Practice of Medicine.— [Prof. Howard.]— While the 
lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special Pathology and Therapeutics, 
the department of General Pathology in this University being included in the Insti- 
tutes of Medicine, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and explaining the general 
laws of disease. With the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country, all the important diseases of the body, not described from the chairs 
of Surgery and Obstetrics, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illus- 
trated by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, 
and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates illustrative of 
the histological and anatomical appearances of disease, and the wards of the Gene- 
ral Hospital afford the lecturer ample opportunities to refer to living examples of 
very many of the maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment. 

8 Clinical Medicine.— [Prof. Ross.]— Attendance is given in the Medical 
Wards of the Montreal General Hospital on three days of every week with the 
3rd year students and three days with the 4th year men. Accurate reports 
of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systematically 
read before the class. Instruction is given by the bedside, and special induce- 
ments are offered to every pupil to take part in the physical examination of patients. 
The mode of conducting investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the 
thermometer and ophthalmoscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and 
illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases 
before the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general knowledge. In 
addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases 
of importance which may happen to be under observation at the time. Special 
attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be 
examined thereon. 

9 Surgery.— [Prof. Fenwick.]—' The lectures on this subject are divided into, 
1st. Surgical Pathology, illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the 
College Museum, also specimens as they are obtained from cases under observation 
at the Hospital, and contributed to that collection by the Hospital pathologist and 
from private sources. The second part of the course is devoted to the practice of 




Surgery, in which attention is drawn to cases which have been observed by the 
class during the previous summer session. The various surgical apparatus are 
exhibited, and their uses and application explained. Surgical Anatomy and Opera- 
tive Surgery forms a special department of this course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s 
plates are used in illustration. 

10 Clinical Surgery.— [Prof. Roddick. ]— ' This course is eminently practi- 
cal, consisting of bedside instruction and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of 
Surgical cases actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 
separated into junior and senior divisions which are taken charge of by the Teacher 
-on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical clerks are read and criticized, 
and fresh cases are examined by the senior Students. The Surgical dressings are, 
as much as possible, reserved for these occasions, so as to give all present an 
opportunity of participating in the application of splints to fractures, dressing of 
wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are performed in the theatre 
attached to the Hospital, which is so constructed that the most distant can obtain 
a fair view of the operation. All of the recently invented appliances for the 
treatment of Surgical disease have been introduced into the Hospital. 

11 Midwifery.— [Prof. Browne]. — This course will embrace (i) Lectures 
on the principles and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and 
preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, ^c. (2) Bedside instruction in the 
Lying-in-Hospital, including the management and after-treatment of cases ; (3) A 
complete course on obstetric operations with the phantom and preserved foetuses, 
in which each final student will perform the various manipulations and operations 
<4) The Diseases of Infancy. 

12 Gynsecology. — [Prof. Gardner.] — The course on this subject will com- 
prise two lectures a week throughout the session. The anatomy and physiology of 
the parts concerned will be first discussed. Then the various methods of examin- 
ation will be fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited and their uses 
explained. After this the diseases peculiar to the sex will be considered as fully 
as time will permit in the following order : — Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucor- 
rhoea, its causes and treatment ; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis ; Lacerations of 
the Cervix Uteri and Perineum ; Urinary and Fascal Fistulae ; Inflammations of 
the Uterus ; Displacements of the Uterus ; Tumours of the Uterus; Diseases of 
the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and morbid 
specimens. The gynaecological clinic of the University Dispensary furnishes the 
Professor with ample material to illustrate the subjects considered in the didactic 
lectures. 

13 Medical Jurisprudence. — [Prof. Wilkins.]— This course includes 
Insanity , the subject being treated of in its Medical as well as Medico-legal aspects. 
Special attention is devoted to the subject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic 
and Spectroscopical tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shown by Zeiss’ Micro- 


spectroscope, so well adapted for showing the reactions with exceedingly minute 
quantities of suspected material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in 
a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of poisons, 
general evidence of poisoning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described with reference to symptoms, post- 
mortem appearances, and chemical tests. The post mortem appearances are 
illustrated by plates, and the tests are shown to the Class. 

14 Hygiene and Public Health— [Dr. MacDonnell.] — A three months’ 
course of Lectures will be delivered on this subject, the attendance upon which is 
now compulsory. The course comprises lectures on Drinking water and Public water 
supplies ; conditions of Soil and Water as affecting health, including Drainage and 
the various methods for the removal of Excreta ; the Atmosphere, including Heat- 
ing and Ventilation ; Individual Hygiene, comprising the subjects of Food and 
Drink ; Physical Exercise and Bathing ; discussion of the respective merits of the 
various forms of each, precautions, contra-indications, etc. Village Sanitary 
Associations ; Mutual Protective Sanitary Associations for cities. 

15 Ophthalmology and Otology. — [Dr. Buller.] — Will include a course 
of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the 
former the general principles of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the 
latter, cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed under the 
special care of gentlemen who may show themselves competent to take charge of 
them. A Course of Operations on the Cadaver will be open to such Students as 
may wish to avail themselves of the same. 

18 Botany and Zoology. — [Prof. Penhallow.]— The course in Botany is 
illustrated by specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. Students have 
access without any additional fee to the lectures in Zoology in the Faculty of Arts, 
and to the Natural History Museum of the University and the Museum of the 
Natural History Society of Montreal. 

Students have an opportunity of attending a course of eight lectures on the 
Parasitic Diseases of Man and the Domestic Animals. (Prof. Osier.) The life, 
history and development of the Entozoa, together with the diseases caused by them, 
are fully considered. The lectures are illustrated by a series of beautiful diagrams, 
and by fresh and prepared specimens. 

The following are extracts from the University Regulations with 
respect to the courses of Lectures : 

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the week, 
■except in Medical Jurisprudence and Botany, if extended through six months, 
in which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 

2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 
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3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the subjects 
treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examination shall be con- 
sidered a Lecture. 

4th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall be called 
from time to time. 


IV. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE. 


The following are extracts from the Regulations respecting the 
qualifications of Candidates for the Degree in Medicine : 

No one entering after October first, 1884 will be admitted to the Degree 
of Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery, who shall not have attended Lee 
tures for a period of at least four six months’ sessions and one three months’ sum 
mer session* in this University, or some other University, College, or School of 
Medicine, approved of by this University. 

2nd. Candidates for the Final Examination shall furnish Testimonials of 
attendance on the following branches of Medical Education, viz. : —

5. No one will be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who* 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full couise 
of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the fifteenth of 
February, present to the Dean of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualifi- 
cations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to the 
Dean of the Faculty the following Certificate : —

MUSEUM.

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

f. The Montreal General Hospital is the most extensive clinical 
field in the Dominion. A much larger number of in-door and out- 
door patients receive treatment there than in any other Canadian 
Hospital. Last year’s report shows that 2127 Medical and Surgical 
cases were treated m the wards, and the great proportion of these were 
acute cases, as may be gathered from the fact that the average dura- 
tion of residence was only 23.6 days. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital-averaging from sixty to seventy daily— supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
urgery. Operations are performed on the eye by Dr. Buller after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

I he shipping contributes many examples of accidents and 
surgical cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are ap 
pomted every three months, and each one during his term of service

MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

About 10,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. 1 he 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily occur- 
rence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of splints 
and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students with all 
possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12-2 daily. 


UNIVERSITY LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Students 
who have already attended one course of his lectures are furnished 
with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institution as 
much as possible duing the summer, when, since there are as many 
patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger proportion of 
cases falls to the sha r e of each.

This Dispensary was established two years ago for special clini- 
cal instruction in Diseases of Women ; and special clinics have been 
established at the same place, for Diseases of Children, Diseases 
of the Skin, and for Diseases of the Nervous System. 

Diseases oj Women.— The difficulty of affording to Senior Students 
practical instruction in gynaecology is felt in most schools, as women 
will not present themselves for examination before a large class of 
men. I he plan followed for the past five years with marked success has 
been the limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in 
rotation, assist at the examinations, and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynaecological 
instruments. The attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days, 1-4 p m. 

Diseases of Children . — The clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays at 11 a.m., when the patients are seen and instruction given 
on the cases. 

Diseases of the Skin. — The Surgeon in charge will attend every 
Monday and Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby 
a limited number of students caji be present on each occasion. 

Diseases of the Nervous System. — The Physician in charge will 
attend every Monday and Friday at 1 1 a.m. Students will have an 
opportunity in this clinic of seeing and examining many of those ob- 
scure and chronic diseases of the brain and spinal cord which are now 
attracting so much attention in the medical world.

1. In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the- 
discretion of the Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Per- 
sistence in any offence against discipline after admonition by the Pro- 
fessor shall be reported to the Dean of Faculty. The Dean may, at

The Ninth Summer Session of the Faculty of Medicine will begin 
on the 1 2th of April, and continue 12 weeks. 

The Classes are chiefly practical and demonstrative, and are 
•designed to supplement and extend the teaching of the regular Winter 
Session. 

The records of qualifications of candidates for the degree show 
that most of the senior students now take either one or two Summer 
Sessions, and this is regarded by the Faculty as the best indication 
that the extension of its work in this direction meets a real want, and 
is duly appreciated. 

During the past Session there was an attendance of between 50 and 
60 students, including several from other schools, who are received on 
the same terms and have all the advantages of regular students.

The advantages offered by the city of Montreal for the practical 
study of Medicine and Surgery are unequalled in the Dominion In 
the wards of the General Hospital there is always-and more particu- 
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larly in the summer months, when navigation is opened — a large 
collection of interesting medical and surgical cases. In the out-door 
department there is a daily attendance of between 60 and 70 patients, 
which affords excellent instruction in Minor Surgery, routine medical 
practice, and Diseases of Children. The Eye and Ear Department 
will afford to the student an opportunity of studying practically, under 
skilled direction, these important branches. At the University Dis- 
pensary there will be demonstrations on Gynaecology, on Diseases of 
Children, and on Diseases of the Skin, and of the Nervous System.

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HOW TO BECOME A REGISTERED PRACTICIONER. 


The possession of an M.D. degree does not entitle the holder to 
practice. He must become registered. In all the provinces of the 
Dominion except Ontario, the possession of a degree in Medicine 
from a recognized university entitles the holder to register. In Que- 
bec graduates of the universities ol the province must appear in per- 
son at the May or September meeting of the Board, present their dip- 
lomas and swear to them. Registration is granted only at these per- 
iods It is optional with the Board whether the holder of a degree 
from a University outside the province of Quebec can register without 
further examination. In some cases the additional test has been 
-enforced. In Ontario, unless a registered practicioner of Great Bri- 
tain, the examination of the college of physicans and surgeons of the 
Province must be passed before registration. The examination is 
fheld every spring. In Nova Scotia , New Brunswick , Manitoba , 
ifhe provincial boards accept the degrees of Canadian Universities 
without examination. Prince Edward Island and British Columbia 
3 mwe as yet no Medical Boards. In most of the West India Islands 
certificate of registration in one of the provinces of the Dominion en- 
titles the holder to practice. 

In the United States, holders of Canadian degrees in medicine can 
practice without additional examination or study. In many of the 
States now Medical Boards exist, similar to those in our Provinces, and 
the degree must be registered before a license to practice is obtained. 
The custom varies in different States. 


In Great Britain no colonial or foreign degrees are registerable, 
-except in the case of the University of Melbourne and of holders of 
Colonial degrees prior to 1850. To register, the examinations of 
-one of the numerous licencing Boards must be passed. 

A Graduate in Medicine of an American College in order to regis- 
ter in any of the Provinces of the Dominion, must ( a ) unless the 
Bolder of an Academical Degree pass the Matriculation examination 
of the Board ( b ) attend some one of the Medical Schools in order to 
•complete the curriculum required by the Boards and (c) pass the pro- 
fessional examination.

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SESSION OF 1885-6. 

The Fifty-third Session of the University, being the Thirty-third under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1885. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charier, granted in 1821 and amended in 1852, the 
Governors. Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation of 
the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors, with 
approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and 
Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
libera] principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training. 
In its religious character the University is Piotestant, but not denominational ; and 
while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, Mont- 
real, and in the Affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each ; and includes Classics and Mathematics, Experi- 
mental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, Natural 
Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew. The course of study is 
with few exceptions, the same for all students in the first two years ; but in 
the third and fourth years extensive options are allowed, more especially 
in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and Moral 
Science, Natural Science, English Literature and Modern Languages, 
Certain exemptions are also allowed to professional Students. The course of' 
study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Donald a Special Course in Arts provides for the education of women, 
with conrse of study, exemptions and honours similar to those for men. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and one Summer Session of three 
months in the 3rd Academic Year, and leads to the Degree of M.D., C.M. 
The Faculty of Law. — The complete course in Law extends over three Sessions 
of six months each, and leads to the degrees of B.C.L. and D.C.L. 



III. AFFILIATED THEOLOGICAL COLLEGES. 


Affiliated Theological Colleges have the right of obtaining for their Students the 
advantage, in whole or in part, of the course of study in Arts, with such facilities 
in regard to exemptions as may be agreed on.

IV. AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

The McGill Normal School provides the training requisite for Teachers of 
Elementary and Model Schools and Academies. Teachers trained in this 
School are entitled to Provincial Diplomas. 

The Model Schools of the McGill Normal School are Elementary Schools, 
divided into a Boys’ Department, Girls’ Department, and Primary SchooL 

Collegiate Institutes, Academies, and High Schools may be affiliated in 
so far as regards Matriculation in Arts and Applied Science, under the Uni- 
versity regulations. The following are at present so recognized : — 

Prince of Wales College, Charlottetown, P.E.I. ; Collegiate Institute, 
Hamilton, Ont. ; Canadian Literary Institute, Woodstock, Out.; High School, 
Montreal ; Bishop’s College School, Lennoxville ; Girls’ High School, Montreal ; 
Lachute Academy ; Knowlton Academy; Waterloo Academy; Lincoln College, 
Sorel ; Cowansville Academy. Ilawkesbury High School ; Charleston Academy, 
Hatley.

THE NEW BUILDING OF THE MEDICAL FACULTY 
OF McGILL UNIVERSITY. 

We are quite sure our readers will be pleased to hear that 
the continually increasing success of the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University during the past few years has been so great 
as to render the large building at present occupied by them alto- 
gether too small for teaching purposes. In consequence, the 
Faculty have now in course of construction an annex larger than 
the present building, which will greatly increase the facilities for 
all the classes. As it is now, the Faculty building is much larger 
than any other Medical College in the Dominion. When the annex 
is completed, and the extensive alterations contemplated in the 
old building have been made, it will be one of the largest and 
most complete on this continent. A student of former years will 
be unable to recognize the inside of the building in which he 
studied, as the only rooms existing then and now are the library 
and museum, and these, too, have been added to. Some idea 
of the size of the whole structure, complete, can be formed 
from the fact that the main hall on the first floor will be 136 
feet long, with a room 28 feet long at the end of it, giving a 
total length from front to rear of 164 feet ; also by the fact 
that the building covers 13,930 square feet. Accompanying 
this will be found a plan as taken from the College calendar. 

For those interested we give a description of the entire build- 
ing : — 

Ground Floor . — The library, which is a very extensive one, 
containing over 10,000 volumes, will now consist of two rooms, 
the additional room being 30 X 22, and opening oft 1 the present 
one. On the opposite side of the hall is the museum, which 
will now be connected with an extensive additional room by a 
small chamber — in this way almost doubling its present capacity. 
In the latter, the curator will have facilities for his special 
work. Continuing along the main hall, the second door we 
come to on the left will be the entrance to the pharmaco- 
logical laboratory. This room is to be specially fitted up for 


demonstrating, experimentally, the actions of drugs, as well as 
for giving courses on practical pharmacy. On the opposite side 
of the hall is the students’ reading-room, which is to be com- 
fortably fitted up. Next to the reading-room is the private room 
of the Professor of Physiology. This is chiefly for the purposes 
of the experimental work of the professor himself. Here, also, 
will be kept the valuable apparatus of this department, which 
has been extensively added to, and is now thoroughly efficient. 
This opens into the physiological laboratory, which is the next 
room to the right. Here the students will themselves take an 
active part in the physiological work, just as in the adjoining 
chemical laboratory they study chemistry practically. The 
chemical laboratory will have accommodation for seventy-five 
students, all engaged in the practical work of this subject. Here 
every convenience is provided for enabling the student to pursue 
this special work. Opening off the laboratory is the “ balance 
room ” and private room for the Professor of Chemistry. On the 
opposite side of the main hall is the large lecture theatre for the 
classes on these two branches. This room is hexagonal in shape, 
and its widest part measures 76 feet. It is lighted by a skylight, 
and three windows to the rear of the students, which also serve 
admirably for ventilating purposes. It will seat comfortably 
275 students. Beneath the higher seats are four rooms, each 
8 feet high and 10 feet wide. The Professor of Therapeutics 
will occupy the first two rooms, one of which will be for the con- 
venient performance of his duties as Registrar. The Professor 
of Chemistry will use the other two rooms for physical apparatus 
and also for private experimental work. 

Second Storey . — Opposite the main staircase is the dis- 
secting-room, This will be now 72 feet long, and will be pro- 
vided with 20 tables. The room will be splendidly lighted — by 
from two skylights, as well as windows from three 
points of the compass ; and at night there will be both electric 
lights and gas. Opening off the dissecting-room is the bone-room. 
This will have a large table in its centre and seats, will be well 
supplied with bones, and will be a convenient place for the 
study of osteology. Opening off the bone-room will be rooms 
for the Demonstrator and his assistants. 
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Turning sharp to the left after ascending the main stairway, 
the first door we come to is the entrance to a small lecture-room 
or theatre for demonstrating purposes. This will be used for 
pathological and other demonstrations to at least fifty students 
at a time. Close to the door of this theatre is one of the entrances 
to the histological laboratory, the other entrance being to the 
right of the head of the stairs. This laboratory will have, com- 
mencing about its centre, a stage two feet six inches high, 
reached by three or four steps, on which will be two tables 
extending across the room. Behind this will be another of a 
similar heighth, and arranged in the same manner. Each of 
these tables will have three or four microscopes. There will 
also be four tables ten feet long, with microscopes, on floor level. 
This arrangement of stages is to prevent students standing in 
front of the tables from obstructing the light of those using the 
microscopes. This laboratory will be furnished with thirty micros- 
copes, also microtomes and other apparatus for practical work. 

In the annex on this flat will be a large lecture-room, capable 
of seating comfortably 300 students. Its measurements are 
56 by 46. This theatre will be utilized as the anatomy lecture 
room, besides other purposes. Separate entrances are provided 
for the students. The Professor of Anatomy will have his room 
opening off this theatre. Beneath the higher seats will be rooms 
eight feet high and twelve feet wide at narrowest part, Their 
occupants have not yet been decided upon, but will be so arranged 
that the Pathologist of the College can utilize what he may 
require. He will also have the room to which his name is attached 
in the accompanying plans. In the basement of the building 
will be a cloak room for students. 

All the work is being most substantially performed, the east 
and south faces of the annex being built of stone, the rest of brick. 
It will be well heated, every regard being had for the comfort, 
as well as the educational requirements of the student. The 
contractors undertake to have the work completed by the 15th 
of September, so that the Faculty will commence wotk on the 
1st of October with facilities unequalled in Canada. 
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The fifty-third session of the Faculty will be opened on Thurs- 
day, October ist, 1885, by an introductory lecture at 3 p.m. The 
regular lectures will begin on October 2nd, at the hours specified in 
the time table, and will be continued for six months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in i824as the 
“ Medical Institution ” by Drs. John Stephenson, Andrew F. Holmes, 
William Robertson and William Caldwell. In 1829 the Medical Institu- 
tion became the Medical Faculty of McGill College. There were no 
sessions during the political troubles from 1836 to 1839, an< ^ ^ ^ 
owing to this gap that the present is the 53 r< ^ session of the P acuity. 
In reality this is the 57th session of the school, which is the direct 
continuation of the Medical Institution. 

The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that by arrange- 
ments made with the Board of Governors of the University an 
addition to the medical building is being constructed which will 
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double its capacity, and at the same time important improvements in 
the old building are also being effected. These changes will be 
completed before the session opens on the first of October . 

The necessity for additional accommodation has been brought 
about by the great increase in the number of students. It is 
also the desire of the Faculty to make the practical and scientific 
teaching of all the primary and third year branches in future 
a more prominent feature of the Medical Students’ training in this 
University, and equal to that of the more advanced European Schools. 
With this end in view the old laboratories for Chemistry and 
Physiology are to be much enlarged and refurnished, while new ones 
for Pathology, Histology and Pharmacology are in course of erection 
— all of which will be fitted according to the more modern methods 
for the practical prosecution of studies in these different branches. 

The Dissecting Room which is being considerably enlarged, will be 
refurnished and lighted by electricity. In connection with it there 
will be a “ Bone Room,” and the private rooms and museum of the 
Professor and Demonstrators of Anatomy. 

The Pathological Laboratory will be furnished in such a 
way as to contain all instruments and apparatus necessary for the 
more advanced students and graduates who wish to engage in private 
pathological research. The various morbid specimens obtained from 
the General Hospital and other sources will be demonstrated to the 
students in this Laboratory or in a small lecture room specially fitted 
up for demonstration purposes. 

The classes engaged in Pathological Histology will make use of 
the Histological Laboratory when pursuing this subject. 

The Physiological Laboratory will be fitted up with the most 
modern apparatus, much of which has been specially prepared in 
Germany and England for this institution. It will contain 
amongst other valuable instruments, kymographs, various mano- 
meters, etc., for demonstrating blood pressure, myographs 
rheocords, moist chambers, etc., and various electrical appliances for 
demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve and muscle, 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; appar- 
atus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion as 
well as the chemical composition and action of the secretions, and the 




chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. The laboratory 
will be arranged in such a way as to permit of the students helping 
and taking part in these demonstrations. 

The Histological Laboratory will be furnished with thirty micros- 
copes all from the well known makers, Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. 
From the large number of microscopes employed, students will 
have special facilities in studying and making themselves thoroughly 
acquainted with the specimens that are the subjects of demonstration. 
Students attending the practical class will have unusual facilities for 
preparation of specimens. 

The Pharmacological Laboratory will contain all the instruments 
and appliances necessary for the conducting of experimental investi- 
gations into the action of drugs on the different systems of the body 

Courses on practical pharmacy will also form a feature of the future 
teaching of materia medica in this institution. 

In the new building there will be one small and two large lecture 
theatres, the latter being so constructed as to seat comfortably 300 
students each, while the former is intended for demonstration courses, 
and where the number of students does not exceed fifty. 

Besides considerable additions to the museum and library there 
will be a students’ reading room on the ground floor. 

The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing 
bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario. The degree in Medicine of this University 
carries with it at the Licensing Boards of Great Britain the same 
exemptions in certain subjects as are granted to all colonial degrees. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of u Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery, 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curriculum, 
as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

It affords the Faculty great satisfaction to be able to announce that 
their efforts to secure an endowment have been successful. As the 
lists on a previous page show, over $50,000 have been subscribed to the 
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Campbell Memorial Fund ; and the Hon. Donald A. Sftiith on August 
i st, 1883, redeemed his promise by handing over to the Governors for 
the use of the Faculty $50,000, to be known as the “ Leanchoi! 
Endowment.” 

The Faculty take this opportunity of publicly expressing its 
sincere thanks to the benefactors to whom the University and the 
cause of Medical education are thus indebted. It is also extremely 
gratifying to the Faculty to feel that the memory of its late Dean 
should have received such a lasting tribute and that his name should 
be thus permanently associated with the school he loved, as well as 
through the liberal gift of Mr. Geo. Stephen, with the Hospital he so 
long served.

MATRICULATION. 

It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following: 

(1) That if natives of Ontario , and if they wish to obtain the 
licences of that Province, they must conform to the regulations regarding 
the Preliminary Examination , and register before beginning their 
Medical Studies. 

(2) If natives of the Province of Quebec , they must pass the 
Matriculation Examination of the Quebec Medical Board . 

(3) Natives of the Maritime Provinces and of Manitoba, may 
present themselves before the Local Medical Boards for the Prelim- 
inary Examination. Where the Examination and Standard are 
equivalent to those of the University , a certificate {bearing the standing 
of the candidate in the various subjects') will be accepted , and the 
student may register without further examination or fee. 

Graduates in Arts are exempt from the Matriculation. 

{a ) . — UNIVERSITY MATRICULATION EXAMINATION. 

This examination is the same as that recommended by the Medi- 
cal Council of Great Britain. Examinations in conformity therewith 
will be held the last Friday and Saturday in March and the last Friday

Every one desirous of being registered as a Matriculated Medical 
Student in the Register of this College, except as hereinafter provided, 
must present to the Register the official certificate of having passed 
the 3rd class non-professional examination with Latin ; whereupon he 
shall be entitled to be so registered upon the payment of twenty 
dollars and giving proof of his identity. . 

Graduates in Arts, or Students having matriculated in Arts in any 
University in her Majesty’s Dominions are not required to pass 
this Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of 
the College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications 
and upon paying the fee of twenty Dollars.

ENREGISTRATION AND PAYMENT OF FEES. 

The following are the University Regulations : 

All Students desirous of attending the Medical Lectures shall, at 
the commencement of each Session, enrol their names and residences 
in the Register of the Medical Faculty, and procure from the Regis- 
trar a ticket of Enregistration, for which each Student shall pay a fee 
of $5 ; excepting in the Clinical Classes, in which Enregistration for 
Students of other Schools shall not be compulsory. 

The said Register shall be closed on the last day of October in 
each year.

Special Demonstrations on 
the Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, etc., are frequently given. 
Every Student must be examined at least three times on each part 
dissected, and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is 
given. Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session for the best 
examination on the fresh subject. Abundance of material provided. 


CHEMISTRY.

Inorganic Chemistry is fully treated ; a large portion of the 
course is devoted to Organic Chemistry and its relations to Physiology.

For experimental illustration 
abundant apparatus is possessed by the College. 

The Chemical Laboratory will be open to members of the class to 
repeat experiments performed during the course, under the superinten- 
dence of the Professor or his Assistant.

Thorough instruction is given in the different departments of 
Practical Chemistry in the Laboratory of the Faculty, under the per- 
sonal supervision of the Professor.

(1) A full course of didactic lectures upon the structure and 
functions of the various organs of the body in health. The lectures 
are illustrated by fresh preparations, diagrams, plates and models, 
and by experiments with apparatus. 

(2) Practical Physiology : — In addition to the demonstrations in 
the Lecture room, the senior members of the class have an oppor- 
tunity of attending the following : ( a ) Physiological chemistry 
weekly until Christmas, in which class each student works over the 
essentials of the chemistry of digestion, the secretions and the urine, 
(b) A special demonstration .course in Experimental Physiology, 
weekly after Christmas, with the use of apparatus. 

HISTOLOGY. 

Professor Geo. Wilkins. 

This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five 
weekly demonstrations with the Microscope. As the demonstrations 
will be chiefly relied upon for teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of 
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the various structures, the specimens under observation will then be 
minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially prepared for these 

lectures will be freely made use ot. . . _ 

Practical Histology— This is an optional course given by Prof. 
Wilkins for the purpose, more especially, of teaching Microscopy. 
It will consist of twenty-five lessons of two hours each. Each 
Student will be provided with a Microscope and shewn how to use 
it, and also how to cut. stain and mount specimens for microscopical 

investigation. . 

For the purpose of enabling students to observe the different effects 
of staining, &c., on diseased and healthy structures, a few diseased 
specimens will be given them to prepare, at the latter part of the 
course. Students are at liberty to keep all the specimens they 
prepare. One of the great advantages of this course is that Students 
will be able to collect a cabinet of ioo or more specimens for 
reference at any time ; these, besides being of great help to them 
during their College course they will find especially useful when in 
active practice for the purpose of comparison with diseased growths. 
Reagents, and everything except cover-glasses and cabinet cases, 
provided. Fee $12. 

MATERIA MEDICA.

The course on this subject deals for the most part with the phar- 
macology and therapeutics of the different medicinal agents. A 
good deal of attention will be given to the “ untoward effects ” ot 
drugs, and when possible these effects will be illustrated by the 
exhibition of living specimens. 

The leading officinal agents of the British Pharmacopoeia will be 
fully considered, as will also those drugs of recent introduction into 
practice which have been found useful, but have not, as yet, found 
their way into the Pharmacopoeia. The following groups of 
medicinal agents will, on account of their great importance, receive 
special attention : — (1) Cardiac Tonics, (2) Cardiac Depressants, (3) 
Motor Stimulants, (4) Motor Depressants, (5) Anaesthetics, (6) 
Analgesics, (7) Mydriatics, (8) Alteratives, (9) Haematinics, (10) 
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Astringents, (n Purgatives,) (12) Digestants, (13) Nutritives, (14) 
Antiseptics, (15) Antipyretics, (16) Diuretics. 

Electro therapeutics will also be dealt with. 

MEDICINE.

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special 
Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and 
explaining the general laws of disease. With the exception of 
certain affections seldom or never observed in this country, all the 
important internal diseases of the body, except those peculiar to 
Women and Children, are discussed, and their Pathological 
Anatomy illustrated by the large collection of morbid preparations 
in the University Museum, and by fresh specimens contributed by 
the Demonstrator of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates 
illustrative of the histological and anatomical appearances of disease 
and the wards of the General Hospital afford the lecturer ample 
opportunities to refer to living examples of very many of the maladies 
he describes, and to give the results of treatment,

Attendance is given in the Medical Wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital on three days of every week with the 3rd year students and 
three days with those of the 4th year. Accurate reports of all cases are 
kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are systematically read 
before the class. Instruction is given at the bedside, and special 
inducements are offered to every pupil to take part in the physical 
examination of patients. The mode of conducting investigations, the 
use of the microscope, the value of the thermometer and ophthal- 
moscope, etc., in Medical Diagnosis, are all explained and illustrated. 
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Senior Students are called upon in rotation to examine new cases 
before the class, and to be examined thereon as to their general 
knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical Lecture is delivered, 
bearing upon some case or cases of importance which may happen 
to be under observation at the time. Special attention is directed to 
Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the degree will be examined 
thereon. 

SURGERY. 

Professor Geo. E. Fenwick.

The first part this course consists of Surgical Patho- 
logy, illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the 
College Museum, also specimens as they are obtained from cases 
under observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that collection 
by the Hospital pathologist and from private sources. The second 
pari of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which 
attention is drawn to cases which have been observed by the class 
during the previous summer session. The various surgical appliances 
are exhibited, and their uses and application explained. Surgical 
Anatomy and Operative Surgery form a special department of this 
course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s plates are used in illustration. 

CLINICAL SURGERY.

This course is eminently practical, consisting of bedside instruc- 
tion and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of surgical cases 
actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 
separated into junior and senior divisions which are taken charge 
of by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the 
Clinical clerks are read and criticized, and fresh cases are examined 
by the senior students. The surgical dressings are, as much as 
possible, reserved for these occasions, so as to give all present an 
opportunity of participating in the application of splints to fractures 
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dressing of wounds, minor operations, etc. Major operations are 
performed in the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so 
constructed that the most distant can obtain a fair view of the oper- 
ation. All the recently invented appliances for the treatment of 
surgical disease have been introduced into the Hospital.

treatment of cases. (3) A complete course on obstetric operations 
with the phantom and preserved foetuses, in which each final student 
will perform the various manipulations and operations. (4^ The 
Diseases of Infancy. 

GYNECOLOGY. 

Professor Wm. Gardner, 1883. 

The course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week 
throughout the session. The anatomy and physiology of the parts 
concerned will be first discussed. Then the various methods of 
examination will be fully described, the necessary instruments 
exhibited and their uses explained. After this the diseases peculiar 
to the sex will be considered as fully as time will permit, in the 
following order : — Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucorrhoea, its 
causes and treatment ; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis; Lacerations 
of the Cervix Uteri and Perineum; Urinary an<£ Faecal Fistulae ; 
Inflammations of the Uterus ; Displacements of the Uterus; Tumors 
of the Uterus ; Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings and 
morbid specimens. The gynaecological clinic of the General Hos- 
pital furnishes the Professor with ample material to illustrate the 
subjects considered in the didactic lectures.

In the former the general principles 
of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the latter, cases 
illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these organs 
will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards placed 
under the special care of gentlemen who may show themselves com- 
petent to take charge of them. A course of Operations on the cad- 
aver will be open to such Students as may wish to avail themselves of 
the same.

cautions, contra-indications, etc. Village Sanitary Associations ; 
Mutual Protective Sanitary Associations for cities.

The course in Botany includes Histology, General Morphology, 
Nutrition and Reproduction, and Classification, and is illustrated by 
specimens, diagrams, models, and the microscope. 

Students of the first year have access without any additional fee to the lectures 
in Zoology, in the Faculty of Arts, and to the Natural History Museum of the 
University and the Museum of the Natural History Society of Montreal. 


PATHOLOGY. 

Demonstrator W. G. Johnston. 

(1) Twenty lectures on General Pathology to the students of 
the 3rd year. 

(2) Pathological Demonstrations — weekly — Saturday, 10 a.m. 
This course is based upon, and conducted, as far as possible, in the 
same way as that of Prof. Virchow, at the Berlin Pathological Insti- 
tute. Specimens of all kinds are collected throughout the week, 
kept until Saturday, and then brought before the class, when practical 
comments are made upon them. 

(3) Instruction in Post-Mortems — The Autopsy Room of the 
General Hospital is in charge of the Demonstrator, and the post- 
mortems are performed by the Students in rotation, under his super- 
vision. System and thoroughness in inspection are insisted upon, the 
method followed being that of Virchow. As far as possible, attention 
is drawn to the Medical Anatomy of the thoracic and abdominal 
organs. In connection with this course, aided by the Professor of 

i 
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Medical Jurisprudence, two Coroners’ Inquests will be conducted 
during the Session before the class, and the Medico-legal aspects o 
post-mortems dwelt upon. 

Extracts from the University Regulations with respect to the

1st. Each Professor shall deliver at least five Lectures during the 
week, except in Medical Jurisprudence and Botany, if extended 
through six months, in which case three Lectures a week will suffice. 
2nd. Every Lecture shall be of one hour’s duration. 

3rd. Every Professor shall occasionally examine his class upon the 
subjects treated of in his preceding Lectures, and every such examin- 
ation shall be considered a Lecture. 

4 th. A roll of the names of the Students attending each class shall 

be called from time to time.

No one will be permitted to become a Candidate for examination who 
shall not have attended at least one Session of this University, and one full course 
of all the branches included in its curriculum. 

6th. Courses of less length than the above will only be received for the time 
over which they have extended. 

7th. Every Candidate for the Degree must, on or before the fifteenth of Febru- 
ary, present to the Registrar of the Medical Faculty testimonials of his qualific- 
ations, entitling him to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to the

EXAMINATIONS. 

In each class a weekly examination is held to test the progress 
of the Student ; and in addition two or three written examinations 
are given throughout the Session. 

The examinations at the close of each Session are arranged as 
follows : 

ist Year, 

Pass Examination in Histology and Botany. 

Sessional Examination in Anatomy, Chemistry and Physiology. 

Marks will be allowed for the Sessional Examination which 
count in the Pass Examination of the following year. 

2nd Year, 

Pass Examination in Anatomy, Chemistry, Practical

Sessional Examination in Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

Marks will be allowed for the Sessional Examination which 
count in the Pass Examination of the following year.

With regard to the Primary Examination at the end of the 2nd 
Year, it remains optional with the Student whether he passes in all 
the branches or leaves two for the 3rd Year. In any case, Chemistry 
and one other must be taken at the close of the 2nd Year.

LIBRARY. 

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises between 
nine and ten thousand volumes, the largest special library connected 
with any medical school on the continent. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. Students 
may obtain books on making a deposit of $5.00, which is refunded on 
returning the volumes. 

XI. 

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly during 
the Winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of medical 
subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American Medical Journals 
are on file. 

XII. 

COST OF LIVING, &c. 

This will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good Board may be obtained from Si 5 to $20 per month. A list of 
Boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the 
University, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical 
College. 

XIII. 

HOSPITALS. 

MONTREAL GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

The Montreal General Hospital is the most extensive clinical 
field in the Dominion. A much larger number of in-door and out- 
door patients receive treatment there than in any other Canadian 
Hospital. Last year’s report shows that 2347 Medical and Surgical 
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cases were treated in the wards, and the great proportion of these were 
acute cases, as may be gathered from the fact that the average dura- 
tion of residence was only 23.6 days. 

The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the 
Hospital — averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations 
of most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

The shipping contributes many examples of accidents and 
surgical cases. 

Clinical Clerks to both medical and surgical wards are ap- 
pointed every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate directions of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
to Students, as affording a true practical training for his future pro- 
fessional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of each 
Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing in the 
primary examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the 
Out-door Department. For these appointments application is to be 
made to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door attend- 
ing Physicians and Surgeons. 

Die Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the opera- 
tions. 
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MONTREAL DISPENSARY. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

Over IO, ODD patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily occur- 
rence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of splints 
and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students with all 
possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 12-2 daily. 


UNIVERSITY MATERNITY HOSPITAL. 

This is under the direction of the Professor of Midwifery. Students 
who have already attended one course of his lectures are furnished 
with cases in rotation ; they are advised to attend this Institution as 
much as possible during the summer, when, since there are as many 
patients and not so many pupils as in winter, a larger proportion of 
cases falls to the share of each. 


UNIVERSITY DISPENSARY. 

This Dispensary was established two years ago for special clini- 
cal instruction in Diseases of Women ; and special clinics have been 
established at the same place, for Diseases of Children, Diseases of 
the Skin, and for Diseases of the Nervous System. 

Diseases of Women . — The difficulty^of affording to Senior Students 
practical instruction in gynaecology is felt in most schools, as women 
will not present themselves for examination before a large class of 
men. The plan followed for the past five years with marked success has 
been the limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in 
rotation, assist at the examinations, and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynaecological 
instruments. The attendance is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days, 3 p.m. 
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Diseases of Children . — The clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays at i p.m., when the patients are seen and instruction given 
on the cases. 

Diseases of the Skin . — The Surgeon in charge will attend every 
Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby a limited 
number of students can be present on each occasion. 

Diseases of the Nervous System.— The Physician in charge will 
attend every Monday and Friday at 1 1 a.m. Students will have an 
opportunity in this clinic of seeing and examining many of those 
obscure and chronic diseases of the brain and spinal cord which are 
now attracting so much attention in the medical world.

RULES FOR STUDENTS. 

1. In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the 
discretion of the Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Per- 
sistence in any offence againsfdiscipline after admonition by the Pro- 
fessor shall be reported to the Dean of Faculty. The Dean may, at 
his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the matter to the 
Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend from 
Classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by 
necessity or duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to 
the Faculty. I he number of times of absence, from necessity or duty, 
that shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session shall in each case be 
determined by the Faculty. 

3. While in the College Students are expected to conduct them- 
selves in the same orderly manner as in the Class-room. 

4. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, impose fines, disqualify from com- 
peting for prizes and honors, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion.

The Tenth Summer Session of the Faculty of Medicine will 
begin on the 13th of April, and continue twelve weeks. 

The Classes are chiefly practical and demonstrative, and are 
designed to supplement and extend the teaching of the regular Winter 
Session. 

The records of qualifications of candidates for the degree show 
that nearly all the senior students now take either one or two Summer 
Sessions, and this is regarded by the Faculty as the best indication 
that the extension of its work in this direction meets a real want, and 
is duly appreciated. 

During the past Session there was an attendance of 65 students, 
including several from other schools, who are received on the same 
terms, and have all the advantages of regular students. 

The special advantages of attendance upon a Summer Session 
are : — 

t 1 ) The benefit derived from the practical and demonstrative 
classes. 

(2) Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships are more easily obtained 
at the Hospitals, and the student has more time at his disposal to 
follow up the cases. 

(3) Cases of Midwifery are obtained in greater number at the 
University Maternity Hospital. 

(4) Systematic study can be carried on more 'effectively than at 
home. 

(5) The compulsory ’courses on Hygiene, Medical Jurisprudence 
and Practical Chemistry can be attended. 

The advantages offered by the City of Montreal for the practical 
study of Medicine and Surgery are unequalled in the Dominion. 

In the wards of the General Hospital there is always — and more 
particularly in the summer months, when navigation is opened — a 
large collection of interesting medical and surgical cases. In the 
Out-door Department there is a daily attendance of between 60 and 
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70 patients, which affords excellent instruction in Minor Surgery, 
routine medical practice, and Diseases of Children. The Eye and 
Ear Department will afford to the student an opportunity for study- 
ing practically, under skilled direction, these important branches. At 
the University Dispensary there will be clinics on Gynaecology, on 
Diseases of Children, and on Diseases ] of the Skin, and of the 
Nervous System.

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HOW TO BECOME A REGISTERED PRACTITIONER. 

The possession of an M.D. degree does not entitle the holder to 
practice. He must become registered . In all the provinces of the 
Dominion, except Ontario, the possession of a degree in Medicine 
from a recognized university entitles the holder to register. In Que- 
bec, graduates of the universities of the province must appear in per- 
son at the May or September meeting of the Board, present their dip- 
lomas and swear to them. Registration is granted only at these pe- 
riods. It is optional with the Board whether the holder of a degree 
from a University outside the Province of Quebec can register without 
further examination. In some cases the additional test has been 
enforced. In Ontario , unless a registered practitioner of Great Bri- 
tain, the examination of the college of physicans and surgeons of the 
Province must be passed before registration. The examination is 
held every spring. In Nova Scotia , New Brunswick , Manitoba , 
the provincial boards accept the degrees of Canadian Universities 
without examination. Prince Edward Island and British Columbia 
have as yet no Medical Boards. In most of the West India Islands 
certificate of registration in one of the Provinces of the Dominion 
entitles the holder to practice. 

In the United States, holders of Canadian degrees in medicine can 
practice without additional examination or study. In many of the 
States now Medical Boards exist, similar to those in our Provinces, and 
the degree must be registered before a license to practice is obtained. 
The custom varies in different States. 

In Great Britain no colonial or foreign degrees are registerable, 
except in the case of the University of Melbourne and of holders of 
Colonial degrees prior to 1850. To register, the examination of one 
of the numerous licensing Boards must be passed. 

A Graduate in Medicine of an American College in order to regis- 
ter in any of the Provinces of the Dominion, must (a) unless the 
holder of an Academical Degree pass the Matriculation examination 
of the Board ( b ) attend, some one of the Medical Schools in order to 
complete the curriculum required by the Boards and (V) pass the pro- 
fessional examination.

drneral Statement. 


SESSION OF 1886-87. 

The Fifty-fourth Session of the University, being the Thirty-fourth under the 
amended Charter, will commence in the Autumn of 1886. 

By Virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821, and amended in 1852 the 
Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College constitute the Corporation 
of the University ; and, under the Statutes framed by the Board of Governors 
with the approval of the Visitor, have the power of granting Degrees in all the 
Arts and Faculties, in McGill College, and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed on the most 
liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes of persons the greatest 
possible facilities for the attainment of mental culture and professional training 
In its religious character the University is Protestant, but not denominational*; 
and while all possible attention will be given to the character and conduct of 
students, no interference with their peculiar religious views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill College, 
Montreal, and in the affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I. — McGILL COLLEGE. 

The Faculty of Arts. — The complete course of study extends over four Ses- 
sions, of eight months each ; and includes Classics and Mathematics, Ex- 
perimental Physics, English Literature, Logic, Mental and Moral Science, 
Natural Science, and one Modern Language, or Hebrew. The course of 
study is, with few exceptions, the same for all students in the first two years ; 
but in the third and fourth years extensive options are allowed, more especi- 
ally in favour of the Honour Courses in Classics, Mathematics, Mental and 
Moral Science, Natural Science, English Literature and Modem Languages. 
Certain exemptions are allowed to professional students. The course of 
study leads to the Degrees of B. A., M.A., and LL.D. 

The Donalda Special Course in Arts provides for the education of women, 
with course of study, exemptions and honours similar to those for men. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional training, 
extending over three or four years, in Civil Engineering, Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, and Practical Chemistry, leading 
to the Degrees of Bachelor of Applied Science, Master of Engineering, and 
Master of Applied Science. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medicine extends 
over four Sessions, of six months each, and one Summer Session of three 
months in the third Academic Year, and leads to the Degrees of M.D., C.M. 
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THE faculty oe Law. — The complete course in I-w extends over three Ses- 
sfons of six months each, and leads to the Degrees of B.C.L. and D.C.L.

The Fifty-fourth Session of the Faculty will be opened on Friday, 
October ist, 1 886, by an introductory lecture at 3 p.m. The regu- 
lar lectures will begin on October 4th, at the hours specified in the 
time table, and will be continued for six months. 

The Medical School of McGill University was founded in 1824 as 
the “ Medical Institution” by Drs. John Stephenson, Andrew F. 
Holmes, William Robertson and William Caldwell. In 1829 the 
Medical Institution became the Medical Faculty of McGill College. 
There were no Sessions during the political troubles from 1836 to 
1839, an d it is owing to this gap that the present is the 54th Session 
of the Faculty. In reality this is the 58th Session of the school, 
which is the direct continuation of the Medical institution. 

The new building of the Medical Faculty, which was opened 
during the past Session, is one of the most complete structures of its 
kind on this continent or elsewhere. It has been fouud admirably 
adapted for the fulfilment of the great aim of the Faculty — to make 
the teaching of the primary branches as practical and as thorough as 
possible. The facilities now possessed by the Faculty for the above 
purpose are equal to those of the most advanced European medical 
schools. 
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In addition to the laboratories and dissecting room, there are two 
large lecture rooms, each capable of comfortably seating 300 stu- 
dents, and one small demonstration room for classes of 50 and 
under. The space allotted to the library and museum has been 
largely increased. A large reading room, with waiting and cloak 
rooms, have been provided for students. 

Dissecting Room. 

The Dissecting Room, which is situated on the second floor, is 76 
feet in length and 31 feet in breadth. It is furnished with twenty 
tables, and is well lighted for work during the day and night. In 
procuring appliances for the comfort and convenience of the stu- 
dents, no reasonable expense has been spared. 

In connection with the dissecting room, there is a “ Bone room,” 
where students have an excellent opportunity of studying osteology. 
There are also two distinct rooms for the demonstrators of anatomy. 


Physiological Laboratory. 

The Physiological Laboratory, which is situated on the ground 
floor, is supplied with the most modern apparatus for the practical 
teaching of this most important branch of the medical curriculum. 
It contains amongst other valuable instruments, kymographs, various 
manometers, &c., for demonstrating blood pressure ; myographs, 
rheocords, moist chambers, &c., and various electrical appliances for 
demonstrating experiments in connection with nerve and muscle; 
special apparatus for illustrating various points in respiration ; appa- 
ratus specially suitable for demonstrating the processes of digestion, 
as well as the chemical composition and nature ot the secretions, and 
the chief constituents of the tissues and nutritive fluids. The labo- 
ratory is arranged in such a way as to permit of students assisting 
at, and taking part in, these demonstrations. 

Histological Laboratory. 

The Histological Laboratory is a large, well lighted room on the 
second floor. It is so arranged that over eighty students can be 
present at the microscopical demonstrations. For this purpose it 
is supplied with thirty-five microscropes, all from the well-known 
makers, Zeiss, Hartnack and Leitz. From the large number of 
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microscopes employed, students will have special facilities in study- 
ing and making themselves thoroughly acquainted with the speci- 
mens that are the subjects of demonstration. 

Pharmacological Laboratory. 

The Pharmacological Laboratory is a large room situated on the 
ground floor, and is now furnished with the necessary appliances for 
the practical teaching of pharmacy. It is hoped that before another 
session passes away, the apparatus necessary for the demonstration 
of the more important actions of many drugs will be in possession 
of the Faculty. 


Chemical Laboratory. 

The Chemical Laboratory is large, lofty, and well lighted, and 
can accommodate comfortably 76 men at one time. Each student, 
when entering on this course, has a numbered table in the laboratory 
assigned to him for his use during the session. Each table has its 
own gas and water fixtures, and is provided with shelves for its cor- 
responding set of reagent-bottles, as well as a drawer and locker 
containing a modem set of chemical apparatus especially adapted 
for the work. This apparatus is provided by the Professor of 
Chemistry, and supplied to each student without extra charge. 
The student is only required to pay for apparatus broken or 
destroyed. 

The laboratory is furnished with a large draught closet for ventila- 
tion, sulphuretted hydrogen apparatus, gas and combustion furnaces, 
&c., giving to the student unsurpassed advantages for acquiring a 
sound and practical knowledge of medical chemistry. 

Pathological Laboratory. 

In the Pathological Laboratory accommodation will be provided 
for students or practitioners who desire to carry on private patho- 
logical research. 

The recent additions made to the laboratory include a suite of 
rooms exclusively devoted to the study and culture of Bacteria, fur- 
nished with a complete outfit of the best modern apparatus for this 
purpose, including sterilizer, thermostat, &c., &c. 


The demonstrations in Morbid Anatomy will be given in a small 
laboratory specially arranged for the work. 

The classes in Pathological Histology will be held in the Histo- 
logical Laboratory. 


The class tickets for the various courses are accepted as qualifying 
candidates for examination before the various Colleges and Licensing 
bodies of Great Britain and Ireland, and the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario. The degree in Medicine of this University 
carries with it at the Licensing Boards of Great Britain the same 
exemptions in certain subjects as are granted to all colonial degrees. 

To meet the circumstances of the General Practitioners in British 
North America, where there is no division of the profession into 
Physicians and Surgeons exclusively, the degree awarded upon 
graduation is that of “ Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery,” 
in accordance with the general nature and character of the curricu- 
lum, as fully specified hereafter. The degree is received by the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. 

It affords the Faculty great satisfaction to be able to announce 
that their efforts to secure an endowment have been successful. As 
shown by the lists on a previous page, over $50,000 have been sub- 
scribed to the Campbell Memorial Fund ; and the Hon. Donald A. 
Smith, on August 1st, 1883, redeemed his promise by handing over 
to the Governors for the use of the Faculty $50,000, to be known as 
the “Leanchoil Endowment.” 

The Faculty take this opportunity of publicly expressing its sin- 
cere thanks to the benefactors to whom the University and the 
cause of Medical education are thus indebted. It is also extremely 
gratifying to the Faculty to feel that the memory of its late Dean 
should have received such a lasting tribute, and that his name should 
be thus permanently associated with the school he loved, as well as 
through the liberal gift of Sir George Stephen, Bart., with the Hos- 
pital he so long served.

MATRICULATION. 


It is very important that intending Students should bear in mind 
the following : — 

(i.) If residents of Ontario, a?id desirous of obtaining the license 
of that Province, they must conform to the regulations regarding the 
Preliminary Examination, and register before beginning their medi - 
cal studies. 

(2.) If residents of the Province of Quebec , and desirous of obtain- 
ing the license of that Province , they must pass the Matriculation 
Examination of the Quebec Medical Board before beginning theii 
medical studies. 

(3.) Residents of the Maritime Provinces, and of Manitoba, may 
present themselves before the Local Medical Boards for the Prelimi- 
nary Examination . Where the Examination and Standard are 
equivalent to those of this University , a certificate ( bearing the stahd- 
ing of the candidate in the various subjects') will be accepted, and the 
student may register without further examination or fee. 

Graduates in Arts are exempt from the Matriculation. 

{a).— UNIVERSITY MATRICULATION EXAMINATION. 

Students have the option of passing either the Arts or Medical 
Matriculation of this University. The latter is the same as that 
recommended by the Medical Council of Great Britain. Examina- 
tions in conformity therewith will be held the last Friday and Satur- 
day in March and the third Friday and Saturday in September of 
each year. Applications may be made to the Registrar of the 
Faculty till the evening of the previous day. The requirements of 
the standard for Matriculation are: — (1) English Language, includ- 
ing Grammar and Composition * (2) English History. (3) Modern 


* The ability of the candidate will be fully tested in the following ; — “ (1) To 
write sentences in English on a given theme, attention being given to spelling and 
punctuation as well as to composition ; (2) to write correctly from dictation ;

Of the four years’ study after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended 
at a University, College, or Incorporated School of Medicine, recog- 
nized by the “ Provincial Medical Board.” The first session must 
be attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matricula- 
tion Examination, and the final session must be in the 4th year.

Every one desirous of being registered as a Matriculated Medical 
Student in the Register of this College, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, must present to the Registrar the official certificate of having 
passed the 3rd class non-professional examination with Latin; 
whereupon he shall .be entitled to be so registered upon the pay- 
ment of twenty dollars and giving proof of his identity. 

Graduates in Arts, or Students having matriculated in Arts in any 
University in Her Majesty’s Dominions are not required to pass this 
Examination, but may register their names with the Registrar of the 
College, upon giving satisfactory evidence of their qualifications and 
upon paying the fee of twenty dollars.

ENREGISTRATION AND PAYMENT OF FEES.

Special attention is devoted to this important branch, the teaching 
being similar to that of the best European schools. The Dissecting 
Room is open from 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. ; the Demonstrators’ hours are 
from 10 to 12 a.m., and 8 to 10 p.m. Special Demonstrations on the 
Brain, Thorax, Abdomen, Bones, &c., are frequently given. Every 
Student must be examined at least three times on each part dissec- 
ted, and if the examinations are satisfactory a certificate is given. 
Prizes are awarded at the end of the Session for the best examina- 
tion on the fresh subject. Abundance of material provided.

The course in practical chemistry includes two hours’ laboratory 
work three times a week for three months. The Students are instruc- 
ted individually in chemical manipulations, blow pipe analysis, and 
Qualitative determination of the salts, acids, &c., he will require to 
use in practice. He is required before finishing his course to be 
familiar with the principles of practical Forensic and Sanitary 
Chemistry Special attention is directed to instructing the Student 
in making accurate notes of his experiments and his conclusions.

The purpose of this Course is to make Students thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Physiology; its 
methods, its deductions, and the basis on which the latter rest. 
Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in which both the 
Experimental and Chemical departments of the subject receive 

attention. . . 

As during the past two years, in addition to the use of diagrams, 

plates, models, &c., every department of the subject is experimen- 
tally illustrated. The experiments are free from elaborate technique , 
and many of them are of a kind susceptible of ready imitation by 

the Student. 
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Laboratory work for Senior Students : — 

(i.) During the first part of the Session there will be an optional 
course on Physiological Chemistry, in which the Student will, under 
direction, investigate food stuffs, digestive action, blood, and the 
more important secretions and excretions, including urine. All the 
apparatus and material for this course will be provided. Fee $6. 

( 2 .) The remainder of the Session will be devoted to the perform- 
ance of such experiments as are unsuitable for demonstration to a 
large class in the lecture room, and such as require the use of elabo- 
rate methods, apparatus, & c.* There will be no extra fee for this 
part of the course. 

As far as possible senior Students who do not share in the above 
courses will be given an opportunity to take some practical part in 
the physiological work. 

HISTOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR GEO. WILKINS . 

This will consist of a course of ten lectures and twenty-five weekly 
demonstration with the Microscope. As the demonstrations will be 
chiefly relied upon for teaching the Microscopic Anatomy of the 
various structures, the specimens under observation will then be 
minutely described. Plates and diagrams specially prepared for 
these lectures will be freely made use of. 

Practical Histology . — This is an optional course given by Prof. 
Wilkins for the purpose, more especially, of teaching Microscopy. 
It will consist of twenty-five lessons of two hours each. Each Stu- 
dent will be provided with a Microscope and shewn how to use it, 
and also how to cut, stain and mount specimens for microscopical 
investigation. 

For the purpose of enabling students to observe the different 
effects of staining, &c., on diseased and healthy structures, a few 
diseased specimens will be given them to prepare, at the latter part 
of the course. Students are at liberty to keep all the specimens they 
prepare. One of the great advantages of this course is that Students 


* In selecting those who shall join in this course, preference will be given to 
Students who take the laboratory work in physiological chemistry, and such as 
have been most devoted and successful in the pursuit of Physiology during their 
first year. 




will be able to collect a cabinet of ioo or more specimens for refer- 
ence at any time ; these, besides being of great help to them during 
their College course, they will find especially useful when in active 
practice for the purpose of comparison with diseased growths. Re- 
agents, and everything except cover-glasses and cabinet cases, pro- 
vided. Fee, $12. 

THE MICROSCOPE IN MEDICINE. 

DRS. WILKINS and W. G. JOHNSTON 

m 

This is an optional class for third and fourth year Students, and 
has been divided into two courses, (i) Pathological Histology, 20 
lessons (two hours each) given during the winter, in which special 
attention will be paid to the microscopical study of pathological 
anatomy, and methods of preparing specimens. Each student will 
prepare and mount for himself a cabinet of 100 specimens illus- 
trating all the principal lesions of disease. (2) Clinical Microscopy, 
20 lessons in the summer session, affording a systematic training in 
the use of the microscope in the diagnosis of disease, the examina- 
tion of urine, sputum, blood, pus, tumors and parasites of all kinds. 
Fee for either course alone $12, for both courses $18. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS. 

PROFESSOR JAMES STEWART.

The course on this subject deals for the most part with the phar- 
macology and therapeutics of the different medicinal agents. A good 
deal of attention will be given to the “ untoward effects ” of drugs, 
and when possible these effects will be illustrated by the exhibition 
of living specimens. 

The leading officinal agents of the British Pharmacopoeia will be 
fully considered, as will also those drugs of recent introduction into 
practice which have been found useful, but have not, as yet, found 
their way into the Pharmacopoeia. The following groups of medi- 
cinal agents will, on account of their great importance, receive 
special attention: — 1, Cardiac Tonics; 2, Cardiac Depressants; 3, 
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Motor Stimulants; 4, Motor Depressants; 5, Anaesthetics; 6, Anal- 
gesics; 7, Mydriatics ; 8, Alteratives; 9, Hcematinics; 10, Astring- 
ents; 11, Purgatives; 12, Digestants ; 13, Nutritives; 14, Anti- 
septics; 15, Antipyretics ; 16. Diuretics. 

Electro-therapeutics will also be dealt with. 

MEDICINE. 

PROFESSOR R. PALMER HOWARD.

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to Special 
Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of illustrating and 
explaining the general laws of disease. With the exception of certain 
affections seldom or never observed in this country, all the import- 
ant internal diseases of the body, except those peculiar to Women 
and children, are discussed, and their Pathological Anatomy illustra- 
ted by the large collection of morbid preparations in the University 
Museum, and by fresh specimens contributed by the Demonstrator 
of Morbid Anatomy. 

The College possesses an extensive series of Anatomical plates 
illustrative of the Histological and Anatomical appearances of dis- 
ease, and the wards of the General Hospital afford the lecturer 
ample opportunities to refer to living examples of very many of the 
maladies he describes, and to give the results of treatment. 

CLINICAL MEDICINE.

Attendance is given in the Medical Wards of the Montreal 
General Hospital on three days of every week with the 3rd year 
students, and three days with those of the 4th year. Accurate re- 
ports of all cases are kept by duly appointed clinical clerks, and are 
systematically read before the class. Instruction is given at the bed- 
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side, and special inducements are offered to every pupil to take part 
in the physical examination of patients. The mode of conducting 
investigations, the use of the microscope, the value of the thermo- 
meter and ophthalmoscope, &c., in medical diagnosis, are all ex- 
plained and illustrated. Senior Students are called upon in rotation 
to examine new cases before the class, and to be examined thereon 
as to their general knowledge. In addition, one weekly Clinical 
Lecture is delivered, bearing upon some case or cases of importance 
which may happen to be under observation at the time. Special 
attention is directed to Medical Anatomy, and candidates for the 
degree will be examined thereon. 

SURGERY. 

PROFESSOR GEO. E. FENWICK.

The first part of this course consists of Surgical Pathology, 
illustrated by a large collection of preparations from the College 
Museum, also specimens as they are obtained from cases under 
observation at the Hospital, and contributed to that collection by 
the Hospital pathologist and from private sources. The second part 
of the course is devoted to the practice of Surgery, in which atten- 
tion is drawn to cases which have been observed by the class during 
the previous summer session. The various surgical appliances are 
exhibited, and their uses and application explained. Surgical 
Anatomy and Operative Surgery form a special department of this 
course, and Quain’s and Maclise’s plates are used in illustration. 



CLINICAL SURGERY. 

PROFESSOR THOMAS G. RODDICK.

This course is eminently practical, consisting of bedside instruc- 
tion and lectures delivered weekly, illustrative of surgical cases 
actually present in the wards of the General Hospital. The class is 


separated into junior and senior divisions which are taken charge of 
by the Professor on alternate days, when the reports of the Clinical 
clerks are read and criticised, and fresh cases are examined by the 
senior students. The surgical dressings are, as much as possible, 
reserved for these occasions, so as to give all present an opportunity 
of participating in the application of splints to fractures, dressing of 
wounds, minor operations, &c. Major operations are performed in 
the theatre attached to the Hospital, which is so constructed that 
the most distant can obtain a fair view of the operations. All the 
recently invented appliances for the treatment of surgical disease 
have been introduced into the Hospital. 


MIDWIFERY.

This course will embrace : 1. Lectures on the principles and prac- 
tice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh and preserved 
specimens, the artificial pelvis, &c. 2. Bedside instruction in the 

University Maternity, including the management and after-treatment 
of cases. 3. A complete course on obstetric operations with the 
phantom and preserved foetuses, in which each final student will per- 
form the various manipulations and operations. 4. The Diseases of 
Infancy. 


GYNAECOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR WM . GARDNER , 1883. 

The course on this subject will comprise two lectures a week 
throughout the session. The anatomy and physiology of the parts 
concerned will be first discussed. Then the various methods of 
examination will be fully described, the necessary instruments 
exhibited, and their uses explained. After this, the diseases peculiar 
to the sex will be considered as fully as time will permit, in the fol- 
lowing order : — Disorders of Menstruation ; Leucorrhoea, its causes 
and treatment; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis ; Lacerations of the 
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Cervix Uteri and Perineum; Urinary and Faecal Fistulae ; Inflam- 
mations of the Uterus; Displacements of the Uterus ; Tumors of the 
Uterus : Diseases of the Ovaries. 

The lectures will be illustrated as fully as possible by drawings 
and morbid specimens. The Gynaecological Clinic of the General 
Hospital furnishes the Professor with ample material to illustrate the 
subjects considered in the didactic lectures. 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 

PROFESSOR GEO . WILKINS .

This course is delivered only during the summer session. It 
includes Insanity, the subject being treated of in its Medical as well 
as Medico-Legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to' the sub- 
ject of blood stains, the Clinical, Microscopic and Spectroscopic 
tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shewn by 
Zeiss Microspectroscope, so well adapted for shewing the reactions 
with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected material. Recent 
researches in the diagnosis of human from animal blood are alluded 
to. In addition to the other subjects usually included in a course 
of this kind, Toxicology is taken up. The modes of action of 
poisons, general evidence of poisoning and classification of poisons 
are first treated of, after which the more common poisons are de- 
scribed, with reference to symptoms, post-mortem appearances, and 
chemical tests. The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by 
plates, and the tests are shown to the class. 


OPHTHALMOLOGY AND OTOLOGY. 


PROFESSOR FRANK PULLER , 1883 . 

Will include a course of lectures on diseases of the Eye and the 
Ear, both Didactic and Clinical. In the former the general prin- 
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ciples of diagnosis and treatment will be dealt with ; in the latter, 
cases illustrative of the typical forms of ordinary diseases of these 
organs will be exhibited and explained to the class, and afterwards 
placed under the special care of gentlemen who may show them- 
selves competent to take charge of them. A course of Operations 
on the cadaver will be open to such students as may wish to avail 
themselves of the same. 

HYGIENE. 

PROFESSOR R. L. MAC DONNELL.

It comprises lectures on Drinking Water and Public 
Water Supplies; conditions of Soil and Water as affecting health, 
including Drainage and the various methods for the removal of 
Excreta ; the Atmosphere, including Heating and Ventilation ; In- 
dividual Hygiene, comprising the subjects of Food and Drink; 
Physical Exercise and Bathing ; discussion of the respective merits 
of the various forms of each, precautions, contra-indications, &c. 
Village Sanitary Associations ; Mutual Protective Sanitary Associa- 
tions for cities. 


BOTANY. 

PROFESSOR D. P. PENH ALLOW.

The course in Botany includes General Morphology, Histology, 
Physiology and Classification. It is designed to give special pro- 
minence to Physiology, which will be made comparative whenever 
practicable. The course is illustrated by the microscope and gas 
microscope, and by the collection, models and apparatus in the 
Peter Redpath Museum.* 


* Exemptions from Botany in the Matriculation, for Arts Students, do not 
entitle Students to exemptions in the First year. 
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ZOOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR SIR WILLIAM DAWSON. 

This course includes a systematic study of the classification of 
animals, illustrated by Canadian examples and by the collections in 
the Peter Redpath Museum. It forms a suitable preparation for 
collecting in any department of Canadian Zoology and Paleon- 
tology, and an introduction to Comparative Physiology. It may be 
taken instead of Botany, or along, with it, without any additional fee. 

Students in Botany or Zoology will receive tickets to the Peter 
Redpath Museum, and to the Museum of the Natural History 
Society of Montreal. 


PATHOLOGY. 

G. JOHNSTON, DEMONSTRATOR. 

This Course comprises : — 

1. Twenty lectures on General Pathology to students of the 3rd 
year. 

2. Pathological Demonstrations weekly— Saturday at io a.m. 
Specimens of all kinds collected during the week, and their gross 
and microscopic appearances are demonstrated to the final classes. 
In addition, special demonstrations in Pathological Histology are 
given throughout the session. 

3. Instruction in Post-Mortems. The Autopsy Room of the 
General Hospital is in charge of the Demonstrator. The post- 
mortems are performed by the students in rotation under his 
direction, and systematic demonstrations of post-mortem methods, 

including those to be followed in Medico-Legal cases, will also be 
given.

Sessional Examination in Anatomy, Chemistry, and Physi- 
ology. 

A maximum of one hundred marks will be allowed for the Ses- 
sional Examination, which marks shall be reckoned in the ranking 
of the candidate after the examination of the following year. 

Second Year. 

Pass Examination in Anatomy, Chemistry, Practical Chem- 
istry and Physiology. 

Sessional Examination in Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

One hundred marks will be allowed for the Sessional Examina- 
tion, which marks shall be reckoned in the ranking of the candidate 
after the examination of the following year. 

Third Year. 

Pass Exa?nination in Pharmacology and Therapeutics, Medi- 
cal Jurisprudence,* Hygiene and Pathology. 

Fourth Year. 

Pass Examination in Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, Clini- 
cal Medicine, Clinical Surgery. 

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite amount of 
work must be accomplished in each year, and an equitable division 
is made between the Primary and Final branches. 

With regard to the Primary Examination at the end of the second 
year, it remains optional with the Student whether he passes in all 
the branches or leaves two for the third year. In any case, Chemis- 
try and one other must be taken at the close of the second year.

IX. 

MUSEUM. 

Most of the usual Pathological Specimens are collected here, 
obtained from Hospital and private practice. They are largely used 
in illustrating the lectures on Medicine and Surgery. There are also 
wax and papier-mache models. 

During the past few years numerous and extremely important 
additions have been made to the Medical Museum. 

It is particularly rich in specimens of Aneurisms. In addition to 
containing a large number of the more common varieties of these 
formations, there are specimens of such rare conditions as Aneurism 
of the Hepatic and Superior Mesenteric Arteries, Traumatic Aneu- 
rism of the Vertebral, together with several of the cerebral and 
pulmonary arteries. The most important collection probably in 
existence of hearts affected with “ Malignant Endocarditis ” is also 
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found. The Faculty are indebted to Prof. Osier, late of this Univer- 
sity, for this collection. 

Specimens representing morbid alterations of the liver, including 
Cirrhosis (a beautiful specimen of the Hypertrophic form, weighing 
9 y 2 lbs.), Hydatids, Cancer,’ Abscess, Suppurative Hepatitis follow- 
ing Aneurism of the Hepatic Artery. This section also contains a 
large number of Biliary Calculi. 

Intestines and Peritoneum .— Specimens illustrating the Morbid 
Anatomy of Typhoid Fever, Tropical Dysentery, Ulceration, and 
Malignant Disease. 

Urinary Organs . — Besides the various forms of Bright’s Disease, 
there are a number of specimens of Surgical and Cystic Kidneys, 
together with two specimens of Myeio-Sarcoma. A cabinet of 
Urinary Calculi, collected by Dr. Fenwick, is the property of the 
Museum. 

Pones and Joints . — During the past year the faculty have made 
very extensive additions to the specimens illustrating diseases of the 
bones and joints. 

Nervous System . — In this section are included a most beautiful 
collection of Brains prepared by Dr. Osier after the method of 
Giacomini. Besides those illustrating pathological defect, there are 
specimens of the brains of horse, cow, dog, cat, pigeon, goose, lion, 
bear, seal, &c. 

The Museum also contains a small collection of human abnor- 
malities made by Dr. Shepherd during the time he was Demonstra- 
tor of Anatomy. 


X. 

LIBRARY. 

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards of 
ten thousand volumes, the largest special library connected with any 
medical school on this continent. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. Stu- 
dents may obtain books on making a deposit of $5, which is re- 
funded on returning the volumes. 
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XI. 

M‘GILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of enregistered Students of the Faculty 
meets once a week during the Summer Session, and fortnightly dur- 
ing the Winter, for the reading of papers and the discussion of 
medical subjects. It is presided over by a physician chosen by the 
members. 

A reading room has been established in connection with the 
Society, in which the leading English and American Medical Jour- 
nals are on file. 


XII. 

COST OF LIVING, &. c. 

This will, of course, vary with the tastes and habits of the Student, 
but the necessary expenses need not exceed those in smaller towns. 
Good board may be obtained from Si 5 to $20 per month. A list of 
boarding-houses is prepared annually by the Secretary of the Univer- 
sity, and may be procured from the Janitor at the Medical College. 


XIII. 

HOSPITALS. 

Montreal General Hospital. 

The Montreal General Hospital is the most extensive clinical field 
in the Dominion. A much larger number of in-door and out-door 
patients receive treatment there than in any other Canadian Hos- 
pital. Last year’s report shows that 2,347 Medical and Surgical 
cases were treated in the wards, and the great proportion of these 
were acute cases, as may be gathered from the fact that the average 
duration of residence was only 23.6 days. 


The large number of out-door patients that are treated in the Hos- 
pital — averaging from sixty to seventy daily — supply illustrations of 
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most of the diseases of infants and children, of very many of the eye 
and skin, and of those chronic and ill-defined ailments which, as they 
do not require admission to the wards of a hospital, would not other- 
wise come under the observation of the Student. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye and 
ear, now attending the out-door department, will afford Students 
ample opportunity to become familiar with all the ordinary affections 
of those organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
ophthalmoscope, and it is hoped that every student will thus seek to 
gain a practical knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and 
Surgery. Operations are performed on the eye by Dr. Buller, after 
the out-door patients have been seen, and Students are invited to 
attend the same, and, as far as practicable, to keep such cases under 
observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

There are now special departments in the Hospital for Gynae- 
cology and Laryngology, presided over by Specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special technical 
knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching practical 
gynaecology for the past five years with marked success has been the 
limitation of the number of Students to two or three, who, in rota- 
tion, assist at the examinations, and receive instruction in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of uterine diseases and the use of gynaecological 
instruments. 

Clinical Clerks in both medical and surgical wards are appoin- 
ted every three months, and each one during his term of service 
conducts, under the immediate directions of the Clinical Professors, 
the reporting of all cases in the ward allotted him. The holding of 
one of these offices is found to be of the greatest possible advantage 
to Students, as affording a true practical training for his future pro- 
fessional life. They will be awarded on application at the end of 
each Session to final Students of that year, in order of their standing 
in the primary examination. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Surgical wards and to the 
Out-door Department. For these appointments application is to be 
made to the Professor of Clinical Surgery, and to the Out-door 
attending Physicians and Surgeons. 

The Operating Room (used also for a lecture room) is so con- 
structed as to enable the Students to obtain a good view of the 
operations.

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Montreal Dispensary. 

ST. ANTOINE STREET. 

Over 12,000 patients yearly are treated at this Institution. The 
cases are of great variety, comprising a large number of pulmonary 
affections and children’s diseases. Minor operations are of daily 
occurrence, and excellent practice is afforded in the application of 
splints and bandages. The attending Physicians furnish Students 
with all possible facilities. The hours of attendance are from 1 2 to 
2 daily. 


University Maternity Hospital. 

The Faculty have great pleasure in announcing that the Corpora- 
tion of the University Maternity have in contemplation the erection 
of a large and comfortable maternity building. It will be constructed 
with all those modern improvements which science and experience 
have demonstrated to be of value inAis class of buildings. Students 
will in future, therefore, have mucK more abundant opportunities for 
becoming practically acquainted-* ith Midwifery practice The Ma- 
ternity will, as in the past, be u. der the direction of the Professor ot 
Midwifery, and Students who have already attended one course of 
his lectures will be furnished with cases in rotation. They are 
advised to attend this Institution as much as possible during the 
summer, when, since there are as many patients and not so many 
pupils as in winter, a larger proportion of cases falls to the share of 
each. 

University Dispensary. 

This Dispensary is a pure Polyclinic, being used only for the 
teaching of special departments of Practical Medicine and Surgery. 
Instituted a number of years ago, it has been found very successful, 
fulfilling the aims of the University in giving Students special train- 
ing in certain branches not elsewhere so readily obtainable. At the 
present time there are three special Clinics connected with this Dis- 
pensary. 

Diseases of Children The Clinic is on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 

Saturdays at 1 p.m., when the patients are seen and instruction 
given on the cases. 

Diseases of the Skin . — The Surgeon in charge will attend every 


Friday at 2 p.m. Arrangements will be made whereby a limited 
number of students can be present on each occasion. 

Diseases of the Nervous System . — The Physician in charge will 
attend every Monday and Friday at n a.m. Students will have an 
opportunity in this Clinic of seeing and examining many of those 
obscure and chronic diseases of the brain and spinal cord which are 
now attracting so much attention in the medical world.

XV. 

RULES FOR STUDENTS. 

1. In the case of disorderly conduct, any Student may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Professor, be required to leave the Class-room. Per- 
sistence in any offence against discipline after admonition by the 
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Professor shall be reported to the Dean of the Faculty. The Dean 
may, at his discretion, reprimand the Student, or refer the matter to 
the Faculty at its next meeting, and may in the interval suspend 
from classes. 

2. Absence from any number of lectures can only be excused by 
necessity or duty, of which proof must be given, when called for, to 
the Faculty. The number of times of absence, from necessity or 
duty, that shall disqualify for the keeping of a Session, shall in each 
case be determined by the Faculty. 

3. While in the College, Students are expected to conduct them- 
selves in the same orderly manner as in the Class-room. 

4. When Students are brought before the Faculty under the above 
rules, the Faculty may reprimand, impose fines, disqualify from com- 
peting for prizes and honors, suspend from Classes, or report to the 
Corporation for expulsion.

SUMMER SESSION. 

1886. 


The Eleventh Summer Session of the Faculty of Medicine will 
begin on the 12th of April, and continue twelve weeks. 

The Classes are chiefly practical and demonstrative, and are 
designed to supplement and extend the teaching of the regular Winter 
Session. 

The records of qualifications of candidates for the degree show 
that nearly all the senior students now take either one or two Summer 
Sessions, and this is regarded by the Faculty as the best indication 
that the extension of its work in this direction meets a real want, and 
is duly appreciated. 

During the past Summer Session there was a large attendance, 
including several from other schools. Students from outside schools 
are received on the same terms and have all the advantages of regular 
Students. 

The special advantages of atte?ida?ice upon a Summer Session 
are : — 

(1) The benefit derived from the practical and demonstrative 
classes 

(2) Dresserships and Clinical Clerkships are more easily obtained 
at the Hospitals, and the student has more time at his disposal to 
follow up the cases. 

(3) Cases of Midwifery are obtained in greater number at the 
University Maternity Hospital. 

(4) Systematic study can be carried on more effectively than at 
home. 

( 5 ) The compulsory courses on Hygiene, Medical Jurisprudence 
and Practical Chemistry can be attended. 

During the present and subsequent Summer Sessions the Faculty 
have decided to open the dissecting room for at least six weeks of 
the Course. 

The advantages offered by the City of Montreal for the practical 
study of Medicine and Surgery are unequalled in the Dominion. 

In the wards of the General Hospital there is always — and more 
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particularly in the summer months, when navigation is opened a 

large collection of interesting medical and surgical cases. In the 
Out-door Department there is a daily attendance of between 60 and 
70 patients, which affords excellent instruction in Minor Surgery, 
routine medical practice, and Diseases of Children. The Eye and 
Ear Department will afford to the student an opportunity for study- 
ing practically, under skilled direction, these important branches. 

There are now special departments in the Hospital for Gynaeco- 
logy and for Diseases of the Throat and Nose. 

At the University Dispensary special Clinics are devoted to 
Diseases of Children, Diseases of the Skin, and of the Nervous 
System.

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HOW TO BECOME A REGISTERED PRACTITIONER. 


The possession of an M.D. degree does not entitle the holder to 
practice. He must be registered. In the Provinces of the Dominion, 
with the exception of Ontario, the possession of a Degree in Medi- 
cine from a recognized University entitles'the holder to register. In 
Quebec, graduates of the Universities of the province must appear in 
person at the May or September meeting of the Board, and present 
and swear to their diplomas. Registration is granted only at these 
periods. It is optional with the Board whether the holder of a 
degree from a Canadian University outside the Province of Quebec 
can register without further examination. In some cases the exami- 
nation has been enforced. In Ontario, unless a registered prac- 
titioner of Great Britain, the examination of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the province must be passed before registration. 
The examination is held every spring. In Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick and Manitoba, the provincial boards accept the degrees ol 
Canadian Universities without examination. Prince Edward Island 
and British Columbia have as yet no Medical Boards. In most of 
the West India Islands a certificate of registration in one of the 
Provinces of the Dominion entitles the holder to practice. 

In the United States, holders of Canadian degrees in medicine can 
practice without additional examination or study. In many of the 
States, Medical Boards now exist similar to those in our Provinces, 
and the degree must be registered before a license to practice can be 
obtained. The custom varies in different States. 

In Great Britain, colonial or foreign degrees are not registerable, 
except in the case of the University of Melbourne and of holders of 
colonial degrees prior to 1850. To enable a colonial graduate to 
register, the examination of one of the numerous Licensing Boards 
must be passed. 

A Graduate in Medicine of an American College, in order to 
register in any of the Provinces in the Dominion, must, (a) unless 
the holder of an Academical Degree, pass the Matriculation exami- 
nation of the provincial Board ; (b) attend some one of the Medical 
Schools in order to complete the curriculum (four years) required 
by the Boards, and (<r) pass the professional examinations.

THE PAST, PRESENT, AND FUTURE 

OP THE 

FACULTY OF MEDICINE OF M'GILL UNIVRSITY. 

An Introductory Lecture delivered at the opening of the Session of 1866-67.

Professor of Midwifery and the Diseases of Women and Children, McGill Univer- 
sity ; Honorary Fellow of the Obstetric Society of London ; Associate of the 
College of Physicians of Philadelphia, &c., &c., &c. 


Gentlemen, — The delivery of the introductory lecture to a course, 
marks, in a most incontestable manner, the lapse of time, and reminds 
me that this is the thirty-first year since this annual duty has devolved 
upon me. During this long period of time, in which Dr. Campbell, our 
present esteemed Dean of Faculty, and myself, have been associated — 
what changes have taken place in it ! Not one of the early founders of 
this School now remains. They have all gone to the “ mountains of 
myrrh, and the hills of frankincense, until the day breaks, and the 
shadows flee away but “ though dead, they yet speak,” and in un- 
mistakable language they tell us to be diligent while " our day ” lasts. 
Such thoughts impel me to deviate from my customary plan of lecture, 
and to devote this one to a sketch of the Past, the Present, and the Future 
of our Faculty ; and I trust that the narrative may prove of some 
interest. 

It feels strange to review scenes long passed away, bespeaking, as it 
does, the mutability of all sublunary affairs. But if there is one point 
more than another which is most forcibly proclaimed, it is the unswerv- 
ing fidelity of the early founders of this School of Medicine to their self- 
imposed task — one undertaken with the merest shadow of remuneration, 
and which has now culminated in the fact that their work has prospered 
in a remarkable degree ; and that this School is undoubtedly the first one in 
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British America, and its lectures may unquestionably vie with those of 
Great Britain, while I believe them superior to those of most, if not all 
of the Colleges of the United States. I speak this with no sentiment of 
egotism. I but repeat what is now a trite remark. But now to our 
task. 

In theyear 1813, died one of the merchant princes of this city, the Hon. 
Jas. McGill, bequeathing for the endowment of a University or College, 
to retain perpetually his name, the property known as Burnside, con- 
sisting of a dwelling and appurtenances thereon erected, with adjacent 
land to the extent of about forty-six acres. This property was valued at 
the time at £5000 ; but over and above this bequest he also left the sum 
of £10,000 in money, intended apparently for the endowment of Profes- 
sorships. There were two stipulations in the will : the one that the resi- 
duary legatee, Francis Desrivieres, should enjoy the whole for a limited 
time ; and, secondly, that unless the University was put in operation within 
ten years, the whole bequest should revert to the residuary legatee. It 
is now necessary to remark that in the year 1801 a Provincial statute or- 
ganized “ The Royal Institution for the Advancement of Learning,” but 
the Institution was not constituted until the year 1819. The trustees 
under the will now demanded the bequest from the legatee for the pur- 
pose of handing it over to the Royal institution, an application which was 
refused by him the refusal ending in a protracted law suit, which was 
not terminated until after the lapse of some sixteen or seventeen years. 
In the meanwhile, the Royal Institution applied to His Majesty George 
the Fourth for a Royal Charter, which was granted in the second year 
of his reign, 1821, and thus established the University with full powers. 
In this connection, I should observe that it was the intention of His 
Majesty George the Third to have established two Universities in this 
Province— one at Quebec, and the other in this city; and that Mr. 
McGill merely contemplated in his noble bequest the endowment of a 
college in the latter. This intention appears never to have been carried 
out in Lower Canada, although by the persevering energy of the vener- 
able Bishop of Toronto, the University of Toronto became established 
in the Upper Province, and most richly endowed with Crown lands. 
Such was the intention of His Majesty, however; and the intention 
was also to have endowed these in a similar manner; but, as already 
observed, from what cause soever, it was never realized, thus furnishing 

another example of the truthfulness of the Scottish poet’s observation 
that — 

a he best laid schemes of mice and men 

Gang aft aglee.” 
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We have now to consider another circumstance which exerted a 
marked influence on this School, and, in truth, mainly contributed to its 
establishment. I now allude to the erection of the Montreal General 
Hospital. In the first annual report of that Institution, I find the fol- 
lowing: — “ In the year 1819, from the increase in the population of this 
town, the Hotel Dieu Nunnery was found to be inadequate to the recep- 
tion of the indigent sick ; an inconvenience further augmented by the 
great influx of emigrants from the United Kingdom, some of them 
labouring under fevers of a contagious nature, and other diseases, that 
were not admissible into that hospital.” Accordingly that year a sub- 
scription was taken up for hiring a house to serve as an hospital ; and 
the report further says ; “ That though this was only on a small scale, 
the good effected by it was, after one year’s trial, so evident, that it was 
deemed an object highly desirable to erect a building, which might give 
permanency to the establishment.” Accordingly ground was purchased, 
subscriptions were opened to raise the sum of £2200, the estimated cost 
of the building, and in January, 1821, a special committee, appointed 
for the purpose, entered into contract for the erection of the edifice now 
known as the Montreal General Hospital. Like most other large build- 
ings, the actual cost of its erection exceeded the estimate by the large 
amount of nearly £1500, but it was finished for the reception of patients 
in the year 1822 ; and that there must have existed an urgent necessity 
for its erection, is proved from the fact, that between May, 1822, and 
May, 1823, 121 indoor, and 397 outdoor patients received medical 
assistance from its officers. The medical gentlemen who thus early gave 
their services were Drs. Robertson, Caldwell, Holmes, Loedel, Stephen- 
son, and Lyons. 

With an hospital at their command, in which clinical instruction might 
be afforded, the thought was now conceived to establish a school of medi- 
cine in connection with it ; and the following extracts from the early 
“Minutes of meeting ” of the Faculty will prove the best introduction to 
what follows. On October 20th, 1822, a meeting of the medical officers 
of the hospital was held, consisting of “ W. Robertson, W. Caldwell, 
A. F. Holmes, J. Stephenson, and H. P. Loedel, for the purpose of 
taking into consideration the expediency of establishing a medical 
school in this city,” in which it was unanimously resolved “ that the con- 
siderations which seemed to warrant so desirable an object should be drawn 
out and laid before the next meeting of the Board, to be held on the 27 th 
of the same month, and that Drs. Stephenson and Holmes be appointed a 
committee for the said purpose.” Such then was the actual commence- 
ment of this School of Medicine ; and I imagine that it will prove a 
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matter of no little curiosity to see upon what reasons their conduct was 
subsequently based, a fact in which not themselves alone were imme- 
diately concerned, as far as we may gleam from the subsequent proceed- 
oi*® iu which other eminent individuals of this city were at the 
time intimately interested, doubtless from the influence which it might 
exert upon their own children at the time. At a meeting of the same 
Board, held on October 27th, 1822, the same officers present, the sub- 
joined resolutions were adopted : — 

“ The medical officers appointed by the President and Directors of the 
Montreal General Hospital having seen the great difficulties which the 
student in medicine in this country has to encounter before he acquires 
a complete knowledge of his profession ; knowing the great inconvenience 
resulting to many from the necessity at present existing of spending 
several years in a foreign country to complete a regular medical educa- 
tion, and being convinced of the advantages which would result from the 
establishment of a Medical School in this country, have met to consider 
of the possibility of founding such an institution in this city. After due 
deliberation, they conceive that the following considerations warranted 
an endeavour to promote so desirable an object : 

“ 1 st " There can be but one opinion concerning the utility and neces- 
sity of a School of Medicine in this Province, seeing that the condition of 
Medicine in many parts sufficiently attests the want of opportunities of 
medical instruction. Such an Institution will tend very much to remove 

this growing evil, by the facility it will afford of acquiring medical 
knowledge. 

“ 2nd. There can be little doubt that students from different parts of 
this Province, as weH as from Upper Canada, and probably from the 
adjoining States, would eagerly profit by the opportunities thus afforded 
of acquiring a sound medical education. Those who might not intend 
to pursue their studies at a foreign U niversity would be enabled to obtain 
an adequate knowledge of all the useful branches of medicine, while 
those who, after attending this Institution, might wish to enjoy the 

advantages of study in other countries, would be better able to benefit 
by them. 

“3rd. They consider that the Montreal General Hospital is an Insti 
tution which much favours the establishment of a School of Medicine in 

t n lS 7 ' \ aff ° rdS th V tUdent a faci % ®f squiring a practical 
knowledge of physic never before enjoyed in this Province, an advantage 

which will be greatly enhanced by the establishment of lectures on the 
different branches of the profession. 

“ 4th - If SUCh a P lan should bc carried into effect, a pecuniary benefit 
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-would result to the funds of the Hospital, highly advantageous in their 
present state. 

“ 5th. They are further encouraged to attempt the formation of a 
medical seminary, when they reflect that the Medical School of Edin- 
burgh, the basis of which they would adopt for the present Institution, 
now justly considered the first in Europe, is of comparatively recent 
formation, it being little more than one hundred years since medical 
lectures were first delivered in that city. And the early history of the 
Royal Infirmary of Edinburgh is not dissimilar to that of the Montreal 
General Hospital. 

“ 6th. In the event of the establishment of a Classical and Philosophi- 
cal Seminary in this city, the two institutions would be materially 
benefitted. 

“ 7th. To ensure the success and permanence of such an institution, it 
would be highly desirable that the persons composing it should be asso- 
ciated by Royal Charter or act of incorporation. 

“ 8th, and lastly. Should such a desirable object be attained, the fol- 
lowing gentlemen, in furtherance thereof, have agreed to deliver lectures 
M the several branches of the profession : 

Anatomy and Physiology, Hr. Stephenson. 

Chemistry and Pharmacy, Hr. Holmes. 

Practice of Physic, -Hr. Caldwell. 

Midwifery and Hiseases of Women and Children, ...Hr. Robertson. 

Materia Medica, Hr. Loedel. 

Botany, Hr. Holmes. 

Surgery, Hr. Stephenson. * 

“ It was finally resolved that the foregoing resolutions and opinions be 
forwarded to His Excelleney Lord Halhousie (then Governor in Chief) 
for his consideration.” 

On the 30th November, 1822, a letter was received from His Excel- 
lency, through his secretary, Mr. Cochrane, approving, among other 
matters, “ of the scheme proposed by the medical officers of the 
Montreal General Hospital for connecting with that establishment a 
medical school for giving a course of lectures in the different branches of 
medical science.” The letter further remarks that “ His Excellency 
will readily give his support to this desirable object, and will do all in 
his power to assist the endeavours of the medical gentlemen who have 
come forward in so liberal a manner.” 

On the 4th February, 1823, at a meeting of the gentlemen aforesaid, 
it was resolved to issue an advertisement, to be published in the princi- 



pal Upper and Lower Canada newspapers, announcing the organization 
of the “Montreal Medical Institution,’’ and the intended delivery of a 
course of lectures during the subsequent winter. I will read you the 
advertisement, which, before publication, was sent to the Governor-in- 
Chief for his approval, which was cordially granted, and which was the 
first public announcement of a course of medical lectures in this Pro- 
vince : — 

u MONTREAL MEDICAL INSTITUTION. 

a The medical officers of the Montreal General Hospital having seen 
the great difficulties which the student of medicine in Canada has to 
encounter before ha can acquire a competent knowledge of his profession ; 
knowing the inconvenience resulting to many from the necessity at pre- 
sent existing of spending several years in a foreign country to complete 
a regular medical education ; considering that the recent establishment of 
the Montreal General Hospital affords the student a facility of acquiring 
a practical knowledge of physic never before enjoyed in this Province, and 
that this advantage will be greatly enhanced by delivering courses of lec- 
tures on the different branches of the profession, held a meeting to con- 
sider the practicability of founding a medical school in this city. 

u -^ ie circumstances which rendered the success of such an institution 
probable, and the measures intended to be adopted for carrying the same 
into effect, having been submitted to His Excellency the Governor-in- 
Chief, he was pleased to signify his entire approbation of the plan. 

“ is therefore resolved to deliver lectures on the following branches 
of the profession, to commence on the second week of November next 
ensuing : 

Anatomy and Physiology, J. Stephenson, M.D. 

Chemistry and Pharmacy, A. F. Holmes, M.D. 

Practice of Physic, .W. Caldwell, M.D. 

Midwifery and Diseases of Women & Children, .W. Robertson, Esq. 

Materia Medica, H. P. Loedel, Esq. 

Surgery, j Stephenson, M.D. 

“ In the course of the summer, 1824 :

“ Montreal, February 4th, 1823.” 

We thus observe, that in its origin, from its very commencement, this 
school was literally established under vice-regal auspices. The earliest 
session, however, of which I can trace a record, was that of the year fol- 
lowing, viz., 1824-25; and had in attendance but twenty-five students, 
a number which scarcely augmented for years. This fact was anything 
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but flattering or encouraging; but the indomitable perseverance thus 
early displayed, under most discouraging circumstances, speaks most 
highly in praise of these early founders of the school. Like in our 
days, so in those, they were met with an opposition, in the establishment of 
a French Canadian school. There can be no question but that an opposi- 
tion in any walk of life, or in any enterprise, may prove not only healthy, but 
useful, and especially if based upon generous principles; but in this case the 
motives, so far as we are permitted to judge, would appear to have been very 
much the reverse, as it was based upon a national peculiarity, that of dif- 
ference of language. Looking at the subject now, in its broadest point 
of view, and considering the peculiar circumstances in which every one 
practising in Lower Canada is placed, a knowledge of the French lan- 
guage appears to me as indispensable to an English student, as that of 
the English is to a French one. The law of 1847 demands a knowledge 
of both languages on the part of every student. To say the least, it is 
but the educational accomplishment of every gentleman ; and to base an 
opposition upon such a pretext, is but a paltry excuse for a more hidden 
reason. The effect, however, was not advantageous to either party. 
The Institution became weakened, while the French School acquired no 
increase of strength. The Institution, however, despite of all obstacles, 
<‘ pursued the even tenor of its way ;” and in 1828, to prevent the lapse 
of the bequest to the residuary legatee, and as it was found impossible 
to fill up the chairs in the several faculties of Law, Arts and Divinity, 
the Montreal Medical Institution became the Faculty of Medicine of the 
McGill University, a position which it has ever since held. During the 
few years which had now elapsed, the only change of moment was the re- 
tirement of Dr. Loedel from the chair of Materia Medica (in fact, he never 
discharged its duties), and the substitution of Dr. Lyons in his place. 
The tickets of the lecturers were acknowledged in Edinburgh, but at the 
ratio of two courses for one of that University; and as in those days it 
was a customary practice for every young man whose parents could afford 
it to complete his studies in some European school, and this chiefly the 
Edinburgh one, a high tribute was thus awarded to the labours of the 
lecturers° From this period, however, the tickets were accepted at 
par. 

In the year 1843 was founded the University Lying-in Hospital, the 
domestic control of which was placed under a Committee of Ladies who 
kindly undertook the supervision, while the professional duties were 
discharged by the Faculty of Medicine of the University, the Professor 
of Midwifery being the attending Physician, there to exemplify by 
practice the principles inculcated in his class room. This Institution 
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has been very successful, and has effected a vast amount of good by the 
relief of an immense amount of suffering and distress, which, except for 
its existence must have been encountered. Originally intended for 
married women, its advantages have been extended to others. Last year 
128 patients were admitted and partook of its advantages, while, since its 
establishment, upwards of 3000 patients have availed themselves of them. 
All that we want now is a new and proper edifice, erected upon prin- 
ciples recognized as imperative in the construction of all Hospitals, 
based upon the better acknowledged rules of Hygiene of the present 
day; and, when this takes place, which I trust will be in the course of 
another year or two, we shall hear less of the incursions of puerperal 
diseases, which have been unfortunately too frequent in the rooms of the 
private dwelling, which for years past has represented its “ local habi- 
tation.” 


The origin of our library, now a very fine one, and containing up- 
wards of 4000 volumes, deserves a passing notice. It was founded by a 
resolution of the members of the Medical Institution on the 27th August, 
1823, and is the property of the members of the school collectively, who| 
by agreement, debarred themselves from all capability of personally 
alienating their right or interest in it. To exhibit the judicious fore- 
sight and care of the founders of the school, I will transcribe the rules 
by which they bound themselves, the fruits of which we are now reaping 
, -They are few in number, but concise 

“1. The library is exclusively the property of the members of the 
Institution collectively. 

“2. No member can transfer his share in the library. 

“ 3. The library cannot be dissolved without the unanimous consent 
ot the members. 

“ 4. Any member of the Institution dying or resigning his situation, 

loses all right as proprietor of the library. 

5 ‘ An y Person becoming a member of the Institution, becomes like- 
wise a proprietor of the library, with rights equal to those of an original 
proprietor, provided he pay to. the treasurer one-half of the amount of 
subscription paid by the original proprietors ; and 

“ Lastly. Should the Medical Institution be dissolved, the library 
shall still remain, unless dissolved by unanimous consent. In case of the 
dissolution of the Institution, it may be lawful for the proprietors to 
admit a greater number of proprietors, and new-model the library.” 

1S p, nd , fina . 7 ’ f a meetiQ S of the members, held on the 6th October, 
18.4 the minutes furnish the following information in regard to the 
Institution and the Library : That each member should pay to the 
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treasurer the sum of £7 10s. for contingent expenses; that each member 
pay annually to the library the sum of £2 10s. ; that students pay a fee 
of 10s. ; and that the profession in the town be notified of the existence 
of a Library, and that every member of it may avail himself of its advan- 
tages by paying the annual fee of £1 Is. At present no fee is demanded 
from the student, and its exclusive sources of maintenance and enlarge- 
ment are the matriculation and graduation fees. I have only to say that 
the Library was the late Dr. Holmes’ especial care and pleasure, and its 
present condition is mainly, if not entirely, due to the self-denying exer- 
tions of that most estimable friend and colleague. 

In 1828 I began the study of medicine, and at the session of 1831-32 
I was a student of three years’ standing. The latter year was a memor- 
able one for Canada, and especially for the city of Montreal. The popu- 
lation of this town was that year 30,000, when the epidemic of Asiatic 
cholera broke out, and carried off in less than three months 3000 of the 
inhabitants. During that memorable summer, both students and physi- 
cians, all worked hard both by night and by day. During the day, in 
conjunction with a fellow student of the name of Logie, the first gra- 
duate of this University in 1833, I had charge of and attended the 
Cholera sheds, two long wooden buildings at Point St. Charles, while we 
alternately slept every week at Dr. Robertson’s house to do his night work, 
as he was so hard wrought with professional duty during the day, that 
he was glad to seek and obtain much repose at night as possible. I 
never can forget the still quietude of the town, when called out during 
the night to visit for the doctor some new and unfortunate case. Nothing 
broke the calm serenity of the summer night, while walking or riding 
through the streets, except the occasional clatter of the feet of some man 
running for professional aid, or the pitiful cry of another labouring under 
the disease, and calling for assistance. The arduous duty of that sum- 
mer proved too much for the constitution of Dr. Caldwell, and I heard 
in Edinburgh, to which place I had gone that autumn to complete my 
studies, of his decease from typhus or typhoid fever. Dr. Racey, a 
young physician, filled up the vacancy ; but his connection with the 
Faculty ceased in 1836, when he returned to Quebec, his native place, 
and Dr. Campbell and myself were associated with some alteration of the 
chairs — the former lecturing on Surgery, and myself on Materia Medica, 
doing, in fact, that session Dr. Holmes’ duty, so jar as that branch was 
concerned. Repeated alterations have taken place in the composition of the 
Faculty since that period of time, the object of them all having been the 
gradual extension of the curriculum, with a proportionate augmentation 
of the staff, so that from the original five who composed it, the number has 
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now increased to nine or ten, the object of this increase having been to 
develop more thoroughly each branch of medical study, and to harmonize 
the system of instruction here more intimately with that of the schools 
in Great Britain. 

The next important circumstance connected with the College was its 
formal opening in 1843, and a pamphlet now before me contains the 
address of Dr. Bethune, Principal, on the occasion. The organization of 
the College appears now to have been completed, with the exception of 
the Faculty of Law. Among other matters, he observed that “ a Pro- 
fessorship has been established in the Faculty of Medicine, with a com- 
petent number of lectureships in its various branches, and the Governors 
entertain a strong hope of being enabled shortly to establish a professorship 
in the Faculty of Law. In the Arts, professorships of Classical Litera- 
ture, and of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy, have been established ; 
and to all these appointments have been made, with the exception of 
Mathematics and Natural Philosophy.” A professorship was also estab- 
lished in Divinity, which gave rise to a vast deal of acrimonious discus- 
sion, and was one, among other causes, which led to an amendment of 
the charter in 1852, with the abolition of the Divinity chair. These 
are matters, however, with which we have nothing to do. I will only, in 
conclusion of this division of our subject, say that, with the exception of 
some three years, at the time of the rebellion in 1837, the sessions of our 
faculty have been regularly held. Commencing in 1825 with twenty-five 
students, it was not until the year 1844 that the number became increased 
to fifty. Since then its numbers have steadily progressed, and the matricu- 
lation register of this year exhibits the large number of 18 i, while the 
number of graduates settled over the Province, and in foreign countries, 
some of whom are practising with distinguished success, is upwards of 
400. I need not say that the success which attended our efforts created 
great opposition. I have already alluded to the French School of Medi- 
cine, established simultaneously with the foundation of this School, and 
which continued in operation for many years, but it was succeeded, if I 
remember rightly, after a temporary suspension, by the present one, 
which was founded in 1843, and incorporated by an Act of the 
Provincial Parliament in 1845. This was succeeded by the Incorpora- 
tion of the St. Lawrence School of Medicine in 1851 ; but the latter, in 
the course of a few years, was discontinued, from the want of support, 
and soon “ paled its ineffectual fire.” 

The last subject which I desire to notice in regard to the past history 
of our Faculty is the relative position of this School of Medicine and the 
French School of Medicine; and I am the more anxious to notice it, as 
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the facts connected with it have been a good deal misrepresented. I 
must notice the restless activity of the members of the French School, 
who regularly every session of the Legislature, since its Incorporation in 
1845, had applied for the power of granting diplomas, a measure which, 
in the interests of the Profession, we felt it our duty to oppose — as ex- 
perience has universally demonstrated this fact, that, in accordance with 
the number of Institutions possessing the power of granting degrees or 
diplomas, so has the profession degenerated ; while another very power- 
ful argument against the delegation of any such power consisted in the 
fact that the same privilege could not have been justly withheld from 
every other school of medicine existing and to exist. In order to put 
an end to the wrangling, which was continually going on, in the year 
1847 an alliance was entered into between the two Schools, by which the 
School of Medicine became virtually the French Department of the 
Faculty of Medicine of McGill College. The terms of the agreement 
were embodied in a paper, copies of which were mutually interchanged ; 
and I will take the liberty of quoting certain portions of it. 

The third clause states 11 that the students of the School of Medicine 
shall be entitled to become candidates for graduation at McGill College, 
fulfilling only the requirements necessary to bring them within the class 
of students of the University, which are, first, matriculation during one 
session, and, second, during that session, having taken out any two of the 
six-months courses required by the curriculum, which together form an 
annus medicus. 

The fourth clause states that 11 the examination ot the students of the 
School of Medicine for the degree shall be conducted by the Lecturers in 
that School, but shall be held within the College, and in the presence of 
the Medical Faculty, and generally be in accordance with the statutes of 
the Medical Faculty. 

“ Fifth. The students of the School of Medicine thus obtaining*the 
privilege of becoming candidates for the Degree, the School of Medicine 
will cease to grant certificates of qualification.” 

[I should here remark, parenthetically, that the School was in the 
habit of going through the farce of examining such students as presented 
themselves to the Lecturers, granting them a regular Diploma, pocketing 
a fee for it, and this without the slightest legal authority.] 

The sixth, seventh and eighth clauses relate to the mutual enjoyment 
or use of the respective libraries ; that the class fees should be the same 
in both Schools; and that the graduation fees accruing from their 
students should be paid over to the School of Medicine, for the sole use 
of its library. 
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During the three years in which this arrangement was in operation, 
fourteen of the students of the School of Medicine availed themselves of 
its advantages — advantages superior to any which it could have ob- 
tained from the Legislature. In 1850 the Members of the School vir- 
tually annulled the agreement with the Faculty in again renewing their 
agitation for an alteration of their Act of Incorporation, so as to enable 
them to issue certificates of qualification. On the 26th August, 1850, 
at a meeting of the Faculty, the following minute will at once explain the 
proceedings “ The question of the late proceedings of the School of 
Medicine, as regards their attempt to procure an alteration of their Act 
of Incorporation, by which the agreement between it and. the Medical 
Faculty was virtually annulled, was then considered; and the Secretary 
was directed to write to the Secretary of the School of Medicine, inform- 
ing him that, in consequence of the School having virtually withdrawn 
from their engagement, especially in reference to their granting a certifi- 
cate, the F acuity will no longer continue to them the privilege of examin- 
ing their students seeking graduation, nor of receiving the graduation 
fee as formerly ; but that no abridgment of the privileges of the students 
will take place.” Upon the strength of this resolution, whatever the Lec- 
turers of that School may say, the student enjoys the same privilege now 
that he had before the breach of faith took place. All that was done by 
us was to withdraw from an alliance with parties who could keep no faith 
with us ; but as it would have been unjust to punish the students for 
what was no act of their commission, their relationship with the Univer- 
sity has been ever since maintained by the Faculty, although not one 
since 1850 has taken advantage of this opportunity, doubtless from some 
misconception or misrepresentation, one of which actually occurs in the 
answer of Dr. Meilleur in the “ Report of the Special Committee on the 
Laws relative to the practice of Physic, Surgery and Midwifery in Lower 
Canada, dated October, 1852. Dr. Meilleur’s report concludes with 
an extract from the registers of the Montreal School of Medicine and 
Surgery. I will merely quote as much as suits my present object and 
to save time : — u A certain number (fourteen) were examined by the 
Professors of the said School, and the rest by those of McGill College’’ 
(not one was examined by any Lecturer of the College, although one, and 
sometimes two of them were present, and who were usually indifferent to 
the proceedings), “ in pursuance of an arrangement entered into between 
the School and McGill College, but which arrangement was broken by 
McGill College , since the request made in 1851 to the Legislature by the 
School of Medicine and Surgery , in order to obtain the right of granting 
to its pupils a certificate which the Provincial Board would be bound

to receive without requiring the possessor to submit to further examina- 
tion” This extract from the register of the school was signed by Drs. 
Munro and Boyer, and is a thorough condemnation ; but it told only a 
part of the truth , by no means the whole truth; and I feel assured that 
if the students of that school only knew the privileges to which they are 
even now entitled, quite a number during the last sixteen years would 
have availed themselves of them. Such then, gentlemen, is the last relation- 
ship of the Medical Faculty to the School of Medicine, a school which 
has now effected an affiliation with Victoria College. For what 
purpose ? To obtain for its students a collegiate honour, one which 
they could have obtained at any time from our own University at a less 
expense than by a visit to Cobourg. 

Such, gentlemen, is a sketch of the past history of the faculty of 
Medicine of this University. It is chequered at the best, and exhibits a 
protracted struggle in favour of the Profession, with whose best interests 
it has been always identified. The present class, as well as those of pre- 
ceding years, attests in the most marked manner that its labours are 
appreciated. As Professors, the present members of the Faculty pretend 
to nothing more than a faithful delineation of those branches of medical 
science which have been severally committed to their trust ; and if our 
College has enjoyed a name second to that of none in British America, 
or even on this Continent, it is simply attributable to the fact, that its 
Professors have done their duty — a fact moreover demonstrated by the 
numbers present this day. 

But what shall I say of the present and future of the Faculty? No 
change whatever has been made in the curriculum for the degree, except 
as regards the classical attainments of the candidates for it. This again 
is a move in the right direction : one which I have long wished to see. 
There can be no doubt of the truth of the saying, that the more highly 
educated a young man is before commencing the study of Medicine, the 
better prepared his mind will be to profit by the lectures. Of this there 
can be no doubt. The General Council of Medical Education and 
Registration of Great Britain required a few years ago a severe test 
on the part of a candidate, and the Upper Canada Act, passed during 
the last session of the Legislature, has adopted very nearly the 
same scheme. To these we have been compelled to conform. Among 
the requirements is a knowledge of the Greek language. I must 
confess that none can compare with this one in beauty or sublimity. Its 
study is most seductive ; and when I remark that by far the greater por- 
tion of our medical terms are Anglicised compounds from its words, its 
importance to an educated physician can scarcely be overrated. In fact, 
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a single word derived from the Greek language will be found to be more 
expressive, and to convey to the educated mind ideas which no word in 
the English language would be adequate to effect, and which a whole 
sentence would be required sometimes to convey. No, gentlemen, if 
there is any truth in the old quotation — 

u A little learning is a dangerous thing ; 

Drink deep, or taste not the Pierian spring.” 

The Graduates of this University must not be inferior in mental cul- 
ture to those of any other University. In this, as in other matters 
“ nulli secundus ,” must be as it has ever been, our motto ; and although, 
it may seem difficult to acquire that primary educational knowledge 
which is now demanded, and however much its utility may be doubted, 
this would never be questioned by a scholar, that a perusal of some of 
the old authors is in reality in leisure moments a source of extreme and 
unalloyed pleasure. 

And now another quotation from the same admired poet most aptly 
expresses the ideas which I have been attempting to convey : 

11 Be Homer’s works your study and delight; 

Read them by day, and meditate by night. 

Thence form your judgment, thence your maxims bring, 

And trace the Muses upwards to their spring. 

Still with itself compared, his text peruse, 

And let your comment be the Mantuan Muse.” 

Time now warns me to be brief. What shall I say of the future? 
Judging from the past, a splendid future lies before this Faculty; but to 
secure it, everything depends upon the present. If we are true to our 
duties, the future can be easily foreshadowed — one of unwavering suc- 
cess ; but if recreant, then the opposite condition must follow. But 
let me trust that the same energy will be exhibited in the future as in 
the past ; and that in subsequent years, when we are gathered to our 
fathers, our young men may point to this City, as we do now to Edin- 
burgh, and pronounce it, as well from its edifices as from its educational 
establishments, — the modern Athens of Canada. “ So mote it be.” 
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Gentlemen, — I thank you for your warm reception, and, in 
acknowledging it, let me assure you that the joy ot meeting is 
mutual. Y our Professors are as happy as you are at the introduction 
now taking place on this the first day of the session. And in return 
for your applause, which we accept as your greeting, I have great 
pleasure, in their name, in extending to you a most cordial wel- 
come. 

This day begins a future which, we trust, will enrich you with an 
abundant harvest of professional usefulness, and when a little 
while has rolled by we hope to place in your hand the sickle by 
which its golden fruit may be gathered into your garners ; or, to 
change the figure, we trust that before a long while we shall bind 
you round our necks with our other esteemed jewels in the long 
lace of graduates who are our sons in Medicine. 

May the morning you first crossed these halta of learning be 
ever a red letter one in your life's calendar. May enthusiasm so 
swell at the remembrance of the time spent here that you will be 
eager to exclaim : we hail from McGill ! And may others read the 
great fact in your superiority, so that they too will be constrained 
to confess that from McGill, and McGill only, could you hail ! 

This day, again, will ever appeal to our hearts because it marks 
a new era in our position. We now inaugurate the stately build- 
ing wherein we are met. It has been built by the Go\ ernors ol 
the University, out of the funds at their disposal, at a cost of 
$27 000. They have placed it exclusively as a free gift in the 
hands of the Medical Faculty. Long will the memory of their 
liberality be green. Whenever we look round we read in every 
part of the substantial structure their good will towards us and 
the munificent scale by which our wants should be met. Si videres 
monumentum, circumspice. As part of the College buildings, it forms 
a handsome wing, being, where medicine should always be, con- 
spicuous in the company of the learned. No more healthy, no 
more picturesque site could have been chosen. And the edifice, as 
one of the many splendid others that adorn the base of the 
mountain, combines for its purpose, ifs much jus they do for theirs,

the ornate with the utiliter. In proof of the last you will find in 
the internal arrangements that accommodation, convenience and 
comfort have all been carefully studied. 

The building is 80 feet front by 84 feet 8 inches deep, and 48 feet 
high, to the top of the cornice, with a further elevation of 7 feet in 
the roof. The latter is a half mansard, broken up by three pedi- 
ments, and covered with slate. The walls are solidly built, and 
are all of cut stone. The architects were Messrs. Hopkins & Wily. 

On the east side, facing University street, is the students’ 
entrance, leading into the basement. The lobby lands into a pas- 
sage which, like the other halls, is 12 feet wide. On its left is a 
waiting-room, 30 feet by 32 feet 6 inches, furnished with chairs and 
tables. It is intended for resort during the intervals between 
lectures, where you may fill up your notes or otherwise profitably 
occupy yourselves. A strip is partitioned off* and fitted to serve 
as a cloak room. On the right are the apartments of the care- 
taker, and on this floor are also spare rooms, closets, furnace and 
fuel cellar. The apartments having floors are based with concrete. 

On the south side is the main entrance, facing Sherbrooke 
street. Having ascended the flight of stairs in front and crossed 
the lobby, you first meet two apartments, one on either side, which, 
when fitted up, cannot fail to command the admiration of every 
intelligent observer. One measures 30 feet by 34 feet 5 the other, 
32 feet 6 inches by 30 feet. And your expectations concerning 
them will be the more raised when I add that our worthy Dean has 
personally contributed $1,000, under the stipulation that the sum 
shall be disbursed in furnishing them for a Library and Museum 
respectively. Behind these are the Chemical class-room, with the 
Professor s room j the former 30 feet by 46 feet, seated to hold 
190 comfortably • and the Laboratory, 32 feet 6 inches by 32 feet 
for the Practical Chemistry class. It is provided with furnace’ 
balance room, and all other necessary requirements. This floor 
“ the ground floor,” is also approached by a short stairs running up 
from below. 

On “ the first floor,” or one above the last, is the General Class- 
room, on the right hand side of the landing. It is 33 feet wide by 
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43 feet 2 inches deep. It has 11 tiers of seats, arranged as in the 
other class-rooms, in trilateral shape, with desks and backs, regu- 


arly graded, and able to contain 208 persons. Into it two doors 
open, the uppermost one being exclusively for the convenience of 



students. Close by are two side rooms, one for the use of profes- 
sors, the other for the Materia MaHi'ao poUm.i. n. _ 
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and is well lighted with front and side windows and glazed sky- 
light. Behind is the Dissecting room, 56 feet 10 inches long, and 
30 feet 2 inches broad, provided with sink, lift, as well as all other 
essential appointments, and having its floor covered with lead At 
its end are two small rooms, one for the Professor, and the other, 
which opens into it, for the Demonstrator. 

The building will be warmed by hot water in circulation through 
coils and pipes of iron. Fittings are placed wherever gas may be 
needed. Means have been devised to ensure sufficient ventilation, 
and the acoustic adaptation of the Lecture rooms has also been 
regarded. In short, the whole is so designed that, when com- 
pleted, the equal will not be found in any other medical school in 
the Dominion. 

Medicine was a mere chaos till six hundred years before the 
Christian era, or a little earlier. Then the attempt was made to 
bring it into Cosmos, or under the comprehension of philosophy. 
The Asclepiades were the true originators of the science, and in 
helping on the work Pythagoras was famous. 

Eight hundred years more passed by, however, before medicine 
was so digested, or so trimmed, as to be able to be publicly taught 
in a systematic manner. Then the Philosophical school or sect, 
which had in the meanwhile flourished, was superseded by the 
Empirical, under the guidance of Serapion and others • and then, 
the third century having dawned, there sprung up the first institu- 
tion for medical education. It was founded at Iondisabour. It 
brought up many eminent men, among others, some centuries 
after, was Khazes, the Prince of Physicians ; but its teachings were 
soon opposed by those of the Methodics, and afterwards by the 
Dogmatics and others ; for of it, as of others, it is true, u nec scire 
fas est omnia." 

The attendance upon some of the ancient colleges far ex- 
ceeded that upon any single one in modern times j perhaps 
from there being not so many then as now to divide the palm. 
That of Bagdat, with which was associated an infirmary and labo- 
ratories, numbered as many as 6,000 students at one session, in 
the latter part of the eighth century. 

In the eleventh century one of the most celebrated was the 
University of Salerno. Its medical lectures were very numerously 
attended during the Crusades, the place being then a fashionable 
resort. It awarded its degrees to students of seven years standing. 

I shall not steep you in the Cimmerian gloom which rested upon 
later endeavours to diffuse professional learning, as it rested upon 
whatever else was calculated to ennoble mankind, till the middle 
of the fifteenth century; nor, pleasant though the task might be 


trace the subsequent establishment throughout Europe, in the 
sunshine that succeeded, of medical schools which still continue 
to win the admiration of the whole world ; but I propose to engage 
in what, I trust, will be to you still more agreeable. I propose to 
turn your attention from foreign seats of learning and bygone 
days to our own ; for, as of the patriot and his country, so of the 
Alumnus and his college it may be sung, 

“ Such is the ” Alumnus ’ “ boast where’er we roam ; 

His first, best ” college “ ever is at home.” 

Before 1824 a few occasional lectures had been given in Mont- 
real, but without the order, or regularity, or union that was after- 
wards manifested. In that year four of the most competent prac- 
titioners resident here, viz., Drs. Caldwell, Robertson, Stephenson, 
and Holmes, associated themselves to deliver, annually, courses of 
lectures upon certain branches of medicine. The school, thus 
initiated, was conducted with signal ability from the first. Many 
were its struggles, but the wisdom and energy of its brave found- 
ers triumphed over all. It was named the Montreal Medical 
Institute. Its pupils had the advantage of walking the General 
Hospital, which had been opened two years previously. Its powers 
w’ere limited, however, to those of extra-academical bodies. This 
institution is of a peculiar interest to us. It was the child to the 
man of which the present one is father. Four years ended its 
nonage. Then it was grafted as a flourishing scion into the Uni- 
versity of McGill College, of which it afterwards constituted the 
Medical department. It now had the j>rivilege of procuring, for 
successful competitors, the summos honores , in the form of the 
degree of M.D. Its first graduate was William Logie, in 1833 • he 
was the harbinger bud of the wreaths of flowers that blossomed 
in succeeding springs. Its usefulness was greatly promoted by 
the formation of a Library and Museum, which its Faculty made 
more extensive year by year. It began with four chairs, viz. 
Practice of Medicine, Midwifery, Chemistry and Materia Medica’ 
Anatomy and Surgery. With the exception of a suspension dur- 
ing the rebellion which broke out in 1837, the lectures were deliv- 
ered unremittingly every year. The last two chairs named 
were subsequently divided, so that Chemistry, Anatomy, and 
Materia Medica were taught separately. Surgery, however, was 
only released from its old bond to be joined to a new one— Mid- 
wifery. In 1842 the union was severed and each consigned to its 
own guardian. In November of the following year the efficiency 
of the school was materially increased by the opening up of the 
University Lying-in Hospital, which afforded students the oppor- 


tunity of attending cases of labor. Two years afterwards tour 
branches were added to the previous ones taught. They 
were: Institutes of Medicine, Medical Jurisprudence, Bot- 
any, and Clinical Medicine with Surgery. In the next session 
Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery were so distributed as to be 
tanght by separate lecturers. Since then the only addition to the 
Curriculum has been in Practical Chemistry, which has now been 
taught for two years. 

From the origin of this Faculty to this the fortieth year of its 
existence, it has enlisted twenty-six lecturers or professors, mclud 
Lng its founders. Upon fourteen of these honoured men time has 
executed his commission : 

tt He undermines the stately tower, 

Uproots the tree, and snaps the flower; 

And sweeps from our distracted breast 
The friends we loved — the friends that blest.” 

The last we have had to mourn the loss of has been Ur. Fraser, 
and because the last, I feel that no apology from me is needed 
while paying a short tribute to his memory, that it may be the more 
surely preserved among us. 

William Fraser was born in Perth, Scotland, I believe, in the 
year 1814. After having completed his general education he 
entered upon the study of medicine, which he pursued, chiefly, m 
Glasgow, attending lectures both at the University of Glasgow 
and also at the Andersonian University. lie was remarkable for 
the ardour, industry and perseverance he displayed in attaining 
to a knowledge of his profession. His tenacity of application and 
constancy in learning were such as if he had “ set his life upon a, 
cast,” and was resolved that by no fault or shortcoming of his 
should there be any “ hazard of the die. ' 

Upon the outbreak of cholera at Koseneatli in 1832 he was sent 
down to the parish by the late Dr. Lawric, his Professor of Sur- 
gery, to officiate in a temporary infirmary opened for cases of the 
epidemic then raging. I mention this incident because it shows 
the high opinion entertained of him at that early time, judging 
liim worthy to be trusted with a post of responsibility , And 1 
mention it for another reason. Koseneath is the native place oi 
our Dean, and there he made his acquaintance. As they then 
grasped their right hands of fellowship for the first time, neither 
one nor other had a glimpse of the brilliant future that awaited 
them in a far-off land, across a thousand miles wide bridge of sea, 
where they were to be colleagues for more than a quarter of a 
century, to supply the wants of the Dominion and parts which tar 
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outly her borders with troop upon troop of skilful and accom- 
plished practitioners. 

In 1834 young Fraser received the license of the Faculty of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Glasgow, which is a double qualification, 
the same as the Medical degree of our University. It entities' 
the holder to the position, with all the privileges of a general 
practitioner in that city, so that with it he can there practice 
Physic, Surgery and Midwifery. Fraser, however, used it more as 
an honour than a power. Having heard of Canada, where « worth 
by poverty depressed ” rises not so slow as in the mother country, 
he left home and came out here. Soon after his arrival in this 
city he was made Apothecary or House Surgeon of the General 
Hospital, or rather both, for in those days the offices were fused 
together and held by one person. 

While gathering experience of disease in its protean forms in 
this new situation, he decided upon extending his theoretical 
acquirements by re-attendance upon lectures. With this view he 
matriculated in this University, followed the courses, and, having 
qualified, graduated in 1836. 

The graduation class of that year contained another member of 
high distinction I mean Dr. William Sutherland, our Emeritus 
Professor of Chemistry. Dr. Fraser seemed to be so drawn 
towards him that an intimacy sprang up which time served to 
brighten, the tendrils of his heart being ever ready to cluster 
round the charms of a social, manly, philosophic nature. And 
whenever memory recounts the pleasures of a by-gone oratory that 
tell in brilliant gleams upon admiring pupils, or a physician to 
whom the hearts of his sick were gratefully knit in warm affec- 
tion, or a friend who tenderly felt for another’s smart and could 
cheer the lonesome way with his winsome words, then will it 
recount some of the graces of a Sutherland ! 


Having obtained license to practice in Lower Canada— which can 

be got by proving ownership to one’s degree— Dr. Fraser gave up the 

hospital and engaged in private practice. He realized the fond 

dreams of hope, and from a slender perch climbed up to an 

uppermost branch to rejoice in all the pleasures which first-class 

success could yield. Ever ready to heed the call of the sick, to 

act upon the rule, “ labor omnia vincil,” and to do the best for his 

patients, he took, at the flood, the tide in his affairs which led on 

l°jT™ ne ’ and after thirty ' six years toil he was worth £40,000 or 
•^50,000.

ad the benefit of his maiden course, together with your able 
Professor of Medicine and four others whom I can recall. It was 




new and not obligatory retrospectively, and for these reasons the 
attendance was so thin. Here he gave the first marks of aptness 
for lecturing that after years only rendered more prominent. I 
well remember the zeal with which he threw himself into his 
work, the pains taking he exhibited in its discharge, and the 
faithfulness with which he carried it through to a satisfactory 
close. His aim was to afford his class a clear, curt, well-digested 
view of his subject, abreast with the progress of the day. 

In 1847 he was elected by the Board of Governors one of the 
medical staff of the hospital. Though that year was a very busy 
one for doctors, owing to the spread of an extensive epidemic of 
Typhus or Ship Fever, imported by emigrants who had suffered 
from famine consequent upon the failure of the potato crop in 
Ireland, Dr. Fraser shewed himself equal to the emergency. In 
other outbreaks, as those of cholera in 1849 and afterwards, he was 
always under arms and effective in the path of duty. His patients 
had great confidence in his wisdom, and his humane treatment won 
their esteem. He was fond of Surgery, and as an operator was 
daring, bold and resolute. He was also fond of trying new reme- 
dies in order to determine their real merit, or ascertain some new 
point in their action. 

In 1849, yielding to the wisliot' the Faculty, he was translated to 
the lectureship of Institutes of Medicine, which he tilled during 
the twenty-three years following. lie hero displayed the charac- 
ters that were so marked in his former post, but more developed 
by the training he had there received. Thousands of students 
have borne away his teachings, and with their deep science have 
drank in the spirit of inquiry they caught from him, and profited 
by the example of diligence he set before them. 

Dr. Fraser had ft lofty idea of the dignity of medicine. He was 
a stern foe to empiricism under every guise, and a strong upholder 
of rational medicine. To his mind its pillarB wore Physiology and 
Pathology ; or they were the streams through which the fountain 
was to be supplied. Partiality, however, did not close his eyes to 
the inestimable value of Clinical Btudy, lie was a useful member 
of the several Medico-Chirurgieal Societies that rose and sank 
during his career ; and ho occasionally contributed original articles 
to the local journals. The first was in the Montreal Medical Gazette 
for May, 1844, about a case of Ovarian Tumor. In the same jour- 
nal will be found his account of a case of Castration, and one oi 
Spasmodic Croup. In the British American Journal he published 
two papers, one on Erysipelas treated by Venesection, and another 
entitled, “Observations on Fever prevalent among Emigrants.” 
In the Medical Chronicle he wrote upon “ Galvanism in Paralysis ot 
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the Bladder,” “Amputation of the Forearm,” “Strychnine in 
Cholera,” and “Perineal Section in Stricture of the Urethra.” In 
this journal and in those that succeeded it, several hospital cases 
are reported under his name, treated by him, but written by 
others who had watched them. 

For several years Dr. Fraser was a Governor of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Canada East ; and a Member of the 
Natural History Society of this city. 

And here the sable line must end this rude sketch. His long 
life of activity, having been embittered by Prostatic Hypertrophy 
tor some time, at length urinary infiltration set in, and in a few 
days more, on the 24th of last July, he was removed from among 
us 

“ To that mysterious realm where each shall take 
Ills chamber in the silent halls of death.” 

lt Until the daybreak and the shadows flee away.” 

We deeply deplore the breach made in our ranks. We have 
• lone our best towards its repair. The admirable way in which 
your new Professor of Institutes managed his former offices flat- 
ters us with the florid hope that you will soon realize his appoint- 
ment to have been the best that could have been made. The 
blank he has left, in turn, Dr. Ross, a gold-medalist, fills. He 
brings with him the Clinical experience he gained during the 
years he was in the hospital, where he won for himself garlands of 
praises. 

A feature of this school is, she does not forget her students, nor 
pass them over for strangers. Her chairs are her highest prizes, 
and when her own can fill them she glories with maternal pride in 
drawing them still closer to her bosom. Of her eleven Professors 
eight have been her offspring, and these eight have sat at the feet 
of one whom they still thank for his invaluable lessons. That one 
is the acknowledged Nestor of Canadian Medicine, beyond whose 
professional opinion there is no appeal. But to them he is far 
more ; he is as a fond father whom they dearly love, a sincere and 
faithful friend in whom they delight j and while he is these, that 
one is also the one whom they esteem as their Dean! 

As motion causes heat, heat light and chemical action, chemical 
force electricity and magnetism, so in the progress of this school 
several other schools have started up ; or, rather, I should say, as 
life-lorce, by acting on matter, brings out these cosmical forces, so 
our existence has been followed by the birth of others. That is 
what I should have said, for life-force has its origin from no other 
iorce, nor into it can no other be turned, nor can it be merged 
into any other. And that is just the case with this school. It 
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owes its start to no other in the Dominion ; no othor can take its 
place; and it has lost nothing by developments, on the contrary, 

“ crescit crescendo." 

The relation of medical schools to universities in this country is 
unlike what it is in the great model institutions of the British 
Isles. There, there are few universities and many schools. Here, 
every school is part of a separate university. I do not object to 
many schools. I would always rejoice to find many were needed, 
and would gladly welcome the efficient. But I hold, and very 
strongly too, that nothing is more calculated to make them 
engines of destructiok than to constitute each one a faculty ot 
a distinct university. Legislation could not inflict upon a people 
a greater evil than to multiply bodies having unlimited power to 
grant degrees to whom they please, and as they please, without 
hindrance or supervision, where, as in Canada East, such degrees 
procure for their holders a license to practice, without further 
examination, however great may be the measure of tlxeir incompe- 
tence. Through its university each medical school has this unlnmtet 
power, and, having it, there is to be apprehended the liability that 
the maintenance it could not expect because of its sterling worth 
or established reputation, it will seek to acquire through the lavish 
exercise of the power unwisely placed in its hands. Especia y is 
this to be expected when competition springs up late in the day. 
■Vnd while it lasts, such a school may show its disregard or sacrifice 
; f the health, or happiness, or life of the public by periodical 
drains ot incompetent physicians whom it sends out to deal with 
these essentials upon which the security and prosperity of a 

country necessarily depend. . 

What you want in a respectable medical school is: fnstly, that 
it shall have abundant opportunities for imparting a practical 
acquaintance with diseases and injuries through actual observation 
and clinical teaching. For this an hospital is indispensable. In 
the mother land it is the hospital originates the school, 
school is the school of the hospital, and from it gets its worth. 
There no eminent men would presume to teach medicine who 

were destitute of the resources of an hospital. 

What, again, you want in a useful medical school is an extensive 
library, where the periodical literature of different places may bo 
referr ed to ; where the classics of the profession may be consulted ; 
where there are some thousands of volumes of standard books; 
and where the works last issued are annually added. 

What you want, further, in a reliable school is that it should be 
thoroughly equipped in means of illustration. It ought to have a 
museum largely stocked with Both Anatomical and Pathological 
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preparations. The latter to be so varied as to comprise, with the 
more common, the rarer lesions; in short, such a display as can 
only be accumulated gradually, after tens of years of collection. 
And in addition to these there should be as many series of the 
best executed plates or drawings, as well as such varied objects, or 
models, or instruments as are generally serviceable. 

As you pursue your studies you will find them very entertaining. 
You will find our abode is on a crust twenty-three miles thick, the 
cooled scum of molten blazing rock beneath, one hundred and sixty 
times hotter than red-hot iron ; and our life is a vortex of changes, 
kept up by tearing from milk, or flesh, or fruits the atoms of our 
anatomy to make good the piece meal wear of what we once called 
ourselves. You will find that we are kept warm by our unlocking 
the sunshine from the cellars of food or fuel in which it has been 
stored after it has ridden upon its beam through space that would 
take a railway train two hundred and thirty years to cross ; and 
that we are ever in motion, travelling with the earth, with a speed 
sixty-eight times as great as that of a bullet fired from a rifle. 

Your studies will also fill you with interest, as they show you 
how wonderfully you are made; as they lead you, stage by stage 
through the work of building the human frame, from the time of 
the fertilized ovum cradled in the Graffian vesicle onwards; as 
they point out the outlay of myriads of nerves, of vessels— blue 
red, white and colorless— meandering in leashes over mountain- 
like organs, valley-like dips, and plain-like surfaces ; as they trace 
the finger of design : as they give every measure even down to the 
1 -400th part of a line; and as they tell of every function. 

Medicine, however, chiefly commends itself because of its 
utility. It points out the laws of health; how to stamp out the 
decimating plague, to cause the air or water of a town to be pure 
and to promote the salubrity of its people. It takes you on the 
wings of contagion to its strong holds; shields from its venom; 
tracks it in its progress; and fits you to enter the lists against it 
sure of victory. It gives you power over the ills to which flesh is 
heir. It takes you where Flora spreads her treasure, and down 
the mines of the earth, and into the noisy shop of the factor, and 
many a place besides, to cull remedies. It learns you what they 
can do, when to use them, and how to give them. It speaks of the 
insane root that takes the reason prisoner; of Kecksy orConium that 
i led Socrates ; of the finger of Hermes, which is the anima arti- 
culorum; of the Masch Allah, or “gift of God,” that first provokes

back the body into the rigid locks of death; of another that 

relaxes every part ; and of very many more. It arms you with the 
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surgeon’s skill and strength when the question is what has 
been the injury, when the cry for relief is importunate, and when 
if the right aid be not afforded the case must be lost. It enables 
you to staunch life’s current in its wasteful flow ; to rid the air- 
pipe of the straggler for breath from its foreign body ; and in 
countless other ways to prove the friend of distressed humanity. 

Marvel not that such a science, such an art should be rich y 
strewed with encomiums. Let me read you two or three. One 
of the oldest says: ‘‘Honour a physician with the honour due 
unto him” “The skill of the physician shall lift up his head, 
and in the sight of great men he shall be in admiration. Give 
place to the physician. Let him not go from thee for thou hast 
need of him.” Among the Romans, Cicero was exuberant m his 
praises of the profession. According to him, “ nothing brings 
man nearer to the gods than in giving health to his fellow-crea- 
tures ” And in more modern times Dr. Johnson, the leviathan ot 
English literature, thus beautifully records the memory of a prac 
titioner : 

“ When fainting nature call’d for aid, 

And hovering death prepared the blow, 

His vigorous memory display’d 

The power of art without the show. 

In misery’s darkest cavern known, 

His useful care was ever nigh, 

Where hopeless anguish pour’d his groan, 

And lonely want retired to die.” 

These are a few of the inducements that prevail to uige >ou to 
attain the object before you. The path is made easy in P r0 P°* -t '°“ 
to the thoroughness of your previous education. Where that h . 
been liberal it is the best preparative to future study. The higher 
the preliminary training the more easily will you acquire your pro- 
fessional learning, and the more surely will it be ren * e “^ ere . 
When possible, a collegiate course in Arts should be added to 
instruction of the Grammar or High School. The benefit conferred 
is not merely the grasp of a larger field of information but also 
the better culture of the mental faculties, whereby knowledge 
will be more efficiently apprehended, retained, and turned to 
profit. The tentacula by which it is secured will become more 
expanded, effective, and polished. Graduates in Arts should, 
therefore, be able to acquire the profession sooner than others, an 
upon the belief that such is the case they are granted the benefit 
of one year off from the four which in other cases must be spent 
in the study of medicine. And while urging the “dvantages ot 
the highest preliminary education, permit me to point to the 
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ing a man’s life in your hands is no farce, the guilt of not having 
done all you should have done is no trifle. 

As nothing is harder to escape than the snares of bad habits, 
once their coils have been spun, so medical students should not 
form habits unsuited to practitioners. 

In no other profession than the medical is there greater need for 
a man to be sober. Unless the upper decks be kept clear for 
action his wits are not fit to meet an engagement. If I could gain 
the ear of an inebriate who prefers intemperance to reason I would 
tell him to aim to be almost anything but a drunken doctor ; I 
would tell him that as such sooner or later he will inflict injury, 
and reduce himself to penury. Who more unfit than him, when 
muddled or half mad, to rule where every hope lingers upon his 
words ; where bleeding hearts look to him to save a dying 
mother ; where his groggy fingers try to impart news to his maud- 
lin brain or to shake out its behests ? Who that could avoid him 
would have him ? 

Now for a few words on smoking. I do not say “ thou shalt not 
smoke tobacco,” after the authorities of Berne, who caused these 
words to be written on a tablet of their church ; nor will I uphold 
to your imitation the pattern of Dr. Parr, who, unless asleep or 
eating, was usually found burning the weed; but I advise those of 
you who will smoke to do so at the right time and in the right 
place, and so that it will not enfeeble your energy nor fog your 
mind. Dissection would be finer if, while being done, the hand 
were not weakened by the narcotic. The atmosphere of the 
class-room would be more pure and bracing, more conducive to 
attention and memory, if it were not soiled with deadening nico- 
tine. 


Set a proper estimate on the worth of life. No study can be too 
great which will enable you to save life or make it more enjoyable. 
These are the objects of medicine ; these are the merits you must 
affirm you have before you can be enlisted into her ranks. Before 
you can be graduated you will have to swear “ coram Deo ” that 


you possess “ omnia ad cegrotorum corporum salutem conducentxa in 
other words, that you are masters of the skill and art which con- 
duce to the recovery of the sick. What a motive is this to urge 
upon }ou to turn your advantages to the best account; to give the 
uli benefit of all the resources science places within your reach 
to your patient, who looks to you, under the Great Physician, to 
pro ong his days and avert the calamity his death would cause. 
, ° . le ' ‘-pool® 1 of patients. Treat all alike. Destitution may 

Ter a ^ ^ physicians "we once consulting 

loathsome looking object on the pallet of an hospital, and 
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when their prescription was given, it was added in Latin, “ let the 
experiment be made upon the vile body.” Instantly the mass of 
woe started from disguise, and in the same tongue remonstrated, 

.< let not that body be called vile for which Christ died.” 

Think highly of your profession ; think of it as honourable and 
noble, as useful and God-like. Its fields are ripe with opportuni- 
ties to grace a life of true religion. There are rare chances for 
being unspotted when gold would tempt to purloin or to pay 
unnecessary visits, or to needlessly officiate, or to speak falsely 
There where there is “ a constant interruption of pleasure ” self- 
denial can shine out in full splendor. There may be kindled the 
flame which will cause your breasts to burn with fellow-feeling, 
tender pity, and kind compassion. There may be sown broadcast 
the seeds that will richly store your garners with the praises of 
benevolence, humanity, and philanthropy. And there can be 
conferred such acts of charity as may well challenge others to 
excel them in being more disinterested and less ostentatious. 

Be heroes in the strife. Your reputation is not to be won at 
the cannon’s mouth, nor your breast adorned with valor’s clasp ; 
but a heroism my glisten in your eye the world’s brave heroes 
never knew. When pestilence causes the eagle eye of the soldier 
of the forlorn hope to quail, or his lion heart to fail, then, like one 
of old, you may stand between the living and the dead. Your 
spirit is not to be fired by the carnage of a nation, nor the wails 
of the bereaved, nor the triumphs of might over the weak, nor 
the panegyrics of the press; but, by prospects of recovered 
health, and happiness, and prosperity, by promptings of con- 
servatism, and by kind concern at human pain. 

Let your life be as a sun of wisdom shining out upon the world 
to which your influence extends ; let it be unsullied by a cloud of 
suspicion against your worth or sincerity; and when the crimson 
of the sunset sky paints the evening, when you shall no more go 
forth to work, then, in the night that follows, the bright stars 
that have treasured up the light of the past will shine forth to 
welcome you home to “ the mountain of myrrh and to the hill of 
frankincense.”

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INTRODUCTORY LECTURE. 


Gentlemen, — Allow me to offer to you my salutations, 
as well as those of my colleagues, and to extend to you all 
a most cordial welcome to the halls of this University. You 
have met together for the purposes of inst ruction and self 
improvement, and in the full hope that the great and funda- 
mental principles of our noble profession, as transmitted to- 
us by venerable sages and learned fathers, will be here pro- 
mulgated with fidelity, and in a manner equal to, if not 
superior to what they may be in the other halls of medical 
learning in this Province. I have used the word superior, 
for I doubt not that it is the advantages, which this town and 
School of Medicine offer in a superior manner to that of other 
places in Canada, which have proved the sources of attrac- 
tion. These thoughts render our position one of increased 
responsibility. The duties which, on such considerations, 
devolve upon us, and which our position necessarily calls 
upon us to discharge, are far too sacred to be regarded lightly, 
for they involve consequences momentous not only to your- 
selves, but to those also who are hereafter to be confided to 
your professional care. In this School, then, you are to 
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learn the principles which are to guide you in the treatment 
of diseases ; and may they, in the hour of peril, when all 
around is gloom and darkness, prove beacon-lights to illumine 
your path; may they, under those trying circumstances, 
which are to be encountered in the career of every physician, 
redeem the pledge which we make to you this day, to spare 
no effort, to shrink from no labour necessary for the zealous 
and faithful performance of the trust imposed on us as your 
instructors. To the Faculty of Medicine of this University 
has been delegated the high privilege of preparing you for 
the emergencies of professional life. Soon you will be called 
upon to exhibit, through your acts, testimony of the fidelity 
with which you have pursued your studies ; testimony, too, 
of the maimer in which we, your teachers, have discharged 
our duty. These are considerations winch, I know full well, 
no member of this Faculty can contemplate, without appre- 
ciating to the full extent the great responsibility of his posi- 
tion ; and whatever may be the feelings of my colleagues on 
this subject — I know they are deep and abiding, and were 
especially so in one who is now no more, — allow me to say 
for myself personally, that I never enter upon the perform- 
ance of my annual duties without a sentiment of apprehension 
and distrust. It will, however, be my earnest care to conse- 
crate to your service every energy of my mind ; and, feeling 
as I do a deep interest in your prosperity, you may rely on 
my best endeavours to impress upon you the principles and 
practice of the department assigned to me in this Institution. 

Gentlemen, I have alluded to one who is now no more, a 
cherished friend, and trusted and well-tried colleague ; and 
I feel that I, who have been associated with him for a quar- 
ter of a century in the duties of this Faculty, would prove 
recreant to my duty, and faithless to every sentiment of 
esteem and friendship, w T ere I to pass over his demise lightly, 
— one who was one of the early founders of this School, and 
to the hour, nay minute of his death, its steadfast friend and 
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most laborious and indefatigable worker. As Dr. Holmes’ 
name is so intimately blended with this School of Medicine 
as the foremost work of his life, a history of the one embraces 
also that of the other. 

About the year 1813 or 1814, two young men left this 
city to pursue and complete their medical studies in Edin- 
burgh, then, and until very recently, the foremost medical 
school in the world ; and if that school does not now possess the 
same elevated character, it is solely due to the greater prac- 
tical advantages which are conferred upon the student by the 
more extensive hospitals of London. These two young men 
were Andrew Ferdinand Holmes and John Stephenson; and 
thither they repaired to obtain that knowledge of their pro- 
fession which could not, at that time, be secured in this 
country. During their residence in the Mother Country, 
they took advantage of their opportunities, and spent a por- 
tion of their four or five years’ residence in visiting Dublin, 
London, and Paris, following the Hospitals and attending the 
lectures in each of these celebrated cities. On the 2nd 
August, 1819, Dr. Holmes graduated at the University of 
Edinburgh ; and, if I mistake not, Dr. Stephenson did the 
same. They returned, I believe, together to this country 
the same year, and established themselves in practice ; the 
subject of our sketch having entered into partnership with 
his former preceptor, the late Dr. Arnoldi, which continued 
for about five years. 

It was about this time, that, recognising the difficulties 
which they themselves encountered in their own professional 
education, and desirous of smoothing the path for other young 
men who wished to study and practice, a combination was 
effected between four of the then principal physicians in this 
city, for the purpose of giving courses of lectures on the most 
important of the branches of medical knowledge. These 
four physicians were Drs. Robertson, Caldwell, Stephenson, 
and Holmes ; and in 1824 was delivered, under the name of 
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the Montreal Medical Institution, the first course of lectures 
in the Canadas, forming the session of 1824-25. The 
branches were apportioned as follow : Midwifery and the 
Diseases of Women and Children, by Dr. Robertson ; Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Medicine, by Dr. Caldwell ; Surgery, 
Anatomy, and Physiology, by Dr. Stephenson ; and Materia 
Medica, and Chemistry, by Dr. Holmes. The number of 
students in attendance on this first session was 25 ; and of 
these I believe only three are now living, — Dr. Weilbrenner 
of Boucher ville, Dr. Bflin of L’Assomption, and Dr. Badg- 
ley, now of Malvern in England ; and it was not until the 
year 1844 that the number of students reached 50. I need 
not say that it could not have been private emolument which 
could have induced these founders of this School thus to work 
year after year with receipts barely sufficient to cover their 
annual expenditure. A higher principle was at work, one 
which was Dr. Holmes’ most striking characteristic — the 
conscientious discharge of duty. Knowing the privations 
which, as a student, he himself had to suffer, his grand object 
was to lessen them for those who were to follow ; and well do 
I remember the fidelity with which he worked in those days, 
when little else than the approbation of his own conscience 
was his reward. 

\\ e have now to consider another incident occurring about 
the same time. In the year 1819, 44 from the increase in 
the population of this town, the Hotel Dieu nunnery was 
found to be inadequate to the reception of the indigent sick ; 
an inconvenience further augmented by the great influx of 
emigrants from the United Kingdom, some of them labouring 
under fevers of a contagious nature, and other diseases that 
were not admissible into that Hospital.” I quote this from 
the first Annual Report of the Montreal General Hospital. 
Accordingly, that year a subscription was taken up for hiring 
a house to serve as an Hospital ; and the Report further 
says, 44 that though this was only on a small scale, the good 
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effected by it was, after one year’s trial, so evident, that it 
was deemed an object highly desirable to erect a building 
which might give permanency to the establishment.” Accords 
ingly, ground was purchased ; subscriptions were opened to 
raise the sum of £2,200; and, in January 1821, a special 
committee, appointed for the purpose, contracted for the 
erection of the building now known as the Montreal General 
Hospital. The building, however, cost £3,688, and was 
finished for the reception of patients in 1822 ; and that there 
must have existed an urgent necessity for its erection, is 
proved from the fact, that, between May 1822 and May 
1823,421 in-door and 397 out-door patients received medical 
assistance at this original Institution. The medical officers 
at this time were Drs. Robertson, Caldwell, Holmes, Lsedel, 
Stephenson, and Lyons. .So that, with the organization of 
the School, an Hospital was already at hand wherein clinical 
instruction might be given — a matter of the highest impor- 
tance to every medical school. The benefits which this 
Institution has conferred upon the town and country, since 
this period of time, are incalculable. To the comparatively 
small central building, which was first erected, two large and 
capacious wings have since been added, forming the Reid 
and Richardson wings, names given from two of its princi- 
pal benefactors. Not less than 400 patients can now be 
comfortably accommodated within its walls ; and I think 
I am not wrong in stating, that, for benefits conferred upon 
the sick poor, or for its means of clinical information, 
it can safely compare with any similar Institution on this 
continent. To this Hospital Dr. Holmes served as one of 
the attending physicians for nearly twenty years, performing 
his duties with marked ability, when he retired upon the 
consulting-staff, to make way for some junior member of the 
profession who aspired to his place. 

But we have a third incident to recall to mind, occurring 
about the same time, and which affected this School to a 
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marked extent. About the year 1811, there died in this 
city a wealthy merchant, the Hon. James McGill, who 
n bequeathed a mosty valuable property for the purpose of 
endowing a College to be known afterwards by his name. 
I must observe that an opinion prevailed about the commence- 
ment of this century, and for many years afterwards, that 
the British (government contemplated the erection of a Uni- 
versity on a most liberal scale in this city ; and Mr. McGill 
laboured under the impression, that, in his bequest, he was 
but endowing a College in this University, which was to be 
called by his name. To whatever circumstances owing, this 
intention of the British Government was never realized ; and 
Mr. McGill’s bequest became, afterwards, the cause of a 
protracted litigation, which lasted until the year 1821, when 
the Courts of Law decided against the family of the Des- 
RiviSres, to whom the other portion of his property had 
devolved. The bequest was made upon a certain condition, that 
lectures, within a given period of time — ten years, if I remem- 
ber rightly — should be delivered within the College. In the 
year 1821, failing the intentions of the Home Government, 
the College thus endowed by Mr. McGill was erected into 
a L niversity by Royal Charter ; and in 1828, as it was impos- 
sible to fill up the Faculties of Arts, Law and Divinity with 
properly qualified professors, the lecturers in the Montreal 
Medical Institution were incorporated as the Faculty of 
Medicine, and as such have since continued. This incorpo- 
ration, as I have already mentioned, took place in the year 
1828 ; and had it not occurred, and had not the Faculty of 
Medicine thus delivered their annual series of lectures— a 
series interrupted only by the political troubles incident to 
the rebellion in 1887— the rich bequest of Mr. McGill would 
have returned to the DesRividre family, and no University 
would have been now existing. 

At the period to which we have now come, 1828, Drs. 
Robertson, Holmes, Stephenson and Caldwell were the four 


professors ; each lecturing upon the branches of Medical 
Science before mentioned. The year 1832 was a memorable 
one in the annals of this city. This year the city was literally 
decimated by the Asiatic Cholera; and during its winter, 
Dr. Caldwell, one of the professors, fell a victim to his bene- 
volent exertions, dying of Typhus fever. This necessarily 
caused a slight change in the professorial staff ; Dr. Robert- 
son taking the place of Dr. Caldwell, as lecturer on the Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Medicine ; Dr. Racey, then a young 
practitioner, was associated as lecturer on Midwifery and (if 
I mistake not) Surgery ; while Dr. Stephenson confined him- 
self to the duties of the chair of Anatomy. In 1835, conse- 
quent upon the retirement of Dr. Raeey to Quebec, his native 
town, Dr. Campbell and myself were associated ; the former 
assuming the duties of the chair of Surgery and Midwifery, 
and myself lecturing, in conjunction with Dr. Holmes, on 
Materia Medica. This period dates the commencement of 
our connection with the University, a connection which has 
now lasted for 25 years ; and when I observe, that, during 
all that period of time, with all the changes which have since 
taken place, and under all circumstances, sometimes of a 
trying character, with our late colleague, not one of us has 
ever had the slightest disagreement, and that on no one occa- 
sion did ever an angry word arise or pass, — when I record 
this observation I think I say as much for the equanimity of 
temper of our deceased colleague as can be said. 

During this period Dr. Holmes continued his lectures as 
Professor of Chemistry, and an able lecturer he was. He 
was particularly careful in his experiments, one result of 
which was that he seldom failed ; and I have rarely seen a 
more dexterous manipulator. Breakage of his apparatus 
was a rare event ; while in his chemical doctrines he was 
always particularly careful to unfold and explain the latest 
views. He continued in the chair of Chemistry until the 
decease of Dr. Robertson in 1843 or 1844, when, in con- 
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sequence of his seniority, and at the same time seeking relief 
from the labour consequent on the chemical course, he 
accepted the chair of the Principles and Practice of Medi- 
cine. This was an important era in the history of this Insti- 
tution. In consequence of the division of medical chairs in 
the principal British schools, it was deemed advisable to 
effect a similar extension here. And now we find the Faculty 
augmented by the names of McCulloch, Bruneau, Macdon- 
nell, and Sewell ; to which, a few years afterwards, were 
associated those of Sutherland and Fraser. Dr. Holmes’ 
labours now were occasionally severe. At this period 
the School of Medicine of Montreal had started into 
existence, followed in a few years afterwards by the St. 
Lawrence School of Medicine ; which, while it caused a good 
deal of controversial writing, in which Dr. Holmes partici- 
pated, effected at least one good, that of establishing the 
University Lying-in Hospital, as another adjunct of our 
School. No School of Medicine can flourish unless it has 
at its disposal ample means of clinical instruction of all kinds. 
Tins' was a desideratum ; and well do I remember the even- 
ing when its establishment was determined on. There are 
certainly larger and more extensive ones in some of the prin- 
cipal towns of Great Britain, but not many ; but, as “ great 
events from small beginnings rise,” we anticipate the period 
when this Hospital will be enabled to accommodate a larger 
number of patients, and prove consequently more attractive 
and useful than it now is. ■ I consider it useless to continue 
the Instory of our Faculty further. Its present Faculty is 
known to you. Dr. Holmes, on the reorganization of the 
College in 1852, was appointed Dean of the Faculty ; a posi- 
tion most emphatically his due, as much from his seniority as 
from his long-tried services so faithfully executed. The 
duties of the diaconate he discharged with rare fidelity 
evincing himself on all occasions the student’s real and sin- 
cere friend. Indeed, if there was one trait in our deceased 
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friend’s character more prominent than another, it wag his 
earnest wish for the prosperity of every student. 

Of the different natural sciences, Dr. Holmes more parti- 
cularly attached himself to Botany, Mineralogy, and Geology. 
His taste for these studies displayed itself while a student in 
Edinburgh, the fauna of which is particularly rich, and the 
geological formations (of volcanic origin), such as to attract, 
to an extreme degree, the lovers of that science. He brought 
to this country a very large collection of the plants surround- 
ing Edinburgh, and a rather extensive collection of mineralo- 
gical and geological specimens. These latter formed the 
nucleus of the extensive collection which about three years 
ago he made over to the museum of McGill College, where, 
under the charge of Principal Dawson, it cannot but augment. 
On his return to this country he still followed out his favour- 
ite studies ; and a large collection of plants, emblematic of 
the Flora of Montreal, attests his zeal in botanical pursuits. 
He was the discoverer of one new mineral, found, if I mistake 
not, in the limestone rock, and consisting largely of magnesia, 
and of a crystalline character. I believe that it has been 
detected in two localities only in this Province : in the neigh- 
bourhood of Ottawa, and in the neighbourhood of Kingston. 
Specimens of this mineral were sent home to the late Dr. 
Thompson of Glasgow for analyzation, who identified it as new, 
and called it by the name of “ Holmesite,” after its discoverer. 

In sketching the life and labours of one who has been for so 
many years prominently before the public, abiographer requires 
to be just as well as generous. Fortunately, Dr. Holmes’ cha- 
racter is one which in any respect will well bear scrutiny. In 
whatever relation of life we take him, *whether as a husband 
and father, a physician, or a Christian, it will bear analysis ; 
and this is more than can be said of that of most people. 

He was no politician. From the turmoils and the anxieties 
of political life he shrank. His was a nature by no means 
framed to buffet with they world, whether for the sake of an 
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opinion or a fact. Strictly conservative in bis views, he was 
yet a progressive conservative, and always voted with that 
party at electoral contests. He was never prominent in put- 
ting forward his views ; in fact, he rather avoided an 
expression of them. But he was nevertheless one upon whom 
reliance could be always placed ; and, if an important prin- 
ciple was at stake, he could be depended upon. 

As a Physician, he belonged to what may be deemed the 
old school. Constitutions change, and they have changed. 
To whatever causes these changes are attributable, it is not 
our business now to inquire. It is a question for the physi- 
ologist or the pathologist. But Dr. Holmes essentially 
belonged to that school — the school, in fact, in which he was 
educated, which trusted more to art than nature in the man- 
agement of disease. I speak not this of him as a fault ; nor do I 
allude to it as a failing. In diagnostic power, no one was more 
acute, though I think he was slow in coming to his decision ; 
but the opinion formed was tenaciously held, and acted on. 
It should be observed that when he entered the profession*, 
bleeding and purgation— the latter the Hamiltonian system, as 
it was termed — was the favourite mode of practice. That 
he should have retained much of this system of treatment is 
not to be wondered at. He was fond of prescribing medi- 
cine, and this in large quantity. He had hardly yet fallen 
into the more expectant system of the present day ; and 
which itself is sometimes carried too far. Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes of Boston — a namesake, but no relative, and a Pro- 
fessor in Harvard College — stated in his celebrated address, 
lately delivered before the Massachusetts Medical Society, 
that u if all physic were cast into the sea, it would be so much 
the better for mankind, and so much the worse for the fishes.” 
This again is the opposite extreme. Between these two 
extremes lies the “ juste milieu,’’ which it should be the duty 
of every physician to attain. The object should be not to 
overpower the vis medicatnx , but to ascertain its energy ; 
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and, so ascertaining it, neither to overpower it by excessive 
medication on the one hand, or to withhold the necessary 
stimulus on the other. It is, I admit, a difficult task to 
apportion this “ juste milieu ” ; but, with constitutions as they 
are, he will be found the 4 best physician who can duly appre- 
ciate the line of demarcation between these two opposite 
lines of practice. 

Of Dr. Holmes’ abilities as a lecturer there can hardly be 
two opinions, and of them many of you are as competent to 
judge as I am — perhaps more so. I believe that he 
exhausted every subject upon which he dw r elt, and for that 
purpose he was an indefatigable student. Dr. Holmes 
carried the literature of every disease of which he had occa- 
sion to treat down to the latest period. This might have 
made his lectures prolix, but they certainly must have been 
found the more instructive. 

If there w T as one paid of the appurtenances of the Faculty 
in which Dr. Holmes took a greater delight than in any other, 
it was in the library ; and the present excellence of that 
valuable library is entirely the result of his superintending 
care. Although not virtually the registrar or librarian, he 
yet performed for years the functions of those offices ; while to 
his duties as Dean he associated also that of treasurer, and 
so strict was he in this latter capacity that he was accustomed 
to make entries even of a sixpence. All his accounts were 
in perfect order at the time of his death. 

Dr. Holmes was the author of no >vork on the medical or 
collateral sciences. Besides controversial writings on medi- 
cal subjects, he was the author, however, of several important 
papers, which from time to time appeared in the medical 
periodicals. His first paper was “ on the intra-uterine crying 
of the child,” published, we believe, in the year 1822 or 1823 
in the Edinburgh Medical Journal , and of which but two or 
three instances are on record, demonstrative of the fact, that 
the child may cry and have insufflation of its lungs before its 
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birth. He was the first to direct attention to this very impor- 
tant fact, one of immense interest in a medico-legal point of 
view.* In the Montreal Medical Chronicle he published 
some interesting cases of “ heart-disease ” ; and an elaborate 
paper on “ fatal jaundice.” In the first series of the British 
American Journal , he was author of the following papers : — 
“ On fleshy tubercle of the uterus,” and “ a case of wound 
of the heart without rupture of the pericardium.” These 
were published in the first volume. In volume 2, appeared 
from his pen “ a case of femoral hernia,” and a paper on 
“ Obstruction of the appendix vermiformis” ; and in vol. 3, 
“ a case of the employment of chloroform.” 

As a tribute to his professional acquirements, and this of 
the highest order, Dr. Holmes was elected in 1853, by the 
Incorporated Profession of Lower Canada, President of its 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, the duties of which 
office he discharged with great ability for the usual period of 
three years. In this Institution he took a deep interest, and, 
until the last election of Governors in 1859, was a constant 
member of its Board. On this occasion he retired to facili- 
tate the election of another member of the University in his 
place. 

But Dr. Holmes’ most striking peculiarity was his religious 
fervour, his deep and abiding piety, which nothing ever dis- 
turbed, and which he carried into every walk of life. He 
w r as emphatically the Christian gentleman, whom it w r ould be 
well if each one of us could imitate. 

I have thus dwelt at some length upon our deceased friend, 
and, in doing so, could not but go somewhat into a history of 
this Institution. It is not a little singular fact, that at the 
moment when this School of Medicine had achieved what may

be called its successful standing, as the first Medical School 
of tins Province— I was going to say of this continent— that 
he, who laboured during his whole life for its prosperity, should 
have been so hurriedly called away from the scene of his 
work. It appears as if some High power had said— “ Come 
you have finished your work ; I have nothing further for you 
to do. It does strike me as a singular coincidence. But 
inscrutable as are His ways, of one thing we may rest satisfied, 
that all is rightly ordered and for the best. Severely as we 
have all felt the dispensation, we have but to bow in silent 
acquiescence, satisfied, that, if we only walk as our deceased 
brother did, we will meet again in another and a happier 
^orld, where sorrow is unknown. 

Gentlemen, I have diverged widely from the more legiti- 
mate objects of an introductory lecture. Permit me, in con- 
clusion, to make a few remarks on my own particular branch, 
and to offer a word of advice as to the lectures generally. 

It is a commonly-received opinion that the practice of 
Midwifery is an exceedingly easy one, one fully capable of 
being accomplished by any female or old woman who has 
herse f previously borne a child. There can be no greater 
mistake ; and I have no doubt that the idea has arisen out of 
the fact of the very great proportion of natural and easy labours 
to difficult ones. This is a wise and fortunate provision of 
nature ; yet, as no one can be absolutely certain that the 
cases which he may be called upon to attend will turn out 
one of these simple and easy cases, it is but right and proper 
lat a medical man should be always prepared for any emer- 
gency that may arise. In fact, the practice of Midwifery is 
by no means always the easy work which it is commonly 
thought to be. I question much, indeed, whether, in the 
three branches into which our profession is divided, this one 
does not stand preeminent for calling into prompt action all 
the resources of the practitioner. Fertility in resources, and 
decision in action, are more imperatively demanded here than 
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• fh* other two branches ; and these necessarily depend 
^ Nation He will naturally be the most proficient in 

2; I £S.7 Anatomy, Chemistry, Therapeutics, and 
Physiology. These constitute, in the most emphatic sense, 
KSU of medical character. Without a thorough 
WledTe of these, no one can be considered an accom- 
plished physician. Like in Mechanics, they constitute t e 
potvers which lie at the bottom of, and direct, all his su se- 
Cent proceedings. While Anatomy teaches him the differ- 
ent parts of the human system, and their relative dependance 
upon one another, Physiology tells of the functions with which 
each different part, each separate organ, is endowed JBjm 
intimate acquaintance with these parts, and 1 
of their various functions, we become enabled to detect an 

trace out deviations from their healthy condition ; and a know- 
ledge of the Materia Medica, with Therapeutics and Chemis- 
try? enables us to select and modify, by combination, if neces- 
sary the remedial agents which, from experience we have 
learned, are capable of rectifying these morbid alteration or 
deviations from the healthy condition of these organs. These 
various deviations from healthy conditions are grouped to e- 
ther in accordance with some peculiar, some dommant cha - 
acteristic, and constitute the different classes of diseases 
which in Medicine and Surgery are studied under then- res- 
pective pathologies. But, convenient as this deification 
grouping of diseases may be for the purposes of study (and 
indeed without some such system it would be an 
to acquire a thorough knowledge of them), yet m the field 
of actual labour you will frequently find yourselves at fault , 
that diseases, owing to a multitude of differently-acting causes, 
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do not invariably present the same features, the same forms, 
as described in books, but, under the guide of some ruling 
principle, the true physician will be rarely found astray or at 
fault. In this School you have the amplest means of acquir- 
ing a thorough theoretical and practical acquaintance with 
the profession which you have chosen. It is our business to 
direct you in the path leading to results so desirable ; and it 
is the height of our ambition to see the Graduates of this 
University scattered over the land, each “the bright parti- 
cular star in his own firmament,” sustaining in his own person 
the honor of the school, and reflecting the principles which it 
has been our happiness to inculcate. 

I should wish, gentlemen, in conclusion, to say a few words 
on the best method of prosecuting your studies, because the 
knowledge acquired during this period of your lives will consti- 
tute the stock upon which your future excellence or eminence 
is to be based. Away from home, as many of you are, and 
for the first time, you are likely to be attracted from your 
studies by the winter gaieties of life abounding in this city. 
While far from wishing to deny you a moderate enjoyment of 
these— for the bow, continually bent, soon loses its elasticity 
—the principal object of your visit here is not to be forgotten. 
Prosecute your studies in the different branches which you 
may be following, with assiduity and regularity ; and, above 
all, make it a point to devote some portion of the evening to 
what you have heard during the day, by careful perusal of 
your notes, and reading in some volume of authority the sub- 
jects which may have comprised the daily lectures here. I 
think it a most excellent plan to take notes of the lectures. 
These lectures are to be considered as a digest of the litera- 
ture of the day upon the especial subject treated of, carefully 
made by the lecturer, and will therefore comprehend more 
than is usually met with in any work on the particular topic, 
unless in monographs which are commonly not accessible to 
every student. Hence, a volume of carefully-written notes 
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becomes a valuable addition to a student’s library. And I 
would most strongly urge upon you to prosecute those read- 
ings upon the particular subjects in a systematic manner. 
You thus by degrees impress upon your minds fact upon 
fact, precept upon precept, and doctrine upon doctrine ; and 
although the course of study of four years may seem a long 
one, at the conclusion you will discover the important truth, 
that it has by no means been too long to learn all that is 
required. Irregular or desultory reading or study is of little 
use. The mind thus becomes stored with crudities; all 
becomes a mass of confusion ; and you possess no distinct, no 
definite idea of anything. On the contrary, let each day, 
each week, each month, each session have its allotted, its 
specific work ; and it will surprise all who adopt in their stu- 
dies a method such as I have described, to discover with what 
ease their studies progress, and, at the conclusion, what a 
mass of information they have collected. You thus become 
prepared by degrees for your final examinations ; and instead 
of finding them, as is always the case with those who are ill 
prepared for them, ordeals to be shunned or feared, they 
become pleasant conversations on matters of scientific inter- 
est, in which the examiner and the examined seem to be 
enjoying but a pleasant tete-a-tete. I assure you, that, by 
judiciously economising your time, and scattering your studies, 
as they should be, over a series of years, they become very 
materially lightened, and yourselves the gainers. But, if 
the first two or three sessions are idled away in frivolous 
pursuits or pleasure, and the work of four compressed into 
one session, and that one the last — as I have known to occur 
not unfrequently — the labour of that session becomes dispro- 
portionate ; the student finds more to accomplish than he can 
possibly perform; and the result is a postponement of his 
examinations to a subsequent period, or a worse misfortune if 
he attempts to undergo them, with a consequent serious disap- 
pointment, not only to himself, but to his parents and friends, 
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who perchance may be looking forward to his expected day 
of graduation with fond and eager anxiety. 

It is only, gentlemen, by systematic study that you can 
' u y qualify yourselves for the arduous, responsible duties of 
that profession which you are selecting; and it is only by 
constant, careful study afterwards, that you can retain those 
qualifications. Medicine is not a retrogressive branch of 
study, nor is its practice the same as it was years ago, nor 
will it, in all probability, be fifty years hence as it is now. 

e principles here taught it may become your province to 
improve upon, so as to adapt them to altered times or altered 
circumstances. Study diligently, observe carefully; and in 
the sunset of your lives, when the infirmities of age have 
impaired your physical energies, but while memory still clings 
to her seat, and passes in review the stirring events of earlier 
and long-past days, may it be in your power to rejoice “ that 
your strength has not been spent in vain, nor your labour for 
nought.”

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GentlExMEN, — We celebrate to-day the 50th session of the 
Medical Faculty of McGill University, an important period in 
the life of an individual, and in these days of unceasing activity 
and progress, a suitable stopping-place even in the history of an 
institution, affording an opportunity and suggesting the propriety 
of repeating the story of its beginning, glancing at the work it 
has done, and sketching the life of one just taken from us who 
was the last of the little band who either gave it an existence or 
established its early reputation. 

The corner-stone of the present Montreal General Hospital 
was laid on the 6th June, 1821, and it was opened in the follow- 
ing May for the reception of patients. Doubtless, the possession 
of the hospital suggested to its medical attendants the idea of 
establishing a medical school in connection with it, and thereby, 
not only securing greater care and skill in the treatment of the 
sick, but providing for the performance of another function of 
an hospital, not sufficiently thought of by philanthropists — the 
practical teaching of the medical art. Equal to the responsibili- 
ties of their office as physicians to a hospital recently provided 
by the liberality of their fellow-citizens, and alive to the import- 
ance of affording Canadian youths, at least, the elements of a 
medical education at home, Drs. Stephenson, Robertson, Holmes, 
Caldwell and Loedel, five of the hospital staff, established the 
first Canadian Medical School under the name of the u Montreal 
Medical Institution,” and its first course of lectures was given 
in the academic year 1824-25. The success of the undertaking 
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was foreshadowed by the attendance of 25 students during its 
first session, not one of whom now survive. However, of its 
second session. Dr. Alfred Andrews of this city ; of its third, 
Dr. Hamilton Jessup of Prescott and Dr. Joshua Chamberlain 
of Frelighsburgh ; of its fourth, Dr. Abbott of Hochelaga ; and 
of its fifth, Dr. James B. Johnston of Sherbrooke, are still living. 

The lecture-room was in a small wooden building in the Place 
d’Armes, where the Montreal Bank now stands. The branches 
then taught were : Principles and Practice of Medicine, by Dr. 
Caldwell ; Surgery, Anatomy and Physiology, by Dr. Stephen- 
son ; Midwifery and the Diseases of Women and Children, by 
Dr. Robertson ; Chemistry, Pharmacy and Materia Medica, by 
Dr. Holmes. It was originally intended that Dr. Loedel should 
have taught Materia Medica, but for reasons now unknown, 
neither he nor his immediate successor, Dr. Lyons, appears to 
have given lectures in the Institution. 

It is deserving of mention, that of the founders of the first 
medical school in Canada, one, Dr. Stephenson, was a native 
Canadian, and another was educated in Canada, having come to 
this country when only four years of age ; and from that time 
to the present, the Medical Faculty of this University, into 
which, as you will presently learn, the Montreal Medical Insti- 
tution passed, has been largely composed of native Canadians. 
Indeed, at this moment, every member of this Faculty but one 
is by birth a Canadian, and, what is more significant, with the 
same single exception, every member of it received his medical 
degree in course at this University before he went to Europe to 
erect a superstructure upon the broad foundation which the 
authorities of McGill College at an early period in its history 
wisely insisted upon. Who shall say that cur Alma Mater has 
not had confidence in her sons ? Who can fairly allege that 
Canadians have not realized their responsibilities to their country, 
or have proved recreant to her claims upon them ? 

The next event in the history of the early days of this Faculty 
is of no little interest. As early as the year 1811, the Hon. 
James McGill, one of those noble-minded men who, having by 
their i ndus try and ability realized a moderate fortune, feel it tq 
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be a privilege, if not an obligation, to give a portion of their 
means for the benefit of the country in which they have acquired 
their wealth, died, and bequeathed a valuable property and 
£10,000 currency for the purpose of endowing a college which 
was to bear his name, and form part of the University which he, 
in common with his fellow-citizens, believed it was the intention 
of Ilis Majesty George III. to establish in Montreal. 

I know not whether it is a necessary outcome of so-called 
popular or representative governments like those of Great Britain 
and the United States that provision for the establishment of 
institutions for the higher education of the people appears not to 
be a function of the Government, but a privilege, a duty assigned 
to private individuals. However this may be, notwithstanding 
the announcement made by the Lieut.-Governor of the Province 
to the Legislative Assembly in 1801 that it was the intention of 
His Majesty “ that a suitable proportion of the lands of the 
Crown should be set apart ” for the instruction of the people, 
and notwithstanding the establishing of u the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning/’ no grants of land were given, 
and were it not for the munificence of a private citizen, it is 
highly probable that an university for the education of the Eng- 
lish-speaking people of this Province would not now exist, and 
certainly it would not have attained its 50th session. Relying 
on the good intentions of the government and upon the bequests 
of Mr. McGill, the Royal Institution, in 1820, obtained a Royal 
charter for “ McGill College,” but, owing to litigation as to the 
will, could not get possession of the estate bequeathed by that 
gentleman till 1829. It was a condition of the bequest that 
lectures should be given within a certain term of years ; but one 
year of that period then remained, altogether too limited a time 
in which to select and appoint among the then small population 
of Canada suitable persons to constitute a Faculty of Arts, the 
ratification of such appointments, moreover, requiring to be made 
by His Majesty. What was to be done ? The governors of the 
College communicated with the members of the Medical Insti- 
tution with the view of constituting it a Faculty of the College, 
and in the minutes of the first meeting of the governors, held 
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on the 29th June, lg29, for the promulgation of the charter, 
the following entry appears : — 

« After the public business was over, the governors of the Corporation 
u held an interview with the members of the Montreal Medical Institution 
« who had been requested to attend the meeting for that purpose. Owing 
tt to this interview, it was resolved by the governors of the Corporation 
« that the members of the Montreal Medical Institution (Dr. Caldwell, 
a Dr. Stephenson, Dr. Robertson and Dr. Holmes) be engrafted upon the 
“ College as its Medical Faculty, it being understood and agreed upon he- 
ft tween the said contracting parties that, until the powers of the charter 
“ would be altered, one of their number only should be University Pro- 
“ fessor and the others Lecturers. That they should immediately enter 
« upon the duties of their respective offices. All of which arrangements 
11 were agreed to.” 


The first session of the Medical Faculty of McGill College 
was held in 1829-30, at which 35 students attended ; of whom 
survive our esteemed friends Dr. David, Dean of the Medical 
Faculty of Bishop’s College ; and Dr. Johnston, of Sherbrooke. 
Of the third session, Dr. Macdonald, of Cornwall ; of the fourth, 
Dr. Joseph Workman, ex-Professor of Midwifery of the Toronto 
School of Medicine, and Dr. F. W. Hart, of St. Martinville, 
Louisiana, are also happily alive, and the former present to-day. 
The Faculty has continued its lectures annually ever since, ex- 
cept during the three years comprised between 1836-39, so that 
the present is its 50th session. It no longer, however, is entrusted 
with the management of the farm, a duty assigned it by the 
governors in 1833 ; which farm, by the way, is now covered by 
the University buildings, the several handsome structures belong- 
ing to Colleges affiliated with the University, the magnificent 
Museum in which we are now assembled, the recent gift of a 
private citizen, and not by any means his first act of munificence 
to the University, and the mansions which have been built on the 
streets extending south to St. Catherine Street, and from Uni- 
versity Street east to McGill College Avenue west. It is due 
to the memory of the first governors and promoters of McGill 
College to state here that they purposed to provide not alone for 
the teaching of Arts, but also of Divinity and Medicine, and 
that on the 4th December, 1823, five professors were appointed 
to the following chairs: Divinity, Moral Philosophy and the 




learned languages, History and Civil Law, Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy, and Medicine. The gentleman who had the 
honour of being appointed the first professor of medicine to 
McGill was Dr. Thomas Fargues, a graduate of Edinburgh and 
a resident of Quebec. However, it does not appear that he ever 
lectured ; the contestation of the will prevented the institution 
from going into actual operation* for some years subsequently. 

Turning now to the four men who were the founders of medi- 
cal teaching in Canada, with but one of them was the speaker 
acquainted, and some who are present will, he feels sure, endorse 
what 1 e is about to say respecting him. Dr. Andrew Fernando 
Holmes was born in Cadiz ; the vessel in which his parents were 
sailing to Canada having been captured by a French frigate and 
taken to that place. lie arrived in this country when but four 
years old ; at 15 he became a student of Dr. Arnoldi, pere, and 
subsequently graduated in Edinburgh in 1819, the subject of 
his thesis being “ De Tetano ” It was dedicated with filial 
affection to his father, and with gratitude to his former patron : 
“ Daniefi Arnoldi, armigero, chirurgo peritissimo, cujus sub 
auspiciis primum arti medicoe incubuit ; hoc tentamen grati 
animi exiquum testimonium dedicat auctor.” 

Having returned from Paris, where he completed his studies, 
to this country, we find him, in 1821, elected an attending phy- 
sician of the Montreal General Hospital, and, in 1824, taking 
an active part in founding the first Canadian Medical School. 
In that institution, and afterwards in McGill University, he lec- 
tured upon Materia Medica and Chemistry until 1835, when 
Dr. Archibald Hall divided with him the teaching of the former 
subject, while he continued the latter unaided up to 1844. That 
year, owing to the death of Dr. Robertson, he succeeded to the 
chair of the Theory and Practice of Medicine, and ably filled it 
up to the time of his decease. During the last eight years of 
his life he held the honourable position of Dean of the Medical 
Faculty, and to his studious care the College is mainly indebted 
for its valuable medical library, which for many years was kept 
at his private residence. Having sat under him as a pupil, and

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Another person who played a conspicuous part in the ear y 
history of our school, and perhaps even more in that of the Uni- 
versity itself, was Dr. John Stephenson, a native of this city. 
His father, of the same name, a merchant from Scotland, began 
business in Canada the year after the conquest of Quebec his 
family being one of the three first English-speaking families who 
settled in this city. Dr. Stephenson’s education began at “ Le 
College de Montreal,” where his diligence and love of study 
won for him the regard of the Reverend Fathers. He afterwards 
became a student in the University of Edinburgh, where he ob- 
tained the degree of M.D. in 1820, the title of his thesis being 
“ De Velosynthesis .” 

It would appear from the records of the Montreal General 
Hospital that most probably to Doctor Stephenson belongs the 
honour of originating the Medical Institution, for in the minutes 
of the meeting of governors of the hospital, under date August 
6th, 1822, this entry is found : “ That Dr. Stephenson be allowed 
to put in his advertisement for lectures next winter that they 
will be given at the Montreal General Hospital.” That his 
example bore fruit is shown by the minutes of the meeting of the 
4th February, 1823, where it is noted that the medical boaid 
of the hospital communicated to the governors its intention “ to 
deliver lectures on the different branches of the profession.” 
So great was the earnestness of young Stephenson in the cause 
of education, and so much did he deplore the absence of any 
provision for the proper education of the English-speaking people 
of tl ^ evince, that his nephew, William Whiteford, Esq., of the 
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Temple, in a short notice of his uncle kindly written for me, 
and to which I am indebted for many of the facts herein stated, 
observes that he “ was the first to begin the agitation which 
resulted finally in wresting from the hands of the heirs of Mr. 
James McGill the bequest of that gentleman towards a college”; 
but, “ except from his own profession, he received very little 
sympathy.” That the University is largely indebted to its 
Medical Faculty as a whole, and to Dr. Stephenson in particular, 
for the recovery of the bequest made to it by its founder, is 
further rendered probable by the fact that at a meeting of the 
governors of the College, held on 29th July, 1833, it was “ re- 
solved that the Medical Faculty of the College be authorized to 
use the means necessary to forward the interests of the College 
in the suit now pending touching the £10,000 bequeathed by 
the late lion. James McGill,” etc. At the same meeting Dr. 
Stephenson was nominated Registrar to the University. I have 
been informed by a reliable person (Dr. Joseph Workman) that 
the successful issue of the contest and the recovery of the estate 
was largely due to the untiring energy and personal influence 
of Dr. Stephenson. And this opinion is borne out by the testi- 
mony of the late Hon. Peter McGill, who, in some letters of 
introduction given many years ago to Mr. Whiteford, speaks of 
his uncle (Dr. S.) “ as the man, of all others, to whom we owe 
the existence of McGill College.” He did good work also as a 
teacher in the two institutions with whose foundation he was so 
intimately connected, having lectured upon anatomy and surgery 
from 1824 to 1835, and subsequently upon anatomy only up to 
the year of his decease, 1842. lie is said to have been an able 
and eloquent lecturer, and was a man of considerable culture 
and great industry. For many years he had a large share of 
the confidence of the public as a practitioner, and until the time 
of his death his name was a household word amongst all nation- 
alities in this city. 

Dr. Wm. Robertson, the first lecturer upon Midwifery and the 
Diseases of Women and Children in the Institution, was descended 
from an ancient and respectable family in Perthshire, being the 
second son of the late James Robertson, Esq., of Kendrochot. 
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Of his early history I have only been able to learn that he 
studied medicine in Edinburgh, where he passed his examinations 
with credit. Almost immediately after he joined the 4 9th Regi- 
ment as assistant surgeon, at Cape Breton Island, in 1800, was 
subsequently promoted to the 41st as surgeon, served through 
the war of 1812, was present at the storming of Fort Niagara, 
and, on the declaration of peace in 1815, settled in this city and 
practiced his profession for nearly twenty-eight years. His 
ability, culture and social disposition secured him a laige piac 
tice amongst the elite of the city. On the death of Dr. Caldwell, 
he was appointed to the chair of Medicine, which he filled unti 
removed by death on the 18th July, 1844. Ills lectures are 
said to have been carefully prepared and slowly delivered ; but 
he was unable to instruct his pupils in the practice ot the ob- 
stetrical art, for the University Lying-in Hospital was not estab- 
lished until November, 1848. In an obituary notice ol Di. 
Robertson by the editors of the Montreal Medical Gazette of 
1st August, 1844, the following occurs : 64 He was gifted with 
great powers of intellect, which were much increased by an in- 
defatiguable industry and an assiduous culture rarely equalled. 

Of Dr. William Caldwell, the first lecturer in this school upon 
the Principles and Practice of Medicine, I have been unable to 
learn much. He was born in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1782, and 
studied medicine and graduated in Edinburgh in 1 8 . He was 

surgeon to the 18th Regiment of Dragoons, and served in the 
Peninsular war on Lord Aylmer’s staff. Dr. David, his private 
pupil, informs me that he was a man of severe military bearing, 
but of mild and amiable disposition — cool in judgment, wise in 
council, and kind in the treatment of his patients. His lectures 
on Medicine were scientific, and ably delivered from care- 
fully written notes. He died on 23rd January, 1888, at the 
age of 48 years, of typhus fever, complicated with pulmonary 
gangrene. For many years he was a leading practitioner in 
this city. 

It does not appear that any change was made in the personnel 
of the Medical Institution when it became the Medical Faculty 
of McQi ll College ; its lecturers became the lecturers of the 
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College, teaching the same subjects that they had taught pre- 
viously, and in the same building. 

On the death of Dr. Caldwell in 1833, Dr. Racey, a native 
of Quebec, and a young man of considerable talent, who had 
received his early training in the Montreal Medical Institution, 
and had completed his professional education at Edinburgh, the 
then British Athens for medical learning and teaching, was ap- 
pointed associate lecturer on Midwifery (and perhaps on Surgery, 
Dr. Hall). 

It was in the year 1835 that the man whose loss as a faculty 
we this day deplore, and whose life we are presently about to 
glance at, became officially connected with this University. 
That year some important changes were made in the teaching 
staff' of the University. To Dr. Campbell was entrusted the 
chair of surgery, previously held by Dr. Stephenson, and that 
of midwifery, which had just become vacant by the removal of 
Dr. Racey to Quebec. Dr. Stephenson was thus enabled to 
devote all his time to the subject of anatomy ; and the labours 
of Dr, Holmes were reduced by the appointment of Dr. Archi- 
bald Hall associate lecturer with him on Materia Medica, while 
he continued alone responsible for the teaching of Chemistry. 

The next important event deserving of mention was the estab- 
lishing of the University Lying-in Hospital in the session of 
1843-44, which provided the means of giving practical instruc- 
tion in a very important branch of medical knowledge. The 
Faculty is deeply indebted to the kind co-operation of the many 
ladies who have watched over that institution since it was opened. 
It was in the year 1845 that the corporation of the University, 
at the suggestion of the Medical ‘faculty, took the wise resolve 
to extend the curriculum of study and to appoint lecturers upon 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, the Institutes of Medicine, and 
Medical Jurisprudence. The first teachers of those subjects 
were respectively the late Dr. James Crawford, Dr. Robert L. 
MacDonnell, and Dr. William Fraser. By this step not only 
was there a means provided of imparting instruction in all the 
departments of medical study then deemed necessary in the best 
European schools, but an importance was given to clinical teach- 
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in* and study, which has had the happiest effect upon the young 
men trained in the McGill School of Medicine. In assigning the 
duty of teaching at the bedside to one person, and making him 
responsible for the work, instead of leaving it to the several 
members of the medical staff of the Hospital indifferently, as it 
might chance to please them, efficient and regular bedside in- 
struction was secured, to the great advantage of the students. 
Changes have been made from time to time in the system of 
clinical teaching pursued in this University till it has reached its 
present excellence, which I do not hesitate to say is unsurpassed 
in any hospital in the mother country, and not equalled m any 
in this. In 1849 the clinical chair was divided, Dr. Crawford 
retaining clinical medicine and Dr. MacDonnell taking charge 
of clinical surgery ; in 1870 a practical examination at the bed- 
side by the professors of clinical medicine and clinical suigery 
was made a compulsory requirement for the medical degree ; and 
in 1874, twelve months instruction in clinical medicine and the 
same in clinical surgery were required, instead of six as before. 

The new departure made by the Faculty in 1845 seems to 
have inaugurated a series of changes extending to the present, 
and all intended to elevate the standard of medical education 
and provide for the more thorough training of the student in the 
science and the art of medicine. As early as 1848 the corpora- 
tion passed a statute rendering four years of professional study 
a necessary qualification for the medical degree of the University, 
although it did not require that the whole period should be spent 
in attending a medical school. At present, however, it is the 
rare exception for one of our graduates not to have pursued his 
studies for four winter sessions. In that same year botany was 
placed on the list of compulsory subjects. 

An event of no uncommon importance to the University as a 
whole, and to its Medical Faculty as well, transpired in 1855, 
viz., the appointment of the present Principal to the charge of 
the University. His previous experience as the Superintendent 
of Education in his native Province and his enthusiasm in the 
cause of education, his energy and force of character, his fami- 
liarity with the genius and the wants of the people, his faculty 
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of enlisting the interest and sympathies of those about him in 
whatever work he undertakes, his mature judgment, great attain- 
ments, and personal character have not only, as it were, galvan- 
ized into active life and vigour the previously struggling 
department of Arts, but have extended the proportions of the 
College to those of a great University, in which Faculties of Law 
and of Applied Science have been added to the original Facul- 
ties of Arts and Medicine ; and with which six independent col- 
leges have become affiliated. The same fostering care has been 
extended by the Principal to the Medical Faculty. He has 
upon all occasions taken a warm interest in our concerns, assisted 
us by his wise counsel and experience, and strengthened us by 
his personal sympathy and support. And we are very largely 
indebted to him for the possession of the fine building in which 
our Faculty has its present habitation. Even in a hasty glance 
at the history of a single Faculty of the University, it would 
have been an unpardonable omission not to pay a tribute to a 
man who, at a most important era in the life of the University, 
revived a general interest and zeal which had well nigh expired ; 
evoked a spirit of liberality amongst the citizens ; inaugurated 
and organized a comprehensive system of higher education 
adapted to the wants of a new country, yet not inferior in its 
intrinsic value to the systems of older countries ; collected a 
body of competent teachers imbued, in some measure at least, 
with the lofty aims and devotion which characterize himself ; won 
by his rare qualities the confidence of the people, the regard 
and co-operation of his colleagues, the admiration and respect of 
the students ; and infused into every department of the Univer- 
sity his own vitalizing, energizing spirit. The name of John 
William Dawson must ever rank alongside that of James McGill 
as the co-founder of this great University. 

Time will not permit me to trace step by step the improve- 
ments which have been made in the teaching capabilities of our 
medical school, and a hasty allusion to some of them must suffice. 
One of the most important was the establishing, in 1876, of a 
three months summer session, during which short courses of lec- 
tures upon special subjects have been given partly by the pro- 
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fessors and partly by instructors appointed for that purpose. In 
this way the attention of the classes has been directed to topics 
which cannot well receive sufficient consideration during the 
winter sessions —such as the diseases of women and children ; 
diseases of the eye, ear, throat and skin ; operative and minor 
surgery ; the urine ; symptomatology ; electro-therapeutics ; the 
art of prescribing, etc. Clinical instruction is also regulaily 
given during the summer months by two of the professors in the 
General Hospital ; and the practical instruction of senior students 
in gynaecology is continued in the University Dispensary, an in- 
stitution opened by the Faculty in 1879 for that purpose and 
for the treatment of skin affections. Instruction in the employ- 
ment of the microscope in medicine forms a special summer 
course, and was begun in 1875. 

The establishing of this summer course makes the academic 
year in this school last nine months, and it is very gratifying to 
find that the number of students availing themselves of the ad- 
vantages it offers is steadily increasing. 

Another important advance was made in 1870, when the in- 
defatigable Professor of Institutes began a series of weekly 
demonstrations in morbid anatomy. 

While bedside teaching is on all hands admitted to be essential 
to the student of medicine as a preparation for the practice of 
his art, the great value of the examination of the diseased body 
after death is not sufficiently recognized. It, and often only it, 
reveals the truth or error of the diagnoses formed. It, and only 
it, will sometimes account for an anomaly observed during life, 
or explain the failure of treatment observed by the most experi- 
enced. Nothing like it cures men of over-confidence — of hasty 
conclusions. Nothing more enlarges their view of the possibility 
of similar morbid processes producing dissimilar symptoms and 
of identical alterations developing unlikeness, even contrarity, 
in their vital manifestations. I hope the time will come when 
enlightened people will, in the interest of their families, as well 
as of the public, request, not reluctantly consent to, a careful 
post-mortem examination of their deceased relatives, at least 
when anything of an unusual or obscure nature has appertained 
to ^Mftness which has proved fatal. 
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In 1878, the University, recognizing the great value of a 
thorough knowledge of practical anatomy to the medical students, 
instituted an examination in that subject which must be passed 
in order to obtain the degree in medicine. Finally, in 1879, a 
physiological laboratory was added to the technique of the chair 
of Physiology, and the senior students have now the opportunity 
of studying practically the essentials in the chemistry of diges- 
tion, the secretions and the urine, and of following a demonstra- 
tion course in experimental physiology with the use of apparatus. 

Passing from this brief sketch of the history of our medical 
school and of its founders, we ask your attention to the notice of 
a man who, though not a founder, was a very early and success- 
ful builder up of the school, and for many years presided over 
its destinies as its Dean. 

The late Geo. W. Campbell, A.M., M.D., LL.D., was born on 
the 19th October, 1810, in Roseneath, Dumbartonshire, Scotland. 
His father was factor to the Duke of Argyle, a Justice of the 
Peace and Deputy-Lieutenant for the County of Dumbarton, of 
which the Duke of Montrose was their Lord Lieutenant. Mr. 
Campbell, who lived in stirring times, was an able and energetic 
man, and took an active part in public matters. After a life of 
great integrity and irreproachable conduct, he died at the age 
of 82. llis mother was a daughter of Donald Campbell, of 
Ardnacross, Mull, Argyleshire. She died, after having had a 
large family, at the early age of 42, beloved by all to whom she 
was known ; and it may be interesting to mention that she had 
four brothers, three of whom, after reaching the rank of captain, 
and distinguishing themselves highly, fell gloriously in the 
Peninsular War. By the death of his eldest brother, Dr. 
Campbell recently inherited a small entailed estate on the shores 
of Loch Long, in the same parish, and also became the repre- 
sentative of an old branch of his clan, his paternal grandfather 
having been the nearest male relative and heir to Sir Alexander 
Campbell of Arkinglass, by whom the entail of his estates was 
(perhaps naturally) broken, and his property divided between 
his two daughters. 

Dr. Campbell received his early education from his dear old 
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friend, the Rev. Dr. Mathieson, who was tutor in his father’s 
family for many years, and who will long be remembered here. 
During his undergraduate course at the Glasgow University he 
highly distinguished himself, and, after graduating in Arts, won 
and held the Brisbane Bursary of £50 stg. a year during the 
four years of his attendance on the medical classes. Then, 
having passed one session in Dublin, he obtained the degree of 
M.D.°of Glasgow University, and proceding to Edinburgh, took 
the L.R.C.S. in 1332. In May of that year he came to Canada, 
and began immediately the practice of his profession. Notwith- 
standing his youth, for he was then but 23, he rapidly acquired 
the confidence of those who became acquainted with him, and, 
what better establishes the actual qualifications of the man was 
his selection by the founders of this school for the chairs of 
surgery and midwifery at the early age of 25. In the same 
year he was elected an attending physician and surgeon of the 
Montreal General Hospital, and it was in that institution that 
he acquired the surgical skill which tended not only to his own 
advancement, but made the Hospital the resort of patients from 
all parts of the Province, and, after a time, added very greatly 
to the reputation of McGill College as a surgical school — a repu- 
tation which has not suffered in the trusty hands of his successor, 
the present professor of surgery. After eighteen years service 
in the hospital he resigned, and was placed upon its consulting 
staff, but continued the remainder of his life to take an active 
interest in hospital work, attending regularly the consultations 
of its staff, and assisting them by bis great experience and good 
judgment, and not unfrequently aiding them with his skilful 
hands, especially if the operator werc^experienced. He retained 
the lectureship upon midwifery till 'D342, when he resigned in 
favour of his intimate friend, the late Dr. Michael McCullough. 
It was the same year in which the late Dr. 0. T. Bruneau suc- 
ceeded to the chair of anatomy, rendered vacant by tbc death 
of Dr. Stephenson. He now confined his teaching to his favourite 
subject, and for 40 years, from first to last, faithfully and ably 
lectured on the principles and practice of surgery, until declin- 
ing health convinced him that it was his duty to resign. When 
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it is remembered that during nearly the whole — certainly during 
three-fourths of that time — he had a very large general private 
practice, and for 18 years of it was an attending physician of 
the General Hospital, besides being on the boards of manage- 
ment of several public institutions, it will at once appear that he 
must have not only been a very diligent man, but must have had 
an ardent love of his profession, and felt a deep interest in 
teaching. Nor were his professional duties performed in a per- 
functory manner. None of his colleagues were more regular in 
their attendance, and up to the last he kept himself acquainted 
with the progress of practical surgery. Ilis love of that branch 
stimulated him to note the wonderful changes that have arisen 
in the practice of surgery of late years, and his sound judgment 
and surgical instinct enabled him very frequently to adopt at 
once what were real improvements and to reject what were 
spurious. 


« Not clinging to some ancient saw, 

Not mastered by some modern term, 
Not swift nor slow to change, but firm.” 


On the death of Dr. Holmes in 1860, Dr. Campbell was ap- 
pointed Dean of the Medical Faculty, and the following resolu- 
tion passed by that body indicates how he conducted himself in 
that and his other relations to the Faculty : — 

« That the Medical Faculty of McGill University has heard with pro- 
found regret and sorrow of the unexpected death in Edinburgh of their 
beloved and respected Dean, the late Geo. W. Campbell, A.M., M.D , LL.D., 
Emeritus Professor of Surgery in the University. An active member of 
this Faculty since 1835, he contributed very greatly, by his distinguished 
abilities as a teacher of surgery, to establish the reputation of its medical 
school; and as its Dean since 1860, by his administrative capacity, his 
devotion to the duties of his office, his wise counsels, his unvarying kind- 
ness and consideration for his colleagues, and his high personal character, 
he not only increased the efficiency of the department of the University 
over which he presided, but secured the cordial co-operation of all its 
members in the advancement of its interests, and attached them personally 
to him as their most valued friend and most distinguished and honourable 
colleague in the teaching and practice of the medical art. 

“ And, further, that this Faculty tenders te the bereaved family of their 
beloved Dean its deep-felt sympathy in the irreparable loss which has so 
unexpectedly befallen them, the profession to which he belonged, and the 
community in which he so long, so lovingly and so successfully laboured.” 
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As a lecturer, he was clear and emphatic, making no attempt 
at oratorical display, nor affecting erudition. Devoid of man- 
nerism, he tersely and in well chosen Saxon words dealt with 
the essential and the more important features of the subject he 
had in hand. In his lectures his own mental constitution, clear 
apprehension and practical mind led him to occupy himself chiefly 
with what is well established in surgical pathology, to sketch 
boldly, but faithfully, the symptoms of disease, and to insist 
emphatically, yet briefly and soundly, upon the proper method 
of treating it. Quite alive to the great extension of the curri- 
culum of the modern medical student, and to the almost in- 
numerable facts that he is expected to store away in his memory, 
and heartily sympathizing with him, he never indulged in un- 
necessary hypotheses and scrupulously avoided minute and 
trivial details, obsolete practises and equivocal speculations. He 
taught surgical anatomy and operative surgery with much ability, 
and his college course of lectures has always been highly prized 
by the members of his class, and largely contributed to build up 
the reputation of the medical school connected with this Uni- 
versity. And high as the position he attained as a teacher was, 
it was surpassed by his reputation as a practitioner. Like most 
men residing in cities of the size of ours, he was a general prac- 
titioner. Having had the advantage of a medical and surgical 
training in the large hospitals of Dublin and Glasgow under such 
men as Buchanan, Macfarlane, Cusack, Colles, Stokes and 
Graves, having been, as already mentioned, for many years 
attached to the Montreal General Hospital, where every mem- 
ber of its staft took charge both of medical and surgical cases, 
and having for many years practised all branches of the profes- 
sion in private, it is not to be w'ondered at that he was an able 
and successful practitioner of the medical art. Devoting but 
little time, at least during the earlier period of his career, to 
what is called u society,” he spent his evenings very largely in 
studying the standard authors in medicine and surgery. He 
was a very competent diagnostician in the various affections of 
the heart, lungs and other viscera ; and his good judgment and 
long experience made him very successful in the treatment of 
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disease generally. He was also an able accoucheur. But it 
was in surgery that he was pre-eminent. Lecturing upon that 
subject for so many years, having a great love for it, and en- 
dowed by nature with a quick eye, steady hand and firm nerve, 
he was specially qualified to be a good surgeon ; and so he was. 
There are few of the great operations in surgery that he has not 
performed. He was a skilful and successful lithotomist, yet fre- 
quently practised lithotrity in conformity with modern teaching. 

Like many other able teachers and successful practitioners of 
the medical art, he did not contribute many papers to medical 
science — a fact in his case to be regretted, as his ability and 
experience would have justified him in expressing opinions upon 
debated questions, and his opportunities for observation must 
have supplied him with ample materials. He was, however, a 
man of action rather than of words. The following are the lead- 
ing articles which he published in the local medical journals : —

In what are called medical politics he took no very active 
part ; yet he at all times manifested much interest in any move- 
ment or measure intended to improve medical education o r 
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advance the status of the profession, or protect its legitimate 
interests. As an influential member of the Medical Faculty of 
this University, and for many years as its Dean, he promptly 
entertained and advocated any proposal that promised to prove 
beneficial to the school as a teaching body, to the students, or to 
the medical profession and public. And it was in recognition 
of these services and of others rendered by him as a member of 
the corporation of this University to the cause of higher educa- 
tion that induced that body to honour itself by conferring on him 
the degree of LL.D . — honoris causa . 

In whatever relation of life we regard the late Dr. Campbell, 
we shall find much to admire, and few men have as well deserved 
to be presented to medical students and medical men as an 
examplar for their imitation. 

As a citizen, he took an active interest in almost every public 
enterprise calculated to develop the material interests of the 
city and the country generally, protect the health, and elevate 
the morals of the community.. Thus for many years he was a 
Director in the Montreal Telegraph Company, the City Gas 
Company, the Bank of Montreal, of which last he lately was 
made Vice-President, and was a stockholder in these and many 
other mercantile ventures, such as Shipping, Insurance and 
Mining Companies, cotton, woollen and other manufactures. He 
took a live interest in procuring the appointment of a city health 
officer, and upon several occasions formed one of a deputation 
to the municipal authorities for such purposes as advocating 
general vaccination, erection of a small-pox hospital, passing of 
by-laws to improve the sanitary condition of the city, etc. Nor 
did he fail to assist with his personal influence and his means the 
various institutions in our midst intended to provide for the 
bodily wants and the moral and religious needs of the people. 

As a medical adviser, he was not only eminently capable, but 
painstaking and warmly interested in his patients, and they re- 
cognized in him a judicious and sympathizing friend as well as a 
competent physician. 

As a colleague he was held in the highest esteem for his 
professional attainments and skill, his straightforward and honour- 
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able behaviour, and his consideration for the feelings and repu- 
tation of his brethren. In cases of difficulty or responsibility, 
his opinion and aid were eagerly sought and as generously given, 
and many who hear me can testify to the sense of relief and the 
feeling of confidence his participation in a consultation at once 
produced. By nature and practice a gentleman, and familiar 
with the many difficulties which often embarrass the formation 
of a reliable opinion upon the nature and appropriate treatment 
of disease, he never intentionally spoke disparagingly of a rival 
practitioner, nor by inuendo weakened the confidence of a patient 
in his attendant : having satisfied his own mind by a thorough 
examination of a case in consultation, he frankly, but courteously, 
stated his opinion, and in the subsequent management of it, 
loyally and heartily co-operated with the medical attendant. 
The absence of petty jealousy and his readiness to acknowledge 
— nay, to eulogise — professional ability in others, made him the 
trusted and beloved teacher and colleague. If any evidence 
were needed to indicate the esteem in which he was held by the 
profession of which he was so distinguished a member, and by 
the public whom he so long and faithfully served, much might 
be adduced. Let it suffice to recall the public dinner given to 
him by his brethren on his return from Europe after his first 
visit to his native land. The chair was occupied by his much- 
esteemed friend the lamented Sutherland, who, with that good 
taste and felicity of expression of which he was so capable, made 
known his personal regard for his friend, and in most feeling and 
eulogistic terms declared the esteem in which he was held by the 
whole profession. The profession was largely represented at the 
dinner, and several of its representative men testified to the high 
professional and personal character of the man they had met to 
honour. Amongst the few kind and manly sentiments which his 
full heart permitted him to utter, one expression deserves record- 
ing, as it was the reflex of his own kind heart. He “ felt proud 
to say that he believed he had not a personal enemy in the whole 
profession.” The many resolutions of sympathy and condolence, 
of regret and respect, which were passed by the corporation and 
by the Medical Faculty of McGill University, by the Medico- 
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Chirurgical Society of Montreal, by the Medical Board of the 
Montreal General Hospital, by the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons representing the medical profession of the Province, 
and by the Canada Medical Association, representing the medi- 
cal men of the Dominion, and those passed by the Board of 
Directors of the Bank of Montreal, of the Montreal lelegraph 
Company, and of the Montreal General Hospital, are further 
unmistakeable and spontaneous tributes to the worth of the 
departed one. 

And were it quite proper to lift the veil of privacy and follow 
the departed into domestic life, we should still, in the friend, the 
husband and the father, find qualities which, while they would 
command our admiration and deepen our affection for the man, 
would arouse within us aspirations to become like him. 

As a friend, he was unswerving — faithful in watching over 
the interests of those to whom he held that relation ; reticent 
and charitable respecting their faults, sympathetic in their 
troubles, and constant in his attentions and deeds of kindness. 

I cannot venture to speak of him as a husband and father — 
of such relationships none less than one of kin must dare to 
speak. This much may be said : that it was in the domestic 
circle he found his highest enjoyment — it was there he chose to 
spend his leisure hours. His chivalrous devotion to his wite and 
daughters — his hearty participation in the amusements and duties 
of his son, made him the object of their undying affection — the 
loved one gone before, whom they desire to join. 

Such was Campbell — such was our late beloved Dean. The 
announcement of his unexpected death produced a thrill of 
emotion throughout the entire community — a feeling that a 
public calamity had occurred was experienced by the Canadian 
people. This Faculty had lost its head ; the profession had lost 
its councillor ; the sick had lost their ablest physician ; the city 
had lost one of its most distinguished citizens. The words of 
Dr. J. Brown, when inscribing his “ Locke and Sydenham ” to 
his old master, Mr. Syme, may truthfully be applied to our de- 
parted teacher and Dean — •“ Verax — capax^perspicax — sagax , 
efficax — tenax .” 
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« Were a star quenched on high, 

For ever would its light, 

Still travelling downward from the sky 
Shine on mortal sight. 

So when a good man dies, 

For years beyond our ken, 

The light he leaves behind him lies 
Upon the paths of men.” 


When reviewing the developmental history of our medical 
school, we have recorded a good deal of what it has done ; but 
another portion of its work remains to be spoken of, however 
briefly, viz., the number of its students and of its graduates. It 
appears from the records that about 2,000 students have received 
their medical education in whole or in part in this institution, 
and that 917 have obtained its degree in medicine. These 
numbers alone are fair evidence of a large amount of good work 
accomplished by the Medical Faculty of McGill University ; 
and the positions attained by many of her alumni, the high pro- 
fessional qualifications assigned to them wherever they have 
practiced their profession, and their general loyality to those 
time-honoured and lofty principles by which the great physicians 
of the past have been animated in their dealings with one another 
and with the public, all indicate the quality of the instruction 
given and the abiding influence of the moral lessons imparted 
by their Alma Mater. Her Alumni are widely scattered over 
the Dominion of Canada — are present in goodly numbers in many 
of the States of the neighbouring Republic — not a few of them 
have obtained appointments in the army-service of the mother 


country — and a few are practising acceptably in that country. 
One of them, at present, has the distinguished honour of repre- 
senting Her Gracious Majesty as the Lieut.-Governor of this 
Province, several of them have seats in the Legislative Assemblies 
of the Dominion and its Provinces, many of them are teachers 
in the various medical institutions of Canada, and the great 
majority of them are practising the medical art with credit and 
profit to themselves and with benefit to their patients. 

On this side the Atlantic at least, the holder of the medical 
degree of this University is, by common consent, accepted as a 
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person well qualified to discharge the duties of a medical prac- 
titioner ; and I have never met a man who thought lightly of its 
possession. Of the f uture of our medical school, time will not 
permit much to be said. That the same success which has attended 
its past will accompany its future, I have no doubt. The energy, 
industry and ability that characterized its founders have never 
been wanting in their successors. The participation in the spirit 
and knowledge of their time, and the aspiration to lead in medical 
education, which were conspicuous qualities in its first teachers, 
are not deficient in their followers. And some of us, who must 
soon fall out of the ranks, look forward with implicit confidence 
in /the youthful energy, the proved ability, and the progressive 
spirit of our younger colleagues to maintain and to extend the 
eputation of the Medical Faculty of McGill College. 

It should be — it must be — the aim of this Faculty not merely 
to keep up with sister and rival institutions, but, true to her past, 
to lead them all. To do this, however, will require the active 
co-operation of the friends of medical education, and some united 
and strenuous effort on the part of the members of our Faculty. 
The capabilities of our school are crippled, and our efforts to 
improve them are impeded by the want of means. We have no 
endowments, and receive no pecuniary assistance from the Uni- 
versity. Had we a Faculty Fund of $50,000, the revenue it 
would yield could be applied to making some very much needed 
alterations of and additions to our buildings, and to extending 
our means of teaching in directions that would have remarkable 


results on our usefulness. Our present building is too small. 
We very much need increased accommodation for our library, 
now numbering 8,000 volumes — perhaps the largest medical 
library in Canada. A laboratory for the teaching of practical 
pharmacy is now regarded as a necessary appurtenance of a 
great medical school, yet we do not possess it. A room for the 
meetings of the Faculty, and in which the professors, after their 
lectures, could meet the students without interfering with the 
next lecturer, is very much needed. Our museum will, ere long, 
be too small, and extra apparatus for teaching purposes is needed 
in all the departments. Then there are, at least, two directions 
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in which our system of medical teaching could b 
extended. The first of these is the appointm 
junior men to undertake the elementary teaching 
students at the bedside, in small classes of ten or 
day to day. The physical appliances and means 
and discriminating disease arc now so numerous, th 
short of teaching every student individually at the beu 
to apply them — just as we teach practical anatomy — 
perly qualify them either for efficiently acting as clinic 
in their final years, or for discharging their higher < 
practitioners after they have graduated. I should re< 
as a very important improvement on the present system of mev y 
cal training ; but we want means with which to pay well quai, 
fied men for the considerable time that such instruction would 
occupy. The other direction in which the system of medical 
education at present in vogue pretty well all over the world, I 
believe, might be most profitably extended, is the institution of 
a chair of comparative pathology. It is beginning to be felt by 
advanced pathologists that that obscure and difficult department 
of medical science, the origin and causation of disease, cannot 
make satisfactory progress unless the genesis of disease is sys- 
tematically studied in animals lower than man, and in the vege- 
table kingdom also. Not until science has ascertained the con- 
ditions under which the various forms ot disease originate, and 
the processes of evolution and modification they undergo through- 
out the organic kingdom — not until the first departures from 
normal development, nutrition, repair and dissolution can be 
detected, can we hope to prevent disease, or to arrest its progress. 

Yet such is the God-like aim, the inspiring hope, of the modern 
physician. Taught by the experience of the past of the limits 
of his power in the cure of disease, he seeks to prevent its de- 
velopment and its propagation, and, failing these, to arrest its 
course, moderate its violence, and, as far as possible, re-establish 
health. The endowment of such a chair would place our school 
in advance of those of the mother country in that respect, and 
without an ample endowment, a person possessed of the neces- 
sary attainments could hardly be obtained. 
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Such, then, arte some of the uses for which we want a Faculty 
Fund, and we venture to suggest to the friends of our late Dean, 
amongst whom he practised so long and so faithfully, that the 
creation of such a fund, to be called “ The Campbell Memorial 
Fund,” would be a graceful tribute to the memory and the worth 
of a good/ man and an able physician. On this, the jubilee 
session— /he golden wedding year — of the Faculty of Medicine 
of McG/fl College, the creation of such a fund by the citizens of 
this metropolis would be a gratifying evidence that its career 
and i/s work have merited their approval.

Pursuant to an Act or Ordinance made, provided and passed in the 
twenty-eighth year of his late Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act or Ordi- 
nance to prevent persons practising Physic and Surgery within the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, or Midwifery in the towns of Quebec or Montreal, without 
Licence,” I do hereby appoint you, or any three or more of you, the said 
William Robertson, William Caldwell, John Stephenson, A. F. Holmes, 
and H. L. Loedel, in some suitable or convenient place and manner, to 
examine and enquire into the knowledge of every such person as ought to 
have such certificate or licence as by the said Act or Ordinance is required 
for the uses and benefits therein mentioned. And know ye further that I, 
the said George, Earl of Dalliousie, do by these presents determine, revoke 
and make void all and singular the commissions heretofore granted and in 
force for the appointment of medical examiners for the said district of 
Montreal, and all matters and things therein contained, hereby declaring 
the same to be null and void, and of no effect. 

Given under my hand and seal-at-arms, at the Castle of St. Louis, in the 
city of Quebec, in the said Province of Lower Canada, on the twenty- 
second day of February, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty -three.

The following message was sent to Dr. Roderick Macdonald, 
of Cornwall : 

The Medical Faculty and graduates celebrating their fiftieth 
session send their heartfelt and fraternal greeting to Dr. Rode- 
rick Macdonald, the oldest living graduate of the University. 

Ihe Chairman proposed the toast of Her Majesty the Queen, 
which was duly honored, the band playing “ God Save the 
Queen.” 

The Chairman, in next proposing the health of His Excel- 
lency the Governor General, said, —In proposing you the 
health of His Excellency, I need scarcely say that ever since 
he has come among us he has identified himself with every- 
thing connected with the interests of* the country. Perhaps in 
no respect, however, has he manifested greater interest than 
in subjects connected with the education of the people. He 
has, in addition, endeavored to establish amongst us institutions 
such as those existing in the mother country, and which, no 
doubt, will be of equal benefit to us. I allude especially 
to the establishment of the Canadian Academy of Arts, and 
the Canadian Royal Society. It is only by cultivating the 
intellectual life among us, that we can hope to take a position 
alongside our neighbors south of the line 45. We are endea- 
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voring to meet them in the arena of commerce, and we must 
also endeavor to meet them in the arena of those higher attain- 
ments connected with education. We are greatly indebted to 
our present Governor General for having given an impetus to 
nay, for originating — the two societies I have mentioned. W e 
owe him, however, another and a higher tribute of gratitude 
for having brought amongst us the daughter of our beloved 
Queen. (Applause). There can be no doubt that the presence 
of a member of the Eoyal Family amongst us has tended to 
strengthen the ties that bind this Dominion to the mothei 
country, has brought us into closer relationship with the people 
of that country, and made us feel prouder of our origin and 
more desirous of maintaining our connection with the mother 
land. In proposing, therefore, the health of the Governor 
General, we associate with it that of Her Eoyal Highness the 
Princess Louise ; who, by her own example, has done much to 
excite in the young ladies of Canada, a love of literature, ol 
art, and of general culture. T am sure you will give this toast 
an enthusiastic reception. 

The toast was duly honored. 

Dr. T. L. Brown, of Melbourne, in response to a request of 
the Chairman, sang a song. 

Toast — The Lieutenant Governor of Quebec. 

The Chairman, in proposing the health of his Honor, the 
Lieutenant Governor of Quebec, said : — The third toast will, I 
am sure, present itself to every graduate in Medicine of McGill 
College, with a special recommendation. (Cheers). It is a 
happy coincident that the representative of Her Majesty in 
this Province is not only a member of our own profession, but 
also a graduate of our own University. (Applause). We have 
the distinguished honor of claiming the Lieutenant Governor 
as one of our graduates, and as one of his old teachers I may 
say that it affords me peculiar pleasure to propose this toast, 
for I had the honor of assisting in his medical education. His 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor possesses not only a know- 
ledge of medicine, but that breadth of view and interest in 
social and political questions, conjoined with a liberal educa- 
tion, which are necessary to a statesman. Possessed of such 
sympathies and views, our colleague early entered public life. 


and attained a distinguished position in our Canadian House of 
Commons, having been for some time one of Her Majesty s Mm- 
isters. His services to his country and his personal character, 
deserved the high honor that was conferred upon him when 
he was selected for the distinguished position he now holds as 
the representative in his own Province of Her Majesty the 
Queen. Long may he live to enjoy this honor ! 

His Honor Lieutenant Governor Robitaille, in responding, 

said: — . , , , , . 

Mr. President and Gentlemen, — The festival that brings us 

together cannot fail to excite in our hearts feelings of a pa- 
triotic joy. True it is, that we have not assembled to com- 
memorate a victory over the enemies of our common country , 
nor a great political event which has been pompously consigned 
to the annals of history; but we are commemorating the found- 
ation of a work whose objects and results have been of im- 
mense advantage. The foundation of a University is an 
intellectual victory and a social event, and the opening of the 
50th session of one of its most important faculties is a glorious 
day for society, which has for such a long period benefitted by 
such victory and social event. 

McGill University is the first branch among our Cana- 
dian Universities; it has the honor to be chronologically 
at the head of those superior institutions which are the 
pride of our Province. (Cheers). Having been founded 
by Royal Charter in 1821, it only commenced operations 
in 1827, and after a few years’ suspension, it can now reckon 
fifty years of active work, and in a young country like ours, 
fifty years, it will be admitted, is a long period of existence, 
a respectable age. I am aware that several European 
Universities glory in having to go back to the earliest periods 
of their national histories to find their origin. Oxford and 
Cambridge, for instance, appear from the latter end of the first 
part of the middle ages, like two luminous stars guiding the 
English nation through the darkness of ages to the extreme 
limits of intellectual development. (Cheers). But we must 
not forget that this country of ours sprung into existence at a 
time when numerous European nations were entering the age 
of decrepitude. And considering the necessary preliminaries, 
the long period of formation, the outside battles and the arduous 
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labours required to acclimatise and lay down on a solid basis the 
social elements, fifty years constitutes a respectable age for a 
Canadian Uuiversity. When the foundation of McGill Uni- 
versity was laid by that great patriot who gave it his name, 
and whose memory will be for ever cherished as a benefactor, 
this country was beginning to feel the want of that rapid de- 
velopment which we all have witnessed since, and it was 
becoming urgent to provide for a high professional education. 
The limits of the inhabited part of the Province were rapidly 
being removed farther back. Canadians were gaining ground 
over the forest and its solitudes. New townships, new parishes, 
new towns, villages, and centres were thrown open to settle- 
ment, and a number of colleges, seminaries and schools were 
providing society with a comparatively large number of edu- 
cated young men. For all these townships, parishes, towns, 
counties, medical men, lawyers and other professional men 
were required to help their fellow citizens. At the same time 
the interests at stake becoming more and more considerable 
and important, it was necessary to procure a more serious, 
more scientific, more complete professional education. 

McGill University sprang into existence at the proper time 
to provide for the wants that were felt, and its foundation 
opened a new era for the development of science in this 
country. Three large Universities have sprung into existence 
like so many shining lights — McGill, Laval, and Lennoxville. 
From the Chairs of those noble and lofty institutions, eloquence, 
erudition, the medical, legal and philosophical sciences have 
flowed in abundance, preparing and nourishing the minds of’ 
generations of students. From these Universities have gone 
forth men who have become not only an honor to our Province, 
but who have reflected credit in foreign lands upon the insti- 
tutions where they received their training, as you have seen by 
the letters and telegrams read here to-night. (Cheers.) The 
diffusion of primary instruction also dates from that period. 
Throughout the land, thanks to the intelligent initiative 
of Legislators, to the zeal and energy of the clergy and of a 
number of devoted citizens, primary schools have been in- 
troduced in the different parishes, cities and towns, and this 
Province enjoys the advantages of one of the best systems 
of education. The fiftieth anniversary, therefore, is a proud 
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day not only for McGill University, but also for the whole 
Province. Looking back upon that space of time, the 
Principal, the Professors, the Directors, the contributors, 
and the pupils, have every reason to feel proud and thank- 
ful that so much good has been accomplished. McGill 
lias contributed its full share to the progress which has been 
accomplished. Its annals are spotless; its professors are 
worthy of their high standing— its libraries, museums, and 
edifices form one of the finest ornaments of this Province. For 
my part, gentlemen, I feel proud and happy to claim McGill 
as my Alma Mater. (Cheers). It is a pleasing duty for me 
to proclaim openly my esteem for such an institution. 
Tts degree of M.D. is a passport not only on the continent of 
America, but also in Europe. 

In conclusion, may I be permitted, as a gratification to my 
feelings, to express my wishes for this noble institution ; may 
its worthy and devoted principal and professors be long spared to 
diffuse the brilliant light of science and continue to lead it on to 
success and prosperity ; may its libraries, its museums, its edifices 
increase ; and finally, may its alumni yet increase in number and 
keep up its good fame throughout the world. (Loud applause.) 

Toast — The Principal op McGill University. 

The Chairman, — The toast which it is now my honor to pro- 
pose will, I am sure, be received with not only great enthu- 
siasm but with great affection by every graduate of the McGill 
College, as well as by every person in the room, who knows 
anything of the man — it is that of the Principal of the Univer- 
sity. (Loud cheers.) It would be quite impossible for me to 
do anything like justice to this toast, even were 1 to occupy an 
indefinite time in the attempt. I will not, therefore, make any 
such attempt, but will simply recall a few circumstances which 
will serve in a feeble manner to indicate a small portion of our 
indeltedness to the Principal. When he arrived amongst us 
in 1855 and took charge of the University, he found it strug- 
gling for existence. In the Faculty of Medicine, however, one 
of its most important members, it possessed great vitality, 
while in the other members vitality, medically speaking, was 
comparatively low. But an era in its history had arrived. A 
great man had come amongst them and infused new life and 
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vigor into the institution. It' we look broadly at some of the 
events in the history of the University since that period, we 
shall be able in some manner to appreciate what has been done 
under the direction, and mainly owing to the personal efforts, 
of its Principal. Thanks to the energy and the efforts which 
were put forth by this stranger we find, the year after his 
arrival, an endowment fund of $36,440 — almost equal to the 
original sum left by the founder of the University, Mr. McGill. 
In' the same year a Chair of English Literature was founded by 
the brothers Molson at a very considerable expense — I think 
$29,000. All this was in the very first year after Principal 
Dawson’s arrival, and was the first manifestation of an active 
public interest in the University since its existence was secured 
by the Medical Faculty. In 1861, six years later, we find, 
thanks to the same indefatigable worker, the William Molson 
Hall erected, containing our library and public room, together 
with the western wing of the main building, in which are our 
lecture rooms and museum, being a monument of the liberality 
of the late William Molson. (Cheers.) This gift originated 
largely in the interest which was now being felt by the citi- 
zens of Montreal generally in the work of university education. 
It was not that the wealth of the citizens had enormously in- 
creased, — it had been great previously — but that larger ideas 
had taken possession of our merchants, who began to feel that 
there was something better to be done than merely amassing 
large fortunes and obtaining honor and reputation as mer- 
chants. Ten years later the University makes another 
advance. At that time the sum of $26,000 was contributed by 
the citizens and the Peter Kedpath Chair of Natural Philosophy 
and the Logan Chair of Geology were founded, and a consider- 
able sum was raised towards the endowment of the Faculty of 
Applied Science. The University was growing, you see ; they 
had now three organized chairs, with substantial foundations 
for them. Almost ever since there has been similar pro- 
gress, owing mainly to the personal influence of the Principal, 
to his constant advocacy of the claims of higher education, and 
to the admiration which was gradually being felt for the char- 
acter of the man and the importance of his work, so that public 
opinion was being educated up to the point of giving liberally in 
the interests of higher education. And only the other day a citi- 
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zcn of Montreal, as were all the other donors whom I have men- 
tioned, as a final act of grace before leaving his native land for 
his adopted country, erected that magnificent building in which 
so many of us were assembled last evening — the Kedpath Mu- 
seum. Now, while I am quite ready to give to these donors 
all the credit that belongs to them, it must be remembered 
that most of them possessed these means antecedently to 1856, 
and the development of a public spirit among the citizens and 
of a disposition to foster the interests of higher education were 
largely due to the personal influence of one man. 

But it is not to his success in building up the material interests 
of the University that I would allude just now. I think his claims 
upon our respect are of a much higher kind ; I mean his claims as 
a man — not as the Principal of the University, not on account of 
the influence he has exercised on the citizens at large, but his 
individual character as a man. It is not the possession of a 
knowledge of many branches of science, nor of rare gifts of 
genius, nor of personal goodness, that constitute the highest 
qualities of men, but it is the desire and the power to impart 
to and excite in others the motives, aspirations and resolves to 
acquire knowledge to do good and to be useful. (Applause.) 
That is the highest kind of greatness. Nothing else compares 
with that, in my humble opinion. It is the power to stimulate 
a desire in others to live a true and noble life, and at the same 
time to teach it by precept, example and character, that con- 
stitute the highest kind of greatness ; and these are qualities 
which, after a long personal acquaintance with our Principal, 
I think I may safely say he possesses. It is, gentlemen, on 
these personal grounds (cheers), — for they are infinitely the 
highest, — as well as on public grounds for what he has done in 
building up a great university in this our city, that I ask you 
to give him a bumper, and to give him a grand reception on 
this occasion. 

The toast was received with great enthusiasm, the applause 
being again and again renewed. 

Principal Dawson, on rising to respond, said : Mr. Chair- 
man and Gentlemen, — I should rise on this occasion with a 
feeling of great embarrassment to reply to such a toast as that 
which has been proposed by the Chairman and honored so 
highly by the meeting, and especially after the very flattering 
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and complimentary remarks of the Chairman, were it not that 
there was a certain logical flaw— if the Chairman will permi 
me to point it out-in his address. It was evident, in the vciy 
terms in which he spoke, that most of what he attributed to 
me was really due to other people, and I would like to say a 
few words on that particular thesis on this occasion. on 
must bear in mind that the Principal of McGill University is not 
that high and mighty official whom in the United States they 
call President of a University. At best he is only a sort of 
primes inter pares, and he is really a kind of servant of servant 
of the University, and an administrative officer who has to do 
with an institution highly democratic in its character, am in 
which every man is practically his own master (Laughter ) 
You find on the calendar that the governing body of the insti- 
tution is its governors, principal and fellows. Yon seete 
principal is packed in between the governors and the fellows. 
He has to be governed by the governors and advised by the 
fellows, and I should say he has to be a verj .1° v goo e 
low ” among the fellows or he is not likely to got much of his 

own way. (Laughter.) Now you will und^tend thatjt is 

sometimes no easy matter for the Principal of McGill Umvei 
sity to accomplish what he desires to do. He cannot do any- 
thing of himself, but he has to do only what he is permitted 
to do by other people. It has been my good fortune to be 
connected with this University for about half the time that is 
celebrated on this occasion, that is to say, something more than 
twenty-five years. I am fully aware that that period has been 
twenty-five of its most prosperous years, because the previous 
years were years of beginning and of struggle, w le 
twenty-five years during which we have been working together 
arc years in which we have been enjoying a good deal of the 
fruit consequent on the efforts put forth in the previous period. 

C, h„».) Wo - not forget ,hi„ .till wh«» I 0»,„ 
here in 1855 and looked around on the work I had to do, I 
found the institution struggling with financial difficulties bu 
while it presented some discouragements, it also offered 
orounds of hope. While it was an institution with compara- 
tively few students compared with what it has now, and veiy 
much fewer graduates, still it had, perhaps, a firmer hold 
comparatively on the people of Montreal and on the people of 
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Canada than it has now. There were in it elements of hope, 
and the grand element of hope at that day was the fact that 
certain men were connected with it. There was at that time 
a board of governors of McGill University composed of most 
remarkable men. When I first became acquainted with them 
in 1855 I congratulated myself heartily that I had come in con- 
tact with such a body of men as were then governors of McGill 
University Of those men only two remain with us, our 
Chancellor, Judge Day, and the Hon. Mr. Ferrier, both repre- 
sentative men of that body of great and good men who estab- 
lished McGill University under its new charter at that time. 
These were men to whom one could go with confidence for 
advice, men of the strongest public spirit with regard to every- 
thing connected with the welfare of this country, who were 
most earnest in their zeal for education and willing to make 
great sacrifices for it — who were willing even to run great 
pecuniary and personal risks for what they believed would 
bear good educational fruit in the future. With a body of men 
like these, I do not care if an institution has not a sixpence, it 
will be sure to succeed (hear, hear), and that was the feeling 
I had in connection with these men. (Cheers.) I believe it 
was owing not merely to our founder, Mr. McGill, not merely 
to the wealthy benefactors of the College, not merely to the 
citizens of Montreal who have done so much for us, but to the 
personal influence of these men in calling out the liberality of 
the citizens, that much of our prosperity is due ; indeed I know 
it to be so. But there were other elements of hope in those 
days. We were placed here in the midst of a large and wealthy 
commercial community, to which appeals could confidently be 
made when it was satisfied that anything could be done 
which would be of benefit to the community as a whole. 
Besides, there were at that time, not merely in the Faculty of 
Medicine but in the Faculty of Arts, able and good teachers 
well qualified to give a good reputation to the University. I 
may mention to you the names of Holmes, Campbell, Hall, 
Bruneau, Crawford, Fraser and Sutherland (cheers), who have 
now passed away, and I might add the names of our Dean, of 
Dr. Wright, Dr. Scott and Dr. McCallum, the four survivors of 
that band of 1855 — these were the men that constituted the 
Medical Faculty, As this is a meeting specially connected 
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with that Faculty, I may well take the Medical Faculty as 
a specimen of the wholo, and you can easily understand that 
with a body of men like that to uphold a medical school and 
make the great sacrifices, even pecuniary sacrifices, that they 
did in the interests of their students, there was every prospect 
that it would succeed. (Cheers.) And 1 may say here, in 
this connection, that the obligations of the University to the 
Medical Faculty are very % great. Dr. Howard claimed this in 
his address of last evening, and he was right in making the 
claim. The men who established the Medical Faculty, who 
devoted themselves to it so enthusiastically and so earnestly, 
were men who have given character to the University, and 
who, by sending out a great body of professional graduates, 
and establishing thereby a claim on the gratitude of the coun- 
try, have done very much to strengthen and promote the other 
faculties. But I may say, also, that this influence was reflex. 
When I looked at the lists of graduates to-night, T found the 
number was very small in the early years of the Medical 
Faculty. It took a somewhat rapid start after 1837. Then, 
if you look at the graduating classes of 1859 and following 
years, you will see a large increase that has been maintained 
up to the present day. But you must bear in mind that the 
class of 1859 represents the men who entered in 1855 and 185(1, 
so that the revival in all the faculties at that time doubled the 
number of the medical graduates, and thus the medical faculty 
itself has enjoyed something of the benefit which the other 
faculties have conferred on the University. I speak of these 
things because it seems proper to do so on the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Medical Faculty, and especially when I think 
that we older men here to-night cannot possibly survive to 
another such anniversary, or even twenty-five years longer. 
But when I see all around me these young men, and con- 
sider that they are the representatives of all the hundreds of 
young men who have gone out as graduates of this Univer- 
sity, and when I consider that the most important offices in 
the University are being filled by our own graduates, and 
that many of the most important offices in the country, from 
our Lieutenant-Governor downwards, are being filled by our 
graduates (cheers), I know and feel that I and other older 
men, when we pass away from the stage, will leave no blank — 
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that in place of each one of us there will be twenty other and 
younger men ready to enter upon and carry on the work we 
have begun. We have seen in the Medical Faculty itself that 
though the seven men whose names I gave have passed away 
since I became connected with the University, they have had 
their places tilled by the able men who have come in, so that 
it stands to-day in as high a position as ever, and is doing 
more scientific work than ever. Therefore you will understand 
that we all have grounds for looking forward with confidence 
to the future of this University, in the belief that, with God s 
blessing, it is quite certain that fifty years hence it will be fifty 
times the University that it is to-day. (Applause.) 

Toast— Our Sister Colleges. 

The Chairman called upon Dr. Wm. Osier, Secretary of 
the Medical Faculty, to propose the next toast. 

Dr. Osler said : I regret exceedingly that owing to the 
indisposition of Dr. Craik, he cannot be here to propose the 
toast which we had placed to his name. However, as it has 
fallen to my lot to replace him on this occasion, I will briefly 
propose — “ Our Sister Colleges.” 

As the medical profession exists in the interests of the 
public, and of the public only, it is of the highest importance 
that our colleges should be so appointed and equipped that 
they can graduate men well and thoroughly trained. To know 
how many of these institutions have developed from small be- 
ginnings to the high standard which many of them at present 
occupy, is, in my opinion, the very best training for any one 
connected with a college, so that each one may be in a better 
position to do his duty towards his own institution. (Cheers.) 
There is no better study for a teacher than the way other 
institutions do their work and the methods they adopt in 
conducting their classes. During the past eight or ten years 
it has been my good fortune to be able to do this in some 
small degree in the institutions on this continent, in Great 
Britain, and on the continent of Europe, and I am sure that 
study has done me good. Of certain of these, I am happy 
to say that we have worthy representatives among us 
here to-night. (Cheers). We have with us, I am happy to 
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say, from across the line, a representative of Harvard — that 
University which, above all others on his continent, deserves 
the thanks of medical men. (Cheers). Though second on 
the list in the order of seniority, that institution has done 
more than any other on this continent to uplift the standard 
of medical education. Anyone who has at heart the interests 
of medical education, will do well to read the reports of 
President Elliot for the last eight or ten years, and he will 
learn that that institution has taken a proper stand and has 
said : Not the number of graduates, but their quality ; not a 
superficial training, but a deep, well-grounded education, is 
what we want for our graduates. If the teachers in other 
institutions of the United States would study the history of 
Harvard, they will find there such a record that will induce 
them to be advocates of that higher medical education which 
is so much needed. (Cheers.) We have also here to-night a 
representative from our nearest American neighbour, the 
medical college at Burlington — President Buckham, of the 
University ot Vermont. (Cheers). We also have with us 
Dr. Workman, emeritus professor of midwifery in the Toronto 
school, and Dr. Covernton, representative of Trinity Medical 
College, Toronto. (Cheers.) We have a representative from 
Laval University of Montreal, Dr. Rottot. I regret exceed- 
ingly we have not also one from Laval of Quebec. We have 
Dr. D’Orsonnens, representative of Victoria, of Montreal, the 
oldest — next to that of McGill, I think — medical school in 
Canada. We have also, in Dr. F. W. Campbell, a representa- 
tive of Bishop’s College. I regret extremely that we have no 
representative of the new Western College, lately established 
in London. Wishing them, therefore, every success, I give this 
toast of “ Our Sister Colleges.” 

The toast was duly honored. 

The Chairman. — In the order of seniority, I would first call 
upon Dr. Chadwick, of Harvard University, to reply to this 
toast. I need scarcely introduce him to you, as he is well 
known to the profession of Canada. You are all aware 
what immense strides Harvard has been making in medical 
education, and education generally, in the last few years. 
Perhaps no other institution in America, not even excepting 
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our Canadian institutions — and that is a great deal for a 
Canadian to say— has made such great progress as the sister 
University of Harvard. 

Dk. Chadwick then said — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 
alumni of the Medical Faculty, the very complimentary re- 
marks in reference to me personally, have reminded me of 
a story. A friend of mine was at Hilton Head during the 
“ late unpleasantness,” as we call it, together with the Methodist 
chaplain of a New York Regiment. One day, the chap- 
lain called the soldiers together to exhort them, and they 
dropped in, one after another, till about one hundred were 
present. While earnestly engaged in speaking to them, he 
noticed that the attention of many was distracted from his 
remarks, and, suddenly turning about, he saw behind him a 
little private in a cap with the visor over one car, and a little 
black pipe in his mouth, making comic gestures at every 
remark of the speaker. All at once the chaplain suddenly 
turned round to him and said, “ Well, my fine fellow, 1 
think the Lord will smile on our efforts, don’t you? 
“Yes,” responded the other, “I should think he would 
snicker right out.” (Laughter). Now, gentlemen, I am sure 
the faculty of Harvard would “ snicker right out,” if they had 
heard your Chairman speak as he did of my elforts in connec- 
tion with that University. 

But, speaking seriously, it gives me pleasure to reciprocate 
the kindly sentiments of your Chairman expressed towards 
the sister colleges, and especially to tender you congratu- 
lations on this day, your fiftieth anniversary. We of the 
Medical Faculty of Harvard University are looking forward 
to the celebration of our centennial about six months hence. 
(Cheers.) The Harvard Medical School, in connection with 
the University, was founded in 1782 with a faculty of only 
three members. To-day it numbers among its teachers and 
instructors fifty-six ; that is to say, it has taken into its fold 
and made active participants fifty-six men in the city and 
suburbs of Boston. Age, however, does not always bring 
wisdom, yet I think that in our old age we have adopted 
a system which lias ultimately proved to be a wise one. In 
1871 the Faculty of Harvard, convinced of the poor quality 
of the instruction, and the insufficiency of the attainments of 
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the graduates from all the medical schools in the United 
States, decided to inaugurate a new system. That new 
system consisted, in the first place, in lengthening the term 
of the yearly session from four to nine months. We also 
introduced what we borrowed from you, gentlemen — and you 
deserve great credit for it, — we introduced the examination 
for admission, which was not required before. (Hear, hear). 
We also introduced a graded course, which you also have had 
in a slightly different form, that is, at the end of each year we 
have an examination on the subjects studied during that year, 
and at the final examination we only go over the subjects of 
the final year’s study. All the schools in the United States, 
as you know, have a three years’ course ; we have adopted, 
temporarily, a four years’ optional course, and I am happy to 
say that about one-sixth of the students elect to study the 
four years instead of three. (Hear, hear), in addition to 
lengthening the course of study and requiring an examination 
for admission, we also raised the tuition fees from $120 to $200 
a year. Now, all this could not be done without great sacri- 
fices. The school at that time, 18*11, numbered about three 
hundred students ; it was fully recognized that that number 
would be largely reduced. If 1 remember rightly, one hun- 
dred students came every year from the provinces, every one 
of whom stopped when the fees were raised and the course was 
lengthened to nine months. The scholars fell oft from 300 to 
less than 200 the first year, and to meet that the professors 
voluntarily accepted one-third of their former salaries, the 
University stepping in and guaranteeing to them that they 
should have a salary amounting to about one-third of what they 
received before. (Hear, hear). The first few years the school 
was run with a deficit, which was made good by the University , 
but charged against the medical school. As time went on the 
number of scholars increased, and as the fees had also been 
increased, the receipts began to meet the expenditure, and 
now, I am happy to say, the income is larger than ever it was 
under the old system. (Hear, hear). Last year, although the 
professors’ salaries had been considerably increased over 
the small salaries they had agreed to accept, there was a 
surplus of $7,000. (Cheers). This system is succeeding in 
several ways. It has succeeded in bringing in better pecuni- 
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ary returns, which is essential to the continuance ol the 
school; it has succeeded in raising the standard of the gradu- 
ates by the rigor with which both the preliminary and the 
concluding examinations are hold. About 15 per cent., if I 
remember x’ightly, are rejected at the preliminary examination, 
and about 30 per cent, each year fail to get degrees. The 
standard is raised, as is shown by the fact that, from having 
a very small percentage of college graduates in the medical 
school, at the present time something like 53 per cent, of 
students in the medical school are college graduates, bin- 
ally, by taking this bold step in advance of any other school, 
the college has strengthened its hold on the respect of the 
community, as is evidenced by the fact that when this school 
made two successive appeals for money to erect a new build- 
ing, they raised $300,000 (cheers), and that building is now 
nearly ready for occupation. 

Now, gentlemen, you can do the same for your school. 
We convinced our community that our school was deter- 
mined to raise the standard of medical education and to 
set an example which other schools should follow, and the 
community has been ready to support us in the attempt. 
Everyone of you, gentlemen, must bestir himself for your 
University, in bringing his private and public influence to 
bear upon the community. One of the founders of your 
University has recently died, and it is fitting that a chair 
should be founded in his name — not necessarily with a large 
endowment — as has been done in Harvard. Let the name of 
Hr. George W. Campbell go down to posterity (loud applause) 
connected with a Chair of Surgery, or Anatomy, and let every 
one of you here present go to work to accomplish that result. 
(Loud cheers). 

The Chairman, — I call upon Dr. Buckham, President of the 
University of Vermont, to respond on behalf of that institu- 
tion. 

Dr. Buckham, — Mr. Chairman, I am both happy and proud 
to respond to this toast, and to present you on this occasion 
the felicitations of one of the younger and smaller institutions 
of the United States. 1 suppose that a medical institution, 
like any other, loves its neighbors, and we are your nearest 
neighbors. We have gone through the same experience from 
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poverty to a degree of* prosperity, which your Principal has 
described as having been your lot, and I think that has been 
the history of pretty nearly every educational institution which 
has attained to prosperity, whether in this or other countries. 
I notice that in your enumeration of the first ten medical 
institutions in the order of seniority, you do not include the 
University of Vermont. I will not on this occasion dispute 
the accuracy of that statement, nevertheless, I think we are an 
older institution than some of those mentioned — I say an older 
institution, Mr. Chairman, not a better. I was noticing this 
morning in the Montreal Herald , an article entitled “ The 
Future of Montreal.” I know something of the past of Montreal, 
having lived in the province and frequently having been in the 
city during my boyhood. We have our little art collection 
at Burlington, and I was noticing in it yesterday a picture of 
Montreal which I should think was made about seventy-five 
years ago. It represents a little strip of houses along the 
river, probably St. Paul and Notre Dame streets, while all the 
space where the Windsor Hotel now stands was either unoccu- 
pied or very sparsely populated. I let my imagination run 
over this intervening period of seventy-five years. Your popu- 
lation has increased from 12,000 to 150,000. You are spread- 
ing over all this island, and when a stranger comes here from 
the other side of the line and walks your streets, when he 
beholds your magnificent wharves and warehouses, your streets, 
and shops and churches, he gets the impression that it is one 
of the handsomest and, in every way, one of the finest cities 
on the continent. (Cheers). But it does seem to me — if you 
will allow me to say so — that there are two splendid oppor- 
tunities for the citizens of Montreal, which are, as yet, but 
half improved. I heard, with astonishment, at an educational 
meeting in St. Johns last winter, that you have no public 
library. (Hear, hear). Now, a city of the size of Montreal, 
in the year 1882, without a public library, is an anomaly in 
our civilization. (Hear, hear). Now, it does not become a 
stranger to say much on such a point as that, but 1 have no- 
ticed sometimes that when a stranger comes to us and lets a 
word of advice drop, it is generally more heeded than what 
can be said by a native. (Hear, hear). But I would like to 
have it remembered, if nothing else I say or do in Montreal 
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is remembered, when I call the attention of some of these 
wealthy gentlemen who live in the magnificent palaces that I 
passed by on your streets to-day, to the fact that the very best 
means of perpetuating your name and endearing your memory 
to posterity, is to endow a public library in such a city as this. 
(Applause). Another matter of fact opportunity which is 
before the citizens of Montreal is the further endowment of 
the McGill University. That is a matter on which I have had 
occasion to think much. It seems to me one of the unaccount- 
able facts in the history of humanity, that medical institutions, 
as such, have received very little endowment. Even our friend 
here from Harvard informs me that that old and rich institu- 
tion has but very slight endowments for its medical depart- 
ment. Now, gentlemen, when I think of it, that strikes me 
as evidence of very great forbearance on the part of the medi- 
cal profession. (Hear, hear and laughter). You may take 
men in their weak moments if you like ; the clergy have not 
a better opportunity. (Laughter). W e have all read in 
history how, when the clergy found a sinner who was in a 
weak and dying condition, they knew how to extract money 
from him for endowments to monasteries and churches. Now, 

I will not advise physicians to take advantage of the weak- 
ness of our poor humanity. I merely suggest to them, as 
something I know from my own experience, that one of the 
best curative agencies in the possession of our human nature 
is a large and handsome donation. 1 know of the case of a 
lady in the place where I live who was pronounced by all her 
physicians to be almost at the point of death from consumption. 
About then she gave $200,000 to endow a hospital, and shortly 
afterwards she was examined by a no less distinguished physi- 
cian than Dr. Bowditch, of Boston, who assured her that she 
would live twenty years longer. (Laughter). So you can say, 
on the authority of a gentleman who stands at the head of a 
University that has a medical department, that the endowment 
of a hospital or the endowment of a medical chair, is almost a 
specific for pulmonary diseases (cheers and laughter) j and 
generalizing this principle, you may say on the same authority, 
that moderate donations to the same objects are very good 
prophylactics. Seriously, gentlemen, the whole problem which 
we have been considering this evening, especially during the 
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remarks of the distinguished gentleman who has just sat down, 
the whole problem of the success of medical education seems 
to hinge upon this, the increasing of the endowments of these 
departments. Those who instruct in medical institutions 
should be independent of their fees and should have some 
freedom from engrossing professional cares, and the same 
evidence of the respect and confidence of the community which 
those teaching in other departments enjoy. And when that 
time comes — and I think it will come — when a medical chair 
will carry an endowment with it, like any other chair, to 
sustain its occupant, then this problem will be solved ; and 
whether a professor has five students or five hundred, he can 
exact as a condition for a degree in his department, that 
degree of attainment which he thinks the case requires. 
(Cheers.) Gentlemen, not to detain you any longer, I will 
close with the sentiment: Liberal endowments of medical 
schools, the need and the opportunity of the hour ; and may 
McGill University have her full share in this bounty. (Ap- 
plause). 

The Chairman,— I would ask Dr. Eottot to reply on behalf 
of the University of Laval. 

Dr. Rottot, — M. le President et Messieurs, c’est avecplaisir

(applaudissements) 

The Chairman — I now call upon Dr. Workman to respond 
on behalf of the institution he represents. 

Dr. Workman — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, Graduates of 
McGill, — Unfortunately, the last institution which I have had 
the honor of representing was the Asylum for the Insane. 
(Laughter.) Perhaps the Chairman has called upon me to 
speak in reference to that institution ; if so, I am not at all 
ashamed of it. But he may have called upon me from my 
connection with the old Toronto School of Medicine, which 
was formerly called the Eolph School, having been established 
by the Hon. John Eolph, in which I was a lecturer for six or 
seven years. I remember the infancy of that school almost as 
well as I do that of McGill College. When I look around me 
to-night and see all these graduates who have become eminent 
men, I feel lost. I can hardly realize my own identity, much 
less that of the University. It reminds me of a circumstance 
I once read, where a countryman of mine — I suppose it was a 
murder case or a shooting case — was called upon to state his 
knowledge with regard to a certain gun, and the question was 
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asked him, “How long had ho known that gun?” “Faix,” 
says ho, “ I have known it over since it was a pocket-pistol.” 
(Laughter.) And so it is exactly both with regard to the 
Toronto School of Medicine and McGill College ; as to the for- 
mer, it has outgrown me altogether, —and as to McGill, I am 
entirely lost. You, Mr. Chairman, said last night that our 
professors formerly taught in a wooden building at the corner 
of Place d’ Arnes. I beg leave to correct you. You were 
young at that time— half a century ago. It was a stone build- 
ing, and I can remember that it had two stores underground. ' 
My first acquaintance with it was rather ominous for me. I 
had just commenced my studies in the office of my old tutor, 
Hr. Stephenson. It was about the time of the troubles of 
183 1 - 38, and there was considerable difficulty in obtaining sub- 
jects in this neighborhood. Our young men had been out one 
night making a call, and I was taken over beyond the rear of 
what was then the Bank of Montreal, along Fortification lane, 
and turned into a cellar or basement below there. There was 
a quantity of hay there, and presently a fire was made which 
was necessary to thaw out some material that was there 
(Laughter. I was left alone, and soon I perceived facing me 
a poison that I previously knew very well. I do not think 
there is a gentlemen here old enough to remember him unless 
it be Mr. Molson — but there was a celebrated character in this 
city at that time whom, perhaps, the public might remember, 
his name was Johnny Hoyle. Johnny, one night, diluted hiss 
water too much with alcohol, and ho was picked up frozen 
death. Our fellows that night found him, and there he stooge, 
staring at me. lie had a beautiful set of teeth, and they we, lve 
just gi inning at me. That was the breaking-in I got. j 
I am very sorry, indeed, that my very highly esteemed q d6s 
friend, Roderick McHonald, who preceded me in graduation l£ on t- 
not in study, is not here to-night. I think a more excellent fr ru i r0 
1 never knew. With regard to what was said last night by v e con 
Mi-. Chairman, in reference to my old tutor, Hr. Stephenso: t re do 
was well deserving of all the praise you gave him.

The Chairman next called upon Dr. Govern ton to respond 
on behalf of Trinity College, Toronto. 

Dr. Covernton — Mr. President and Members of the Univer- 
sity of McGill, — It affords me great pleasure to respond to this 
toast. I have the honor of belonging to an institution less an- 
cient than McGill, but one that equally has at heart the work 
of thorough and sound teaching, anxious to perform that work 
with no other rivalry than that of endeavoring to send out each 
year from its walls graduates who will not only do honor to 
their Alma Mater at examinations, but discharge the impor- 
tant work confided to them honestly and intelligently. When 
I first knew anything of McGill and its professors, in 1836, it 
had only been in operation a few years, but possessed then, as 
now, most able teachers, devoted to their work, jealous of the 
reputation of their newly chartered college, and anxious that 
it should stand high in the estimation of the several British 
colleges at which they had been taught their profession. Tri- 
nity has the same aims and aspirations, and nothing more. We 
can now boast that in our Dominion we have many Schools of 
Medicine and Surgery, where the arduous work of teaching is 
as carefully and efficiently performed as in any institution in 
Great Britain where the matriculation examination, — except- 
ing at the London University — medical curriculum and prac- 
tical nature of the examination is calculated to insure as sound 
a test of proficiency and fitness for practice as can possibly be 
devised, and, as a consequence of these wise precautions, we 
find that when our students, after graduating at their several 
colleges, repair to Europe for the further prosecution of their 
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general studios or for devoting themselves to some speciality , 
whore more abundant opportunities at the largo hospitals are 
furnished in the densely populated cities of Great Britain, 
France or Germany, the Canadian training has sufficed for 
putting them on a level with those who from the commence- 
ment had been taught at the great schools. (Applause.) As 
an evidence of the high character of the educational advan- 
tages afforded in this country, both general and medical, I 
might instance the large number of medical men who have 
worthily filled the highest offices in their several Provinces, 
as also in the Dominion Government — lieutenant-governors, 
cabinet ministers, members of Dominion and Provincial par- 
liaments, mayors of cities, etc. ; also in our professional ranks 
men educated in this country at the different schools, many 
hailing from McGill University, who have been appointed pro- 
fessors in the colleges where they received their education, 
and whose special fitness for the satisfactory discharge of their 
duties none would question. (Cheers.) One of your oldest 
graduates, this evening present, has won for himself not only 
a Dominion but a European reputation in the specialty he, for 
many years, was engaged in, and the duties of which he so sat- 
isfactorily performed. I refer to my old friend, Dr. Workman 
McGill University has, then, abundant reasons to be satisfied 
with the career of her graduates for the last fifty years, and I 
can assure you that from Trinity College there will be no other 
desire than, if possible, to send out each year a number of 
young men equal to McGill’s list on fair but searching exami- 
nation. (Applause.) , „ . ,. 

The Chairman next called on Dr. F. W. Campbell, Acting 
Dean of the Medical Faculty of Bishop’s College, to respond 

on behalf of that institution. ^ 

Dr. Campbell — As Acting Dean of the Medical Faculty of 
Bishop’s College, it becomes my duty, upon its behall, to 
respond to the toast of “ The Sister Colleges.” I am sure you, 
Mr. Chairman, regret, as I most certainly do, the absence from 
the festive board to-night of that venerable gentleman, Dr. 
David, who, almost from the inception of our school, has so 
ably filled the position of Dean. That regret is increased, as 
you well know, by the fact that at this moment he is confined 
to a bed of suffering, and that ere many weeks, perhaps ere 
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many days, we shall have to mourn his loss. When that time 
arrives the last link will be broken which now, in this city, 
binds the present profession to the past. To you, sir, who so 
well knows his worth, and the deep regret which he feels at 
his inability to be present, I need hardly say that I feel that I 
can but feebly represent him. I know, however, that his full 
and generous heart would have done that which I now do — 
extend to our friends of the McGill Medical Faculty the hearty 
congratulations of the Medical Faculty of the University of 
Bishop’s College upon the attainment of their golden wedding. 
(Cheers.) Between us, I am bound to say, there is the most 
cordial friendship, and T firmly believe that the spirit of gene- 
rous rivalry which exists will always continue. We recognize 
in the Faculty of Medicine of McGill one which was the means 
of saving to this Province the University which bears its 
name, and this was an act the value of which is beyond calcu- 
lation. (Cheers.) Any one who listened to its story as detailed 
last evening by my friend, Dr. Howard, the newly elected 
Dean, to whom I tender my congratulations upon his newly 
acquired honors (hear, hear, and applause long continued), 
must have felt that the first members of McGill College, amid 
difficulties such as we can hardly appreciate, founded this 
medical school in Canada, rendering the country their debtor 
and making their name as perpetual as the land itself. To me, 
who sat under Crawford, MacCulloch, Hall, Fraser and Camp- 
bell, all of whom have passed to their rest, the details given 
last evening by Dr. Howard seemed like a dream being retold, 
and as I mention these names I am sure I recall to many here 
pleasant and happy days of student life. (Cheers.) It is a 
pleasure, Mr. Dean, for me to be also here in my personal 
capacity as a graduate of McGill, and to have the gratification 
of taking many a hand in mine which I have not had for 
nearly twenty-five years, and trying to recall features which 
an equal number of years ago were very familiar to me, This 
I have enjoyed most thoroughly. To the Faculty of McGill it 
must, indeed, be gratifying to find so many of their alumni 
come to celebrate her golden wedding and to renew the friend- 
ship and re-attest the obligation which must ever' exist between 
teachers and student. Fifty years is not much in the history 
of a University, though it forms a large span in the life of an 


individual. Yet the fifty years has shown that, great as has 
been the progress of our country, the Faculty of McGill has 
ever been alive to all that was required to make our city a 
chief centre of medical education. (Cheers.) Competition is 
ever an incentive to exertion, and the existence of it in our 
good city has, in my opinion, done not a little to improve pre- 
vious means of instruction. One word more, Mr. Dean, and I 
am done — Bishop’s College Faculty of Medicine wishes its sis- 
ter Faculty of McGill a life as long as the world shall last, with 
an activity increasing as its age advances. (Loud applause.) 

Toast — The Graduates. 

The Chairman called on Dr. Scott to propose this toast, and 
on rising he was greeted with long and continued applause. 

Dr. Scott, — Mr. Chairman, it affords me great pleasure to 
propose this toast, one of the most important of the evening. 
Jt is very proper, I think, that to me should have been 
allotted this pleasing duty on account of my long connection 
with the University, which dates so far back as 1835. There 
was soon after an intermission of three years, and before the 
classes resumed I was requested during the summer of 1837, 
by the late Dr. Campbell and Dr. Stephenson, to take a petition 
round to the citizens of Montreal, asking the Governor in 
Council to grant aid to the Medical Faculty. The grant was 
obtained and lectures were recommenced in the fall of 1839. 
There is a gentleman on my left who attended that course of 
lectures with myself. For forty- three years I have been con- 
nected with the University, and for the last thirty-eight years 
as a teacher in it, being the oldest on the list, it affords me 
great pleasure to meet on this occasion students whom I have 
not seen for thirty years. I am glad of the opportunity to 
meet such a large number of fellow-graduates, and I regret 
that more have not been able to join us on this occasion. It is 
satisfactory to find the graduates of McGill College occupying 
important positions in various parts of the Dominion as well 
as outside, and we rejoice to welcome here His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor, who was a student of mine, and to whom 
I lectured in 185(1. I shall not detain you any longer at this 
late hour, and would therefore beg to propose the health of 
our graduates, prosperity and God’s blessing. 
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The toast was duly honored. 

Dr. Grant, Ottawa, being called for by many voices, in 
responding, said : 

Although the evening is considerably advanced, and we 
have already hacl presented to us on this important and 
auspicious occasion, so many interesting topics connected 
with our institution, still, as one of the graduates of this 
time-honored College, I can assure you it affords me very 
<rreat pleasure to have this opportunity extended to me of 
offering a very few observations. Fifty years have now elapsed 
since its organization, and although the foundations have only 
been placed within the last half century, I think every Cana- 
dian throughout the length and breadth of this Dominion, has 
reason to feel proud of what has been accomplished. (Cheers). 
As an evidence of the prosperity which has attended the efforts 
of those gentlemen charged with the practical working of this 
institution, I would ask you to look around the festive table to- 
night and see the distinguished men who have grown up in our 
midst, educated at our alma mater, and who are now guiding 
and guarding the interests of the people throughout the length 
and breadth of this country. Although but a few years have 
elapsed since the inauguration of the Medical Faculty, what 
do we find? That this institution is not only recognized in 
Canada, but in Great Britain and in almost every country in 
the world, and to-day we can point to our graduates holding 
distinguished positions in various departments in almost 
every clime. In the army, in the navy, over hospitals, 
and other institutions requiring a medical training, we find 
the pupils and graduates from this University. Is such 
not an evidence of the prosperity that has so far attended our 
endeavors ? Again, I may say that this reunion brings to- 
gether old friends parted for many a year. I have met faces 
since I came here to-night that I had not seen since the day 
of my graduation in 1854, — and I may say that it is desirable 
that we, as medical men, should have these reunions frequently, 
that we might come together and see what time is doing for 
us, and in the cause of science to see what we can do 
towards the advancement of our alma mater. (Loud ap- 
plause). I may say also that it is a source of pride and grati- 
fication to us all that we have at the head of our institution a 
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man wlio is looked upon as one of the greatest scientists of' 
the present day, D r . Dawson. (Great applause). He is known 
in every country as a man who has established a parallelism 
between science and religion, who has shown that science, 
instead of being opposed to religion, is the very foundation on 
which it rests. (Loud cheers). Then what do we find here 
to-night? The recently appointed head of the Medical Faculty, 
Dr. Howard, is one of your own men who has grown up in 
your midst, whom you have known since boyhood, whom now 
you esteem worthy to be your Dean, and I will say, Long may 
he be spared to guard the interests of those who may come 
under his charge. (Loud cheers.) 

We, as medical men, have an important duty to perform, 
and I trust you will excuse me if I advert to a question 
which I think demands the serious attention of medical men, 
and it is that of mental hygiene. Any ordinary observer 
who will watch the physical and intellectual development of 
the rising generation, cannot fail to notice an increase in 
nervous and various other diseases that are sapping the 
mental vitality of our youth, and it is highly important that 
we as a medical profession should firmly insist on the im- 
portance of the great evil of cramming and the over-storing 
of that tender mind and that poor little brain. We see 
children going to school in these days with more books under 
their arms than they can carry. (Cheers). There is danger 
that, in this now country of ours, where education is so general, 
the brain will be over-burdened, and that a generation is grow- 
ing up that will not be able to accomplish what the times 
will demand. (Cheers). To my mind, this is one of the most 
important questions of the day, and I hope that every physician 
will find time to look into it, and to impart such teaching to 
parents that w T e may raise up a generation in this country that 
will be both practical and useful. I do not desire to detain 
you longer. Suffice it to say that as a graduate of McGill 
University, I have very great pleasure in being here to meet 
so many of my old friends, and I feel proud and happy that 
so much prosperity has attended the endeavors of those in 
charge, and I trust that many around this festive board will be 
present at the centennial anniversary. (Loud cheers). 
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Toast — Sister Professions, 

Dr. Hingston, being called upon by the Chairman to pro- 
pose this toast, said : Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, to propose 
a toast such as this is a duty that belongs of right to the chair 
or one of the vice-chairs. However, I am glad of the opportunity 
it gives me of expressing the great pleasure I have in meeting 
with you all here to-night on an occasion that can hardly 
come twice in the lifetime of any individual. Although Dr. 
Grant seems to look forward to such an event for some, in all 
human probability there will not be many of us present on that 
far-off occasion. It is pleasant to meet our old fellow-students, 
and it is to me a matter of exquisite pleasure to shake hands 
again with fellow graduates of thirty years ago. I was pleased 
that some of them recollected me and that I recollected them, 
notwithstanding the changes which time has made. Yet there 
is necessarily an element of sadness in such meetings — to 
shake hands in middle age or advanced years with those whom 
we met in our younger days when full of health and strength 
and vigor, and now again after the lapse of years with feel- 
ings, perhaps, very much changed. But as in the physical 
world there is a correlation of forces, so also is there a corre- 
lation of forces in the mental and moral worlds. Of trials, and 
sufferings, and anxieties of mind each one has doubtless had 
his share during those intervening years. And these are 
forces not to be lost, but which have their correlative value 
in sympathy. Fortunate would it be for us and for them if our 
sympathies for our fellow-creatures have increased in propor- 
tion to the trials and anxieties we have experienced in the past. 
And now, gentlemen, permit me to say a word to the Dean. 
Mr. Dean, I wish to express the intense pleasure I have in 
styling you, my old personal friend and fellow-student, Dean of 
the Faculty of Medicine. (Applause.) I wish, Sir, you had 
told me whether I should limit myself to certain professions 
in this toast, or whether I should take in all those that wish to 
be styled the sister professions. They are now becoming so 
very numerous that it is altogether impossible to enumerate 
and define them. There is the tonsorial profession, for instance ; 
there is the profession of dentine, enamel, and cementum 
attached to our profession ; there is the chiropodical ; and, 
between this, the plantar pedis — where I shall end — to the 
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vertex capitis — where I began, so many segments of learning 
are met with, that titles appropriate to the professors in each 
segregated portion are difficult of coinage. However, I think 
I shall not depart from the good old custom, but propose the 
toast to the three learned professions — divinity, law and medi- 
cine. That is the order now-a-days, but not the order which 
would have been observed two hundred and fifty years ago. It 
is, Mr. Chairman, a matter of Canadian history that long after 
doctors were here in great numbers, and fattened in the land, 
there was no such thing as a lawyer. (Laughter.) There was a 
long period in the early history of Canada during which it 
was considered right and proper and necessary that surgeons 
should dwell among the colonists ; but unwise to allow a lawyer 
to put his foot upon the soil of Canada. (Hear, hear.) In 
looking over old papers we find numerous names of men who 
were styled Churigien du Hoi , but we do not find the name 
of a single lawyer. L’Fscarbot, at a later period, was per- 
mitted by the government of France to come here alone; but, 
as you may well imagine, he was not very happy. There was 
no other lawyer to dispute with him as to the law of meum 
and team , and to establish that nice division of estates between 
lawyer and client. (Laughter.) But it was a fact that for a 
fongjperiod no lawyer was allowed to set his foot on the virgin 
soil of Canada. What a change since then ! and I dare say it 
will be pretended we are very much better for the change. As 
to the professors of divinity, it would ill become me to speak 
in the same vein. We seek, as Cowper did, “ that divine sim- 
plicity in him who handles things divine.” Of course we 
always find it. (Laughter.) As to our own profession, it 
speaks through the tongues of those who, grateful or ungrate- 
ful, unceasingly bestow on their physician so generous a meed 
of censure or of praise. With these observations, Mr. Lean, I 
shall propose the Sister Professions in the limited sense— the 
professions of divinity, medicine and law. 

Eev. Prof. Murray being called upon by the Chairman to 
respond on behalf of divinity, said:— Mr. Chairman and Gen- 
tlemen, In rising to respond for the profession of divinity I 

beg to state, at the outset, that I do so merely as a sort of 
make-shift. I was approached by one of the Committee con- 
nected with the arrangements for this evening, who told me 


that all the clergy who had been invited to the banquet ha 
declined, and that they must, therefore, depend on me foi 
representing that profession. Now I feel as if I were xnti u - 
ing into a position to which I have no very just claim when I 
take it upon myself to speak for the ministerial profession. It 
Ik true that I was educated for that profession, but I have nevei 
occupied any position in connection with it having been, 
almost immediately after leaving college, called to a potion 
as professor. At the same time, I need scarcely say that I 
can never fail to retain an interest in those studies with a view 
to which I was brought up in my early life, and I make this 
remark all the more upon the present occasion because it leads 
me to say that the theologian is one who, by the very nature 
of his calling, by the very nature of the sciences which he is 
called to study, takes an interest at the same time in near y 
every branch of human knowledge, and especially in those 
branches over which the Medical Faculty of a university pre- 
sides. It is said that too many clergymen treat man as if he 
were all soul and no body. Well, I need scarcely remind you 
that the opposite charge has sometimes been brought against 
you, gentlemen, of treating man as if he were all body and no 
soul.° I think you will justify me in saying that no philosophi- 
cal medical practitioner could take such a view of that mar- 
vellous nature which it is his duty to treat in case of disease; 

1 think he will admit that medical practice compels him to 
recognize something more than a mere animal nature in man, 
compels him to recognize the fact that man is endowed with 
an imagination that broods over the past and tortures him 
with forebodings of the future, with a knowledge whose 
thoughts wander through eternity, and that this mental natuie 
is constantly liable to various diseases. I was glad to hear Dr. 
Grant refer to that in the exceedingly able remarks he made a 


few moments ago. Those remarks, I think, will convince 
anyone that the medical practitioner is forced to recognize the 
fact of the mental life of man as well as his bodily or animal 
life, and that the sources of disease are often developed and 
encouraged from ignoring those circumstances. In the same 
way I do not hesitate to acknowledge that no philosophical 
clergyman, no clergyman who thoroughly realizes the duties 
he is called to perform, can 'overlook the fact that man is not 



tnerely a spiritual being, but a spiritual being who requires an 
animal organism to work out the duties to which he is called 
in life by his Maker, and that the perfection with which wo 
perform those duties depends upon our keeping this animal 
organism with which we are endowed in the highest state of 
efficiency of which it is capable. The clergyman, if he is 
faithful to his duties, will therefore endeavor to impress upon 
those with whom he has to deal, that they are unfaithful to the 
trust which God has given them in the world, and unfaithful 
to that marvellous physical organism with which they have 
been endowed, if they do not treasure it so as to make it as effi- 
cient an instrument as possible of performing the work which 
they are called upon to do. 1 find, indeed, gentlemen, in a 
motto which has been attached to this toast, that those who 
have drawn up the programme of the evening have, while 
making reference to the professions, adopted the function of 
the clergyman in enjoining the duties of life which the clergy- 
man is supposed to enjoin, for we are here informed that the 
best physic that even a doctor can prescribe is the virtue of 
temperance. Well, the lawyer is turned into a preacher too 
by being told that the best law he can give to his clients is a 
patient disposition of mind. But I am glad also to find that 
the clergyman is reminded that a good conscience is the best 
divinity. (Cheers.) But X find that temperance is hoie put 
at the head of the virtues, and I wish to practice that virtue 
on the present occasion. I wish to cultivate temperance in 
speech, not that I have any temptation at the present moment 
to be intemperate in the sense of using any improper 
language. I think that total abstinence is best in legaid 
to that. But I wish to practice the virtue of temperance 
in the length of my remarks, and I shall therefore conclude 
by expressing the belief and the hope that the medical 
profession will find in the more intelligent members of the 
clerical profession zealous helpers in the work which they are 
called to do, by the clergymen preaching what I consider to 
be a very wise gospel — the gospel of devout submission to the 
will of God as it is manifested in the laws of the animal 
organism with which vve are endowed. (Cheers.) 

Mr. W. H. Kerb, Q.C., Dean of the Faculty of Law, being 
called upon by the Chairman to respond on behalf of the Bar, 
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said: — Xr. Chairman and Gentlemen, — In rising to respond to 
the toast concerning my own profession, 1 feel my inability at 
this hour of the night to do justice to it, not only from my own 
want of power but also from the want of time. The three 
learned professions of divinity, law and medicine — though I 
may change the order in which Dr. llingston gave them — 
march in the van of the army of civilization. To them are to 
be ascribed nearly all the great deeds that adorn history, and 
in the future, as in the past, it is to be hoped the profession of 
which I have the honor to be a member will always advocate 
right and protest against wrong, and, if necessary, make any 
. sacrifices to accomplish its objects. 

On this glorious occasion, however, even as there is no 
pleasure unalloyed, there is a drop of bitterness in the 
sweet cup that is offered us — I allude to the loss which 
the Medical Faculty has recently suffered through the death 
of the late lamented Dean. His generosity and his kind- 
ness endeared him to all, whilst his pre-eminent talents 
as a surgeon adorned the Chair which he occupied in 
this University. (Applause.) The fragrance of his memory 
will long endure, and will call back to us, his fellow students, 
the loss which we have all suffered by his death. Gentlemen, 
as one of the mottos of our profession is that brevity is the 
soul of wit, I merely wish, on behalf of the profession of law 
which I am called to represent, and of the Faculty of which I 
have the honor of being Dean in the University, all success, 
honor and prosperity to the Faculty of Medicine. (Cheers.) 
May the members of that Faculty all walk in the path of duty; 
and when fifty years more shall have elapsed and your succes- 
sors, gentlemen, celebrate its centenary, may all men 
throughout the length and breadth of the land then say 
those who established McGill University, and those who 
labored to maintain it in years of trouble and discouragement, 
have deserved well of their countrymen. (Applause.) 

The Chairman — Before the next toast on the list is proposed 
I would like to make a very gratifying announcement to the 
graduates in Medicine here assembled and to the friends of the 
University. I hold in my hand a letter, the writer of which 
has earnestly requested that his name shall not be given now, 
or for some time to come. It is the first fruits, I think, of the 



appeal which I humbly made last evening on behalf of the 
profession of medicine to which I belong, and I cannot help 
thinking that the citizens of Montreal will take the same view 
as the writer of the letter I am now about to read : — 

“ My Dear Howard, — The remarks in your admirable 
address of last evening, on the necessity for increased means 
to enable you to extend and render still more efficient the 
work of your Faculty, impressed me so strongly that I shall 
be glad to assist in procuring this, and now make the proposi- 
tion that if, by the 1st of August next, you succeed in securing 
the 850,000 referred to as the Campbell Memorial Fund, I shall 
havo the pleasure of handing you an additional 850,000 for the 
purposes of the Medical Faculty of McGill University. \ou 
may. if you please, say so at your dinner this evening, with- 
holding my name, which Ido not wish to be known in connec- 
tion with it, at least until you can exact from me this promise, 
and this doubtless the well known liberality of your fellow- 
citizens will enable you to do.” 

Prolonged applause followed the reading of this letter. 

Toast — The Four Founders. 

Principal Dawson — There is another toast without which 
this meeting would not be complete, the toast to the four 
founders of the Medical Faculty. VVe should, gentlemen, 
always remember with honor and gratitude the men who aie 
the founders of any good thing. It is easy for men to follow 
after others have shown the way. It is difficult to begin a 
good thing which has not been done before, and the men who 
funded the first medical school in the Dominion of Canada 
deserve to be held in everlasting remembrance. Three of 
these men I had not the pleasure of knowing personally, Drs. 
Stephenson, Robertson and Caldwell ; the fourth, Dr. Holmes, I 
did know, and esteemed and loved him. He was Dean of the 
Medical Faculty when I came to Montreal, and 1 have not met 
any man more deserving of respect and love. He was not only 
eminent in his profession but he was an eminent Christian 
man, most public-spirited, an accomplished botanist and min- 
eralogist, whose collections now adorn our museum, and who, 
until the last, took an earnest and lively interest in every mat- 
ter that concerned the welfare of his fellow men and the pro- 
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gress and advancement of humanity. I believe the other three 
men must have been like him. I propose, therefore, the 
“ Four Founders of the Medical Faculty of McGill University.” 
I ask you to drink this toast in silence, with a prayer that the 
good work which these men began may continue to prosper, 
and that we may be able to follow worthily in their footsteps. 

The toast was drank in silence. 

Toast — The Montreal General Hospital. 

Hr. McCallum, being called upon by the Chairman to 
propose this toast, said : — 

The toast I have to propose is one to which I am certain you 
will all most cordially respond. Ungrateful, indeed, would be 
any graduate in Medicine of McGill University who would, at 
any time or under any circumstances, fail to do honor to that 
noble institution which has furnished him the opportunities of 
acquiring a practical knowledge of his professsion — the Montreal 
General Hospital . The noble edifices, erected and set apart for 
the reception of the homeless and friendless sick, which are 
now found in nearly every town and city throughout civiliza- 
tion, are in the highest degree creditable to our common 
humanity, and may be regarded as so many monuments of the 
philanthropic spirit of the age in which we live. Hospitals 
and infirmaries were unknown to the ancients. Egypt had her 
magnificent mausoleums for the reception of the dead, and 
carried to perfection the art of embalming the bodies of the 
departed. Greece and pagan Home embellished their cities 
with stately structures dedicated to the worship of their 
deities and to the gratification of the senses, the architectural 
beauties of which, even as exhibited in their ruins, have com- 
manded the admiration of all succeeding ages. Their sages 
and philosophers reasoned astutely on the nature and destinies 
of man, and occasionally inculcated sublime lessons of virtue ; 
but we search in vain in their writings for these higher teach- 
ings which place man in his proper relations to his fellows ; 
nor do we detect the influence of such teachings on their mind 
in their public buildings. No edifice, unpretending or other- 
wise, for the shelter of the helpless victim of disease can be 
discerned amid the profusion of temples and palaces — no asy- 
lum for the aged, decrepidor weak. To the humanizing influ- 


ences of Christianity alone arc we, in modern times, indebted 
for this sight. To the revolution effected in our natural feel- 
ings by her pure, unselfish feelings must we attribute the 
pleasure we experience in the erection and sustentation of 
various charitable institutions. 

The Montreal General Hospital was established in the 
year 18 On the first day of May of that year it was 
opened for the reception of patients. The first building 
secured for the purposes of the charity was on Craig street. 
It contained three wards capable of accommodating twenty- 
four patients. The warm interest which the citizens of 
Montreal have taken in the welfare of this institution from 
its inception to the present time, soon led to an active 
movement to provide for it more ample and suitable accommo- 
dation. The result was that the site of the present hospital 
buildings was secured, and the foundation stone of the central 
building laid on the 6th June, 1821. The Eichardson wing 
was added in the year 1832, and later the Eeid wing and the 
Morland extension. The General Hospital now contains fifteen 
wards, capablo of containing one hundred and fifty patients. 

Shortly after the main building was erected the physicians 
on the visiting staff, Drs. Stephenson, Holmes, Caldwell and 
Eobertson, associated themselves together for the purpose of 
establishing a school of medicine, and utilizing the means 
afforded by the wards of the Hospital for instructing students 
of Medicine in the practical part of their profession. This 
organization was the germ of the Medical Faculty of McGill 
University. Since that time the Faculty and the Hospital 
have been intimately associated, and by the labors of a succes- 
sion of earnest, able men the Hospital now enjoys not only a 
home but an American and a European reputation as a distin- 
guished and successful School of Clinical Medicine and Surgery. 
I address an audience conversant with the facts, and I have no 
hesitation in asserting that, to the medical student honestly 
desirous of preparing himself for the practice of his profession, 
the Montreal General Hospital has always offered, and now 
especially offers, a field for the necessary training second to no 
other on this continent. A distinctive feature of this charity, 
and one that commends itself to every liberal-minded man, is 
its catholicity. It is truly a general hospital. The national- 
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ity, religion or creed of the applicant for admission to its wards 
receives not the slightest consideration. The only claim re- 
cognised, the sole key that opens its portals, is diseased and 
suffering humanity. If the position and worth of an institu- 
tion, and its claims on the affection and support of a commu- 
nity, are to be determined by the amount of unselfish good 
that it has been the means of accomplishing, then, amongst 
the institutions of Montreal this grand old charity should 
stand facile princeps. I ask you to join me in drinking to the 
continued and increased success and prosperity of the Montreal 
General Hospital. 

Dr. Henderson, upon invitation of the Chairman, sang a 
song. 

The Chairman — The Treasurer of the Montreal General 
Hospital, Mr. Davidson, will kindly lespond to Dr. McCallum’s 
toast. 

Mr. Thos. Davidson— I regret extremely that the President 
of the Montreal General Hospital has been obliged to leave, 
and I, a very junior member of the Managing Committee, am 
left to respond to this toast. I think this may well be termed 
the toast of the programme, and well deserving of honor, be- 
cause I think most of the distinguished men of Montreal, ever 
since the institution was founded, have served upon the Man- 
agement or in some official capacity connected with it. It has, 
in fact, had a history of “ honor and renown.” As was well 
remarked by the gentleman who proposed the toast, the object 
of the institution is very fitly expressed by its name — the 
Montreal General Hospital. Its intimate connection with 
the Medical Faculty is patent to all. I believe the very 
founders of the Faculty were the first Medical Board of 
the Hospital. I need not say anything about the charity 
itself. It is well known to all the citizens of Montreal 
who, for many long years, have generously come forward 
in support of it with subscriptions and donations. There 
has been no stint in the liberality of the citizens towards 
this charity. When called upon they have responded 
nobly ; and while liberal to a degree in the past, still, I think 
that in the future the grave interests of the institution will 
render it necessary to appeal even more strongly to their feel- 
ings. It is clear that if the Medical Faculty is to advance, 
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the Montreal General Hospital must advanco in an equal de- 
gree. At the present time the ManagingCommitteo are pain- 
fully impressed with the fact that the buildings are utterly 
inadequate, and stops will soon have to be taken to erect a 
building sufficient for the requirements of the city. Mr. 
Chairman, I have no doubt the citizens of Montreal will nobly 
respond to any appeal that may be made to them in that 
behalf. One eloquent speaker who preceded me to-night sug- 
gested a memorial chair to the late Dr. Campbell ; in the same 
way, I think, this would be a good opportunity to get some 
one to give $200,000 for the erection of a new wing to the 
Montreal General Hospital. Mr. Chairman, I have to thank 
the gentlemen present, on behalf of the Commitlee of Manage- 
ment, for the kind manner in which they have honored this 
toast. (Cheers.) 

Toast — The Medical Faculty ok McGill University. 

Dr. Grant, — The very important duty now devolves upon me 
of proposing the toast to the Medical Faculty of McGill College. 
That faculty is but a contingent of the Grand Army of 180,000 
medical men throughout the world, which is supplied to-day 
with the pabulum of medical thought, in the form of a library, 
numbering over 120,000 volumes, not including pamphlets on 
various medical subjects. While I listened to the admirable 
address of the Lieutenant Governor of Quebec, it occurred to 
my mind that while, as Canadians, we had pleasure in recog- 
nizing the important part our brethren of the French nation- 
ality had taken in the development of this country, wo as 
members of the Anglo-Saxon family were pleased to note, that 
at the present day, the French element is producing the 
greatest amount of medical literature, and next in order comes 
the German. Of the 180,000 medical men, only about 12,000 
are workers in the path of medical literature for the rising 
generation. I hope that every graduate of McGill University 
will bear in remembrance this fact, and that those who have 
cases presenting any peculiarity, or otherwise, will record the 
data in the medical journals of our country, and thus in time 
form a literature, which will give an additional status to the 
medical profession of our Dominion. Without dwelling on this 
point, I desire to say that 1 have very great pleasure in pro- 


posing, on bohalf of the medical profession, the health and pros- 
perity of the Medical Faculty of McGill University. (Cheers ) 

The toast was duly honored. 

The Chairman, — Gentlemen, on behalf of the Medical fa- 
culty of McGill College, I return you my most cordial thanks 
for the handsome manner in which you have reeeived the 
toast which my friend, Dr. Grant, so enthusiastically proposed. 

As a Faculty, we have been doing all that we could in the 
interests of medical education. I think all the members ol 
the several Faculties in the City are doing the same. We can 
claim the honour of being first in the field. We arc the oldest, 
and we are, perhaps, the largest, and as the oldest ought to 
have grown the most. I can promise that the present Faculty 
will do its utmost to maintain the prestige of the past. 

It was with feelings of inexpressible delight when, on return- 
ing home last evening, I found on my hall table the note which 
I read to you to-night. That note comes from a friend of the 
late Dean, and a personal friend of myself, a kind gentleman 
and a very modest man in everything he does, and with a large, 
warm Scotch heart. (Hear, hear.) I would like to im- 
press upon you members of McGill College and citizens of 
Montreal, that we have an opportunity now offered us of 
creating a fund much needed by our Faculty. The promise of 
this $50,000 is so sincere and so reliable, that I should not care 
for the endorsation of the Bank of Montreal on the note. So 
it rests now with the friends of McGill, and the citizens of 
Montreal who ought to be friends of McGill — for I maintain 
that the highest interest of the citizens are the interests that 
group around that University. The great material interests 
of the country will always be looked after ; the very selfishness 
of men will secure that. But it is a singular thing that they 
are not so apt to be interested in the subject of education, and 
stranger still, they are less apt to be so in medical education 
than any other. Why it is that men are more considerate 
about their fortunes than about their persons, I never could 
comprehend, but so it is. If men’s property is at stake they 
will spare no pains to protect it, but men frequently hesitate to 
give a thousand dollars to help to build an institution for the 
education of a class of men capable of looking after their bodily 
health. It is an anomaly, and I suppose it arises from this 
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peculiarity in our nature, that the present only engages our 
attention, and that we are usually indifferent to our health 
until it breaks down. The impression I want to leave on 
your minds as graduates and as citizens— and I regret the 

toast which elicited these remarks did not come in earlier 

the impression is this : that- the citizens of Montreal owe some- 
thing to the Medical Faculty of McGill College. If Montreal 
claims to be the first city in the Dominion in wealth and popu- 
lation, and in ail the other interests which belong to a metro- 
politan city, it seems to me that the citizens should see to it, 
that its chief educational institution is placed on a footing 
commensurate with the importance of the city. On this 
ground I appeal to the citizens of Montreal, and to the mer- 
cantile men especially — for they hold the purse-strings, as you 
know — to come forward and meet the liberal offer of this 
friend of ours. I ask the citizens at once to form a committee, 
in co-operation with our Faculty, to collect $50,000, in order 
that by next August, as we are limited to that time, we shall 
be in a position to claim from our friend the $50,000 he has 
promised. Had we a fund of $100,000 from which we could 
leceive a revenue, there are many things we could do in our 
own Faculty that we are unable to perform. In my lengthy 
lecture last night I alluded specially to one, and that one Chair 
I am very anxious to see established. It is quite plain that 
before long it will become absolutely necessary in the teaching 
of the several branches of medicine, to have men who deserve 
the name of experts, who shall devote their time exclusively 
to teaching certain scientific parts of medicine, and who shall 
not be embarrassed with the necessity of practising the art. 
(Hear, hear). There is no question that we must have a per- 
son exclusively devoted to chemistry, who shall be a recognized 
authority in that science, and who shall not be obliged to 
waste his time and energies by attending to the exigencies 
of practice. Another necessity, I think, especially if we wish 
to maintain our present proud position of being the leading 
medical school in this city and Dominion, is to have also a 
person who shall be able to devote his time exclusively to 
physiology, anA specially to that department of it which ap- 
plies to pathology^ Original investigation we must aim at. 

We have men in our province well qualified to undertake such 
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duties, and we should have a chair endowed exclusively for 
that purpose, as an appanage of the University. I ventured 
to suggest last night, although a departure from what has 
hitherto been done, so far as I know, in any medical school, 
the establishment of a chair for comparative pathology. I 
consider this would be a great step in advance. If there is 
progress to be made in the science of disease, it must come 
now largely from the study of disease as a whole, not alone 
as it is found in man, but as it occurs in the animal and in the 
vegetable kingdoms. We cannot possibly get a competent man 
for that position unless we have the means to pay him hand- 
somely. When you recollect the difficulties of mastering the 
subject of human pathology, and when you add the necessity 
of a knowledge of general animal pathology, and of the cognate 
department of vegetable pathology, you will understand that 
to procure a man versed in those subjects, we must be prepared 
to pay a sufficient salary. The advantages that would result, 
not alone to our school, but to the science of medicine in general 
and to this country, would be so great, that I am satisfied the 
founder of such a chair would feel amply rewarded. In the 
name of the Faculty, 1 thank the gentleman who proposed 
this toast. 

In conclusion, I ask you all, graduates and citizens, to co- 
operate in this enterprise which we as a Faculty are about to 
undertake, so that before the first of August next, I should say 
before three months, wo may raise the $50,000 required to 
secure this munificent offer of a friend. (Cheers). 

Toast — The Ladies. 

Dr. Mac Don nell proposed the toast of the Ladies, accom- 
panying it with the sentiment, u Bibamus salutem earum, et 
confusionem ad omnes bacularios.” 

The toast was duly honored. 

Toast — Tiie Pharmaceutical Association ; Scientific 
Pharmacy, the handmaid of Medicine. 

The Chairman, — This toast was handed to me by a valued 
friend, and I am sure it will be most acceptable to this body. 
The Pharmaceutical profession is so closely linked to our 
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own, that anything which concerns its interests vitally affects 
the interests of our profession. As it is our handmaid, or 
light hand, so to speak, I am quite sure our feelings towards 
it are those of the warmest sympathy. 

The toast was duly honored. 

Dr. Gurd, I beg to thank you, Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
men, for the toast you have drunk. I have been a member 
ot the Pharmaceutical Association from the beginning, and 
have been very familiar with the profession for about thirteen 
years. On behalf of the Association, 1 thank you for the 
honor you have done us, and regret that the President, Mr. 
Manson, had to leave before this toast was proposed. 

Sheriff Chauveau, — I propose a double toast, one to our 
worthy Chairman, Dr. Howard, and one to our next meeting 
fifty years hence. 

The toast was duly honored. 

Dr. Copeland, Chicago, — On behalf of the visiting graduates, 

I propose a toast to the resident physicians, for their kindness 
to myself and others on our visit to Montreal on this auspicious 
occasion. 

The toast was duly honored. 

The Chairman left the chair at ten minutes past one o’clock 
in the morning, and the company dispersed. 
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It is with no ordinary feelings of sorrow and deep regret 
that we find ourselves called upon to record the death of 
our oldest surgeon, Prof. Geo. W. Campbell. On the 30th 
March last Dr. Campbell attended the annual convocation 
of McGill University, and took leave of his friends and col- 
leagues, as he was leaving for England the following day. 
No one who saw him that day, no whit less cheerful and 
active than usual, for one moment dreamt that this city 
would so soon be shocked by the telegraphic news of 
his death in a far-off country. But so it was. For some 
years past Dr. Campbell suffered from bronchitis, and was 
obliged to retire from active practice and give himself more 
rest. He had also suffered from slight attacks of pneumonia. 
When in London, pneumonia again set in, but being some- 
what better, he went to Edinburgh, where, however, more 
serious symptoms showed themselves, and he expired on 
the 30th May. 

In losing Dr. Campbell, an immense loss has been sus- 
tained by the whole of this community. The Faculty of 
Medicine loses its Dean — its tried and trusty general, who 
has directed its operations with a master hand for many 
years. The Hospital loses its senior consulting surgeon — 
him whose opinion always carried the weight of experience 
and mature judgment. Our greatest financial institutions 
lose one who has been found worthy to fill posts of the 
highest trust and confidence. The general public lose one 
to whom they could always go for sympathy in distress and 
relief in extremity. His friends — and their name, indeed, 
is legion — lose a warm-hearted, true and generous friend. 
His professional brethren in this district lose their chief — 
that chief who, from his personal and professional worth, 
retained for so many years the loyalty and devotion of all. 
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One, indeed, has gone from amongst us, of whom it has 
been a common remark that, u take him for all in all, 
we shall not look upon his like again.” This feel- 
ing has been produced by the rare combination of good 
and attractive qualities which found themselves so happily 
associated together in our estimable Dean. As a profes- 
sional man — and he was that before all things in how 
many ways was he an example to us all, — able, skillful, de- 
voted, untiring towards his patients — courteous, generous 
and invariably considerate towards his confreres ener- 
getic, zealous and enthusiastic in all touching the progress 
of the medical art and science — always upholding, by word 
and deed, the dignity of that profession to which he was 
proud to belong — kind and encouraging to every brother 
honestly practising his profession in a straight path, but 
an uncompromising foe to every kind of professional dis- 
honesty or hyprocrisy. No wonder that there gradually 
grew up for such a man a feeling of rare warmth and 
affection, a feeling which we know to be shared by all 
within our ranks. No matter how else divided, on this 
point there was unanimity, viz., that in Dr. Campbell we 
recognized a noble example, whom to imitate was to do 
right. 

With Dr. Campbell has passed away one of those links, 
now so few, which joined the present generation of 
medical practitioners to a past one. Possessed of the 
best technical education which was afforded at that day, 
Dr. Campbell came to this new country to make his own 
way in the world. How well this was accomplished, and 
what well-merited success he met with, is known to all. 
Whilst thus pursuing his way to name and fame, no selfish 
aims were ever allowed to obstruct his exertions in the 
common cause. Endowed with great strength of character, 
combined with an excellent judgment in all the ordinary 
concerns of life, he always interested himself in every 
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scheme tending to the promotion of the general good. 
Firm and fixed in his endeavors to attain an object once 
definitely settled upon as being desirable, his great influence 
was naturally always sought for and highly prized. 

Not only was Dr. Campbell deservedly looked up to as 
the leading surgeon of the city, hut he was held in the 
warmest estimation as a citizen. Ilis voice and influence 
were always to be counted upon to assist in any good 
work, and many an undertaking to-day in flourishing con- 
dition, and on a firm basis, owes the success of its early 
efforts to the assistance then lent it by this public-spirited 
man. The greatest of our public charities, the Montreal 
General Hospital, always claimed and received a large 
share of his fostering care. In every matter connected 
with the medical management of this large Institution, the 
advice of Dr. Campbell was looked for, and time and 
attention to its interests were given ungrudgingly and 
without stint. It is not for us to speak of the many 
marks of the esteem in which he was held amongst our 
merchants and laymen— the many posts he has held, of 
themselves, speak for this. He was for many years 
Director, and lately Vice-President of the Bank of Mont- 
real, and also Director in the City Gas Company, the 
Montreal Telegraph Company, and many others. He 
will long be remembered amongst his fellow-citizens as a 
clear-headed and judicious business-man, possessing quali- 
ties in this respect sufficiently uncommon amongst medical 

men. , 

For nearly half a century Dr. Campbell’s name has 

been identified with the Medical Faculty of McGill Uni- 
versity, and it is largely due to his ability as a teacher of 
surgery that that school attained the high degree of popu- 
larity which it has so long enjoyed. As its Dean, he 
always assessed the fullest confidence of his colleagues, 
and, under his able management, its policy was always 
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dignified and liberal, whilst internal dissensions were en- 
tirely unknown. 

Dr. Campbell did not write much for the medical jour- 
nals. “ Deeds, not words,” was his motto. But his work 
as a successful teacher, and as a member of the Corpora- 
tion of the University, led to the appropriate bestowal of 
the honorary degree of LL D. His style of lecturing was 
free from all oratorical effort, but it was clear, forcible and 
impressive. Hundreds of practitioners throughout this 
continent and elsewhere owe the foundations of their sur- 
gical knowledge to Dr. Campbell's early teaching. 

As the acknowledged head of the profession in Mont- 
real, he was often called upon to entertain strangers and 
professional visitors, and most worthily did he perform this 
duty. His house always held for such, a warm welcome, 
and we know 7 that the news of his death will bring sorrow 
to many who have there received a true w 7 arm-hearted 
Scotch reception. He was an excellent host ; his pleasant, 
cheery manner, his sparkling reminiscences, his stores of 
learning always bright, his animated conversation, made 
an evening spent in his company always something to be 
remembered. He took great pleasure in seeing his friends 
around him, and all know well the kindly and generous 
hospitality which for years has been dispensed from his 
house by himself and his talented family. 

Dr. G. W. Campbell was born in Roseneath, Dumbarton- 
shire, Scotland, in the year 1810. He entered early upon 
* his medical studies, which he pursued in the Universities 
of Glasgow and Dublin. After graduating with distinc- 
tion, he came to Canada in May, 1833, and settled in 
Montreal. His marked ability soon placed him in the front 
rank amongst his compeers, and gave him a large share 
of city practice. The success following him naturally 

led to his being very frequently called in consulta- 
tion by his confreres ; and for a great many years be- 


fore his death very few cases of any importance were 
treated in this city without the advice of Dr. Campbell 
having been obtained. His sound knowledge of pathology, 
and naturally clear insight into the varying shades of distinc- 
tion between clinical conditions apt to resemble each other, 
made him an expert in diagnosis. Surgery was always 
his forte, and his great reputation was chiefly made by 
many successful achievements in operative work. In 1835 
Dr. Campbell was appointed to the Chair of Surgery in 
McGill University, which position he continued to hold 
with credit to himself and great advantage to the school 
until 1875 — exactly 40 years — when, owing to failing 
health, he resigned. He was made Dean of the Faculty 
in 1860, taking then the place of the late Dr. Holmes. 
The duties ot this office he fulfilled even after his resigna- 
tion of the Chair of Surgery, and it was only in March last 
that Prof. Howard was appointed Acting Dean in order to 
relieve him of some necessary work and supply his place 
during temporary absences. 

The example of such a man as Dr. Campbell cannot fail 
to be productive of great good. An accomplished physi- 
cian and skillful surgeon, an upright, honorable citizen, 
a kind and considerate friend to the poor, a loved and 
honored counsellor of the rich, zealous in business but 
scrupulously honorable, a firm protector of the dignity of 
his profession, and, above all, a thoroughly consistent 
Christian gentleman.
